Extract  of  the  Diary  of  the  Christian  Congregaikm  ai  tb$ 
Afirmaryfor  Lepers* ^  at  Hemel  en  AARDEiyrom  Me  he^ 
ginning  of  the  Year,  to  the  end  <tf  March,  1826. 
January  \st.  WE  entered  into  the  new-year  with  prayer, 
praise,  and  tbanlug^ving;  and  by  the  presence  of  oar  Lord 
and  SaTiour,  powerfully  felt  in  oar  assemblies,  our  confidence 
and  hope  were  strengthened  anew,  that  He  would,  as  hitherto, 
be  with  US  and  bless  us,  and  cause  the  word  of  atonement, 
which  we  preach,  not  to  return  unto  Him  void,  but  make^it  lA 
truth  a  life-giving  savor,  by  which  many  souls  may  be  raised 


*  In  1822,  His  ExceUency,  Lord  Charles  SomeiBet,  Oovemor  of  the 
€kpe  of  Good  Hope,  found  it  needful  to  make  some  new  arrangements  at 
the  Infirmary^  established  at  a  place  called  Hemel  en  Aarde,  for  those  Hot- 
tentots who  were  labouring  under  a  loathsome  sped^^  of  IqHTosy,  called  in 
the  colony  the  Lazarus  sickness,  with  a  view,  if  possible,  to  stop  its  pro- 
gress by  infection.  Considering,  also,  with  great  humanity,  the  quritual 
as  well  as  the  bodily  misery  of  these  unhi^py  beings.  Lord  Charles  ad> 
dressed  a  letter  to  the  Superintending  Missionary  of  the  United  Brethren, 
wfaidi  breathes  a  spirit  of  the  greatest  ben^olence  and  compassion  for  the 
sufimrs :  in  this  letter  he  calls  upon  the  Brethren's  Missionaries  to  assist 
lum  in  his  humane  views  of  promoting  both  the  internal  and  external 
welfare  of  the  poor  lepers,  by  sending  a  Missionary  to  instruct  them  in 
the  doctrines  of  Christianity.  After  mature  consideration,  the  Brethren 
could  not  but  consent  to  his  Excellency's  proposals;  and  arrangements 
were  made  accordingly.  Lord  Charles,  having  expressed  a  wish  that  Brother 
Ldtner,  of  Groenekloof,  and  his  wife,  who  is  an  English  woman,  might 
undertake  the  commission,  they  were  willing  to  accept  the  call,  and  en- 
tered upon  their  new  station  on  the  21st  of  January,  1823.  (See  Periodical 
Accounts,  Vol.  ix«  p.  34).  God  has  laid  a  special  blessing  upon  their  labours; 
and  the  plans  adopted  by  his  Excellency  for  the  general  ameUoration  of  the 
state  of  the  Infirmary  seem  to  have  fiiUy  succeeded.  At  the  commence* 
ment  of  the  Mission^  there  were  upwards  of  150  patients  in  the  Infirmary.

from  the  dealb  of  sin  to  a  life  of  righteousnefSi  many  mourn- 
ers be  comforted,  and  those  who  hare  found  pardon  and 
peace  by  the  mercy  of  their  Saviour,  be  more  and  more  firm- 
ly grounded  in  faith,  and  be  led  by  Him  to  ererlasting  life. 
,  The  forenoon's  sermon  was  upon  the  text  appointed  for  the 
day :  Behold,  I  make  ait  things  new  (Rev.  21. 5«),  and  treated 
of  the  work  of  regeneration,  without  which  we  cannot  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

In  the  evening,  most  of  the  inhabitants  came  and  stood 
before  our  bouse,  where  they  sang  verses,  expressive  of  tfiek 
gratitude  to  God,  and  their  prayers  for  His  blessing  to  attend 
them  and  us  throughout  the  new-year. 

5lA.  We  spoke  with  all  our  communicants,  previous  to 
the  Holy  Communion  to  be  celebrated  to-morrow,  being  Epi- 
phany* The  Lord  was  pleased  to  grant  to  us  and  our  poor 
sick  congregation  mudi  blessingand  refreshment  by  His  heart- 
reviving  presence,  while  we  called  to  mind  His  firH  manifes- 
tation to  the  heathen* 

9ih.  After  long  drought,  we  were  favoured  with  a 
plentiful  shower  during  the  night,  for  which  we  thanked  our 
heavenly  Father. 

13th.  A  healthy  child  two  years  old  was  sent  to  Gna- 
denthal  for  education. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month  we  had  some  fruitfiil  rains 
after  a  succession  of  very  hot  weather. 

February  1st.  After  the  usual  discourse  preparatory  to 
the  Lord's  supper,  the  communicants  came  individually  to 
express  their  gre^  desire  to  partake  of  this  holy  ordinance; 
and  we  had  the  satisfection  to  perceive  in  all  of  them  a  ge- 
nuine work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  teaching  them  to  know  them- 
selves as  poor  sinful  creatures,  and  the  need  of  a  Saviour,  and 
of  being  cleansed  from  sin  and  unrighteousness  by  His  pre- 
cious blood. 

4th.  A  new  patient  arrived  here  from  the  district  of  Stel- 
lenbosch. 

6th.  Jonathan^  who  bad  for  a  long  time  been  a  great 
sufferer,  departed  happily  into  eternity.  He  was  baptized 
in  February,  and  made  a  partaker  of  the  Holy  Communion,

September  IStb,  1826.    His  oendact,  after  attaining  to  these 
privileges,  was  exemplary;  and  he  remained  feitbfal  to  the 
end.    Having  been  die  first  who  was  appointed  opsiener  or 
overseer  in  this  place,  he  was  as  such  esteemed  and  beloved 
by  all  the  inhabitants,    Doring  his  last  illness,  which  was 
extt^mely  painfel,  he  bore  his  safferings  with  much  patience 
and  resignation;   and  hb  only  complaint  was  this,  that 
he  was  not  yel  fit  to  be  called  home  to  rest  with  the  Lord,  in 
wbom,  1iowe?er,  he  believed  with  his  whole  heart,  and  with 
child-like  confidence  trusted  to  Him  as  the  Friend  of  his 
soul,  having  by  the  Spirit  learnt  to  know  Him  as  his  Saviour 
and  Redeemer.    It  afforded  us  always  great  pleasure  to  visit 
him,  and  to  witness  his  steady  faith  and  submission  to  the  di- 
vine will.    If  it  occurred  to  him,  as  he  lay  musing  on  his  sick- 
bed, that  he  had  at  any  time  offended  any  one  by  word  or 
deed,  lie  sent  for  Aat  person,  and  begged  his  pardon.    A  few 
days  before  his  end,  he  said:  ^  I  am  now  ready;  nothing 
keeps  me  here;  and  I  only  wait  for  our  Saviour  to  eome  and 
take  my  soul  unto  Himself/'    About  a  quarter  of  an  hour  be- 
fore be  breatlied  bis  last,  he  called  all  his  best  firiends  by 
name^  and  having  seen  them  assembled,  he  clasped  his 
hands^  and  fell  asleep  in  the  most  quiet  and  peaceful  man- 
ner, aged  about  68. 

7th.  We  paid  a  visit  to  our  friend,  the  Heimraad  (asses- 
sor^ Fan  TessUaary  and  were  most  kindly  received. 

IMh.  Another  healthy  child  was  sent  to  Gnadenthal. 
Some  days  after,  a  waggon  arrived,  bringing  nine  lepers 
from  Grahamstadt  and  Theophilus.  Among  them  was  a  Caf- 
fre,  who  bad  been  instructed  in  the  school  of  the  Missiona- 
ries there. 

The  heat,  during  this  month,  was  extremely  oppressive, 
and  the  drought  so  gpreat,  that  our  cattle  could  find  no  water 
to  drink,  neither  to  the  south  nor  west  of  this  place,  where 
our  best  pasture  ground  lies*  Even  the  Unrust  river,  from 
which  we  get  our  common  supply  of  water,  both  for  drinking 
and  watering  our  garden,  had  left  off  flowing.  We  were 
therefore  for  some  days  employed  in  repairing  the  dyke  in  the 
Attaquas  kloof,  by  which  our  garden-grounds  are  generally 
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rapplied,  and  obtained  thereby  some  relief^  till,  by  a  plentifel 
rain  in  the  night  of  the  25th,  and  daring  the  following  day, 
the  parched  ground  was  refreshed,  for  which  we  gare  public 
thanks  in  the  morning  service* 

March  \sU  The  remains  of  a  conuHunicant,  Christiana 
BfjTgers^  were  interred  in  our  burial  ground*  She  was  bap- 
tized in  September,  1823,  when  it  appeared  as  if  erery  hour 
would  be  her  last;  but  it  pleased  Gfod  to  restore  her  so  far, 
that  she  could  creep  about,  by  the  helpof  a  crutch,  upon  the 
remnants  of  her  feet,  the  greater  part  of  which  had  been  de- 
stroyed by  the  dreadful  disorder.  Her  hands  she  had  long 
ago  entirely  lost  in  the  same  way.  But  though  confined  in 
a  most  wretched  body,  her  soul  enjoyed  peace  and  comfort; . 
for  she  bad  learnt  to  know  the  Lord  as  her  Saviour,  who 
by  His  sufferings  had  made  an  atonement  for  sin,  and  grant- 
ed her  pardon  and  mercy,  with  the  sure  hope  of  eternal  life, 
through  His  all-sufficient  merits*  She  thus  remained  His 
faithful  follower  to  the  end  of  her  painful  pilgrimage*  Her 
very  countenance  testified  of  the  happiness  of  her  soul;  and 
she  was  always  cheerful  and  contented.  She  became  a  com- 
municant in  November,  1825.  Her  walk  was  worthy  of  the 
gospel;  and  all  who  knew  her  were  edified  and  delighted 
with  her  conversation,  and  that  resignation  to  the  will  of  God, 
which  she  shewed  during  all  her  sufferings,  waiting  with 
patience  for  the  time  when  it  would  please  Him  to  grant  her 
to  be  released  from  so  wretched  an  existence  on  earth,  and  to 
take  her  home  to  the  enjoyment  of  eternal  health  and  happi- 
ness. 

4/A.  On^  of  the  patients  came  crawling  to  our  house,  (hav- 
ing lost  both  hands  and  feet,  and  complained,  that  a  neigh- 
boufihg  boor  would  not  sell  him  any  more  Dae  Aa,  though  he 
sold  it  to  others.  Dacha  is  a  species  of  wild  hemp,  or  cicuta, 
the  leaves  of  which  the  Hottentots  like  to  use  for  smoking.  It 
not  only  makes  them  drunk  as  soon  as  brandy,  but  has  the 
most  pernicious  effect  in  weakening  the  whole  body.  Seve- 
ral of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  are,  alas,  very  fond  of  this 
poisonous  herb;  and,  with  all  our  attempts,  we  have  failed  in 
eradicating  the  evil.  Some  of  those,  who  are  addicted  to  it, 
now  and  then  appear  «tt  our  meetings;  but  they  reap  no  bene« 
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l&t  fnmk  their  atlMidanee;  for,  mecordiog  to  o«r  Letd V  para- 
Ucy  IFikfi  Mey  Aiuw  heard  the  ward,  then  comet  h  the  wicked 
^ne,  and  caieheth  away  that  which  wm  eown  in  their  heaeU* 
Others  of  this  description  never  come  to  church,  bat  lUspigg 
the  counsel  of  God  for  their  saWatioa,  and  shot  their  ears 
against  it.  We  told  the  complainant,  that  we  wer^  not  called 
to  judge  between  htm  and  the  farmers,  who  had  a  right  to  do 
with  their  own  property  as  they  pleased ;  but  that  we  were 
glad  that  the  farmer  had  refused  to  sell  this  intoxicating  herb 
to  him :  we  also  represented  to  him,  that,  miserable  as  the  state 
of  his  body  was,  that  of  his  peor  immortal  seni  was  mach  more 
^o,  and  exhorted  him  to  repentance. 

As  there  has  been  no  stated  opportonity  hitherto  for 
special  instruction  in  the  Christian  doctrines,  the  people 
were  inf<»>med,  after  the  prea<;hing  on  the  4tfa,  that  I  pur*- 
posed  holding  two  meetings  in  the  week  for  that  pnrpose. 
This  notice  gave  them  great  pleasure. 

From  the  19tb  to  the  18th  we  spoke  separately  with  all 
the  unbaptized  individuals  under  our  care,  and  in  general^ 
with  mcich satisfaction.  Many  expressed  their  desire  to  know 
nkCfre  of  the  way  of  salvation^  and  to  be  admitted  into  the 
ChrJstian  church  by  holy  baptism.  Of  some,  however,  we 
must  eay,  tfaait,  though  they  come  to  us,  It  is  evident,  that 
they  love  darkness  rather  ttian  light. 

14/A.  We  were  under  the  painful  necessity  of  publicly 
excluding  two  persons,  a  man  and  a  woman,  from  our  con- 
gregation, on  account  of  their  offensive  conduct.  The  woman 
is  a  healthy  person,  and  was  employed  as  cook  to  the  infirma^ 
ry.  Her  husband  died  six  weeks  age.  We  told  her,  that 
she  most  quit  the  place  without  delay,  her  behaviour  being 
intolerably  scandalons.  On  the  following  morning,  we  heard, 
thsty  in  the  night  previous  to  her  departure,  she  got  another 
bad  person  to  join  her,  and  engaged  a  dancing  party,  first  in 
her  own  house,  and  then  in  one  of  the  apartments  in  the  Infir- 
mary.   The  man,  being  a  leper,  must  remain  here. 

From  the  16th  to  the  18th,  we  were  refreshed  by  a  very 
welceaia  rain,  of  which  we  had  fiir  this  long  time  stood  in 
1,  and  wete  truly  thankful  for  it.

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At  tbe  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  on  tbe  18tb; 
twd'caudidatea  were  present,  being  appointed  for  confirma- 
tion*  Three  were  adnutted  eandidatea  for  baptism^  and  three 
re-admitted. 

244hf  Good  Friday.  In  the  morning,  a  htary  storm  of 
thunder  and  lightning  brought  again  rain;  but,  as  soon  as  it 
cleared,  we  had  the  usual  meetings,  and  were  richly  blessed 
in  the  contemplation  of  the  sufferings  and  death  of  our  Re« 
deemer  for  our  sakes,  that  we  might  be  sa^ed  from  everlast- 
ing death.  May  the  word  of  the  Cross  approve  itself  also  iit 
this  place,  the  p<)wer  of  God  for  the  salvation  of  many  hea- 
then. 

2&t/L  At  night,  We  succeeded  in  killing  a  large  porcu- 
pine, which  had  done  considerable  mischief  in  our  gardens 
for  some  time  past.  After  it  was  plucked,  it  weighed  twenty 
pounds.  Its  flesh  is  considered  a  great  delicacy  in  this 
country. 

26iht  Easter  Sunday.  We  celebrated,  with  much  bless- 
ing, the  festival  of  the  resurrection  of  our  Lord.  As  Hj9  had 
vouchsafed  to  be  present  with  us  during  the  whole  Passion- 
week,  so  He  was  truly  in  the  midst  of  us  on  this  day,  accord- 
ing to  His  gracious  promise,  and  granted  us  richly  to  enjoy 
the  comfort  .of  true  believers  in  the  contemplation  of  that 
glorious  event,  by  which  He  completed  the  work  of  our  sal- 
vation. 

After  the  Easter  holidays,  I  accepted  of  Brother  HaU- 
beck's  kind  invitation,  and  went,  with  my  wife,  on  a  visit  to 
Gnadentbal.  From  pur  *dear  felloW-labourers,  as  well  as 
from  the  whole  Hottentot  congregation,  we  experienced 
great  love  and  kindness.  During  such  a  visit,  many  of  the 
old  Hottentots  come  to  renew  that  friendship,  in  which  we 
formerly  lived  together  in  this  place.  Speaking  with  some 
of  these  old  people  of  the  work  of  Grod,  and  the  warning  voice 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  heart  of  man,  an  old  venerable  com- 
municant gave  the  following  account  of  herself: — ^\  While  I 
^  still  lived  as  an  heathen  in  the  world,  and  was  serving  a  far- 
^<  mer,  and  knew  nothingof  Godand  His  word,  it  happened, 
^*  that  the  farmer  took  me  with  him  on  a  journey  to  the  sea- 
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•*  coast,  where  a  ship  had  been  wrecked.  Among  the  many 
*•  things  cast  on  shore  by  the  waves,  were  two  boxes  filled 
"  with  wax-candles.  The  farmer's  wife  ordered  me  to  gor 
^  and  steal  a  parcel  of  the  candles,  while  she  contrived  to 
**  keep  the  guards  in  conversation,  that  they  might  not  ob- 
**  serve  me.  I  went;  but  when  I  had  taken  the  first  candit, 
**  such  fear  and  terror  came  upon  me,  that  I  trembled  all 
^*  over,  let  the  candle  fall,  and  broke  it  to  pieces,  and  re- 
**  turned  without  my  prey.  At  tbat  time,  I  could  not  con- 
**  ceive  what  had  made  me  so  much  terrified;  but  now  since 
**  I  have  been  made  acquainted  with  the  word  of  God,  I  am 
**  convinced  that  it  was  the  Holy  Spirit  who  warned  me  and 
•*  preserved  me  from  committing  theft/' 

30/A.  We  returned  safe  fron^Gnadenthal  to  our  home  at 
Hemel  en  Aarde. 

We  commend  ourselvts,  with  our  poor  sick  congrrega^ 
tion,  to  the  kind  remembrance  and  prayers  of  alt  our  Breth-*

Extracts  of  Letters  Jrom  Brother  Jons  Lemmerz, 
De^r  Brother,  Gnadenthal,  April  14M,  182(J. 

•*  AT  length,  after  a  voyage  of  fifteen  weeks,  we  arrived,  by 
the  mercy  of  God,  safe  at  the  Cape  on  the  I7th  of  February. 
**  lu  the  British  Channel  we  had  violent  contrary  winds, 
and  were  obliged,  November26th,  to  put  into  Portsnnouth,  as  it 
was  impossible  without  damage  to  keep  the  sea.  On  the  90th 
we  set  sail  from  thence  with  a  favourable  wind ;  but  on  the  IM 
of  December,  being  advanced  as  far  as  the  Lizard^  we  en- 
countered so  heavy  a  gale' from  the  westward,  that  we  could 
not  make  head  against  it,  and  were  obliged  to  return  and  gain 
Falmouth  harbour.  On  the  day  on  which  we  again  cast  an- 
chor here,  three  weeks  had  elapsed  since  we  left  London.  O 
how  many  an  anxious  night  have  we  spent  in  beating  down 
the  Channel  at  this  unfavourable  time  of  the  year.  It  some* 
times  appeared  as  if  we  should  be  buried  in  the  sea;  but  we 
may  likewise  with  ttuth,  and  to  the  praise  of  our  Saviour,  de- 
clare, that,  in  the  midst  of  our  trouble,  His  comforts  delighted 
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oursQuUi.  HU  presenoe  was  felt  by  im,  and  streDgtheoed 
our  weak  faitb.  I  could  confidently  believe  and  hope  agai» 
to  Bee  my  beloved  Hot^ntot  congregation* 

^*  Our  captain  was  a  very  worthy  man,  and  a  child  of  Grod* 
Often  have  we  had  edifying  conversations  with  him«  In  eve-» 
ry  respect  we  found  in  him  a  kmd  friends  The  mate  was  the 
sen  of  a  minister,  and  of  the  same  mind,  I  had  frequent  op«» 
portunlties  of  conversing  with  him  on  religious  subjects.  We 
)iad  likewise,  as  fellow-passenger,  a  young  English  gentleman^ 
a  good  musician,  whose  father  lives  at  Berlin.  He  always  atp- 
tended  our  Sunday's  devotions*  We  met  also  for  a  short  ser* 
rice  every  morning  and  evening,  and  were  blessed  by  the 
Lord  on  all  these  oceasions  with  a  perception  of  His  divina 
presenee.  We  became  sd  much  attached  to  each  other,  that, 
after  we  had  completed  our  voyage,  parting  with  such  dear 
firiends,  with  whom  we  bad  felt  spiritually  united,  deejay  af- 
fected us  all ;  and  we  promised  to  remember  each  other  in  our 
prayers.  We  reached  the  Cape  on  the  above-mentioned 
day,  with  thanksgiving  to  God  for  all  His  mercies,  and  for  the 
gracious  protection  we  had  experienced,  and  with  gratitude 
to  our  good  captain  and  all  on  board,  for  their  kindness  to- 
wards us. 

**  We  enjoyed  also  much  love  and  friendship  firom  our  dear 
friends  at  Capetown,  till  our  departure  for  Groenekloof  on  the 
2nd  of  March,  Brother  Hoffman  having  arrived  to  accompa- 
my  us  to  that  place.  On  the  9rd,  as  we  were  about  two  miles 
tfff,  we  met  a  company  of  Hottentots,  who  had  come  (o  meet 
ns,  and  with  songs  of  praise  expressed  their  thanks  to  God 
for  having  safely  brought  us  across  the  great  waters  to  our 
destined  port.  We  joined  them  with  all  our  hearts,  and  re- 
joiced again  to  see  oor  beloved  people,  among  whom  we 
spent  our  time  most  happily  till  the  14th;  and  having  enjojr* 
ed  n)uch  blessing  both  in  their  assen^lies  at  the  church,  and 
m  friendly  converse  with  our  fellow4abourers,  and  with  the 
members  of  the  congregation,  we  set  out  for  Gnadenthal, 
where  we  arrived  ^afe  on  the  17th. 

Ob  our  approach  to  the  setdement,  we  were  met  by  my 
4>aMr  scholars,  who  had  come  as  far  as  £^land's  kloof,  a 
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distance  of  ten  English  miles,  to  bid  us  welcome.  As  wm 
drew  nearer,  the  company  of  those  who  came  to  express  their 
joy  at  our  return  Continually  increased.  Being  arriyed  at  the 
last  hilly  which  overlooks  the  whole  town,  we  made  halt,  and 
the  whole  assembly  joined  with  ferror  in  hymns  of  praise 
and  thanksgiving  to  the  Lord  our  Saviour  for  the  mercy  and 
preservation  we  had  experienced  from  Him  during  our  Toy» 
i^fs  to  and  fro,  and  that  He  had  granted  us  again  to  meet  in 
peace  and  safety.  Our  hearts  were  6lled  with  joy;  and  we 
gave  full  vent  to  tears  of  gratitodet  for  all  the  favours  re- 
ceived at  His  handsy  both  during  our  voyage  to  fiurope, 
with  the  nine  children  committed  to  our  care,  and  on  all 
our  joumeyings  on  the  continent,  and  on  our  return  to  this 
country.  In  all  places  and  under  all  ctrcumstancss.  His 
peace  and  presence  were  our  support;  and  He  protected  us 
from  all  harm  in  soul  and  body.  Nor  can  I  express  what  I 
felt,  when  we  again  entered  that  dear  place,  where  I  had  the 
favor  first  to  enter  on  the  service  of  this  Mission,  and  when 
again  I  saw  ray  fellow-labourers,  with  whom  I  had  lived  sa 
long  in  true  brotherly  love  and  union  of  spirit,  all  of  whom  I 
knew,  except  Brother  Nauhaus.  We  are  now  again  at  home 
and  in  our  proper  element,  among  our  beloved  Hottentots. 

**  For  the  present,  I  shall  not  return  to  Enon,  but  have  re* 
ceived  a  commission  to  care  for  the  housekeeping  here  at 
Gnadenthal,  besides  which,  I  take  my  turn  in  the  service  of 
the  congregation,  and  twice  in  the  weekho|d  a  meeting  with 
all  the  men  for  instruction  in  the  Christian  doctrines,  twice 
with  the  single  women,  and  daily  keep  school  with  the  big* 
ger  girls. 

**  Pray  for  us,  that  the  Lord  may  grant  us  grace,  wisdom, 
and  understanding,  and  cause  our  poor  endeavours  to  be  at- 
tended with  His  blessing.  If  I  consider  my  own  abilities  for 
His  service,  I  might  well  despair  of  success;  for  I  know  that 
I  fall  far  short  of  what  He  might  well  expect  for  all  His  love 
towards  me:  but  I  look  for  pardon,  grace,  and  strength  from 
Him,  whose  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness.  The  lan« 
gnage  of  my  heart  is  expressed  in  that  old  verse — **  Nought 
^  but  Jesu's  grace,  His  merit— Aqd  His  blood-bougbt  righte- 
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**  oasness Are  the  cause  that  I  inherit —  Life  and  peace  anif 

**  holiness/' 

**  I  request  you,  ray  dear  Brodier,  to  salute  from  us  all 
our  dear  Brethren  and  friends  in  London  and  Bedford,  and 
to  apologize  to  them  for  not  writing  to  each  of  them,  ta  ex- 
press our  never-ceasing  gratitude  for  all  the  undeserved 
kindness  we  experienced  from  them  during  our  abode  in 
England.  To  the  members  of  your  Society  for  the  Fur- 
therance of  the  Gospel,  we  beg  to  be  particularly  remember* 
ed,  and  recommend  this  Mission  to  their,  kind  notice  and 
favour,  with  many  thanks  for  all  they  have  done  for  us.  I 
remain  ever,  &c.  &c.

Extract  of  Letters  from  Brother  H,  P.  Hallbbck. 
Gnadenthal,  April  13/A,  182ff. 
««  YOU  will,  I  trust,  have  heard  already  that  Brother  Lem- 
merz  and  company  arrived  in  Table  Bay,  on  the  11th  Fe- 
bruary, after  a  long  and  tedious  voyage.  His  companion. 
Brother  Sonderman,  is  stationed  at  Groenekloof,  and  Bro- 
ther Schultz  will  take  care  of  our  smithy  and  cutlery  in  this 
place.  Brother  Lemmerz  will  remain  here,  and  w^h  his 
wife  take  charge  of  our  housekeeping,  whereby  I  and  my 
wife  will  find  more  leisure  than  for  some  years  past  In 
consequence  of  this  arrangement,  I  shall  be  able  to  visit 
Enon  in  the  course  of  this  year;  and  I  purpose,  please  God, 
to  accompany  Brother  Naubaus  in  about  a  month.  They 
are  appointed  to  that  station  to  assist  Brother  Schmitt,  who 
has  signified  his  willingness  to  remain  at  Enon.  The  cele- 
bration of  the  Passion-week  and  Easter-festival,  has  again 
been  favoured  with  the  Divine  blessing.  The  meetings  were 
diligently  attended,  not  only  by  our  own  people,  but  also 
by  a  great  number  of  strangers.  We  have  reason  to  believe 
that  many  a  one  was  stirred  up  to  consider  his  own  ways,  and 
to  devote  himself  anew  to  that  Saviour  who  suffered  and  died 
for  us.  May  they  all  become  the  reward  for  the  travail  of 
His  soul.  A  considerable  number  advanced  in  church  pri- 
vileges; eight  became  candidates  for  baptism;  six  adults  and 
six  children  were  baptized;  five  received  into  the  congrega- 
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tion,  and  sixteen  were  present  as  spectators  at  thd  Uolj 
CommunioDy  eight  of  whom  are  now  under  instructioii  finr 
the  first  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Sacrament*  Brother  and  Sis- 
ter Lemmerz  arrired  jast  in  time  to  partake  of  the  blessings 
of  the  Passion-week;  and^  I  believe,  it  was  to  them  a  very 
a|2freeable  recommencement  of  their  labours  among  us. 

**  The  new  dwelling-house,  built  this  year,  and  which, 
though  less  expensive,  is  by  far  the  best  building  in  our 
premises,  is  now  so  far  advanced,  that  it  is  inhabited  by 
Brother  Nauhaus  and  his  family.  It  contains,  besides  three 
small  store-rooms,  dwellings  for  two  missionaries,  each  hav* 
ing  two  rooms. 

**  The  road  along  the  churchy  and  up  the  hill  behind  the 
'cattle-kraal,  is  now,  since  the  new  road  through  French-hoek 
is  finished,  just  as  much  frequented  as  the  Hottentot's  Hol- 
land's road,  particularly  in  the  dry  season,  when  waggons 
are  passing  and  repassing  by  day  and  night.  This  is,  in 
some  respects,  a  disadvantage ;  but  the  advantage  resulting 
from  it  is,  in  my  opinioii,  much  ^greater.  We  and  the  HoU 
tentots  may  now  purchase  the  produce  of  the  interior  much 
cheaper  than  formerly,  and  they  may  also  dispose  of  their 
fruit  and  garden  productions  with  more  profit.  You  have 
heard  of  the  failure  of  the  last  crop.  Wheat  and  barley  are 
in  consequence  very  high  in  price,  the  former  30  rix-dollars 
per  muidf  the  latter  ten.  Our  poor  Hottentots,  who  lost  al- 
most their  whole  crop  by  the  rust,  have  to  struggle  with  great 
difliculties.  But  the  Lord  will  graciously  help  us  through 
these  trials,  as  on  former  occasions.  One  proof  of  His  kind 
providence  we  have  already  before  our  eyes.  Never,  in  the 
remembrance  of  man,  did  the  wild  almond-bushes  produce 
such  an  abundance  of  fruit  as  this  year;  and  our  people  are 
now  busy  gathering  this  bountiful  supply.  You  know  that 
these  almonds^  though  poisonous  in  their  rude  state,  are, 
when  properly  prepared,  a  wholesome  and  nutritious  food. 

**  After  long  drought,  by  which  the  country  was  parch- 
ed and  the  rivers  dried  up  to  an  almost  unexampled  de- 
j^ree,  we  have  had  very  fine  rains,  in  the  course  of  this  and 
part  of  the  last  month,  by  which  the  pastures  are  much  im- 
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fipwtdf  and  Ae  gardens  greatly  benefited.  Ddring^  these 
faina  we  experienced  at  Onadenthal  a  remarkable  preserra^ 
tion.  Round  about  ua,  there  fell  such  a  quantity  of  haily 
tbat  the  gardens  of  the  netghbouring  farmers  were  altoge^Iier 
ruinedy  but  our  valley  escaped.  If  the  calamity  had  befallen 
us,  the  loss  would  hare  been  immense,  as  all  the  gardens 
were  abundantly  stocked  with  Indian  corn,  beans,  pumpkins, 
Ice.,  and  it  would  have  been  the  more  severely  felt,  as  our 
Hottentots,  having  lost  their  crop  of  grain,  are  chiefly  de-^ 
pendant  on  the  produce  of  their  gardens.  It  is  almost  in- 
comprehensible how  we  escaped,  since  the  had  fell,  with 
equal  violence,  both  at  the  places  in  the  Groene*wald  on  the 
Zonderend,  to  the  Westt  and  at  our  next  neighbour's  in  Bos- 
jesveM,  to  the  east.  Thus,  it  would  appear,  that  the  storm 
mast  have  passed  over  our  valley,  but  was  not  permitted  to 
do  us  any  harm,  restrained  by  Him  who  rules  the  elements, 
and  who  is,  at  the  same  time^  the  prayer*hearing  Father  of 
tbe  poor  and  distressed. 

**  Groenekloof  has  had  considerable  increase  of  late, 
more  than  ten  families,  or  about  100  individuals,  having  come 
to  reside  there  since  New-year,  from  the  north  and  the  neigh- 
t>ourboed  of  Saldanha^bay  and  the  Twenty-four  Revier. 
When  T  was  at  Groenekloof,  in  the  month  of  February,  I 
apoke  with  most  of  these  new-comers,  and  they  appeared 
to  me  to  be  very  hopeful  people.  They  attend  the  meetings 
at  the  church  very  diligently.  Brother  Leitner  and  his  wife 
were  lat^y  here  from  Hemel  en  Aarde.  Sister  Leitner  is 
iiuite  well,  but  be  is  much  distressed  by  a  difficulty  of  breath- 
ing. The  state  of  his  small  flock  is,  in  general,  very  en- 
^)ouraging. 

^  I  have  not  seen  Elim  for  some  time.  When  I  visited 
that  place,  in  the  beginning  of  February,  it  had  70  inhabit 
tants;  and  fourteen  bouses,  all  of  thetn  walled,  were  either 
finished  or  building.  The  Hottentot  gardens  were  in  a  most 
flourishing  state ;  the  third  crop  of  beans,  within  eight  months, 
was  in  a  state  of  forwardness  on  the  same  piece  of  ground. 

^  The  last  letter  I  received  from  Enon,  was  dated  Fe- 
bruary 5th«    At  tbat  time  all  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  were 
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tolerably  well»  and  some  plentifal  rains  bad  relresbad  the 
country,  so  raueb  so»  that  the  rivers  were  occasionally  im« 
passable. 

**  We  are  all  well  in  healthy  and,  thanks  to  our  Sa- 
viour, preserved  in  undisturbed  love  and  bannony.  All 
unite  with  me  in  kind  love  to  yourself,  and  all  friends,  parti- 
cularly the  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of 
the  Glospel,  and  of  the  London  Association  in  aid  of  our 
Missions.  May  the  Lord,  whoni  we  serve  in  weakness, 
abundantly  bless  them  for  their  exertions.

**  I  think  I  promised  in  my  last  to  write  to  you  once  more 
before  1  set  off  to  Enon,  and  I  now  sit  down  to  ful61  this 
promise,  though  it  must  be  done  in  haste,  as  I  have  not  only 
to  prepare  for  the  journey,  but,  what  is  of  more  consequence, 
and  attended  with  more  diflSLculties,  to  make  needful  ar- 
rangementSy  that  my  part  of  the  service  here  may  be  proper- 
ly cared  for  during  my  absence. 

'*  Preparatory  to  my  journey,  I  have  visited  Elim  and 
Hemel  en  Aarde,  whence  I  returned  last  Ilionday.  Brother 
Lejtner  continued  to  feel  a  very  unpleasant  oppression  on  the 
chest.  In  Hemel  en  Aarde  I  wai^mucb  gratified.  The  stea- 
dy, prudent,  and  yet  zealous  labours  of  Brother  Leitner 
and  bis  wife,  are  evidently  blessed  by  God  for  the  benefit  of 
that  Institution. 

**  The  diaiy  of  Elim,  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year, 
will  inform  you,  that  preparations  are  making  to  build  an- 
other dwelling4iouse  for  the  missionaries,  and  to  convert  the 
present  one  into  a  temporary  church  and  school;  but  pro- 
bably no  steps  will  be  taken  to  build,  till  after  the  rainy  sea- 
^soD,  %fiien  I  hope  to  have  returned  from  Enon. 

^  Here,  at  Gnadontbal,  we  are  all  well,  and  1  think  have 
sufficient  reason  for  saying,  that  our  labour  in  the  Lord  is  not 
without  fruit. 

**  Since  the  beginning  of  this  year,  we  have  had  a  month- 
ly conference  with  the  chapel-savants  and  overseers,  by 

¥OL.  X.  i> 
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\HiicIi  a  good  understanding  is  cultivated  between  us  and 
them,  and  all  the  members  of  the  conjo^gation,  notwithstand- 
ing the  Satanic  attempts  of  a  certain  neighbour  to  create  dis* 
turbance. 

**  A  considerable  number  of.  substantial  houses  have 
been  finished  of  late,  particularly  towards  Siebenfonteyn, 
where  there  is  now  a  row  of  eight  or  ten  good  houses,  situated 
farther  ofTthan  those  which  were  built  at  the  time  of  your  Tisit. 

^  Our  people  are  still  busy  gathering  wild  almonds, 
which  grow  in  the  greatest  profusion  along  the  river  Zon- 
derend. 

"  When  I  go  toEnon  (our  departure  being  fixed  for  the 

17th  inst.)  I  purpose  travelling  through  the  Karroo,  leaving 

Langekloof  altogether  to  the  right.    In  this  season,  there  is 

abundance  of  grass  and  water  in  the  Karroo,  and  the  new 

^road  is  shorter,  which  none  of  us  have  ever  yet  travelled. 

**  All  around  me  unite  in  kind  love  to  you,  and  our  Eng- 
lish Brethren  and  friends.  I  remain  ever,  your  affectionate 
Brother,  Hans  Peter  Hallheck.

"  YOUR  kind  letter  of  November  8th  was  sent  to  me  by 

Brother  Lemmcrz,  on  his  arrival  at  Gnadenthal,  for  which  I 

return  you  many  thanks. 

**  Brother  Hallbeck  has  already  informed  you,  that  I  am 
stationed  here  at  Elim.  Exclusive  of  other  services  in  this 
Mission,  1  am  charged  with  the  care  of  the  mill  and  the 
school.  Both  these  employments  afford  me  much  pleasure, 
fori  perceive,  that  the  Lord  lays  His  blessing  upon  my  weak 
endeavours  to  serve  the  cause.  My  ^unday^chool  is  attend- 
ed by  thechildren  of  slaves,  Hottentots,  and  farmers;  and  Ihave 
great  satisfaction  in  observing  the  eagerness  to  learn,  which 
these  poor  people  shew.  Some,  who  but  lately  did  not  know 
one  letter  from  the  other^  are  now  able  to  read  tolerably 
well,  and  strive  to  become  more  perfect  by  persevering  di« 
ligeuce.     1  also  keep  school  every  day  in  the  week  for  the 
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chiltlren  belouging^  to  the  settlement,  in  which  aFI  goen  on 
well.  It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted,  that  as  yet  we  have  no 
better  place  for  it  than  the  hall  of  our  dwelling-house,  where 
we  cannot  avoid  frequent  interruption  by  people  going  in 
and  out.  Again,  I  want  spelling-books  for  beginners  with 
progressive  lessons,  for  the  number  of  scholars  is  continually 
encreasing,  and  1  have  no  more  books,  the  few  1  first  received 
from  Gnadenthal  having  been  all  distributed. 

^*  What  can  I  say  of  myself  f  but  that  with  a  deep  sense 
of  my  insufficiency  and  weakness,  1  desire  to  look  for  help 
to  the  Lord,  who  approves  Himself  to  me  as  a  gracious  friend 
and  helper  in  every  time  of  need.  It  is  this  that  fills  my 
heart  with  comfort  and  good  hope  and  faith. 

^*  A  few   words  more  concerning  Elim. It  is  by  no 

means  so  unfavourable  a  situation  as  it  appeared^at  first.  The 
gardens-rounds  have  rich  soil,  and  there  is  plenty  of  it. 
Much  of  the  land  is  fit  for  corn,  but  we  have  not  as  yet  made 
use  of  it.  There  is  also  very  good  pasture-ground  for  horses, 
horned  cattle,  and  sheep ;  and  though  our  two  cows  have  no 
other  food  but  what  they  pick  up  on  the  common,  we  have 
all  the  year  round  a  sufficient  supply  of  milk  and  butter.  At 
Gnadenthal,  six  cows  do  not  furnish  as  much,  owing  to  worse 
pasturage,  and  lean  sheep  brought  from  thence  to  Elim 
grow  £ir.  Our  neighbours  are  friendly  and  well  disposed 
towards  us.  Externally,  therefore,  we  have  no  ca^se  fbr 
complaint.  As  to  the  spiritual  course  of  our  small  congre- 
gation, we  may  with  truth  assert,  that  the  blessing  of  ^God 
our  Saviour  attends  our  labours,  though  it  cannot  be  denied, 
that  Satan  also  endeavours  to  set  his  snares  in  the  way, 
when  souls  are  awakened  by  the  Gospel,  fearing  to  lose  his 
prey.  We  therefore  need  to  watch  and  pray,  both  for  our- 
selves and  our  people,  that  the  enemy  may  not  prevail  in  his 
attempts  to  destroy  the  work  of  God,  but  that  we  all  may 
ov^come  ^^  by  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  and  the  word  of 
His  testimony/' 

*^  In  this  view  we  recommend  our  dear  HjOttentot  con- 
gregation, with  ourselves,  their  servants  for  Christ^s  sake,  to 
your  remembrance  in  prayer  before  the  throne  of  Grace. 
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<*  ^e  often  call  to  mind  the  pleasant  time  we  spent  witb 
our  brethren  in  London,  and  beg  to  salate  them  all  most  oor^ 
dially.  Our  fellow-labourers.  Brother  Bonatz  and  his  wifis] 
are  well,  and  send  greeting.  I  remain  ever»  your  afiection^- 
ale  Brother^  Datid  LuTTRiifG.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Sinter  A.  Schmitt. 

Dear  Brotheb,  *^''<"*'  ^^''^  ^8.*>  »826. 

**  ON  Che  4th  of  this  month,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  hear  of 
thQ  return  of  Brother  Lemmerz  and  his  wife,  with  Brother 
and  Sister  Sondermau;,  to  the  Cape;  and  at  the  same  time  we 
received  some  letters  from  our  friends  in  Europe.  You  think 
it  long  since  you  received  letters  from  us  here,  and  we  are 
truly  sorry  for  the  omission.  Many  times  have  I  attempted  to 
write  during  Brother  Schmitt's  illness,  but  it  was  impossi^ 
ble;  for  E  had  no  rest  day  or  night.  Our  Hottentots  had  a 
very  sickly  thaef  the  bilious  fever  being  more  severe  among 
them  than  I  have  ever  known  it.  You  may  easily  believe 
that  anxiety  and  fatigue  gretiltly  affected  my  health  and 
strength,  which  are  not,  to  this  day,  what  they  were  when 
Brother  Lemmerz  left  Enon.  I  have  often  thanked  God  that 
I  was  enabled  to  creep  about  at  all. 

**  About  the  beginning  of  July,  the  fever  and  hooping 
cough  began  to  abate.  I  think  not  one  had  escaped;  and 
many  strong  men  were  brought  so  low,^  that  they  must  for 
some  time  walk  with  a  stick.  It  was  a  wonder,  that  not  one 
adult  departed  this  life,  and  only  four  children,  who  had.  the 
hooping*cougb  and  fever  at  the  same  time.  These  complaints 
have  been  prevalent  in  other  parts  of  the  colony;  and  in 
Uitenhage  and  Bethelsdorf  many  died.  Since  then,  our  Hot* 
tentotd  have  been  healthy.  Our  villi^e  is  now  large;  we 
count  four  hundred  inhabitants.  Several  have  built  pretty 
cottages  of  brick  and  stone.  There  is  a  cross  street  begun, 
to  front  the  wall  along  the  vineyard.  If  you  have  the 
view  sent  by  Brother  Lemmerz,  yon  can  represent  it  to 
yourself. 

^  My  last  letter  to  you  left  this  place  in  February.  I  hope 
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it  will  come  safe  to  band)  and  conviDce  you  and  many  of  our 
good  English  friends^  that  we  are  not  void  of  gratitude.  What 
18  done  for  Our  poor  Hottentots  rejoices  me  ftdly  as  mnch 
as  what  k  done  for  myself.  We  hare,  alas,  again  this  year 
the  destructive  rust  in  the  corn  I  Some  of  the  Hottentots  have 
reaped  a  few  bushels  of  barley,  and  some  a  little  wheat,  but 
not  so  much  as  to  recover  the  seed  sown.  We  have  got,  I 
believe, about  ten  bushels  of  corn  and  rye  together.  About 
the  end  of  January  we  had  fruitful  rains,  fioth  we  and  the 
Hottentots  took  courage,  and  planted  as  much  seed  as  we  had 
in  store,  and  Indian  corn  and  French  beans,  which, promised 
well ;  but  this  has  been  asummer  the  like  of  which  I  never  knew. 
The  thermometer,  for  five  days  successively,  stood  at  107  in 
the  shade;  tlie  vegetables  were  as  if  burned  with  fire,  and 
the  young  potatoes  looked  as  if  they  had  been  baked  in  the 
groubd. 

"  With  regard  to  the  spiritual  course  of  our  congregation, 
I  think  we  may  say  that  we  have  more  joy  than  grief.  Most 
of  those  young  people,  who  last  year  caused  us  so  much 
concern,  shew  marks  of  sincere  repentance,  and,  we  hope,  have 
forsaken  their  evil  ways.  Many  are  re-admitted  to  their  for« 
mer  privileges:  may  their  example  warn  others  to  avoid  the 
snares  of  Satan.    Three  are  still  absent. 

^  My  little  school  still  prospers.  I  have  lately  increased  it 
by  the  admission  of  three  little  girls,  who  at  present  do  plain 
work;  and,  as  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  be  much  with  them,  I 
leave  them  to  the  care  of  the  first  Hottentot  girl  I  taught  at 
Enon.  She  is  a  sensible,  steady  person:  her  only  wish  is  to 
live  unto  the  Lord.  I  know  not  how  to  express  my  thanks 
to  the  good  ladies  who  have  so  kindly  contributed  to  my  feeble 
endeavours  to  instruct  these  poor  children.  I  have,  as  far 
as  entrusted  to  me,  expended  the  gifts  as  I  hope  would  be 
agreeable  to  the  wish  of  the  givers.  By  the  last  chest  of 
dothing,  which  we  received  in  July  last  year,  I  was  not  in- 
formed whether  any  part  of  the  same  was  intended  for  my 
school;  but  each  of  the  girls  got  an  apron. 

**  For  all  the  kindness  and  generous  assistance  we  re* 
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oeive  at  the  bands  of  so  many  worthy  friends,  we  beg  you,  in 
our  name  and  that  of  our  Hottentot  congregation,  young  and 
old,  to  return  our  most  humble  and  cordial  thanks.  May  the 
Lord  richly  bless  and  reward  them.    T  remain  e^er,  &c.  &c.

Dear  Brother.  Enon.  3fay  5^2«rf.  1826. 

"  YOUR  kind  letter  by  Brother  Lemmcrz  I  received  on  the 
11th  of  March.  He  brought  it  only  as  far  as  Gnadenthal, 
but  not  to  Enon.  We  should  have  been  glad  to  see  him  re- 
turn to  his  former  situation  with  us.  We  hear  that  Brother 
Hallbeck  is  coming  tons  with  Brother  Nauhaus,and  that  we 
may  expect  them  in  a  fortnight.  I  am  sorry  to  think  that  a 
letter  1  wrote  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  seems  to  have  been 
lost.  My  first  attempt  at  writiug,after  my  severe  illness,  was 
to  write  to  you;  and  I  hoped  the  letter  would  reach  you  at 
Herrnbut. 

**  I  ihen  mentioned  the  receipt  of  the  iron  pipes  you  sent 
us,  that  Brother  Halter  had  fetched  them  in  five  waggons 
from  Algoa-bay,  and  that  my  illness  commenced  during  the 
laying  of  them.  I  hope  all  my  other  letters  have  arrived  safe, 
and  am  only  sorry,  that  by  your  not  receiving  the  first,  you 
may  have  thought  us  neglectful. 

*^  The  illness  with  which  I  was  visited  was  indeed  very 
severe,  nor  could  1  recover  from  its  effects  for  a  long  time» 
The  faithfillness  with  which  I  was  nursed  by  my  good  wife 
was  indeed  great;  but  anxiety,  fatigue,  and  watching  brought 
on  great  weakness,  and  she  could  not  attend  to  much  of  what 
she  was  accustomed  to  do.  I  therefore  requested  the  direct- 
ors of  our  Missions  to  find  a  Brother  to  take  my  place,  and 
to  permit  me  to  go  to  rest  at  Gnadenthal ;  but  they  requested 
us  to  hold  out  some  time  longer,  which  we  willingly  submit- 
ted to. 

"  About  the  latter  end  of  April,  however,  my  wife  was 
seized  with  a  dangerous  illness,  having  taken  a  violent  cold. 
She  has  not  yet  i-egained  her  usual  strength;  and  thus  we 
perceive,  that  we  are  both  so  much  weakened,  that  we  shall  be 
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•f  little  dse  in  this  {>lace.  We  have  likewise  obtained  leave  to 
return  to  Europe;  and  when  Brother  Hall  beck  arrives,  we 
aball  consult  togetlier  respecting  our  future  destination,  and 
come  to  some  conclusion.  I  can  truly  say,  that  there  is  no 
place  on  earth  I  so  much  wish  to  dwell  and  labour  in  as 
Enon;  but  when  I  feel  that  my  strength  is  fiiiling,  and  I  can 
no  longer  be  of  much  use  here,  it  is  best  to  retife,  and  make 
room  for  those  who  are  young,  and  fit  for  the  work.

**  Much  as  I  rejoice  that  my  dear  wife  has  so  far  recovered, 
that  she  can  proceed  with  her  usual  activity  in  her  labours,  I 
ke\  distressed  on  account  of  Brother  Hornig's  eyes.  He  has 
for  this  fortnight  past  been  confined  to  his  room,  with  the 
paip  he  suffers  in  that  eye,  into  which  a. red-hot  cinder  flew, 
by  which  also  the  other  eye  seems  affected,  insomuch  that 
he  cannot  bear  the  light.  JHis  loss  in  the  service  of  the  Mis- 
sion would  be  most  severely  felt,  for  both  he  and  his  wife 
are  active,  diligent,  and  faithful  servants  of  the  Lord  in  this 
place, 

'*  The  number  of  the  inhabitants  at  Enon  has  encreased 
to  400,  yet  the  encrease  this  year  has  not  been  as  rapid  as  in 
some  former  years.  There  arrive,  however,  every  now  and  then 
new  people,  many  of  whom  give  good  hopes  of  their  doing 
well  among  us.  But  there  is  a  continual  interchange  of  joy 
and  sorroiv.  The  enemy  will  always  attempt  to  sow  his  tares 
among  the  wheat;  yet  we  find,  that  by  the  grace  and  power 
of  God,  such  as  do  not  promise  much  fruit  in  the  beginning, 
are  often  made  living  branches  in  the  Vine.  By  the  word  and 
Spirit  of  truth,  many  a  sleeping  sinner  is  roused  to  awake  and 
behold  himself  in  the  right  light,  as  a  wretched  undone  crea- 
ture, who  can  be  saved  only  by  taking  refuge  with  Jesns  tlie 
Saviour  of  sinners,  who  never  rejects  the  poor,  humble  peni- 
tent. Our  communicants,  generally  speaking,  walk  worthy 
of  the  Gospel.  We  rejoice  to  see  such  a  number  attending 
at  the  Lord's  table,  and  such  an  encrease,  in  so  short  a  time, 
of  Hottentots,  who,  with  full  purpose  of  heart,  bring  their 
thank-offerings  to  the  Lord,  for  the  great  mercy  He  has  shewn 
to  tliem,in  delivering  them  from  the  waysofsin,  and  the  power 
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dT  the  deril,  and  bringing  them  to  the  glorious  light  of  the 
Gospel  of  Christy  and  to  the  experience  of  His  saWation, 

••  Great  poverty  oppresses  many  members  of  our  con- 
gregation. Since  the  war,  no  year  has  been  heavier  than  this 
for  our  people.  They  have  no  opportunity  to  earn  any  things 
and  often  no  wheat  or  barley  is  to  be  had  for  any  money. 
In  our  own  housekeeping  we  are  obliged  to  be  very  frugal : 
and  are  thankful  if  we  can  get  bread  for  our  own  family*  The 
Hottentot  children  live  chiefly  upon  milk,  of  which,  thank 
Gody  there  is  yet  a  sufliciency. 

^  The  Passion-week  and  Easter  were,  both  for  us  and 
our  people,  seasons  of  great  blessing,  and  the  history  of  our 
Lord's  sufferings  and  death  was  heard  with  deep  emotion. 
The  church  could  seldom  contain  the  audiences  assembled  on 
these  occasions.  Many  came  to  us,  and  expressed  their 
thanks  for  what  the  Lord  had  done  fpr  their  souls,  in  bestow- 
ing such  rich  blessings  upon  them  in  these  festival  days. 

**  On  Easter  Monday,  ten  adults  were  baptized.  O  that 
they  may  all  be  truly  devoted  to  Him,  and  abide  in  the  faith! 
On  the  Sunday  next  after  Easter,  thirty  who  have  been  bap- 
tized, with  two  received  into  the  congregation,  and  thirteen 
admitted  to  the  Lord's  supper  since  Easter  1825,  attended  the 
meeting  for  thanksgiving  usually  held  on  that  day. 

**  I  had  great  pleasure  on  receiving  a  letter  from  Bro- 
ther Stiirman,  in  Labrador,  who  gives  me  a  circumstantial  ac- 
count of  that  Mission,  in  which  1  had  the  favour  to  be  employ- 
ed eighteen  years  ago.  I  rejoice  at  the  work  of  God  in  our 
settlements,  and  hope  that  it  will  meet  with  no  interruption. 

**  If  the  letter  I  fear  to  have  been  lost  ever  reaches  you, 
.  you  will  learn  how  useiiil  the  iron  pipes  have  been  to  us  here. 
We  now  lose  no  water,  and  are  well  supplied. 

**  We  are  very  thankful  for  the  assistance  given  us  to- 
wards the  building  of  our  church.  And  commending  this 
Mission  and  ourselves  to  the  prayers  of  all  our  congregations 
and  friends,  and  with  cordial  salutations  to  the  Society  for  the 
Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  1  remain  ever,  &c.  &c.

^  A  LONG  time  has  elapsed,  since  I  wrote  to  you  from  hence, 
which  I  hope  you  will  forgive.  Meanwhile,  we  have  received 
several  letters  from  you  «nd  other  friends^  by  which  we  are 
always  encouraged  and  refreshed,  and  thank  you  and  all  our 
dear  Brethren  and  friends  in  Europe  for  the  heartfelt  share 
they  take  in  the  welfare  of  this  Mission,  and  of  every  branch 
of  our  family. 

'<  We  never  need  say,  that  in:the  service  of  our  Saviour 
we  labour  in  vain,  and  spend  our  strength  for  nought;  for 
the  work  is  the  Lord's^  and  He  will  assuredly  gather  in  the 
reward  for  the  travail  of  His  soul,  and  know  how  to  preserve, 
purify,  and  increase  the  flocks  He  has  collected  from  among 
heathen  nations,  notwithstanding  all  those  obstructions  which 
the  enemy  lays  in  the  way,  and  by  which  sometimes  the  ser- 
rants  of  God  might  be  disheartened.  As  to  encrease,  we  have 
of  late  had  a  here  at  Groenekloof.    At  the  close 

of  the  year  1  aber  of  our  inhabitants  was  406:  at 

the  close  of  0;  and  up  to  this  date,  57  new  peo- 

ple, joung  a  » arrived,  and  obtained  leaye  to  live 

on  our  land  le  chiefly  from  the  country  between 

Saldanha-ba^  William.    Among  those  are  many 

who  give  good  hopes,  that  their  aim  is  truly  (he  salvation  of 
their  souls;  but  we  must  proceed  with  great  caution,  for  not 
a  few  have  probably  other  motives.  The  harvest  has  failed : 
the  farmers  themselves  have  very  little  bread ;  and  a  muid  of 
com  costs  28  rix-dollars.  The  farmers  do  not  want  the  Hot- 
tentots, and  cannot  employ  them;  and  therefore  many  flock 
hither,  merely  on  account  of  extreme  poverty.  We  have,  in- 
deed, helped  them  to  a  little  corn  for  seed ;  but  the  earth  is 
rendered  so  hard  and  dry  by  excessive  drought,  that  they 
cannot  sow  it.  For  some  days,  Fahrenheit's  thermometer 
stoodat  eighty  degrees.  Much  cattle  have  died  for  wantof  food 
and  drink;  and  if  we  did  not  place  ourconfldence  in  the  help 
of  God,  our  prospects  for  futurity  would  be  very  dishearten- 
ing.   But  as  He  is  pleased  to  help  in  spiritual  things,  He  will

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not  Ail  to  do  it  in  temporal.  He  defends  our  poor  weak  flock 
against  the  attacks  of  that  roaring  lion,  wiio  goeth  aHout  seek- 
ing whom  he  may  devour,  and  even  makes  the  present  dis- 
tress subservient  to  the  welfare  of  many  a  soul,  who  is  there- 
by stirred  np  to  reflection  and  repentance,  and  to  take  refbge 
to  his  Saviour,  from  whom  alone  all  help  coroeth. 

<<  Brother  Scfaultz  has  left  us,  and  is  gone  to  serve  the 
Mission  at  Gnadentbal;  but  I  expect  that  we  shall  be  efiec- 
lually  helped  by  Brother  Sonderman  and  his  wife,  who  stay 
with  us. 

*'  As  it  rained  only  twice  during  the  winter,  our  new 
plantations  have  not  thriven. 

^  Pray  for  us,  that  we  may  always  fix  the  eyes  of  our 
faith  upon  Jesus  our  crucified  Redeemer,  proclaim  the  word 
of  His  cross  with  boldness,  and  from  the  experience  of  its  di- 
vine power  in  our  own  hearts,  have  the  joy, to  see  many  poor 
sinners  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  their  Saviour,  and  be- 
come true  and  living  members  of  His  church  on  earth.  We 
commend  ourselves  to  the  remembrance  and  prayers  of  all 
our  Brethren  and  friends  in  all  places.    I  am,  &c.  &c.

1.  Extract  of  a  Letter  firom  Brother  Johh  Godfrby  Shill. 

St.  John's,  JIfay  28^A,  1826. 
*^  YOUR  last  letter  I  received  by  Brother  Zjppel,  who  with 
his  wife  arrived  here  on  the  29th  of  March,  after  a  safe  and 
pleasant  passage,  for  which  we  joined  them  in  fervent  thanks 
to  God.  I  hope  you  will  excuse  my  long  silence,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  very  busy  time  we  have  had  of  late.  Of 
every  two  months,  six  weeks  are  employed  in  speaking  with 
all  the  individuals  of  the  different  divisions  of  our  congrega- 
tion ;  and  sometimes  six  hundred  and  more  attend  in  one 
week.  Tlie  remainder  of  our  time  is  employed  in  visiting  the 
sick^  performing  funerals,  service*  in  the  church,  and  atten- 
tion to  our  family  concerns :  little  time  therefore  remains  for 
the  most  necessary  correspondence,  and  writing  the  asual 
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diaries.     I  will,  bovirever,  with  pleasure,  gire  you  some  ac- 
count of  our  present  state. 

**  Brotfaer  Muntzer  arrived  here  on  the  14th  of  April,  and 
is  now  stationed  at  Gracebay  with  Brother  Olufsen,  till  he  is 
sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  English  language,  when  he 
iato  go  to  assist  Brother  Newby  at  Cedar-hall.  I  am  per- 
suaded, that  it  will  please  the  Lord  to  make  him  a  useful  ser** 
vant  in  His  house. 

**  April  25th.  Brother  Wright  and  his  family  arrived  from 
St.  Kilt's,  and  having  spent  two  days  here,  proceeded  to  New- 
field,  the  place  of  their  destination,from  whence  BrotherTaylor 
and  his  &mily  came  to  us  on  the  9th,  and  departed  in  the  mail- 
boat  for  Barbadoes*  We  joined  in  prayer  to  our  Lord  for  a 
rich  blessing  on  the  labours  of  Brother  Taylor  in  that  island. 
On  the  I8th  we  had  a  short  visit  from  the  widow  Sister  Lich*^ 
tenthaler,  from  Barbadoes.  She  went  from  hence  to  St.  Kitf  s 
to  proceed  with  her  mother,  the  widow  Sister  Sautter,  to 
North  America.  Thus  the  West  Indian  mission  is  also  de- 
prived of  the  services  of  two  useful  Sisters,  by  the  lamented 
decease  of  their  husbands. 

*^  May  22nd.  I  received  a  short  letter  from  Brother 
Pfeitfer,  on  his  voyage  to  Jamaica,  as  the  ship  was  becalmed 
off  Antigua,  and  the  captain  sent  a  boat  on  shore.  Thus  far 
they  had  been  favoured,  and  had  a  rery  pleasant  voyage. 
They  desired  me  to  salute  all  their  friends  in  £ngland  very 
cordially. 

**  May  lith.  His  Excellency,  our  new  governor.  Sir  Pa- 
trick Ross,  landed  in  this  island.  On  the  20th,  by  appoint- 
ment, we  waited  upon  him,  and  delivered  a  congratulatory 
address.  He  received  us  with  great  kindness  and  conde- 
scension, and  in  a  written  answer  assured  us  of  his  good-will 
and  protection.  He  also  enquired  how  many  negroes  be- 
longed to  our  Church. 

**  A»  to  our  own  situation  and  labours,  we  have  great 
cause  thankfully  to  acknowledge  the  mercy  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  who  has  helped  us  thus  far,  and  given  His  blessing 
to  our  weak  endeavours  to  serve  His  cause.  He  has  also  pre- 
served among  us  that  peace  and  brotherly  love  which  makes 
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all  labour  light  £very  one  is  willing,  according  to  his  abi- 
lity, to  do  whaterer  he  can  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Mis* 
sion.  We  have  likewise,  by  Ood's  mercy,  enjoyed  a  tolera- 
ble share  of  health,  which  we  gratefully  acknowledge  as  the 
greatest  of  temporal  blessings*  We  have  indeed  obtained  as- 
sistance by  the  arrival  of  the  newcomers;  but  it  will  require 
some  time  and  study,  before  they  are  sufficiently  acquainted 
with  the  language,  to  be  able  to  enter  upon  their  labour.  I 
preached,  for  the  first  time,  in  English,  atGracebay,  and  the 
Sunday  after  here  at  St.  John's.  Many  of  the  negroes  came 
afterwards  to  express  their  satisfaction,  and  said,  that  they 
thanked  our  Saviour  for  having  supported  me,  adding  that 
they  could  understand  me  very  well,  and  I  should  only  take 
courage.  I  find  it  rather  difficult,  as  yet,  to  speak  as  I  wish, 
but  trust  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  which  I  also  experience.  O 
that  His  love  might  always  warm  my  heart,  and  be  a  living 
principle  within  me;  then  my  stammering  and  imperfect 
preaching  of  the  word  of  His  atonement  will  not  be  heard  in 
vain,  but  produce  genuine  fruit  in  the  hearts  of  the  hearers. 

**  Under  present  circumstances,  I  call  to  mind  what  the 
late  brother,  David  Crantz,  says  in  his  History  of  Greenland, 
when  he  found  the  journals  ofthe  Missionaries  so  bare  of  mat- 
ter :  ^  Our  old  missionaries  thought  more  of  working,  than  of 
describing  their  work.*'  With  us,  however,  this  deficiency 
is  more  owing  to  want  of  time;  for  I  well  know,  that  it  is 
our  duty,  and  always  attended  with  blessing,  when  we  mag- 
nify the  grace  of  our  Saviour,  in  reporting  its  power  and 
effects.  How  often,  in  the  first  years  during  my  abode  among 
the  Calmucs,  did  I  find  my  faith  strengthened,  when  I  con- 
sidered the  experience  made  by  our  first  Brethren  in  Crreen- 
land.  They  saw  at  first  no  fnrit,  but  never  wavered  in  their 
faith  and  hope*  I  thought,  **  How  wonderful  are  Thy  ways, 
O  Lord!  These  thy  servants  were  led,  near  ninety  years  ago, 
to  prepare  the  means  of  encouragement,  even  for  me,  who  de* 
sire  nothing  more  than,  like  them,  to  become  a  faithful  instm* 
ment  in  Thy  hand.'* 

^  Our  schools  here  in  town  proceed  without  interrup- 
tion.   They  are  kept  two  or  three  times  in  the  week,  both 
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children  and  adults  being  admitted.  As  to  those  who  attend, 
we  cannot  mention  any  stated  numbers,  so  mpch  depends  up- 
on their  time  and  other  circumstances.  Those  who  keep  the 
schools  receiFe  sometimes  a  small  remuneration  for  their  ser- 
Ticesy  by  way  of  encouragement.  In  all  our  settlements  in  the 
country,  Sunday  schools  are  introduced ;  and  on  scTeral estates 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  town,  schools  are  kept  in  the  free 
hoars  by  the  assistants  and  others.  In  general,  we  labour 
in  our  usual  course  of  activity.  When  I  think  of  my  former 
situation  iu  the  dark  regions  of  Russia,  how  thankful  do  I  feel, 
that  I  now  live  in  a  country,  where  the  gospel  has  free  course, 
and  its  light  may  shine  forth  without  interruption.  But  I 
believe,  that  Sarepta  has  not  been  permitted  to  be  placed  in 
vain  in  the  wild  steppes  of  the  Calmucs  and  Tartars,  though  we 
may  not  live  to  see  the  fruits;  for  with  the  Lord  a  thousand 
years  is  but  as  one  day. 

**  January  \bth.  We  held  our  first  prayer-day  in  this 
year.  It  was  a  day  of  blessing  to  us  all:  twelve  adults 
were  baptized,  and  23,  baptized  as  children,  received  into 
the  congregation,  6  re-admitted,  and  33  added  to  the  candi- 
dates for  baptism.  On  the  second  prayer-day,  March  10th, 
14  were  baptized,  25  received,  10  re-admitted,  and  25  added 
to  the  candidates.  The  Passion-week  and  Easter  holidays 
were  celebrated  with  great  blessing,  and  proved  a  season  of 
much  encouragement  and  thankfulness.  We  had  indeed  a 
good  deal  of  labour  and  fatigue,  previous  to  the  grecU  com- 
munion, as  it  is  called  by  the  negroes;  and  besides  the  fre- 
quent meetings  at  church,  spoke  individually  with  1200  per- 
sons. Nineteen  partook,  for  the  first  time,  of  the  Lord's  sup- 
per. On  our  last  prayer^day.  May  7th,  15  were  baptized,  23 
received,  six  re-admitted,  and  27  added  to  the  candidates. 

**  Since  Brother  Richter's  decease,  and  from  various  other 
considerations^  we  could  not  proceed  in  planning  the  build- 
ing of  a  new  church.  Sister  Richter  is  well,  and  continues 
faithfully  to  serve  the  Mission  among  her  own  sex,  and  in  ma- 
naging our  housekeeping.  She,  with  our  whole  Missionary 
femily,  beg  to  be  kindly  remembered  to  you  and  all  our  dear 
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firetfaren  and  flrieiids*    Think  of  us,  and  pray  for  lUi  and  be 
cordially  saluted  by  your  affectionate  Brother,

BARBADOES. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Taylor. 

Mount  Chance,  May  29M,  1826. 
**  YOUR  kind  letter  of  February  9th  came  to  hand,  April  18th, 
by  Brother  Muntzer's  arrival  in  St.  John%  Antigua;  and  I 
now  sit  down  in  our  new  dwelling  in  Barbadoes  to  answer 
it,  and  to  give  you  an  account  of  our  journey  from  our  beloved 
Newfield  to  this  place.  It  is  always  a  g^eat  pleasure  and  edi- 
fication to  me^  to  receive  a  letter  from  you,  and  to  be  assured 
of  your  love  and  your  prayers  in  our  behalf;  and  now,  espe- 
cially, we  stand  in  need  of  counsel  and  encouragement  in  this 
truly  new  field  in  Barbadoes. 

*•  We  left  Newfield  on  the  7th  inst.  for  St.  John's,  having 
been  informed  by  Brother  Robbins,  that  the  mail-boat  would 
sail  direct  for  Barbadoes  on  the  following  day.  On  Sunday, 
we  were  present  at  all  the  services  in  the  chapel.  The  mail- 
boat  not  sailing  till  Tuesday  at  II  a.  m.  the  Brethren,  Newby 
and  Procop,  and  their  wives,  came  to  town ;  tind  iq  a  solemn 
meeting  with  them  and  the  missionaries  in  St.  John's,  we  took 
leave  of  each  other.«  I  cannot  describe  our  feelings  at  part- 
ing with  our  dear  fellow-labourers,  especially  our  dear  Bro- 
ther and  Sister  Newby,  with  whom  we  have  spent  eight  years, 
four  of  them  in  the  same  house,  at  Gracehill. 

**  About  4  p.  m.  we  sailed,  and  the  next  morning,  at  day- 
light, found  ourselves  not  far  from  Gracebay,  and  could  have 
wished  that  we  had  spent  the  night  with  Brother  Olufseo. 
The  wind  btew  from  the  S.  £.  right  against  us,  with  squalls 
and  showers.  We  sailed  to  the  north  of  Guadaloupe.  The 
captain  attempted  in  the  evening  to  pass  between  it  aiid  De* 
seada,  but  the  sea  ran  too  high.  In  the  night  be  steered  to 
the  north  of  the  latter  island.  We  then  passed  in  sight  of 
Marigalante,  Dominica,  and  Martinique.  To  our  great  joy 
we  saw  Barbadoes  at  8  a.  m.  on  the  16tb,  and  landed  at 
Bridgetown  at  II  in  the  forenoon^  truly  thankful  to  our  gra- 
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cioos  heavenly  Father  for  coDdacting  us  and  oar  children 
in  safety. 

^  After  landing  our  baggage,  and  taking  leave  of  the 
captain,  who  did  all  in  his  power  to  make  us  comfortable,  we 
met  with  a  kind  reception  at  the  house  of  B.  K.  Reeee,  Esq. 
to  whom  we  had  been  recommended  by  Brother  Brunner. 
He  is  an  elderly  gentleman  and  a  tried  friend  to  the 
Brethren. 

**  While  on  board,  I  had  written  to  Brother  Brunner,  in 
consequence  of  which  be  sent  a  conveyance  for  us  to  Sharon, 
where  we  met  with  a  hearty  welcome.  Brother  Seitz  had  ar- 
rived ten  days  before  from  London;  and  by  him  I  had  the  plea- 
sure to  receive  aletter  from  Brother  Stobwasser.  The  next  day, 
a  letter  having  been  sent  to  the  president  of  his  Majesty's  coun- 
cil, the  Hon.  J.  B.  Skeite,  Commander  in  Chief,  to  request  an 
audience.  Brother  Seitz  and  I  waited  on  him.  Being  indis- 
posed, we  did  not  see  him:  he,  however,  read  the  letter, and 
sent  us  a  friendly  message.  The  day  following,  we  left  Sha- 
ron, accompanied  by  Brother  Brunner  to  this  place,  the  dis- 
tance being  about  eight  miles.  After  spending  some  time 
in  the  missionary  house,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haynes  sent  f<nr  us 
to  Bell  Mount,  half  a  mile  to  the  westward  of  Mount  Chance. 
These,  our  worthy  friends,  received  us  with  the  most  cordial 
welcome;  and  as  our  bedding,  &c.  was  not  yet  come  from 
Bridgetown,  we  gladly  accepted  their  invitation  to  stay  over 
night. 

**  On  Sunday  the  21st,  I  had  the  favour  to  preach  in  our 
neat  little  church,  to  about  one  hundred  negroes  and  chil- 
dren^  from  John  3. 16.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haynes  were  present ; 
and  I  afterwards  delivered  a  short  exhortation.  At  6  p.  m. 
the  negro  children  came  again  to  church.  Mrs.  Haynes  has 
taught  them  for  a  considerable  time  herself;  ten  read  tolera- 
bly well  in  the  Testament,  and  all  learn  texts  and  hymns;  she 
now  employs  a  young  white  woman  to  tieach  them  every  day. 
Please  to  send  out,  with  our  supplies,  some  small  hymn-books 
for  the  use  of  the  children.  They  have  a  school-room  at 
Haynes-field,  half  a  mile  from  hence,  where  they  are  daily 
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tev^hty  and  where  they  wish  me  to  attend  three  timee  a* 
week^  to  inspect  them,  for  perhaps  an  hour  each  daj. 

**  Yest^ay,  at  the  moming-senricei  we  had  several 
stran^rs  from  the  neighbouring  estates;  and  I  felt  much 
freedom  in  directing  them  to  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  from 
Luke  6. 81,  82.  This  is  a  delightful  situation  for  a  mission* 
ary  station.  I  count  above  forty  sugar-mills  from  our 
house*  The  parish  church  is  two  miles  and  a  half  off,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Pindar's  chapel  the  same  distance;  he  is  a  Mis- 
sionary of  the  Society  for  Conversion  &c«  of  the  Negro  Slaves. 
May  the  Lord  open  the  hearts  of  the  poor  negroes  to  receive 
the  word  of  His  atonement,  that  in  this  place  also  He  may 
see  of  the  travail  of  His  soul. 

*'  You  wish  me  to  give  you  an  account  of  the  state  of  this 
Mission,  but,  having  been  here  only  for  a  few  days,  I  cannot 
know  much  of  it,  but  hope  in  my  next  to  be  able  to  say  more 
on  that  subject.  I  believe  there  are  about  three  hundred  ne- 
groesy  who  attend  regularly  at  Sharon. 

<*  Here,  at  Mount  Chance,  are  as  yet  no  members  in 
church  communion,  all  are  new  comers.  Poor  Brother  Lich- 
tenthaler  was  not  able  to  do  any  thing;  no  doubt  he  sowed 
in  prayers  and  tears!  We  hear  much  from  Mrs.  Haynes  of 
his  happy  departure.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haynes  were  very  kind  to 
him  and  his  young  widow.  He  caught  a  cold  in  St.  Kitts, 
which  ended  in  spitting  of  blood,  and  a  rapid  consumption. 
All  our  fellow-labourers  in  Antigua  were  well  when  we  left 
that  island ;  our  worthy  Brother,  Shill,  had  preached  seve- 
ral times.  We  recommend  ourselves  and  this  new  station  to 
the  prayers  of  our  Brethren  and  friends  in  all  places.  1  am 
ever,  your's,  &c.  j^^^  ^^^^^^ 

^  Brother  Samuel  Brunnbr  writes,  on  May  30th,  that  the 
congregation  at  Sharon  is  rather  encreasing:  and  the  Lord 
lays  His  blessing  on  the  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

**  He  adds :  We  are  anxiously  looking  for  rain,  having  had 
none,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  showers,  since  February 
last.    The  soil  is  entirely  dried  up,  plants  of  all  kinds  are 
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withering  away ;  and  for  these  several  weeks  past,  we  have  been 
obliged  to  fetch  all  our  drinking-water  from  the  neighbouring 
estates,  where  there  are  wells.  Not  many  have  escaped  the 
influenza,  which  lately  prevailed  in  this  island*  It  has,  how- 
ever, now  subsided,  and  proved  fatal  to  but  a  few." 


JAMAICA. 
Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  Jonit  Ellis. 
Dear  Bbotheb,  Fa«f,eu»,  May  6th,  1826. 

•*  I  ONLY  just  now  returned  from  Black-river,  having  gone 
thither  to  see  Brother  Becker  and  his  family,  and  our  little 
son  Charles,  (to  part  from  whom  is  very  painful  to  us),  safe 
on  board  the  Volusia,  in  which  they  are  about  to  sail  for 
England.  I  have  waited  two  days  on  board,  in  hopes  of  hav- 
ing the  satisfaction  to  witness  her  sailing;  but  as  my  duties 
would  not  admit  of  a  longer  delay,  I  returned  home,  leaving 
the  vessel  still  at  anchor,  with  an  assurance,  however,  from 
the  captain,  that  she  would  sail  this  morning. 

**  We  regret  much  that  both  Brother  Becker's  and  his 
wife's  health  would  not  longer  permit  them  to  continue  their 
services.  Brother  Timoeus  will  reside  at  New  Eden  for  the 
present. 

**  Since  I  wrote  to  you,  under  date  of  February  11th,  1 
have  paid  a  visit  in  his  company  to  Mesopotamia,  but  the 
chapel  being  under  repair,  we  could  not  preach  in  it.  The 
attorney,  however,  who  was  very  kind  and  attentive  to  us, 
made  it  convenient  for  those  negroes,  who  wished  to  have  an 
interview  and  a  confidential  conversation  with  me,  to  come 
to  me;  and  it  was  pleasing  to  see  a  considerable  number  at- 
tend. They  all  expressed  a  wish  that  we  might  be  able  fo 
visit  them  mcnre  frequently;  and  many  said,  with  much  emo- 
tion, that  if  they  had  again  the  favour  to  hear  the  word  of 
God  preached  to  them,  they  would  prize  it  more  than  every 
thing  in  this  world  besides. 

**  With  regard  to  the  expence  of  building  at  Lennox,  I 
know  of  no  other  means  of  defraying  it  than  from  the  fund 
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wfikh  our  kind  ^ends  m  England  haTe  raised  for  the  West 
Indian  Mission,  and  specially  for  Lennox.  Mr.  Scott  tias  de« 
frayed  the  expence  of  the  building  already  put  up,  and  the 
rest  we  must  undertake.  This  will,  I  fear,  amount  to  twelve 
or  fourteen  hundred  pounds  sterling,  if  we  even  use  every 
means  in  our  power  to  do  it  in  the  roost  economical  manner. 

**  This  being  the  week  previous  to  our  Prayer-day,  we 
are  very  agreeably  employed  in  speaking  with  such  as  are  ap- 
pointed to  attain  to  new  privileges :  16  are  approved  of  for 
Holy  Baptism,  and  25  are  to  become  candidates  for  it.  Those 
of  them  who  are  busily  employed  throughout  the  day,  come  to 
us  straight  out  of  the  field  in  the  evening,  without  going  home 
to  take  supper  or  any  refreshment  before  they  come. 

^  We  have  made  a  beginning  with  a  Sunday-sdhool,  but 
have  not  yet  had  time  to  calculate  upon  our  success.  If  yon 
could  procure  for  us  a  few  copies  of  the  four  large  lessons, 
for  scholars  of  the  lowest  class,  for  pasting  on  boards,  and 
about  one  hundred  copies  of  Part  I.  of  the  Union  Spelling 
Book,  they  would  be  very  acceptable.  I  brought  a  few  of  the 
latter  from  Antigua;  these  have  served  so  far,  and  the  large 
letters  we  have  printed  with  a  pen.  We  were  glad  tosee  the 
children  take  a  cordial  share  in  the  celebration  of  the  Passion 
season  and  Easter,  which  were  blessed  to  our  own  hearts. 

June  6th,  IS26. 

**  It  will  no  doubt  be  satisfactory  to  you  to  be  informed, 
that  Brother  Pfeiffen  and  his  wife  arrived  safe  and  well  at 
Fairfield,  on  the  25th  ult.  Their  voyage  was  pleasant,  hav- 
ing had  no  boisterous  weather,  except  a  squall  and  heavy 
sea  in  sailing  from  Kingston  to  Black-river.  As  far  as  we  can 
judge  from  the  fortnight  spent  with  us,  it  appears  as  if  the 
dimate  would  agree  with  their  constitutions,  as  they  have 
so  far  enjoyed  good  health.  Brother  and  Sister  Timeeus 
have  also  had  the  same  blessing  hitherto,  for  which  we  sin- 
cerely join  them  in  thanksgiving.  They  reside,  at  present, 
at  New  Eden. 

**  In  my  last  I  mentioned  that  we  had  commenced  speak- 
ing with  the  persons  appointed  for  advancing  in  the  privi- 
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leges  of  tbe  Church,  previous  to  our  Prayer-day«  On  ib» 
Suuday  morning  following,  at  an  early  hour,  suchof  theui 
as  were  not  able  to  attend  in  tbe  week,  came  to  us,  and  I  noiay 
add,  that  while  we  entered  into  ao  explanation  with  tbem  re- 
garding the  nature  of  Holy  Baptism,  and  of  the  coveaanl 
they  were  about  to  enter  into,  by  becoming  members  of  our 
congregation,  we  were  glad  to  perceive  an  interest  excited  in 
their  minds,  with  evident  tokens  that  the  Holy  Spirit  had  been 
preparing  their  hearts  t#  enter  into  a  covenant  with- tbe  Lord. 
Their  words,  looks,  and  behaviour  seemed  to  declare  with 
Ruth  of  old,  *'  Thy  people  shall  be  my  people,  and  thy  Ood 
my  God."  With  this  impression  on  our  minds,  we  joyfully 
opened  the  solemnities  of  the  day  by  praying  the  Churcb 
Litany  with  the  Doxology*  This  service  was  numerously 
attended,  as  well  as  the  other  meetings :  16  persons  were  unit- 
ed to  the  Churcb ;  three  re-admitted ;  and  two  baptized.  All 
of  these,  as  well  as  most  of  the  candidates  who  were  added 
on  that  day  (24  in  number)  came,  after  tbe  service  was  over, 
to  our  dwelling-bouse,  tp  express  their  grateful  feeliipgs  for 
what  tbe  Lord  had  done  for  them. 

**  Sunday  the  20th  of  May  was  also  kept  as  a  Prayer- 
day  at  New  Eden,  where  I  bad  likewise  the  fitvour  to  officiate, 
and  to  witness  similar  expressions  of  gratkude. 

<<  I  lately  received  a  letter  from  Brother  Light,  in  which 
he  mentions,  that  he  had,  during  the  preceding  week,  had  an 
attack  of  fever,  but  had  so  far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  take 
his  turn  atHopeton,of  which  visit  he  adds  a  pleasing  account.

"*  YOUR  welcome  letter  of  November  24th,  182&,  did  not 
come  to  hand  till  March  3rd  this  year,  yet,  though  long  on 
the  road,  I  was  delighted  again  to  be  assured  of  your  con- 
tinued love  and  remembrance. 

**  My  friend  Mr.  Burchell,  the  Baptist  missionary,  a  few 
months  ago,  was  very  ill,  and  though  now  in  a  convalescent 
state,  yet  it  is  deemed  prudent  that  he  and  bi$  femily  leave 
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this  enervating  country,  and  either  go  to  Sooth  or  North 
Ameriea;  bat  he  has  reaolFed  to  visit  old  England,  with  his 
good  friend  Captain  Pengelly,  and  to  return  again  to  Ja* 
maica  next  year,  if  the  Lord  permit,  so  that  perhaps  you  may 
see  him.    I  highly  respect  him. 

**  I  rejoice,  dear  Brother,  to  be  able  to  say,  that  the  work 
is  going  forward;  and  I  can  believe,  that  the  Lprd  will  own 
this  Mission  in  time  to  come,  as  hitherto.  Our  numbers  are 
on  the  increase,  and  tokens  for  good  appear  in  some  of  the 
negroes,  of  whom  formerly  we  almost  despaired,  they  being  at 
enmity  with  Qod  and  hating  one  another;  but  who  now  are 
the  most  regular  in  their  attendance,  and  delight  in  the  way» 
of  the  Lord.  From  Easter  1825  to  Easter  1826,  24  adults 
have  been  baptized ;  23  received  into  the  congregation ; 
and  19  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

^  Crop  time  is  always  a  very  busy  season  in  this  parish, 
and  the  Passion  week  and  Easter  generally  fall  in  the  middle 
of  the  harvest.  Yet  on  Easter  Sunday  our  house  was  crowd- 
ed with  attentive  hearers,  who  listened  with  pleasure  to  the 
Gospel.  Last  Sunday  we  had  at  least  double  the  number 
we  expected,  and  our  evening  meetings  are  decently  attend- 
ed. I  have  not  yet  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  Brother  Ti* 
mteus.  We  heaid  last  week  that  they  were  doing  well^  and, 
with  Brother  Ellis,  had  spejit  a  very  pleasant  Sunday  at 
Hopeton.    I  remain,  ever,  &c.  Jambs  Light.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Johansen. 

Basseterre,  j^pril  15/A,  1826. 
•*  I  AM  much  obliged  to  you  for  your  kind  letter  of  January 
.  21st;  though  it  was  but  short,  it  gave  me  great  pleasure  to 
receive  something  from  your  hand. 

^*  I  am  now  much  engaged  with  a  variety  of  work  in 
caring  for  so  large  a  congregation.  Brother  Staude  finds  it 
difficult  to  learn  the  language,  so  that  it  will  be  some  time 
before  he  is  able  to  assist  me ;  but,  if  the  Lord  grants  me 
health  and  strength,  and  the  gracious  assistance  of  His  Holy 
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Spirit,  then  1  do  not  mind  the  work.  Pray  for  me,  dear  Bro- 
ther; 1  stand  in  need  of  your  prayers.  I  often  feel  myself 
quite  unfit  for  the  service;  but  in  looking  up  to  the  Lord^  I 
am,  again  assured  that  His  strength  is  and  must  remain  my 
only  confidence.  Through  His  grace  I  am  what  I  am,  though 
a  poor  and  needy  creature. 

*^  Our  Saviour  continues  to  bless  the  labours  of  His  ser- 
vants in  this  part  of  His  vineyard.  Numbers  are  still  com- 
ing, who  wish  to  join  us,  and  among  them,  several  coloured 
people  in  the  town. 

^*  When  we  last  spoke  with  the  new^  people,  candidates 
and  children,  we  counted  1064  here  at  Basseterre  of  this 
class.  Many  new  people  come,  not  knowing  why  they  come ; 
but  this  gives  us  an  opportunity  of  speaking  a  word,  which 
may  convince  them  of  their  forlorn  state  by  nature  without 
God  in  the  world.  At  the  same  time,  I  can  say,  that  there 
are  many,  who  are  truly  desirous  to  be  converted. 

^  We  had. a  blessed  prayer-day  last  Sunday,  on  which 
nine  adults  were  baptized ;  one  received  into  the  congrega- 
tion; seven  re-admitted;  and  32  added  to  the  candidates  for 
Holy  Baptism.  The  first  Sunday  after  Easter  we  had  a  toler- 
ably large  company  present  at  the  church,  who  united  in 
praising  the  Lord  for  having  called  them  to  new  privileges  in 
the  congregation  during  the  year  past. 

**  From  Easter  1825,  to  Easter  1826,  167  have  been  bap. 
tized  or  received  into  the  congregation;  and  106  admitted 
to  the  Holy  Communion  at  Basseterre.    At  Bethesda,  119. 

have  been  baptized  and  received,  and  80  confirmed : To^, 

461 ;  a  great  number  indeed,  if  they  all  prove  foithful  to 
the  Lord.    May  He  in  mercy  grant  it. 

^The  Periodical  Accounts,  Missionary  Register,  Re- 
ports of  the  Bible  Society,  &c.  &c.  &c.  received  by  the  Bre- 
thren Schick  and  Staude,  gave  us  great  pleasure.  Accept 
our  best  thanks  for  sending  them.    I  am,  &c.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  C.  W.  Oenth. 

Dbae  Brothrr,  Param AE.BO.  June  m,  1826. 

^  WE  had  the  pleasure,  some  time  ago,  to  receive  a  letter  firom 
your  son  Peter,  by  way  of  Demerara,  witli  a  parcel  of  Peri- 
odical Accounts  of  our  Missions^  and  other  works,  which 
were  all  very  acceptable,  and  deserve  our  be«t  thanks, 

^  From  the  weekly  notices  from  the  Elders'  Conference  of 
the  Unity,  we  leani,  with  much  partidpation,  that  it  had 
pleased  the  Lord  to  call  hosM  to  eternal  rest  many  worthy 
Brethren  in  the  British  and  Danish  West  India  Islands,  who 
were  faithfully  serving  our  negro  congregations  with  the 
Gospel,  and  whose  loss  to  the  Missions  we  sincerely  deplore. 
Here  in  Surinam  we  have  likewise  had  to  mourn  over  the  de- 
parture into  eternity  of  three  valuable  Sisters:  Sister  Buck 
in  September,  1824^  Sister  Graf  in  January,  and  Sister  Yoigt 
in  February,  1826.  The  first  had  been  five,  the  second  twelve, 
and  the  third  two  years  in  this  country.  If  we  did  not  know 
that  it  is  the  Lord  who  does  all  things  well,  and  that  all  things 
shall  work  together  tor  good  to  them  that  love  Him,  such 
events  .would  indeed  cast  us  down,  and  fill  our  minds  with 
grief  and  perplexity. 

^  Brother  Bu<^»  our  fellow-labourer,  has  left  us  for  Hol- 
land, and  will  reside  at  Zeyst  for  the  present,  hoping  to  re- 
gain bis  health. 

^  ^  By  the  mercy  of  God  we  enjoy  peace  and  rest  in  this 
colony.  The  richness  of  the  soil  produces  an  abundance  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  of  every  kind,  and  our  gracious  heaven- 
ly Father  causes  His  sun  to  shine,  and  His  rain  to  descend 
upon  us  all,  in  due  season.  We  are  also  well  supplied  with 
necessaries,  by  the  frequent  arrival  of  Dutch  and  North  Ame- 
rican vessels,  and  feel  no  external  want.     ^ 

**  Our  missionary  family  consists  of  six  adults  and  three 
children.  That  we  have  only  two  Sisters  here  is  a  great 
loss  to  the  negro  congregation,  which  consists  of  twice  as 
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many  femdes  as  nmlefl.  The  Sisters,  therefore,  are  orerbCir- 
dened,  and  caaoot  attend  to  all  committed  to  their  care  aa 
they  wish, 

**  As  to  the  Mission,  which  we  have  the  favour  to  serve, 
we  may  with  truth  declare,  that  the  blessing  of  Grod  continues 
to  rest  upon  it.  His  strength  is  made  |>erfect  in  our  weak- 
ness. The  Gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  that 
word  of  reconciliation  committed  to  us^  and  which  we  are 
called  to  make  known  to  the  poor  negroes  in  this  place,  enters 
with  power  and  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  into  many  hearts, 
and  creates  in  them  a  fervent  desire  to  learn  to  know  Jesus 
as  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  and  to  find  with  Him  that  rest  unto 
the  soul ,  which  the  world  cannot  afford.  Many  negroes,  when 
they  at  first  come  to  request  to  be  admitted  to  the  meeting 
for  instruction,  express  their  desire  to  the  following  effect: 
^  We  find,  that  all  the  world,  and  all  that  is  in  the  world,  is 
^  vain  and  passes  away.  It  cannot  help  us  to  gain  happiness. 
^  and  peace;  we  wiA  to  seek  and  find  mercy  and  rest  with 
"  Jesus.  The  Grospel  is  to  us  a  sweet  word.  We  love  to  hear 
**  of  our  Saviour,  and  we  will  give  ourselves  to  Him  with  soul 
**  and  body.''  Thus,  our  congregation  encreases  from  time 
to  time,  and  consists  at  present  of  more  than  1200  persons. 
On  Whit-Monday  we  had  a  solemn  transaction,  when  four 
children  and  eighteen  adults  from  among  the  Heathen  were 
baptized. 

**  But  though  we  may  thus  magnify  the  grace  and  glory  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  rejoice  in  that  work  of  God  which 
displays  His  love  and  mercy,  in  such  a  glorious  maurier,  in  the 
conversion  of  so  many  souls;  yet  we  are  sometimes  humbled 
and  grieved  to  see  sOch  among  them,  to  whom  it  may  be  said, 
*^  YedidruHwellfWho  did  hinder  yoiiy  that  t/e  should  not  obey 
the  truth?**  who  fall  off,  and  again  enter  into  the  service  of 
sin  and  Satan,  through  the  seducing  influence  of  the  world. 
O  that  the  good  Shepherd  may  continue  to  bear  us  His  poor 
unworthy  flock  with  patience,  and  save  the  souls  whom  He 
has  redeemed  at  so  great  a  price,  even  the  price  of  His  most 
precious  Mood,  and  called  from  darkness  to  light,  that  they 
may  not  again  become  the  slaves  of  sin !

<*  The  miflsitm-church  is  now  much  too  small  for  the  con- 
gregatioDi  especially  on  solemn  occasions  and  festival  seasons. 
It  has  frequently  been  enlarged,  but  is  low  and  mean  in  ap- 
pearance,  and  will  not  well  bear  any  additional  lengthening. 
We  therefore  wish  much  to  be  able  to  build  a  new  church, suited 
to  the  size  of  our  congpregation,  and  better  constructed ;  but  how 
this  needful  and  important  work  is  to  be  accomplished  is  what 
I  cannot  at  present  conceive.    The  means  are  wanting. 

**  In  1815,  your  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gos- 
pel n^as  so  kind  as  to  print  fur  us  500  copies  of  the  ^  Sum- 
mary of  the  Christian  Doctrine/'  in  the  negro  English  lan- 
guage. These  have  been  long  ago  distributed.  We  have 
now  translated  this  useful  little  book,  with  the  additions 
made  to  it  in  Germany  in  18^.  We  requested  the  Brethren's 
Society  at  Zeyst  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Grospel,  to  print 
it  for  us;  but  as  they  have  already  favoured  us  with  the  print«- 
ing  of  several  little  tracts,  we  are  not  sure  that  they  will  be 
able  to  undertake  it  Should  that  be  the  case,  may  we  apply 
to  you?  The  new  translation  is  in  many  respects  improved, 
and  whereas  in  the  former  the  mode  of  spelling  was  made 
conformable  to  the  German  pronunciation,  we  have,  in  this 
edition,  adapted  it  more  to  the  Dutch. 

**  But  we  likewise  more  particularly  wish  that  we  might 
have  the  New  Testament  printed  in  the  negro  English  lan- 
guage; and  we  are  diligently  employed  in  .finishing  the 
translation  of  the  whole.  We  possess  the  Harmony  of  the 
four  Evangelists  in  print,  and  the  rest  of  the  New  Testament 
in  manuscript. 

^  The  opportunities  aflTorded  us  to  preach  the  gospel,  on 
many  plantations  in  this  colony,  are  becoming^more  numer- 
ous. We  attend  regularly  on  seven  estates,  and  gladly  in- 
struct the  negroes  in  the  way  of  salvation,  by  simply  preach- 
ing to  them  Jesus  and  Him  crucified,  with  whom  they  may 
find  deliverance  from  the  love  and  dominion  of  sin.  Oi|  three 
of  the  estates,  Fairfield,  Molhoop,and  Breukelwaard,  chapels 
are  built.  Thus  we  are  fully  employed,  both  in  town  and 
country.  May  our  Lord  and  Saviour  strengthen  us,  and  send 
more  labourers  into  the  harvest,  who  have  a  sincere  desire  to 
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:8^rve  Him  and  His  cause,  being  constrained  by  bre  to  Him 
•mnd  the  souls  for  wbom  He  shed  His  blood, 

**  As  to  our  external  concerns,  we  likewise  experience 
that  (be  blessing  of  Grod  attends  them.  All  the  Brethren  and 
^Sisters  bere  beg  to  be  remembered  in  love;  and,  with  cordial 
salutations  to  all  our  Brethren  and  friends  cFerywhere,  we 
commend  ourselves  to  your  prayers.

€IIEENLAND. 

-{The  following  prelimmary  account  has  been  obtained  respecting  this  mi»- 
8100  from  Germany.  No  letters  have  yet  arrived  in  England  from  that 
country.] 

^  ALREADY,  on  the  4th  of  July,  the  ship  sent  to  Julianen- 
haab  had  returned  to  Copenhagen^  and  with  it  Brother  M,  W. 
Popp,  whose  ill  state  of  health  prevented  his  remaining  long- 
er in  so  severe  a  climate.  The  letters  received  at  Hermhut 
in  Saxony  contain  the  following  information : — 

^  l^  The  number  of  inhabitants  of  Fredericsthal,  at  the 
dose  of  1825,  was  169  baptized,  and  87  yet  unbaptized  Green- 
landers ;  in  all,  256,  Since  the  date  of  their  last  letters,  61 
-faeadien  bad  been  baptized,  and  21  admitted  to  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. The  Lord  owned  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  and 
die  labour  of  ihe  Missionaries  in  their  care  of  the  congpr^;a- 
tion.  A  sufficient  supply  of  provisions  had  been  procured 
by  the  Crreenlanders  during  the  winter,  which  was  long,  but 
not  very  stormy.  The  Brethren  and  Sisters,  Kleinschmidt 
and  De  Fries  had  enjoyed  good  health;  but  Brother  Popp 
suffered  much  from  rheumatic  head*aches  and  a  dropsical  com- 
plaint From  the  8th  of  December  to  the  7th  of  March,  he  was 
t>bliged  to  lodge  in  a  Greenland  house,  containing  six  Green- 
land fiiroilies,  on  account  of  its  warmth,  as  the  blockhouse 
for  the  Missionaries  could  not  be  finished,  so  as  to  he  rendered 
habitable  before  winter;  and  they  were  obliged  to  live  in 
their  cold  and  damp  hut  of  sods.  On  the  3rd  of  November, 
a 'tremendous  storm  made  the  blockhouse  lean  on  one  side; 
and,  but  for  the  immediate  application  of  some  shores,  it 
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would  probably  faare  been  blown  qiiUe  down.  Thk  i 
to  prove  the  impropriety  of  erecthig  it  on  the  »pot  where  it 
stood,  and  made  the  Brethren  resolTo  to  carry  it  to  the  other 
side  of  the  Konigsbach,  (King's  brook),  where  the  wMid  has 
less  power.  The  Grreenlanders  were  very  willing  to  lend  Ibeir 
assistance*  The  foundation  of  the  new  building  was  laid  by 
the  Brethren,  De  Fries  and  Popp* 

^  2.  The  above-mentioned  ship  arrived  at  JuUanenhaab 
on  the  1 1th  of  June;  and  on  the  18th  the  Missionaries  at- 
Lichtenau  received  their  supplies.  They  were  all  preserved 
in  good  health  during  the  winter  months,  and  proceeded  in 
their  laliatirs  with  great  ftalisfsielidn:  ihw  GreealiMid  wn^ 
gregation  -walked  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord;  and  a  spirit  of 
love  and  Christian  tempers  prevailed  among  thenu  During 
the  autumn  and  winter,  however,  an  epidemical  dJ30|rder 
was  rife,  which  prevented  many  from  attending  at  church. 
Nine  adults  from  among  the  heathen  were  baptised  in  tl|e 
church,  and  two  on  their  sick-beds»  From  Easter,  1825,  tp 
Easter,  1826, 41  baptized  Greenlaoders,  and  one  unbaptieed> 
had  departed  this  life.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  congrega- 
tion at  Lichtenau  consisted  of  800  baptised  and  69  uubfipti^ed; 
263  were  communicants.  The  Greenlanders  were  snecessful 
in  procuring  theur  subsistence  at  sea.  From  the  middle  qf 
October  to  the  end  of  April  the  winter  was  severe.  The 
thermometer  (by  Reaumiir) sunk  at  Lichtenau  to  17^  below  0; 
^t  New  Herrnhut  to  20^,  and  at  Liehtenfels  to  fiP.  The  let- 
ters, received  at  Lichtenau,  from  the  two  last-^nention^  settle* 
ments,  report  that  the  Missionaries  were  well,  and  the  Christian 
Greenlanders  had  a  sufficient  supply  of  provisicoa^ 

Extract  of  the  Narrativb  of  the  Life  of  Brother  Jbofer 

fiEODEnsBN,/ormer/y  8uperi$Uending  Missionary  of  the  Bre^ 

threiCs  Settlements  in  Greenland  :  the frst  part  written  by 

himself. 

*'  I  WAS  born,  November  i^,  1749,  at  Braderup,  in  Schles^ 

wig^Holstein,  where  my  father  possessed  a  farm.    From  my 

childhood  1  felt  great  love  to  Jesus,  9h  my  Friend  and  Sa^ 

viour,  which  was  undoubtedly  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit 

1  became  acquainted  with  several  Brethren  and  Si^ters^  who 
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fftequenlly  Tisited  my  paveDto.  Tbey  used  to  speak  kr  me  of 
.our  SQTtour  and  His  love  to  cbildren,  and  my  heart  was 
thus  evea  in  the  earliest  part  of  my  life  directed  to  prayer  and 
converse  with  HiKiy  which  afforded  ine  real  spiritual  en« 
joynienl«  I  oftei»  retired  to  soa>e  lonely  place,  knelt  down, 
and  with  many  tears  devoted  myself  to  Him.  On  these  occa- 
sions I  felt  His  love  wHh  inexpressible  joy  in  my  heart,  Tlie 
covenant  I  then  made  with  Him  remains  most  deeply  impress- 
ed npon  ny  mind.  Now  and  then  I  attended  the  meetings 
of  the  Brethren  at  Stepping. 

**  Having  one  evening  been  with  them  at  the  celebration 
of  Clffistmas^ve,  on  my  return  I  was  in  the  tnost  imminent 
danger  of  losing  my  life.  A  violent  snow-stoite  raged  the 
whole  night,  md  I  lost  my  way.  My  horse  carried  me  into 
a  frozen  bog;  and  at  length,  having  no  means  of  escape,  I 
could  do  nothing  but  alight  and  bury  myself  in  a  large  snow- 
drift, though  completely  wet  through,  to  prevent  my  being 
ftossen  to  death.  Many  experienced  thai  dreadfol  fate  in 
dint  tremendous  night*  In  the  morning  1  reached  a  farm- 
house, where  the  people  received  me  with  kindness,  gave  me 
Ibod,  and  provided  me  with  dry  clothing.  I  gave  thanks  to 
my  gracious  God  for  thus  preserving  me  from  perishing  in 
the  snow. 

**  When  I  was  twenty-fodr  years  old,  I  felt  a  great  desire 
to  go  and  live  in  a  settlement  of  the  Brethren.  My  father 
objected  to  the  proposal,  as  he  intended  to  pnt  me  in  pos- 
session of  his  fiurm.  But  being  wholly  averse  to  it,  and  feeV- 
hig  it  contrary  to  the  convictions  of  my  mind,.!  left  my  father^s 
bouse,  with  my  mother's  consent,  though  with  great  sorrow 
and  an  empty  purse,  intending  to  go  by  war  of  Chrislians- 
feld  to  Copenhagen,  and  there  to  learn  any  trade  that  might 
offer,  for  I  was  too  poor  to  follow  my  iDclinalion  for  stU" 
-  dy.  But  before  I  reached  Christiansfeld,  my  father  sent 
horses  to  overtake  me,,  and  1  was  brought  back.  He  used 
all  possible  arguments  to  prevail  upon  me  to  enter  into 
bis  tiews;  but  when  h^f  found  that  they  were  of  no  avail, 
he  generously  yielded  fo  nsy  wisheis,  gave  me  bis  paternal 
blessing,  and  furnished  me  with  the  means  of  {Nrosecuting. 
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my  studies  at  the  Universitj  at  Copenhagen.  I  nonr  sought 
to  qualify  myself  for  the  service  of  that  Lord  who  had  done 
so  much  for  me.  I  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Brethren, 
and  both  their  discourses  and  frequent  conversation  w^re  the 
means  of  much  blessing  for  my  soul*  Having,  after  three 
years'  study,  passed  my  examination,  I  requested  permission^ 
and  in  1777  obtained  leave,  to  go  to  the  Brethren's  college 
at  Barby  in  Saxony.  There  I  was  received  into  the  congre- 
gation, and  admitted  to  the  holy  communion.  I  was  also  ap* 
pointed  an  overseer  in  the  college,  and  though  conscious  of 
great  insufficiency,  spent  three  years  very  happily  in  that 
place.  In  1781, 1  was  appointed  a  tutor  to  the  school  at  Nis-^ 
ky,  in  Upper  Lusatia,  and  had  many  opportunities  of  deliver- 
ing a  testimony  of  the  tnith  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  in  the  pulpits  of 
the  neighbouring  villages. 

**  In  1783,  I  received  a  letter  to  ^o  as  a  Missionary  to 
Greenland,  which  I  accepted  with  joy,  as  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  Lord,  though  deeply  conscious  of  my  unworthiness^  but 
accounting  it  the  highest  favour  bestowed  on  man,  tebe  call- 
ed to  preach  the  glad  tidings  of  the  Grospel  to  the  Heatheiu 

[Thus  far  our  late  Brother's  own  Narrative;  the  conti-^ 
nuation  is  by  his  widow.] 

•«  We  were  married  on  the  17th  of  February,  1783,  and  in 
passing  through  Barby,  my  husband  was  ordained  a  deacon 
of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren.  We  now  proceeded,  in  com* 
pany  of  the  late  Brother  Michael  Konigseer,  by  way  of  Christ- 
ianfeld.  Having  paid  an  agreeable  visit  to  our  parents  in 
Holstein,  we  sailed  firom  Copenhagen,  and  in  July  arrived 
safe  at  New  Hermhut,  in  Greenland.  My  dear  husband 
had  soon  the  favour  to  commence  his  labour  by  assisting  at 
the  baptism  of  six  Greenlanders.  He  now  began  with  great 
diligence  and  zeal  to  study  the  difficult  hmguage  of  Green- 
land, and  soon  made  good  proficiency.  He  reaped  much 
advantage  by  transcribing  the  whole  manuseript  of  the 
newly  translated  hymn4)ook,  which  was  preparing  for  the 
press.  He  thus  became  acquainted  with  much  of  the  idiom 
of  the  language,  and  in  the  following  year  was  able  to  de^ 
liver  discourses  in  it. 
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^  After  the  deoease  of  Brother  KSnigseert  he  was  sp* 
pointed  Saperintendant  of  the  Greenland  Misrioo. 

'*  In  1788y  being  called  to  attend  a  general  Synod  held 
at  Hermhut  in  1789,  we  arrived  there  on  the  19th  of  No- 
vember,  after  a  very  tedious  passage*  On  that  occasion,  he 
was  ordained  a  Presbyter  of  the  Brethren's  Church.  We 
spent  the  winter  very  agreeably  at  Herrnhut,  returned  to 
Greenland  with  our  infant  daughter  in  the  spn'ng  of  1790,  and 
arrived  at  New  Hermhut  on  the  5th  of  July.  Our  reception 
by  the  Greenlanders  was  most  affecting  and  encouraging. 
The  whole  congregation  had  assembled  on  the  beach,  and 
sang  hymns  of  praise  to  €rod  for  our  safe  arrival,  accompa* 
nied  by  musical  instruments. 

**  In  1792,  my  husband  suffered  greatly  from  a  very  se* 
vere  attack  of  illness,  which  deprived  him  of  all  recollection, 
for  four  weeks.     No  medical  advice  or  assistance  could  be  ob- 
tained: his  recovery,  therefore,  was  slow,  and  left  him  in 
-great  weakness ;  but  having  resolved,  before  this  attack,  to 
pay  a  needful  visit  at  Lichtenau,  we  set  out  soon  after  for 
that  settlement,  and  spent  a  month  on  the  voyage  and  jour* 
ney,  by  day  and  night  exposed  to  the  open  air,  and  having 
our  two  young  children  with  us^     During  the  voyage,  my 
husband  had  a  narrow  escape  for  his  life.    He  attempted  to 
reach  something  in  the  ibre  part  of  the  boat,  and,  stepping 
upon  some  tent-poles  tbti  lay  in  it,  they  broke  under  him, 
and  he  was  precipitated  into  the  sea,  where  he  must  have 
been  drowned,  had  he  not  seized  the  gunnel  of  another  boat 
near  us,  and  thus,  supporting  himself  by  his  hands,  was  rowed 
a  considerable  distance  to  the  shore.    The  screams  of  the  poor 
children,  on  seeing  their  father  in  such  imminent  danger, 
were  dreadful,  and  affected  us  exceedingly.    Our  thanks- 
giving to  Grod  for  the  wonderful  preservation  of  his  life  were 
the  more  fervent.    But  this  accident  brought  on  a  relapse; 
and  his  general  health  received  a  great  shock. 

**  After  finishing  his  labours  at  Lichtenau,  the  blessing 
of  God  attendnig  him  in  all  things,  we  returned  to  New 
Hermhut;  but  increasing  weakness  and  sickliness  compelled 
him  to  request  his  dismission.    In  1794  we  left  Grreenland, 
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Imt  nMl  witli  fHMb  a  taacesMOD  «f  storaw  on  oof  Toyage,  that 
our  captain  waa  oWged  to  put  Inta  Gothenberg,  where  we 
iMded^and  beiag  reoeifired  moat  kiadly  by  our  Bretbiea  and 
SiateiHi  800»  recoFored  from  our  fiitigiie.  Tbe  vesael  did  not 
reach  Copenhagen  ontil  fonr  weeks  after  our  arrival,  and  was 
alaiost  a  wrecker  How  thankful  ought  we  to  be  to  God  our 
Saviour  for  the  mercy  and  preaorvation  we  have  experienced 
on  thbond  many  other  occaaionsi 

^  In  February^  1795,  we  arrived  at  Herrnhut*  After  be- 
ing refreahed  and  strengthened  anew  in  that  congregi^tiou, 
we  received  a  call  to  Livonia,  and  after  a  long  and  tedious 
journey^  arrived  at  our  new  station  at  Weidau.  My  huriNrnd 
now  entered  upon  the  study  of  the  Lettonian  language  with 
great  zeal  aud  alacrity,  and  soon  made  himself  master  of  it. 
He  served  the  great  work  of  God  committed  to  the  Breth- 
ren's church  in  that  country,  with  great  willingness  and  de- 
light, and  experienced  the  help  and  blessing  of  the  Lord  in 
tbe  performance  of  all  his  various  duties. 

<«  We  were  fourteen  years  employed  ia  Livonia^  when 
my  husband's  infirmities  and  weakness  increasing,  he  was 
under  t}ie  necessity  of  desiring  to  be  released^  Tbe  labour 
connected  with  that  service  was  arduous,  and  required  much 
travelling  to  and  fro  in  tbe  cold  and  stormy  winter  mouths, 
to  visit  the  scattered  societies  in  many  towns  and  villages* 
This  be  was  not  able  to  bear  in  bis  weak  state  of  healths 
Though,  therefore,  we  left  our  dear  Lettonians  with  great  r^ret,^ 
and  our  farewell  was  most  affecting  on  both  sidesy  tbe  ser- 
vice required,  that  a  more  able  successor  should  be  provided. 
We  first  went  to  Herrnhut,  and  then  removed  to  Gnaden- 
berg,  where  my  husband  accepted  tbe  office  of  warden  of 
that  settlement*  We  served  this  congregation  for  nine  years, 
and  during  the  last  years  of  tbe  war  experienced  a  variety  of 
troubles  and  difficulties,  but  also  tbe  comfort  and  help  of  tbe 
Lord  in  every  trial. 

*'  In  1819  we  retired  to  Herrnhut,  where  my  husband 
eq|oyed  a  tolerable  degree  of  bealth,  and  was  blessed  with  a 
cheerful  and  contented  mind.  The  company  of  his  only  sis« 
ter,  living  here^was  a  great  source  of  enjoyment  tuhim;  and  he 
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WMlbereiiN^llie  mwedeeplyairecledy^eo  itpieaiMi  die  Lord 
to  take  l^r  from  Um  into  clerMty.  Littte  4lid  lie  af  tlM  itnto 
expect,  tlurt  be  shonU  ao  «oon,  have  the  Meie  fiiTanr,  lo  depart 
and  be  ifitb  Cbdat  for  ever.  Ha  had  beeo  prtseat  at  every 
aerviee  in  the  PassiaD-iwefk  and  Eaiter^helidaya,  tiki,  while 
pr^nriiBg  U}  attend  the  eoneluding  eae,  be  «i«a  mddeaiy 
seized  with  a  pamlytie  atcoke,  wfaiefa  deprived  him  at  eaee  of 
sense  andspeeeh,  and  oa  the  following^  day,  April  Sad,  ItiBS, 
remeved  him  most  gently  into  die  presence  ef  bis  flBvieor,  lo 
rest  with  Htm  fifom  all  hie  labours. 


VARIOUS  ACCOUNTS. 

Danish  West  India  Islands. — From  a  Letter  from  Brother 
Sybrecbt  at  Friedensthal,  in  St  Croix,  it  app^ar^  that  the 
negro  congregation  grows  in  g^ce,  and  incrf^ases  in  nam* 
ber.  Not  iinfrequently  negroes,  baptised  in  other  places, 
desiring  to  receive  further  instruction  and  care,  beg  to  join  that 
congregation.  Seasons  of  sickness  and  other  afflictions  are  of- 
ten made  use  of  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  to  awaken  those  who 
have  fallen  into  a  luk^-warm  state  of  heart,  and  to  renew  apj. 
ritual  life  in  them,  and  a  desir«  to  xoake  their  ^Ui^g  and 
election  sure. 

In  reference  to  the  late  destructive  hurricane^  ^rotb^r 
Bonhof  writes,  in  letters  dated  August  17tb,  that  it  raged  with 
greater  violeace  pn  the  western  coast  of  the  island  than  on 
the  eastern.  Many  negro  dwellings  were  blown  down,  and 
most  of  the  windmills  eonsideraUy -injured.  The  stoutest 
trees  could  not  resist  the  power  of  the  tempest,  and  vrere  ei« 
ther  snapped  off,  or  torn  up  by  the  roots.  Had  it  continued 
much  longer,  few  houses  would  have  remained  standing.  The 
Missionaries  and  the  negroes  belonging  to  the  Church  had 
succeeded  in  repairing  a  considerable  part  <^f  the  injured 
buildings. 

Brother  Eberman  had  safely  arriv^  in  St.  Thomas  in  Oc- 
tober, and  subsequently  repaired  to  St,  Croix, 
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fr(m  New  Fairjieid,  Upper  Canoiia.— Brolher  HamMi 
reportot  by  letters  of  the  end  of  1825,  that  both  his  family,  aod 
the  congregation  generally,  had  been  healthy.  Much  injury 
,had  been  done  to  the  corn-fields  of  the  Indians,  by  the  una* 
soally  great  number  of  black  squirrels.  In  the  chase,  the 
Indians  were  successful,  so  as  to  obtain  a  good  supply  of 
meat  for  the  winter,  which^  on  account  of  the  scanty  harvest, 
was  very  welcome.  Although  repeated  admonitions  were 
in  some  cases  found  necessary,  there  were  not  wanting  in- 
stances of  the  power  and  influence  of  divine  grace,  evidenced 
in  the  walk  and  conversation  of  many,  and  tending  to  en-~ 
courage  the  missionaries  in  their  labours. 

Cherokees. — Brother  John  R.  Schmidt,  at  Spring-place, 
mentions,  in  a  letter  to  Brother  Hueffel  at  Betjilehem,  that 
the  Gospel  continues  to  approve  itself  the  power  of  God  for 
the  salvation  of  souls,  and  that  an  increased  desire  for  it  ma- 
nifests itself  among  many. 

November  I3th. — At  a  meeting  numerously  attended, 
a  woman,  and  her  infant,  were  solemnly  baptized.  Notwith- 
standing the  long  drought,  the  produce  of  the  fields  and  gar- 
dens was  gfreat.  The  Missionaries  were  well.  The  congre- 
gation at  Spring-place  consists  of  thirteen  adult  members. 

The  Cherokee  nation  have  resolved  to  establish  an  aca- 
demy and  a  printing-press  at  Newtown,  their  principal  town. 
For  this  purpose,  they  have  appropriated  a  sum  of  money, 
and  also  resolved  to  send  two  of  their  own  nation  to  the  princi- 
pal cities  and  towns  of  the  United  States,  to  solicit  donations.

Letters  to  the  Brethren's  Society  far  the  Furtkerance  of  the 
Ga^l  among  the  Heathen^  received  finmi  the 

Missionaries  m  the  Settlements  of  the  United  BrbthrbN) 
<m  the  Coast  qf  Labrador,  in  the  year  1826. 

Dearest  Beethren,         ^kkak,  August  9t^  1826. 
^  ON  tbe  SOtb  of  Jaly,  we  bad  the  ioexpressible  pleasure 
to  bear  of  tbe  arrival  of  tbe  brig  Harmony  on  tbis  coast.    She 
bad  come  to  an  anchor  about  twenty-fite  English  miles  from 
henoe,  at  a  part  of  the  coasts  where  several  of  our  Esquimamc 
were  stattonedy  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  provisions. 
Two  of  them  were  sent  with  a  few  lines  from  the  mate,  giving 
us  tbis  joyful  information^  by  which  also  we  learnt  that  all  on 
board  were  well.   This  good  news  filled  our  hearts  with  grati* 
tnde,  and  oar  eyes  with  tears  of  joy,  tbe  more,  as  we  had  for  a 
long  time  past  been  anxiously  waiting  for  her  arriral.    Hav- 
ing continually  heard  unftivourable  reports  from  the  sea^  and 
that  for  hundreds  of  miles  it  was  covered  with  floating  and 
fixed  masses  of  ice,  the  news  came  unexpectedly  upon  us, 
as  we  had  almost  given  up  the  hope  of  seeing  her  at  the 
usual  time.    Th6  account  of  the  immense  quantity  of  ice  was 
confirmed,  and  that  the  ship  had  to  work  her  way  for  four 
hundred  English  miles  through  it.     But  for  the  marvellous 
preservation  of  God,  sh^  never  could  have  reached  the  coast; 
and  we  might  never  have  seen  her  again.    The  remembrance 
of  all  tbe  wonders  of  the  Lord's  mercy  and  protection,  expe- 
rienced  now  for  upwards  of  fifty  y^ars  since  your  own  ves* 
sels  haye  sailed  to  this  coast,  makes  us  indeed  adore  Him  in 
the  dust.    Who  can  enumerate  all  the  instances  and  proofs  of 
His  goodness  towards  us  f  Only  such  as  are  true  members  of  His 
living  Church  on  earth,  ascribe  to  Him  and  His  allwise  diree- 
tionevery thingtbatconcernsthe weliareof Hischildren.  And 
indeed  we  have  abundant  proofs,  that  He  does  all  things  Well, 
and  for  tbe  good  of  His  cause  and  people*  What  are  all  our 
doings!  what  is  all  our  preaching  and  teaching!  what  are 
all  oinr  exertions  to  bring  together  a  flock  of  converts!    All

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would  vanish  in  air,  were  it  not  for  this,  that  our  Lord  and 
SaTionr  Himself  does  the  work,  and  by  His  Spirit  seeks  out 
His  sheep,  and  laads^  tends,  and  feeds  them. 

<<  Odiers  may.  boast  of  what  they  do,  or  intend  to  do, 
but  we  will  proceed  in  our  quiet  course,  looking  up  to  Him 
for  help,  preaching  Jesus,  the  crucified  Redeemer,  and  de- 
pendihg  on  His  word,  that  nothing  shall  prevail  against  His 
Church,  to  harm  or  destroy  it. 

**  In  the  night  followiog  the  above-oentioned  80tfa  of 
July,  while  we  were  refreshing  ourselves  in  sleep,  (after  one 
of  the  hottest  summer  days  we  have  ever  known,  on  whidi 
Fahrenheit's  thermometer  rose  from  70  deg.  to  86  deg.) 
the  firing  of  the  g^ns  on  board  the  Harmony  awaked  and  an- 
nounced to  us  that  she  was  approaching,  and  had  come  to 
an  anchor  about  two  miles  from  us.  We  immediatdy  set  out 
in  our  small  fishing  boat,  and  soon  reached  the  ship,  where 
we  most  cordially  welcomed  our  dear  friends  Captain  Fraser^ 
Brother  Taylor,  the  mate,  and  all  on  board,  and  joined  them 
in  praising  God  for  this  happy  meeting.  All  night  we  were 
engaged  in  reading  our  letters  and  reports  from  our  dear 
friends  in  Europe. 

**  Your  kind  letter  was  read  with  particular  pleasure  and 
edification.  We  ^vere  greatly  encourag^  by  the,  kind  {Nur- 
ticipation  you  feel  in  our  spiritual  and  temporal  weliare,  and 
are  truly  grateful  for  yoUr  prayers  and  expressions  of  bro- 
therly love,  and  the  continued  liberal  supply  you  afibrd  us 
for  our  outward  subsistenoe.  Every  thing  you  sent  arrived  in 
perfect  safety ;  and  we  beg  to  return  our  cordial  thanks  to  you, 
and  to  all  who  assist  you,  in  providing  die  means,  by  which 
you  are  enabled  to  maintain  this  Mission.  May  our  gracious 
heavenly  Father  bless  and  reward  you  and  themabundantiy. 

**  We  read,  with  heartfelt  sorrow,  the  account  of  the  se- 
rious losses  our  other  Missions  have  sustainedby  the  decease 
of  ao  many  approved  servants  in  the  Lord*a  house  during  the 
year  past*  But  we  likewise  rejoiced,  that,  by  the  influence 
ef  the  Spirit  of  God,  so  many  have  been  moved  to  devote 
themsdves  willingly  to  the  service  of  the  Missions,  being 
ready  to  step  into  the  places  rendered  vacant,  and  to  prove 
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their  love  to  ovr  Siavioiiy»  by  giving'  Uf  6fmry  olber  •onsidtrm* 
tion,  and  going  forth  to  proolaiia  sal  ration  to  the  bealhea^ 
that,  by  the  power  of  the  word  of  the  Croett  aMk  may  be  coo- 
verted  to  Jeaasy  and  the  rewavd  for  Ike  travail  of  Hia  aoul  be 
iaereaeed  ia  every  4|iiArter«  Would  t«rGod  that  all  might  hear 
and  believe;  for  iadeed  a  day  of  aidwukton  aeeoM  to  be  ap» 
pRiadttirg«  We  adore  and  praiae  the  I«ord,aiMl  eaimot  aaft« 
cieatly  espreas  our  joy  nA  woader  at  thegmatthinga  which 
Ke  ia  d<Mag  iiitbeearth  ia  thia  oiar  ittf^  whea  Ifo  oauaea  the 
light  of  Hia  word  4o  pmetrale  Ihrongkdie  nuita  of  darkoeai^ 
a»d  Aon  the  aortii  to  the  aonth  Hia  saviag  goapel  k.piro* 
claiiaed  by  many  faithful  witneaaes.  And  our  gvititude  ia 
the  more  excited,  when  we  consider,  that,  even  in  theae  timaa 
of  dktreaa  He  rtfiaea  up  aumy  "wko  gladly  aodgeneroudy  lend 
their  aid  to  the  outward  aupport  of  thia  great  work.  We  al-» 
ao  deaire  to  thank  them  for  the  help  they  afford  to  ua  here  in 
Labrador.  IMay  they  reap  the  reward  promised  U>  those  who 
shew  fciudnesa  to  the  leaat  of  His  BreUireui  and  out  of  love 
to  Him  caat,  if  it  were  but  a  widow's  mite,  into  the  treasury* 

^  We  have  again  had  the  favour  to  experieoce  the  kind- 
ness and  liberality  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
m  prsaenting  ua  with  the  Revelations  of  St.  John,  printed  in 
the  fi»quimaux  langui^e»  The  aiaoy  tears  of  joy  and  grati- 
tude shed  by  our  people  here,  and  by  a#  luany  of  aJl  nntiona 
throughout  the  worlds  for  the  diatributiou  of  the  Holy  Sioripr 
tuves  in  their  own  language,  and  the  many  praorera  fur  God'a 
bleasing  to  rest  upon  them,  are  indeed,  in  this  world  already^ 
considered  by  them  sufficient  enjoyment,  but  hereafter  the 
Lord  witl  grant  diem  an  eternal  reward  of  mercy* 

^  Among  our  Eaquinmux  congregation  love  and  harmo* 
ny  prevmiled*  Tke  meetings  were  dil%eutly  attended;  imd 
during  Ae  aduMnistration  of  the  Holy  Sacraaients^  we  were 
bissaod  with  a  heart-enlivening  sense  of  the  presence  of  our 
Lordand  Saviour.  Young  and  old  came  diligently  to  the 
schodia;  and  even  some  old  widowa  learnt  to  spelK  But  on 
account  of  the  extreme  ae verity  of  the  weather  in  winter, 
when  Fahjreaheit's  thermometer  fell  to  even  40  below  0,  with

▼ioUnt  winds  and  storms  of  sleet,  the  chiMreii  were  sone^ 
limes  prevented  flrom  leaving  their  hemes. 

*^  The  people  were  not  saccessfnl  in  fishing  and  cateb* 
ing  sealSf  and  aboat  Christmas  several  of  them  suffered, 
hanger.  None,  however,  died  for  want,  though,  in^  the 
more  northern  places,  many  died,  both  of  hanger,  and  iji  an 
epidemical  disorder,  firom  which,  by  God's  mercy^  we  were 
preserved,  till  in  Aogost  last,  when  it  began  to  show  itself 
here,  and  oar  best  cbap^  servant  was  seised  with  it.  In 
twelve  hoars  from  the  first  attack  he  was  a  oorpse.  The 
Lord,  however,  heard  oar  pmyers,  and  spared  as  and  ear  peo- 
ple. Only  one  more  has  been  seized ;  and  we  have  hopes  of 
his  recovery* 

^  Aboat  six  hundred  seals  were  caagbt  in  the  nets. 
One  whale  appeared  in  oar  bay.  Our  people  r^oieed  in 
hopes  of  catching  it,  but  having  slept  here  one  night,  it  e& 
fected  its  escape.  When  the  distress  of  the  inhabitants  fior 
want  of  fi>od  was  at  the  highest,  our  heavenly  Father  bad  mer- 
cy upon  them,  and  caused  a  nomber  Of  white  fish  (a  species 
of  whale)  to  come  to  the  coast;  and  thus  the  Esquimaux  pro- 
cared  a  sufllcient  quantity  of  provision. 

^  We  have  long  been  desirous  of  putting  up  a  small 
house  at  Kangertloksoak,  where  two  Missionaries  might  stay 
for  some^tiine,  and  attend  our  Esquimaux;  as  almost  half  of 
the  congregation  encamp  there  in  Spring,  to  catch  seals 'and 
fish;  but  we  have  not  as  yet  found  time  to  undertake  the 
work. 

^  The  immense  quantity  of  snow^  which  falls  every  year, 
at  Okkak,  generally  employs  two  Brediren  till  Midsummer,  in 
clearing  it  away  from  the  rooft.  It  lay  thisyear  twenty-four  feet 
deep»  and  in  some  places  still  deeper.  Most  of  our  buildinga 
were  almost  buried  under  it,  and  we  were  apprehensive  of 
the  roofs  being  broken  down.  Some  of  the  Esquimaux 
houses  Were  crushed  by  its  weight;  and  the  people  had  but 
just  time  to  effect  their  escape.  The  chimney  of  our  bake- 
bouse  was  filled ;.  and  we  had  to  clear  it  continually*  As.  the. 
dog^  ran  aboot  on  the  snow,  and  over  the  roofs,  there  was 
danger  of  their  tumbling  into  it.     Shovelling  and  cutting 
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away  tbe  aceumiilatiDg  masses  of  snow  was  a  Itborioitt  task,- 
and  caused  us  a  great  deal  of  fattgtte  from  day  to  day. ' 

^  One  Brother  was  always  employed  with  tbe  garden.. 
But  though  the  current  business  of  the  Settlemeat  gave  us  all 
fall  employ^  yet,  as  by  the  blessing  of  God  we  eajoyed  health 
and  strength  for  our  work,  we  could  finish  tbe  building  and 
coFeriBg  of  two  houses*  and  intend  to  get  the  timbers  of  ano- 
ther ready  to  carry  to  Kaagertluksoak  in  sledges,  during  the: 
winter* 

^  We  also  paid  a  ?bit  to  our  Esquimaux  on  the  lake 
called  UmiaiDkoiik,  which  was  attended  with  profit  and  bless*' 
iDg  both  to  ourselres  and  to  our  people^ 

^  In  our  own  family,  as  a  company  of  fellow-labourers  in  the 
LordV^raeyard,  we  have  experienced  much  of  the  grace  and 
mBTcy  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour*  His  peace  reigned  among 
us,  and  we  were  blessed  with  health^dight  indispositions  ex^ 
eepted.  Our  labour  in  the  service  of  our  Es^imaux  ftock 
afforded  us  much  cause  for  joy  and  thankfulness*  The  con* 
gr^;ation  consists  of  97  conmiunicants;  16  candidates;  34 
baptized  adults,  not  yet  communicants;  38  candidates;  119 
baptized. children;  62  new  people:  in  all,  350  inhabitants. 

^  On  the  26th  of  July,  a  son  of  Brother  and  Sister 
Kunath  was  born,  and  called  in  baptism  Frederick  Augus* 
tus.  Brother  Herzberg  goes  to  Nain,  and  Brother  Kor- 
ner  will  come  to  us.  Cimunending  ourselves  and  our  dear 
Esquimaux  to  your  loving  remembrance  and  prayers,  wo 
remain  your  faithful  affectionate  Brethren,

Dearest  Brethren,  August  26th,  1826. 

**  THE  joyful  news  of  the  safe  arrival  of  tbe  Harmony  at  Ok- 
kak  on  the  30th  of  July,  was  also  accompanied  by  the  receipt 
of  your  very  kind  letter  of  May  26th,  on  the  3rd  of  August^ 
late  in  the  evening.    Our  hearts  overflowed  with  thanks  and 
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praise  to  o«r  Almf^bUy  God  and  Sarioiirt  wIm  htm  again  < 
ducted  Ibe  ship  in  safety  tbroogh  the  perils  of  tke  seas  to  our 
ooast.  Though  our  baj  was  free  from  iost  the  accounts  re- 
ceiyed  of  the  immense  quantity  of  ice  on  the  coast  beyond 
the  islands  bad  giren  us  nrach  concern ;  but  the  Lord  heard  the 
fervent  prayers  we  often  offMred  up  for  the  protection  of  the 
resseli  and  delivered  her  from  every  danger.  Blessed  be  His 
name  for  these  repealed  proofii  of  His  mercy  mid  fiirour  I 

^  On  reading  your  letter,  we  felt  omrselves  anew  encour- 
aged to  devote  soul  and  body  to  the  service  of  thai  work, 
which  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  commit  onto  us,  and 
with  cheerfulness  to  exert  all  onr  powers,  by  His  enabling 
grace,  that  the  increase  of  His  kingdom  may  be  furthered 
even  by  such  poor  and  weak  instruments  as  we  are.  We 
own  ourselves  unworthy  of  the  fiivoor  of  being  employed  as 
witnesses  of  His  atonement,  to  proclaim  the  love  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus,  to  the  poor  iailen  race  of  numkind,  and  speci- 
ally to  make  it  known  to  the  Esquimaux  in  this  dklalkt  land. 
They  themselves  confess,  that  if  tbeir  teachers  were  to  (6§^ 
sake  them,  and  they  were  left  to  themselves,  they  would  be 
apt  soon  to  forget  what  they  had  learnt,  and  go  astray;  but 
we  depend  upon  His  promise,  that  even  the  gates  of  hell  shall 
not  prevail  against  the  Church  He  has  estabHsbod ;  for  the 
Almighty  God  is  their  defence,  and  will  prolectund  preserve 
them.  Do  not  cease,  dear  Brethren,  to  conunend  us  in  pray* 
er  unto  the  Lord,  that  He  would  fill  our  souls  with  His  love, 
make  us  yet  more  faithful  and  diligent  in  the  work  osa»« 
mitted  to  us,  and  ever  willing  to  devote  all  energies  of  mind 
and  body  to  do  His  pleasure. 

^  Our  dear  fellow-labourer.  Brother  KSrner,  who  has 
faithfully  served  this  Mission  ten  years,  being  called  to  Ok#^ 
kak,  set  out  on  the  15th  of  this  month  in  our  large  boat,  the 
Ufdany  for  that  place,  accompanied  by  our  best  wishes  and 
prayers. 

<«  March  ^.  Our  dear  Brother  and  Sbter  Lundberg 
had  the  grief  to  see  their  infant  daughter,  HenrietU  Amelia, 
depart  this  life. 

^  We  have  in  general  enjoyed  a  good  state  of  health, 
occasional  indisposition  excepted.    Brother  Lundberg,  how- 
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ever,  Air  some  tinie«aiBn^  frona  km  fereryandBretlier  K6r« 
ner  met  with  an  accident  last  Spring,  Im  foot  being  cruahed 
while  he  was  engi^fed  in  cutting  wood;  some  time  after  be 
got  a  aore  band,  bat  by  GodV  bleniug  on  the  means,  bodi 
Brethren  were  soon  r^tored  to  beakb*  Brother  Gtitsch  is  not 
quite  reoerered  from  a  hnrt  he  receired. 

*^  August  ISih.  We  had  the  satisfiiction  to  see  the  Har- 
mony come  to  an  anchor  in  oar  bay^  and  to  bid  the  Captain 
and  mate  welcome,  together  with  oar  fatare  fdiow  laboor- 
er,  Brother  Herzberg,  from  Okkak* 

**  We  return  you,  dear  Brethren,  our  most  cordial  thanks 
Ibr  again  so  liberally  supplying  os  with  every  necessary 
article  for  our  subsistence*  May  the  Lord  bless  and  re-^ 
ward  you,  and  all  those  kind  friends  who  take  such  an  active 
share  in  promothig  the  work  df  the  Lord  in  the  world.  To 
the  iBritish  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  we  beg  to  present  our 
best  thanks  for  the  most  welcome  present  of  the  printed  book 
of  Revelations  in  the  Esquimaux  language.  We  hope,  how- 
ever, that  we  shall  not  be  called  upon  by  our  dear  people,  to 
explain  all  its  contentSs.  Much  must,  for  the  present,  remain 
unintelligible  to  them. 

'^  As  to  the  spnritual  course  of  our  Esquimaux,  we  have 
much  cause  for  thankfulness  for  all  the  proofs  of  the  mercy 
and  grace  of  our  Saviour,  which  we  have  perceived  among 
tbero.  Both  at  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the 
administration  of  Holy  Baptism,  and  on  all  other  occasions, 
when  we  met  in  His  name,  He  fulfilled  His  gracious  promise, 
and  comforted  and  enlivened  their  and  our  hearts  by  His 
presence.  The  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  souls  is 
manifest,  by  their  obtaining  a  clearer  insight  into  the  lost 
and  helpless  state  of  man  by  nature,  and  the  necessity  of 
being  healed  and  cleansed  from  sin  and  unrighteousness  by 
the  preeious  blood  of  Jesus.  We  cannot,  however,  say  the 
same  of  all.  Some  do  not  watch  over  their  own  hearts,  and 
thus  give  occasion  to  the  enemy  to  lead  them  into  his  snares. 
Of  this  we  had  a  distressing  instance  in  the  nn&itbfiil  cdn- 
dact  of  two  of  oor  people,  whom  we  were  obliged  to  exclude 
from  the  congregation.    One  of  them  soon  repented  and  re« 
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turnad  wUli  tears  ^nto  tbe  Lord,  for  mercy  and  pardoo,  and. 
we  could  readmit  him  to  fellowship.  The  other  went  with 
bis  wife  and  five  children  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Okkak« 
The  younger  part  of  our  congregation  giro  us  good  hopes, 
and  we  see  no  cause  for  growiag  weary  of  instructing  and  ex- 
horting them.  Tbeirwalk  and  conyersation  prove  that  most 
of  them  are  under  tbe  tuition  of  tbe  Holy  Spirit. 

**  The  schools  have  been  kept  in  regular  order,  and 
were  w;ell  attended,  and  we  trust  with  real  benefit  to  our 
youth. 

**  Ho  dangerous  epidemical  disorder  appeared  during 
the  year  past  at  Nain,  and  only  one  child  departed  this  life. 
If  they  are  by  the  blessing  of  God  preserved  from  their  de- 
structive national  malady*,  there  is  ievery  appearance  of  an  in- 
crease of  population.  Our  congregation  has  been  increased 
this  year  by  four  families  from  Okkak,  and  the  number  of  in- 
habitants at  Nain  is  at  present  228.  Four  adults  and  eleven 
children  have  been  baptized,  three  persons  received  into  the 
congregation,  eight  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  seven 
to  the  class  of  candidates.  / 

**  The  Esquimaux  here  have  experienced  no  want  of 
provisions,  though  the  small  quantity  of  fishes  and  dried 
seal's  flesh  obtained  in  Autumn,  seemed  to  foret^l  great 
scarcity  in  the  ensuing  winter;  but  later  in  the  season  they 
caught  600  seals  in  nets,  and  also  a  great  number  of  white 
foxes,  which  afford  them  very  nutritious  food,  and  we  joineil 
them  in  thanks  for  this  bountiful  supply  to  the  Giver  of  every 
good  gift. 

^  The  last  winter  was  uncommonly  severe,  with  an  im- 
mense quantity  of  snow  and  heavy  storms.  Fahrenheit's 
thermometer  sunk  to  85  deg.  below  0.  Tbe  weather  in 
spring  was  cold  and  boisterous,  till  the  hiiddle  of  July,  when 
suDuner  appeared,  and  proved  very  hot.  The  thermometer 
rose  one  day  to  91  deg.  above  0.    The  warmth,  however. 


.   *  A  diMnrder  of  a  peculiar  kiod,  attended  with  vibleiit  vomiting  and 
perspiration^  which  ordinarily  carries  the  patient  off  within  twenty -four 

hours. 
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prored  very  terTic^ble  to  bur  gardens,  from  whidi  we  niajr 
expect  a  good  crop.  But  there  is  an  indifferent  prospect 
ibr  a  supply  of  cod  fish  for  the  Esquimaux^  none  having  yeC 
found  their  way  to  the  coast. 

*^  It  gives  us  encouragfement  to  tearn,  that  our  dear  Bre- 
thren express  their  approbation  of  our  attempts  to  enliven 
the  worship  of  the  congregation  with  singing,  accompanied 
by  musical  instrumeiits.  It  has  been  attended  with  blessing 
and  edification,  which  we  trust  will  be  the  case»  as  long  as 
those  employed  in  this  service  perform  it  in  a  humble  sense 
-of  the  value  of  the  favor  bestowed  upon  them,  to  be  called 
lotise  their  talents  for  the  glory  of  God. 

'*  Having  obtained  permission  to  build  a  new  mission* 
house,  we  have  afready  prepared  a  quantity  of  timber  for 
that  purpose.  Our  old  buildings  have  been  suffictently  re-» 
paired,  to  prevent  their  falling. 

^  All  the  accounts  you  have  sent  us  of  the  progress  of 
the  Lord's  work  both  among  Christians  and  Heathen,  and 
particularly  the  reports  of  the  success  of  missions  in  various 
parts  of  the  world,  have  given  us  very  great  pleasure,  and 
strengthened  us  in  our  labours  on  this  station^  Oh!  thai  the 
poor  Heathen  in  the  North  might  soon  see  the  light  of  the 
gospel  break  forth,  and  dispel  their  darkness.  At  present^ 
we  can  only  commend  them  in  |H*ayer  to  the  mercy  of  God, 
and  hope  that  they  may  find  their  way  to  our  settlements,  and 
there  hear  and  receive  the  gospel  in  faith. 

'^  We  have  had  no  visits  from  the  South,  which  indeed 
we  do  not  much  regret,  as  no  good  accrues  to  our  people  from 
them.  The  rude  and  unmannerly  behaviour  of  the  Southlandi* 
ers  is  iar  worse  than  that  of  the  people  of  the  North. 

<*  On  the  20th,  our  large  boat,  the  Union,  returned  to  us 
from  Okkak.  She  liad  made  the  voyage  to  and  fro  in  six 
days. 

**  To  conclude,  we  once  mdre  thank  you  for  all  the  lov-» 
11^  care  you  show  towards  us  from  year  te  year*  and  com* 
nending  the  ship  and  company  on  their  passage  home  to  the 
protection  of  God,  and  ourselves  aAd  our  dear  Esquimaux  to 
.   yot«x«  ,  I    . 
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yenr  piajreni  and  remembniDoe  before  tbe  tbretie  of  fracei

Praise 
and  thanksgiving  rose  from  our  hearts  to  oar  mercUbf  Hea- 
venly Father  for  this  repeteited  proof  of  His  goodneastowunM 
Bs,  in  watching  over  and  preserving  our  little  vesael  on  her 
dangerous  passage  across  the  ocean.  Yodr  kind  httir  of  thf 
Wtfa  of  May,  received  at  tbe  same  time,  atfbrds  u^  no'small 
jyleaasre  and  eacourageroenty  and  we  felt  buraelvea  Ivui^  ede 
with  yoit  itt  Jesus*  Receive  ovr  warmest  thanks  for  youf 
aiRMlieiiMe  remembFance  of  bs  in  your  prayesi,  for'tbf 
care  you  take  to  promote  onr  inward  and  ouearaid  prosper^ 
ity,  and  for  this  abundant  supply  of  all  we  want  for  our  awb* 
iistence  and  comfort.  May  that  Lord,  who  provides  you 
with  ttie  means  of  caring  for  thia  mission,  reward  you  witb 
His  choicest  blessings. 

**  We  render  thanks  and  praise  for  the  blessing  He  liae 
laid'  on  the  Synod  of  our  Church,  held  fast  year  at'  Berrn- 
hnt,  and  that  He,  as  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  ef  our  ebnis; 
and  tbe  Ruler  of  His  Church  on  earth,  granted  youi-and 
all  true  members  of  our  Unity,  to  feel  a  renewed  eonvfc^ 
tion,  that  fle  will  preserve,  and  lead  us  as  tbe  peojile  of 
His  pasture  and  the  sheep  of  His  hand;  and  diat  weak  aa  ^ 
are  in  ourselves,  the  enemy,  yea  the  very  gates  of  hellaball 
not  prevail  agaiBst  us,  as  long  as  we  rest'wpon  that  only 
foundation,  Jeaua  Christ.

fiiB  cause,  and  ^ ranting^  us  to  peroeiTe,  that  our  labour  was 
not  in  Faifi.  lo  oar  o wo  faroiiy,  we  e'xperieaeed  His  goodaesa 
•a  sickness  and  in  faeakh.  Some  of  us  suffered  taave  or  less 
from  Hlness*  In  March,  Sister  Meisner  was  taken  seiiously 
HI,  and  confined  for  a  oonsideraUe  time.  Sister  Stock,  aftet 
a  severe  labour,  was  delivered  of  a  son,  who,  soon  aAet 
Iria  bhrtb^  departed  this  life.  From  the  middle  of  JMay  to  the 
middle  of  inne,  Sister  Morhardt  lay  ill  with  a  fever,  wad  op* 
I^TOssien  on  the  cbesti  But  the  Lord  had  mercy  on  u%  and 
restored  all  the  patients  to  health.  Amidst  all  weidLuess  and 
indisposition,  we  were  always  strengthened,  so  a»  not  to  be 
prevented  horn  doing  our  daily  work. 

*^  On  the  23d  of  August,  Brother  Meuzel  arrived  here 
from  Okhak,  to  eater  into  the  serviceof  this  congregation.  Our 
Utrge  boat  had  been  repaired  and  made  serviceable  for  such 
voyages  between  the  Settlements.  God  gave  His  blessing  to 
emr  labour  in  externals.  We  finished  the  repam  of  the  saw*> 
isill,  and  proceeded  with  the  building  of  the  church  so  fiirl 
that  we  bope  to  be  able  to  use  it  next  winter.  ^ 

M  Last  saNMnor,  we  had  unexpectedly  Inwo  visits  froat 
fiuropcoms.  One  oaJbe  16th  of.  Augfist,  from  a-merchaat 
front  St;  John's  in  Nbwfiiandland,  in  his  own  schwmte,  lind 
on  the  6(h  (rmxf  three  aav;d  afficers  in  a  two^maot  boat, 
Tbey  said  that  thej  canne  to  get  acquainted  with  the  ttisi> 
siou.  The  first  seemed  particularly  laterested  in  it,  and  16 
be  in  truth,  a  lover  of  the  t»ose  of  Christ.  After  the  lab. 
ter  party  had  left  us,  a  storm,  like  a  hurricane,  aroae»  and 
BMdeua  fcar  that  they  would  be  lost;  but  as  a  letter  sent 
by  the  abov«»mentioned  merdiant,  written  by  Brothei^  Ment- 
cely  hsareaehed  you  in  safety,  we  perceive  that  our  fearti  weiiB 
not  raaljaed. 

*^  The  Esqnimaikx  were  net  soeoessful  in  thek  fishery 
imt  Autmnn,  and  conisequently  several  of  .tbem  sufiSeved 
w^  much  for  want  of  winter  provision,  that  we  found  it 
Moessary  lo  come  to  their  assintfanee.  It  was  welly  that  by 
CM^  fvoiidaiice,  thqr  go^  afterwa|rda  a  supply  of  maat^  by 
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buttting*  reiiwdeer,  and  takings  a  greaC  many  iotiem  in  trapt4 
They  much  relish  the  flesh  of  foxes.  From  January  to  May^ 
they  got  96  rein-deer.  We  might  quote  maay  instances  of 
such  unexpected  relief,  for  which,  they  and  we  feel  truly 
thankful  to  our  Heavenly  Father.  They  are  proofs,  that  Ife 
cares  for  His  children,  hears  their  cry  in  distress,  and  seada 
help  in  His  own  appointed  time« 

^  In  regard  to  the  spiritual  course  of  ottk*,  Esquimaux 
congregation,  we  may  declare  with  gratitude  and  joy,  thai 
the  grace  of  oar  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  prerailed  among 
them,  and  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  continued  pow- 
erfully to  manifest  itself  in  their  growth  in  His  love  and 
knowledge.  He  accompanied  the  preaching  of  the  wor4 
of  His  cross  with  power  and  demonstration  of  His  spi- 
rit. The  celebration  of  the  festival  Reasons  in  the  Ohrist« 
ian  Church,  and  especially  of  the  Holy  Sacraments,  were 
times^  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  We 
thank  Him  that  we  may  say  with  truth,  that  the  greater  num* 
ber  of  our  congregation  are  sincerely  intent  upon  making,  tbek 
calling  and  election  sure,  and  that  most  of  our  young  people 
are  willing  to  be  instructed,  and  have  open  ears  for  the  things 
that  belong  to  their  peace.  They  have  diligently  attended  th^ 
schools,  and  by  learning  texts  of  scripture  and  hymns,  they 
treasure  up  in  their  memories  a  portion  of  knowledge,  which 
-both  now  and  hereafter  will  beof  infinite  value  to  them.  We 
frequently  hear  remarks  made  by  then,  whiek  prove  thai 
-the  word  of  God,  by  the  teaching  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  makes  a 
deep  and  salutary  impression  upon  their  souls.  - 

^  This  brings  to  our  most  grateful  remembrance  the 
great  favour  bestowed  upon  them  and  us  by  the  venerable 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  in  London.  By  this  instil 
tution,  which  is  truly  a  plant  of  God*s  own  planting,  the 
whole  of  the  New  Testament  is  now  given  to  our  Esquimaux, 
printed  in  their  own  language,  which  the  Revelation  of  St, 
John,  sent  to  us  this  year,  has  rendered  complete.  We  beg 
yon  to  present  to  thia  highly  respected  Society  the  warmest 
lhapks,in  our  and  "our  people's  name:  they  can  never  tMWii 
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ben^  repeated/ as  w^  are  ootiiliiiiially  reminded  of  tUeir  Und^' 
nese,  by  wiidemng^tbe  blessed  fruits  of  their  gifi» 

**  Id  our  litui^y  and  other  solemn  services  of  the  Chmrcbt 
we  are  now  assisted  by  the  accompaniment  of  yiolins,  which 
seFeral  Esquimaux  brethren  have  learnt  to  pby,  and  by  fre- 
quent practice  acquire  more  perfection.  We  thank  yoa  for 
the  anthems  you  have  sent ;  our  people  have  learnt  to  play  and 
sing  nineteen  different  pieces.  The  several  divisions  of  the 
congregation  have  reaped  much  benefit  by  being  instructed^ 
in  separate  meetings,  from  the  word.of  God,  how  to  conduct 
themselves  in  their  diflTerent  states,  so  as  to  walk  worthy 
of  their  high  and  heavenly  calling,  as  faithful  followers  of 
Christ.  By  communicating  to  our  people  accounts  from  our 
congregations  in  Europe,  and  from  Missionary  stations  in 
Various  parts  of  the  world,  much  participation  and  interest  in 
the  work  of  God  on  earth  has  been  excited  among  them;  and 
they  feel  that  fellowship  of  spirit  which  binds  together  all 
the  children  of  God.  The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for 
OS. .  His  mercies  were  every  morning  new:  and  what  shall 
we  render  unto  Htmf  we  are-  not  worthy  of  the  least  of  all 
His  mercies,  and  of  all  His  truth.  But  we  may  coa6deotly 
trust  to  Him,  that  He  will  bestow  upon  us  and  our  dear  peo« 
pie  yet  more  hiessiog  and  &vour  in  time  to  come.  Since 
the  departure  of  the  ahip  last  year,  nine^  children  and  two 
adulte  have  been  baptized ;  two  received  into  the  cdngre- 
gation;  six  made  partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion;  five 
added  fo  the  candidates:  five  children  and  eight  adults  de- 
parted this  life.  The  number  <^  inhabitants  at  Hopedale  is 
188,  among  whont  65  are  communicants. 

**  The  accounts  received  of  the  success,  which  by  the 
grace  and  blessing  of  our  Saviour  continues  to  attend  lill  the 
Missions  of  our  Church,  and  the  help  aflbrded  them  in  their 
external  support  by  so  many  children  of  €rod  in  various  deno« 
minations,  fill  us  with  gratitude  and  wonder.  Daily  do  we 
pray,  that  that  reward  may  be  their  portion,  which  He  has 
promised  to  His  good  and  faithful  servants  in  the  mansions  of 
eternal  bliss.  The  decease  of  that  worthy  and  benevolent 
friend  of  our  missions,Mr,  J.  George  Lockett,  Treasurer  of  the 
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promoter  of  several  inslilutioiit  mede  for  the  wel&re  of  inMi« 
kiiNl,  Id  wkieh  his  serrioes  will  be  rnksed;  but  lie  k  gone 
to  mceive  an  eternal  reward  io  the  preeesoe  of  God* 

^  AuguU  28M.  The  Harmony  entered  our  hey^  after  an 
agreeable  voyage  of  two  days,  from  Nain.  We  we|ciM»ed 
the  eaptaia  and  mate»  and  aH  ea  baard,  with  great  joy^  and 
ijfcewMe  Brother  MM ier  aad  hirwife,  wha.caaie  ta^uaoh  i^  vi^i 
git)  and  intend  to  stay  some  tine  with  na,  to  aariat  in  €0q«

^  I  wish  to  gnro  you  some  account  of  a  journey  we  made 
4a  asled^  frati.hence  to  Okkak.  The  ^old  was  18  degrees 
^below  Fahrenheit's  0,  with  storm  and  sleet,  I  have  sent  you 
a  model  of  the  sledge,  with  the  leather  tent  fixed  upon  it« 

"  March  7th.  We  set  out  from  Nain,  drawn  by  twenty- 
two  dogsi  driven  by  two  Esquiaiaiix,  Another  sl^lge  ac« 
ooospanied  us.  My  wife  sat  within  the  tent,  and  I  was  pasted 
behind  upon  a  box^  oontaining  meat  for  the  dog«»  well  oklbed 
with  seal  and  rein-deer  skins.  We  found  our  first  night's 
lodging  in  an  old  Esquimaux  winter  house,  at  one  of  th^ 
plae^  where  they  fish  with  nets.  The  house  was  full  of 
dead  seals;  howevevi  thc^y  were  thrown  tagetheri  to  make

room  for  my  wife  and  me  to  lie  down  in  our  sleeping-bags*.  I 
then  proceeded  to  order  Simeon  to  be  cook,  and  gave  to  ere^ 
ry  one  his  work.  One  was  to  feed  the  dogs*  another  to  un« 
pack  the  sledge.  For  ourselves,  1  ordered  a  supper  of  ver- 
micelli, and  for  our  men,  peas;  they  had  been  bdled  at  Nain, 
and  were  brought  in  a  sack. 

^  After  our  evening  prayers,  my  wife,  with  difficulty^ 
got  into  her  bag;  I  then  feand  a  place  next  to  the  mountaie 
of  dead  seals.    The  men  lay  any  where  upon  thenu. 

^  On  the  8th,  in  the  morning  early,  putting  my  head  out 
of  the  bag,  I  gave  orders  to  our  cook  to  boil  coffee  fbr.ua^ 
and  oatmeal  porridge  for  our  men.  After  morning  prayers, 
we  set  out,  on  an  excellent  smooth  track,  till  half  an  boar 
after  8  o'clock.  When  we  discovered,  with  great  alarm,  that 
over  the  mountains  of  Kiglapeit,  the  tract  was  filled  with  hr^ 
regular  masses  of  ice,  like  towers,  some  higher,  and  some  low- 
er. We  almost  despaired  of  getting  through  them.  Under 
the  mountaiq  the  weather g^ew  warm  and  still;  and  we  sent 
the  smaller  sledge  forward  to  find  a  road  througk  the.masses 
of  ice.  I  could  never  have  conceived  that  such  vehicles  and 
roads  could  ^.xist,  till  I  now  saw  them.  We  got  on  very 
slowly,  as  the  dogs  seemed  disposed,  some  to  go  one^ 
and  others  another  way,  round  the  ice  masses.  The  conse* 
quence '  was,  that  they  got  entangled  in  their  traces,  some 
of  which  are  eight  yards  long;  and  we  had  often  to  stop 
to  disengage  them.  Tlie  motion  of  the  sledge  was  like- 
wise so  violent  by  the  roughness  of  the  ice,  that  my  feet  be^ 


*  An  EsqDimauz  travelling  bed  consists  of  a  large  bag  of  rein-deer  skin, 
with  the  hair  turned  inward,  covered  with  seal  skin,  the  hair  turned 
outwards.  It  is  furnished  with  a  broad  flap  to  cover  the  mouth,  and  a  strap 
to  fMea  down  the  flap.  This  bag  comprehends  the  whole  apparatus  and 
furniture  of  an  Esquimaux  bed-room.  Having  undressed,  the  traveller 
creeps  mto  it,  and  a  kind  neighbour  having  shut  him  close  by  fiuteniog.tbe 
strap,  he  leaves  him  to  sleep  on  till  morning,  when  he  helps  him  out  again. 
In  summer,  the  flap  is  dispensed  with.  The  invention,  however,  is  of  Eu- 
ropean origin,  and  a  luxury  introduced  by  the  Missionaries;  for  an  Esqui- 
maux lies  down  in  his  dothes,  without  any  further  preparation.-^ Josriis/ 
0/a  VQyjg€  to  IJnquvahati,  p.  34. 
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eame  very  uneasy.  At  8  P.  M.  we  had  passed  the  moantain, 
and  about  half  past  six  took  up  our  night's  lodging  in  a  ca- 
Tern,  dark  and  dismal  in  appearance,  but  to  us  a  welcome  re- 
treat. 

^  On  the  Othy  we  met  with  good  roads,  and  arrived  with^ 
out  accident,  at  Okkak,  at  3  o*clock  in  the  afternoon,  where  we 
enjoyed  the  fellowship  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  with 
thankful  hearts,  till  the  16tb,  when  we  returned  to  Nain. 
The  weather  was  excessively  boisterous;  but  the  Lord  broogfht  < 
as  safe  to  our  home.  C  B  H. 

''  PRAY  do  not  omit  to  give  the  thanks  of  our  Esqui* 
niaux,  as  well  as  of  us  all,  to  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society,  for  that  most  valuable  present,  the  Book  of  Revela* 
tions,  printed  in  the  Esquimaux  language,  and  to  those  who 
have  assisted  in  the  revision.  J  rejoice  that  we  have  now 
the  whole  New  Testament  in  this  language,  and  many  of  the 
Esquimaux  have  related  to  me,  how  much  the  reading  of  it 
in  their  tents,  during  their  absence  from  us,  has  proved  a 
blessing  to  them. 

**  It  is  impossible  not  to  love  the  Esquimaux,  with  all 
their  failings  and  imperfections;  and  it  does  our  hearts  good, 
to  speak  with  them  of  the  wonders  of  th/e  Lord's  mercy,  which 
have  been  experienced  by  them*  The  last  winter  was  ex« 
cessively  cold,  and  the  continual  storms  and  snow  put  them 
to  many  a  shift  in  procuring  sustenance.  But  God  blessed 
tfieir  attempts  to  catch  seals  with  nets;  and  when,  after 
Easter,  they  were  suffering  much  hunger,  he  provided  a  new 
resource,  by  the  discovery  of  a  lake  in  Tessinjaksoak^  where 
there  was  an  abundant  supply  of  salmon-trout,  and  all  who 
could  go  a  fishing,  caught  plenty.  .  * 

Okkak,  1826. 
**  WE  feel  very  grateful,  that  our  petition  in  behalf  of  the 
widows  and  orphans  has  produced  so  much  kind  participa* 
tion.  My  wife  and  Sister  K.  distribute  the  gifts  sent  with 
care  and  impartiality.  Many  prayers  for  blessing  on  the  do- 
ble  benefactors  will  ascend  from  thenr  hearts;  and  I, beg  in 

TOL.X.  K 
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their  name  to  present  their  and  pur  most  cordial  thanks  to  all 
who  hare  taken  share  in  this  relief. 

**  We  ha?e  a  great  many  widows  and  orphans,  who  have 
no  providers  (husbands  or  sons);  and  as  our  numbers  in- 
crease,  this  class  increases  also.  I  believe,  that  the  number 
of  our  inhabitants  has  not  reached  its  full  limit.  I  think  that 
a  great  many  Esquimaujt  from  the  north  are  in  a  state  of  pre- 
paration, and  desire  to  hear  the  gospel.  Four  boats  full  of 
them  came  to  us  this  summer;  and  we  did  not  fail  to  press 
upon  them  the  necessity  of  conversion,  if  they  would  save  their 
souls  from  destruction.  In  many  I  discovered  great  atten- 
tion and  thoughtfulness;  but  most  of  them  were  prepared  with 
excuses,  why  they  could  not,  just  now,  be  converted.  Seve« 
ral  declared,  that  after  they  had  obtained  this  and  the  other 
object  of  their  wishes,  they  would  then  turn  to  the  Lord. 

*^  As  some  years  ago,  Ungava-bay,  and  the  country 
about  the  river  Koksoak,  were  objects  of  our  serious  con« 
sideration,  it  may  be  interesting  to  you  to  hear  something 
about  them.  During  the  winter  between  1824  and  1825, 
great  mortality  prevailed  there ;  three  boats  full  of  people, 
(ten  at  an  average  being  reckoned  to  a  boat),  were  taken  ill 
and  died.  The  rest  of  the  inhabitants  immediately  fled  from 
the  place,  that  is^  all  those  who  were  not  already  seized,  and 
could  still  escape.  Whoever  was  taken  ill  at  night,  was  dead 
in  the  morning;  we  were  told,  that  all  the  sick  crept  into  one 
tent,  and  there  breathed  their  last.  Their  bodies  lay  unbu- 
ried,  and  were  devoured  by  dogs.  Among  the  dead  was 
Utakkiyofc,  the  trusty  conductor  of  the  Brethren  Kohlmeis- 
ter  and  Kmocb,  in  1811.  Several  of  those  who  escaped, 
came  hither,  but  they  all  intended  to  return  to  that  country. 

HOPBDALB. 

"  BEING  appointed  both  school-master  and  music-di- 
rector, (as  there  |s  no  better),  I  have  enough  to  do,  both  with 
my  pen  and  my  schools,  but  it  is  a  pleasiure  to  me  to  serve 
the  youth.  I  wish  we  had  more  violins,  and  a  violincello,  as 
likewise  a  larger  assortment  of  strings;  for  1  perceive,  that 
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h  »  well  worth  while  to  leaofa  the  Esquimaux  musici  and 
our  labour  is  not  in  vain.  The  most  difficult  part  is  keep- 
ing time,  and  that  seems  to  puzzle  them  exceedingly.  When, 
seren  years  ago,  I  made  a  beginning  to  teach  two  young  Es- 
quimaux the  yiolinyOne  of  them  grew  so  peevish  about  keep- 
ing time,  that  he  declared,  that  it  was  impoisible  to  leum  it; 
but  be  is  now  one  of  my  best  scholars. 

^  As  to  the  translation  of  parts  of  the  Old  Testament,! 
wish  it  cculd  be  accomplished.  I  am  willing  to  do  what  I 
can,  looking  to  the  Lofd  for  help.  The  Psalms  are  translate- 
ed,  and  are  now  undergoing  revision,  the  MS*  being  sent  to 
each  place  for  that  purpose.  I  cannot  sufficiently  describe 
what  a  rich  treasure  has  been  bestowed  upon  our  Esquimaux 
by  giving  them  the  New  Testament  in  their  own  language. 
If  to  this  might  be  added  parts  of  the  Old  Testament,  it  would 
be  productive  of  great  blessing;  and  by  the  enlightening  of 
the  Holy  Spirit^  the  beautiful  harmony  between  the  Old  and 
New  Testament  would  be  made  clear  to  them.  In  my  fre- 
quent conversations  with  our  Esquimaux,  I  have  found,  that 
they  delight  to  speak  of  the  diftereut  histories  of  the  Old 
Testament,  such  as  that  of  the  Deluge,  the  offering  of 
Isaac,  the  passage  of  the  Israelites  through  the  Red  Sea,  &c« 
&c«  This  gives  an  opportunity  of  explaining.  I  cannot  help 
quoting  a  simple  question,  put  .to  me  by  an  Esquimaux,  who, 
being  very  desirous  to  see  the  inside  of  my  watch,  was  quite 
overwhelmed  with  astonishment,  when  he  beheld  its  compli- 
cated machinery.  He  asked,  whether  Jesus  could  possibly 
make  a  watch f  I  explained  to  him,  that  all  ability  and  dex- 
terity given  to  man  proceeded  from  His  divine  power  and

Extracts  of  Letters  from  Brother  J.  H.  Kleiwschmidt. 

Dear  Brother,      F»«MR1CKSTHA^  June  18th,  1826. 
*♦  ON  the  14th  of  this  month  I  received  your  kind  letter  of 
February  I2th,  and  return  you  my  hearty  thanks  for  it.    I 
am  only  sorry  that  my  answer  must  be  brief;  for  in  the  short 
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summer  season  here,  every  day  is  occupied  with  such  wbrlr, 
as  can  only  be  done  in  summer;  and  I  must  therefore' refer 
you  to  our  diaries,  which  I  hope  will  be  sent  to  you  as  soon 
as  possible.  Tn  them  you  will  find  sufficient  cause  to  join  us 
in  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  our  merciful  and  faithful  Sa^ 
viour,  for  all  the  grace  and  favour  He  has  bestowed  upon  .us 
in  this  place,  during  the  year  past.  He  has  carried  forward 
His  own  work,  of  which  we  have  been  grateful  spectators. 
I  shall  praise  Him  to  all  eternity,  for  what  He  has  done  here 
at  Fredericksthal.  It  is  his  own  building.  Some  think  we 
have  made  too  quick  work  of  it ;  but  I  trust  the  Lord  will  set 
His  seal  to  all  that  has  been  done,  and  that  it  is  of  His  mercy 
that  the  poor  people  in  this  country,  who  long  ago  begged 
to  have  teachers  residing  among  them,  and  to  be  united  by 
iaith  and  baptism  to  the  Christian  Church,  have  at  length 
obtained  their  wish*  Were  I  to  describe  to  you  all  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  the  rise  and  progress  of  this  settlement, 
the  difficulties  and  objections  raised  against  the  whole  plan, 
and  the  means,  by  which  it  pleased  the  Lord,  contrary  to  the 
wish:  and  expectations  of  many,  to  remove  all  obstructions, 
and  to  forward  its  execution,  yon  would  join  me  in  exalting 
and  adoring  Him  for  His'mercy  towards  these  poor  people. 

^  During  the  last  winter,  51  heathen  have  been  baptiz- 
ed, and  21  persons  admitted  to  the  Lord's  supper.  Several 
heathen  bmilies  have  requested  permission  to  live  here.  We 
commend,  all  these  dear  people  to  the  care  and  guidance 
of  the  Lord  and  His  Spirit.  He  has  promised,  that  He  Him- 
self will  seek  out,  tend  and  feed  His  flock;  and  we  praise 
and  bless  Him  for  all  He  has  done  here,  in  performing  this 
gracious  promise.  In  externals,  also,  our  heavenly  Father 
has  cared  for  our  Greenlanders.  They  have  been  sufficiently 
successful  in  fishing  and  catching  deals  and  eider-ducks,  and 
an  immense  number  of  sea-fowl. 

^  The  last  winter  was  not  quite  so  stormy  as  the  preced- 
ing one;  but  the  severity  of  the  cold  was  great  and  lasting. 
This  we  experienced  very  unpleasantly  in  our  house,  which 
is  built  of  sods,  and  perhaps  we  shall  be  obliged  to  hold 
out  another  winter  in  it.    Our  block«house,  put  up  before  the 
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last  winter,  but  damaged  b/  a  yiolent  stornii  wiU  nor  be 
transfi^rred  to  another  and  a  safer  situation. 

**  It  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  preserve  us  hitherto  in  health 
and  peace,  forwhich  we  cannot  sufficiently  express  our  thanks. 
Brother  Baus»  who  lived  with  us  here  last  winter,  writes  to  me^ 
**  I  consider  it  next  to  a  miracle,  that  your  dear  wife  enjoys 
**  her  health  at  Fredericksthal,  living  in  that  wretched  house; 
**  but  the  Lord  can  work  wonders  j  and  He  does  it  for  the  sake 
**  of  His  poor  Greenland  flock,  knowing  that  for  the  present 
**  they  cannot  be  deprived  of  your  services/'  However,  not- 
withstanding this  opinion,  I  have  requested  that,  if  possi- 
ble, another  Brother  may  be  appointed  to  this  station. 

^  We  have  the  pleasure  to  see  our  dear  children  well 
cared  for;  three  are  yet  at  school,  two  employed  as  teachers ; 
and  you  will  rejoice  with  us,  that  our  Louisa  is  coming  to  this 
country  in  the  service  of  the  Mission.  I  think  it  is  the  right 
place  for  her;  for  I  know,  that  she  possesses  a  true  spirit  of 
devotedness  to  the  cause,  originating  in  fervent  love  to  our 
Saviour,  and  to  the  Greenland  nation.  She  has  likewise  still 
retained  some  knowledge  of  the  language. 

**  We  hear,  that  we  may  expect  a  parcel  from  England, 
and  hope  to  receive  it  in  due  time;  for  though  it  is  long 
before  things  destined  for  this  place  arrive,  yet  we  have  rea- 
son to  be  thankful,  that  nothing  has  been  lost  As  the  ship 
sent  to  the  southern  stations  is  but  a  small  one,  and  must  con- 
vey goods  to  four  places,  Jnlianenhaab,  Lichtenau,Nennorta- 
lik,  and  Fredericksthal,  she  could  not  bring  the  frame  of  our 
new  church  this  year;  but  we  are  promised,  that  a  larger  ves-  ' 
sel  shall  be  sent  next  year.  As  soon  as  we  can  get  into  our  new 
block-house,  we  mean  to  convert  the  whole  of  our  former  dwell- 
ing into  a  temporary  place  of  worship,  and  must  make  shift, 
as  well  as  we  can.  Remember  us  in  your  prayers,  and  salute 
your  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  and  all  ou 
Brethren,  and  Sisters,  and  friends,  most  cordially  from  all  of 
us.  I  am,  and  remain  ever,  &c«  &c.

**  YOU  have  again  aflR^ded  me  great  pleasure  by  your  let- 
ter of  the  13ch  of  February,  which  1  received  by  the  arrival 
of  the  ship,  annually  bound  to  this  colony.  I  have  to  thank 
my  dear  Brother  Gorcke  for  the  pleasant  correspondence  1 
have  thu3  been  favoured  with.  You  can  have  no  idea  of  the 
joy  we  experience,  when  such  encouraging  letters  arrive 
from  Europe,  in  a  country  where  perpetual  snow  covers  the 
mountains,  and  dreariness  the  plains.  You  remark  on  our 
^  going  to  fetch  wood/'  By  wood  we  mean  bushes,  which 
we  pull  up  by  the  roots,  the  root  being  the  best  part  of  them; 
then  we  chop  them  small,  that  more  niay  go  into  a  woman's 
boat.  There  are  no  trees  here :  it  is  all  short  thicket;  and 
we  should  be  glad  if  there  was  only  enough  of  that;  but  lit- 
tle is  left,  and  in  this  country  drift-wood  is  scarce,  and 
hardly  sufficient  for  the  Greenlanders'  use,  to  make  their  tools 
and  implements.  We  wish,  therefore,  if  possible,  to  obtain 
a  quantity  of  coals. 

**  The  mor^  I  read  of  the  progress  of  the  kingdom 
of  God  on  earth,  the  more  respect  and  love  I  feel  for  your 
deal'  countrymen :  for  among  what  nation  do  we  find  so  many 
who  are  willing  to  serve  that  blessed  cause !  Their  praise  is 
great  in  the  churches,  but  their  reward  will  be  in  heaven. 
May  the  Lord  preserve  to  them  this  heavenly  mind,  till  the 
ear(h  is  full  of  His  knowledge. 

"  In  Fredericksthal,  a  terrible  south-storm,  which  hap- 
pened last  November,  blew  .the  frame  of  the  new  house  out 
of  the  perpendicular;  and  it  probably  would  have  been 
blown  to  pieces,  and  carried  into  the  sea,  if  it  had  not  imme- 
diately been  supported  by  strong  shores. 

^  Finding  the  place  too  much  exposed  to  the  weather, 
the  Brethren  resolved  to  take  it  down,^  and  to  rebuild  it  on 
the  other  side  of  the  brook,  in  a  more  sheltered  situation. 
"  The  Greenlanders  are  pleased  with  the  change,  as  it 
brings  the  Missionaries  nearer  to  their  dwellings. 

"  In  our  congregation  here  at  Lichtenau,  I  am  sorry  to 
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say,  that  the  same  epidemical  disease,  which  preyailed  last 
year,  raged  again  in  such  a  manner,  that  few  escaped,  espe* 
cially  at  tbe  out-places;  about  fifty  of  our  brethren  and  sis- 
ters departed  this  life,  rejoicing  in  the  hope  of  being  with 
the  Lord  for  ever.  Among  these  were  seyeral,  whose  recove- 
ry, according  to  human  appearance,  was  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  their  families^  The  happy  state  of  their  minds 
proved  a  great  comfort  to  their  mourning  relatives. 

**  Last  Autumn,  thr^e  heathen  femilies  arrived  with  us, 
declaring  their  intention  to  be  converted  to  Jesus.  They  have, 
proved,  by  word  and  deed,  that  their  professions  were  sincere, 
and  that  they  are  under  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
Eleven  adults  and  two  children  from  among  the  heathen  have 
been  added  to  th^  Church  of  Christ  by  Holy  Baptism,  three 
were  received  into  the  congregation,  and  sixteen  admitted  to 
the  Holy  Communion.  Six  couple  were  married.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  1825,  the  number  of  inhabitants  at 
Lichtenau  amounted  to  670,  among  whom  69  were  yet  un- 
bapttzed.  Though  there  are  some  among  this  number,  in 
whom  we  wish  to  see  more  of  tbe  divine  life,  we  may  truly 
say  of  most  of  them,  that  we  rejoice  over  their  growth  in  grace. 
Their  only  desire  is  to  love  our  Saviour,  and  obey  His  com« 
mandments.  The  word  of  the  cross  is  to  them  the  power 
and  tbe  wisdom  of  God ;  and  if  we  would  preach  any  other 
gospel  to  them,  we  might  expect  that  they  would  serve  tu^ 
as  they  did  a  preacher  who  some  time  ago  addressed  them  in 
the  way  of  the  new  enlightening.  They  exclaimed  aloud, 
**  Pellesse  HlUBroiillerkauk^^'  which  means,  "  The  priest 
is  going  to  lose  his  senses.*'  The  more  simply  we  speak  to 
them  of  the  love  of  our  Saviour,  and  of  His  sufferings  and 
death  for  us,  the  more  attentive  they  are,  and  the  more  enjoy* 
ment  they  have  for  their  heart. 

**  The  last  winter  was  uncommonly  severe,  and  of  long 
duration.  Already,  in  the  middle  of  October,  the  sea  was 
completely  frozen.  Violent  storms,  however,  broke  up  the 
ice;  and  the  Greenlanders  were  able  to  go  in  their  kayaks  in 
quest  of  provisions.  By  God's  mercy  they  were  successful ; 
and  besides  suffering  no  want  themsel^^,  they  oould  sell  a 
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coDBiderable  proportion  of  blubber  to  the  factory.  The  seye- 
rity  of  the  weather  lasted  without  abatement  till  the  middle  of 
May;  and  it  still  freezes  every  night,  so  that  we  expect  but  a 
poor  crop  from  our  gardens. 

^  By  the  ship,  I  received  a  call  to  go  to  Lichtenfels, 
which  I  accepted  with  great  joy,  having  a  particular  affec- 
tion for  that  congregation.  The  voyage  is  tedious,  but  we 
submit  to  it  with  cheerfulness. 

**  We  have  heard  but  little  of  the  Synod,  and  of  other 
occurrences  in  Europe.  Our  letters  refer  us  to  diaries  and 
6ther  papers,  which  are  still  on  board.  With  cordial  sa- 
lutations from  all  my  fellow-labourers  and  my  wife  to  your- 
self and  family,  and  commending  this  Mission  to  the  conti- 
nued loving  remembrance  and  prayers  of  our  Brethren  and 
friends  in  Great  Britain,  I  remain  your  affectionate  Brother,

From  Brother  John  Kobgel. 
Mt  Dear  Brother,  Lichtenpei^,  June  mh,  1826. 
**  THE  cordial  participation  felt  in  England,  Ireland,  and 
Scotland,  in  the  work  of  the  Missions 'carried  on  by  the 
Brethren's  Church,  renders  it  impossible  to  remain  silent,  and 
not  to  venture  to  write  this  my  first  letter  to  yoq.  A  present 
having  been  sent  by  Brother  Ramfller,  in  money,  contribut- 
ed by  some  friends  in  England,  with  directions  to  lay  it  out 
at  Copenhagen  in  various  articles  for  the  use  of  our  Green- 
landers,  we  have  also  received  our  share  of  the  bounty.  We 
likewise  received  a  parcel  of  cloth,  with  an  English  address, 
without  any  letter  accompanying  it.  We«uppo6e  that  it  is  a 
present  from  our  old  friends  and  benefactors  in  Edinburgh, 
and  most  likely  from  our  dear  friend  Miss  Mary  A,  When  Bro- 
ther Gorcke  left  this  country,  he  advised  me  to  write  to  you, 
which  I  do  the  more  readily,  as  there  is  no  other  letter  going 
from  this  place  to  England.  Brother  Grillich  goes  to  New* 
Herrnhut,  and  Brother  Eberle  succeeds  him. 

**  I  request  you  to  present  our  best  thanks  to  Brother 
Ramfller,  and  to  those  who  contributed  to  the  above  present, 
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and  likewise  to  our  dear  friends  at  Edinburgh,  in  whidt  ouf 
whole  congregation  join.  I  was  born  at  Bonnenheiai,  oear 
Stuttgard,  the  birth-place  of  Brother  Christian  Henq,  in  La-« 
brador.  You  may  remember  my  name,  mentioned  in  a  lettec 
from  Brother  Lehman,  written  on  the  28th  April,  1824,  near 
Staatenfauk.  I  was  on  board  with  him  in  that  terrible  storm, 
when  all  our  boats  and  sails  were  swept  from  off  the  deck. 
Providentially,  no  lives. were  lost.  In  that  dreadful  state  of 
distress,  we  were  met  by  an  English  whaler,  commanded  by 
Captain  White,  of  Aberdeen,  in  Scotland,  who  with  great  hu- 
manity gave  us  one  of  bis  large  boats.  The  same  boat  was 
brought  hither  this  year,  and  will  stay  in  the  colony.  As 
often  as  I  shall  see  her,  my  heart  will  be  filled  with  gratitude 
to  God  for  the  help  then  experienced;  and  I  shall  always 
remember,  with  thanks,  that  proof  of  British  generosity. 
Though  you  niay  not  recollect  me,  I  bad  the  pleasure  of 
conversing  with  you  and  your  son,  at  Nisky,  in  1822.  Bro- 
ther Gorcke  hoped  to  have  had  the  same  pleasure,  but  at  the 
time  he  expected  to  be  at  Copenhagen  the  ship  remained 
here,  blockaded  by  the  ice  in  our  harbour. 

^  The  congregation  here  at  Lichtenfels  mourn  over  the 
return  to  Europe  of  this  dear  Brother,  and  I  have  likewise  lost 
a  father  in  him.  His  knowledge  of  the  Greenland  language 
was  such,  that  the  Greenlanders  themselves  declared  that  no 
European  had  ever  understood  or  spoken  it  so  correctly, 
and  knew  so  well  how  to  apply  their  words  and  peculiar 
phraseology.     But  bis  wife's  dt^ngerous  illnesis  required  it. 

"  We  shall  be  very  glad  to  receive  Brother  Eberl^. 

*VTbe  winter  was  this  year  severe,  but  not  remarkably 
cold;  Reaumur's  thermometer  never  fell  lower  than.23i  be- 
low 0 ;  but  the  cold  was  incessant,  and  an  immense  quantity 
of  snow  fell  after  Easter.  Not  till  the  ^th  of  this  month 
could  we  dig  our  gardens.  The  Greenlanders  have  not  suf- 
fered want;  and  when  at  times  provisions  were  getting 
scarce,  our  heavenly  Father  gave  them  a  new  supply.  No 
sickness  of  any  consequence  prevailed,  and  but  few  departed 
this  life.    One  man  was  lost  in  his  kayak.

^  YOUR  affectionate  letter  of  Febmary  14lh  I  receired  with 
great  joy  and  gratitude,  on  June  22d.  It  affords  peculiar 
encouragement  to  me  and  my  fellow-labourers  to  receive 
from  Brethren  in  Europe,  who  have  been  so  long  employed 
in  promoting  the  important  cause  which  we  have  the  favour 
to  serve,  such  proofs  of  their  love  and  participation.  Every 
line  is  valuable  in  this  dreary  and  cold  corner  of  the  North* 

^  During  the  last  year  we  have  experienced  manifest 
proofs  of  the  favour,  protection,  and  government  of  our  Lord 
in  this  congregation.  This  I  can  likewise  testify,  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned;  for,  from  circumstances,  I  was  the  only  Mis- 
sionary in  this  place  who  was  acquainted  with  the  Green- 
land language.  This  caused  me  to  pray  daily,  that  the  Lord 
would  preserve  to  me  health  and  strength  for  my  labours. 
My  wife  was  for  some  time  in  a  precarious  state,  particularly 
afier  the  birth  of  our  infant  son ;  but  the  Lord  approved  Him- 
self as  our  faithful  physician.  For  upwards  of  four  weeks 
she  was  confined  to  her  bed,  without  any  medical  assistance, 
not  one  medical  person  living  in  this  neighbourhood.  Mean- 
while, I  had  to  care  for  the  whole  of  the  Greenland  congrega- 
tion, consisting  of  370  persons,  as  well  as  for  our  house- 
k^ping.  fiut  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  give  me  health,  and  to 
strengthen  me  for  all  my  work.  Throughout  the  whole  of 
last  winter,  peace,  love,  and  joy  ruled  in  the  congregation. 
In  spring,  the  Greenland  Brethren,  as  usual,  dispersed, 
and  went  to  their  out-places.  They  were  scarcely  gone, 
when  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  afflict  me  with  a  gouty  com- 
phiint  in  both  feet,  which  kept  me  confined  to  my  bed  for 
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seyeral  weeks,  and  ig  not  yet  quite  relieved.  It  wag  accom- 
panied by  swelling  and  erysipelas,  and  I  can  jnst  creep 
about;  but  the  mercy  of  our  gracious  heavenly  Father  never 
fails,  and  He  will  help  me  in  future. 

**  During  the  last  season,  the  Lord  has  approved  Bnnself, 
in  a  peculiar  manner,  the  Shepherd  of  Bis  flock  to  this  con- 
grjegation.  Our  people  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  love  and 
knowledge  of  their  Saviour.  Twenty-eight  have  been  ad* 
mitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  or  received  into  the  congrega- 
tion. The  joy  we  experience  in  beholding  this  work  of  tho 
Lord  and  His  Spirit  in  the  hearts  of  our  people,  the  love 
and  confidence  we  enjoy,  and  their  Christian  walk  and  eon« 
versation,  make  this  dreary  and  frozen  region  a  paradise  to 
our  souls.  We  do  not  feel  the  privations,  to  which  persons 
living  in  this  country  must  necessarily  submit;  our  solitary 
dwellings  appear  places  of  rest  in  the  Lord ;  and  the  rough 
and  piercing  cold  of  the  climate  does  not  chill  the  warmth 
of  our  aflections. 

^  Yet  I  cannot  deny,  that  this  same  intense  cold  begins 
to  affect  my  body,  and  after  so  many  years'  abode  in  this 
country,  I  am  frequently  troubled  with  rheunmtism.  If  the 
noble-minded  fnends  of  the  cause  of  Christ  in  England  and 
Scotland,  to  whom  the  Lord  has  given  the  means,  knew  ho^r 
much  we  are  likely  to  suffer  from  the  increasing  want  of  fuel 
in  this  country,!  think  they  would  contrive  to  send  some  coab 
to  the  Missionary  stations  on  this  coast,  by  some  of  the  English 
whalers,  which  annually  visit  it.  Very  little  drift-wood  has 
been  found  this  year;  we  have  as  yet  seen  none;  we  there- 
fore intend  to  m^LC  a  voyage  into  Ball's  river  to  seek  brush- 
wood, though  we  do  not  yet  knoiir  where  to  find  it 

«  We  return  to  our  dear  friends  in  England  cordial 
thanks  for  a  parcel  of  Manchester  goods  and  baize,  sent  for 
the  European  Brethren  and  Sisters,  which  have  been  distri^* 
buted  in  the  four  places,  and  are  a  most  welcome  present 

^We  recommend  ourselves  and  this  Mission  to  your 
fiuthful  remembrance  and  prayers.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  Jahbs  Light. 
My.Dbar  Brothbb,  Irwin.  &/,Mrt.l82ff, 

*^  I  HAVE  the  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
wetcome  letter  of  the  lOtb  June;  by  the  same  mail,  one  like- 
wise came  to  hand  from  T.  Kirkpatrick  Hall,  Esq.  The  con- 
tents of  both  rejoiced  my  heart;  since  they  encourage  me  to 
hope  that  the  object  which  I  have  had  in  view  for  so  many 
years,  of  having  a  chapel  and  missionary  house  erected  at,  or 
near  Irwin,  will  at  length  be  carried  into  effect.  On  the  re^ 
ceipt  of  Mr.  Hall's  letter,  G.  Gordon,  Esq.  attorney  for  the 
properties,  lost  no  time  in  forwarding  the  business,  as  re- 
quested. The  plot  of  ground,  already  marked  out,  contain- 
ing five  acres  and  a  half,  has  been  regularly  surveyed,  the 
conveyance  has  been  drawn,  and  will  be  forwarded  for  signa- 
ture, &c.  by  the  present  packet.  When  the  building  is  once 
commenced,  our  negroes  will,  I  am  sure,  throw  in  their 
mites,  and  a  few  friends  and  well-wishers  to  the  cause  in  this 
neighbourhood  will,  I  hope,  likewise  lend  a  helping  hand, 
when  they  see  us  in  earnest  in  the  work.  We  must  however 
depend  principally  upon  the  benevolent  support  of  our 
friends  in  England,  who  have  already  shewn  their  zeal  for 
the  conversion  of  the  negro  race,  by  raising  a  fund  for  the 
support  and  extension  of  our  mission  in  the  West  Indies.  Nor 
do  I  doubt,  that  many  will  be  found  to  subscribe  as  liberally 
towards  the  proposed  establishment  at  Irwin,  as  they  have 
done  to  that  at  Hopeton.  Both  will,  I  truist,  be  equally  pro- 
fitable to  the  surrounding  negro  population.  Pray  for  us, 
dear  Brother,  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  may  have  free  course 
and  be  glorified  in  the  conversion  of  many  souls ;  and  that  a 
house  of  prayer  and  praise  maybe  erected  on  the  hill  of  Irwin, 
of  which  it  may  be  said  with  truth,  this  and  thai  man  was 
bom  there,  and  the  Most  High  hath  established  it.  In  regard 
to  the  estates  of  our  honoured  friends  the  Messrs.  Halls,  whose 
generous  care  for  us  hitherto,  and  more  than  fulfilment  of 
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their  engagementoy  demand  our  gratefur  acknoWledgmentof 
and  the  continuance  of  oar  best  senrices,  1  am  bappy  to  be 
able  to  state^  tbat  the  neg^roes  belonging  to  them  will  have 
the  same  attention  bestowed  upon  them  by  the  resident  mis- 
sionary, which  they  have  already  enjoyed.  The  people  at 
Irwin  will  have  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour's  easy  walk  to 
the  cbapely  and  those  at  Worcester  and  Williamsfield  be 
so  much  nearer;  and  with  respect  to  the  negroes  firom 
other  estates,  there  will  be  less  reluctance  or  timidity  on  their 
part  in  visiting  us,  when  we  have  a  place  of  our  own.  Mean- 
while, I  can  with  thankfulness  declare,  that  the  work  of  the 
Lord  is  proceeding  in  this  quarter  of  the  Island.  The  num- 
ber of  stated  hearers  is  on  the  increase,  and  we  perceive  a  more 
eager  desire  after  the  word  of  truth.  Our  evening  services, 
in  the  week,  have  been  remarkably  well  attended,  since  the 
close  of  the  sugar-harvest;  and  on  prayer  and  communion 
Sundays,  our  house  is  well  filled.  On  the  last  communion 
Sunday,  August  13th,  it  was  crowded,  and  the  solemnities 
of  the  day  were  abundantly  blessed  to  ourselves,  and  our 
dear  flock. 

*•  Part  of  the  last  week  in  July,  we  spent  with  our  kind 
friends  at  Hopeton  and  in  its  vicinity.  The  following  Sunday, 
we  were  guests  at  the  house  of  our  worthy  friend  Mr.  Coke, 
at  Paynestown,  where  I  officiated  to  crowded  auditories,  both 
in  the  morning  and  afternoon.  At  the  morning-service,  about 
900  negroes  attended,  and  behaved  with  much  seriousness 
and  devotion.  We  likewise  spoke  with  several  individuals 
concerning  the  state  of  their  souls,  much  to  our  encourage- 
ment. How  glad  should  we  be  to  see  a  chapel  erected  in 
this  promising  neighbourhood. 

**  During  our  stay,  we  had  the  joy  to  see  our  dear  Bro- 
ther Ellis  and  his  wife  arrive,  and  to  take  counsel  together 
about  the  work  committed  to  us,  in  true  brotherly  love 
and  union  of  spirit.  On  our  return,  we  encountered  a  vio- 
lent rain,  the  consequences  of  which  to  myself  were  very 
unpleasant,  as  I  bad  to  suffer  for  many  days  from  inflammation 
in  the  eyes.  I  am  now  much  better,  though  not  as  well  as 
I  could  wish.    The  Lord,  however^  has  been  very  gracious 
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to  me  andndne^  Om^mr  whiplid  son,  Herman  A.Berger*, 
18  well,  with  the  exception  of  a  rfiflit  coM;  be  is  a  livelj, 
affectionate  child,  aad  gives  as  much  pleasure. 

<'  On  the  I8th  of  last  month  we  experienced  a  sBMurl 
shock  of  an  earthquake,  which  continued  for  severa}  seconds. 
These  are  indeed  serious  moments  to  us  all,  as  none  can  tell 
what  may  follow.  The  earth  itself  feels»  as  it  were,  shaken  to 
its  very  foundation,  reeling  to  and  firo,  like  a  staggering  man« 
I  happened  to  be  in  a  situation,  where  I  could  perceive  the 
undulatory  motion,  prerious  to  the  shock  which  followed ; 
and  the  effect  was  awfully  grand. 

**  I  heard  from  Hopeton  last  week,  where  our  friends 
were  expecting  Brother  and  Sister  Timeeus  to  arrive,  and  to 
stay  over  the  Sunday.  Brother  Pfeiffer  and  his  wife  I  have 
not  yet  seen;  the  distance  is  too  gfreat  to  allow  of  frequent  vi- 
sits between  this  place  and  Fairfield :  meanwhile,  we  must 
be  satisfied  to  carry  on  a  friendly  correspondence.  That  the 
Lord  may  bless  these  our  new  feIlow4dliourers  is  our  earn- 
est  prayer.    IameTer,&c  James  Light. 


From  Brother  John  Ellis. 

Dear  Bbotheb,  Faibfiblp,  JtUj,  17th,  1826. 

^  IN  my  last,  I  mentioned  the  safe  arrival  of  Brother  Pfeiffer 
and  his  wife,  and  the  wellbeing  of  our  whole  mmsionary  &• 
mily.  I  rejoice  to  say,  that  the  Lord  has  continued  to  us  all 
the  blessing  of  health,  and  the  enjoyment  of  mutual  love  and 
confidence.  Brother  Pfeiffer  has  made  some  progress  in  the 
language,  but  finds  it  difiicult  to  understand  the  broken 
English  of  the  n^oes,  which  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  as  . 
an  Englishman,  for  some  months  after  his  arrival,  cannot  make 
out  all  they  say. 

^*  Sister  Pfeiffer,  whose  residence  of  a  year  in  England, 
has  enabled  her  to  make  greater  proficiency,  has  already 


•  The  orphan  child  of  the  late  Brother  Ber^r,  who  departed  thw  Wfc, 
about  a  year  ago^  and  was  loon  followed  by  his  widow  into  eternal  rest. 
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began  to  take  share  in  the  instruction  of  the  children  and  the 
female  neg^roes. 

^  During  the  past  week,  we  have  been  engaged  in 
speaking  with  the  communicant  members  of  the  northern  di- 
vision of  our  congregation.  Haviog  preyiou|ly  inquired  of 
ear  assistants,  who  hare  an  opportunity  of  observing  the  con- 
duct of  the  negroes  when  at  work  and  at  their  respective 
homes,  and  been  assured  by  them,  that,  with  the  exception  of 
one  individual,  who  had  offended  against  his  fellow-servant, 
and  was  unwilling  to  ask  his  forgiveness,  they  were  walking 
worthy  of  the  gospel,  we  felt  no  hesitation  to  adniit  them  to 
the  participation  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  We  were  indeed 
greatly  edified  and  encouraged  by  the  declarations  of  most 
of  those  with  whom  we  conversed,  which  were  to  the  follow- 
ing ejOTect:  that  when  they  contemplated  our  Saviour's  great 
love  to  sinners,  in  becoming  surety  for  us,  and  taking  our 
punishment  upon  Himself,  and  in  calling  us  to  partake  of 
the  blessings  He  has  purchased  by  His  blood,  they  found 
their  desire  increased  to  love  Him  more,  to  know' His  mind 
better,  and  to  become  more  obedient  to  His  commandments; 
and  likewise  to  miss  no  opportunity  of  celebrating  with  the 
congregation  a  feast,  kept  in  memory  of  our  dying  Lord.  On 
this  occasion,  185  communicants  were  assembled  together. 
Those  belonging  to  the  South  division  are  rather  more  nu- 
merous* 

**  About  three  weeks  ago.  Brother  Timaeus  accompanied 
me  on  a  visit  to  Hopeton,  with  a  view  to  expedite  the  pro- 
gress of  the  buildings  there.  We  were  much  pleased  with 
an  excellent  road,  which  Mr.  S.  has  made,  leading  from 
the  highway  to  the  summit  of  the  hill,  on  which  our  new 
church  and  dwelling-house  are  to  stand.  Though  the  eleva- 
tion  of  the  hill  is  considerable,  the  inclination  of  the  road  is 
so  gradual,  that  the  building  materials  may  be  conveyed 
with  tolerable  ease.  From  the  building  already  erected, 
this  place  has  obtained  the  name  of  Chapel-Hill. 

^*  I  lately  received  a  letter  frdm  Mr.  L.,  the  attorney  of 
Sir  H.  F.,  on  the  subject  of  forming  a  settlement  on  or  near 
Sir  H.'s  estate,  Perrins,  in  the  parish  of  Vere,  and  intend  to 
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risit  that  place  shortly  after  my  return  from  New  Eden, 
and  Hopeton,  whither  I  must  proceed  towards  the  end  of 
this  week.  For  the  present^.we  have  arrano^ed  with  Bro- 
ther Light  to  pay  a  visit  at  Hopeton  every  four  weeks,  he 
taking  his  turn  >vith  Brother  Timeeus  and  myself.  That 
Brother  Light's  health  is  such  as  to  permit  him  to.un-. 
dertake  these  journies,  is  a  matter  of  thankfulness  to. us 
all.  I  received  a  letter  from  him  yesterday,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  short  extract:-^"  Accept  our  cordial  thanks 
**  for  the  continuance  of  your  kind  participation  in  our  weal 
••  and  woe.  Our  trials  are  but  few,  while  our  mercies  are 
**  many  and  great.  The  Lord  be  praised,  I  am  able  to 
^*  proceed  with  my  official  labours,  and  enjoy  a  degree  of 
''  health,  and  freedom  from  pain  in  my  leg,  such  as  I  could* 
*'  hardly  have  expected  six  months  ago.  I  am,  however,  not< 
**  growing  young:  my  joints  are  stiff,  and  I  am  frequently 
**  visited  by  pain  in  different  parts  of  my  body.  Yet  I  hope 
^*  1  shall  never  be  weary  of  desiring  to  be  useful,  when  and 
*^  wherever  I  can.  ,  My  wife  is  at  present  labouring  under  a 
**  serious  indisposition.  Five  days  ago  she  was  attacked  by 
**  a  severe  rheumatic  complaint,  which  almost  prevented  her 
*'  moving  about:  she  suffered  excruciating  pain.  However, 
''  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  upon  the  means  used,  she  has 
''  recovered  considerably,  though  she  is  still  confined  to  her 
"  room." 

"  We  lately  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  the  Rector  of 
this  parish,  who  looked  at  our  church  and  premises,  and. 
seemed  much  interested  in  our  proceedings.  After  dining 
with  us,  be  took  a  very  cordial  leave,  and  expressed  a  wish, 
to  see  us  at  the  parsonage.  We  were  glad  to  have  an  op- 
portunity of  making  the  acquaintance  of  this  gentleman, 
being  anxious  to  cultivate  a  good  understanding  with  all, 
who  are  labouring  in  the  same  blessed  cause,  which  we  also 
are  favoured  to  serve." 

Hopeton,  Jw/y  3l5^  1826. 
''  ON  the  26th  instant  we  met  our  dear  Brother  and  Sister 
Light,  by  appointment^  at  this  place,  and  after  spending  a. 
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day  most  agreeably  in  their  company,  I  proceeded  early  on 
the  S7th,  by  way  of  Belmont,  to  Mesopotamia,  where  I  met, 
as  usual,  with  a  very  friendly  reception  from  the  Attorney, 
Mr.  Ridgard.  The  company  of  negroes,  who  attended  the 
meeting  for  religions  instruction,  was,  however,  not  quite  so 
numerous  as  at  my  last  visit.  I  hope  we  shall  find  it  prac* 
ticable  lo  spendo  Sunday  at  thtf  place  at  least  once  a  month. 

^  About  two  miles  from  Mesopotamia  is  the  residence  of 
the  person  whom  we  have  employed  to  build  our  new  settle- 
ment  at  Lennox  (Hopeton).  One  principal  object  of  my  visit 
to  these  parts  being  to  hasten  the  progress  of  this  work,  I  was 
^lad  to  find  Mr.H.  at  home,  and  to  make  a  final  contract  with 
him,  according  to  which  be  is  to  finish  the  dwelling-house 
by  the  end  of  February,  1827,  and  the  church  by  the  end  of 
the  same  year. 

**  We  have  again  spent  a  very  pleasant  season  with  our 
,  kind  friends  at  Hopeton,  and  been  cheered  by  witnessing  the 
earnest  desire  of  many  negroes  and  people  of  colour,  in  this 
neighbourhood,  to  learn  the  way  of  salvation.  Brother 
Light's  congregation,  when  he  preached  at  our  friend's,  Mr* 
Coke's,  on  the  23d,  amounted  to  between  900  and  400,  and 
mine,  yesterday,  at  Hopeton^  was  about  as  numerous.  They 
all  express  much  joy  at  the  prospect  of  our  soon  settling 
among  them;  and  we  have  meanwhile  engaged  to  pay  a  visit 
once  every  four  weeks,  instead  of  every  eight  weeks,  as  for- 
merly. 

<*  On  our  way  to  this  place  we  were  most  hospitably  en* 
tertained  by  the  Vorthy  family  at  Spring  Yale,  where  1  had 
likewise  an  opportunity  afibrded  me  of  testifying  of  tbe  love 
of  Jesus  to  a  numerous  auditory.  This  place  is  situated  in  a 
most  romantic  and  beautiful  valley,  about  ten  miles  from 
Hopeton,  and  two  from  the  high-road,  and  is  at  least  the  fifth 
place,  where  the  doors  of  respectable  proprietors  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood have  been  opened  to  us,  most  of  whom  take  an 
active  share  in  the  instruction  of  their  negroes.

From  Brother  Geobqe  R'obbims. 
Dear  Brother,  ^t.  John's,  Juh,  26th,  1826. 

**  IT  is  very  encouraging  to  ud  to  learn,  both  from  your  let- 
ters and  the  Periodical  Accounts,  that  the  Lord  continues  to 
raise  up  friends  to  our  Missionary  cause;  and  that  the  edu- 
cation of  the  rising  generation,  in  the  W^st  Indies,  has  ob- 
tained an  especial  share  of  attention  with  our  kind  benefactors 
at  honle.  It  has  long  been  a  matter  of  regret  with  us  here, 
'that  we  can  do  so  little  towards  the  instruction  of  the  children 
belonging  to  our  church.  You  are  doubtless  aware,  that  it 
is  not  practicable  at  present  to  have  a  Sunday-school  at  St. 
John's.  On  Monday  and  Wednesday,  however,  we  keep  school 
in  our  church  from  11  o'clock  til)  3  in  the  afternoon,  during 
which  time  more  than  a  hundred  scholars  attend,  and  are  in- 
structed in  reading,  besides  committing  to  memory  texts 
of  scripture,  &c.  which  they  recite  at  the  next  meeting  for 
,the  children.  I  likewise  attend  once  a-week  on  an  estate 
belonging  to  Peter  Langford  Brook,  Esq.  where  the  child- 
ren from  two  other  estates  are  likewise  permitted  to  be  pre- 
sent: (heir  number  is  from  70  to  80;  some  of  them  make 
good  progress.  Of  late,  much  more  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  scliools,  both  by  teachers  and  scholars.  Bro- 
ther Wright  has,  no  doubt,  informed  you,  that  he  was 
about  to  proceed  with  the  building  of  a  school-house  at 
Newfield.  At  St.  John's  it  is  impossible  to  hare  a  Sunday- 
school,  till  a  new  church  is  built,  and  part  of  the  old  con- 
verted into  a  school-room.  We  likewise  want  a  new  mission- 
house,  the  present  being  quite  unfit  for  the  accommodation  of 
our  Brethren,  who  come  from  the  country  to  attend  our  con- 
ference. Brother  Simon  and  his  wife  arrived  safe  and  well 
at  St.  John's  oii  the  9th  of  July:  at  present  they  are  at 
Gracebay.  Mr.  Otto  has  renewed  his  promise  to  erect  a  mis- 
sion-house at  Mountjoy,  and  to  make  over  the  land  to  us.  We 
are  waiting  till  the  sugar  crop  is  harvested,  to  see  howthis  busi- 
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nets  is  likely  to  proceed.    Brother  Procop  goes  occasionaliy 
to  preach  there.  . 

**  Our  Saviour  continues  graciously  to  bless  the  labours 
of  His  servants  in  this  island,  and  has  giv^n  us  the  joy  to 
perceive,  that  the  doctrine  of  His  atoning  death  for  guilty 
sinners  is  still  mighty  to  pull  down  the  strong-holds  of  Satan, 
and  to  set  at  liberty  the  slaves  of  sin.  May  He  grant  us  the 
grace  to  abide  by  the  simple  doctrine  of  Jesus  and  Him  rru« 
cified*  Since  the  commencement  of  the  year,  150  adults  have 
been  baptized,  93  received  into  the  congregation,  2S  re-ad« 
mitted,  116  added  to  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism  or 
reception^  and  110  to  that  of  communicants.  The  above  re- 
^rs  merely  to  the  congregation  of  St.  John's.  Thus  you 
sfee  the  work  of  the  Lord  does  not  stand  still. 

"  I  avail  myself  of  the  present  opportunity  of  giving 
you  a  statement  of  the  money  expended  ou  our  schools  in 
this  island,  since  we  were  apprized  of  the  existence  of  a  se- 
parate fund  for  their  support.  For  the  use  of  the  school  at 
St.  John's,  82. 10«.;  at  Gracehill,  8/.  11^.;  at  Gracebay,  10/.; 
at  Newfield,  18/.:  in  all,  45/.  Is.  currency.  \  expect  in  a  few 
days  that  Brother  Wright  will  call  upon  us  for  an  additional 
sum,  to  prosecute  th^  work  in  which  he  is  engaged  at  New- 
field.  Our  kind  benefactors  in  England  may  refy  on  the 
faithful  appropriation  of  whatever  funics  are  raise^  for  the 
particular  purpose  of  negro  education. 

**  We  recommend  oiirselves  to  your  affectionate  re- 
membrance at  the  throne  of  grace.     I  am,  &c.

From  Brother  S.  Wright. 
Dbar  Brother,  Newfield,  July  iih,  1826. 

'^  1  REGRET  exceedingly  that  I  was  unable  to  address  a 
few  lines  to  you  before  we  left  St.  Kitt's,  in  reply  to  your 
kind  letter  of  December  4th«  But  the  press  of  business^ 
connected  with  th^  few  last  weeks  of  our  abode  in  Be* 
thesda,  must  plead  in  excuse  for  my  apparent  negligence. 
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Tbe  teparaCion  from  our  dear  negro  flock  at  that  place  wa9^ 
more  painful  to  my  wife  and  myself  than  I  can  describe.  In- 
deed we  did  not  know  till  tfaen  how  strongly  we  were,  at- 
tached to  them;  and  even  now,  after  the  lapse  of  several 
weeks  since  we  parted  from  onr  dear  negroes,  we  feel  at 
times  a  kind  of  home-sickness  for  the  place,  where  we  were 
first  favoured  to  enter  into  the  Missionary  service.  Perhaps, 
however,  we  shall,  ere  long,  feel  as  much  attached  to  Anti- 
gua. Our  present  feelings  assure  us^  that  if  the  Lord  should 
at  any  future  time  be  pleased  to  call  us  to  renew  our  labours 
in  St.  Kitt's,  we  should  gladly  go:  but  should  this  never  be 
the  case,  if  we  are  favoured  hereafter  to  behold  our  Saviour's 
face  in  glory,  and  the  redeemed  around  His  throne,  I  confi- 
dently believe  that  we  should  see  many  members  of  our  con- 
gregation at  Bethesda.  Many  have  I  seen  depart  in  peace, 
and  in  reliance  on  the  precious  merits  of  their  Redeemer;  and 
I  trust  many  more  are  under  preparation  fot  a  blissful  eterni- 
ty. The  last  few  weeks  we  spent  at  Bethesda  were  truly 
blessed  to  us  and  our  dear  flock.  The  services  of  the  Ptos- 
sion-week  and  Easter,  in  particular,  we  shall  never  forget. 
On  Easter-Sunday,  we  administered  the  Holy  Communion 
to  more  than  800  persons;  and  the  multitude  of  people  that 
flocked  to  the  public  services  was  unparalleled.  O  that  yon, 
and  all  the  friends  to  Missions,  could  once  behold  such  a 
sight,  and  witness  the  seriousness  and  order,  which  prevail 
amidst  so  large  an  assembly!  You  would  be  convinced, 
thht  here  also  the  love  of  Jesus  is  sufficient  to  change  not 
only  the  heart,  but  the  whole  man.  The  field  of  usefulness 
at  Bethesda  is  indeed  a  most  extensive  one.  How  happy 
should  I  be  to  hear  that  an  establishment  had  been  formed  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Lavington's.  The  people  on  that  side  of 
the  island  appear  to  be  heartily  desirous  to  enjoy  the  minis« 
try  of  our  Brethren.  You  will  rejoice  to  hear  of  the  contin- 
ued progress  of  the  schools  in  St.  Kitfs.  A  short  time  before 
we  left  the  island,  A.  Cunningham,  Esq.  of  Bristol,  who  has 
estates  in  the  vicinity  of  Bethesda,  presented  us  with  a  preU 
ty  large  assortment  of  school-books,  which  we  most  thank- 
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fully  receired.  Bui  it  is  time,  that  I  thoald  leare  St.  Kitt's, 
and  giro  you  somie  iutelligence  from  this  our  new  sphere  of 
activity: — 

**  We  sailed  from  Basseterre  with  our  two  cbildren,  on 
the  22nd  of  April,  and  after  a  tedious  passage  arrived  safe  at 
St.  John's,  on  the  26th.  As  we  approached  the  latter  town, 
we  saw  the  awful  spot  where  the  Methodist  Missionaries  and 
their  children  recently  lost  their  lives.  The  intelligence  of 
that  melancholy  event  must  have  affected  you  deeply,  as  it 
did  their  fellow-labourers  of  every  denomination  in  these  is- 
lands. How  thankful  ought  we  to  be,  that  we  were  prevent- 
ed sailing  with  them,  as  we  at  one  time  thought  of  doing. 
On  our  arrival  in  Antigua,  we  were  joyfully  received  by  all 
our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters.  The  week,  which  we  spent 
at  St.  John's,  was  truly  a  blessed  one.  It  was  a  peculiar 
pleasure  to  me  to  iQake  the  acquaintance  of  Brother  Shill, 
of  whose  labours  among  the  Calmucs  I  had  read  with  so  much 
interest.  On  the  2nd  of  May,  we  proceeded  to  Newfield, 
where  we  wcfre  affectionately  welcomed  by  Brother  Taylor 
and  his  wife,  and  introduced  to  the  negro  congregation. 
The  former  accompanied  me  to  wait  on  the  Commander  in 
Chief,  the  Archdeacon  of  the  island,  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Assembly,  from  all  of  whom  we  experienced  a 
very  kind  reception.  On  the  9th  inst.  Brother  Taylor,  with 
his  wife  and  family,  sailed  for  Barbadoes. 

**  You  will  of  course  not  expect  me  at  this  early  period 
to  make  a  very  circumstantial  report  of  the  state  of  this  con- 
gregation. I  know  the  less  concerning  the  individtials  who 
compose  it,  as  the  attendance  at  church  has  hitherto  not  been 
very  numerous,  owing,  as  I  am  told,  to  the  sugar  harvest. 
Many  of  our  people  are  very  old  and  infimu  I  visited  seve- 
ral of  this  class  yesterday,  two  of  whom  are  above  100  years 
of  age.  May  the  Lord  grant  us  grace  and  insight,  to  minis* 
ter  to  this  flock,  in  a  manner  well  pleasing  unto  Him. 

**  I  have  still  to  add  some  remarks,  on  the  subject  of  our 
schools.  The  following  report  from  Gracebay  has  been  trans- 
mitted to  me  for  this  purpose  by  Brother  Olu&en.  Our  Sun- 
day school  is  kept  between  the  hours  often  and  eleven  in  the 
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morning,  in  th^  chu^cb  at  Gf^ceb^y,  and  is  attended  by  about 
90  scholars.  Of  these  6  read  in  the  Bible,  40  in  the  New  Tes- 
tamenty  and  about  the  same  number  are  now  readiug  words  of 
three  and  four  syllables.  On  one  estate  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, the  children  from  four  (o  six  years  of  age  are  taught  on 
week  days,  by  a  free  person  of  colour,  who  receires  a  small 
gratuity  for  her  services.  Those  who  are  engaged  at  work 
during  the  day,  are  taught  by  her  in  the  evening.  On  two 
other  estates  we  have  likewise  eveniug-schools. 

*^  Gracehill  school  goes  on  pretty  steadily,  but  I  have 
no  particular  report  from  that  station.  Concerning  New* 
field,  1  find  it  diflGicult  to  give  any  very  exact  account  at  pre- 
sent. About  a  hundred  nancies  of  Sunday  Scholars  are  upon 
the  books,  but  the  majority  have  not  hitherto  attended.  I  have 
been  round  anion^  our  people,  making  inquiries,  and  have 
been  assured,  that  our  number  would  be  much  augmented^ 
if  we  had  better  accommodation.  We  have  many  baptized 
children  belonging  to  this  congregration,  to  whom  we  have 
not  had  the  means  of  imparting  instruction.  Upon  repre- 
senting the  state  of  the  case,  to  our  mission-conference,  I 
have  received  directions  to  proceed  with  the  building  of  a 
commodious  school-room,  for  which  my  worthy  predecessor 
had  already  made  preparation. 

**  Our  Sunday  school  is  at  present  held  during  the  morn- 
ing service,  but  the  room  is  so  small,  that  it  will  not  accommo- 
date more  than  40.  Some  of  our  scholars  can  read  in  ^e  New 
Testament,  but  most  are  either  in  words  of  one  syllable,  or  mere 
beginners.  On  Monday  and  Tuesday  evening,  I  keep  school 
to  several  young  men,  some  of  whom  can  read  in  the  Bible. 
These,  I  trust,  will  one  day  become  useful  teachers.  On 
l*hursday,  the  younger  negroes  on  Lavington's  estate,  come 
to  us,  and  I  keep  their  school  from  1 1  to  2  or  3  in  the  after- 
noon. On  Lyon's  estate  a  night-school  is  kept,  for  which 
we  provide  candles,  and  some  remuneration  to  the  teachers. 
On  a  few  other  estates,  the  negroes  i^re  likewise  instructed. 
Our  prayer  is,  that  the  Lord  may  give  His  blessing  to  our 
feeble  endeavours.    Forget  us  not  in  your  prayers. 

**  Our  health  has  not  been  very  good,  since  our  arrival 
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ill  Antigua,  but  it  it  now,  thank  God,  tmprofing.  This  it 
now  the  third  year,  that  I  have  had  to  suffer  from  a  bilious 
attack,  accompanied  by  fever,  and  extreihe  weakness  in  the 
nerves.  At  these  times,  after  a  day  of  hard  labour,  I  have 
not  been  able  to  sleep  for  several  nights.  For  two  years,  I 
found  bleeding  of  assistance,  but  this  yeieir  I  have  been  ob« 
li/^d  to  call  in  medical  advice,  and  am  thankful  to  say,  that 
I  feel  already  relieved.  My  dear  wife  and  children  are  also 
better  in  health.  In  the  former,  I  have  a  true  helpmate,  whose 
diligence  in  her  own  department  of  labour  is  exemplary,  and 
often  puis  me  to  shame. 

**  Last  week,  I  called  on  Mr«  Otto,  who  renewed  his  as- 
surances, that  as  soon  as  ever  the  crop-time  was  over,  he  would 
use  every  exertion  to  complete  the  settlement  at  Mountjoy. 
I  wish  most  heartily,  that  our  expectations  may  be  realized, 
not  only  as  the  negroes  are  concerned,  but  likewise  for 
the  sake  of  our  own  family.  The  distance  from  Newfield  to 
St.  John's  is  too  great,  both  for  man  and  beast.  Mountjoy  is 
about  midway,  and  almost  in  the  direct  road. 

**  We  commend  ourselves  to  your  faithful  remembrance, 
at  the  throne  of  grace.    I  am,  &c.  g^^^_^  ^^,^^^^ 


From  Brothtr  C.  F.  Kochte. 

Dear  Brother,  Gracehill,  July  6M,  1826. 

<'  I  ESTEEM  it  an  undeserved  favour,  .  that  the  Lord 
has  appointed  me  to  serve  Him  in  this  part  of  His  vineyard, 
and  that  He  grants  even  to  one  like  me,  who  often  feels  bis 
own  need  of  instruction,  the  favour  to  be  instrumental  in 
teaching  others  the  way  of  salvation.  May  He  enable  me, 
through  grace,  to  approve  myself  a  faithful  servant  in  His 
house;  for  of  myself  I  can  do  nothing.  Since  our  arrival 
in  this  island,  we  have  been  stationed  at  Gracehill,  as  assist- 
ants to  our  aged  Brother  Procop,  to  whom  we  gladly  lend 
whatever  aid  our  defective  knowledge  of  the  English  lan- 
guage will  permit. 

*^  You  express  a  desire  to  hear  some  particulars  concern- 
ing the  state  of  the  Mission  at  this  place.     When  I  consider 
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thia  subject,  and  reflect  upon  the  regulations  of  a  chnreli 
like  tbig,  I  am  reminded  of  the  nature  and  movements  of  a 
clock.  It  is  not  merely  necessary  to  have  the  different  parts 
accurately  made,  and  well  put  together,  but  also  to  have 
the  works  well  oiled,  and  the  chain  wound  up,  otherwise,  it 
will  not  go;  its .  operations  require  to  be  continually  at« 
tended  to,  and  occasionally  the  whole  mechanism  to  be  tho- 
roughly cleaned  and  repaired.  Thus  we  find  it  to  be  the  case 
with  a  congregation  of  negroes*  The  instruction  given  them 
from  the  word  of  God,  and  the  frequent  private  admonitions 
which  they  receive^  are  sufficient,  under  the  influenceof  divine 
grace,  to  direct  them  into  the  way  of  life  eternal.  But  the 
seductions' of  the  world  and  sin,  bad  examples  of  «very  kind; 
and  the  deceitfulness  of  their  own  hearts,  too  often  prevail 
to  draw  them  aside ;  and  indifference  to  God  and  His  word 
are  the  natural  consequence.  Yet  we  observe,  with  thank- 
fulness, that  the  Spirit  of  God  continues  His  gracious  opera- 
tions, and  often  pours  again  into  their  hearts  the  oil  of  spi- 
ritual life ;  so  that  many,  who  appeared  for  a  time  dead,  are 
quickened  into  Newness  of  life,  and  enabled  to  bring  forth 
fruit  to  the  honopr  of  the  Lord  our  Saviour. 

'  **  You  will,  I  know,  be  interested  to  hear  something  of 
our  school,  of  which  I  hope,  some  future  day,  to  send  you  a 
more  satisfactory  account.  The  number  of  our  Sunday  scho- 
lars is  variable,  but,  on. an  average,  from  forty  to  fifty  attend: 
of  these,  about  ten  can  read  the  New  Testament.  The  school 
begins  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  lasts  till  divine  ser- 
vice commences.  In  keeping  it,  we  have  two  faithful  assist- 
ants, Robert,  a  free  man,  and  Sarah  Brown,  a  slave,  belong- 
ing to  Mr.  M'Nish.  They  likewise  keep  school  on  several 
week-day  eveninf^  at  their  own  houses,  which  is  a  great  ad- 
vantage to  all  the  children  who  attend,  as  is  proved  by  their 
being  always  better  acquainted  than  others  with  their  lessons, 
and  with  the  texts  of  scripture  which  they  have  to  commit  to 
memory.  We  are  therefore  particularly  thankful  to  those 
kind  friends  in  England,  who,  by  raising  a  fund  for  the  bene- 
fit of  our  schools,  have  enabled  us  to  give  these  good  people 
a  few  dollars,  by   way  of  encouragement.     Many  children 
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bfmwef  (tome  too  faile  to  school  on  a  Sunday  mominf  » to  de^ 
five  mueh  fidi^antag^  firdm  ilie  {natruction  afforded.  Tbia  is 
not  alwayn  tlieir  own  fiiutt,  bnt  often  tbat  of  their  motheri, 
who  keep  then  back  to  work,  or  to  frequent  die  Stmday 
markety  a  most  burtfiil  practice,  whidi  we  long  to  aee  dhi* 
t»ntfnoed«  To  make  oar  school  more  generally  useftily  we 
must  however  have  a  school-house.  Perhaps,  on  reading 
this,  yon  will  be  disposed  to  think,  ^*  Hare  I  not  read  in  the 
report  of  Chracdiill  eongr^tion,  that  there  is  sueh  a  house  f^ 
And  you  wfll  think  rightly.  But  if  you  were  to  see  the  place 
in  question,  you  would  declare  it  to  be  hardly  fit  fbr  a  stable. 
It  is  in  Act  the  habitation  of  millions  of  wood-lice,  which 
hfare  devoured  the  wood-work  in  such  a  manner,  that  the 
first  gale  of  wind  may  carry  it  away.  To  remain  long  in 
saeh  a  nest  of  vermin,  is  impossible;  for,  besides  the  inmates 
already  tnentioned,  there  is  no  hick  of  snakes,  lizards,  scor-^ 
pions,  and  other  loathsome  and  yenomous  creatures.  ,  Most 
tbmikfal,  therefore,  shall  we  be,  to  have  the  means  of  erect- 
ing a  proper  school-house;  nor  do  we  despair  of  accomplish- 
ing this  object,  through  the  liberality  of  our  British  benefac- 
tors. We  beg  to  be  affectionately  remembered  to  the  members 
of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  GospeU    I  am,  fcc

*•  FOR  your  kind  and  affectionate  letter  of  June  Sth,  I  beg 
yon  to  accept  my  best  thanks.  Its  contents  were  very  inter- 
esting and  encouraging  to  me.  My  heart  said  yea  and  amen 
to  aU  your  observations  on  the  subject  of  the  first  duty  of  a 
BGasionary.  Having  experienced  myself,  that  the  simple 
piMchlttg  of  the  Cross  is  the  means  which  God  blesses  for 
the  eonversion  of  stnoers,  and  for  their  attaining  to  solid  hap^ 
piness  evon  in  this  wotM,  I  cannot  but  fervently  pray,  that 
aH  the  servants  of  oar  Saviour  in  the  Brethren's  Church  may 
bo  oaablod  to  abide  by  thisUened  doctrine.  Thusi  keeping 
you  X.  H 
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the  word  of  Jesus'  patience,  we  shall  be  kept  in  the  hour  of 
temptation,  which  shall  come  upon  all  the  world.  I  feel  my 
own  insnfficiency  for  the  discharge  of  the  important  duties 
committed  to  me  in  this  mission,  and  can  only  beseech  the 
Lord  our  Sayiour,  that  He  would  support  me  with  His  grace 
and  strength^  especially  when  I  am  called  to  testify  to  thene- 
groes  of  Him  and  His  saltation.  Nor  does  He  put  my  faith 
and  confidence  to  shame.  This  I  have  experienced  in  a  pow- 
erful manner,  since  1  have  been  left  to  stand  almost  alone, 
here  at  Basseterre.  Brother  Scholefield  moved  to  Bethesda 
in  April,  as  successor  to  Brother  Wright,  and  Brother  Staude, 
who  remained  here,  though  very  willing  to  render  every  as- 
sistance, has  been  hitherto  prevented,  not  more  by  his  im- 
perfect knowledge  of  the  language,  than  by  a  kind  of  ner- 
vous  affection,  the  effects  of  which  still  continue.  I  often 
thank  the  Lord  for  the  uniuterrupted  good  health  which  ^  I 
enjoy,  and  which  has  enabled  me  to  persevere  in  that  work, 
in  which  my  heart  truly  delights.  The  loss  of  Brother  Schole- 
fleld's  valuable  services  in  the  schools,  we  cannot  but  feel ; 
at  present  we  have  no  brother  qualified  to  succeed  him;  and 
we  shall  the  more  joyfully  welcome  the  arrival  of  Brother 
Hoch  and  his  wife,  who,  as  we  suppose,  are  now  on  their  way, 
to  us  from  England.  Their  experience  will,  we  trust,  under 
the  Divine  blessing,  be  of  essential  benefit  to  the  course  of 
this  congregation.  ^ 

**  You  will  have  heard  of  Brother  Wright's  removal  to 
Antigua,  pursuant  to  his  call.  His  labours  at  Bethesda  have 
been  much  blessed,  and  the  congregation  there  parted  from 
him  with  real  regret^  in  which  many  of  the  white  inhabitants 
participated.  We  were  thankful  to  hear  of  their  safe  arrival 
in  Antigua. 

"  At  our  last  prayer  day,  July  30th,  there  were  baptized, 
at  Basseterre,  7  adults;  22  were  received  into  the  congrega- . 
tion;  and  18  became  candidates  for  baptism.  At  the  preced- 
ing celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  July  16th,  ten  per- 
sons partook  with  us  for  the  first  time,  10  were  confirmed; 
14  became  candidates;  and  6  were  readmitted.  We  have  in-  . 
deed  had  the  grief  to  exclude  14  persons  from  ourfellowship^ 
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for  various  transgresskms.  Thas  joy  and  grief  are  mingled 
together;  and  we  must  expect  tbat  this  will  be  the  case.  On 
this  very  day,  howeyer,  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  re-admit  to 
our  fellowship^  a  poor  mulatto  woman,  who,  upon  a  bed  of 
sicknessi  has  been  brought  to  reflection  and  repentance;  thus 
aflfording  a  new  and  encouraging  proof  of  the  faithfulness  and 
mercy  of  the  Grood  Shepherd.  Remember  us  and  our  flock 
in  your  supplications  at  the  throne  of  grace.    I  am,  &c.

BARBADOES. 
Ffcm  Brother  Samuel  Brxjnner. 

Dear  Brotheb,  ^^^o"'  ^'  ***'  ^^ 

**  IN  the  course  of  last  month  all  the  European  Brethren  and 
Sisters  in  Barbadoes  have  been  ailing,  with  the  exception  of 
Brother  Seitz  and  his  wife.  I  was  troubled  with  the  dysen- 
tery, which  for  some  days  assumed  a  rather  alarming  appear- 
ance; but  the  Lord  was  pleased  to  blei^s  the  means  used 
for  my  recovery,  and  I  have  since  been  able  to  perform  my 
regular  duties.  About  the  same  time,  a  note  from  Sister  Tay- 
lor communicated  the  distressing  intelligence,  that  her  dear 
husband  was  suffering  from  a  second  attack  of  the  painful 
disorder,  which,  a  few  years  ago,  had  almost  deprived  us  of 
his  faithful  services.  By  the  latest  accounts,  however,  I  am 
thankful  to  learn  that  he  was  somewhat  better. 

'*  Our  schools  are  still  in  an  infant  state;  but  we  do  not 
despair  of  extending  our  sphere  of  usefulness  in  this  import- 
ant direction.  At  Mount  Chance,  the  school  established  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haynes,  some  years  ago,  continues  to  flourish. 
It  is  now  under  the  immediate  management  of  Brother  and 
Sister  Taylor^  who  are  much  pleased  with  the  progress  of  the 
children,  47  in  number.  Some  of  these  attend  every  day, 
others,  twice  a-week.  Twenty-one  can  read  the  New  Testa- 
ment. 

'^  The  number  of  adult  negroes,  who  have  hitherto  at- 
tended the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  at  Moupt  Chance,  has  not 
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been  to  large  as  we  oould  wish|  but  eome frui^  we  trusty  bae 
alfeady  beea  prodoced.  Six  have  been  admitted  at  candi* 
dales  for  baptiemt  or  reception,  in  whose  hearts  there  appears 
to  be  a  fenaiue  work  of  gniee« 

M  Oar  meetings  at  Sharon  continue  to  be  well  attendedt 
ftnd  we  are  mocb  encouraged  by  witnessing  the  great  atten- 
tion paid  by  most  of  our  bearers  to  what  is  read  or  spoken  in 
the  ^areh*  They  seem  to  be  influenced  by  real  hunger 
sAer  the  word  of  life.  May  the  Lord  grant  them  an  increase 
of  this  desire,  and  satisfy  it,  according  to  His  own  gracious 
promise!  On  our  last  prayer-day,  two  men  and  one  woman 
received  Holy  Baptism,  and  twenty  persons  were  admitted 
into  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism,  or  reception.  Yes- 
terday the  children  had  their  prayer-day,  on  which  occasion 
sixty  attended  the  public  service,  and  the  meeting  specially 
appropriated  for  tbdr  instruction.  At  the  latter^  two  infiints 
were  baptised  into  the  death  of  Jesus.  I  consider  it  a  pleas* 
ing  feature  in  out  congregatioii,  that  the  migority,  who  attend 
the  chnrdi,  do  not  loiter  about  the  premises,  waiting  for  the 
service  particularly  intended  for  them,  but  are  anxious  to  be 
present  at  all  the  meetings. 

**  Otor  kind  Aiend,  Mrs.  Haynes,  has,  I  am  sonry  to  si^^ 
beta  considarably  indisposed.  We  pray  the  Lord  to  restore 
her  to  health)  and  prl»elrve  her  long  to  promote  die  best  in- 
terests of  those  around  her.  Believe  me  ever  your  most  af- 
fectionate Brother,  S.BtttJififBii. 


A  NARRATIVE 

CfikeLiw^  itf  Brother  Hbhry  HUfiA^tix^^whodtgfmttdthU 
Life^  Sept^  8, 1829,  a/GvAi^niftHAL,  MSoutb  Africa. 

TH£  following  circumstances  of  his  life,  draWii  Up  by  himself, 
are  collected  fVom  his  papers:-^ 

**  I  w^  bom  November  9,  1745,  at  Gouda,  in  Holland; 
My  parents  being  poor,  1  was  obliged  in  eatty  life  U^  work  for 
my  living;  and  was  thereby,  in  a  great  measure,  deprived  of 
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tbe«drmtagetofa|;oodMhoolodttCfttfoiu  B^ofelwap  niM 
yean  old,  I  wai  pkmd  as  an  apprentlea  with  a  tailor:  AeoJr^ 
dumatance  of  tny  master's  being  addicted  to  babiloal  swearing 
was  h6th  new  and  very  disagreeable  to  me,  as  I  bad  never 
beard  eipressions  of  Ibis  kind  in  my  parent^'  bouse*  Aft^ 
a  stay  of  abont  five  years  wttb  bim,  I  was  providentially  placed 
with  another  tnaster,  of  a  di&rent  cfaaraoteri  who  took  car^ 
lo  h%re  me  instmcted  in  the  saving  truths  of  the  CbristiM 
religion.  In  my  nineteenth  y^ar  my  mother  departed  this  life 
in  a  very  happy  frame  of  mind.  Shortly  before  her  departure,, 
she  said  to  her  children, — **  Sorrow  not  for .  me^  for  I  am 
**  divinely  convinced  that  lam  going  to  happiness;  but  strive 
^  to  live  so,  that  we  may  meet  again  before  the  throne  of  God/' 
These  her  parting  words  I  never  forgot. 

**  Afier  some  time  I  went  to  Rotterdam,  to  work  at  my- 
trade.  During  my  stay  in  that  city,  I  lost  much  time  by  seeki» 
iag  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  the  world;  and,  as  I  engaged  in 
several  employments,  having  relinquished  my  former  business,/ 
I  got  much  entangled  with  the  vanities  of  the  world*  But  the 
thne  was  approaching,  in  which  the  Good  and  Faithful  Sliep* 
herd  paused  me  to  bear  His  monitory  voice.  I  was  in  the 
habit  of  spending  much  titue  with  two  young  men,  in  singing 
songs,  not  calculated  to  promote  good  feelings  or  a  holy  life: 
and  we  met  regularly  for  this  purpose.  Once  it  happened,  that 
one  of  our  company  did  not  ccmie;  and  on  my  asking  the 
other,  where  he  thought  our  companion  might  be,  he  answer- 
ed, *'  Who  can  tell  where  and  how  that  wicked  fellow  is  en* 
^  gaged!''  These  words  struck  me  forcibly;  and  I  began  to 
consider,  that  if  a  worldly-minded  person  viewed  my  com* 
paniod  in  such  a  light,  how  must  I  be  looked  upon,  by  the 
good  and  pious!  I  left  my  company  abruptly,  retired  to  my 
room,  and,  with  many  tears,  prayed  to  God  for  pardon.  I  was 
now  determined  to  frequent  the  church,  and  to  read  m* 
strodive  and  edifying  books;  but  although  I  thus  acquired 
an  outward  appearance  of  piety,  I  was  frequently  overcome 
l^  temptation,  and  ofien  troubled  in  conscience. 

^  Once,  in  the  evening,  as  I  was  sitting  alone  in  an  aiw 
hour,  musing  upon  my  past  life,  I  was  on  a  sadden  deeply  > 
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struck  wltb  a  feeling  of  my  sinfulness:  all  my  sins  appeared 
before  my  eyes,  as  if  written  in  flaming  characters:  my  heart 
felt  piercing  anguish,  and  my  eyes  were  bathed  in  tears.  I 
knelt  down,  and  cried  incessantly, — ^  Jesus!  Jesus!  have 
mercy  upon  me!"  My  cries  were  heard ;  and  I  began  to  per* 
ceire  a  ray  of  comfort,  and  ielt  that  I  should  not  be  excluded 
from  sharing  in  the  precious  merits  of  Christ.  I  fervently 
prayed  for  the  experience  of  Grace,  and  that  the  Lord  would 
direct  me  to  discorer  the  wickedness  of  my  heart.  Con- 
science soon  gave  me  to  understand  that  my  niost  grievous  sin 
was  hypocrisy.  To  explain  this,  I  must  observe  that,  in  my 
correspondence  with  my  relations,  who  were  truly  religions, ' 
and  had  some  acquaintance  with  the  Brethren,  I  had  pre- 
tended to  the  same  experience;  and  thus,  disguising  my  true 
character,  had  most  unjustly  assumed  the  appearance  of  a 
oonrerted  person.  On  this  account  I  was  exceedingly  dis- 
tressed ;  yet  my  giacious  Saviour  gave  me  the  assurance,  that 
He  would  pardon  this  sin  also. 

*^  The  change  which  now  took  place  in  my  whole  conduct 
was  too  great  to  remain  unnoticed;  and  in  consequence  of  it 
I  soon  met  with  scoffs  and  sneers  from  the  ungodly:  but  this 
burden  was  light,  for  I  felt  the  peace  of  God  in  my  soul.  Af- 
ter the  departure  of  my  father,  who  died  as  a  believer  in  Jesus, 
I  returned  to  Gouda,  where  I  again  followed  my  trade.  My 
brother  and  sister,  with  whom  1  staid,  having  acquaintance  at 
Zeist,  I  paid  a  visit  to  that  congregation  at  Christmas.  Both 
the  public  service  and  my  private  intercourse  with  the  late 
Brother  Liebish  were  a  blessing  to  me.  From  this  period  I 
felt  a  strong  desire  to  become  a  member  of  the  Brethren's 
Church,  and,  after  some  time,  made  known  my  request;  but 
was  advised,  for  the  present,  rather  to  remain  at  Gouda,  where 
opportunities  would  not  be  wanting  to  let  my  light  shine 
among  my  neighbours.  During  this  period  I  had  occasion* 
ally  to  b^r  reproach  for  the  Truth^s  sake:  many  unfounded 
rumours  having  been  put  into  circulation  to  the  disadvantage 
of  the  Brethren,  when  I,  together  with  my  brother  and  sister, 
and  other  awakened  persons  at  Goudi^  hadour«hare  of  these 
calumnies, and  were  even  more  than  once  publicly  assailed  with 
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opprobrious  epithete;  but  that  gracious  Lord,  who  had  shed 
His  love  abroad  in  our  hearts,  comfdrted  us  abundantly 
amidst  the  contempt. and. reyilings  of  the  world. 

**  My  sister  soon  after  obtained  leave  to  join  the  congre- 
gation at  Neuwied;  by  which  circumstance  my  own  wish  to 
live  at  Zeist  revived  again,  and  I  made  application  for  this 
privilege*  After  some  time  I  was  invited  to  pay  a  visit  to 
Zeist,  and  accordingly  repaired  thither.  As  it  was  the  solemn 
season,  in  which  the  suiTerings,  death,  and  glorious  resurrec- 
tion of  our  Saviour  are  particularly  commemorated,  I  spent 
the  time  in  much  enjoyment  for  my  soul.  On  Easter  Monday 
I  received  permission  to  remain  among  the  Brethren  at  Zeist. 
This  happened  in  the  year  1775. 

**  For  some  time  my  path  continued  most  pleasant:  ray 
soul  found  rich  food  at  the  meetings  of  the  congregation,  and 
I  was  truly  happy.  But  I  had  yet  to  grow  more  in  that  self- 
knowledge  which  teaches  us  to  be  humble,  rather  than  to  be 
too  ready  to  discover  the  faults  of  our  Brethren,  and  judge 
others  without  meekness.  However,  through  the  faithfulness 
of  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  the  kind  instructions  of  those  to 
whom  I  looked  for  advice  in  spiritual  things,  I  overcame  this 
enemy  of  my  peace  also. 

*^  November  the  9th  I  had  the  privilege  to  partake,  for 
the  first  time,  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord^s  Supper  with  the 
congregation;  and  I  still  recollect,  with  gratitude  to  our  Sa- 
viour, the  abundant  blessing  received  on  that  solemn  oc- 
casion. 

**  But  the  Lord's  thoughts  over  me  were  indeed  most 
gracious;  and  the  way  which  He  pointed  out  for  me,  such  as 
I  had  never  anticipated.  At  the  Synod  in  1789,  it  was  deter- 
tenuined  to  attempt  the  renewal  of  the  Mission  among  the 
Hottentots  in  South  Africa.  This  resolution  was  publicly  made 
known  at  a  meeting  of  the  congregation.  I  was  forcibly . 
struck  in  my  mind  with  the  destitute  and  forlorn  situation  of 
that  people;  so  that  I  could  not  cease,  for  a  considerable  time, . 
to  remember  them  iq  my  meditations ;  yet  I  had  no  distinct 
intimation  that  it  would  please  the  Lord  to  call  me  to  this  work, 
being  in  my  own  mind  convinced  of  my  insufficiency.    How- 
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t/wmr,  alter  llie  mctmmj  ftefMi  had  been  takeiif  and  the  rp^ 
Mval  of  the  Miaaioii  agreed  npan  with  the  conseat  ef  Ae 
Dutch  East-India  Conpany,  I  had  do  rest,  day  or  Bight,  un- 
til I  eonrereed  upon  the  subject  with  the  mini^r.  My  miDd 
was  thus  prepared,  wbeu,  in  February,  1792^  I  was  called  to 
senre  the  Lord  in  the  Missba  about  to  be  recommeticed  among 
the  Hottentots.  My  resolution  was,  therefore,  soon  taken ; 
and,  under  a  sense  of  my  own  insufficiency,  but  a  powerful 
eouTiction  of  the  Dirine  aid,  I  accepted  of  the  appointment. 
In  company  with  Brother  Daniel  Sch  winn,  who  had  been  called 
to  the  same  service,  I  set  out  for  Herrnbnt,  at  which  place Bro-* 
ther  John  Christian  Kuehnel,  the  third  of  our  little  band,  was 
to  join  us.  May  2d,  we  were  ordained  Deacons  of  the  Bre- 
thren's Church;  on  which  occasion,  the  text  appointed  for  the 
day — **From  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth  have  we  heard 
songSf  even  glory  to  the  righteous**  Isaiah  xxir.  16,  appeared 
well  calculated  to  excite  our  hearts  to  a  lively  hope,  that  the 
Lord  would  crown  with  success  our  feeble  endeavours  among 
a  benighted  race.  After  having  received  the  necessary  in- 
struction as  to  our  future  labours,  and  being  commended  by 
the  congregation  to  the  protection  and  grace  of  the  Lord,  we 
returned,  by  the  way  of  Barby,  to  Zeist,  and  after  a  short  stay 
repaired  lo  Amsterdam.  Although  we  went  osk  board  the 
vessel  on  the  26th  of  June,  we  could  not  sail  before  July  lltfa.^ 
During  our  voyage  we  richly  experienced  the  blessings  con- 
tained in  our  &iviour's  promise,  **Iam  toith  you  oiwayj  eeeu 
unto  the  end  of  the  world.**  Notwithstanding  some  dangers 
in  the  British  Channel,  our  voyage  was  upon  the  whole  pros- 
p^ous;  and,  on  the  23d  of  November,  we  went  on  shore  at 
Cape  Town,  truly  thankful  to  our  Almighty  Preserver  for  the 
mercies  vouchsafed  unto  us  amidst  dangers  and  difficulties, 
and  fervently  entreating  Him  to  instruct  and  strengthen  us 
for  the  work,  on  which  we  were  about  to  enter. 

^  We  met  with  a  kind  reception  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
of  government,  to  whom  we  ha^l  been  recommended  by  let- 
ters; and  received  strong  aasurancef  of  their  countenance  and 
support  in  our  endeavours  to  spread  the  Qospel  aoumg  the 
Hottentots,    At  the  house  of  the  venerable  Lawrence  Soiitb, 
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I  beheld,  for  the  first  time,  one  of  that  people;  and  my  beiut 
felt  a  tenderness  of  affection  for  him  and  the  whole  nation, 
which  caused  me  inwardly  to  cry  to  the  Lord  in  their  behalf. 
We  spent  about  a  month  in  the  town,  where  our  arriyal  bad 
occasioned  considerable  surprise,  and  were  then  directed  to 
go  to  Soetemelks-valley,  the  residence  of  Mr.  Martin  Theunis. 
Tbia  gentleman  conducted  us,  December  24tb,  to  Baf  lan's- 
Kloof,  hxxd  shewed  lis  tbe  spot,  on  which  our  late  Brother 
George  Schmidt  had  lived  firom  1737  to  1739,  baring  coU 
lected  around  him  a  small  flock  of  believers*  After  Viewing 
the  mins  of  his  dwelling,  and  the  remnants  of  his  industry, 
with  peculiar  feelings,  we  retired  singly  to  solitary  prayer. 
On  meeting  again,  we  all  exclaimed  at  the  same  time,  **Thi8 
is  the  place!"— feeling  a  powerful  conviction,  that,  on  this 
very  spot,  our  Saviour  would  be  glorified  in  many,  who  should 
hear  and  believe  the  Gospel.  Soon  after,  we  had  the  joy  to 
see  the  aged  Hottentot  woman,  Lena,  who  had  been  baptized 
by  our  late  Brother  George  Schmidt.  She  immediately  sent 
for  tbe  New  Testament,  in  which  that  Brother  bad  taught  her 
to  read«  As  she  was^blind,  a  young  Hottentot  girl,  who  had 
received  instruction  in  reading  from  a  former  scholar  of  Brother 
Schmidt,  read  aloud  part  of  the  history  of  the  nativity  of  our 
Saviour.  This  ^as  the  first  opportunity  afifbrd^d  us  ofspeak- 
ing  to  the  Hottentots  of  the  counsel  of  God  concerning  man's 
salvation,  through  Chnst's  coming  in  the  flesh  to  save  sinnei^. 
The  Lord  caused  us  to  feel  His  peace  and  the  unction  of  His 
Spirit,  so  that  we  rejoiced  at  having  been  permitted  to  see 
this  day.  In  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  y^ar,  1703,  we 
eonmienced  the  building  of  tbe  first  house  at  Gnadenthal ;  and, 
by  the  blessing  of  God,  the  house  was  completed  in*  two 
months'  time.  On  tbe  3d  of  March,  we  were  able  to  enter  the 
same,  dedicating  it  solemnly,  with  prayers  and  tears,  to  that 
Lord,  at  whose  call  we  were  here,  and  under  whose  guidance 
we  desired  to  spend  our  days  in  Hjs  service.  On  tbe  following 
day  we  cominenced  a  school,  and  entered  fully  upon  our  Mis- 
sionary labours.  Our  gracious  Saviour  was  pleased  to  bles^ 
our  endeavouri^  even  beyond  our  expectation;  so  that,  on  tbe 
19th  of  July,  I  had  tbe  fiivour  to  admit  a  Hottentot  woman 
VOL.  X.  o 
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mto  the  Church  of  Christ  by  holy  baptism.  My  heart  wa9 
filled  with  a  lively  hope,  that  surely  in  this  place  a  congrega^ 
tion  of  belierers  would  be  gathered/' 

[Thus  far  from  the  papers  of  our  late  Brother*  His  fel- 
low-labourers io  the  Mission  among  the  Hottentots  add  the 
following:] 

**  The  hope  of  our  venerable  Brother,  arising  in  his  heart 
by  occasion  of  the  first  baptismal  act  in.  this  place,  was  not 
put  to  shame;  and  he  lived  to  see  abundant  fruit  produced 
from  the  good  seed  of  the  word  of  the  Cross.    During  the 
first  years  of  his  labours,  crowds  of  ignorant  Hottentots  re- 
paired hither,  filled  with  a  desire  of  being  directed  into  the 
way  of  salvation.    The  power  of  the  Spirit  accompanied  the 
words  of  the  Missionaries:  the  work  increased  rapidly;  and, 
frequently,  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  add  to  the  Churchy  by  bap- 
tism,such  as  should  besaved.  Some  severe  trials, ho wever,were 
permitted  by  the  wisdom  of  God  to  befal  them,well  calculated  to 
prove  their  sincerity  and  faith :  the  years  1796  and  1796  were 
distinguished  as  seasons  of  much  trouble  and  danger.    Dur- 
ing 1795,  the  eaemies  of  the  Mission  succeeded  in  compelling 
the  Missionaries  to  leave  their  dear  little  flock  for  a  season, 
and  they  were  obliged  to  flee  to  town  for  safety.    During 
1796,  a  band  of  wicked  men  had  fully  determined  on  the 
assassination  of  the  Brethren:   but  then:  councils  came  to 
nought,  and  the  Lord  averted  all  harm.    The  wicked  designs 
of  men  even  became  eventually  beneficial  to  the  promotion 
of  the  cause  ♦.    June  4th  1800,  our  late  Brother  was  joined 


•  This  adiverancc  was  wrought  for  tWm  and  the  Mmskhi  by  the  prori- 
dence  of  God,  in  gifing  «uccea»  to  the  British  force,  sent  in  1795,  to  take 
poMession  of  the  Cape  A  detaUcd  account  of  the  events  of  (hat  period,  as 
they  affected  the  new  set  tlemeut  at  Bavian's  Kloof,  is  inserted  in  the  second 
volume  of  the  Periodical  Accounts,  p.  3.  The  Dutch  Governor  was  a  wor- 
thy man,  who  had  always  approved  himself  a  true  friend  to  the  Mission,  but 
the  rebellious  machinations  of  the  disaffected  among  the  Colonists  render- 
ed  him  unable  to  defend  it  against  their  violence.  The  English  General 
and  other  English  authorities  were  not  only  mort  willing,  but  proved  them- 
selves able  to  restore  order,  and  protect  the  Missiooanet  and  their  CQQgr^ 
gation  against  every  kind  of  oppression. 
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io  hoi  J  matrimony  with  Sister  J*  R.  Shaefferi  who  approred  her« 
self  a  faithful  and  devoted  handmaid  of  the  Lord;  and  with 
whom,  although  not  blessed  with  children,  he  lived  happj 
until  his  departure.     His  good  constitution  enabled  him  to 
continue  his  labours  with  great  vigour  and  activity,  until  the 
year  1818;  when  the  infirmities  of  declining  life  began  to  im- 
pede his  former  active  exertions.    In  April  of  that  year,  he 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism  for  the  last 
time.    This  was  the  conclusion  of  all  his  public  labours. 
He  had  had  the  favour  of  administering  Baptism  to  417 
adults  and  children.    He  now  continued  usefully  and  blesfr- 
ediy  engaged,   in    delivering   short   exhortations,  and  in 
frequent  private  intercourse  with  individuals^    Since  1820, 
however,  a  year  in  which  ,he  suffered  very  severely  by  sick- 
ness, his  debility  increased  so  much  as  to  oblige  him  to  retire 
from  all  public  engagements.    At  the  beginning  of  August, 
he  was  taken   seriously  ill;   and  anticipated   immediately, 
that  this  sickness  would  terminate  in  death,  which  he  looked 
forward  to  with  cheerful  confidence  and  firm  hope.    His  con- 
versations were  truly  edifying;  and  even  after  the  gradual 
failure  of  hb  mental  faculties,  when  dozing  in  an  apparent 
state  of  insensibility,  his  soul  was  evidently  engaged  in  that 
cause,  in  which  he  had  faithfully  served  the  Lord  for  nearly 
thirty  years.    Previous  to  the  decline  of  his  faculties^  in  a 
conversation  with  one  of  his  fellow-labourers,  be  with  much 
tenderness  of  feeling  took  leave  of  him,  and  requested  him 
to  salute  all  friends  most  cordially :  then,  affectionately  seiz« 
ing  his  hand,  be  added :  ^  We  shall  meet  again  in  the  presence 
of  our  Saviour .''     His  departure  was  gentle  and  peaceful. 
He  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  September  the  8th,  after  a  pilgrimage 
on  earth  of  seventy-eight  years  and  ten  months. 

**  How  much  our  late  Brother  was  beloved  by  our  con- 
gregation, and  generally  esteemed  throughout  the  Colony, 
many  expressions  of  affection  toward  him,  both  verbally  and 
by  letters,  testify.  His  wish  was,  that  as  little  as  possible 
might  be  recorded  of  his  labour  in  the  Lord's  vineyiurd:  for, 
although  his  talents  were  conspicuous,  and  the  faithful  appli- 
cation of  them  apparent,  he  used  to  declare,  in  the  true  spirit 
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of  a  servant  of  Christ,  that  the  Missiou  amoii^  the  Hottentots 
was  so  evidently  a  work  of  the  Lord's  own  hand,  that  it  would 
be  a  sin,  to  ascribe  any  of  its  success  to  any  man;  To  a  re- 
mark made  in  conversation  with  htm,  that  the  feelings  of  those 
excellent  men,  who  were  engaged  in  the  renewal  of  the  Mis- 
sion no  longer  ago  than  in  1792,  must  be  highly  gratifying, 
when  they  beheld  the  effects  of  their  labour,  his  answer 
was:  'Mtis  so  clearly  the  work  of  God  and  not  of  man,  that 
"  we  almost  forget,  that  we  have  been  at  all  employed  in  it. 
"  When  we  came  hither,  our  utmost  hope  was,  that  we  might, 
*'  perhaps,  in  a  course  of  years,  see  forty  or  fifty  Hottentots 
"  converted  and  formed  into  a  Christian  Congregation,  and 
*^  as  we  were  travelling  towards  this  place,  we  prayed  to  our 
"  Saviour,  that  He  might  bless  and  support  us;  and  if  He 
**  granted  us  the  favour  to  see  but  one  soul  converted  in  truth, 
"  we  should  think  ourselves  wdl  rewarded.  And  now,  when 
"  we  behold  what  He  has  done,  we  are  indeed  overwhelmed 
"  with  gratitude  and  amazement;  but  not  unto  us,  not  unto  ' 
*'  Us:  to  His  name  alone  be  all  the  glory  and  all  the  praise*." 

^  Nor  is  it  at  all  necessary  to  act  contrary  to  his  wish; 
fur  his  faithful  labours  cannot  be  forgqtten.  The  bistory  of 
Gnadenthal  is,  in  some  measure,  the  history  of  the  latter  part 
of  bis  life:  and  this  place,  where  his  mortal  remains  now  rest, 
which  be  assisted  in  changing  from  a  wilderness  into  a 
garden  of  the  Lord,  and  where  his  testimony  of  the  love  of 
God  in  Christ  was  blessed  to  so  many  souls,  is  indeed  the  fair- 
est visible  monument  of  his  pious  zeal  and  persevering  faith- 
fulness in  the  work  committed  unto  him." 

His  two  fellow-labourers,  John  Christian  Kuehnel  and 
Daniel  Schwinn,  departed  this  life  before  him;  the  first  in 
1814,  and  the  latter  in  1816.

*^  To  tbedearCong;regation  of  the  United  Brethren  in  London 
do  1  presume  to  write,  to  tell  ihem  of  my  course  on  earthy 
fmd  what  I  am  doing  now.  This  I  will  tell  them  just  as  it  is. 

*^  FROM  vfky  childhood  I  have  been  in  this  cottgregmtioiiy 
but  for  almost  a  great  many  years,  wfaethw  I  should  Ioto 
Jesus  as  my  Saviour,  or  not,  darkness  would  not  let  me  have 
any  thoughts.    The  desire  of  my  eyes  was  to  the  things  of 
this  world.    In  this  state  I  was,  when  my  dear  Saviour 
looked  upon  me  in  mercy,  and  drew  me  out  of  my  perishing 
condition  io  Himself.    He  showed  me  the  danger  in  which 
my  heart  was;  then  I  perceived  in  what  distress,  in  what 
darkness,  in  what  uncleanness  I  had  my  dwelling.    Then, 
wben  1  bad  no  power,  and  found  that  I  was  not  able  to  help 
myself,  1  fell  into  very  grievous  trouble.    The  pleasure  of 
the  things  of  this  world,  as  it  were,  vanished  away ;  and  when 
I  folly  saw  all  the  danger  into  which  they  led  me,  I  began 
to  be  greatly  perplexed  and  sorroM  ful,  I  cried  to  the  Saviour 
of  mankind,  thus :  *  My  Jesus,  have  mercy  upon  me,  do  away 
all  my  great  sins,  for  I  cannot  do  it;  blot  tbeni  out,  though 
tliey  are  innumerable,  with  Thy  precious  blood.  This  I  know ; 
therefore  deliver  me  from  my  gpreat  distress !'    When,  with- 
out ceasing,  I  thus  cried  unto  Him,  and  pleaded  His  mercy. 
He  revealed  it  unto  me. 

«^  For  all  this  I  thank  Jesus.  The  teachers  whom  He  seat 
unto  us,  they  are  His  servants,  and  they  enlightened  us  by 
the  light  of  His  Gospel.  By  His  mercy  1  was  likewise  laid 
faoM  of,  and  He  made  it  manifest  in  me,  that  He  did  not  des- 
pise the  poorest ;  yee.  He  revealed  this  to  me,  in  that  He 
drew  me  forth  out  of  my  wretched  state,  and  brought  me  to 
His  Church,  and  even  made  me  a  servant  in  it,  of  wliich,  ia- 
deed,  I  am  very  unworthy/'  (He  is  a  chapel  servant.)

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^  Now,  as  Jesus  our  Sariour  has  made  His  becoming  man. 
His  suflTerings,  His  death,  His  burial,  and  His  resun-ection 
meritorious  for  all  men,  1  offer  to  Him  much  thanksgiving* 
For  wretched  sinners  He  became  man,  and  walked  about 
among  men  on  this  earth  as  a  poor  man;  yes,  even  for  ray 
sake;  for  this  1  thank  Him. 

**  He  has  not  despised  our  worthlessness,  but  sent  us  the 
Scriptures,  which  contain  His  invitation  and  His  exhorta- 
tions, even  to  this  our  country.  They  come  continually  from 
London,  where  you  take  kind  notice  of  us :  for  this  we  have 
reason  to  be  very  thankful.  O  hear  me!  0  my  Saviour, show 
mercy  unto  me,  till  the  time  of  my  death  arrives ! 

**  We  also  thank  you,  that,  out  of  love  to  us,  you  have, 
often  sent  us  peas;  for  this  gift  we  thank  you,  and  alno  the 
Lord,  for  it  is  manifest,  that  it  is  our  duty  to  thank  Hiou 

**  I  have  had  ten  children  :  six  are  alive,  and  four  are 
gone  home  to  Jesus.  The  last  who  went  to  Him  was  Cleophas, 
who  had  been  eighteen  weeks  with  us.  It  was  a  great  com- 
fort to  us  to  see  him  smile,  while  he  was  dying.  For  this  we 
praise  God  likewise,  all  of  us !  Amen !    We  salute  you  all

JUissionary  at  Frbdbricksthal,  in^  Greenland,  to  his 
Brother  at  Ayr. 

Frbderickstiial,  June  17lA,  1826. 
My  dbar  Brother  Henry, 
**  IT  is  most  acceptable  intelligence  to  me,  to  hear  that  you 
are  in  Scotland ;  for  the  Scots  are  dear  people,  whom  you 
must  love;  assuredly  they  will  show  you  all  kindness;  in 
spirit  I  see  you  walking  about  among  them;  a  pleasure 
which  I. almost  envy  you.  Never  shall  I  forget  those  worthy 
people ;  and  oftentimes  am  with  them  in  my  mind,  and  re- 
joice to  read  in  your  letter  the  names  of  some  of  those  with 
whom  I  formed  acquaintance,  during  our  stay  at  Leith. 
Salute  them  all  most  cordially  from  me.    I  understand  that

in  the  vessel,'  ibis  yenr,  there  is  a  parcel  coming  from  Eng- 
land ;  perhaps  there  may  be  letters  in  it  from  these  dear 
people.  Nonr  the  friendship  between  us  and  them  will  be 
renewed  by  yoar  means ;  though  my  love  to  them  has  never 
grown  cold.  It  was  on  the  14th  instant,  that  I  received  your 
favour  of  Jan.  29d. 

^*  Do  not  you  rejoice  in  the  lot  of  our  dear  Louise*  f 
She  is  conie  into  our  neighbourhood ,  to  Lichtenau  ;  but  I 
doubt  whether  I  shall  get  to  see  her  this  yean  I  believe 
that  the  Lord  has  brought  her  to  the  right  place,  for  we  per- 
ceived in  her  a  fervent  love  to  the  Greenlanders ;  and  she 
has  not  yet  forgotten  the  language.  Her  husband,  Brother 
Ibrer,  is  a  worthy  man,  and  they  will,  no  doubt,  live  hap* 
'  pily  together. 

^'  Now  I  must  tell  you  something  of  ourselves,  and  bow 
it  has  gone  with  us  at  our  new  post. 

^  Hitherto  our  Saviour  has  helped  us,  preserved  our 
fae&hh,  and  strengthened  us,  to  carry  on  His  work  among 
these  poor  people,  to  whom  He  has  shown  so  much  mercy; 
for  which  we  cannot  foe  sufficiently  thankful.  I  shall  still 
have  to  labour  alone  in  the  ministry  during  the  ensuing 
irinter,  without  any  help  ifroni  man.  It  is  exceedingly  dif- 
ficult for  new  Missionaries  to  acquire  the  requisite  know*- 
ledge  of  the  language,  and  therefore y)ur  Lord  must  work  by 
means  of  one  fteble  instrument;  this  He  can  do,  as  I  have 
experienced  for  years  past.  How  many  times  does  it  happen, 
that  I  have  to  deliver  three  or  four  discourses  in  one  day,  so 
that  I  feel  often  concerned,  whether  1  shall  be  able  to  pro- 
vide a  fresh  portion,  suited  to  the  condition  of  my  hearcrst 
And  yet,  the  Lord  never  disappointed  me  in  ray  bumble 
hope  ;  soon  my  heart  became  warm,  my  mouth  was  opened, 
my  tongue  loosed,  and  the  hearts  of  the  hearers  being  aIso 
opened,  there  was  no  want  of  attention. 

**  During  the  last  winter,  51  persons  have  been  baptized 
here,  and  21  attained  to  the  Lord's  Supper.  Some  heatheu 
families  have  requested  leave  to  live  on  our  land.    May  our 

*  Hb  eldest  daughter,  born  iit  Grcenlaudi  in  Igoi. 
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Lord  aikl  Saviour  ct>nlinue  His  w<irk  in  this  place,  and  bless 
it  in  the  beart8  of  these  people,  for  the  promotion  of  tbeir 
growth  in  divine  knowledge  and  love. 

**  Oar  outward  sitnation  is  still  very  unpleasant,  and  we 
have  bad  to  liVe  in  our  Greenlandish  house,  during  the  win* 
ter,  but  we  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  move  into  our  European 
blockhouse. 

**  The  frame-work  of  a  new  church  has  indeed  been  pre- 
pared in  Copenhagen,  but  as  the  vessel  destined  to  come 
hither  was  small,  and  has  to  convey  necessaries  to  (bur 
places,  it  could  take  no  part  of  it ;  but  perhaps  next  year 
the  whole  will  come,  for  we  understand  that  a  larger  ship  is 
engaged*  The  cold  was  very  severe  last  winter,  and  of  long 
.continuance,  80  that  we  had  much  to  sufTer  in  oikr  house  of 
sods.  We  db  experience  abundantly,  that  the  beginning  of 
every  thing  is  attended  with  difficulties.  In  the  presence  of 
Jesus,  we  shall  rest  from  all  our  lal>our ! 

"  I  wrote  to  you  last  year,  and  hope  you  received  mjr 
letter.  Are  we  not,  as  it  were,  become  neighbours.  For  be^ 
tween  Scotland  and  Statenhuk,  there  is  bi^t  a  straight  line  on 
the  map,  and  nothing  in  the  way.  but  an  open  sea. 

'<  Now  then,  ooiy  dear  Brother,  live  contentedly  in  your 
dear  Scotland  $  to  us  it  will  remain  unforgotten.  May  the 
Lord  our  Saviour  yet  shew  mucli  lavour  to  the  inhabitants 
of  Scotland,  and  may  He  strengthen  you,  and  be  with  you,  as 
also  with  your  Brother,     ^ ^^  Coniiad.^' 

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Extract  of  the  Diary  of  the  Leper  iHStitution,  at 
Hbmel-bn-Aarde,  1826. 
ON  the  2d  of  Aprils  twenty-one  persons,  who  had  been  bap- 
tized or  admitted  to  the  Lord*s  Supper  since  the  preceding 
Easter,  were  addressed  in  a  particular  meeting,  and  en- 
couraged to  walk  worthy  of  that  high  vocation,  wherewith 
they  have  been  called. 

On  the  following  day,  a  distribution  was  made  of  the 
▼arious  articles  of  clothing,  sent  hither  from  Cape-town,  ibr 
the  use  of  the  patients. 
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I8ih.  We  iMid  the  great  pleaBure  te  f^eeire  letten  both 
from  Germany  and  England^  the  contents  of  vhich  proved 
both  interesting  and  encouraging  to  U8»  -  Jq  these,  inquiry 
is  made  respeeting  the  exact  nature  and  synptoms  of  the 
Lazarus  sickness  or  leprosy,  preyalent  in  this  coontry.  The 
following  reoiarks  may  perhaps  tend  to  throw  some  light ' 
oa  this  subject: 

The  leprosy  of  this  country  differs  materially  from  that 
meationed  in  Holy  Writ,  being,  according  to  the  most  ac^ 
curate  observations  hitherto  made,  either  not  at  all,  or  in 
a  very  slight  degree  infectious.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is 
correctly  ascertained  that  it  may  be  inherited ;  children  of 
leprous  parents  being  always  more  or  less  liable  to  take  the 
disorder.  ' 

The  medical  practitioners  in  these  parts  mention  three 
distinct  varieties  of  the  disease,  elephantiasis,  leontiasis,  and 
leprosy. 

The  symptoms  of  elephantiasis  are,  a  gradual  numbness 
in  the  hands  and  feet,  a  general  swelling  of  the  limbs,  ac« 
coropanied  by  offensive  sores,  and  the  loss  of  fingers  and 
toes,  the  extremities  being  at  length  reduced  to  a  mere 
stump,  resembling  those  of  an  elephant.  Hence  the  name  of 
the  disease. 

The  leontiasis  attacks  chiefly  the  face  and  breast,  the 
former  is  often  swelled  to  such  a  degtee,  that  it  assuoMs 
the  resemblance  of  a  lion's ;  the  voice  becomes  shrill  and 
piping. 

The  proper  Lazarus  sickness  is  of  rarer  occurrence, 
and  we  are  therefore  unable  to  state  the  symptoms  of  it,  with 
equal  accuracy.  As  far  as  we  have  observed,  the  sores 
which  it  produces  are  of  greater  extent  than  in  the  two 
former  complaints,  sometimes  covering  the  legs  and  arms  of 
the  sufferer,  and  even  attacking  the  system  internally.  The 
most  melancholy  circumstance  connected  with  this  disorder, 
is,  that  it  is  quite  incurable;  no  remedy  having  been  hitherto 
found  sufficiently  powerful  to  arrest  its  progress,  when  it 
has  once  completely  broken  out.  Before  it  has  reached  this 
stage,  mineral  acids  may  sometimes  be  administered  with 
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good  effect;  of  whicb|two  iDstances baye occurred  atQnaden-  ' 
tbaly  witbin  our  knowledge. 

On  tbe  21st,  (wo  persona  were  confirmed  for  the  first 
enjoyment  of  tbe  Holy  Communion,  of  wbicb  tbey  tbankfully 
-  partook  with  our  small  congregation  on  tbe  2S(L 

29lA.  We  had  a  very  agreeable  visit  from  tbe  Brethren  Hal- 
beck  and  Lemmertz,  who  remained  with  us  over  the  30/A,  and 
delivered  several  edifyingdiscourses  to  attentive  auditories. 

Mm/  4th.  We  celebrated  tbe  festival  of  the  Ascension  of 
our  blessed  Saviour,  calling  to  mind  with  grateful  hearts,  the 
unnumbered. mercies  conferred  upon  us  through  the.  inter- 
cession of  that  great  High  Priest,  who  is  touched  with  a 
feeling  of  all  our  infirmities,  and  to  whom  tbe  most  wretched 
of  the  human  race  may  with  confidence  apply  for  comfort 
and  relief. 

15M.  We  were  informed,  by  an  official  communication 
from  the  Colonial  Office,  that  Dr.  Honey,  recently  appointed 
district  physician  at  Caledon,  had  been  directed  by  Govern- 
ment, to  visit  our  Institution  twice  a  month,  and  give  the 
requisite  medical  attendance  to  the  individuals  connected 
vpith  it. 

22d.  I  set  out  with  my  wife,  on  a  visit  to  Grroenekloof 
and  Cape*tewn.  In  both  places  we  spent  several  days,  and 
enjoyed  much  love  and  friendship  from  our  dear  Brethren, 
and  many  kind  friends.  On  the  bth  of  June  we  reached  our 
home  again. 

JiMe  \&th.  The  communicant  Ephraitn  departed  happily 
but  of  this  world.  He  was  baptized  on  tbe  1 6th  of  May,  1824, 
and  admitted  to  the  sacrament  on  the  I7th  of  July,  1825, 
Though  be  was  a  man  of  few  words,  it  was  evident  to  all  who 
knew  him,  that  he  had  become  acquainted  with  Jestis,  as  his 
Redeemer,  and  that  the  grace  which  he  had  received,  was 
tiot  in  vain.  His  life,  which  was  latterly  one  of  much  suflTer- 
ing,  lasted  about  40  years. 

16M.  We  spoke  individually  with  our  commnnicants ; 
their  number  is  but  small,  yet  there  are  among  them  souls 
truly  converted,  desirous  to  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  know- 
le<lge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
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25/A.  In  the  cvehing  I  set  out  fur  Goadenthal,  to  attend 
the  usnal  Mission  conference.  Ten  persons  were  appointed 
for  an  advance  in  the  privileges  of  the  church  :  viz.  three 
as  candidates  for  baptism,  four  for  admission  to  that  ordi- 
nance, two  as  candidates  for  the  communioui  one  for  con* 
iinnation. 

July  2cf.  We  had  the  favour  to  baptize  four  adults  into 
the  death  of  Jesus ;  the  transaction  was  accompanied  by  a 
powerful  sense  of  our  Saviour's  presence,  and  appeared  to 
make  a  sensible  impression. 

6M.  We  commenced  planting  a  hedge  of  Spanish  reed, 
(a  species  of  cane)  round  our  garden.  If  it  thrives,  we  shall 
be  thankful ;  as  it  will  afford  some  protection  against  the 
violence  of  the  winds,  which  often  injure  pur  crops..  The 
quince  hedges,  which  form  so  excellent  a  fence  in  the  gene- 
rality of  Sonth  African  gardens,  will  not  grow  here,  owing  to . 
the  poverty  of  the  soil. 

In  the  night  of  the  6//1,  there  was  violent  rain,  followed 
however  by  excessive  cold,  of  which  the  mantle  of  snow, 
covering  the  mountain  called  the  Tower  of  Babel,  gave 
lis  BuiBcient  intimation,  when  we  rose  in  the  morning  of  the 
Tth.  The  weather  continued  stormy  and  unpleasant  during 
the  whole  of  the  following  week;  notwithstanding  which, 
the  meetings  were  diligently  attended  by  the  patients. 

2Zd.  A  Hottentot  departed  this  life,  who  had  been  a 
patient  in  the  hospital  for  a  year  and  a  half,  and  during  the 
whole  time  had  manifested  u  great  spirit  of  opposition  and 
disobedience.  His  only  object  seemed  to  be  the  indulgence 
of  bis  evil  passions  and  appetites.  Sometimes  he  attended 
our  public  worship,  but  the  joyful  message  of  salvation 
through  a  crucified  Saviour  appeared  to  make  no  impression 
on  his  heart.  Shortly  after  his  being  confined  to  his  bed,  his 
faculties  failed  him,  and  in  this  pitiable  state  of  mind  and 
body  he  breathed  his  last. 

From  the  26M  to  29/A  there  fell  incessant  rain,  which 
exceedingly  damaged  both  the  hospital  itself  and  the  dwell- 
ings of  the  Hottentots.  Two  of  the  latter  were  thrown  down. 
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and  otfaerebeeMne  scarcely  habitable.  Our  chnrcb  was  like- 
wiae  so  thoroagfaly  soaked  with  rain,  that  for  several  days 
it  was  impossible  to  hold  the  usual  meetings  in  it.  Under 
these  circumstancesy  I  wrote  a  statement  of  oursttuation  to 
the  Colonial  Secretary  Sir  Richard  Flasket,  and  requested 
assistance.  I  soon  received  a  very  friendly  answer  to  my 
letter,  with  the  information,  that  the  Landdrost  at  Swellendam 
bad  been  directed  to  order  the  necessary  repairs. 

90M.  An  old. Hottentot  woman  departed  very  unex- 
pectedly. She  was  one  of  the  four  persons  baptized  bn  ihe 
2d  of  this  month,  and  from  that  time  appeared  particniarly 
bappy  and  contented.  We  found  her  among  the  inmates  of 
the  hospital  when  we  arrived,  though  she  was  not,  as  it  now 
appea.^,  affected  with  the  disorder.  Her  abode  at  this  place 
proved  however  of  benefit  to  her  soul,  and  we  entertain  no 
idoubt  of  her  having  departed  as  a  reconciled  and  pardoned 
sinner. 

Augtiit  1th.  The  youth  Christian  Dragoner  likewise 
finished  his  course.  From  the  time  of  his  baptism  on  the  23d 
September,  18S5,  he  wasnnable  to  move  about,  owing  to  the 
increased  violence  of  his  disorder.  He  remained  however 
patient  amidst  all  sufferings,  and  at  length,  we  confidently 
believe,  made  a  blessed  exchange.    His  age  was  16  years. 

In- the  night  of  thellM,  a  Hottentot  roused  us  from 
sleep,  with  violent  knocking  at  our  door.  On  opening  it,  he 
sat  down  upon  the  steps  and  wept.  To  the  question,  why 
be  came  to  visit  us  at  night,  he  replied.  Alas !  I  know  not 
wbat.todo;  I  feel  a&  if  I  should  be  lost  for  ever.  His  cir- 
cumstances being  not  unknown  to  us,  we  gave  him  such  ad- 
vice as  was  suitable  to  the  concern  he  now  expressed.  This 
man  came  to  reside  at  the;  hospital  at  its  first  establishment. 
He  belonged  at  that  time  to  the  congregation,atGkiadenthal, 
but  was  shortly  after  excluded,  on  account  of  the  abandoned 
life  which  he  led.  Not  long  after  our  arrival  he  testified  re- 
pentance for  his  past  transgressions,  and  as  his  conduct  ap- 
peared to  correspond  with  bis  professions,  be  was  in  time 
re-admitted.  A  repetition  of  his  former  offences  led  however

in  theseqael  to  a  second  exclusion :  but  though  he  seems  to 
have  occasionally  strong  convictions  of  sin,  he  has  not  yet 
with  his  whole  heart  forsaken  his  evil  ways. 

29th.  A  baptized  Hottentot,  but  who  is  at  present  ex- 
cluded from  the  congregation,  expressed  himself  as  follows: 
<*  I  am  truly  grieved  that  I  have  trampled  under  foot  the 
Grace  of  God,  and  given  myself  up  again  to  the  service  of 
sin  :  and  now  I  earnestly  pray  our  Saviour  to  have  mercy  up- 
on me,  and  pardon  my  transgressions/' 

30th.  A  candidate  for  baptism  came  to  us  and  said  :  **  1 
comq  to  speak  with  my  teacher.*'  When  I  inquired  what  he 
bad  to  say,  he  answered^  *'  J  wish  to  telL  you,  that  the  Lord 
has  heard  my  prayers,  and  forgiven  my  sins.  I  have  too  long 
not  only  indulged  evil  desires,  but  followed  sinful  practices, 
by  which  I  have  greatly  offended  against  Him:  but  He  has 
shown  mercy  even  to  me«" 

Sept.  nth.  We  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  our  friend,- 
Mr., Blair,  of  Caledon,  who  remained  two  days  with  us.  ' 

22{/.  An  old  slave,  who  had  been  biiptized  on  his  death- 
bed, and  called  Abraham,  departed  happiljrout  of  this  world. 
Id  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  we  had  the  pleasure  to 
welcome  the  sisters  Fritsch  and  Stein,  from  Gnadenthal,  with 
their  children.  They  staid  with  us  till  the  24th,  and  then 
proceeded  to  £lim. 

30/4*  A  young  Hottentot  youth  was^  baptized  on  his 
sick-bed.  In  the  morning  early,  he  sent  for  m^,  and  ad* 
dressed  me  thus:  **  1  feel  that  I  am  growing  contimially 
weaker;  hitherto  I  have  experienced  great  weakness  of 
bodyj  but  now  I  begin  to  feel  my  soul  weak."  On  being 
encouraged  to  look  l^y  faith  to  Jesus,  as  the  source  of  all 
grace  and  strength,  he  replied,  **  I  pray  to  Him  daily,  and 
when  I  caqnot  sleep  at  night,  I  implore  Him  lo  be  m^rcifiil  to 
me,  and  to  forgive  all  my  sins.  I  have  no  other  desire,  than  to 
feel  Him  near  to  me,  and  to  be  admitted  to  the  enjoyment  of 
His  love  and  peace."  At  his  baptism,  which  he  earnestly  re- 
quested might  be  administered  to  him,  he  reeeivedihe  name 
of  William.

Extract  qf  Letters  from  Brother  J*  M.  P.  Leitner. 
Hbnel-bn-Aarde,  August  12»  1826* 
*<  YOUR  kind  letters  of  Noveinber  and  January,  1  received  in   * 
March  and  July.  They  have  beenJongf  on  the  road^  hut  were 
no  lees  welcome^    We  are  greatly  encouraged  by  the  kind 
participation  therein  expressed,  both  of  yourself  and  all  our 
brethren  and  friends  in  Europe,  in  our  peculiar  situation, 
and  in  the  progress  of  the  work  of  God  in  this  place,  where 
we  preach  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  through  the  atonement 
nade  for  sin  by  the  death  and  sufferings  of  our  adorable 
Saviour.  His  blessing  attends  the  word,  though  we  ate  poor^ 
weak  instruments. 

<*  My  last  was  of  January  11th,  in  which  I  informed 
you  that  Dr.  B.  no  linger  attends  the  hospital.  We  have 
therefore  been  without  medical  aid  for  a  considerable  time ; 
but*  perceive  no  diSerence  in  the  state  of  the  patients.  Now 
we  are  agaiu  visited  by  Mr.  J.  Honey,  from  Cale<1on,  who, 
by  order  of  Government,  attends  twice  a  month,  to  give 
medical  advice.  He  is  a  sensible,  friendly  man,  but  medical 
assistance  is  of  little  avail  in  the  leprosy^  which  takes  its 
course  and  seems  incurable;. 

^*  We  hare  had  a  very  cold  and  rainy  winter-season,  which 
is  injurious  to  our  people,  and  has  often  prevented  us  from  ' 
having  oar  qsual  meetings  with  them.  But  the  devout  atten- 
tion paid  by  most  of  the  patients  to  the  word  of  the  cross,  is  as 
great  as  fn  the  begpinniag^  and  though  the  effect  produced 
is  not  always  as  manifest  fM  we  could  wish,  yet  we  hope  that 
the  good  M»eA  sown,  though  sometimes  appearing  to  lie  dor^ 
mant,  will  spring  up  in  due  season  and  ibear  fruit ;  for  the 
Lord  Himself  has  declared,  that  it  shall  not  return  void,  but 
aoeomplish  the  thing  whereto  He  sent  it,  of  which  we  have 
seen  many  instances. 

**  We  quite  agree  with  the  conviction  expressed  m  your 
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lettf^r,  that  the  Lord  Himself  put  into  the  heart  of  the  Oo« 
Vernor^  to  place  a  Missionary  of  the  Brethren  in  thib  In^tt* 
tutioD.  We  may  trace  His  gracious  leading  ip  it,  both  as  it 
regards  His  purposes  of  mercy  towards  its  poor  inhabitants; 
and  in  other  respeete,  and  thank  Him  for  thus  enabling  as  to 
serve  Him  in  cmr  small  degree. 

*VHe  has  blessed  our  feeble  testimony  of  His  tore  to  sin- 
ners,  and  of  tlis  death  and  sufferings  to  purchase  man's  sal- 
vatioD,  and  g^ranted  die  fruits  thereof  to  appear,  beyoad  alt 
our  expeetatioh.  We  may  confidently  beiiete,  that  of  the' 
93  patieols,  hath  baptized  and  uabaptieed,  who  have  departed' 
this  life  since  our  arrival  here,  many  stand  now  in  Heaven 
heliMre  His  throne,  and  thauk  Him  that  He  sent  His  ward 
unto  them4o  lead  them  to  Himself.  Of  most  of  those  be- 
longing to  our  small  congregation^  who  are  still  on  earth,  we 
Hiay  say,  that  we  may  rejoice  over  the  marked  difference 
between,  them  and  the  iunoonverted,  wild  heathen,  among 
whom  they  live,  and  who  as  yet  refuse  to  listen  to,  and  be- 
lieve in,  the  Gospel. 

**  We  consider  it  as  a  great  fevour  bestowed  vpoa  us  by 
our  Saviour,  that  we  have  been  called  to  serve  Him  among 
tills  poor,  suffering,  and  despised  class  of  people,  and  pray 
tjmt  we  may  be  found  faithful,  and  nat  do  harm  to  any  part 
of  His  work. 

**  Weliear  of  no  farther  intention  of  removing  the  hospital. 
The  acting  Governor  lately  visited  Gnadenthal,  but  Brother 
Uallbeck  was  absent.  He  eYpF«ssed  himself  und^^ively 
on  the  sul^l^  of  r^^noval,  but  1  think  that  w|ie«  the  very 
great  expeiice,  which  would  attead  such  a  mesiarei  ia  taken 
i^to  coHsideratipn,  the  balance  will  decide  against  iU 

'*  Yesterday  we  received  your  kind  letter  of  the  29th  o£ 
Apiil,  for  wlliiib,  and  all  its  interesting  contents,  we  return 
you  our  most  cordial  thanks. 

**  You  notice  the  fviiidy  situatioii,  in  wMcb  we  are  placed. 
You  are  right.  For  tbiee  or  four  days,  the  stormy  weather 
ilFas  umk  as  to  pi^vent  our  leaving  the  bouse,  and  for  iKse 
two  lint  days  we  have  incessant  rains.    A9  to  the  peporled 
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removal  of  the  hospital,  I  will  transcribe  from  a  Cape  uetirs- 
paper,  of  the  22df  the  following  paragraph:  **  There  i9  a  re- 
**  port,  (t  hope  a  fake  one),  that  Government  intends  tO'  re- 
«<  move  the. Lepers*  Institution  from  Caledon  to  Camp's  Bay. 
*'  Such  a  proceeding,  whether  the  disease  be  infectious  or 
^  not,  requires  no  comment.  .  An  establishment  of  that  kind 
**  could  not  be  worse  situated,  than  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
**  the  metropolis  of  the  colony.  If  there  is  a  necessity  for  re- 
**  moving  the  institution  from  its  present  situation,  there  cer- 
**  tainly  cannot  be  a  more  eligible  spot  for  it.than  Robbeo  Is- 
**  land,and  the  removal  of  the  convicts  to  this  side  of  the  water/' 

^*  If  this  wore  done,  I  must  confess,  that  I  should  not  feel 
any  inclination  to  be  thus  banished.  We  are  here  lonely 
euougjif  and  often  feel .  the  want  of  fellowship  with ' our 
Brethren,  though  we  keep  up  a  lively  correspondence,  and 
are  visited  by  them,  or  now  and  then  may  visit  them  at  Goa- 
denthal,  which  is  always  a  means  of  great  comfort  and  en- 
couragement to  us. 

**  Hitherto  the  Lord  has  kept  us  in  cheerful  reliance  upon 
Himself,  and  supported  us  under  various  trials.  We  have 
likewise  been  preserved  in  a  tolerable  state  of  health,  though, 
as  we  grow  older,  we  cannot  expect  to  be  quite  free  from 
more  frequent  indispositions.  We  beg  you,  dear  Brethren, 
to  salute  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  and 
all  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  friends  from  us.  Com- 
mend us  in  your  prayers  to  the  Lord  our  Saviour,  that  He 
'  would  cause  His  word  to  be  powerful  -in  the  hearts  of  the 
poor  sick  people  committed  to  our  care,  for  their  salvation, 
that,  after  this  suffering  life,  they  may,  through  His  merits, 
enter  into  the  realms  of  everlasting  health  and  happiness. 
To  all  our  friends  and  relations  in  England,  we  beg  to  be 
kindly  remembered,  and  remain  ever,  &o.  &c.

Grobnbkxoof,  July  Istj  1826. 
"  ALL  your  letters  announced  in  your  last  of  the  2d  apd  3d 
of  February,  have  come  safe  to  hand,  and  were  received  with 
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many  thanks  for  all  the  infoi^ation  they  contained^  aDd  the 
expre^ion  of  affectionate  participation  in  all  the  concerns  of 
this  mission.  Continue,  dear  Brethren,  to  remember  us  and 
our  dear-  Hottentot  congregation  in  your  prayers.  The  work 
is  His!  and  though  many  of  the  unsteady  among  our  people' 
are  weak  and  easily  seduced/  we  have  eyident  proofs  that 
the  Lord  will  not  forsake  them.  That  His  patience  and  long* 
suffering*  is  our  life  and  salvation,  may  well  be  applied  to 
our  state  as  a  congregation.  As  to  the  conduct  of  some,  we 
might  often  lose  our  patience  and  perhieips  excuse  severe 
measures;  but  when  we  see  that  the  Lord  bears  with  them, 
and  gives  them  the  gift  of  repentance,  and  consider  that  it  is 
all  me;rcy,  that  we,  who  have  been  instructed  in  His  ways 
from  our  youth,  are  preserved  from  falling,  we  feel  com- 
passion with  the  penitent,  and  await, their  conversion  and  es- 
tablishment in  grace  through  the  power  of  God.  He  follows 
the  poor  straying  sheep  in  the  wilderness,  and  brings  many 
a  one  safe  home  tp  his  fold.  Many,  however^  prove,  by  their 
walk  and  conversation,  that  the  grace  of  God  has  not  been 
bestowed  upon  them  in  vain. 

**  Since  the  commencement  of  this  year,  1826,  si^tty^ix 
new  people  have  come  to  reside  in  this  place.  If  it  be  said, 
that  hunger  has  driven  them  to  us,  1  do-  not  pretend  to  deny 
il.  Some  declare  that  for  several  years  past  they  felt  a  secret 
wish  to  have  an  opportunity  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  but 
were  prevented  by  circumstances  from  coming  hither,  having 
to  earb  their  livelihood  by  working  at  a  great  distance  from 
hence.  Work  at  the  farms  having  failed  everywhere,  on  ac- 
count of  the  failure  of  the  crops  and  the  drought,  they  were 
dismissed,  obtained  passports,  and  might  go  where  they 
pleased.  Others,  without  the  above-mentioned  motive,  may 
have  fled  hither  merely  from  hunger.  Be  it  so !  but  who  di- 
rects all  these  circumstances  f  That  Lord,  without  whose 
permission  not  a  sparrow  falls  to  the  ground.  I  firmly  be- 
lieve that  in  His  providence  they  have  been  brought  to 
this  place,  that  they  may,  by  the  hearing  of  His  gospel, 
hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness,  and  hear  it  for  their 
eternal  salvation.     In  (his  hope  we  have  received  them,  and 
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permilted  tbem  to  remain  here.  But  we  have  also  been 
obliged  to  help  them  m  externals.  This,  I  trnst^  my  dear 
brethren  will  not  dis9pproye.  Our  3&i^iour  had  compassion 
on  the  multitude,  beoanse  they  had  nothing  to  eat,  and  He 
satisfied  their  lianger  by  glinting  His  blessing  to  lh0  food 
given.  He  has  also  blessed  uf  last  year  by  a  plentiful  harvest* 
Should  we  not  consider  it  as  a  gift  from  Htm,  for  the  ihccom^ 
plishmept  of  His  gracious  purposes.  It  i$  truet  our  surphis* 
would  have  fetched  a  good  price  fit  the  Cape,  but  we  thought 
it  right  to  give  and  lem^  it  to  the  mo^t  necessitous,  wheat 
for  Hi%,  and  barley  for  three  rix  dollars  below  the  usual  selling 
prifce.  Thus  the  Hottentots'  fields  got  sown  with',  corn,  and 
we  pray  God  to  bless  the  labour  of  their  hands,  that  they  may 
be  able  to  repay  .what  was  lent. 

*^  Another  calamity,  beside  the  fust,  has  visited  this 
neighbourhood,  viz.  iportality  among  the  cattle.  We  have 
lost  here,  at  Groenekloof,  upwards  of  twenty  horses,  bullocks, 
cow%  and  calves ;  many  of  our  nejghbooirs  above  a  hundred. 
Con^iderii^  all  things  belonging  to  the  state  of  this  mission, 
we  may  truly  say,  that  the  mercies  of  the  Lord  have  been 
daily  new,  and  His  compassions  fail  not.  We  go  on  Quietly, 
and  seek  to  preserve  peace  with  all  our  neighbours. 

**  I  oommend  myself  and  family,  and  all  my  ftfllow- 
labourers  to  you  and  all  our  Brethren's  kind  remembrance.. 
Our  greatest  pleasure  is  to  s^e  such  coming  to  us,  wbo  are 
truly  desirous  of  seeking  rest  for  their  souls,  being  convinced 
of  siuy  and  that  there  is  no  other  hope  of  salvatioi^  but  througb 
the  merits  of  our  crucified  Saviour.  Most  of  our  ttew*comers 
are  from  the  district  of  Clan«williams.  To  the  Society  for 
the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  all  friends  of  f  he  Lord's 
W4irk  among  the  heathen,  we  beg  to  present  our  most  cordial 
^lutatfons,  and  remain  ^ver,  bp,  &c.

GNADRNTHi^f.,  AHguU  2Qthf  1826. 
^  I  RECEIVED  your  letter  of  January  ^b,  iu  July,  but 
not,  as  you  supposed,  at  Enon,  but  at  Gnadeuthal,  where  L 
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have  been  appointed  assistant  to  Brother  Hallbeck :  I  am  quite 
at  home  in  this  place,  and  happy  in  my  calling;  But  botii 
my  wife  and  I  cannot  deny,  that  we  felt  a  great  drawing  to^ 
wards  Enon,  though  we  are  perfectly  resigned  to  the  will  tft 
the  Lord  concerning  us,  and  trust  to  Him,  that  where  He  directs 
us  to  be,  there  He  wiB  give  us  grace  to  be  contented,  and  to 
proceed  in  His  strength,  amidst  all  our  weakness.  I  am  not 
worthy  to  be  His  child,  and  much  less  to  serve  Him  in  His 
house,  and  only  pray  that,  as  I  am  called  to  speak  to  others 
of  the  love  wherewith  He  has  loved  us  even  unto  death,  I  m^y 
always  have  full  experience  of  it,  and  its  eflfects,  in  my  own 
soul,  that  thus  I  may  exhort  others  to  seek  salvation  by  the 
same  mercy  which  He  has  shown  to  me. 

**  I  am  just  now  ethployed  in  giving  instruction  to  eight 
persons,  fotir  men  and  four  women,  candidates  for  the  Lord^s 
supper,  who  kre  to  be  confirmed  on  the  4th  of  September. 

**  Our  poor  Hottentots  suffer  fcnuch  at  present,  owing  to 
the  high  price  of  wheat,  which  is  28  rix  dollars  per  muid. 
Nor  can  they  earn  much  by  work,  as  the  farmers  are  likewise 
in  want,  and  cannot  employ  them.  The  Lord,  however,  helps 
tbem  through  from  day  to  day. 

^  Old  Captam  Klapmus,  whom  yon  visited  at  Lauwes- 
kloof,  deshred  me  to  ren&ember  him  kindly  to  yon,  and  to  tell 
you,  that  he  now  loves  our  Saviour.  He  comes  frequently  to 
church,  and  we  have  indeed  moiFe  hope  than  formerly  that 
he  is  sincere,  and  will  in  truth  turn  to  the  Lord  Jesus.  There 
are  others  of  our  congregation  who  beg  to  saTute  you.  To 
many  of  my  dear  friends  at  Bedford  and  Lotidon,  I  beg  you 
to  express  my  grateful  remembrance  of  their  kindness  to- 
wards us.    We  remain  ever,  &c.  &c.

From  Brother  H.  P.  Hallbeck. 
Beau  Brother,  Enon,  June  27, 1826. 

**  IN  my  letter  of  last  May,  from  Gnadenthal,  1  mentioned 
my  intention  of  accompanying  Brother  Nauhaus  and  his  wife 
to  Enon,  with  a  view  to  visit  that  settlement.  I  have  now 
spent  upwards  of  a  fortnight  here.    Our  journey  lasted  from 
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May  17tb  to  June  10th,  and  though  in  he  middle  of  the 
rainy  season,  we  were  singularly  favoured,  in  not  .being  de- 
tained either  by  rains  or  rivers.  To  avoid  the  latter,  we 
turned  off  from  tbe  usual  road,  soon  after  our  entrance  into  the 
Langekloof,  and  passed  through  PKommasie,  the  upper  part 
of  Olipbant's  river,  and  in  a  straight  line  towards  Enpn,. 
leaving  the  Winterhocks  hills  on  our  right.  This  road  is  a 
little  shorter  than  the  other,  and  has  no  deep  rivera;  for  tbe 
beds,  both  of  the  Olipbant's  and  the  Chamtoos  rivers  (here 
called  Groote  revier)  are  quite  dry  in  winter.  It  is  also  un- 
commonly interesting,  on  account  of  the  incredible  number  of 
wild  animals  met  with.  For  several  days,  we  were  surrounded 
by  thousands  of  them,  spring-bucks,  quaggas,  koodoos,  os- 
triches, &c.  and  we  bad  also  the  good  fortune  to  discover 
four  lions,  not  far  from  our  waggons^  in  the  act  of  hunting 
spring-bucks.  It  was  a  great  mercy,  that  the  wind  blew  to-i 
wards  them,  thus  our  oxen  did  not  smell  the  dreaded  sove- 
reign of  the  beasts,  or  they  might,  as  they  usually  do,  have 
run  off  at  full  speed,  when  they  never  stop,  till  the  waggon 
is  upset  and  themselves  quite  exhausted.  The  lions,  though 
they  both  saw  and  smelt  us,  shewed  no  signs,  either  of  anger 
or  fear,  but  continued  their  walking- pace,  with  their  whole 
attention  fixed  on  the  spring-bucks.  In  tbe  neighbour- 
hood of  the  Sunday's  river  we  fell  in  with  seven  elephants. 
One  of  them,  a  male  of  Very  large  size,  brought  up  the  rei^r^ 
while  they  made  their  escape  over  a  steep  hill.  But  you 
would  rather  hear  something  of  this  favoured  spot,  than  of  tbe 
wild  animals  haunting  its  neighbourhood.  I  will  therefore 
endeavour  to  satisfy  you,  though  I  am  not  yet  so  fully  ac- 
quainted with  its  state  as  I  hope  to  be,  having  been  obliged 
to  spendmost  of  my  time  in  looking  over  accounts  and  other 
household  affairs. 

**  Since  1  left  Enon,  in  1821,  the  number  of  inhabitants 
has  more  than  doubled,  and  amounts  at  present  to  near  400 
souls.  The  number  of  houses  and  cottages  has  increased  in 
proportion.  I  have  just  counted  72,  besides  the  Missionaries' 
dwellings.  The  Hottentots  subsist  almost  entirely  by  their 
cattle,  milk,  and  now  and  then  a  little  meat,  being  their  usual 
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Jbod.  AgricQltnre  and  gardei^iiig  ure  BQcb  imcertam  sources 
of  supply,  that  tbej  are  Ibankful,  if  tbey  only  lose  nptbing  by 
ibeni;  and  unless  tbe  seasons  should  alter^  no  advantage  is 
likely  to  be  derived  from  4heir  gardeps  and  fields.  One 
cannot  iberefbrp  at  present  press  these  objects,  and  insist 
upon  tb^hr  garden^  being  tilled*  Lately,  however,  there  have 
been  some  fitvourable  rains.  Burning  charcoal  and  felling 
timber  furnjsb  tb^ m  witb  the  means  of  earning  something, 
tspecially  auch  as  have  bullocks  and  waggons,  of  which  class 
ihWe  is  here  a  greater  nuq^b^r,  in  proportion,  than  atGnaden- 
4hal.  The  inhabitants,  however,  appear  contented,  and  their 
healthy  looks  prove  that  they  suffer  no  material  want,  and 
have  a  wboksome  diet*  Their  dwellings  fsieem  to  be  inferior 
to  those  at  Gnadentha)^  w^ich  is  owing  to  local  circum- 
staticea.  The  facility  of  procuring  woo(^  is  here  so  much 
greater,  that  few  wi}j  subuut  to  the  trouble  and  Ifibour  of 
building  walled  houses,  Ijhouj^h  assisted  by  a  premium.  How« 
eyer,  if  a  kw  of  the  leading  nten  begin  to  build  them,  the  rest 
^1  contrive,  by  degrees,  to  imitate  them,  and  soon  find  their 
advantage  oyer  a  bondhoc^k  or  hartebeest  house,  both  for 
shelter  and  durability. 

**  As  to  the  spiritual  sti^te  of  this  congregation,  I  hope  to 
kpow^ore  in  a  few  days.  As  far  as  |  am  able  to  judge,  I 
fiod;bere,  as  everywhere,  tbM.^9?^^^^^  will  grow  up  among 
the  wb^at,and  that  the  fiiith  mad  patience  of  Missionaries  are, 
ifk  some  cases,, put  to  .severe  trials.  But  J  niay  ako  with  truth 
devclare,  that  the  greater  number  of  the  individuals  are  an 
omapii^t  to  their  Christian  profession,  and  many  new- 
comers with  earnestness  and  sincerity,  seek  the  way  of  salva- 
^Ui  and  enquire  whM  they  must  do  to  be  saved.  Of  this  I 
have  met  lyith  several  encouraging  instances  in  the  course  of 
this  dajr,  which  has  been  devoted  to  speakipg  with  the  men 
indiTidually. 

^  The  titfissionaries,  ^ith  a  comparatively  trifling  ex^ 
pence,  have  effected  several  material  improvements  on  their 
premises.  A  storehouse,  a  large  and  convenient  joiner's 
shop,  ffiih  a  dwelling  for  the  superintending  Missionary,  are 
finished,  an^  a  substantial  mill,  which  also  sets  the  pump  in 
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motion,  by  which  the  garden  is  irrigated.  By  a  late  im* 
provement,  the  power  of  the  mill  has  been  increased,  so  as  to 
grind  not  only  a  sufficiency  of  com  for  the  place,  but  for  the 
neighbourhood,  thus  yielding  a  isurplus  for  the  support  of  the 
mission.  In  this  year,  howerer,  there  is  not  much  work  for 
the  mill,  there  being  little  or  no  grain  in  the  neighbourhood. 
The  mound  or  dam  in  the  Witte  Revier,  by  which  the  water 
is  turned  into  the  mill-course,  will  always  require  repair. 

**  Since  the  month  of  March,  there  have  been  abundant 
rains,  and  there  is  therefore  no  want  of  water  or  grass,  and 
the  cattle  are  in  excellent  condition,  which  is  always  the 
chief  object  here. 

'*  Brother  and  Sister  Schmitt  hare  requested  leave  to 
retire  to  rest,  when  a  successor  can  be  appointed. 

**  I  passed  through  Zuurbrak  on  my  journey.  The  Hot- 
tentots have  dispersed  and  made  huts  in  the  klooft  and 
comers  of  the  land.  Some  of  them  applied  to  me  for  a  teacher, 
and  I  thus  had  an  opportunity  of  giring  them  good  advice. 

*^  Many  thanks  for  the  news  from  Kurope  and  other 
missions,  given  in  your  letters  of  Jan.  25th  and  Feb.  23d.

**  My  last  to  you  was  dated  from  Enon,  in  which  I  gave 
you  some  account  of  my  journey  thither^  and  of  the  state  of 
things  there,  and  promised  to  continue  that  subject.  Having 
now  returned  home,  after  a  speedy  and  very  pleasant  journey 
of  only  20  days,  I  hasten  to  fulfil  that  promise,  though  I  re- 
gret, that  I  have  not  time  to  write  you  so  long'and  circum- 
stantial a  letter  as  I  could  wish.       ' 

*'  Among  the  dwellings  of  the  Hottentots  are  two  very 
good  houses  for  the  widows  of  the  men  wha  fell  by  the  hands 
of  the  CafFres.  The  Missionaries  are  yet  straitened  for  room, 
and  the  first  temporary  building  is  very  inconvenient  as  a 
dwelling-house.  We  therefore  resolved  to  build  a  larger 
bouse,  containing  rooms  for  two  Tamili^,  besides  a  common 
dining-room  and  kitchen. 

'*  A  church  is  wanted,  but,  for  the  present,  the  existing 
place  of  worship  is  large  enough  for  ordinary  occasions. 
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*f  The  iqill  andpiimpy  built  by.  brother  Schmitty  are  most 
excellent  coutriFaDces  for  ^e  place;,  without  the  latter  it  would 
be  djfficijilit  to.  raise  vegetables  in  the  garden,  except  in  raiuy 
season*.  The  iron  pipes  answer  very  well^  and  recoinmend 
themselves  by  their  durability.  The  greatest  difficulty  xon- 
neoted  with  the  mill  and  its  appendages,  is  to  keep  the  mound 
in  the  river  iii  good  repair,  as  it  is  easily  damaged  by  every 
flood.^ 

*'  Since  the  first  establishment  of  £non,  190  adults  and 
103  cjbildren  have  been  baptized  there :  the  number  of  inha- 
bitants, is  upwards  of,  400.  Though  imperfections  and  de- 
fects, are  met  with  in  that,  as  in  every  other  congregation, 
yet  I  became  acquainted  with  a  great  number  of  Hottentots, 
whom  I  must  love  and  respect,  as  brethren  and  sisters  in 
Christy  and  lyhose  faith  and  communion  with  the  Lord,  are 
truly  edifying* 

**  Horned  cattle  are  the  chief  resource  of  the  Hottentots 
at  Enon,  and  I  was  glad  to  find,  that  the  herds  had  increased 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  since  my  last  visit. 
The  Hottentots  possess  at  present  about  1100  bead  of  cattle, 
and  there  are  only  a  few  poor  families  who  have  not  cows  to 
milk.  You  will  easily  understand,  that  such  a  large  herd 
requires  great  extent  of  pasturage  for  its  subsistence.  The 
general  estimation  here  is  1000  morgen,  for  100  head  of 
cattle;  therefore  the  inhabitants  of  Enon  ought  not  to  in- 
cre^  much  in  number,  fiut  how  can  we  prevent  it?  We 
must  receive  such  as  come  to  us  with  a  sincere  desire  to  bear 
and  believe  the  gospel.  A  few  of  them  subsist  by  gardening 
and  raising  com,  others  earn  so^iething  by  cutting  timber, 
burning  charcoal,  or  peeling  bark  for  the  tanners.  Though 
these  articles  are  at  present  very  low  in  price,  yet  the  people 
are  thus  usefully  employed,  and  small  earnings  are  better 
than  none. 

<<  In  my  last  letter,  I  informed,  you  that  I  proposed  to 
set  out  from  Enon  on  a  visit  to  Uitenhage,  Grahamstadt^ 
Theopolis,  and  Bethelsdorp ;  Brother  Schmitt  and  his  wife 
accompanied  me.  Colonel  Cuyler  remains  our  good  friend. 
We  lodged  at  his  house  at  Uitenhage,  and  was  treated  with 
much  kindness  by  him  and  his  excellent  lady. 
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**  UiteiilHige  has  much  increased  since  yon  weite  li^re ;  but 
Grahamstadt  much  more.  It  grows,  like  a  musbrooin,  with 
unexampled  rapidity,  and  is,  next  to  Cape-towto,  the  targtei 
place  in  the  Colony*  The  causes  of  tbk  rapid  growth  are 
the  trade  with  the  CaflTres,  the  military,  and  the  fnHyi  of 
settlers:  but  as  the  said  trade,  depending  chiefly  on  the  bhade, 
can  hardly  yield  the  same  advantages  for  many  years  to  come, 
and  the  adFantages  from  the  military  will  probably  decreascf, 
i  am  afraid  that  Grahamstadt  has  parsed  its  zenith ;  unless 
the  Lleotenant-Goyernor  siiould  fix  his  residence  there, 
which  is  still  doubtful.  Besides  an  English  Episcopalian 
church,  Methodists,  Baptists,  and  Independents,  have  all 
their  places  of  worship  in  diis  town,  and  Government  has 
well  ciared  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  soldiers.  They 
have  their  garrison  church  served  by  a  chaplain  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  a  respectable  schoolmaster,  who, 
with  his  wife,  seems  very  attentive  to  his  duties  in  the  school. 
Every  facility  was  aflTorded  me  by  the  oiBcers,  to  havte  acceiss 
to  the  people ;  and  the  commanding  officer  had  the  kindness, 
without  my  knowledge,  to  make  known  to  the  whole  garrison, 
or,  as  it  is  termed,  the  camp,  by  his  orderly  sergeant,  that  at 
such  an  hour,  there  would  be  divine  service  performed  by  me. 

"  There  are  at  pre8ent,six  Missionary  stations  in  Caffraria, 
connected  with  the  Methodist,  London  Missionary,  and  Glfls^ 
gow  Societies ;  and  most  of  the  chiefs  of  the  CafFres  live  on 
friendly  terms  with  the  Colony,  and  visit  Grahamstadt  fhmt 
time  to  time.  The  Caffires,  however,  still  occasionally  commit 
depredations,  but  as  this  is  said  to  be  againit  the  will  of  the 
chiefs,  it  does  not  interrupt  the  peace.  Two  occurrences  of 
that  description  happened  during  my  stay  in  the  interior, 
and  the  public  papers  will  no  doubt  have  informed  yon  of  the 
dreadful  calamity  atPhilipoiis. 

**  Great  improvements  have  taken  place  at  Theopolis 
and  Bethelsdorp  of  late  years,  at  which  every  friend  of  the 
Missionary  cause  must  rejoice.  The  places  of  worship  are 
well  attended,  the  schools  in  excellent  Order,  the  people 
well  clothed,  and  the  Missionaries,  and  some  of  the  Ifotteutots, 
have  built  good  bouses.  The  poorer  sort  of  huts  are  so  placed 
as  to  be  out  of  sight.    Several  public  improvements  have 
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been  effbeled,  fAirttcntariy  at  BeAehdorp,  by  fletotibg  one 
day  df  the  week  td  fJablic  wdrki^  at  lias  been  done  at  Gini* 
dentbnl;  Bat  Ibe  nniaber  of  cattle  baa  nat  iuoreaaed  in  pro» 
pdHkMi  to  tfae  iaereaae  of  inhabitadts*  Id  11leopolii^  for  in* 
stance,  there  are  now  three  times  as  many  idhabitents  m  there 
were  seten  years  afi^o^  bnt  the  herd  of  cattle  is  only  hdf  of 
What  it  was  at  that  time. 

^  You  will)  perhaps^  have  heard,  that  the  LienteMmt* 
Governor,  General  Bonrke^  visited  Ghadedthal  during  my  ab* 
fit^nce  in  tfae  interior*  I  ani  told  he  was  veiry  kind  and  con^ 
desoendiog,  kni  prbmised  to  visit  ns  soon  again  with  hia 
family. 

^  Brotfcer  Schdiitt  had  several  attacks  of  violent  head- 
ache, whtfe  I  was  at  Enon,  and  Birother  Hortiig  #as  rnneh 
distressed  by  the  pain  in  his  eye;  bnt  Sister  Schmitt  Was 
b^ter^  and  the  other  Brethren  ated  Sisters,  with  their  child* 
dren,  were  wetl.  This  b,  thank  God,  also  the  case  hereyaad, 
aectarding  to  lettere  received  a  day  or  two  ago^  at  all  the  otfaEer 
stations.

^  I  was  at  Elim  abont  a  fortnight  ago,  and  mnch  pleased 
with  that  small  congtegation.  Eleven  Hottentots'  housesare 
finiidbed,  and  a  few  more  will  soon  be  completed.  The  Mis* 
sionaries  have  erected  a  small  neat  hoos^  containing  a  school* 
room,  and  a  store,  which  is  need  at  present  as  a  carpenter's 
shop.  One  of  the  Hottentots,  who  was  an  apprentice  under 
Brother  Leitner,  has  established  himself  at  Elim,  and  is  very 
useful  there.  The  foundation  for  a  new  dwelling*honse  is 
laid,  and  the  bouse  will  probably  be  ready  in  the  course  of 
the  summer.  On  my  way  to  town,  I  visited  Groenekloof,  and 
the  day  before  yeirterday,  left  all  the  Missionaries  there  welK 

^  The  intercourse  of  our  Hottentots  with  Cape-town  is 
ffeqnendy  hurtM  to  them,  on  account  of  the  many  tempta- 
tioM  to  which  they  are  exposed,  but  there  are  stiH  very  many 
excellent  charactera  among  them,  wlro^  throngh  the  po^wer 
and  grace  of  God,  avoid  die  seductions  hid  in  their  wi^.  Tht 
rainy  season  which  n  just  ending,  has  been  uncommonly  wvt 
and  coMt|  and  hence  there  is  every  Teasen  to  hope,  that  wtB^ 
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are  goiug  to  be  blessed  with  a  good  harvest^  which  would 
indeed  prove  ra  very  seasonable  relief  to  this  unfortunate 
colony;.  I  Not  only  oar  poor  Hottentots,  but  all  classes  are  in 
great  distress,  and  with  too  maby  liotbing  is  heard  but  the 
bitterest :  complaifafe. 

^  It  is  my  intention  to  return  home  after  to*morroWy  by 
way  of  Stellenboschf  and  Franschehoek;  then  I  hope  to  sit 
down  quietly  for  some  time,  and  to  be  permitted  to  enjoy  our 
pleasant  rietreat  at  Gnadenthal.  In  this  season  of  the  year, 
whem  all  the  orchards  are  lilooming,  and  the  groves  adorned 
with*  fresh  verdure,  it  is  certainly  a  great  privilege  to  live  in 
such  a  spot. 

^  But  still  greater  is  the  favour,  when  the  work  of  the  Lord 
and  His  Spirit,  manifest  by  the  change  in  the  mii}ds  and  habits 
Qf  theinhabitants,  is  taken  into  account.  Tbotigh  our  Hotten- 
tots are  not  in  every  respect  what  we  wish  them  to  be,  yet 
they  are  in6nitely  superior  to  those  of  their  nation,  who  dis- 
grace the  streets  of  Cape-town,  and  whose  excesses  I  cannot 
behold  without  a  feeling  of  the  deepest  compassion.  .  On  ac- 
count of  the  outward  distress  now  prevailing,  we  are  much 
engaged  in  contriving  means  for  relieving  the  poor  atGna- 
denthal ;  but  we  trust  that  the  Lord  our  Saviour  will  hdp 
us  through,  as  he  has  done  on  former  occasions*  It  is  a  great 
relief  to  our  minds,  that  we  are  able  to  assist  the  most  needy 
out  of  a  fund,  for  which  we  are  indebted  chiefly  to  English 
liberality.  Without  this  resource,  we  should  be  greatly  em- 
barrassed. 

*'  Brother  Leitner  and  his  wife  were  at  Gnadjenthal  in  the 
beginning  of  the  month,  and  both  tolerably  well.

**  From  the  inclosed  diaries  of  Gnadentlial  and  Hemel- 
en-Aarde,  from  April  to  September,  1826,  you  will  learn  every 
thing  essential  regarding  the  com^e  of  these  congregations; 
and,  I  am  assured,  find  abundant  reason  to  thank  God  our 
Saviour  for  what  He  is  doing  by  His  Spirit  in  the  hearts  of 
our  poor  Hottentots,  though  many  imperfections  yet  appear. 
In  externals,  the  last  months  have  been  very  distressing,  in 
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consequence  of  the  total  failure  of  the  last  har?ett.  However, 
we  must  own,  to  the  praise  of  our  hearenly  Father,  that  He 
baa  helped  ua  through^  and  there  is  now  every  prospect  of  the 
worst  being  oiFercome.  It  is,  indeed,  still  uncertain  how  the 
irheat-crop  wHI  turn  out,  as  the  rust  generally  makes  its  ap- 
pearance m  the  course  of  this  and  the  next  month ;  but  there 
will,  at  any  rate,  be  an  abundant  crop  of  barley,  of  which 
more  has  been  sown  than  in  former  years:  and  as  oats  and 
barley  are  now  beginning  to  ripen,  our  people  will  soon  be 
profitably  employed. .  We  have  done  our  best,  to  assist  the 
poor  and  needy  in  various  ways,  out  of  the  fund  established 
four  years  ago.  Those  that  were  absolutely  destitute,  have 
been  supplied  with  flour  for  bread;  for  others,  who  were  able 
to  work  and  out  of  employ,  we  found  eraploymtent,  and  thus 
enabled  them  to  earn  their  livelihood  by  honest  iiidustry.  We 
have,  for  instance,  set  this  class  to  dig  the  gardens  for  the 
old  widows,  by  which  means  both  parties  have  been  helped. 
Three  large  tanks,  or.reservoirs  for  water  have  also  been  dug 
for  the  use  of  the  Hottentots,  which  will  be  of  essential  ser- 
vice to  them  in  the  dry  season,  by  preventing  the.  waste  of 
water,  and  enabling  them  to  irrigate  their  gardens  moreabund- 
antly  than  heretofore,  Stc.  &c.  Many  of  our  people  are,  as 
iisaal  in  such  years,  dspersed  in  the  neighbourhood,  of  whom, 
however,  many  return  to  celebrate  the  communion  and  the 
usual  festivals,  and  to  partake  of  the  blessings  bestowed 
by  the  Lord  upon  His -people,  when  they  meet  to  join  in 
praise  and  prayer,  and  in  thanks  for  the  numberless  favours 
we  enjoy,  especially  that  of  knowing  Him  as  our  Redeemer, 
by  whose  Mood  we  are  brought  nigh  and  recondled  to  God. 
Such  an  assembFy  met  on  the  7th  of  September,  which  proved 
a  day  of  signal  blessing  to  all  present* 

*<  It  is  rather  strange,  that  in  every  year  of  scarcity  we 
have  fewer  deaths  than  usual.  This- was  also  the  case  this 
year.  Yesterday,  however,  your  old  friend  Captain  Botha 
departed  this  life  very  happily,  by  occasion  of  the  dropsy. 
He  was  quite  sensible  to  the  last  moment,  and  I  had  an  edi- 
fying  conversation  with  him  two  hours  before  he  departed! 
He  desired  me  to  salute  you  most  cordially  fi;om.  him.  . 
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*^  Out  plaalalioiis  liaise  bsd  a  £fiT#ufaM#  jfmfi  i|i#r« 
hiTiDg  fiilleti  mora  nun  id  tbii  nu«y  season,  tkan  ia  any  pm* 
«sdiiiff  y^v  ^  ^  memory  of  man.  Our  orcbar^a  and  YiM4 
yaida  alM>  promita  an  abundant  retarn,  and  tbe  paalnriga  far 
tkfi  cattle  is  excellent. 

^  At  Qroenekloof,  abo«t  a  fortni^  ago,  I  left  all  tbe 
If iaeionariee  wjell  in  bealth*  Tbe  Hottenlota  tbere  have  also 
tfaeir  abare  in  tbe  general  diatress,  though  the  neighbourhood 
of  Cape-town  affords  them  an  opportunity  of  earning  some- 
thing with  their  ballocks  and  waggons,  whidi  is  not  the  case 
at  Gnadenlbal*  They  were  yery  busy  in  their  gardena,  and 
their  fields  promised  wdl. 

*'  At  Elim,  a  worthy  old  Hottentot  was  baptised  last 
Sunday,  and  two  jmaons  w^re  appointed  candidates  for  bap>f 
tjsm.  .The  Missionaries  are  well,  and  the  smdl  congregation 
in  a  pleasing  coarse,  and  lired  peaceably  together. 

^^  When  I  was  there  ;n  September,  an  old  steady  Hotr 
tentot  said.^*  We  are  now  like  an  old  spann  ofb^^QdUi  a^ 

*  customed  to  draw  together,  and  every  thing  is  going  on 

*  smoothly  and  pbasantly.' 

^  A  new  dwelliog-khouse  is  building,  under  the  ipspecr 
tiou.<if  a  Hottentot  mason  of  this  place,  and  I  was  quite  surt 
larised  at  the  accusacy,  neatness,  and  expedjAion,  with  whieh 
the  work  iM  done.  Indeed  it  is  far  more  than  I  thought  any 
natire  of  South  Africa  capable  o^  and  the  neighbours  of 
Elim  were  equally  astonished^  and  obliged  to  acknowled^ 
that  this  Hottentot  has  not  his  equal,  as  a  mason,  neither 
among  the  Europeans  nor  the  Africans  in  the  whole  neigh- 
boudiood ;  I  am  happy  to  add,  that  he  is,  in  every  sense-of 
the  word,  an  excellent  charai^ter,  and  a  pattern  of  sobriety^ 
industry,  and  Christian  temper.  Perhaps,  yod  may  tecolleqt 
him,  <thongh  be  was  but  a  young  man  when  you  were  here. 
His  name  is  David  Baalie;  and  he  assisted  in  building  th^ 
church  at  Groenekloof*.  . 

*^  I  commend  the  mission  and  the  dear  Hottentot  eon^ 
gregations  which  we  have  the  favour  to  serve  in, this, country* 
with  ourselves  and  our  fellow'^labourers,  to  the  kind  remem- 
brance and  prayers  of  all  our  dear  Brethren  and    isters  and 
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fnends  m  Europe,  that  it  niajr  please  Ibe  Lord  to  conUnoe  to 
beiwith  us,  and  by  His  power  and  spirit  to  oause  our  work 
done  rn^Him,  to  be  blessed  with  abundaot  success,  to  the 
praise  of  His  boly  name.  We  salute  you  all  in- His  feilowsbipy 
ami  remaiD,  &c  ^^^^^^  H  .p^  HittBftcK.

JAMAICA. 
Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  G.  R.  TiiiJsOs* 

New  Edbn,  iScp.  30, 1826. 

^  J^'OR  the  kind  remembrance  of  us,  expressed  in  your  letters^ 
aad  for  tbe  prayers  of  our  Brethren  in  Europe  in  our  behalf^ 
we  beg^  toretum  our  grateful  thanks.  We,  indeed,  experience 
tbe  benefit  of  your  partictpation«  Divine  help  and  encourage- 
ment bare  put  our  weak  faith  to  sbume.  Our  greatest  grief 
is,  that  we  love  Him  so  little,  who  hasf  bought  us  with  His  own 
precious  blood, 

^*  Our  meetings  with  the  negroes  have  been^well  at- 
tended, though  we  regret  that  the  people  from  the  mountains 
come  only  on  Sunday.,  The  new  people,  baptized,  and  com- 
municants  from  thence,  came  only  once  in  two  months  to  speak  . 
with  us  individually ;. those  from  the  estate  attend  the  evening- 
meetings  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  pretty  ro- 
g^larly ;  but  they  form  but  a  small  part  of  the  coagregalion. 
When  I  look  at  the  old  church-books,  and  diaries,  I  prayths^ 
Lord  to  grant  us.  a  revival^  and  to  give  us  grace  to  Ubour 
more  zealously  in  this  part  of  His  vineyard.  Elim  fiipnishes 
tbe  greatest  number ;  and  most  of  them  are  women^  elderly 
communicants.  The  negroes  from  the  moufotains  speak  very 
iHiintelligibly^  we  have  to  cat<ih  at  some  word,  guess  at  its 
connection,  and  answer  accordingly.  But  as  they  understand 
us,  we  direct  them  to  the  principal  subject,  the  love  of  Jesus' 
to  lost  sinners^  When  we  do  not  comprehend  what  they  say, 
they  seem  discouraged. 

.  ^  I  am  afraid  some  of  them  speak  without  feeling  in 
their  hearts  what  they  utter  with  their  lips.  When  we  some- 
vou  X.  s 
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will  eay,  **  Masaa  apeak  avreet  word.^  **  But  what  was  it 
**  about  V  ^'  Me  cannot  say  it  like  Massa;^'  and  this  is  al) 
tbey  know  about  iu  A  few  reeollect  the  words  and  their 
meaning;  and  you  may  be  sure,  that  is  pleasant  and  en«^ 
couraging  to  us. 

**  Our  changing  places  with  Brother  Ellis,  and  taking 
our  turn  at  Hopeton,  is,  in  some  respects,  very  agreeable  i 
but  it  is  also  attended  with  incouFenience*  I  am  never  here 
on  Communion  Sundays  and  prayer-days,  and,,  for  want  of 
time,  I  cannot  get  to  know  even  the  names  of  the  new  peo- 
ple,' of  whom  tliere  are  many  in  all  the  three  places.  For 
travelling,  the  mornings,  frcmi  5  to  8,  are  most  delightful*. 
At  Hopeton,  we  preach  in  the  hall,  and  at  Isle,  in  the  coffee-^ 
mill.  The  last  time  I  was  there,  five  whitb  gentlemen  at-- 
tended  part  of  the  service.  May  the  Lord  grant  me  grace 
and  patience  to  labour  for  the  welfare  of  the  children ;  our 
future  situation  will  require  this  of  us.  The  devotedness  of 
the  ladies  at  Hopeton,  Payne*s-town,  and  the  Cruise,  is  very 
praiseworfby.  The  children  on  the  estates  show,  at  present,, 
little  inclination  to  attend  their  particular  meetings* 

•♦As  for  our  health,  we  have, both  been  very  well  in 
Jamaica,  as  well  as  ever  we  were  in  England,,  but  I  have^ 
carefully  avoided  exposing  myself  to  rain,,  and  to  the  heatof 
amid-daylssun. 

<^  Mr.  Morrice,  the  manager  of  the  Bogue  estate,  departeil 
this  life.  To  us  he  behaved  in  the  most  friendly  manner.  We 
eicperienee  the  same  friendly  disposition  in  Mp.  B.,  of  Meso» 
potamia. 

**  Some  chapels  are  building  in  this  part  of  the  country^ 
for  the  service  of  the  established  church. 

**  I  commend  myself  and  my  dear  wife  to  the  remem-> 
brance  and  prayers  of  all  my  Brethren  and  friends,  that  the 
Lord  may  bless  our  poor  service  in  His  house,  and  grant  to  ua 
all  the  gifts  we  need,  to, labour  acceptably  in  so  promising  a 
field.    I  remain  ever,  &c.  &c.

Dear  Brother, 
^*  W£  tbsDk  you  for  your  kind  letters  of  July  5tby  giving  us 
the  n^elcofue  inf  elligence  of  the  safe  arrival  of  the  ship  Nolosia, 
with  Brother  Buker  and  his  wife,  and  Miss  Catlu  Scott  om 
boards  We  began  to  be  anxious  about  the  safety  of  that  yesseK 

**  You  will  be  pleased  to  hear,  that  the  building  on  the 
land  given  by  our  friend,  Mr.  Hutchinson  Scott,  for  a  Mis«i 
sionary  settlement  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  is  advancing,  ar^ 
rangements  having  been  made  with  the  workmen  for  that 
purpose.  We  also  rejoice  to  hear,  that  Brother  Light  will 
likewise  in  time  obtain  a  more  convenient  situation,  and  a 
proper  church  built;  and  what  is  more  cheering,  that  he  is 
likely  to  have  it  filled  with  devout  hearers*  In  one  of  his 
late  letters,  he  writes,  that  the  meetings  have  been  unusually 
well  attended^  and  adds:  ^*  It  is  the  time  of  mercy  for  this 
once  hardened  people.*' 

*"  Since  my  last  to  you^  I  have,  by  invitation,  visited  Sir 
H*  F.H/s  estate,  in  the  parish  of  Yere,  and  found  it  a  very 
populous  neighbourhood.  The  negroes,  with  whom  I  had  an 
opportunity  of  conversing,  declared,  that  they  are  anxious  to 
receive  Christian  instruction.  This  makes  us  very  desirous 
of  complying  with  Sir  H«'s  request,  to  form  a  settlement  or 
his  property. 

**  We  wish  much  to  receive  more  assistants  in  this  field 
of  labour,  the  more,  as  the  rainy  season  is  coming  on,  and 
travelling  from  place  to  ptace  becomes  more  diflScultand 
dangerous.  Circumstanced  as  we  are  at  present,  we  can 
seldom  visit  Mesopotamia,  which  we  much  regret,  Tini 
people  express  eagerness  for  instruction,  the  truth  of  which; 
we  shall  be  able  better  to  ascertain,  when  a  Missionary  is 
stationed  at  Lennox,  and  will  visit  them  regularly  every  four 
weeks.  When  I  wais  there  about  eight  weeks  ago,  I  found 
the  mission-house  put  into  good  repair,  but  the  people  tltd 
not  attend  so  well  as  on  some  former  occasions,  so  tiM.  I 
entertained  some  doubtF,  whether  they  are  quite  shicere  iti 
their  profession?. 
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<*  At  HopetoQ  And  its  neigbboiirliood,  tbe  tesiimony  of 
the  Gospel  seems  to  be  joyfully  received.  A  visit  to  tbat 
place  often  proves , refreshing  to  our  own  souls,  for,  besides 
the  joy  we  feel  in  seeing  so  many  negroes,  who  seem'in  truth 
lo  be  seeking  to  know  their  Saviour,  we  have  pleasing  inter*^ 
course  with  many  Christian  friends. 

<*  We  also  continue  to  be  much  encouraged  in  our  la- 
bours here  at  Fairfield.  Our  church,  which  is  large,  is  fre- 
quently well  fillcfd.  Many  new  people  come  from  a  great 
distance*  **  The  harvest  truly  is  greats  but  the  labourers  are 
few.'' 

*<  Brother  Pfeiflfer  and  his  wife  have,  ever  since  their  ar- 
rival, enjoyed  good  health,  and  make  themselves  already  very 
useful  in  the  service  of  the  congregation. 

*'  Our  congregation  begs  to  join  us  in  commending  this 
work  of  Grod  to  the  prayers  of  all  our  Brethren  and  Sisters^ 
and  friends,  and  in  cordial  salutation  to  the  Society  for  the 
Furtherance  of  the  Gospel.    I  am,  &c.    Your  affectionate

From  Brother  James  Light. 

Dear  Brother,  Irwin,  Dec.  8, 1826. 

^  YOUR  welcome  letter  of  July  6,  can^e  safe  to  hand,  and  I 
thank  you  for  the  various  and  interesting  information  it  con«^ 
tained.  The  Periodical  Accounts,  Missionary  Register,  and 
Reports  of  the  Bible  Society,  are  always  a  great  treat  to  us, 
and  we  beg  yoii  will  continue  to  favour  us  with  them. 

^  I  hope  that  my  dear  Brethren  will  not  be  discouraged 
by  the  pressure  of  the  tiroes,  occasioned  by  the  failure  of 
mercantile  speculations.  The  Lord  will  carry  on  His  work; 
and  He  does  carry  it  forward.  The  day  is  fast  approaching, 
when  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  shall  cover  the  earth,  and 
His  name  be  known  and  glorified  in  its  utmost  bonnds.  And 
while  He  is  pleased  to  make  use  of  weak  human  instruments 
to  execute  His  divine  purposes,  though  they  may  now  and 
then  appear  to  be  retarded  in  their  progress,  and  here  and 
(here  apparently  foiled  by  the  eiieiny,  they  shall  prosper*  in 
the  end,  by  the  word  of  His  testimony.    Whatever  happens 
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on  earth,  with  Him  there  is  no  variableness  or  shadow  of 
turning. 

**  I  mentioned  id  my  last,  that  our  generous  friends, 
the  Messrs.  H.  have  done  what  was  necessary  to  secure  16 
us  a  piece  of  land»  for  the  building  of  a  church  and  Mis* 
sionary's  house.  The  work,  I  trust,  will  soon  be  taken  in 
hand. 

**  Our  people  are.  growing  in  self-knowledge,  and  in 
desire  to  know  the  way  of  salvation.  The  public  services 
throughout  the  year  were  more  numerously  attended  than 
formerly:  the  evening-meetings  chie6y  by  the  negroes  on 
Mr.  Hall's  estate.  Last  Sunday,  our  little  flock  met  to  enjoy 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  were  spiritually  refreshed  by  His 
gracious 4)resence ;  twenty-four  of  the  number  were  absent, 
being  prevented  (as  we  afterwards  on  enquiry  found,)  either 
by  sickness,  or  by  being  on  duty;  forty  were  present. 

**  You  may  have  heard,  that  this  island  has  been  agaitf 
spared  from  experiencing  the  dreadful  effects  of  a  hurri- 
cane. The  last  was  in  1818.  But  during  the  last  month,  we 
had  very  heavy  rain,  and  in  some  places,  between  the  8th  and 
16tb,  the  rains  fell  in  torrents,  attended  with  strong  gusts  of 
wind.  In  some  parts  of  the  island  considerable  damage  has 
been  sustained,  both  in  provision  and  cane-lands.  Some  lives 
were  lost  by  the  violence  of  the  rushing  of  the  waters  down 
the  mountains  and  gullies.  In  one  parish  ten  persons  lost 
their  lives,  by  foolishly  attempting  to  cross  the  river  in  a 
cooler,  (a  flat  bottomed  vessel,  into  which  the  sugar  is  thrown, 
as  it  comes  directly  from  the  boiler).  This  was  the  more  dis- 
treeing,  as  by  a  very  short  turn,  they  might  have  gone  safely 
to  the  place  to  which  they  were  bound.  A  trusty  servant 
wisui  drowned  in  attempting  to  swim  across  a  river,  with  a 
view  to  report  to  his  master,  that  all  was  safe  on  his  property. 
In  Clarendon,  on  the  south  side,  a  mother  and  flve  children 
were  suddenly  killed  by  the  fall  of  a  mass  of  eai'th  giving 
way  from  the  neighbouring  mountain,  and  overwhelming 
the  house.  Her  husband  happened  to  be  out  of  the  bouse, 
when  the  earth  fell  upon  it.  Brother  Timeeus  wrote  to  me^ 
that  they  were. shut  up  in  their  house  «t  New  Eden,  by  tb4

waters,  from  Friday  till  Tuesday,  aud  that  the  thumler  and 
lightning  were  terrible.  In  our  parish,  we  had  much  rain  and 
high  wind,  but  do  material  damage  was  done,  and  we  look 
forward  to  an  average  sugar  harvest. 

**  We  long  to  bear  that  some  Brother  is  appointed  to 
succeed  our  late  fellowJabourer,  Brother  Becker.  He  is  much 
wanted.  We  are  thankful,  that,  by  God's  mercy,  all  our 
Brethren  on  the  south  side  have  enjoyed  good  health  during 
these  stormy  months,  though  they  have  had  jnucli  on  their 
hands,  especially  Brother  Ellis.  As  far  as  regards  our  own 
health,  I  desire  to  be  thankful,  that  we  have  been  enabled  t<^ 
attend  to  our  calling,  and  have  not  by  sickness  been  obliged 
to  leave  any  part  of  our  duty  uudoneor  neglected,  though  w^ 
have  DOW  and  then  suffered  from  rheumatic  afiectious.  We 
are  thereby  reminded,  that  time  is  short,  and  that  we  mus^ 
work,  while  it  is  day,  under  a  deep  sense  of  the  importance 
of  our  commission,  ^*  to  beseech  men  to  be  reconciled  to  God." 

*^  May  the  Lord  strengthen  us  in  all  our  weakness,  and 
grant  us  to  serve  Him  with  gladness.  We  commend  our7 
selves,  and  our  small  congregation,  and  the  whole  work  of  the 
Lord  in  this  island,  to  the  loving  participation  and  prayers 
of  all  our  dear  friends  and  Brethren  everywhere.  I  am 
ever,&c.&c.  James  Light.''

^  1  EMBRACE  this  opportunity,  to  inform  you  that,  through 
the  goodness  and  mercy  of  our  God  and  Saviour,  we  arrived 
safe  and  well  on  the  22d  instant,  here  in  St.  Kitt's,  after  a 
voyage  of  six  weeks  and  four  days,  aud  were  most  cordially 
ireceived  by  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  Johansen  and 
nStaude,  at  Basseterre,  and  on  the  following  day,  by  the 
Brethren  Scholefield  and  Shick,  who  came  to  us  from  Betbesda ; 
but  to  describe  to  you  with  what  joy  and  gratitude  many  of 
pur  congregation  welcomed  us  already  on  landing  on  the 
tilt  b^ch,  and  in  the  evenrng  joined  us, .at  a  public  mestingp 
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to  phAae  and  adore  tke  Lord  in  our  behalf^^  is  more  ihaii  1 
can  do.  Many  who  did  not  know  of  our  arrifal,  came  not 
only  the  following,  but  every  day  since  w«  bare  been  here, 
to  see  us,  wishing  us  the  Lord's  blessing,  and  that  He  would 
preserve  us  in  health. 

^  We  sincerely  trust,  that  He  will  bear  their  and  our 
prayers,  as  indeed  He  has  done  in  times  past,  and  especially 
oa  this  our  voyage,  bringing  us  tlirough  many  known  as 
wiell  as  hidden  dangers*.  The  daily  word  on  the  day  of  our 
arrival,  most  beautiAilly  expressed  our  feelings  on  this  sub- 
ject :  The  Lcrd  hath  heard  my  supplication;  the  Lord  will 
receive  my  prayer ^  Ps.  6. 9.  On  the  preceding  days  also,  and 
4I Bring  the  whole  voyage,  the  texts  appointed  for  every  day 
were  particularly  precious  to  our  hearts,  and  seemed  addressed 
iibmediately  to  ourselves  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  whereby  we  have 
been  cheered,  comforted,  and  encouraged  to  trust  in  God  for 
future  blessings  and  support. 

**  The  dangers  attending  navigation  in  the  British  Channel, 
through  contrary  winds,  are  well  known,  of  which  we  had  our 
fall  share,  connected  with  no  small  anxiety,especially  before 
we  got  into  the  open  sea,  being  too  near  the  Scilly  Rocks; 
but  on  the  17th  of  October,  towards  evening,  we  were  de- 
livered from  all  fear  on  entering  the  Bay  of  Biscay.  But  we 
bad  even  now  to  contend,  till  the  25th  of  October,  with 
westerly  winds,  and  for  two  days  were  obliged  to  lay  to  in 
consequence  of  a  smart  gate. 

*'  Henceforward,  we  met  with  nothing  extraordinary,  ex- 
cept on  the  39th,  wh^n  our  captain  and  officers  alarmed  not 
only  themselves,  but  the  whole  ship's  company  with  a  terri- 
fying report^  that  a  vessel  was  in  sight,  making  all  possible 
sail  towards  us,  which  they  seemed  to  be  quite  confident 
could  be  no  other  than  a  pirate..  In  this  perplexity  we  cried 
to  the  Lord,  that  He  would  not  only  protect  us  from  all 
harm,  but  delifer  us  from  needless  fear  and  anxiety ;  and  it 
was  as  if  He  said  to  us  **  vohy  are  ye  fearful^  O  ye  of  little 
ftdtb/*  as  once  to  His  disciples.  Our  sadness  was  soon  turned 
into  joy,  for  we    found  tha}  the   strange  vessel  carried 
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Englkh  coteurS)  and  was  bound  to  Jtunaica^  Beuig^Suhfkijr^ 
our  captain  and  a  fellow  pasijenger  attended  Diyine  worabipt 
in  our  cabin^  whjcb  tbey  repeated  for  two  other  succeeding 
Sundays,  and  once  I  delivered  a  discourse,  by  the  captain's 
desire,  on  deck,  when  most  of  the  ship's  .company  attended. 
^*  Having  a  small  cabiu  for  ourselves,  we  could  daily 
enter  into  our  closet,  shutting  the  door,  ready  meditate,  and 
pray  before  Him,  who  aeeth  in  secret,  when  He  owned  and 
blessed  us,  according  to  His  word*.  My  poor  wife  was 
greatly  afflicted  with  sea-sickness,  till,  on  the  19th  November, 
we  came  in  sight  of  Deseada,  and,  late  in  the  evening,  of  An<^ 
tigua,  the  sea  being  almost  calm.  0  what  gratitude  did. we 
feel  towards  our  gracious  Lord  for  His  great  mercies  I  The 
following  morning,  when,  coming  on  deck,  we  saw  Antigua 
on  the  one,  and  Montserrat  on  the  other  side  of  us,  how  glad 
should  we  have. been  to  send  greeting  in  a  note. to  our  dear 
Missionaries  there,  if  it  had  beenjn  our  power,  especially  as 
w,e  were  becalmed  the  whole  ddy,in  that  direction*  However, 
on,  the  next  day,  a  gentle  breeze  brought  us  to  our  destined 
port  in  safety*  JElemember  us  in  your  prayers^  I  am  ever,

*^  YOU  have  made  me  acquainted  with  the  appointment  of 
Brother  Rixecker,  from  Lancaster,  in  North  America,  to  go  to  ' 
Tobajifo^  where,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  and  other 
friends,  the  mission  of  the  Brethren  among  the  negroes  in 
that  island  is  to  be  renewed,  and  I  have  now  -the  pleasure  tQ 
infonn  you,  that  this  Brother,- with  his  wife  and  child,  safely  • 
arrived  with  us  on  the  14th  instant. 

'*  They  left  Bridgeport,  in  America,  on  the  9th  of  October, 
for  Antigua,  arrived  there  on  the  1 1th  of  November,  and  were 
detained  by  Brother  Rixecker's  being  indisposed  till  the  4th 
of  December,  when  they  took  their  passage  in  tbeMail«boat, 
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for  this  island.  We  shall  be  glad  to  ha^e  them  with  m  for  a 
month  or  two,  that  they  may  become  acquainted  with  the 
course  of  a  negro  congregation. 

**  In  the  week  before  last,  we  spoke  individually  with  22A 
new  people,  and  candfdates  for  baptism ;  and  yesterday,  being 
ovft  prayer-^ay,  four  adults  were  baptized,  and  twenty  new 
people  admitted  to  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism. 

'^  Some  time  ago  I  asked  some  proprietors,  whether  they 
had  any  objectfon  to  our  establishing  a  Sunday-school  for  the 
neg^o  children,  to  teach  them  to  read.  Their  answer  being 
encouraging,  we  began,  in  reliance  on  the  Lord's  help,  and 
hoping  that  He  will  prosper  our  endearonrs.  The  beginning 
^was  with  a  Tery  small  number,  which  has  now  increased  to 
twenty«(ire ;  some  come  in  the  evening  during  the  week,  of 
their  own  accord,  to  be  instructed. 

^  Since  October  29,  Mount  Chance  is  now  called  Mount 
T*bor.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  that  place,  and  animated 
liy  the  example  of  our  worthy  friends,  Mr.  and  Mrs*  Raynes, 
we  hope  that  other  proprietors  will  be  willing  to  assist  in 
the  support  of  the  mission  and  schools. 

^  On  Monday  last  Brother  Taylor  wrote,  as  follows: 
«  We  hiul  more  strangers  her^  yesterday  at  our  public  ser- 

*  vice,  than  on  any  Sunday  before.   There  was  a  ftmeral  in  our 

*  new  buriaUground  at  m*ne  A.M.   From  the  grave  we  went  to 

*  the  church,  where  I  delivered  a  short  exhortation.    Many 

*  of  the  relations  of  the  deceased  came  to  the  public  services^ 

*  both  in  the  fore  and  afternoon.     In  the  evening,  elevea 

*  white  persons  were  present.    Fifty-seven  new  people  and 

*  candidates  for  baptism,  came  to  speak  with  us  individually/ 

**  'With  the  exception  of  some  of  the  children^  who  are 
at  pretent  ailing  of  a  fever,  we  are,  thank  God,  well  in  health 
in  both  places,  and  commending  ourselves  and  this  mission 
to  the  faithfiil  remembrance  in  prayer  of  all  our  Brethren  and 
fiiends,  I  remain  ever,  &c.  &c.

rivulet^  that  it  might  be  sheltered,  in  some  measure,  by  a 
rising  ground,  from  the  violence  of  the  winds.  The  foundation

^  A  dangerous  epidemic,  the  principal  symptoms  of 
which  were  cold  in  the  head  and  pleurisy,  broke  oat  early  . 
in  the  winter,  among  the  600  inhabitants  of  Lichtenau,  and 
lasted  throughout  the  whole  of  it.    A  similar  disorder  pre- . 
vailed  at  New  Herrnbut,  and  proved  more  fatal.    At  that 
station,  the  Missionaries  were  unable  to  sow  their  gardens  > 
before  the  banning  of  July,  and  the  long  continuance  of 
drift«ice  proved  of  serious  hindrance  to  the  Greeoland^rs  in 
the  seal-fishery.    Otherwise,  there  was  no  want  of  a  supply 
at  any  of  our  settlements.    At  Licbtenau,  wh^re  there  are 
364  inhabitants,  they  were  long  blocked  up  by  immense 
masses  of  snow.

.  «  »^JBiSr/iyZ)/EiS'.— In  the  three  Danish  islands,  St. 
Thomaa,  Su  Croix,  and  St.  Jan,  divine  life  appears  to  per^ 
vnde  the  seven  negro  congregations.  The  most  numerous  is 
that  at  Friedensfeld,  in  St  Croix,  which  numbers  2282  per- 
sons. The  moist  weather,  so  fruitful  for  theangar  plantations,* 
l^ad,  ho#tver,  produced  dangerous .  fevers,  from  which  our 
Huropean  Brethren  and  Sisters  had  their  share  of  suflfering. 
Three  active  Missionaries,  in  the  prime  of  life,  were  called , 
home  to  eternal  rest,  viz.  Sister  Sparmeyer,  ef  St.  Croix,  in, 
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September;  Shter  Blitt,of  StThomas,  in  October ;  and  Brother 
Qlockter^  in  St«  Jan.  The  mieeion  was  reinforced  by  the 
arrival  of  Brother  Ebermenn  and  his  wife,  from  North  Ame- 
rieai  and  Brother  and  Sister  Plattner,  and  the  single  Brethren 
Klingienberg  and  Freytag,  from  Germany:  also  by  the  safe 
retm'n  of  Brother  Yung,  from  a  visit  to  Europe.  .     . 

^  In  November,  Brother  Zetzsche  sailed  for  St^  Thomas.* 
Brother  and  Sister  Hobe  have  returned  to  Europe,  after  a 
faithful  service  of  31  years.    Brother  Sybrecht  has  under-, 
taken  the  superintendance  of  the  external  affairs  of  the 
mipsion,  and  removed  with  that  view  to  New  Herrnhut   Our , 
mission-premises  were  graciously  preserved  from  harm  during, 
a  second  destructive  fire  in  the  town  of  Tappus,  the  capital  of 
St.  Thomas.

Antigua^  where  14823  negroes  are  under  the  care  of  our 
Brethreu,  Brother  Wright,   from  St.  Kitts,   and    Brother 
Miintxer,  and  the  Brethren  Simon  and  ?ippel,  from  Europe, 
have  been  newly  appointed.    A  new  mission-house  has  been, 
begun  at  JSt.  John's,  the  present  building  having  been  found, 
too  small  to  provide  the  needful  acconunodatiou.  The  single 
sister  M'Dermot,  of  Gracehill,  has  lately  accepted  a  call  to 
this  mission.    Several  shocks  of  earthquakes  were  felt  in, 
January,  and  again  in  April,  of  a  stronger  description,  so  as. 
to  alarm  the  inhabitants.    Though  suffering  from  frequent 
indisposition,  21  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  this  island  have 
been  enabled  to  persevere  in  their  work  with  joy,  and  to  see 
abundant  fruit  of  their  labours.

Sister  Sonderman.  Brother  and  Sister  Teutsch  followed 
some  months  later.    The  crops  had  again  failed ;  and  in  tho' 
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"  neighbourhood  of  Oroenekloof,  a  mortal  distemper  among 
the  cattle  caused  serious  loss.    The  abundance  of  pumpkins 
'  at  Enon,  alleriated  the  distress  occasioned  by  the  scarcity  of 
corn;   and  -at  Gnadenthal,  the  poor  Hottentots  hare  been 
t  enabled  to  satisfy  their  hunger,  by  means  of  a  plentiful  supply 
of  wild  almonds.    The  number  of  inhabitants  at  Gnadenthal 
was  1218.    In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  new  life»  and  lore 
to  Jesus  appeared  to  be  enkindled  in  the  hearts  of  the  Hot- 
tentots, many  of  whom  joined  tbemselres  into  little  compa^ 
nies,  and  engaged  with  each  other  to  walk  as  true  followers 
•  of  the  Lord. 

^  Of  the  patients  in  the  leper's  hospital,  at.  Hemel-en- 
Aarde,  whose  number  exceeds  100,  more  than  half  hare  been 
awakened  through  the  labours  of  Brother  and  Sister  Leifner, 
and  those  who  hare  been  admitted  members  of  the  Church 
of  Christ,  appear  to  grow  daily  in  knowledge  and  in  grace. 

'  <<  Elim  increases  gradually^  and  is  a  blessing  to  the 
whole  neighbourhood.  On  festiral  occasions,  more  than  5100 
firiends  bare  sometimes  attended  the  meetings.  The  Sunday- 
school  is  frequented  by  a  large  company,  both  of  adults  and 
children,  and  a  means  of  benefit  to  old  and  young.  Owing 
to  the  pressure  of  the  times,  many  Rottenfot  families  hare 
flocked  to  Groenekloof;  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  which 
appeared  erident  among  these  poor  people,  has  been  pro- 
ductire  of  blessed  effscts  likewise  among  the  older  inha- 
bitants, whereby  our  Brethren  hare  been  encouraged  to 
perserere  in  their  work  with  renewed  confidence.  The 
congregation  at  £non  has  increased  to  400  members,  the 
number  of  inhabitanti,  to  460.  Brother  H&llbeck  accompa- 
nied  Brother  and  Sister  Nauhaus  thither  in  May  last,  and 
spent  abore  fir^  weeks,  from  June  lOtb  to  July  26tb,  at 
Enon  and  its  neighbourhood,  witnessing  with  joy  and  thank- 
fulness, the  earnest  desire  of  the  Hottentots  to  be  made  acw 
quainted  with  Christ  and  His  great  salration.

*^  W£  send  you,  though  late,  the  statemeDt  of  our  receipis 
and  disborsements  in  the  year  1825.  You  will  perceiFe,  that 
nearly  one  third  of  the  sums  expended  was  for  the  two  new 
settlements,  Fredericksthal  in  Greenland,  and  Elim  in  South 
Africa. 

*^  You  will  no  doubt  join  with  us  in  praise  and  thanks- 
giring'  to  our  gracious  heavenly  Father,  who  has  so  bouqti- 
folly  supplied  us  with  the  means  of  meetiug  th^  many  and 
unaroidable  expences  attending  so  extensive  a  work.  We 
need  not  use  any  words  of  exhortation  to  excite  you  to  this 
most  pleasant  duty;  your  own  hearts  ^ill  be  filled  with 
gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  gifts,  on  considering  what 
He  has  done  for  us  in  the  year  past.  To  all  those  kind 
friends  and  benefactors,  who  have  with  such  heartfelt  parti- 
cipation in  the  welfare  of  our  missions,  and  with  such  libe- 
rality assisted  in  their  maintenance,  we  beg  herewith  to  re- 
turn the  most  cordial  thanks.

^  There  were,  at  the  close  of  1825, 178  persons  employed 
in  thirty-six  stations.  Sixty  adults  and  sixty-seven  children 
were  provided  for  by  the  Committee,  as  stated  in  the  account.

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<<  We  felt  great  grief,  when  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  so 
many  useful  and  active  labourers  in  our  Missiouary  service 
into  eternal  rest,  but  had  also  the  joy  to  see  their  places  sup- 
plied by  thirteen  Brethren  and  eleven  Sisters,  who  with 
willing  hearts  oflTered  themselves  to  enter  upon  the  same 
blessed  service  of  calling  the  heathen  in  different  parts  of  the 
eartb  to  come  to  Jesus,  their  Creator  and  Saviour, 

**  (Here  follows  some  account  of  the  different  missions, 
which  is  nearly  similar  to  the  report  of  1826,  above  inserted,- 

**  The  general  Synod  ofthe  Brethren's  Church,  assembled 
at  Herrnhut,  in  1825,  made  the  missions  a  peculiar  object  of 
their  attention,  and  the  hearts  of  all  present  were  filled  with 
humble  gratitude  to  the  Lord  for  the  mercy  and  favour  shewn 
to  our  Church  in  this  branch  of  our  constitution,  by  which 
we  are  encouraged  to  hope  and  believe,  that  He  will  not  for- 
sake  us,  notwithstanding  our  many  failings  and  shortcomings, 
but  continue  to  own  and  bless  us  as  part  of  His  family  on 
earthy  and  grant  us  to  bear  fruit  welUpleasing  to  Him.  Both 
by  written  memorials  and  the  verbal  testimonies  of  some 
Missionaries  present  at  the  Synod,  we  were  gfreatly  encouraged 
and  refreshed. 

**  We  also  rejoiced  at  the  success  granted  by  God  to  the 
ministry  of  our  fellow-labourers  in  diflferent  communities, 
who  are  at  present  zealously  engaged  in  bringing  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation  to  heathen  nations  in  many  distant  parts 
ofthe  world,  and  we  pray,  that,  by  His  blessing,  it  may  con- 
tinue to  attend  them  everywhere. 

^*  As  a  signal  proof  of  the  Lord's  mercy  towards  us,  we 
consider  that  He,  by  His  Spirit,  has  inclined  the  bearte  of  so 
many  of  His  children  and  servants  in  other  denominations, 
to  take  an  active  share  in  the  well-being  and  support  of  the 
endeavours  ofthe  Brethren*s  Church,  to  promote  the  spread 
ofthe  Gkmpel.  Their  exertions  in  our  behalf  have  been  un- 
remitting, and  the  fruits  thereof  beyond  all  our  expectation. 
May  He  bless  them  and  g^nt  them  to  perceive,  that  their, 
labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  This  will  be  their  roost 
acceptable  reward. 
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**  To  us,  dear  Brethren,  who  are  members  of  a  Church, 
which  the  Lord  has  so  uudeservedly  fiiToured,  and  counted 
worthy,  for  94  years^  to  proclaim  the  word  of  His  salvation  to 
beatheb  nations,  sitting  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of 
death,  this  great  privilege  and  commission  shall  always  re- 
main highly  important  and  precious.  Let  us,  though  deeply 
sensible  of  our  unworthiness,  pray  fervently  to  the  Lord  our 
God  and  Saviour,  that  He  would  continne  thus  to  bless  us, 
granting  to  us  wisdom,  faith,  and  full  confidence  in  His  help, 
and  still  prepare  and  send  forth  many  willingly  devoted 
servants  from  among  us  into  His  vineyard.

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SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Extract  of  the  Diary  of  ENON,/or  the  Year  1836* 
JANUARY  1st.  We  celebrated  the  Holy  CommunioD,  and 
experienced  in  truth  the  ful6lment  of  our  Lord*8  gracious 
promise,  that  He  will  be  with  His  people  alway,  even  to  the 
end  of  the  world.  We  had  already,  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
old,  and  in  the  first  hour  of  the  new  year,  felt  our  hearts  en* 
livened  and  comforted  by  His  presence  with  us,  hearing  our 
confessions,  forgiving  our  manifold  sins  and  failings,  and 
granting  us  the  assurance  in  our  hearts,  that  He  will  con- 
tinue to  own,  and  bless  this  branch  of  His  flock,  which  He 
has  brought  out  of  the  darkness  of  heathenism,  to  the  mar- 
vellous light  of  His  gospel,  and  will  set  us  in  this  place,  to 
His  praise  on  earth.  We  pray  Him,  that  as  He  is  pleased  to 
pause  our  congregation  to  increase  in  numbers,  He  would 
give  to  us.  His  poor  servants,  an  increase  of  strength,,  grace, 
and  wisdom,  that  our  labour  among  them  may  be  attended 
with  success  for  the  good  of  their  souls. 

2d.  We  were  thankful  to  be  favoured  with  «  plentiful 
shower,  after  long  and  destructive  drought.  On  this  and  the 
following  days,  Brother  and  Sister  Halter  spoke  with  those 
individuals,  who  are  not  yet  baptized,  and  with  the  children. 
They  made  a  very  favourable  report  of  their  intercourse  with 
them,  having  with  great  joy  perceived,  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
leads  most  of  them  into  a  deeper  knowledge  of  themselves, 
as  sinners  who  need  a  Saviour,  and  whom  they  desire  to  know 
better,  that  they  may  experience  the  cleansing  from  sin  and 
unrighteousness  in  His  precious  blood.  Some,  indeed,  are 
very  ignorant,  and  do  not  rightly  know  their  own  mind,  but 
when  the  love  of  Jesus  to  lost  men  is  spoken  of,  they  listen 
.with  great  attention  and  seriousness ;  with  such,  and  with  the 
children,  we  will  have  patience. 

A  man  said,  ^I  am  a  great  sinner,  and  not  worthy  to 

be  suffered  to  sit  here,  but  I  cry  to  God  to  forgive  all  my 

sins,  and  have  hope,  since  Jesus  has  already  shown  favour  to 

me,  and  permitted  me  to  be  a  candidate  for  baptism.    I  now

pray  Him  to  let  me  be  baptised  and  to  wasb  me  from  sin  in 
His  blood/* 

Another  expressed  himself  thus:  ^<I  am  a  lost  crea- 
iare,  and  have  a  very  corrupt  heart;  but  I  sincerely  wisU  to 
be  delivered  from  all  that  is  evil  within  nde.  fint  ah !  how 
caii  I  expect  it,  miserable  as  I  am !  where  shall  I  find  Jesust 
of  whotti  T  hear,  that  He  loves  poor  siiiners?"  He  wasdirected 
to  apply  simply,  and  in  faith,  to  our  Saviour,  fot  the  remis-^ 
siob  of  ^In,  for  thb  sake  of  His  precious  blood. 

A  youth  said:  *•  I  have  lived  long  at  Enon,  but  I  never 
felt  so  happy  as  ilince  Christmas-day  last;  for  on  that  day 
th^  Lord  heard  my  prayer,  and,  I  could  believe,  that  He  bad 
fbr^v^n  me  my  sins.  O!  that  I  might  always  have  the  samd 
joy,  and  live  to  tfa^  ptaise  of  the  Lord  Jesus ! '' 

A  female  observed,  that  she  had  come  hither,  merely 
iTol*  the  sake  of  her  soul.  **  T  am  a  great  sinner,''  said  she, 
^  and  pray  that  Jesus,  of  whose  love  to  sinners  I  hear  so 
much,  tbay  forgivi^  me  my  siris,  before  I  die,  for  I  am  old, 
and  cannot  expect  to  live  much  longer  in  this  World.'' 

0B  the  6thf  being  £piphany,  we  called  to  mind  the 
first  manifestation  of  our  incamate  God  and  Saviour  to  the  bed* 
theb,  in  His  causing  tfa^  wise  men  from  the  East  to  find  Him, 
and  tb  Worship  Hiifa  as  Aeir  new-born  King.  We,  with  bur 
congregation,  offered  up  praise  and  prayer,  with  spedal 
thanksgiving  fdr  His  hav^ing  also  shewn  mercy  to  the  dot- 
tentot  natiba,  pitied  their  miserable  *tate,  and  sent  His  gos* 
pel  to  them,  by  Which  many  hundreds  of  them  had  already 
been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  to  felldw- 
ship  widi  Him  and  His  Church  on  earth.  In  the  afternoon^ 
fiv^  persons  received  Holy  Baptism.  The  Lord  made  it  to 
us  and  our  jpeople,  a  day  of  great  blessinj^. 

Ui/u  Btothek*  Hdter  moved  into  his  new  dwelling. 
He  has  taught  three  young  Hottentots  the  Joiner's  business, 
and  they  are  good  workmen, 

22cl.  Brothier  Schmitt  dnd  his  wife  set  oul  for  IJiteti^. 
bage,  bvkt  in  the  afternoon  the  dreadful  thunder  stohhs  wbich 
vuccbeded  ieAch  oth^r  tr ith  increasing  violence, «nd  threateni^ 
ed  a  breaking  of  the  clouds,  compelled  them  to  return ;  and 
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yf^0  were  glad  to  see  tbem  again  in  safety.  A  secon;}  attempt 
made  on  the  following  day,  was  likewise  vain,  as,  by  the  yio» 
lent  rains,  the  Sundays  river,  had  swelled  to  sncb  )a  degree, 
that  to  cross  it  was  impracticable. 

24th  and  25^^  Brother  and  Sister  Halter  spoke  with 
the  baptized,  and  candidates  for  baptism,  and  declared,  that 
their  conversations  with  them  hadheen  blessed  to  their  own 
9ouls.  A  man  said:  ^*  I  am  now  fully  convinced  of  my  great 
HQworthines^,  but  Jesus,  my  crucified  Saviour,  is  my  only  hope* 
Though  I  feel  so  ppor  in  myself,  ia  Him  I  find  all  I  want, 
and  life  and  salvation."  Another  spoke  with  pecuUar  emo» 
tioD,  of  the  joy  he  experienced  in  coomiuniou  with  Christ, 
and  added:  ''Our  Saviour  has  indeed  shown  great  mercy  to 
me,  in  having  brought  me  to  Himself,  and  made  a  covenaat 
ivith  me.  May  I  prove  my  gratitude  to  Him,  by  honouring 
Him  in  my  walk  and  conversation.'' 

The  communicants  having  also  been  spoken  with,  we  had 
a  blessed  participation  of  the  JUird's  Supper,  on  the  28th. 
Five  persons  were  present  as  candidates* 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month,  pumpkins  and  Indian 
corn  were  sowed  in  our  corn-fields,  under  Brother  Schmitt'« 
direction,  and  as  the  weather  seems  to  oontinise  favourable, 
we  trust  we  shallj  by  God's  blessing,  reap  a  good  harvest. 
In  a  very  short  time,  these  useful  vegetables  iexhibited  amost 
promising  appearance. 

February.  In  these  days  we  received  letters  from 
Germany,  by  which  we  were  informed  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Generaf  Synod  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  held  at 
Herrnhut,  in  1825,  and  of  the  appointment  of  the  new  Qiem* 
hers  of  the  Elders'  Conference  of  the  Unity,  aiid  we  joined 
in  prayer  for  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  upon  them. 

On  entering  into  the  solemn  season  of  Lent,  we  com* 
mended  ourselves  and  our  dear  congregation  to  the  X^rd, 
and  the  guidance  of  His  Holy  Spirit,  that  He  would  xei^eal 
to  our  hearts,  with  renewed  clearness,  the  mystery  of  the 
the  cross  of  Christ,  and  grant  us  to  experience  in  truth 
efficacy  of  His  atoning  sacrifice^    for  the  destruction  of 
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Ili9  life  of  silly  and  ^li«  renewing  of  the  divitie  life  withk 
in  us. 

In  the  middle  of  this  month,  the  beat  became  almoat 
insupportable.  For  several  days,  Fahrenheit's  thermometer 
rose  from  106  to  1 10  degrees  above  0.  A  strong  wind  ac- 
companied it.  All  onr  melons,  beans,  potatoes,  Indian  corn, 
and  pnmpkins  were  scorched  and  destroyed.  Those  left  of 
the  latter  fruit,  which  might  have  been  used,  were  devoured 
by  porcupines ;  and  as  these  creatures  seek  their  food  only  by 
night,  it  is  not  only  difficult  to  see  and  catch  them,  but  the 
attempt  is  rendered  extremely  dangerous,  on  account  of  many 
wild  beasts  and  elephants.  The  latter  tread  so  softly,  that 
they  may  approach  a  man  within  6ve  or  six  paces^  in  the  dark 
unperceived.  This  happened  to  some  of  our  young  people, 
who  were  on  one  side  of  a  hedge,  and  the  monster  close  to 
the  other.    Providentially  none  of  them  were  hurt. 

22d.  In  the  evening,  two  men  received  the  blessing  of 
confirmation,  previous  to  their  partaking  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, on  the  25th. 

37M.  Brother  Schmitt  and  his  wife  went  to  Uiten- 
faage,  on  business.    They  returned  safe  to  us  on 

March  ^h.  The  same  day  a  man  arrived  here,  from  whom 
we  purchased  twenty-threesack8(muid8)  of  wheat,  for  twenty- 
six  dollfirs  the  muid,  and  were  truly  thankful  to  God,  that  he 
had  l>een  providentially  directed  hither.  He  had  intended 
to  go  to  Grahamstown,  where  he  expected  to  get  a  higher 
price,  and  though  that  town  is  three  days'  journey  from 
hence,  a  Hottentot  does  not  in  general  calculate  upon  loss  of 
time,  and  wear  and  tear,  if  he  may  but  hope  for  four  or  five 
dollars  more  for  his  goods. 

In  the  evening,  two  couple  were  joined  together  in  ho- 
ly matrimony. 

7ih.  -We  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Schmidt  and  his  family,  from  Uitenhage. 

Sih.  Brother  Schmitt  baptized  a  sick  child  in  the  pa- 
rents' house.  Our  visitors  were  present  at  this  transaction, 
which  was  attended  with  the  grace  and  blessing  of  our  Lord 
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and  Sayioun  They  expressed  tbemeelTee  rnnch  pleated  and 
edified.  The  foar  daughters  of  Mrs.  Bamett,  sister  to  Mrs« 
Schmidt,  distributed  with  their  own  hands  several  articles  of 
clothing  to  eight  poor  Hottentot  children,  who  expressed 
their  gratitude  for  these  gifts  in  a  proper  manner.  In  the 
evening' meeting,  the  ReT.  Mr.  Schmidt  delivered  an  impres- 
sive discourse  to  the  congregation  on  the  texts  appointed 
for  the  day.  We  were  greatly  edified  by  his  address;  and 
our  Hottentots  spoke  of  it  afterwards  with  much  feeling 
and  delight. 

Ibtk.  We  received  at  length  the  agreeable  news  of  the 
safe  arrival  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters,  Lemmertz  and  Son- 
derman,  at  the  Cape,  on  the  24th  of  February.  About  this 
time,  it  pleased  our  heavenly  Father  to  send  us  fruitful  rains, 
by  which  bounds  were  set  to  the  baneful  influence  of  the 
long-continued  drought. 

On  entering  into  the  Passion-week,  we  offered  op  fer- 
vent prayer  unto  our  merciful  Saviour,  that  He  would  renew 
to  us  all  a  deep  sense  of  His  love  unto  deaths  that  it  may 
produce  in  us  a  firm  determination  to  surrender  ourselves  up 
unto  Him,  who  has  bought  us  with  His  precious  blood. 

19th.  A  man  was  confirmed  for  the  first  enjoyment  of 
the  Lord's  Supper. 

Brother  Hornig  and  his  wife  spoke  with  all  the  new 
people,  candidates  for  baptism,  and  children^  and  made  a 
pleasing  report  of  it  to  the  Conference.  They  rejoiced  to  see 
so.  many  proofs  of  the  faithfulness  of  Jesus,  as  the  good  Shep- 
herd, who  follows  the  poor  straying  sheep  through  the  wil- 
derness, brings  them  to  His  fold,  convinces  them  of  their  lost 
estate,  and  approves  Himself  as  their  Helper  and  Saviour.  Many 
of  the  children  however  were  very  inattentive  and  careless. 

A  man  said :  **  My  heart  is  yet  so  full  of  evil,  that  1  might 
easily  be  seduced  to  every  thing  that  is  bad;  but  I  trust  Jto 
the  Lord,  that  He  will  hear  my  prayer,  and  deaden  all  sin 
within  me.'' 

An  ojd  female,  being  asked  whether  she  had  come  hither 
with  an  intention  of  devoting  herself  to  God,  and  following 
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Hkway«,rfplMd/'Iii4«fidIhaFe;  Ibare  thatintentioo.  Ihave 
■enred  the  cJd  Bmm  (aieaniDg'  the  devil)  long  enough  in  the 
days  of  my  ignorance,  faut  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  deli- 
vered firom  his  serrice,,^' 

Another,  who  begged  earneatly  to  be  baptized,  was 
asked,  whether  she  was  willing  entirely  to  forsake  the  ways 
of  the  world,  sin,  and  Satan,  answered,  **Oyes,  the  devil 
has  never  done  any  good  to  me,  but  Jesus  has  merited  for 
vie  ail  happiness  and  life  .eternal.  I  will  therefore  live  to 
Him  and  serve  Him." 

On  Maundy  Thursday,  we  had  a  very  blessed  partici- 
pation of  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  celebration  of  Good  Friday  wasattended  with  great 
•blessing  to  «s  and  those  of  our  people,  who  could  be  present 
wkh  us*  Some  were  obliged,  on  account  of  various  circum- 
stances, to  be  from  home;  but  our  place  of  worship  was  filled 
5ri^  ^teotive  hearers.  We  contemplated  the  sufferings  and 
death  of  our  crucified  Redeemer  with  a  renewed  conviction, 
wrought  by  His  spirit  in  our  hearts,  that  ^  Ife  wa$  wounded 
Jbr  WkT  iranagreisions  attd  bruised  far  our  inigtriliesJ^  May 
it  be  abiding,  and  produce  real  conversion  of  heart,  and  a 
determioaM'on  to  live  alone  for  Him,  who  gave  Himself  to 
death  for  us. 

25th.  The  men  were  all  busily  employed  in  cleaning 
the  burial-g^round,  and  exerted  themselves  with  great  ea- 
gerness to  do  it  well.  We  were  the  more  gratified  with  this 
proof  of  their  willingness  to  do  the  work,  as,  in  geperal,  it  is 
not  easy  to  persuade  a  Hottentot  to  undertake  any  thing  for 
ihe  public  good,  even  though  he  is  otherwise  unemployed. 

Q6th.  On  Easte^  Sunday  morning,  we  met  at  sun-rise 
in  the  burial  ground,  and  prayed  the  usual  litany,  remem- 
•bering  those  who  have  departed  in  the  faith  of  Christ,  and 
whom  we  hope  to  follow  into  His  presence,  and  to  rise  to 
•life  everlasting  by  the  power  of  His  glorious  resurrection. 

The  public  service  was  well  attended;  and  in  the  after- 
noon we  held  a  meeting  with  all  tb^  coramunicantn,  when  a 
conversation  took  place,  which  gave  to  several  of  them  an  op- 
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love  and  ^ratitiide  to  oor  Sariour  fdr  all  He  htm  done  for 
UB  by  His  boly  incai'ttation,  life,  saiTeriDgSy  death,  and  reauiw 
rection. 

On  Eaat^  Monday  afterAoon,  ten  (>e#80ti8  received  Holy 
Baptism.  This  solemn  transaction  made  a  de^p  impressioit 
upon  all  present. 

April  2d.  As  usual,  on  thb  first  Sunday  after  Easter^ 
all  those  who  had  either  been  baptised,  of  admitted  to  the 
Lord's  Suppef  since  Easter  hst  yeHr,  had  a  day  of  thanks- 
lafiving,  and  were  Exhorted  to  remain  faithfiil  to  their  Ugh  and 
heavenly  calling. 

6/A.  Some  of  our  meh,  who  had  beep  commissioned 
to  conduct  a  vagabond,  FerQfn  BUUgey  who  bad  frequently 
come  hither  without  a  passport,  and  created  disturbance  in 
the  settlenient,  to  tJitenhage,  to  be  delrvered  into  the  hands 
of  the  magistrates,  returned  to  us,  and  brought  a  letfer-frora 
Brother  Hallbeck;  by  which  we  were  informed,  that  Brother 
Lemmertz  would  not  returA  to  Enon,  having  received  an  ap-^ 
pointment  at  Gnadenthal,  but  that  Brother  Nauhaus  atid  bis 
wife  would  dome  to  us,  and  that  he  would  accompany  them 
hither  on  a  visit.  These  lie^rs  were  made  known  to  the  Hot^ 
tentot  congregation  on  the  following  day.  Much  as  they 
Kjoiced  in  the  expectation  bf  the  arrival  of  the  abov^men-^ 
tioned  party,  regret  for  the  loss  of  their  former  beloved 
teacher,  Brother  Lemmertz,  was  general,  and  many  tears 
Were  shed. 

On  the  lOtli  and  11th,  the  baptized  and  candidateli  for 
the  Lord's  Supper  were  spoken  with  individually  by  Bro-^ 
ther  and  Sister  Hornig,  with  much  satisfaction »  Among 
other  expressions  of  the  Hottentots,  they  report  the  following  i 
A  man' said,  **  Ala^,  the  cares  of  this  lifo  are  apt  too  often 
to  supersede  the  desire  after  heavenly  things*  I  tbercfofe 
cry  to  the  Lord  fervently,  that  He  would  fi^  my  mind 
more  firmly  upon  the  one  thing  needful,  and  upon  His  hvlU 
ferings  and  death  for  me,  that  my  chief  care  may  be  fb  love 
and  serve  Him. 

A  person,  who  has  lately  be^6  re-admitted,  to  our  fel- 
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lowthip«  nidy  **  Some  time  ago,  I  entertained  tbe  dreadfal 
and  wicked  thought,  that  I  woald  again  follow  the  inclina- 
tions of  my  corrapt  and  sinful  heart,  and  give  myself  again 
to  the  service  of  sin ;  but  the  spirit  of  God  reproved  me  so 
sharply,  and  reminded  me  of  aU  I  had  promised  our  Saviour 
at  my  re-admission,  that  I  was  seized  with  inexpressible  an- 
guish, and  cried  mightily  to  Him  for  mercy  and  help.  He 
heard  me ;  and  I  can  now  declare,  that  I  have  surrendered 
myselFanew  to  Him  as  His  property." 

From  the  16th  to  the  ISth  it  rained  so  hard,  that  the 
Witte  Revier  rose  from  six  to  eight  feet  above  its  ordinary 
level ;  and  as  the  water  threatened  to  penetrate  into  the  lower 
part  of  our  mill,  and  to  rise  still  higher,  we  cleared  the  pre- 
mises of  all  the  goods  expojied  to  it.  By  God's  mercy,  no 
harm  was  done  to  the  mill;  l)ut  when  the  flood  subsided,  we 
perceived  that  the  dam  had  been  considerably  injured  by 
it,  which  not  only  puts  us  to  much  expense  for  repairs,  but 
prevents'  our  using  the  mill  for  nearly  two  months.  This 
proves  a  great  inconvenience,  both  to  ourselves  and  our 
neighbours. 

20/A.  The  communicants  were  spoken  with  previous  to 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  expressed  their  great  desire  to  partake 
of  this  heavenly  repast.  Two  of  the  number,  however,  were 
excluded,  as  they  had  conducted  themselves  with  levity,  and 
kept-company  with  some  notoriously  bad  characters  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

22cf.  Five  persons  were  present  at  the  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion  as  candidates.  Sister  Schmitt  was  pre- 
vented by  illness  from  attending;  but  living  in  a  room  ad« 
joining  tbe  temporary  chapel,  she  was  able  to  receive  the  sa- 
crament in  her  own  apartment. 

27rt.  Brother  Hornig  set  out  for  ITitenhage,  to  pay 
the  taxes  due  to  Government  from  this  place.  As  it 
rained  violently,  we  were  rather  afraid,  that  he  would  not  be 
able  safely  to  cross  the  Sundays  river. 

May  1st.  He  returned  safe,  and  brought  with  him 
many  letters  from  Europe,  which  afforded  us  great  pleasure. 

On  the  3ri/,  Sister  Hornig  had  very  edifying  conversa- 
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tioM  with  the  single  women,  and  was  glad  to  find  that  they 
were  all  desirous  of  walking  worthy  of  the  gospel,  according 
to  the  precepts  giren  to  them  in  the  word  of  God.  They  de- 
clared it  to  be  their  determination  to  live  unto  the  Lord 
alone  in  this  world. 

On  Ascension-day,  at  a  particular  solemnity,  we  called 
to  mind  the  glorious  ascension  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  into 
heaven,  and  commended  ourselves  to  Him  as  our  High  Priest 
and  Intercessor,  and  only  Advocate,  that  He  would  remem« 
her  us  also  for  good,  whilst  walking  in  this  vale  of  tears. 

6ih.  We  hatl  an  agreeable  visit  from  our  friend  Mr. 
Silberbauer  and  iiis  family.  They  brought  us  a  letter  from 
Brother  Clemens  at  Groenekloof;  and  we  rejoiced  to  hear 
of  the  wellbeing  of  our  fellow-labourers  and  their  congre- 
gation in  that  distant  settlement.  About  this  time,  we  had 
the  pleasure  to  witness  the  recovery  of  Sister  Schmitt  from 
an  illness,  which  had  at  one  period  appeared  of  a  dangerous 
complexion. 

On  the  12M,  we  celebrated  our  anniversary,  according 
to  the  practice  of  some  of  our  Grerman  congregations,  who 
have  transferred  the  celebration  of  these  festivals  to  the  12th 
of  May,  as  being  a  day,  on  which  many  important  events 
took  place  in  the  Brethren's  Church. 

Whitsuntide  was  a  season  of  much  blessing  to  us  and 
our  congregation,  while  we  called  to  mind,  with  praise  and 
thanksgiving,  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the 
disdples  of  our  Lord,  by  whom  they  were  endued  with  pow- 
er from  on  high,  and  made  able,  with  efiect,  to  preach  that 
word  of  the  Cross  by  which  we  also  have  been  led  to  Jesus 
as  our  only  Savieur,  and  the  heathen  called  to  partake  of  Hu* 
g^reat  salvation. 

Four  children  were  baptized.  In  the  evening,  two  per- 
sons were  confirmed,  previous  to  their  first  piarticipation  of 
the  Lord's  Supper.  Brother  Schmitt  and  his  wife  spoke  in- 
dividually with  the  communicants,  much  to  their  satisfaction. 
They  found  them  not  only  desirous  to  partake  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  but  giving  proofs  of  their  growth  in  the  know- 
ledge of  themselves  and  the  love  of  our  Saviour,  and  seek- 
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iKg  by  ^ii  grate  and  p^wer  fo  MttSk  worthy  of  their  Chrhiu 
tfam  profisMioii. 

On  the  2Mhf  we  met  to  celebrate  this  gacred  ordinaiice. 
brother  Homig  suflTered  so  much  from  the  injary  done  to  his 
eye,  that  he  could  not  assist  at  it. 

.  21#^.  About  sunset,  there  was  a  total  eclipse  of  the  moon. 
None  of  us  had  ever  seen  one  lik^  it.  It  gaTe  rise  to  many 
conjectures  on  the  part  of  the  Hottentots.  Some  thought  that 
its  light  was  absolutely  extinguished.  Others,  that  it  had  hid 
itself  behind  the  World.  However,  when  it  appeared  again 
as  usual,  the  cause  was  easily  explained  to  them. 

9l$t.  W«  sent  a  man  with  a  team  of  bullocks  three 
days^  journey  to  the  T¥interhoek's  mountains,  to  assist  our 
Brethren  Hallbeck  and  Nauhaus  on  their  jonmey  to  us. 

June  4M.  A  communicant,  Jtutina  PaedewdckteTf 
departed  this  life  in  childbed,  after  much  sufTerifig.  The 
whole  congregation  took  share  in  this  mournful  event,  anfd 
all  were  deeply  affected  by  it,  for  she  had  been  uinversaJly  re* 
spected.  Her  remains  were  interred  on  the  6th,  and  follow- 
kd  to  the  grave  by  the  whole  congregation,  with  many  tears. 
She  was  bom  at  Gnadenthal  in  the  year  1806,  and  baptized 
in  1809.  From  her  youth,  her  walk  and  convermtion  were 
worthy  of  the  gospel.  She  was  received  a  member  of  the 
congregation  at  Uitenhage  in  May^  1819,  during  oar  exile, 
in  consequence  of  the  destruction  of  the  settlement  on  the 
Witte  Revier  by  the  Caffres.  February  1, 1823,  she  became 
a  partaker  of  the  Holy  Communion.  Having  a  pecoHar 
gift  of  making  herself  useful  to  little  children,  Brother 
Lemmertz  engaged  her  as  nursery  maid.  Her  good  con- 
duct and  faithfulness  in  this  service  was  truly  exemplary, 
till  the  departure  of  her  master  and  mistress  for  Europe,  in 
18SM«  She  afterwards  became  connected  with  some  light- 
minded  young  people,  and  got  into  such  deviations,  that  we 
Were  obliged  to  exclude  her  from  our  fellowship.  But  the 
Lord,  as  the  good  Shepherd,  followed  this  poor  straying 
sheep,  and  would  not  suffer  her  to  become  a  prey  to  the  ene- 
iny>    He  guve  her  true  repentance ;  and  she  cried  incessant- 
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)jj Icur  upuercy  ^nd  fngi^W^n  of  her  JonQy $iM;  ttorironl<l 
•lie  be  comfortedt  votil  sbe  bad  firand  it  in  tbe  afl-miifficiettt 
meritg  of  Jeww^  ^d  Mtb  m  tbat  blood»  «f bicb  dcanfoth  tnm 
«)l  sin  and  unrigbtepitsiieMi.  After  ber  re^adiaisaion,  sbe 
nai»7  truly  he  wd  to  bav^  lived  in  eommimon  with  God; 
and  her  conii^e^rBirfioa  with  eome  of  ber  intimate  frieods  gare 
pleasing  proof,  tbat  sbe  knieir  Jesuis  as  tbe  Friend  of  pooc 
penitent  simiere.  Wb^n  sbe  ^as  taken  ilU  she  declared,  that 
sbe  was  ready  Xo  depart  iand  go  to  Htm,  fofer  sbe  was  snrri 
that  He  would  now  take  her  home  to  Hinoself.  Sbe  bad 
been  married  only  last  year  to  C<mrud  Paer^Uwdd^eTf  with 
wJhom  sbe  lived  very  happily.  She  was  not  quite  ^«nty 
years  old,  when  sbe  departed  into  eternal  bliss. 

lOth.  A  Hottentot,  belonging  to  Gnadenthal,   Rede*, 
fie  JUaurUZf  arrived  on  horseback,  a^ld  bj-onght  us  the  plea- 
sant news  of  the  approach. of  the  expected  company  frook* 
thence,  and  that  they  would  be  with  us  at  noon,    We  there-, 
^e  set  out  with  jnany  of  tbe  inhabitants  to  meet  thenit  and 
came  ^p  with  them  near  the  old  place,  where  we  jeinad  .tn. 
songs  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  for  the  mercies  vouchsafed, 
unto  them  during  their  long  journey.    On  oor  arrival  at  the 
settlement,  the  expressions  of  joy  and  ^congratulations  of  th^ 
Hottentot  were  truly  sincere  and  ferveat.     To  hear  of  tbe 
weliare  j»f  our  fellow-labonrers,  tbetf  ohild^en,  and  the  ^on^^ 
gri^gatJon  at  Onadentbal,  and  to  receive  tfoeir  salutations  and 
written  peoofs  of  their  affection,  afforded  us  the  greatest  de^ 
light.     Atageneralmeetjngjn  the  evening,  BrodierSchmiU 
addressed  the' whole  congregation,  and  having  bid  thd  tmni 
Tellers  welcome  in  the  qame  of  uj^.all,  intvOdiumhBjwi'ther 
Naubaosand   his  wife  , pis  onr  ifature  lieMetw-Jab^urets  in 
this  vineyard  of  the  Lord,  c^liag  Opon  the  HottentoHs  to  give 
t]fmm  their  Ic^e  ^nd  con^efM:;e,  and  to  pratse  >tbe  Lordfor ; 
bringing  them  in  safety  to  ns.     Brother .HaUbedk,4h^n,  in  a) 
short  address,  saluted  the  congregation  from  their  Brethren 
and^iiters  at  Gnadenthal,  whi(5h  was  received  with  loud  ex- 
pressions of  thatiks/ ' 

On  the  15th,  the  Brethren  Halter  and  Hornig  and  their 
wives,  and  Sister  Schmitt,  spoke  with  all  tbe  communicants. 
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wheif  they  heard  many  pleasiog  declarationi  of  gratitude  to 
God  for  agaiD  sending  tbem  teachers,  and  for  all  the  faithfut 
care  bestowed  upon  tbem  by  the  mercy  of  our  Sariour. 

The  Holy  Communion,  on  the  19M,  proved  in  truth  the 
means  of  strengthening  our  feeble  faith  and  love  to  Him, 
whose  death  for  us  we  shew  forth  in  this  holy  ordinance: 
Four  children  were  baptized  by  Brother  Hallbeck. 

Mr.  Rudolf,  a  gentleman,  residing  on  the  Boschman's 
River,  having  kindly  offered  to  allow  us  to  sow  wheat  on  a 
portion  of  his  land,  without  any  compensation  for  the  use  of 
it,  as  in  that  place  the  rust  has  seldom  done  any  mischief, 
we  accepted  of  this  proof  of  his  friendship  ^ith  many  thanks, 
and  sent  our  waggon  with  seed-corn  to  the  spot  allotted 
to  us. 

22^.  Brother  Nauhaus  delivered  his  first  discourse  to 
the  congregation.  It  was  heard  with  great  attention  and 
edification. 

20/ A.  Sister  Halter  was  safely  delivered  of  a  daugh- 
ter, which  in  baptism  received  the  name  of  Joanna '  Wilhelm 
mina. 

27lA.  Brother  Hallbeck  was  engaged  in  speaking  with' 
all  the  men,  and  Sister  Schmitt  with  the  women,  belong-' 
ing  to  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism.  They  were 
thankful  to  perceive  in  many  of  them  an  earnest  desire  to 
grow  in  the  knowledge,  love,  and  grace  of  the  Lord.  Seven' 
persons  were  afterwards  appointed  to  be  baptized,  ten  ad-' 
mitted  to  the  class  of  candidates,  and  one  youth  re-ad- 
mitted. ' 

We  conclude  due  half-yearly  report  by  beseeching  our 
dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  friends  every  where,  fo  remem- 
ber us  and  our  Hottentot  fiock  in  their  prayers  before' the' 
throne  of  grace,  and  commend  ourselves  to  their  loving  parti- 
cipation, as  their  affectionate*  Brethren,

BARBADOES. 

Extract  of  the  Diary  of  Mount  Chance,  (now  Mount  Ta^ 
borj  in  BARBADOES^/rom  M(^  to  December  1826. 

MAY  17th.  Brother  John  Taylor  arrived  at  this  place,  with 
his  wife  and  three  children,  beings  accompanied  by  Brother 
Brunner^  from  Bridgetown.  Brother  Taylor  had  spent  the 
fast  eight  years,  as  a  Missionary  in  Antigua,  viz.  font  years 
at  Gracehill,  and  four  at  Newfield^  from  which  station,  he  was 
called  to  the  service  of  the  mission  in  Barbadoes.  The  Daily 
Word  for  the  day  of  their  arrival,  express^  the  language  of 
their  hearts,  on  entering  upon  a  new  sphere  of  service:  ^  O 
Lord!  opeti  thou  my  lip$f  and  my  mouth  $hall  show  forth 
thy  praise. — ^Ps.  li.  16. 

The  mission-house,  which  had  not  been  occupied  since 
the  departure  of  the  late  Brother  Lichtenthaler,  they  found 
locked  up;  and,  as  it  was  necessary  to  make  some  further  ar- 
rangements for  the  reception  of  the  new  comers,  the  friendly 
invitation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haynes,  of  Bellmount,  to  lodge 
with  them  for  the  present,  was  thankfully  accepted.  The  es- 
tate of  Mr.  Haynes,  for  th6  instruction  of  whose  negroes, 
240  in  number,  this  new  station  has  been  chiefly  formed,  lies 
at  the  short  distance  ofa  quarter  of  a  mife  from  Mount  Chance, 
and  affords,  therefore,  every  facility  of  communication.  May 
the  Lord  lay  His  blessirig  upon  our  feeble  efforts,  to  make 
these  poor  people  acquainted  with  the  way  of  salvation, 
through  a  crucified  Saviour:  an  object  which  the  worthy 
proprietor  and  his  lady  have  long  had  at  heart,  and  which 
induced  them  to  persevere  in  their  application  for  a  resident 
missionary,  notwithstanding  a  variety  of  discouraging  cnrcum- 
stances.  Besides  the  dwelling-house  already  mentioned, 
which  Mr.  Haynes  has  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  mission, 
he  has  erected  a  commodious  church  adjoining  to  it,  about 
3iS  feet  square,  ftirnished  with  five  arched  windows,  and  two 
doors.  Some  grass  land  is  likewise  attach^  to  the  settle* 
ment.    Full  liberfy  is^  given  to  the  negroes  from  any  of  the 
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adjoinbg  estates  to  attend  public  worabip;  wb^nerer  tbej 
can  do  it  witlioat  interferingftHth'tfae  regulations  of  tbe  es- 
tate,  and  tbeir  own  partieuhir  duties. 

Tbe  distance  of  Mount  Cbance  from  Sbaron,  is  eight 
iniles,  and  from  Bridgetown  ten.  Tbe  intervening  country  is 
mucb  more  populous  than  Antigua,  and  better  cultivated. 
From  tbe  boine  at  Mount  Cbance,  about  fifty  st^ar-aiUs 
may  be  seen.  Tbe  bill  on  wbicb  it  is  situated,  is  part  of  a 
ridge  elevated  about  900  feet  above  tbe  sea,  of  which  it  com^ 
mands  a  fine  view  to  the  South  and  East.  There  is  at  pre^^ 
sent  a  .gr^at  scarcity  of  water  in  Barbadoes,  no  rain  bavii^ 
fatten  for  several  raondis :  tbe  cattle  are  consequently  8ufiiftr«v 
faig  much  firom  want  both  of  drink  and  pasturage^  It  may 
however  be  obswved,  tliatthe  inhabitants  of  this  island  dp 
i|ot  depend  entirely  on  tbe  supply  of  rain-water,  as  in  Aoti- 
gua;  rivulets  of  fresh  water  are  not  scarce,  particularly  in 
tbe  district  called  Scotland*  In  Antigua,  on  the  contrary, 
all  the  springs  are  brackish ;  tbe  water  collected  in  cMteras 
or  tainks  isi  consequently,  the  only  resource. 

\Sth.  In  the  course  of  this  day^  Brot|ier  Taylor  audr 
bis  wife  were  busily  occupied  in  getting  their  bouse  into  or« 
der,  in  which  they  were  kindly  assisted  by  Mr«  Hayues.  Bro- 
ther Taylor  likewise  visited,  Jn  company  of  tbe  worthy  pro- 
prietor, the  hospital  and  schoolnroom  belonging  to  Haynes* 
field.  The  latter  is  a  new  building,  with  a  boarded  AooTf 
and  neatly  plastered  and  whitewashed  inside.  The  school  is 
kepi  every  day,  except  Saturday  and  Sunday,  byayouD^ 
white  Woman,  between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  two.  Twelve 
of  the  scholars  are  readinfr  the  gospels,  nine  are  beginnini^ 
tptHad.  Mrs.  Hi^ynes  herself  commenced  the  school,  soon 
after  her  return  from  England  in  1S24;  and  every  Sunday 
morning  the  children  come  to  her  to  Bellmounf,  where  a 
breakfast  is  provided  for  them,  before  they  receive  iastror* 
tioo. 

On  the  following  Sunday,  the2ls^.  Brother  Taylor  walk- 
ed to.fiellnMH6»t,  at  Mrs.  H^ynes'  request,  to  see  tbe  school.* 
He  was  much  .gratified  by  the  orderly  appearance  of  the 
children,  (eriy  in  number:  all  were  neatly  and  cleanly  dresiK 
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«d,  wad  many  of  them  read  oi*  repeated  pdrtioni  of  SeriphmSf 
aad  sang  hyniDs,  very  well.  After  the  school  was  over,  they 
came  to  chitrcfa,  which  was  attended  by  about  fifty  persons 
bemdes  the  children.  A  discourse  was  delirered  to  those 
tESsembled,  from  John  iii.  16,  *'  God  so  loved  the  worlds  that 
lie  gape  Ms  only  begotten  Son^  S^c!^  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haynes 
were  present,  as  were  several  strangers  from  the  neighbour- 
ing plantations.  The  church  will  accommodate  abont  900 
bearers.  At  the  public  serrices  On  the  Sunday  after,  we  had 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  above  a  hundred  negroes  present. 
Their  attention  proved  -an  encouragement  to  us,  and  caused 
us  to  offer  up  fervent  prayers  that  the  precious  seed  sownf  in 
their  hearts,  might  in-  due  time  produce  abundant  fruit,  to  the 
(iraise  and  glory  of  God. 

The  parish  church  is  about  two  miles  distant  from  the 
estate,  but  though  the  clergyman,  with  commendable  atten- 
tion  to  the  welfare  of  the  negroes,  has  instituted  a  service  at  5 
o'clock,  P.  M.  expressly  for  them,  very  few  are  iuthe  habit 
of  attending.  At  Haynesfield,  most  of  the  negroes  are  bap« 
Sited,  with  the  exception  of  the  children,  born  since  the  year 
1818. 

June  4/A.  After  dinner.  Brother  Taylor  and  his  wife  vi^ 
sited  several  negroes  belonging  to  Haynesfield,  in  tlieif 
booses,  from  all  of  whom  they  met  with  a  very  friendly  re- 
ception; but,  on  many,  the  exhortations  to  seek  after  the  sal- 
vation of  their  souls,  and  to  come  to  church,  seemedto  make 
but  little  impression.  One  old  woman  said:  '*  1  am  baptize 
•d,  my  heart  gpood,  me  do  nobody  anything.''  Another  said: 
^  Me  never  go  out  at  night,  don't  speak  ill  of  anybody,  but 
mind  my  own  business."  In  short,  most  of  them  seem  to  have 
no  knowledge  uf  sin,  and  cannot  therefore  feel  their  need  of 
a  Saviour. 

lih*  Brother  Taylor  went  to  Bridgetown  to  make  some 
ttecessary  purchases.  In  the  warehouse  of  Messrs.  Moore 
fc  Co.  be  had  the  unexpected  pleasure  to  meet  a  young  man, 
dM  son  of  Brother  V.  of  Oracehill,  in  the  North  ot  Ireland, 
who  had. formerly  been  a  pupil  of  his,  and  to  receive  a  let^ 
ter  from  the  father^  recommending  him  ta  h»  friendly  notice. 
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Jhe  young,  man  promised  to  pay  an  eariy  tisU  at  Mo^&t 
.Chance. 

Brother  Taylor  dined  at  Bellmount,  where  he  bad  the 
.  pleasure  to  be  introduced  to  the  Rev.  Mr«  G.  rector  of  the  pa^ 
>ri8h  of  St.  John's,  who  entered  into  much  friendly  conversa- 
tion with  hiin,onthe  subject  of  the  Brethren's  Church  and  mis- 
sions.   He  had  not  long  since  been  in^ Antigua. 

18//».  Being  Sunday,  our  services  were  but  thinly  attend- 
ed, one  cause  of  which,  no  doubt,  was,  a  negro  dance  held 
in  our  immediate  neighbourhood.  We  could  see  the  negroes 
flocking  to  it  from  various  directions.  Several  hundreds  were 
assembled,  who  danced  for  a  considerable  time  in  the  open 
air,  to  the  sound  of  music,  which  was  audible  on  our  premi- 
ses. O!  that  the  Lord  would  turn  the  hearts  of  these  poor 
people,  and  lead  them  from  these  foolish  customs,  to  the  hear- 
ing of  His  saving  word,  on  that  day  which  He  has  Himself 
appointed. 

20/A.  In  these  days,  we  began  to  speak  individually  with 
the  new  people:  about  fifteen  came  to  us  in  the  course  of  the 
week,  to  whom  we  endeavoured  to  explain  the  object  of  our 
coming  to  live  among  the  negroes,  to  make  known  to  them 
the  love  of  that  Saviour,  who  died  to  redeem  sinners  from 
eternal  misery* 

.  27^&  At  a  mission-conference  at^Sharon,  three  negroes 
belonging  to  Mount  Chance  were  appointed  candidates  for 
baptism.  At  the  following  prayer-day,  they  were  spoken  with 
individually,  and  the  nature  of  the  privilege  conferred  upon 
them  explained:  they  appeared  io  be  afiected  by  what  they 
heard,  promised  to  attend  the  meetings  for  instruction  regu- 
larly, and  assured  us  of  their  wish  to  become  the.  children 
of  God,  by  faith  in  Jesus. 

July  9th.  To-day  we  began  school  with  18  children,  be- 
longing to  Haynesfield,  in  addition  to  those  already  receiving 
instruction.  They  are  to  come  to  chqrch  at  9  o'clock  on 
Sunday  morning,  when  Brother  Taylor,  assisted  by  some  ne- 
groes, of  the  New  Testament  class,  will  teach  them  to  read* 
They  are  likewise  to  meet  for  two  hours  on  Tuesday,  at^the 
school-house  at  Haynesfield. 
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121%.  To-dfiy  we  held  our  first  eTening-meeting'  in 
-tbe  cborob.  On  tbe  following  day,  we  repaired  to  Sha- 
ron to  celebrate  the  Holy  Commutfiion  with  our  dear  fellow- 
•labourers,  by  the  enjoyment  of  which,  on  the  14/A,  we  were 
^eatly  refreshed. 

I8^A.  We  had  an  agreeable  vtsit  from  Brother  Seitz,  of 
Sharon,  who  spent  a  week  with  us,  to  mutual  edification,  and 
assisted  us  in  various  ways,  in  our  household  and  official  ar- 
rangements. 

31^^  The  Brethren,  Seitz  and  Taylor,  took  a  ride  into 
the  neighbourhood,  into  a  district  called  Scotland,  where 
the  scenery  is  very  picturesque.  At  the  foot  of  a  considera- 
4>le  cliflT,  they  found  a  poor  cabin,  in  which  they  were  glad  to 
take  shelter  from  a  shower  of  rain.  Tbe  inmates  consisted 
of  two  men  and  two  little  girls,  Europeans,  besides  a  negro 
girK  They  seemed  to  be  in  great  poverty.  Being  asked  H 
the  children  went  to  school,  the  father  said,  no,  for  he  had  no 
money  to  defray  the  expense:  he  confessed,  that  he  could 
not  read  himself.  Advice  and  encouragement  were  offered 
to  them,  suited  to  their  circumstances.  There  appear  to  be 
numbers  of  such  poor  white  people  in  this  island.  It  must 
be  mentioned,  however,  to  the  credit  of  the  richer  inhabi- 
tants, that  a  central  school  for  poor  boys  has  lately  been  es- 
tablished; the  building  was  erected  by  subscription,  and 
for  its  support  a  yearly  sum  of  800/.  currency  has  lately  been 
voted  by  the  Legislature.  A  similar  school  for  girls  has  since 
been  built,  likewise  by  subscription,  and  opened  a  few  days 
ago. 

Augvft  6ih.  The  congpregation  at  church  to-day  was 
the  largest  we  have  had  since  we  came  to  Mount  Chance. 
.At  least  150  negroes  were  present,  besides  white  ^people; 
i^nd  great  attention  prevailed.  At  5  A.  M.  we  met  the  chil- 
dren composing  the  reading  class  of  our  school,  to  each  of 
whom  Mrs.  Haynes  has  lately  presented  a  copy  of  the  New 
Testament. 

9th.  Brother  Taylor  visited  an  old  woman,  named  iTa/i- 
nahj  who  was  dangerously  ill  in  the  hospital,  and  who  had 
earnestly  requested  to  be  baptized.  After  several  conversa-

of  heart. 

IdM.  We  spent  this  memorial  day  with  the  coogregA- 
4ion  at  Sbaroni  and  partook  witb  the  comaiuQiciints  belong- 
log  to  it,  fifty-five  in  number,  of  the  l4prd's  Supfteif*  At  tbe 
public  services  the  cbureb  was  crowded. 

In  tbe  latta*  part  of  this  moHtb»  Brother  Taylor  was  ae* 
Tiously  indisposed,  so  as  at  tine  time  to  excite  considerable 
alarm;  the  Lord,  however,  blessed  the  mestns  used  lor  bis 
restoration^  and  on  tbe  27tb  he  was  able  to  officiate  at  Abe 
public  service* 

SeptenAeriih.  JMr.Hayiies  was  so  good  as  to  send  im 
icattie  to  plough  part  of  our  land,  dn  whkh  we  mldemA  to 
sow  Guinea  oom. 

18^A«  In  tbe  evenings  John  AtUmson^  a  negro,  catne  to 
converse  with  Brother  Taylor.  He  related,  tbat  wben^  a 
.boy  in  Africa»  he  went  one  day  witb  a  compaaioB  into  the 
•woods,  where  they  were  met  by  a  lion*  Hit  coknrade  scnun- 
bled  up  a  tree;  not  being  able  to  follow  his  example^  be  lay 
down  quietly  on  the  ground,  and  becouae  he  was  tb^  son  of 
a  king^  tbe  lion  did  not  touch  him*  He  was  toId»  that  he 
did  wrong  to  ascribe  his  preservation  to  any  such  cause,  suiee 
it  was  owing  alone  to  God^s  merciful  providence,  to  whom 
be  sbould  therefore  prove  his  tbaHkiVilness,  by  seekiag  to 
know  and  obey  His  will.  He  is  a  very  intereitiDg  inan, 
writes  his  native  jaogui^e,  which  is  Arabic,  with  facility, 
and  has  learnt  to  read  and  write  a  little  English.  He  is  Qie 
0(  the  most  diligent  in  attendance  at  church,  and  has  often 
expressed  a  wish  to  be  baptized. 

In  the  course  of  the  moutb,  we  ^d  several  op|>ortuni- 
'ties  of  visiting  sick  negroes  in  tbe  hospital,  and  hope  that 
tbe  advice  given  to  them  was  not  altogether  without  efiect«  • 
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T  OUober.  2iL  Afkekr  tbe  wiorninp-Mmce,  the  ^biUreii 
were  cvlediiied.  We  fbuMl  thegreeier  part  of  them  i^evtf- 
bly  well  aciqvaiDted  with  the  church  catedbism,  whieh  they 
had  been  taught  by  Mrs.  Haynes  before  our  arrivaU 

^h.  Brother  Taylor  visked  the  Ber.  firyan  T.  Nourse, 
liitely  appokiled  by  the  Biabop  of  Baf  badoee  toihe  parisfa  of  St. 
Joseph,  which  adjoms  that  of  St.  Joha>,  iu  which  we  reside. 
£k  and  Us  lady  baye  lately  come  from  Demarara,  where  he 
has  labooted,  nek  without  blessing,  chieiy  among  t&e  ne* 
gcfoes^  but  has  been  under  the  necessity  of  removing  to  his 
naifiTe  island,  Ibr  tbe  benefit  pf  bis  health.  Be  received  us 
very  kindly,  and  appeared  much  interested  in  the  success  of 
omi  laboiirs. 

JOth.  We  began  to  oontetse  with  the  candidates  for 
baptism  and  new  people,  and  in  the  course  of  the  week  were 
vikited  by  seventeen  men  aiid  t#ent]M>ne  women  befonging 
to  these  classes,  just  twice  as  many  as  the  last  time*  Most 
of  them  are  diligent  iu  their  attendance  on  the  means  of 
grace;,  and  in  some  we  can  discover  evident  traces  of  a  de- 
sire wrought  in  their  hearts  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  become 
tbe  property  of  our  Savionr.. 

I7ik^  In  oqr  Misdion-Canferencey  to-Hltfy,  a  negro  beU 
longing  to  Meant  Chance  Was  appelated  to  be  baptized, 
and  another  lo  be  received  into  the  congregatioB;  eight  were 
likewise  approved  as  candidates  for  baptism. 

Sijf.  Bvutbcr  Taylor  and  his  wile  were  invited  t6  BelU 
qMRMt,  to  iheel  a  company  of  stxty-eeven  children  belong* 
ing  to  the  estate,  for  whom  an  excellent  dinner  wae  provided 
by  their  Worthy  master  and  mistress.  They  sat  down  to  it 
at  one  o'clock,  in  neat  dreiises  given  them  for  the  oc^ 
eaaJon,  and  sang,  by  way  of  grace,  a  short>  liymn,  which 
tbey  had  previously  committed  to  memory.  It  was  very 
pleasing  to  see  so  many  heahhy  boys  and  girls,  and  to  know 
that  Aey  are  well  cared  for,  and  instructed  in  those  things, 
which  wiir,  we  trust,  tend  to  their  everlasting  happiness. 
Nearly  fifty  of  them  are  learning  to  read,  and  many  have 
made  good  progress.  May  they  all  grow  in  the  love  and 
knowMge  of  their  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.      ^ 
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a5lA.  Our  new  setUement  receired  tbe  name  of  Mount 
Tabor,  agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  the  directors,  of  oar  Mis-' 
sionsy  and  with  liie  approbation  of  oor  wort^  ftiend  Mn 
Haynes. 

After  the  public  senrice  on  the  29/A,  we  made  this 
name  known  to  our  hearers:  then  kneeling',  we  implored 
Qod,  the  Father,  Son,  and  Spirit,  to  glorify  also  on  this 
mount  the  name  and  person  of  our  once  cruci6ed,  but  now 
exalted  Saviour,  that  many  souls  may  be  led  into  the  know- 
ledge of  Him  and  of  His  great  salvation.  We  likewise  be- 
sought Him  to  bless  and  support  all  His  servants  who  may  be 
successively  appointed  to  this  station. 

Novewiber  6th.  We  began  an  evening-schoolt  to  be 
kept  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays.  Twenty-two.  adults  at- 
tended for  the  first  time* 

18/A..  We  had  a  blessed  celebration  of  this  memorial 
day  in  the  Brethren's  Church  with  our  fellow-labourers  at 
Sharon* 

lu  the  last  week  of  this  month,  our  dear  friend,  Mrs. 
Hayner,  suffered  from  a  severe  spasmodic  attack,  and  seemed 
at  one  time  in  considerable  danger.  We  offered  up  fervent 
prayers  to  the  Lord  in  her  behalf,  intreatiog  Him  to  spare 
her  valuable  life»  and  to  grant  her  still  to  witness,  if  it  were 
His  good  pleasure^  the  fruits  of  her  pious  labours  among  the 
negroes. 

December  1th.  Brother  Taylor  was  sent  for  to  visit  the 
baptised  negro,  Hannah  Chreeny  whom  he  found  hastening 
to  her  dissolution.  She  was  sensible  and  collected,  but  could 
not  say  much.  On  expressing  her  thanks  to  the  Missionary 
for  the  kind  attentions  he  had  shewn  her  during  her  illness^ 
she  was  reminded  of  the  far  greater  love  which  had  been  ma- 
nifested towards  her  by  that  Almighty  Friend,  who  had  shed 
Bis  blood  for  her  salvation,  and  encouraged  her  to  look  stead- 
fastly to  Him  in  the  last  moments  of  her  life.  After  thesing- 
ing  of  some  verses,  she  was  fervently  commended  in  prayer 
to  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  She  departed  this  life  a  few  hoars 
after. 

10/A.  On  thefollowingday,the  interment  of  her  remains 
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took  place  in  a  pk>tof  gvtmndf  marked  oat  .for  the  pnrpofie.. 
The  service  was  introduced  by  a  prayer^  that  the  Lord,  Mrbo- 
had  Hhnselfy  afler  tasting  the  bitteroess  of  death,  conde- 
scended to  repose  in  Joseph's  tomb,  would  hallow  this  spot, 
as  a  resting-placefor  the  bodies  of  those,  who,  by  the  preach- 
ing* of  His  word,  might  here  be  brought  to  believe  on  Him* 
After  reading  the  burial  litany,  we  proceeded  to  the  church, 
wliere  a  short  address  was  delivered. 

12th.  On  this  and  the  preceding  days,  we  conversed  in« 
dtvidually  ^>th  26  men,  and  31  women. 

I7ii.  This  being  our  prayer-day,  the  6rst  adult  baptism 
took  place.  The  discourse  was  on  the  words  **  What  doik 
hinder  me  to  be  baptized?  And  Philip  saidf  if  thou  believe 
with  all  thine  hearty  thou  mayest.  And  the  Eunueh  anstoer-* 
edf  and  saidy  I,  believe^  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God. 

Acts  viii,  36, 37.    After  the  usual  solemn  questions  had 

been  put,  and  answered  by  the  candidate,  he  was  baptized 
into  the  death 'of  Jesus,  and  called  John.  Those  present 
seemed  much  affected  by  the  whole  transaction.  In  the  af- 
ternoon, in  the  meeting  of  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism, 
five  men  and  three  women  were  added  to  their  number,  to 
whom  the  nature  of  the  privilege  conferred  on  them  was  ex« 
plained.  Then  followed  the  reception  of  the  baptized  candiy 
date  James,  into  the  congregation.  Our  Lord  and  Saviour 
made  this  a  day  of  particular  blessing  to  our  little  flock,  and 
of  encouragement  to  our  own  souls. 

20^A.  We  paid  a  visit  at  Sharon,  where  we  had  the^plea- 
sure  to  see  Brother  Rixecker,  with  his  wife  and  child,  who 
had  lately  arrived  from  North  America,  on  their  way  to  To- 
bago, their  future  place  of  service. 

2ith*  and  25/A.  The  services  on  Christmas  Eve,  and 
Christmas  Day,  were  well  attended,  and,  we  trust,  proved  a 
means  of  blessing  to  all  present.  The  children  took  an  es« 
pecial  share  in  the  celebration  of  this  joyful  festival,  and 
were  affectionately  reminded  of  the  love  of  that  Saviour,  who, 
though  God  over  all,  blessed  for  evermore,  yet  condescended 
to  assume  our  nature,  that  He  might  redeem  us  from  the  pow^ 
er  of  sin  and  Satan,  and  make  us  heirs  of  eternal  life  and 
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haffHSenL '  Abbot  MfduldveD  from  Hiyoerffidd  were  pv^ 
sent,  b^bidei  te*  frote  a  neigMKnirNig  eetaie* 

Since  oor  armal  ait  this  statSt>n»  five  cbikhren  have  bete 
baptized  m  mknets^  ef  whom  one  is  etill  Hviag,  Two  aged 
feiiides  w^re  Nkewiae  baptized,  od  tbeir  si^  bed,  ooe  of 
whom  departed  thttf  Me.  One  negro  was  pnblicMy  baptized, 
and  another  reeeiTed  into^  the  eongregation.  Teninenao<f 
eight  women  hare  been  admitted  candidates  for  baptism;  81 
men  and  28  women  are  on  onr  list  as  new  people.

spiall,  but  gradually  increasing  Sunday  and  evening-schools 
at  Sharon,  and  Mount  Tabor;  for  all  which  we  beg  to  return 
our  sincere  thanks*  Some  of  our  scholars  at  Sharon  will 
soon  be  able  to  read  in  the  New  Testament;  but  I  am  sorry 
that  it  is  not  in  my  power  at  present  to  give  them  any  copies*.

ANTIGUA. 

Extract  of  .a  Letter  from  Brother  J.  G.  Suitt. 
Dear  Brother,  St.  Johh'«,  i^H.  2d,  1827. 

**  ACCEPT  my  cordial  thanks  for  your  two  kind  letters  of 
June  Ist  and  December  7th,  the  contents  of  which  afforded 
to  myself  and  fellow-labourers  much  interest  and  en  courage- 
nient«  The  former  should  not  have  remained  so  long  unan- 
swered, had  not  an  accumulation  4>f  duty  in  the  first  instance, 
and  subsequently  a  severe  attack  of  illness,  rendered  corres* 
pondence  almost  impossible.  It  was  towards  the  end  of  Oc- 
tober, that  both  my  dear  wife  and  myself/  were  attacked  by 
a  violent  fever,  which  reduced  us  •extremely,  and  from  which 
we  but  slowly  recovered.  Sister  Richter  suffered  from  a  si- 
milar attack,  and  was,  at  one  time,  supposed  to  be  near  her 
end;  yet  by  the  Lord's  mercy, she  has  been  likewise  restored. 
At  present,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  we  all  enjoy  a  tolerable 
.state  of  health,  with  the  exception  of  our  venerable  Brother 
Newby,  who  is  frequently  troubled  with  a  bowel  complaint, 
and  whose  strength  is  evidently  declining.  Brother  Munzer 
is  now  his  assistant  at  Cedar-Hall;  he  has  made  sufficient 
progress  in  the  English  language,  to  address  the  negroes 
publickly,  and  we  rejoice  to  hear  that  his  ministry  is  both  ac- 
,  ceptable  and  blessed  to  their  hearts.  Brother  Simon  and 
his  wife,  who  arrived  in  safety  with  us  on  the  9th  July,  and 
whom  we  heartily  welcomed  as  our  fellow-labourers,  will  re- 
main for  the  present  in  St.  John's.  Brother  and  Sister  Rob- 
bins  and  Sister  Richter  are  likewise  engaged  in  the  service 
of  this  congregation.  To  accommodate  the  new  comers,  we 
have  been  under  the  necessity  of  erecting  a  new  house*  This 
we  have  endeavoured  to  do  at  the  least  possible  expense; 
but  you  are  aware,  that  building  in  this  country  is  always 
expensive. 
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^  For  the  ceiiTenienoe  of  our  Brethren  in  the  country,  wiio 
occasionally  attend  our  mission-conference,  we  are  likewise 
fitting  up  an  old  building,  as  a  lodging  house.  Such  an  acU 
dition  to  our  establisfament  at  St.  John's,  has  been  found  quite 
necessary. 

^  You  will  probably  have  heard,  that  Brother  Zippel  and 
hia  wife  are  stationed  at  Newfield,  with  Brother  Wright, 
with  whose  assistance  we  hope  they  will  soon  acquire  the  lan« 
gfuage.  Brother  Zippel  has  already  preached  oooe  at  Ghrace* 
bay.  The  school-house  at  Newfield  is  nearly  completed,  as  Bro- 
ther Wright  will  doubtless  inform  you :  he  will  also  send  yon 
a  statement  of  the  cost  of  its  erection.  I  have  not  yet  seen  it 
myself:  the  circumstances  of  our  congregation,  and  want  of 
leisure,  not  permitting  me  to  pay  visks  in  the  more  distant 
parts  of  the  island.  Almost  every  day  our  horse  is  wanted 
for  visiting  the  sick,  and  attendsnce  at  funerals  on  the  estates 
in  our  neighbourhood. 

<*  In  regard  to  the  course  of  our  congregation,  we  may 
assert,  to  the  praise  of  God,  that  though  we  observe  much 
which  we  could  wish  to  see  improved,  yet  the  greater  number 
of  our  communicants  afford  us  pleasure  and  encouragement. 
Among  the  young  people,  however,  we  perceive  with  pain,  a 
degree  of  indifference  to  the  means  of  grace  afforded  them, 
which  did  not  formerly  prevail  to  the  same  extent;  against 
tins  evil  we  are  continually  warning  them  with  many  tears, 
and  with  prayers  to  the  Lord,  who  alone  can  change  their 
liearts  by  His  mighty  power.  To  many,  alas!  the  word  of 
<3od  appears  to  be  no  longer  so  precious  as  formerly;  the 
idea  having  got  abroad  among  them,  (and  in  which  they 
fir^  too  much  encouraged  by  some,  who  ought  to  know 
better)^  that  the  mere  form  of  godliness,  and  the  repetition 
of  a  few  articles  of  the  Christian  faith,  are  sufficient.  Not- 
withstanding these  and  similar  discouragements,  at  which 
none  who  have  undertaken  the  care  of  souls,  or  who  have 
any  knowledge  of  the  depravity  of  the  human  hearty  and 
the  devices  of  Satan,  will  feel  surprised,  we  do  not  faint 
in  our  blessed  employments  but  continue,  tjirough  the  ena- 
vou  X.  A  A 
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Ming  grace  of  our  blessed  Master,  to  do  His,  work,  and  to 
call  dinners  to  the  eojoyment  of  His  salvation.  Nor  does  He> 
leave  us  without  evidence  that  our  labour  is  not  in  Fain  in 
Him,  His  name  be  praised,  we  can  still  trace  the  operations 
of  His  Holy  Spirit,  in  the  lives  and  conduct,  as  well  as  in 
the  declarations  of  many  fi  poor  negro  under  our  care. 

**  Our  school  at  St  .John's  continues  to  be  held  in  the  nsti-^  , 
al  way,  twice  a  week;  and  on  Thursday  evening  there  is  a 
particular  meeting  for  the  children,  at  which  many  adults  are 
likewise  present.  On  this  occasion,  they  repeat  a  portion  of 
Scripture  or  a  hymn,  which  they  have  committed  to  memory 
during  the  week;  and  are  then  addressed  in  a  short  dis- 
course, 

**.  Yesterday,  a  girl  of  14  years  of  age,  who  has  left  the 
school,  and  has  been  admitted  into  the  class  of  new  people, 
came  to  converse  with  me,  I  asked  her,  if  she  was.fond  of 
reading  in  the  Bible,  She  answered*  Yes.  On  inquiring 
further,  what  portions  of  Scripture  bad  particularly  attracted 
her  attention,  she  replied,  ^  There  are  some  which  I  haveal*  . 
ways  been  delighted  to  hear  and  read;  the  whole,  gospel  of 
St,  John  is  very  dear  to  me,''  This  answer  led  to  a  very  agree* 
able  and  edifying  coaver^ation  between  us,  on  the  subject  of 
the  love  of  Christ,  so  strikingly  set  forth  in  that  precious  por- 
tion of  Holy  Writ, 

*^  From  the  11th  November  to  the  4th  December,  we  (lad 
the  pleasure  to  entertain  Brother  Rixeeker,  with  his  wife  and 
infant  daughter,  on  their  way  from  North  America  to  Tobago, 
During  his  stay  in  the  island,  he  had  an  opportunity  of  visit* 
ing  all  our  stations,  and  to  make  himself  in  some  measure  ac- 
quainted with  the  regulations  of  a  mission  among  the  noi* 
gToes,  .  He  seems  ^  devoted  young  Alissionary,  and  we  trust 
that  the  Lord,  will  lay  an  abundant  blessing  upon  his  labours 
in  Tobagq,,  /^ 

**  I  subjoin  an  accurate  statement  of  the  congregation 
at  St.  John's.  In  the  course  of  the  past  year,  many  deaths 
have,  taken  plaqe;  but  though  the.  births  have  ei^ceed* 
ed  them  by  forty-nine,  the  total  number  of  the  people  under 
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our  cate  appears  lomewbat  less  than  at  the  dose  of  1825. 
This  is  owing  to  oar  having  struck  off  our  lists  the  names 
of  such  as  had  ceased  to  come  regularly  to  churchy  or  to 
sp^ak  with  us  individually^  according  to  the  rule  prescribed. 
In  the  year  1826,  there  have  been  baptized  72  adults,  134 
children;  received  into  the  congregation,  150 3  re-admitted, 
61;  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion,  172*  departed  this 
life,  143  adults,  42  children ;  excluded,  173  persons.  Our  pre* 
sent  numbers  are  as  follow:  2360  communicants;  1352  bap* 
tized  and  candidates  for  the  Communion;  children  under 
twelve  years  of  age,  about  1000:  In  all,  4712.  To  which,  if 
we  add  the  new  people,  and  those  who  are  for  the  time  ex* 
eluded  from  the  privileges  of  thechurch,  amounting  together 
to  1686,  the  total  will  be  6406. 

**  We  entreat  for  ourselves,  and  this  large  company  of 
souls,  over  whom  we  are  commissioned  to  watch,  as  those  who 
must  give  account,  a  continued  interest  in  your  prayers,  and 
your  faithful  intercession  at  the  throne  of  grace.  Re^ 
mennber  us  in  Christian  love  to  our  Brethren  of  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  all  the  fViends 
and  benefactors  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  favoured  to  be

^  IN  one  of  your  last  letters,  you  have  requested  infor« 
mation  on  the  subject  of  the  buildings,  with  which  we  are 
at  present  eng^ed,  assuring  us  of  the  kind  interest  which 
our  English  friends  take  in  the  outward  support,  as  well  as 
in  the  spiritual  prosperity  of  this  Mission.  I  proceed,  there-, 
fore,  to  comply  with  your  wishes.  At  the  time  of  the  exten« 
•ion  of  oar  Missionary  establishments  in  this  island,  by  the 
"building  of  Newfield  and-  Cedar-Hall,  we  were  led  to  sup- 
pose that,  with  the  exception  of  St.  John's,  where  the  magni- 
tude of  the  work  has  lon^  required  the  services  of  several  la- 
bourers, it  would  be  sufficient  to  provide  accommodation  for 
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oue  married  fllission^ry  at  each  stutioD.  Tbia  waa  Mcordf^ 
ingly  done;  but  before  the  arrival  of  the  Breibren  Zipp^l  ^n& 
Simon,  all  tb^  misaion-housea  were  already  occupied*  We 
have  therefore  b^n  under  the  necessity  of  erecting  a 
bouse  in  St*  John's  for  our  new  assistants ;  and  we  trust  the 
Lord  will  provide  us  with  the  means  of  defraying  the  ex«> 
peqses  connected  with  this  work,  and  likewise  with  the  en« 
largement  of  one  of  our  out-buildings,  qiidertakeu  for  the 
purpose  of  lodging  the  Brethren  from  the  country,  who  at-^ 
tend  our  Mission-Conference.  You  have  been  iufora^edy 
that  the  erection  of  two  scbooUhouses  was  determined  on; 
the  one  at  Newfield,  the  other  at  Ciraeehill.  The  fpriaer  .is 
now  completed ;  the  latter  is  but  just  comrneneed. 

^  I  have  lately  bad  two  pretty  severe  attack^  of  spasms  in 
the  stomach.  The  last  weakened  me  very  much,  and  brought 
home  to  me»  in  a  more  lively  manner  tbao  ever  before^  tbe 
words  of  our  Lord :  ^  Be  ye  also  ready j  for  ye  know  nr^ 
ther  the  day  nor  the  hpur  ^hen  the  Son  qf  Man  cameth.^* 
Remember  me  in  your  prayers,  and  believe  me  to  remain,

**  BEFORE  I  proceed  to  answer  your  last  interesting  letter 
of  November  1st,  I  will  mention,  that  on  the  22nd  of  Janua- 
ry,  Brother  Sdiolefield  and  his  wife  left  us  for  Jamaica,  ac- 
companied by  our  best  wishes  and  prayers.    They  had  cheer- 
fully consentefl  to  remain  at  their  post  in  Beth^a,  till  tbe 
arrival  of  Brother  Klose  from  Europe;  but  an  opportunity 
to  Jamaica  occurred  towards  the  end  of  last  month,  of  so  fiu 
Tourable  a  nature,  that  it  was  deemed  adrisable  to  take  ad«* 
vantage  of  it.     We  h6pe,   ere  long,  to  be    informed  of 
ibeir   safe  arrival    in  Montego  Bay.    Brother   Stavde  baa 
meanwhile    received    permission    to    visit   North  America 
for  the  recovery  of  his  health,  and  will  proceed  thither  by 
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wjky  of  St.  Thoiiias,  as  84K>|i  itt  we  have  the  pleadare  of  weU 
comifig  Brother  and  Sjiiter  KIobo.  Till  their  lurival,  be  will 
asaiat  Brother  Hpch  in  caring  for  the  congregation  at  Bethea* 
ds^.  In  Brother  Sfaick,  who  remoTed  to  town  a  abort  lime 
ago,  I  ba?e  a  faithful  and  capable  aaaistantf  who  baa  already 
made  a  good  proficiency  in  the  English  language,  I  ba?e 
great  reason  for  thankfulness  to  our  Saviour,  that  I  enjoyed 
so  good  a  state  of  health  during  the  time  I  bad  nearly  the 
whole  duty  to  perform  in  Basseterre.  In  November,  indeed, 
I  bad  a  severe  attack  of  lumbago,  whicb  almost  disabled  me 
from  walking,  and  for  twa  whole  weeks  I  was  prevented  of^ 
fidating  at  church.  The  Lord,  however,  heard  my  prayers, 
and  restored  me  to  the  complete  use  of  my  limbs.  The  ar- 
rival of  Brother  and  Sister  Hocb  on  the  22nd  of  the  same 
month  was,  as  you  may  imagine,  a  joyful  event  to  us.  I  am 
glad  to  say^  they  have  both  hitherto  enjoyed  pretty  good 
health. 

**  Your  observation  is  just,  that,  owing  to  the  laudable 
endeavours  made  to  impart  instruction  to  the  negro  race,  the 
poor  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  enlightened;  and 
if  to  the  knowledge  they  are  thus  acquiring  be  added  the 
illumination  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  the  consequences  to  them* 
selves,  and  to  all  around  them,  cannot  fiiii  to  be  most  beoefi* 
cial.  For  this  blessed  result  we  are  continually  looking; 
and,  thanks  be  to  the  God  of  all  wisdom  and  grace,  we  are 
permitted  io  behold  many,  once  slaves  of  sin,  and  sunk  in 
darkness  and  depravity,  now  rejoicing  in  the  liberty  of  the 
children  of  God,  and  walking  in  that  light^  which  beams  from 
the  Sun  of  Righteousness. 

*^  Although  in  the  course  of  last  year  we  had  the  grief 
to  exclude  many  from  our  fellowship,  our  congregation  has, 
on  the  whole,  increased.  At  Basseterre,  43  adults  and  88 
children  were  baptized,  116  received  into  the  congregation, 
22  re-admitted,  77  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion;  168 
became  candidates  for  baptism  or  reception;  67  departed  this 
life.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  our  numbers  stood  as  follows: 
733  communicants;  366  bapti;(ed  and  candidates  fur  the  pri- 
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riiegw  of  the  church.  To  these  must  be  added  about  60O 
new  people  and  excluded;  in  all,  2087  pereons.  What  a 
large  company!  could  we  but  belieire  that  all  were  the  pro- 
perty of  Jesus,  how  should  we  rejoice!  May  His  divine  love 
constrain  them  to  a  willing  surrender  of  soul  and  body  to 
Him^  and  to  His  Messed  service. 

**  The  congregation  at  Bethesda  consisted,  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  of  414  communicants,  272  baptized  and  candi- 
dates for  the  Holy  Communion,  and  about  525  new  people: 
In  all,  1211. 

**  Our  schools  have  proceeded  without  interruption,  both 
on  Sundays  and  during  the  week,  on  the  different  estateis ;  and 
many  of  the  scholars  have  made  good  proficiency  in  reading. 
Some  of  the  children  have,  indeed,  been  remiss  in  their  attend- 
ance at  the  evening-schools,  which,  we  believe,  is  partly  at- 
tributableto  the  disinclination  of  their  parents  to  defray  theex- 
pense  of  candles.  To  obviate  this  difliculty,  1  have  ven- 
tured to  promise  to  provide  candles  for  the  poorer  children, 
not  doubting  that  the  worthy  benefactors  to  West  India 
schools  would  approve  of  such  an  expenditure*  In  the 
course  of  the  year  1826,  we  have  expended,  in  charges  of 
this  kind,  for  the  Basseterre  schools,  81.  J s.  9d. ;  for  that  at  Be- 
thesda, 6/.  45.  /  in  all,  14/.  11«.  6cf.  currency,  or  7/.  bs,  6d.  ster- 
ling/ In  these  amounts  are  included  the  disbursements  for 
candles,  books,  pencils,  &c. 

''  At  Christmas  we  held  our  usual  love-feast  with  the 
children  who  attend  the  schools:  about  840  were  present  at 
Basseterre;  and  the  number  would  have  been  greater,  had 
not  many  been  kept  at  home  by  sicknes.^i.  Among  those 
who  had  distinguished  themselves  by  good  behaviour  and  di- 
ligent attendance,  we  distributed  books  and  tracts,  with 
which  they  were  highly  pleased.  To  encourage  our  teach- 
ers, who  are  chiefly  free  people  of  colour,  in  the  faithful  pro- 
secution of  the  important  work  which  they  have  undertaken, 
we  held  a  separate  meeting  likewise  with  them.  Finding  that 
most  of  them  were  desirous  of  becoming  possessed  of  a  new 
hymn-book,  we  presented  each  with  a  copy  from  the  stock 
lately  sent  out  to  us.     As  they  are  in  the  habit  of  teaching  the 
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children  to  repeat  hymns,  we  could  not  but  consider  the  gift 
well  bestowed. 

«<  Our  dear  Brethren  and  friends  in  England  may  rest  sa^ 
tisfiedythat^as  far  as  our  ability  extends,  we  shall  promote  the 
establishment  of  Sunday-schools,  for  the  instruction  both  of 
adults  and  children.  We  only  regret  that  we  are  not  all 
equally  capable  of  conducting  institutions  of  this  nature* 
For  this  service  our  late  colleague,  Brother  Scholefield,  was 
particularly  well  qualified.  Yet  we  will  each  labour,  ac* 
cording  to  the  ability  which  God  giveth,  and  look  to  Him  for 
a  blessing  upon  our  feeble  efforts.

^*  In  my  last  letter,  I  omitted  to  answer  one  of  your  in* 
quiries  on  the  subject  of  the  instruction  of  the  negroes. 
We  have  no  school-house  at  Basseterre;  the  children  assem- 
ble in  our  church  every  Sunday,  as  soon  as  their  own  particu- 
Ifir  meeting  is  concluded,  and  receive  instruction  from  1  to 
3  o'clock  p.  m.  A  prayer  is  then  offered  up  by  one  of  the 
Missionaries^  and  they  are  dismissed.  The  evening-scbooh 
are  kept  on  several  estates  in  our  neighbourhood.  However 
desirable  it  might  be  to  have  a  school-house  erected,  at  pre- 
sent we  do  not  think  of  it,  partly  for  want  of  ground  for  the 
purpose,  and  partly  because,  if  we  undertake  any  work  con- 
nected with  expense,  it  ought  preferably  to  be  the  enlarge- 
ment of  our  church. 

**  'In  addition  to  the  particulars  which  I  gave  yon  in 
my  last,  concerning  the  internal  course  of  this  Mission,  I 
may  yet  mention,  that,  at  the  first  speaking  this  year  with  the 
new  people,  we  were  visited  by  844  new  people,  candidates 
for  baptism,  and  children:  18  came  for  the  first  time,  request- 
ing to  have  their  names  inserted  in  our  list. 

"  On  our  first  prayer-day,  January  2l8t,  six  adults  were 
baptized,  17  received  or  re-admitted  to  the  congregation ;  and 
29-  became  candidates  for  baptism. 

**  We  commend  ourselves  and  the  negro  flock  we  are 
favoured  to  serve,  to  your  fervent  prayers,  and  affectionate 
remembrance.  j^  Johan«n.

^  THE  receipt  of  yoHr  kind  letter  of  Sept.  6th»  afforded  tui 
much  pleasare ;  and  the  seDtiments  which  it  contaiaed  on  the 
•vli^ect  of  our  calling  as  Miesionarief  among  the  heathen, 
were  quite  conforraable  to  oar  own  feelings*  May  we  have 
grace  given  us,  to  discharge  with  zeal  and  simplicity,  the 
high  commission  with  which  we  have  been  honoured  by  our 
blessed  Master;  and  unmored  by  the  smiles,  and  undismay- 
ed by  the  frown  of  an  eril  world,  may  we  boldly  decbre  that 
faithful  saying,  ^  thai  Christ  Jesus  C€me  into  the  world,  to 
save  sinners,** 

<<  During  the  last  two  months,  we  have  had  heavy  falls 
of  rain,  especially  in  the  parish  of  Westmoreland,  a  portiaa 
of  the  island  whidi  always  gets  its  full  share.  From  the  9th 
to  the  15th  of  November,  it  descended  in  such  torreikts^  that 
large  lakes  were  formed  in  the  vicinity  of  our  buildings  at 
Hopeton,  which  have  not  yet  completely  subsided*  This  is 
the  more  remarkable,  as  the  site  is  so  elevated,  probably  full 
2000  feet  above  the  sea*  Owing  to  thin  inundation,  the  pro* 
gress  of  the  building  has  been  much  impeded,  as  it  was  next 
to  impossible  to  convey  materials  to  the  place.  January  is, 
however,  ordinarily  a  dry  month,  and  we  are  not  without 
hopes  of  being  able  to  make  up  in  some  measure  for  lost 
time.  The  frame-work  of  the  dwelling-bouse  is  fixed  upon 
a  stone  foundation-wall,  and  when,  about  a  fortnight  ago,  I 
paid  a  visit  to  Hopeton,  I  was  glad  to  find  that  the  carpen- 
ter entertained  hopes  of  completing  his  contract  within  the 
specified  time*  We  continue  to  preach  in  the  family-house 
at  Hopeton,  and  to  liold  meetings  at  Paynestowu  and  the 
Cruise;  and  at  all  these  places  we  have  the  joy  to  perceive, 
that  the  word  of  life  is  heard  with  eagerness ;  we  trust  that, 
in  some  hearts,  it  has  already  found  a  soil  prepared  for  its 
receptiom 

**  Our  whole  congregation  at  Fairfield,  and  our  assistant 
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ibethreti  mbte  espe^ialiy,  beg  to  join  Us  on  this  flm  ^y  df  the 
year,  in  h  hentt}  salutation  to  yourself,  to  the  members  of 
the  Soeiety  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  and  of  the 
London  Association,  and  to  all  onr  dear  Brethren  and  friends 
in  Great  Britain,  entreating  yon  at  the  same  time,  to  accept 
^tir  gffateful  acknowledgm^ts  for  your  continued  exertions 
*o  promote  the  prosperity*  of  the  work  committed  (o  us.  Our 
Utimbers  hare  again,  m  the  year  past,  received  a  con- 
siderable augmeatation ;  altid  we  hiay  <lfeclare,  to  the  praise 
of  Grod,  that  the  work  of  His  Spirit  in  the  he^lrts  of  oui* 
ipeople  has  been  evidenced  in  a  very  encouraging  man- 
lier. We  can  believe^  that  the  generality  of  the  metn* 
bers'of  6wr  <'ongfregatiori  are  actuated  by  the  couBtraining 
princij^Ie  of  the  love  of  Jesus,  and  that  their  outwatd  eon^ 
duct  18  conformable  to  His  precepts.  At  the  dose  of  the 
ye^r  1836,  ou^  congregation  consisted  of  the  following: 
44S  commnmcants;  106  candidates  for  the  coramunion; 
156  lUpti^ed  adults;  189  baptized  children:  In  all,  894.  If 
we  include  190  candidates  for  baptism,  and  488  new  people, 
the  total  amonnt  will  be  1666,  976  more  than  at  the  close  of 
hitfC  year.  Of  th^se,  however,  part  have,  by  mutual  consent, 
eomc'  to  us  from  New  fiden,  Fairfield  being  nearer  their 
placd*  of  abode,  and  Our  church  larger  and  moi^  cliry.  The 
Cl^ifrtmas  ^tival  wa^  a  season  of  joy  and  gladness  to  our 
whole'  congregation,  especially  to  the  children.  On  the 
third  Cbristmasholiday,  10  infants  were  added  to  the  Ghuroh 
by  holyb^ptimn;  and  on  the  same  day  the  whole  company 
6f  children  met  at  a  love-*feast,on  which  occasion  some  were 
able  to  repeat  verses  and  answer  questions  relating  to  our 
Siitiour's  birth.  Our  late  Brother  Berger  drew  a  beautiful 
transparent  representation  6f  the  scene  at  Bethlehem,  which 
We  lighted  Up  on  Christmas  Eve  for  the  gratification  of  the 
children.  Many  adults,  some  of  them  far  advanced  in  years, 
begged  to  be  permitted  to  see  it,  after  the  €*venhig-8ervice  • 
a  request,  with  which  we  gladly  complied.  AH  appeared 
much  aflbcted^  the  Mtter  more  especially;  and  while  the 
tears  trickled  down  their  aged  cheeks,  they  seemed  fo be  un# 
der  the  influence  of  the  same  holy  joy,  whi^h  filled  the  heart 
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of  Simeon  i>f  old,  when  he  first  beheld  the  iofant  Jesus.  The 
history  of  our  Saviour's  birth,  which  we  read  from  the  Harmo- 
ny of  the  four  Evangelists  to  several  different  auditories,  was 
heard  with  great  attention,  and,  we  trust,  not  without  bless- 
ing. Yesterday,  we  had  a  blessed  celebration  of  the  Lord*s 
Supper,  when  three  persons  were  confirmed,  and  partook  for 
the  first  time.  Our  first  meeting  in  the  year,  which  was  held 
to-day  about  twelve  o'clock,  was  numerously  attended.  Never 
before  on  a  week-day  had  we  been  able  to  collect  so  large  a 
congregation. 

**  A  few  lines  which  I  just  now  received  from  Brother 
Timoeus,  and  by  which  I  am  thankful  to  learn,  that  both  he 
and  his  dear  wife  continue  well  in  health,  contain  the  fol- 
lowing statement  of  the  numbers  at  New  Eden :  309  com- 
municants; 357 baptized  and  candidates  for  the  communion; 
149  baptized  children :  In  all,  815;  to  which  are  to  be  added, 
353  new  people,  and  116  candidates  for  baptism :  Total,  1284.

^*  Accept  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  periodical  publica^- 
tions  relating  to  the  spread  of  the  gospel  in  heathen  lands, 
which  we  received  with  our  last  supplies,  also  for  the  spel- 
ling-books and  cards,  which  were  truly  acceptable,  and 
which  will  enable  us  considerably  to  esctend  our  school 
operations.  For  this  purpose,  we  have  determined  to  select 
from  the  negroes  of  the  different  plantations  some  of  the  most 
apt  scholars,  {lerhaps  one  male  and  one  female  from  each 
estate,  and  to  give  them  particular  instruction  on  Sunday, 
on  condition  that  they  in  turn  exert  themselves  during  the 
week  to  impart  what  they  have  acquired  to  such  of  their  com- 
panions as  desire  to  be  taught.  On  these  occasions,  our  as- 
sistant Brethren  and  Sisters  have  promised  to  be  present  on 
the  plantation  to  which  they  belong,  and,  when  necessary, 
on  others.  As  our  congregation  is  collected  from  about  fifty 
estates,  we  shall  still  have  as  much  to  do  in  the  way  of  Sun- 
day-schools as  we  have  time  for,  without  neglecting  our  other 
duties.  But  the  old  coffee-store,  in  which  we  have  hither- 
to kept  school,  is  so  much  out  of  repair,  owing  to  its  being 
constantly  open  to. wind  and  weather,  that  of  late  we  have  not 
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Cbought  it  safe  to  make  use  of  it,  when  the  wind  k  strong. 
We  have  therefore  commenced  a  thorough  repair  of  it,  in 
hopes  that  7011  will  be  able  to  assist  us  from  the  school-fund 
in  defraying  the  expense,  which  will  not  be  much  short  of 
00/.  currencj,  or  about  40/.  sterling.  May  we  likewise  draw 
npon  this  fund  to  provide  candles  for  those  of  our  scholars, 
who  cannot  attend  during  day-light  f 

**  In  January,  I  paid  another  visit  to  Mesopotamia;  and 
as  we  DOW  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  renew  our  labours  among 
that  scattered  flock,  by  attending  them  at  regular  periods,  I  felt 
no  hesitation  in  complying  with  the  repeated  reijuest  of  twone* 
groes,  to  receive  holy  baptism*  All  the  negroes  who  had  been 
formerly  baptized  by  our  Brethren  were  present  at  this  solem* 
nityf  as  well  as  several  others,  who  express  themselves  de« 
sirons  to  hear  the  gospel  preached  to  them,  and  to  receive 
Christian  instruction.  Sunday,  January  14th,  I  spent  at  Hope- 
ton,  and  was  again  rejoiced  to  see  a  crowded  auditory  assem* 
bled,  who  manifested  great  eagerness  to  hear  the  truth,  as 
it  is  in  Jesus.  Seven  adults  were  baptized,  and  five,  already 
baptized,  became  members  of  the  congregation.  The  weather, 
daring  the  whole  of  this  journey,  was  remarkably  fine  and 
dry^  so  that  on  reaching  Hopeton  I  had  the  satisfaction  to  see 
the  large  lakes,  formed  in  November  last,  nearly  dried  up.  The 
workmen  are  proceeding  with  the  new  building  as  fast  as  cir^ 
cumstances  will  permit.  It  is,  boweve^,  at  best,  a  most  la-* 
borious  undertaking  to  erect  any  building  in  the  inlaud 
districts  of  this  island.  The  timber  has  to  be  cut  in  the  midst 
of  woods,  and  frequently  among  rocks  and  precipices,  which 
appear  quite  inaccessible.  The  hard  nature  of  the  wood  it- 
self obstructs  the  labourer  who  fells  it,  as  does  its  extreme 
heaviness,  in  conveying  it  away.  Cedar,  which  is  the  best 
and  lightest  wood  for  building,  is  getting  scarce  in  many 
parts  of  the  island;  and  we  shall  be  obliged  to  purchase 
what  is  required  for  boards,  at  the  distance  of  three  or  four 
miles.  TUtn.  Smith,  and  some  other  kind  friends  in  the 
neighbourhood  have  given  us  a  sufficiency  of  good  timber 
for  frame-work;  yet  we  shall  probably  be  put  to  greater 
expense  than  was  at  first  calculated.    It  appears  that  the

**  After  a  lo^g,  but  very  ligffeeahAe  detefUim  ai  Betboa** 
da»  owing  to  the  illness,  of  J^otber  Stwda  w«  were  mnAtt  4ha 
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necessity  of  setting  sail  for  tbis  island,  oh  v^j  khxkt  notick* 
It  cost  us  much  to  part,  with  our  dear  n«gro  congregations  in 
St.  Kitt%  both  of  which  we  bdve  served,  with  great  blessing 
to  our  own  hearts*  On  their  pari,  they  gAve  us  the  aasurance 
of  their  fervent  prayers  and  good  wishes  accompanying  us 
to  oar  future  place  of  abode.  Sereral'  hundred  n^egroes  as- 
aenbled  on  the  beach  to  bid  us  farewell,  many  of  them  bring* 
ing  cakes  and  fruits  of  various  kinds,  as  sea-store,  which 
they  constrained  us  to  accept  in  token  of  their  good  will.  Afw 
ter  a  pleasaiit  voyage  of  seven  days,  we  cast  anchor  in  Mon«( 
tego-bay  on  the  1st  February.  When  we  landed,  we  found 
ouraelves  in  the  midst  of  strangers,  and  unprovided  wttb 
means  for  the  pi^osecution  of  our  journey.  Becollecting,  how- 
ever, to  have  heard,  that  Mr»  Crofts,  the  Wesleyan  Mission* 
ary,  w.aa  acquainted  with  Brother  Light,  I  repaired  imraedi* 
aiely  to  his  house,  and  met  with  a  most  friendly  welcome^ 
both  from  him  and  Mrs.  Crofts. 

**  It  was  not  long  before  Brother  Light  passed  through 
tb€  town,  on  bia  way  to  preach  at  Tryall  estate;  and  a  mes* 
seng^r  having  been  sent  to  inform  him  of  ourarrival,  we  bad 
the  pleasure  soon  to  meet.  I  then  returned  to  the  vessel,  ac- 
compiMiied  by  Brother  Light  and  Mr.  Crofts,  to  fetch  my 
wife  and  daughter.  At  one  o'clock  we  landed  with  part  of  our 
bag'gage,  which  M#.  Crofts  kindly  undertook  to  care  for.  He 
afterwurds  lent  us  bis  horse  to  convey  us  to  Irwin,  and  cHd  ail 
that  lay  in  his  power  to  serve  us.  The  friendly  attentions 
wliich  we  received  from  tbis  sei'vant  of  the  Lord  and  his  wife 
will  long  be  gratefully  remembered  by  us.  Our  ride  lo  Ii^ 
win  was  very  pleasant.  This  part  of  the  island  is  composed 
of  ittttumef»Ue  bills  of  lai^r  or  8malle^i5fze,  thrown  toge- 
tker  in  a  very  picturesque  uianner ;  and,  as  far  as  I  have  bi^ 
therio  seen,  without  the  smallest  level  tract.  The  hills  are 
otflKtly  covered  with  trees:  the  white  buildings  scattered 
along  their  sides  or  upon  their  summits,  are  mostly  isolated, 
and  look  almost  like  so  many  convents.  We  reached  Ir- 
win about  five  o'clock,  and  met  with  a  hearty  welcome  from 
Brother  Light.  Here  we  have  remained  as  guests  for  a 
wbde  week ;  during  which,  t  Imve  had  several  opportunities 
ofMldressing  the  negroes^  both  on  this  estate  an^  at  Tryall, 
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where  I  had  the  pleasure  to  hear  Brother  Light  catechize 
the  children,  after  the  public  serrice. 

**  I  have  not  yet  heard  flrom  Brother  Ellis,  but  expect 
shortly  to  receire  a  letter,  informing  me  of  my  future  place  of 
abode, 

^  Before  I  left  Bethesda,  a  gentleman  residing  in  the 
neighbourhood,  requested  me  to  instruct  the  neg^es  on 
Hope's  estate,  about  five  miles  distant  from  our  settlement. 
I  accordingly  paid  several  visits  there,  and  I  think  it  is  like- 
ly to  become  a  promising  field  of  labour.  We  had  already 
commenced  a  Sunday  and  evening-school  on  the  estate,  and 
some  of  the  negroes  had  been  admitted  into  the  class  of  new 
people.  Both  at  Bethesda  and  Lavingfton,  the  hearers  are 
on  the  increase.  At  Lavington,  schools  have  likewise  been 
established,  Mr.  E.  the  manager,  kindly  assisting  in  caring 
for  them.  Agreeably  to  your  request,  1  have  done  what  lay 
in  my  power,  to  promote  the  cause  of  education  generally; 
and  I  have  been  much  encouraged  to  find,  that  suitable  teach- 
ers were  not  so  scarce  as  we  atone  time  supposed.  With  those 
who  were  already  engaged  in  this  work,  I  have  taken  some 
pains  to  make  them  acquainted  with  the  British  system  of  in- 
struiftion,  in  as  far  as  it  is  applicable  to  the  circumstances  of 
a  negproHBchool. 

**  For  the  last  four  months,  the  number  of  children  who 
have  attended  on  Sundays  at  Bethesda,  has  averaged  168,  and 
on  four  evenings  in  the  week,  39.  Including  those  who  at- 
tended the  other  nine  evening  schools,  some  of  which  are  held 
four  times  a  week,  and  others  every  evening,  1  suppose  not  less 
than  250  may  be  stated  to  receive  daily  instruction.  Mere 
than  600  children  belong  to  the  Sunday  and  evening-schools, 
but  if  half  the  number  attend  at  once,  we  have  no  reason  to 
complain.  At  the  Christmas  meeting  for  the  children  at 
Bethesda,  there  were  present  166  boys,  and  264  girls;  420 
in  all.  To  nu>st  of  these  we  distributed  tracts,  &c.  as  a  re« 
ward  for  past,  or  an  encouragement  to  future  diligence  and 
g^d  conduct.

*^  I  have  just  returned  from  a  visit  to  Williamsfield,  with 
Brother  Light,  where  I  wa«  highly  gratified  to  see  63  child* 
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ren,  belonging  to  the  eetate,  aasembled  in  the  chapel,  and  to 
hear  them  catechized  and  instructed  in  the  truths  of  the 
Christian  religion.  Many  of  them  answer  the  questions  put 
to  them  very  well.

From  Brother  James  Light. 

Dear  Brother,  '»''«"•  •^''"-  *'*•  ^^- 

^^  T  AM  pleasing  myself  with  the  expectation  of  soon  hearing 
something  definite  on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  Missionary 
establishment  at  Irwin.  The  land  generously  bestowed  by 
the  worthy  proprietor  of  this  estate,  having  been  already  se- 
cured by  a  legal  instrument,  we  only  wait  instructions  from 
home  to  commence  building.  We  trust  the  Lord  will  raise 
up  friends  to  assist  us  in  meeting  the  expense  necessarily 
connected  with  such  an  undertaking. 

**  About  Christmas  we  had  unusually  cold  and  wet  wea- 
ther, and  to  this  circumstance  we  must  in  part  ascribe  the 
rather  thin  attendance  of  negroes  at  the  meetings.  There  are, 
however,  other  causes,  which  combine  to  draw  them  away 
from  church  at  this  season.  There  is  in  general  too  much 
worldly  mirth  and  revelry,  to  allow  that  holy  joy  to  prevail, 
which  is  inseparably  connected  with  the  contemplation  of  the 
love  of  our  incarnate  God  and  Saviour.  On  Christmas-eve 
and  Christmas-day,  we  had,  notwithstanding,  pretty  good  au- 
ditories, and  enjoyed  a  blessing  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord. 

*^  In  the  course  of  the  year  1826,  the  following  occur- 
rences have  taken  place  in  our  small  flock. 

**  Baptized  or  received  into  the  congregation,  26 ;  ad- 
mitted to  the  Holy  Communion,  23;  admitted  candidates  for 
the  same,  14;  children  baptized  at  Irwin,  34;  at  Mosqoito- 
cove,  20;  departed  this  life,  4  adults,  and  2 children;  ex- 
cluded, 7  persons. 

*^  Our  numbers  are  as  follow :  communicants,  61 ;  bap- 
tised and  received  adults,  73;  candidates  for  the  Holy  Com- 
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mmiioD,  18:  Total  15S.  At  Mosqoito-core,  Atre  are  50 
baptized  mlults.

Extracts  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Henrt  Schhitt. 

Dear  Brother,  Enoic,  AbvemW  24/A,  1826. 

"  IN  my  letter  of  May  last,  I  promised  to  write  again  to  you, 
after  Brother  Hallbeck^s  visit  to  Enon,  but  a  variety  of  cir- 
eumstances,  some  of  which  were  of  a  very  unpleasant  nature, 
have  occasioned  delay,  which  I  hope  you  will  forgive.  We 
did  not  anticipate  our  detention  at  Enon  till  the  end  of  No- 
vember. We  expect  Brother  Fritsch  from  Onadenthal,  a^ 
soon  as  Brother  Teutsch  arrives  from  Europe,  and  the  pro* 
posed  arrangement  can  be  completed.  Since  June  last,  we 
have  received  three  letters  frbm  you,  and  one  from  your  son, 
and  return  to  ^ther  and  son,  our  most  cordial  thanks.  A 
chest  with  medicines,  and  one  with  Dutch  testaments, 
reached  us  in  perfect  safety.  They  are  indeed  treasures 
here  at  Enon.  To  that  benevolent  friend,  who  sent  us  the 
medicines,  we  beg  to  return  special  thanks  in  the  name  of 
ourselves,  and  all  our  people.  Enon  begins  to  be  a  very  con* 
siderable  settlement,  and  of  cotrrse,  as  the  number  of  sick 
increases  with  the  number  of  inhabitants,  the  medicines  are 
an  invaluable  gift.  The  testaments  no  less.  We  have 
many  children  who  can  read,  and  nothing  is  a  more  accept- 
able reward  to  the  diligent,  than  the  present  of  a  testament. 

**  You  have  been  informed  of  Brother  and  Sister  Nau- 
haus'  arrival.  They  are  both  very  active  in  their  several 
duties,  and  pay  great  attention  to  the  girls*  school. 

*^  The  longer  I  have  been  at  Enon,  the  more  clearly  have 
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I  sMti,  tliat  on  ottrjourney  in  1816,  the  tord  HiiMelf  direeled 
^ur  steps  to  this  place.  It  was  in  every  respect  the  r%bt 
lime  and  the  right  spot  to  fix  upon.  For  tb<»e  eight  years 
past,  the  whole  colony  has  suffered  from  want  of  proTisioM^ 
-mid  we  have  had  our  share  of  privations,  and  know  what  it  is 
io-  feel  the  want  of  bread.  But  yet  in  this  very  time  of  outward 
^Ktress,  £non  has  been  built  up,  insomuch  that  every  one 
wb0  considers  it  properly,  is  astonished  at  the  appearance  of 
its  external  prosperity.  Few  indeed  are  able  to  discern  and  ra» 
lue  that  which  is  of  vastly  greater  importance,  even  thrt 
which  the  Lord  has  done  for  the  good  of  the  souls  of  these 
poor  people.  I  hope  indeed  that  I  shall  often  have  the  joy, 
when  in  Europe,  to  hear  that  He  has  done  oMch  more:  for 
what  He  has  done  already,  is  to  me  a  sure  proof  that  He  has 
BMich  more  in  His  thoughts  of  peace  towards  thenu 

**  Brother  Fritsch  will  find  the  state  of  Enon  very  mudi 
improved  from  what  it  was  seven  or  eight  years  ago.  At  that 
time  we  were  obliged  to  go  in  search  of  the  common  neces- 
saries of  life  to  Uitenhage,  or  Algoa*bay,  or  to  the  neigh- 
bonring  farms,  and  pay  dear  for  them.  But  since  then,  the 
Lord  has  laid  His  blessing  on  the  work  of  our  hands,  inso- 
miieh  that  where  the  ground  was  covered  with  wild  thorn- 
boshes  and  weeds,  there  are  now  growing  vines,  beans,  pota- 
toes, pumpkins,  and  other  vegetables.  Our  gardens  look 
delightful,  with  a  great  variety  of  useful  produce.  I  have 
liad  great  pleasure  in  contributing  my  mite  towards  these 
improvenients,  by  ploughing  and  sowing  tH>rn,  and  the  bless- 
ings of  God  attended  these  exertions  for  the  common  good. 
We  have  had  a  plentiful  harvest  of  rye  and  bartey.  Of  the  rye 
grown  on  the  old  place,  we  have  already  baked  bread,  but 
are  yet  engaged  with  the  harvest  of  barley  on  Stmbeh-placey 
and  think  that  we  shall  get  80  muids.  Besides  this,  we  have 
town  wheat  on  some  land  lent  us  by  a  friendly  fittmer,  on  the 
Bushman's  river,  and  hear  that  it  promises  a  good  crop.  We 
mix  barley-flour  with  that  of  wheat  and  rye,  which  answers 
very  well.  The  rye  has  furnished  us  with  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity of  straw  to  thatch  a  large  dwelling-house,  which  we  had 
formerly  resohred  to  buiW,  but  could  not  begin  for  w^nt  ef 
"*  VOL.  x^  c  c 
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:bcead  for  th^  vork-people*  We  could  not  yet  think  of  builcf- 
iug  a  churcby  but  it  will  soon  be.  indispensably  necessary,  as 
the  number  of  inhi^bitants.  increases.  At  present  445  Hot- 
tentots reside  here. 

<<  The  Gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  is  heard  and  re- 
ceivei)  lyith  eager  attention  and  manifest  profit,  for  thesalva- 
ti.on  of  many  souls,  of  which  we  have  encouraging  proofs^ 
partici^arly  among  the  new  people.  We  wish  that  some  of 
tb^  older  inhabitants  showed  more  hunger  and  thirst  aft^r 
Ui^^^i^prd  of  God  and  the  experience  of  the  grace  of  their  Sa- 
viour. / 
'<  July  2d9  ^even^and  October  22d,five  adults  received  holy 
bs^ptism.  During  this  year,  27  ^dults  and  16  children  were 
baptized,  and  a  considerable  number  admitted  to  the  class  of 
candidates  for.  baptism.  Such  days  are  to  us  and  our  Hot- 
tentot congregation  truly  festival -days,  when  we  see  so  many 
added  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  can  believe  tbat  (le  re- 
ceives them  in,  mercy,  as  the  reward  for  the  travail  of  His 
souK 

**  Not  only  w<^,  but  our  people  have  had  a  good  harvest, 
on  Strubel^place,  and  I  hope  that  they  will  regain  strength 
by  a  better  supply  pf  food,  and  be  able  to  attend  to  their 
buildings.  In  general,  we  may  call  this  a  fruitful  and  bless- 
ed year  for  all  who  are  concerned  in  sowing  and  planting. 
The  iron  wat^er-pipes  are  a  truly  valuable  acquisition ;  not  a 
drop  of  water  is  lost,  but  the  wooden  pump  needs  continual 
repair*    ](ron  is  the  most  useful  article  in  this  climate. 

*^  We  accompi^nied  Brother  Hailb^ck  on  a  journey  to 
Bushman^s  river,^  Theopolis,  and  Grahamstown,  of  which  he 
has,  no  doubt,  sent  you  a  report.  (Seep.  119).  I  am  better 
in  health,  than  before,  my  last  severe  illness,  and  would  wil-;

ant^ to  the  superintending  Missionary,  but  some  circumstances 
prevent,  it.  We  shall  therefore  go  to  Gnadenthal  with  the 
saine  waggon,  which  brings  our  successors,  and  there  prepare 
for  our  retui^n  tQ  Europe. 

.  .  **  Enon  will  suffer  no  loss,  by  my  absence,  as  you  seem  to^ 
fear.  ]  am  worn  out,  and  claim  no  merit  wfhatever,  but  desire^ 
to  appear  as  an  unprofitable  servant  before  my  Lord  and  Sa- 
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vioor^  and  to  be  received  by  Him  as  a  pardoned  nnBer,inereiy 
for  the  sake  of  Hk  precious  merits. 

**  To  leave  this  con^i^egation  will  give  as  very  great 
pain,  our  attachment  to  it  is  not  less  than  that  of  oar  dear 
people  to  as,  but  we  leave  them  with  the  assurancey  that  the 
Lord  will  contiiine  to  bless  His  work  in  this  favored  place* 
We  commend  ourselves  to  the  prayers  of  all  our  dear  friends^ 
and  remain,  &c.  j^„^  j,^^^^  Schmitt.

Dbab  Brother,  E''^'*'  December,  2d,  1826, 

**  LAST  week's  post  brought  us  your  most  welcome  letter  of 
July  2SA*  I  now  write  to  you  in  haste,  for  it  is  necessary 
for  us  to  go  for  a  few  days  to  Strubels-place,  to  be  present  al 
the  harvest  of  barley,  which  turns  out  very  good.  The  rye  on 
die  old  place  is  also  good,  though  the  locusts  did  much  dam* 
age  to  it.  We  are  glad  that  they  have  not  destroyed  the  whole 
crop,  as  was  the  case  with  some  of  our  neighbours'.  I  cannot 
better  describe  these  vermin,  than  by  saying,  that  they  come 
like  snow,  when  it  falls  in  large  flakes. 

*<  What  shall  I  say  about  leaving  Enon !  I  cannot  de- 
scribe my  feelings,  the  Lord  alone  knows  them;  pray  for  me, 
tbat  He  may  make  me  willing  to  do  His  will. 

**  October  6tb,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  the  chesi 
of  medicines,  a  present  from  our  generous  friend,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  P.,  all  in  good  order,  and  the  medicines  of  the  most  use* 
ful  kind*    May  the  Lord  reward  the  donor  abundantly. 

*^  We  have  lately  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Melville,  dat^ 
ed  Griqua«town,  June  20th.  He  writes  that  he  is  happy  and 
comfortable  at  that  place,  and  wishes  to  be  still  more  useful  iii 
spreading  the  gospel  among  those  who  sit  in  darkness  and 
death,  but  believes  that  the  Lord's  time  is  not  yet  come. 

**  The  clothing  sent  by  some  kind  friends  in  England 
was  received  with  unbounded  gratitude  and  joy  by  the  poor 
and  needy  among  our  congregation.  You  would  have  beed 
delighted  to  see  the  surprise  and  joy  in  their  countenances, 
when  I  made  the  distribution,  and  they  begged  me.  with  tears 
to  write  their  thanks,  and  to  assure  their  benefactors^  that  they 
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wmM  pray  Ae  Lord  io  bless  aftd  reMrard  theitt.  Tfcey  also 
promised  me  to  be  very  careAil  of  the  clotliea  they  reoeired^ 
aod  I  haw  the  satisfaction  to  see  tbem  keep  their  word.  They 
save  tbtir  best  dothes  for  Simdays,  and  particularly  for  Com« 
■Mmion-days.  I  distributed  only  a  pardon,  and  meaii  to  mr^ 
tha  rest  till  the  end  af  the  year,  or  till  our  departure  from 
beiwe.  I  can  assare  yon,  that  I  spent  arany  a  happy  hour  in 
sorting  the  clothing  sent  to  us,  according  to  my  knowledge  o£ 
the  wants  of  the  poor  people. 

**  I  am^  and  shall  erer  remain,  grateful  to  the  generous 
friends,  who  put  it  in  my  power  to  help  the  distressed ;  nor 
shall  I  and  my  dear  husband  ever  forget  the  joy  we  felt,  and 
tfce  seasonable  relief  afibrded,  by  the  first  chesia  «f  dathiag' 
for  the  poor  children  and  others,  which  arrived  from  Englabd. 
at  the  time  of  our  suferiogs.

**  You  will  have  been  informed,  that  we  da  not  return  to 
Enon»  but  remain  here  at  GuadeutbaK  Though  I  fc^lt  it 
somewhat  hard  to  part  with  my  dearly  beloved  people  at 
Eoon^  yet  I  may  say,  that  my  appointment  to  the  service  of 
this  Mission  is  very  agreeable  to  me^  and  I  enter  with  plea«» 
sure  into  the  difierent  duties  connected  with  it 

**  We  may,  with  truths  declare,  that  our  Saviour  lays  a 
special  blessing  upon  the  preaching  of  the  Word  of  ifiitf 
Creas;  and  we  have  many  proofs  that  the  Holy  Spirit  makes 
it  efficaeioos  in  the  hearts  of  the  hearers.  We  are  more  par* 
licnlarly  encouraged,  when  we  speak  with  the  communi-^ 

( lAdividually,  that  there  is  truly  divine  life  in  their  souls.. 
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During^  tkH  karTett,  wkkk^  in  general^  wan  better  than  iit 
former  yeare^vone  of  our  people  were  led  astray;  and  we 
wereob%^  to  exclude  a  fe^  who  had  fallen  into  sin.  Of 
tbeae^  some  left  us  of  their  own  accord*  We  ha^e^  howeTer, 
thank  God^  not  had  many  instaneeilr  of  persons  who  suffered 
dieotselyes  to  be  seduced  by  the  wicked  spirit^  that  dictated 
the  base  oalUHmies  agaiuat  us  in  the  public  papers.  I  trust 
that  the  Lord  Hvitl  cause  these  triuk  to  work  together  for  our 
goody  and  continue,  in  spite  of  the  assaults  of  th^  enemy,  to 
own  and  bless  His  work  in  this  place.  It  will  lead  us  all  to 
examine  and  prove  ourselves;  for,  in  a  time  of  persecution, 
His  Church  generally  prospers.  It  is  better  for  us  to  be  * 
thus  treated,  than  always  to  have  the  pmise  of  men,  for  the 
devil  makes  use  of  it  to  liA  up  the  heart  with  sel£>complacen- 
cy;  and  we  have  been  too  much  praised  here  in  South  Afri- 
ca. The  Lord  has  therefore  permitted  an  enemy  to  rise  up 
for  a  season*.

4.  From  Brother  H.  P.  Hallbeck. 
Dear  BnotMEii,  ^nadenthal,  November  8t^  1826. 
**  BY  my  former  letters,  you  will  have  learnt,  that  the  pre* 
sent  year  has  been  a  season  of  much  distress ;  but  we  have 
now  again  experienced  thatGod  our  Saviour  is  indeed  a  mighty 
Helper  in  the  day  of  affliction.    Though  it  is  indeed  beyond 


*  These  remarks  allude  to  certain  paragraphs  in  one  of  the  Dutch  news- 
papers, sent  in  by  a  man,  calling  himself  Rnsticus,  full  of  railing  against  the 
Missionarieiy  misrepresenting  their  motives  and  practice,  and  accusing  ttiesi 
of  making  gain  of  the  Hottentots.  Though  they  are  most  clunisjr  tmd  in- 
coherent  productions*  and  known  to  be  malicious  falsehoods,  both  by  the 
Government  and  all  persons  acquainted  with  the  state  of  the  Mission,  some 
impression  has  been  made  upon  a  few  of  the  Hottentots,  by  the  instigations 
oTthe  writer  and  his  associates. 
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the  power  of  man  to  prevent  tbe  effeci  of  Mch  difficnUies^  m 
far  as  tfaey  may  bare  nn  influence  on  the  external  prosperi- 
ty  of  a  plate  like  this,  and  obstruct  the  fifradulil  advance^ 
ment  of  tbe  Hottentots  in  yarious  ways,  yet  we  have-  great 
reason  for  thankfulness,  that  they  have  not  proved  so  faurt« 
ful  to  the  internal  course  of  the  congregation  as  might  have 
been  ^apprehended.     Want  of  food   has  proved  a  tempta« 
tion  to  many  slaves  and  Hottentots  during  the  year  past; 
and  never  before  were  there  so  many  thefts  and  robberies  in 
this  country  i  but,  except  with  a  solitary  instance  of  some  eat* 
ables  being  stolen  at  a  house  in  this  settlement,  by  the  sedoc* 
tion  of  a  man  not  belonging  to  us,  not  one  of  our  Hottentots 
has  been  concerned  in  those  doings;  which,  while  it  calM 
for  our  gratitude  to  Crod,  is  matter  of  surprise  to  every  on^ 
acquainted  with  the  circumstances  of  the  country.    We  have, 
of  course,  done  our  best  to  afford  relief  to  the  poor,  from  the 
fund  created  by  the  generosity  of  our  British  friends  for  that 
purpose,  as  far  as  has  been  prudent  and  practicable.     We 
have  found  employment  for  those  who  were  able  to  work,  by 
getting  several  reservoirs  of  water  to  be  made  for  the  use  of 
the  Hottentots.     We  also  set  them  to  dig  the  gardens  for  the 
old  widows,  to  enable  them  to  sow  and  reap.    Such  as  were 
incapable  of  work,  and  left  destitute,  have  been  supported; 
but,  with  every  inclination  to  relieve,  it  is  not  possible  to  do  it 
in  all  cases  of  distress ;  and  we  have  therefore  great  cause  to 
thank  our  merciful  heavenly  Father,  that  He  has  helped  us 
so  graciously.  The  harvest  of  oats  and  barley  has  now  begun 
in  our  neighbourhood,  and  is  very  abundant,  particularly  that 
of  barley,  but  wheat,  we  fear,  will  not  turn  out  so  good. 
In   the  districts  of  Uitenhage    and   George,  that  dreadful 
scourge,  the  rust^  has  again  made  its  appearance,  and  is  ap- 
proaching towards  us.     But  as  the  wheat  is  tolerably  far 
advanced,  the  dreaded  mischief  will  not  be  so  great;  and 
the  harvest  cannot  be  quite  destroyed. 

^  Last  week  I  visited  Hemel-en-Aarde.  On  tbe  29th 
four  adults  were  baptized.  Brother  Leitner  and  his  wife 
were  pretty  well,  as  were  all  our  fellow-labourers  at  Elim. 
On  our  last  prayer-day  at  Gnadenthal,  six  adults  were  bap* 
tized ;  and  seven,  baptized  as  children,  received  into  tbe  con- 
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fregatton.  To  the  Lord's  Sapper,  last  Soiidayi  eleven  personi 
were  admitted  as  candidates. 

'*  Most  of  our  people  are  now  dispersed  ia  the  neigh- 
bourhood, to  assist  in  the  harvest.  The  settlement,  therefore^ 
is  more  empty,  and  the  church  more  thinly  attended  than 
usoal.  Much  as  we  r^ret  this  unavoidable  dispersion  of  our 
people,  on  account  of  the  temptations  to  which  they  are  ex- 
posed, we  are  on  the  other  hand  thankful,  that  they  find  pro- 
fitable employment.  The  strength  of  their  minds  and  hearts 
is  thereby  put  to  the  test,  and  we  will  hope,  and  likewise  in 
various  instances  find,  that  our  weak  Hottentots  acquire  more 
energy  of  character,  by  the  exercise  of  their  Christian  princi- 
ples. .Thus,  though  it  is  naturally  more. pleasing  to  us,  that, 
when  sheltered  in  the  midst  of  the  congregation,  they  are  pre- 
served from  deviations,  yet  the  absence  of  faults  in  the  ab- 
sence of  temptations  is  no  proof  of  strength,  or  of  their  being 
more  advanced  in  grace.  We  have,  however,  great  reason  to 
bless  God  for  their  preservation,  the  instances  of  deviation 
being  con^paratively  few. 

**  I  noticed,  in  my  former  letter,  an  attack  that  has  been 
made  upon  us  by  a  paragraph  in  a  paper  published  at  Cape- 
town. The  writer,  who  calls  himself,  Rustieus,  seems  very, 
^n^ry,  and  repeats  his  unfounded  charges,  the  absurdity  pf 
which  is  manifest  to  all  acquainted  with  the  Mission.,  Yet 
such  calumnies  tend  to  distress  U3,  and  even  disturb  the 
minds  of  a  few  of  our  Hottentots. 

*<  We  never  have  bad  so  much  wet  and  cold  weather  as. 
this  year.  The  warm  days  have  been  very  few,  and  the 
eountry  preserves  a  green  appearance,  such  as  is  generally, 
seen,  only  in  the  rainy  season.  Our  plantation,  orchards,  and 
vineyards,  are  therefore  in  a  fine  condition,  and  the  latter 
promise  a  good  crop,  though  the  caterpillars,  which  are  found, 
in  unusual  numbers,  do  some  mischief. 

^  By  a  letter  from  Enon,  I  am  infomed  that  all  our  dear, 
fdlow-laboorers  there  were  well.  All  of  us  unite  in  cordial 
love  to,yQu,  and  beg  to  salute  all  our  Brethren  and  friends  in 

Europe.

*^  We  felt  rather  distressed  al  the  close  of  the  year^  on 
acoouat  af  the  slate  of  a  few  of  ottr  people,  who  suffered  Ihem* 
•setves  lo  be  influenced  by  the  calamnies  already  alluded  to> 
inserted  in  one  of  the  newspapers^  and  by  the  writer's  i»« 
•inqationsy  exciting  them  to  a  spirit  of  insabordtnatien  and 
discontent.  It  appears,  as  if  the  enefny  were  let  laoae  agaiaal 
lis  for  a  season,  but  I  believe  indeed  that  il  is  only  for  a  sea« 
aan.  Both  omr  Government  and  all  sensible  people  are  well 
convinced  of  the  abaordity  of  the  assertions  of  the  calumniater. 
By  the  advice  of  our  friends,  I  have  answered  Rusticus'  first  at- 
tack, by  simply  stating  fiicts;  but  he  seems  indeiatigakle  in  re- 
pealing hisangry  assertions.  I  trust  it  will  all  work  together 
forouF  good.  We  have  in  form^  years  been  often  reminded  of 
ear  Saviour's  words :  ^  Woe  unto  you  when  aUmen  n^eak  wett 
tjfyou^  &C.'*  and  prayed  that  we  might  be  preserved  in  bu« 
asility,  that  that  woe  might  not  come  upon  us.  Such  perse- 
cutions as  those  to  which  we  are  now  expaeed,  are  indeed  ad* 
mirably  calculated  to  snbclue  the  spirit  of  self*coroplacency 
and  trust  in  our  own  strength,  and  to  awaken  every  alumber- 
vnkg  energy  of  the  soul.  If  only  the  cause  of  God  does  not 
mMet  tliereby,  we  will  bear  the  hostility  ef  man  with  patience. 
^  The  last  year  was,  in  general,  very  healthy  at  (Jnaden- 
ttlal,  and  we  had  an  unuauaUy  small  number  of  deaths.  At 
present  wc  have  1185  individuals  on  our  list,  among  whom 
are  upwards  of  500  communicanta.

themselves  in  die  fruit  seaspn.  The  attendaace^it  ^  church,, 
i|nd  at  the  schools,  is  consequently  great*  Commending  our«*. 
selves  and  this  Mission  to  the  prayers  of  all  our  dear  Bretbw ^ 
ren  and  friends  everywhere,  I  an^ever,  &c.

Extract  Jr am  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Society  of  the  United  Brethren  for  P.ropagating  the 
Gospel  among  the  Heathen^  at  their  stated  Meeting ^  held  at 
Bethlehem,  August  "HeaK  19316. 
'<  CONCERNING  the  missions  ofthe  Brethren's  Church  in  this 
country,  which  form  so  prominent  an  object  of  our  peculiar 
care  and  attention,  as  well  as  of  our  fervent  prayers,  the  fol- 
lowing particulars  deserve  to  be  mentioned : 

'<  The  Mission  at  New  Fairfield,  in  Canada,  has  for  the  grat- 
er part  of  the  year  I>een  under  the  sole  care  of  Brother  and 
Sister  Haman.  Brother  Luckenbach  and  his  wife,  with  tbdr 
two  children,  left  Fairfield  on  the  5th  of  September,  1825, 
on  their  long  intended  visit  to  as  at  Bethleheai,  and  arriired 
here  on  the  <)Oth.  Their  stay  of  nearly  eight  months  wHh 
us,  and  other  congregations  in  Pensylvania,  proved  a  time 
of  rest,  which  they  greatly  needed,  and  became  a  source  of 
highly  valued  enjoyment  and  encouragement  to  them,  as  it 
was  of  pleasure  to  us  and  all  our  Brethren  and  Sisters.  The 
frequent  interviews  which  Brother  Luckenbach  had  with  the 
Greneral  Conference  afforded  opportunities  to  acquire  mncli 
information  on  the  present  state  of  the  missions,  and  to  de- 
termine upon  the  proper  measures  which  that  state  requices* 
The  connexion  of  the  Indian  congregation  at  Fairfield  with 
the  heathen  becoming  daily  less,  on  account  of  the  increase 
of  white  settlements  around  them,  the  necessity  of  g^radiial- 
ly  inducing  our  Indians  to  adopt  a  mode  of  living  more  con- 
sonant to  their  present  situation,  by  greater  attention  to  agri- 
culture and  mechanical  occupations,  has  grown  imperious ; 
and  Brother  Luckenbach  was  duly  empowered  to  afford  all 
pecuniary  and  other  assistance  to  the  Indians,  to  promote  so 
desirable  an  end.  But  this  very  circumstance  urges  upon  us 
the  duty,  at  the  same  time,  to  look  out  for  new  opportunities 
to  bring  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  to  the  receding  na- 
tions. He  was  therefore  commissioned  to  obtain  every  pos- 
sible information  in  this  respect,  especially  concerning  th« 
practicability  of  preaching  the  Gospel  ta  the  Indians  in  iIm 
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Ticinity  of  Greenbay,  on  Lake  MicbigaDy  and  if  necessary, 
personally  to  reconnoitre  those  parts.  After  taking  leave  of 
OS,  Brother  and  Sister  Luckenbacb,  with  their  youngest 
cbildy  returned  to  their  beloved  flocky  and  arrived  at  New 
Fairfieldy  Jane  17,  1826,  to  the  very  great  joy  of  their  fel- 
low-labourers and  the  congregation.  At  a  solemn  meet- 
ings an  affecttonate  admonitory  epistle  from  the  General 
Conference  to  the  Indian  congregation  was  publicly  com- 
Huinkated  and  listened  to  with  deep  attention,  and  evi- 
dent  marks  of  salutary  impression.  Brother  and  Sister 
Haman  had  experienced  the  Lord's  powerful  assistance,  dur- 
ing the  time  ihat  tlie  whole  charge  of  the  mission  rested 
npon  them,  tinder  various  difficulties  they  had  to  contend 
withy  especially  when  during  last  Spring  they  suffered  not  a 
little  from  ill  health.  On  the  2d  of  April  they  were  blessed 
by  the  birth  of  a  daughter,  which  was  baptized  by  the  name 
of  Maria  Louisa.  During  the  winter-evenings,  Brother  Ha- 
inan liad  used  his  best  endeavours  to  instruct  the  Indian 
cfaildsen.  The  internal  state  of  the  Indian  congregation  un- 
derwent no  material  change.  As  heretofore,  there  was  no 
want  of  signal  evidences  of  the  operation  of  divine  grace, 
but  new  life  and  zeal,  and  an  increase  of  the  saving  know- 
ledge of  Christ  remained  greatly  to  be  desired.  Mo  acces- 
don  %o  the  number  of  converts  by  baptism  of  adults  took 
place  during  the  year.  The  missionaries,  however,  rejoiced 
to  be  able  to  pe-admit  to  the  congregation,  on  proofs  of  her 
sincere  contrition,  a  married  woman,  whose  conduct  had  for 
several  years  been  a  source  of  much  grief  and  affliction. 

**  The  last  year's  crop  of  corn  had  proved  extremely  scan- 
ty, whieh  occasioned  a  painful  scarcity  of  provisions  during 
a  very  cold  winter,  (the  thermometer  several  times  billing 
10  «tegirees  below  zero  of  Fahrenheit,)  accompanied  by  deep 
snow«  The  produce  of  the  chase,  and  of  an  uncommonly 
plentiful 'sogar-crop  in  the  Spring,  tended  greatly  to  mitigate 
thiiB  distress^  although  it  became  necessary  to  devote  the 
proCtsof  the -latter  to  the  purchase  of  provisions,  instead  of 
elotbing  and  other  articles,  to  which  it  is  generally  applied. 
The:  prospects  for  the  present  year  are  considerably  bettet. 
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*^  Part  of  the  compensation  promised  by  the  Government 
for  the  devastation  of  the  last  war,  has  been  actually  receive 
ed,  and  it  is  intended  to  make  ase  of  this  money  to  rebuild 
the  church.  Whether  the  residue  of  this  compensatioff mo* 
ney  will  be  likewise  paid  is  become  doubtful  on  account 
of  new  difficulties,  which  the  Indians  are  striving  to  obvi« 
ate,  by  a  deputation,  provided  with  proper  certificates. 

^  Brother  Haman  has  not  mentioned  in  his  letter  the  ex- 
act number  of  the  inhabitants  of  New  iPair field,  at  the  close 
of  last  year.  It  is  probably  somewhat  less  than  at  the  close 
of  1824,  when  that  number  amounted  to  199,  exclusive  of 
the  miissionaries. 

^  The  mission  among  the  Cherokees  has,  during  the  pe- 
riod elapsed,  continued  to  shew  forth  pleasing  fruits  of  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel.  Notwithstanding  it  had  been 
thought  advisable  at  the  time  of  the  last  general  meeting  of 
the  Missionary  Society  at  Salem,  (on  the  6tb  of  October  last, 
when  forty-six  members  attended,)  to  defer  the  intended 
visit  to  the  Cherokee  mission  by  one  of  the  directors  from 
Salem,  on  account  of  the  critical  situation  of  that  utftion,  it 
was  afterwards  found  necessary  to  take  this  measure,  as  no* 
thing  decisive  appearied  likely  to  happen  within  a  reasonable 
time.  Brother  Theodore  Schultz  was  therefore  sent  thither 
in  the  beginning  of  April,  and  returned  to  Salem,  on  the 
13th  of  May.  The  distance  from  Spriug*Place,  by  the  near- 
est route,  is  961  miles,  but  888  by  the  more  convenient  one. 
The  report  Brother  Schultz  rendered  of  this  visit  to  the  Ge- 
neral Conference  at  Salem,  has  been  communicated  to  us,  and 
evidently  shews  that  it  was  attended  by  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord,  and  productive  of  great  encouragement  to  the  mission- 
aries and  their  little  flock  of  believing  Indians.  The  situ- 
Micm  of  both  stations  at  Spring*Place  and  at  Oochgelogy,  he 
considered  advantageous,  and  the  internal  state  of  the  <!on- 
gregation  truly  encouraging.  Several  of  the  members,  es- 
pedatFy  Joshua  and  his  wife^  and  Charles  and  Abraham 
Hicks,  are  actively  engaged  in  promoting  the  welfare  of 
the  souls  of  their  countrymen,  and  make  use  of  every  op- 
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portunity  tb  testify  unto  tbem  of  salvation  id  Christ,  with 
undeniable  effect  on  nii^ny  minds.  On  the  90th  of  April, 
Brother  Schultz  baptized  an  unmarried  Indian,  Juijaka^  by 
the  name  of  Jeremtfl^.  The  members  of  the  congregation, 
and  those  under  influence  of  divine  grace,  dwelling  much 
dispersed,  the  promulgation  of  the  Grospel,  andthe  necessary 
visits  to  the  converts  require  more  labourers  and  assistants 
to  the  Mission.  A  great  desire  to  see  their  number,  aug- 
mented is  expressed  from  different  parts  of  the  country.  It 
would  be  particularly  desirable  tbat  the  Gospel  could  be 
preached  to  the  Indians  in  their  own  language.  The  school 
at  Spring-Place  contains  at  present  18;  tbat  at  Oocbgelogy, 
7  scholars* 

<*  The  Indians  themselves  seem  to  have  no  fear  that  they 
will  be  forced  to  leave  their  present  places  of  residence,  aU 
though  it  does  not  appear  that  they  have  sufficient  grounds 
for  this  security.  May  He,  who  directs  all  things,  and  is  the 
Head  of  His  church,  so  guide  their  affairs,  that  no  detriment 
may  befal  the  hopeful  beginning  of  His  work  of  grace  among 
the  Cherokee  nation,  whatever  the  event  of  the  present  crisis 
may  be.  13  adult  members,  11  of  whom  are  communicants, 
constituted  the  little  flock  at  Spri»g*Place;  9  belong  to  Oocb- 
gelogy, of  whom  two,  liowever, '  have  for  some  time  gt>ne 
astray.    -  ^ 

**  No  later  accounts  have  been  received  concerning  the 
missionary  endeavours  among  the  blacks  in  the  vicinity 
of  Salem,  than  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Salem 
Directors,  of  October  6th.  According  to  this,  service  is 
regularly  held  in  the  church  every  fortnight.  The  Har- 
mony of  the  Four  Gospels  is  occasionally  read  to  those  who 
attend  pretiching,  accompanied  by  suitable  explanations. 
The  conduct  of  those  who  come  to  the  church  is  devout,  and 
although  ,no  striking  conversions  have  been  observed,  the 
seed  of  life  is  continually  sown,  in  hopes  of  its  bringing  forth 
fruit  in  due  time.  One  adult  bad  been  baptized  in  18^»  and 
another  was  considered  a  candidate;  3  persons  had  beea 
recently  admitted  to  the  communion.    The  whole  number  of 
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those  belougiag  to  this  little  flock  is  8  communicatits,  7 
aduhs,  baptized,  and  one  candidate  for  baptism;  making^lG 
persons  in  alL 


Extract  of  the  Dtary  of  the  Mission  at  New  Fairfield,  in 
1824  and  1825. 

SEPTEMBER  13/A,  the  Communicants  had  a  meeting, 
in  reference  to  the  Lord's  Supper  to  be  celebrated  on  the 
17tb.  In  the  following  days  Brother  and  Sister  Luckenbach 
spoke  with  them  all  individually,  and  reminded  them  earn* 
estly  of  their  baptismal  engagements.  Altliough  some  devi- 
ations had  occurred  among  the  communicants,  occasioned  by 
the  kite  journey  to  Maiden,  we  found  much  cause  to  thank 
the  Lord,  upon  hearing  the  testimonies  of  many,  who  felt 
humbled  and  penitent  on  account  of  their  unfaithfulness  and 
transgressions.  A  sister  deplored  bitterly  her  coldness  of 
heart  towards  her  Saviour,  which  often  caused .  her  to  doubt 
whether  she  was  a  child  of  God,  and  would  die  happily; 
which  gave  her  much  uneasiness.  Another  sister  com- 
plained of  the  wickedness  of  her  heart,  and  said:  <*  Three 
times  already  have  I  staid  away  from  the  Lord's  Supper,  be- 
cause I  always  had  some  troubles,  and  now  I  don*t  know  at 
all  what  to  think  of  myself,  since  anger  and  the  malice  of 
my  heart  have  lately  so  overcome  me,  that  I  not  only  made 
myself  guilty  of  a  hot  dispute,  but  even  of  violence.  Soon 
after,  1  felt  sorry  for  what  had  happened,  and  I  have  since 
been  ashamed  to  shew  my  face.  1  desire  to  ask  pardon  of 
the  person  whom  I  injured,' for  I  must  confess  that  I  went 
too^far,  although  she  came  to  my  house  to  quarr^  with  me. 
I  will  endeavour  in  future  to  refrain  from  such  evil  deeds,  as 
1  have  sufficiently  felt  the  pain  of  an  accusing  conscience 
and  troubled  heart.'-  A  baptized  woman,  Hannah^  said  i 
**  Since  I  have  been  baptized,  and  live  in. the  congregation,, 
my  eyes  become  more  and  more  open  to  see  what  a  poor 
creature  I  am.  Formerly,  when  I  was  yet  among  the  hea-  • 
then,  i  was  very  ignorant  of  my  state,  and  thought  myself 
better  than  the  believers,  on  which  account  I  hated  them, 
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and  discovering*  many  faults  in  thenii  I  thought,  to  such  peo- 
ple I  need  not  go^  for  I  live  better  than  tbey  do;  but  now  I 
find  how  much  is  yet  wanting  to  me,  bnd  how  poor  and 
feeble  my  heart  is  for  doing  any  thing  that  is  good,  so  that 
I  am  ashamed  to  go  to  the  meetings,''  &c. 

October  \st.  We  had  the  unexpected  pleasure  to  wel- 
come Brother  Haman,  with  his  wife,  whom  he  had  married 
at  Bethleheni.  Tbey  arrived  in  good  health  and  sphrits, 
grateful  for  the  divine  protection  which  they  had  experienced 
.  on  their  journey,  and  especially  on  their  dangerous  passage 
across  Lake  Erie,  and  we  joined  them  in  praising  the  Lord 
for  His  goodness.  Our  people,  old  and  young,  soon  gather- 
ed together,  to  testify  to  our  Brother  and  Shier  their  joy  at 
their  safe  arrival,  and  their  satisfaction  that  another  white 
Sister  had  been  found  willing  to  labour  among  thenu  Seve- 
ral of  them,  under  a  sense  of  thetr  own  uuworthiness,  ex- 
pressed themselves  in  this  manner:  '*  That  dear  Sister  has 
left  her  home,  where  she  was  always  happy,  and  is  come 
to  us  poor  people,  where  she  will  often  find  cause  to  be  sor- 
rowful/' 

Sunday f  Sd.  Brother  Haman  preached  in  the  morn- 
ing. In  the  afternoon  the  whole  congregation  welcomed 
him  and  his  wife,  and  they  were  introduced  to  the  con- 
gregation as  our  fellow-labourers.  Brother  Haman  deliver- 
ed affectionate  salutations  from  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  at 
Bethlehem  and  Nazareth,  to  the  Christian  Indians^  assur- 
ing them  of  their  continued  love  for  them,  and  cordial  in- 
terest in  their  spiritual  and  temporal  welfare.  Brother  Luck- 
enbach  then  addressed  the  congregation,  calling  to  mind 
their  privileges,  and  exciting  them  to  render  thanks  to  Grod 
for  tho  same,  and  to  devote  themselves  anew  unto  Him. 

In  this  week  the  Indian  sisters  and  some  of  the  men  went 
to  the  Cranberry  plains,  situated  in  our  neighbourhood,  to 
gather  cranberries,  of  which  there  is  so  g^at  an  abundance 
tbb  year,  that  in  many  plac^  they  can  be  collected  by  hands 
full.  They  brought  home  altogether  about  one  hundred 
bushels,  and  intend  to  take  them  in  the  spring  to  the  market 
at  Detroit,  where  they  usually  dispose  of  this  article  at  one 
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dollar  and  ^wards  per  bushel.  Tbejr  likewise,  in  tl|e  courae 
of  the  week,  finished  the  labour  of  breaking  the  corn  from  tbe 
stalks,  in  which  they  had  been  engaged  day  and  night  for 
some  weeks,  and  now  commenced  to  bring  it  home  in 
sledges  drawn  by  oxen*  Tbe  patience  of  the  Indians  in 
their  labours  of  tbe  field  is  astonishing;  according  to  their 
method,  but  little  work  can  be  performed  in  a  day,  and 
four  to  six  weeks  are  required  by  them  for  harvesting  their 
com;  but  they  cheerfully  persevere  till  the  whole  is  ac» 
coraplished.  In  the  following  days  tbe  hunters,  and  a  majo- 
rity of  the  men,  left  us  on  their  autumnal  expedition,  some 
going  down  the  river,  and  others  towards  Lake  Erie,  Their 
chief  object  was  to  obtain  deer-skins,  to  provide  themselves 
and  fiimilies  with  shoes  for  the  approaching  winter. 

18ih.  The  female  assistants  distributed  among  the  poorest 
sisters  the  presents  sent  by  Brother  and  Sister  Haman,  from 
the  Female  Missionary  Society  at  Bethlehem;  they  were 
highly  gratified,  and  expressed  their  thankfulness  to  the  be- 
nevolent donors  for  these  gifts,  wishing  them  an  abundant 
recompense  from  the  Lord, 

November  12ih.  Brother  Luckenbach  was  visited  by  a 
Monsy  chief,  JUetawes,  with  whom  he  had  become  acquaint- 
ed thirteen  years  ago,  on  Sandusky  river,  and  had  frequently 
discoursed  on  the  salvation  of  his  soul.  He  related,  that  he 
bad  some  years  back  moved  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Maiden, 
4md  settled  among  the  Wyondats  there;  that  a  good  and  pi- 
ous man.  Steward  by  na^ie,  had  often  exhorted  him  to  attend 
to  his  souFs  welfare,  and  for  this  purpose  to  move  with  hia 
fiunily  to  the  believing  Indians  at  New  Fairfield,  promising  to 
assist  him  by  giving  him  a  canoe  and  provisions  on  the  way.. 
For  the  good  proposal  and  the  good  words  of  this  man,  he 
said,  he  had  thanked  him,  but  had  refused  to  accept  of  his 
offer,  because  his  heart  was  not  so  inclined,  telling  him,  <'  My 
friend,  the  words  are  very  good  which  I  have  heard  from 
you,  and  I  thank  you  for  the  very  kind  assistance  you  have 
offered  me,  but  for  the  present  I  cannot  make  use  of  it,  be- 
cause my  heart  cannot  receive  the  doctrine  which  is  taught 
there;  and  I  coqjd  not  live  with  contentment  among  thebe* 
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liefers/'  Brother  Luekenbach  hereupon  asked  him,  whether 
be  had  nfever  yet  felt  a  coucem  about  the  pardon  of  bis  siiis, 
urging  him  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  to  live  according 
to  itf  He  answered,  **  O  yes,  often  when  I  have  been  drink- 
ing whisky  three  or  four  days,  and  at  length  come  to  myself 
again,  I  feel  a  great  uneasiness,  and  some  fear  on  account  of 
my  sinful  practice8,andthenl  resolve  to  amend  and  change  my 
life.  But  after  some  time  this  feeling  is  lost  again,  I  am  sa- 
tisfied  with  my  condition,  and  go  on  till  another  opportunity 
for  drinking  overpowers  me/'  It  appeared  from  his  conver- 
sation, that  he  had  some  years  ago  formed  the  resolution  to 
move  to  the  believing  Indians,  but  had  left  the  matter  for 
decision  to  his  mother  and  sister,  who  were  both  enemies  of 
the  Gospel,  and  declared,  that  they  would  never  go  with  bim^ 
but  were  resolved  to  abide  by  the  customs  received  from  their 
fathers;  which  determination  caused  him  to  relinquish  his 
object,  as  h6  was  averse  to  a  separation  from  them.  He  was 
now  informed,  that  whoever  would  save  his  soul,  must  obey 
'  God  rather  than  man;  and  that  it  is  impossible,  without  faith 
in  the  Saviour,  to  gain  the  favour  of  God,  and  come  to  him; 
that  sin,  which  by  nature  is  within  us,  makes  uid  unfit  to  do 
any  thing  that  is  good,  &c.  '  He  coldly  assented  to  all  this, 
but  seemed  to  be  in  no  wise  influenced  by  what  had  been  said. 
10M,  and  the  following  days,  the  Cojnmiinicants  were 
individually  spoken  to,  in  reference  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 
Several  sisters  who,  on  account  of  dissentious,  had  for  a  coA^ 
siderable  time  been  deprived  of  this  blessed  enjoyment,  con- 
fessed their  faults  with  penitence  and  sorrow,  and  were  wil- 
ling to  ask  each  ^ther's  forgiveness,  and  to  forget  the  past, 
saying,  that  they  were  tired  of  beibg  troubled  with  evil 
thoughts,  as  they  felt  that  their  hearts  always  became  more 
estranged  from  our  Saviour.  One  said :  <*  I  earnestly  desire 
to  be  delivered  from  the  evil  in  my  heart,  which  I  see  and  feel 
more  and  more,  to  my  great  sorrow;  for  1  find,  that  if  all 
men  loved  me,  and  tried  to  please  me,  their  favour  could  not 
rescue  my  soul  from  destruction  after  this  life;  I  therefore 
cannot  be  happy  whilst  my  heart  is  not  right  with  our  Sa* 
viour."    The  Indian  Brother,  Tobias,  whose  conduct  on  the 
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late  journey  to  Maiden  had  been  very  reprehemible,  exprets* 
ed  biiHself  in  these  terms :  *^I  can  say  but  little  of  myself, 
except  that  I  am  still  ashamed  of  my  behaviour,  and  the 
wound  which  my  heart  received  on  that  journey  is  not  yet 
healed.  I  formerly  thought  that  I  really  loved  our  Savi» 
our,  but  now  I  find  that  it  is  not  true.  I  have  grieved  Him 
too  much  with  my  sins,  and  if  He  would  not  forgive  me, 
but  cast  ine  away,  and  not  look  at  me,  1  could  say  nothing, 
agrainst  it;  but  I  am  resolved  to  ask  Him  for  pardon,  because 
I  know  no  other  help,*'  &c. 

The  greater  part  of  the  hunters  returned  in  these  days, 
more  richly  laden  with  booty  than  had  been  the  case  for  sofne 
years.  They  had  killed  about  sixty  deer  and  two  bears.  We 
received  a  part  of  the  venison,  and  in  return  gave  them  some 
salt,  which  is  an  article  highly  valued  amongst  them. 

I3th,-We  celebrated  the  communion,  and  received  a  rich 
spiritual  blessing  in  the  presence  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

15M.  The  schools  for  the  children  having  ceased  for  a 
time,  on  account  of  the  harvest,  were  again  resumed ;  Brother 
Luckenbach  taking  charge  of  the  girls,  and  Brother  Haman 
of  the  boys.  One  great  benefit  of  the  schools  is  this,  that  they 
have  an  evident  influence  upon  the  behaviour  of  the  children 
in  the  church,  and  elsewhere^  on  which  account  we  endee. 
vour  to  k«ep  them  as  regularly  as  possible. 

About  this  time  we  had  copious  rains,  which  excited  our 
lively  gratitude  to  our  heavenly  Father. 

Durinjg  the  blessed  advent-season,  into  which  we  enter* 
ed,  November  28tb^  the  school  children  usually  assembled 
in  the  evening  in  our  house,  to  learn  to  sing  the  verses 
which  had  been  given  them  to  copimit  to  memory  for  Christ- 
mas. It  was  a  very  delightful  exercise  for  them,  and  with 
cheerful  voices  they  sang^  the  praises  of  their  incarnate 
Saviour. 

December  18th..  The  children  celebrated  a  very  happy 
prayer-day. 

24/A.  In  the  evening,  being  Christmas-eve,  we  read  the 
history  of  our  SavJour's  birth,  and  worshipped  our  incarnate 
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God  and  Saviour,  as  we  beheld  Him  in  spirit  lying  in  the 
mieinger  at  Betblebeniy  surrendering  our  hearts  anew  unto 
Him,  out  of  gratitude  for  His  boundless  love  to  us  sin- 
ners. Brother  Haman  accompanied  the  cheerful  voices  of 
the  congregation  and  children  with  a  violin;  and  (be  devout 
attention  and  silence  which  prevailed,  caused  us  to  in- 
dulge the  pleasing  hope,  that  the  solemn  remembrance  of 
this  important  event  will  have  had  some  effect  in  awaken- 
ing the'  lifeless  and  unconcerned  among  us,  and  in. en- 
couraging others  not  to*  cast  away  their  confidence,  but 
with'  renewed  strength  to  follow  their  Immanuel,  and  live 
unto  Himb  , 

2^h.  Brother  Haman  preached  in  the  morning,  and  in 
the  afternoon  the  children  had  a  special  meeting,  in  which 
they  recited  the  verses  they  h^d  learnt  for  the  occasion,  with 
loud  and  distinct  voices,  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  their 
parents  and  all  present. 

In  grateful  remembrance  of  the  multiplied  mercies  of 
Qur  Lord,  experienced  through  another  year,  and  deeply 
bumbled  on  account  of  our  unworthiness  and  numberiess 
faults  and  transgressions,  we  concluded  the  year  with  a  solemn 
meeting  on  the  31st,  held  as  usual  at  midnight.  In  the 
year  1824,  2  adults  and  9  children  have  been  baptized;  one 
person  admitted  to  the  communion;  2  were  received  into 
the  congregation;  3  persons  re-admitted;  5 adults  and  6 chil- 
dren departed  this  life.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  con- 
gregation at  New  Fairfield  consisted  of  33  married  couples, 
4  widowers,  18  widows,  2  married  women,  17  unmarried  men, 
13  unmarried  women,  33  boys  and  34  girls;  In  all,  187  per- 
ilous; which,  together  withJI2  perspns  for  the  present  exclud- 
ed, make  the  whole  number  199;  of  these  46  are  communi- 
cants, 9  unbaptized  adults,  and  22  unbaptized  children. 

1825. 
January  Isf.   Early  in  the  morning  all  the  school  chil- 
dren came  to  the  missionaries  to  wish  them  a  happy  new 
year.    After  a  short  address  to  them,  admonishing  them  to 
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be  obedient  to  their  Saviour  and  their  piArentg,  and  to  come 
diligently  to  church  and  school,  Sister  Luckenbach  present* 
•ed  them  with  some  cakes,  and  those  w^o  have  made  some 
proficiency  in  spelling,  received  from  Brother  Haman  small 
children's  books,  which  gave  them  much  pleasure.  In  the 
forenoon  Brother  Haman  preached  on  Luke  ii.  21,  and  iti 
the  afternoon  a  meeting  was  held  in  Brother  Luckeilbach's 
bouse,  with  all  the  assistant  Brethren  and  Sisters*  These 
were  exhorted  to  discharge  their  dnties  in  the  congregation 
and  in  the  church,  with  faithfulness  and  punctuality,  and  to 
continue  to  serve  the  Lord  and  His  congregation  in  humility 
and  with  a  willing  heart,  as  examples  to  the  flock,  remem« 
bering  our  Saviour's  words:  *^  He  that  is  faithful  in  that 
which  is  leasts  is  faithful  also  in  much;  and  he  that  is  tin^ 
Just  in  the  leasts  is  unjust  also  in  much  J* 

Sunday  2f{.  Brother  Luckenbach  discoursed  on  the  con« 
tents  and  spiritual  import  of  the  ten  commandments,  and 
shewed  that  it  is  impossible  to  fulfil  them,  except  we  have 
a  new  heart  given  to  us  by  our  Saviour.     After  public  wor- 
ship, the  communicants  had  a  special  meeting,  in  reference 
to  the  Holy  Communion  oh  the  6th.    In  these  days,  a  number 
of  those  who  had  been  excluded  and  sent  away  on  account 
of  their  bad  conduct,  came  to  Brother  Luckenbach,  and  with 
tears  of  penitence  confessed  their  sins,  desiring  that  the  mis- 
sionaries would  anew  have  compassion  on  them  and  make  an- 
other trial  with  them,  as  they  enjoyed  no  peace  in  their  hearts, 
but  spent   their  days  in  fear,   knowing  that  if  they  were 
called  into  eternity  in  their  present  condition,  they  must  be 
lost  for  ever,  &c.    They  were  directed  to  JesUs,  the  friend 
of  poor  sinners,  and  assured  that  He  casts  none  away,  from 
Him,  who  approach  Htm  weary  and  heavy  laden,  and  earnest- 
ly desirous  to  be  delivered  from  the  dominion  of  sin  and  Sa- 
tan.   In  the  subsequent  days  we  conversed  with  the  commu- 
nicants, the  baptized  and  the  aduk  inhabitants  of  our  con- 
gregatioo,    together  108  persons.      A  communicant  sister, 
Xrucm,  said  on  this  occasion:  *^  I  have  been  much  delighted 
witJr  the  expressions  of  my  husband  on  his  sick-bed,  who  to 
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all  appearance  will  not  remain  long  here  below,  I  have 
been  mor^d  to  tears,  and  the  desire  was  strongly  excited^ 
that  our  Saviour  would  give  me  also,  before  my  departure, 
the  grace  to  be  thus  prepared,  as  I  see  is  the  case  with  my  hus- 
band. I  am  not  worthy  that  He  should  invite  me,  so  great  a 
sinner,  tollis  table,  and  feed  me  with  the  rich  treasures  of  His 
house;  for  I  always  become  more  sensible  how  bad  and  de- 
praved I  am,  and  how  much  I  am  alienated  from  the  life  of 
jGrod,"  &c.  A  brother  remarked :  *^  Nothing  stands  in  the 
^¥ay  of  my  approaching  the  Lord's  table,  but  the  perception 
of  my  heart's  lukewarmness;  I  wish  to  love  my  Saviour  more, 
and  to  enjoy  closer  communion  with  Him,  but  I  feel  asham- 
ed, when  I  observe  how  soon  I  lose  sight  of  Him,  and  give 
the  preference  to  worldly  things,  so  that  I  am  often  much 
discouraged,  and  feel  as  if  I  did  not  belong  to  the  happy 
number  of  those  who  are  accounted  worthy  to  sit  down  at 
the  Lord's  table/'  A  woman,  who  has  been  exduded  for 
some  years,  said:  '*  At  Christmas,  I  had  so  pleasant  a  dream, 
that  l  can  never  think  of  it  without,  shedding  tears.  I 
4reamt  I  was  in  the  company  of  the  happy  children  of  God 
in  heaven^  delivered  froni  all  the  troubles  of  this  world,  and 
from  eternal  condemnation,  and  [  rejoiced  with  them  at  my 
blessed  lot  of  grace.  But  when  I  awoke,  I  found,  to  my  great 
jBorrow,  that  I  was  still  in  my  former  condition^  and  not  even 
belonging  to  God's  children  here  on  earth ;  wherefore  I  have 
siqce  that  time  felt  an  ardent  desire  to  be  again  received  into 
the  congregation." 

5/A.  The  assistants  met  with  us  in  conference.  A  man 
and  a  woman  obtained  permission  to  live  again  with  us. 
upon  trial,  having  given  assurance  that  they  were  hearti- 
ly sorry  for  their  evil  conduct  which  had  caused  their  ex- 
clusion. 

6ihf  being  the  festival  of  Epiphany,  we  had  a  solemn 
ineeting  in  the  morning.  In  a  subsequent  meeting,  especi- 
ally appointed  for  that  purpose,  a  half  Indian  woman,  who 
with  her  husband  had  lived  with  us  some  years,  was  baptiz- 
ed into  the  death  of  Jesus,  under  a  lively  sense  of  the  pre- 
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Kence  or  the  triune  God,  and  received  the  name  Mdry  Ann, 
The  Lord  grant  that  she  maybe  and  remain  His  proper* 
ty  for  erer!  She  has  two  small  children,  the  elder  about 
three  years  of  age,  whose  spiritual  welfare  lies  very  aear  her 
heart.  This  made  her  feel  concern  fot  her  own  salvation, 
inasmuch  as  she  could  not  bear  the  idea  of  taking  them  away 
from  hence  to  the  heathenon  Grand  River,  whither  she  had 
originally  determined  to  return  with  her  husband,  who 
also  is  a  half-white  man,  of  German  extraction.  In  the 
evening  we  were  permitted  to  experience  anew  the  blessings 
connected  with  a  believing  participation  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  Jesus,  on  which  occasion  an  Indian  sister  was  con- 
firmed, and  for  tlte  first  time  partook  with  us;  two  Indian  sis- 
ters were  present  as  candidates. 

.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  month,  vjolent  colds,  with 
fever,  and  firequently  pleurisy,  begtin  to  prevail,  especially 
among*  the  children,  and  now  the  disease  became  more  ex- 
tensive, attacking  many  adults  likewise,  so  that  every  house 
contained  one  or  more  patients,  and  consequently  the  meet* 
ings  and  schools  were  but  thinly  attended.  We  were  grate 
ful  to  the  Lord  for  preserving  our  health,  whereby  we  were 
the  better  enabled  to  visit  the  sick,  and  to  care  that  none 
should  suffer  for  want  of  provision,  fuel,  or  attendance,  which 
is  oftentimes  the  case  with  such  as  have  no  near  connexions* 
fo.our  family  the  children  did  not  escape,  but  suffered  from 
violent  pains  in  the  limbs  and  side.  The  disease  spread  also 
among  the  white  settlers  in  our  vicinity,  attacking  more  es- 
pecially the  children.  We  attributed  it  to  the  mildness  of 
the  winter  and  the.  want  of  snow. 

ISihf  was  the  funeral  of  our  Indian  brother  MattheWy. 
-(the  husband  of  the  above-mentioned  Lucia^  and  son-in-law 
of  the  assistant  Zac/lartiu),  who  had  happily  departed  this  life 
in  the  night  of  the  16th.  He  was  born  on  Grand  River,  and 
was. descended  from  the  Shawano  nation.  Aptil  6, 1817,  he 
was  baptized  by  Brother  Denke  here  at  New  Fairfield,  and 
partook  for  the  first  time  of  the  Holy  Communion,  September 
12th  of  the  year  following.  He  led  a  quiet  and  retired  life^ 
and  it  was  evident,  that  by  the  grace  and  power  of  the  Holy 
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Spivity  he  acquired  gradually  the  necessary  kuowTedge  of 
himself  as  a  sinner,  and  of  the  all-sufficieht  merits  of  Jesus. 
In  mad^y  respects  his  walk  was  unexceptionable,  and  he  was 
belovedy  not  only  by  the  inhabitants  of  our  town,  but  also  by 
the  neighbouring  whites,  on  account  of  his  inoffensive  cha« 
racter ;  but  he  could  not  at  all  times  withstand  the  tempta- 
tion to  strong  liquor.  Whenever  he  was  led  to  the  commis- 
sion of  any  thing  sinful,  through  inadvertency  and  unfaith- 
fulness, he  confessed  his  faults,  and  sought  forgiveness  of 
the  same  from  his  Saviour.  In  the  Spring  of  1824,  he  suffer- 
ed a  serious  injury  in  his  left  side  by  a  fall,  which  increased 
a  pain  in  his  breast  which  he  had  already  felt  before  that 
time,  so  that  he  could  no  longer  work,  nor  maintain  himself 
by  the  chase.  Being,  however,  not  confined  to  his  house,  be 
indulged  the  hope  of  recovery.  Last  November,  on  his  re- 
turn from  a  visit  to  his  relations  in  the  Upper  Monsy  town, 
his  disease  assumed  a  more  alarming  character.  He  there- 
fore requested  a  visit  from  Brother  Luckenbach,  and  con- 
versed with  him  very  freely  concerning  his  past  life.  Being 
questioned  as  to  his  feith  and  confidence  in  our  Saviour,  and 
whether  he  could  resign  himself  unto  Him,  whatever  the  is- 
sue of  his  disease  might  be,  he  answered  ^  ^*  I  cannot  deny, 
that  at  times  a  thought  will  rise,  tempting  me.  to  have  re-, 
course  to  the  methods  of  the  heathen;  but  when  I  consider, 
that  by  so  doing,  I  should  deprive  myself  of  my  portion  in  my 
Saviour,  and  should  lose  my  poor  soul,  I  reject  such  an  in^ 
sinuation,  and  resolve  to  yield  myself  with  soul  and  body,  to 
Him,  who  has  created  and  redeemed  me,  although,  on  account 
of  my  rising  family,  I  could  wish  to  live  longer."  He.  also 
expressed  his  gratitude  to  the  Lord  for  having  preserved  him 
from  all  participation  in  the  superstitious  ceremonies,  institut- 
ed by  his  relations  for  his  recovery,  during  his  last  visit  to  them. 
From  this  time  he  appeared  to  be  very  happy,  and  perfectly  re- 
signed to  the  Lord's  will.  On  one  occasion  he  remarked :  ^'  I 
have  laid  dowii  all  my  sins^at  the  feet  of  Je^us,  and  He  may  now 
do  with  me  as  seemeth  good  to  Him.  I  feel  truly  thankful  thai 
He  has  shewn  to  me  in  this  world  that  great  favour  to  hear  His 
word,  and  by  baptwsm  to  be  received  into  His  Church  on  earths 
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It  is  true,  I  ha>e  often  strayed  from  Him,  lUid  ha^e  beeii  a 
•€rvant  of  sin,  but-Hc  has  not  cast  me  away,  and  I  trust 
He  will  receive  me,  and  graciously  regard  me  a  poor  sinner; 
and  then  1,  an  unworthy  Indian,  will  also  be  admitted  to  the 
companyof  the  just  made  perfect."  He  was  very  much  con- 
cerned for  his  three  children,  the  eldest  of  whom  was  only 
eleven  years  of  age;  and  often  prayed  for  them,  that  our 
Saviour  would  keep  them  united  with  Himself  and  His 
congregation,  and  admonished  them  to  shew  obedience  to 
their  teachers  and  their  mother,  and  to  follow  the  directions 
.  of  the  word  of  God  to  their  dying  day.  The  14th  instant 
his  speedy  dissolution  was  expected.  He  continued  how- 
ever yet  two  days  sutTering  extreme  pain,  being  for  the 
most  part  delirious,  but  to  his  end  trusting  in  Jesus,  when 
bis  soul  was  released,  and  conveyed  to  the  Redeemer*s  arms, 
as  a  trophy  from  among  the  heathen.  His  age  was  abdut 
37  years. 

February  2d.  Brother  and  Sister  Luckenbach,  accotn- 
paDied  by  the  assistant  CAm/tarta  and  her  son  Christian^  went 
to  the  settlement  of  the  Whites,  about  ten  miles  down  the 
river,  to  visit  some  sick  persons,  who  had  expressed  a  desire 
to  converse  with  them,  among  whom  was  a  man,  who,  by  a 
fall,  had  been  so  severely  injured,  that  his  life  was  despaired 
oC  They  spent  the  night  at  the  sick-bed  of  a  woman  ap- 
pearing to  be  near  her  end,  holding  out  to  her  the  consola- 
tions of  the  Gospel,  and  returned  the  next  day. 

.  9ih.  Brother  Luckenbach  was  sent  for  by  the  aforemen- 
tioned individual  in  the  settlement,  who  seemed  to  be  fast  ap- 
proaching his  dissolution«  He  said,  that  he  had  suffered 
great  distress  of  mind,  and  could  fii^d  no  comfort;  that  he 
was  now  convinced  of  his  folly  in  having  deferred  too  long* 
the  care  for  his  immortal  soul :  yet  he  felt  grateful  to  the 
Lord,  for  having  granted  him  a  season,  in  which  he  could 
reflect  upon  the  things  belonging  to  his  peace.  He  further 
stated,  that  he  had  never  been  united  with  any  religious.de- 
nomination,  but  now  desired  to  become  a  member  of  the  Bre- 
thren's Church.-  He  expressed  a  believing  hope,  that  our 
.    Saviour,  for  the  sake  of  His  blood  and  death,  would  receive 
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him  in  mercy,  thoogb  he  bad  been  a  great  sinner,  and  bad 
sadly  misspent  bis  time  on  earth.  He  was  then  given  to 
understand,  that  we,  being  missionaries  to  the  Indians,  re- 
ceived no  white  people  into  church-fellowship  with  us;  and 
that,  moreover,  his  departure  being  near,  it  could  be  a  mat- 
ter of  little  moment  to  him,  as  he  would  soon  have  the  hap- 
piness to  join  the  Church  above,  if  he  closely  adhered  in 
faith  to  our  crucified  God  and  Saviour.  This  declaration  sa- 
t»fied  him,  he  took  leave  of  all  his  relations,  and  requested 
that  a  prayer  might  be  offered  up  in  his  behalf.  When  Bro- 
ther  Luckenbach  left  him  next  morning,  he  was  almost 
speechless,  but  testified  by  his  looks  his  readiness  to  depart. 
He  died  in  the  night  of  the  11th.  Having  been  particular- 
ly requested  to  preach  his  funeral  sermon.  Brother  Luck- 
enbach went  on  the  12th,  and  discoursed  to  those  who 
had  assembled  on  this  occasion,  in  Christopher  Arnold's 
house,  where  the  deceased  had  died.  The  roads  being  very 
bad,'  in  consequence  of  much  rain,  and  the  inmates  of  the 
house  desiring  Brother  Luckenbach  to  stay  with  them  over 
night,  he  embraced  the  opportunity  to  conduct  family-wor- 
ship in  the  evening,  and  to  press  upon  old  and  young  the 
necessity  of  considering  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  Hav^ 
ing  on  the  following  rooming  visited  another  sick  person, 
read  a  chapter  out  of  the  Bible  to  her,  and  prayed  with  hen 
he  returned  home« 

Ibth.  After  the  morning-meeting,  the  communicants  were 
especially  convened,  to  inform  them  of  the  Lord's  supper,  to 
be  celebrated  on  the  19th.  In  the  subsequent  days  we  con- 
versed individually  with  all  the  communicants.  Their  de- 
clarations testified  of  the  continued  grarcious  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  their  hearts,  producing  generally  a  sense  of 
their  short-comings,  and  an  earnest  desire  to  live  more  to 
the  glory  of  their  Saviour,  who  bought  them  with  His  own 
blood.  An  aged  sister,  Ann  Elizabeth,  who  has  been  ail- 
ing for  some  years  already,  and  appears  to  be  in  a  decline, 
expressed  herself  in  this  manner:  <* I  am  subject  to  many 
fluctuations  in  my  heart.  Oftentimes  I  feel  quite  depressed 
nnd  comfortless^  when  I  think  that  I  am  cast  away,  because 
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I  enjoy  no  longer  my  former  happiness^  but  constantly  see 
so  much  wickedness  within  me.  At  the  same  time  I  am  con- 
vinced of  my  total  inability  to  help  myself,  as  evil  thoughts 
are  always  arising  in  my  mind,  Which  cause 'me  to  mourn 
and  to, ask,  whether  there  is  no  change  to  be  expected,  and 
I  must. continue  to  my  end  to  be  such  a  poor  sinful  creature. 
The  sense  of  my  great  poverty  and  sinfulness  at  times  makes 
me  fear,  that  I  shall  be  lost  in  the  end.  Then  I  also  reflect 
upon  ethers  who  used  to  be  my  good  friends,  but  now,  when 
1  am  sick,  scarcely  ever  come  to  see  me,  and  when  I  lie  in 
solitude  upop  my  couch,  bad  thoughts  collect  in  ray  heart, 
troubling  me  and  making  me  unhappy;  but  1  know  of  no 
other  comfort,  except  in  our  Saviour.  I  wish  to  remain  with 
Htm,  and  to  be  His  own,"  &c. 

In  these  days  of  unusually  mild  weather  for  this  season, 
favourable  for  sugar*boiling,  many  of  our  Indians  left  our 
place  to  attend  to  this  business. 

I8th.  A  Methodist  preacher,  Mr.  Griffith,  paid  us  a  visits 
and  addressed  the  Indians,  who  had  come  in  from  their  sug^r 
places,  in  our  church,  from  the  text,  Rom.  viii.  14.  '^As  many 
as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of  God.** 
After  service  he  prosecuted  his  journey  down  the  river,  ex- 
pecting to  preach  in  the  evening  six  miles  from  hence.  We 
have  repeatedly  enjoyed  the  pleasure  of  this  gentleman's  vi- 
sits. I'l  this  manlier  on  opportunity  is  offered  to  the  Indians 
to  hear  other  preachers,  and  to  be  persuaded,  that  various 
denominations  of  Christians  have  one  and  the  same  doctrine 
of  salvation. 

.  March  9th.  We  received  information  that  some  wolves 
had  attacked  a  cow,  close  to  a  sugar-h  ut  belonging  to  our  Indi- 
ans, and  torn  her  to  pieces  before  assistance  could  be  render- 
ed. Only  one  wolf  was  seen,whom  the  Indians  shot  at,  but  miss- 
ed. This  was  the  third  case  of  the  kind  in  the  space  of  one 
week,  and  the  loss  was  incurred  every  time  by  such  of  our 
people  as  had  but  one  cow. 

Sunday  T3th.  Brother  Luckenbacb  preached -in  Mr. 
Hubble's  house,  in  the  settlement,  to  between  twenty  and 
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thirty  persons,  and  then  attended  a  class*meeting  of  the  Me- 
tliodists. 

2UL  The  wolves  continue  to  make  great  depredations, 
coming  even  quite  near  to  our  town ;  they  have  destroyed 
three  heifers  and  three  sheep,  and  so  mangled  one  of  the 
work-oxen,  that  his  life  was  preserved  with  difficulty.  The 
white  settlers  also  suffer  greatly  from  them,  and  measures 
are  adopted  for  their  destruction,  the  price  of  eight  dollars 
being  offered  for  a  scalp.  Our  hunters  turned  out  in  a  body, 
but  only  killed  one.  The  superstitious  notions  of  the  Indians 
ipake  them  loath  to  shoot  these  animals,  as  they  conceive  that 
thereby  their  fire  arms  are  injured,  and  good  luck  may  fail 
to  attend  them  hereafter. 

26M.  The  children  had  a  prayer-day,  in  reference  to 
which  they  had  been  spoken  to  on  the  preceding  days.  Both 
in  the  morning  and  other  meetings,  we  were  pleased  to 
observe  a  greater  degree  of  silence  and  attention  than  is 
usually  manifested  by  them  in  this  season  of  the  sugar- 
crop^  when,  being  almost  constantly  in  the  woods,  fhey  are 
under  little  restraint.  We  were  permitted  to  hope,  that  the 
Friend  of  children,  who  laid  down  His  life  for  His  sheep, 
graciously  owned,  and  blessed  them. 

Sunday  27th.  The  Indians  came  very  numerously  from 
their  sugar-places,  to  hear  the  history  of  the  Passion-week, 
which  we  commenced  reading  to-day,  after  having  prayed 
for  new  blessings  and  open  hearts.  On  the  subsequent  days 
we  continued,  in  the  usual  order,  to  read  the  lessons. 

3lsL  (Maundy  Thursday,)  all  our  Indian  brethren  and 
sisters  came  into  the  town  to  celebrate  the  festival  season. 
In  the  evening  the  whole  congregation  assembled  to  medi- 
tate on  the  sufferings  of  Jesus  in  Gethsemane,  and  we  all 
united  in  rendering  to  our  Mediator  and  Redeemer,  our  un« 
feigned  thanks  for  His  meritorious  agonies  and  bloody  sweat. 
After  this  meeting  the  communicants  partook  of  the  Lord^s 
Supper;  two  Indian  sisters  were  confirmed,  and  partook  of  it 
for  the  first  time. 

April  Isty  (Good  Friday,)  we  dwelt  upon  the  history  of

this  holy  day,  in  four  meetings,  gi*atefuliy  remembering  the 
death  of  Jesas,  as  the  only  source  of  our  happiness  in  time 
and  eternity« 

On  Easter  morning,  at  break  of  day,  we  assembled  with 
our  congregation  in  the  church,  and  having  prayed  part 
of  the  Easter  Litany,  proceeded  to  our  burial  ground, 
where  we  prayed  the  remainder,  and  remembered  the  t^o 
brethren  and  eight  children,  who  had  departed  this  life  since 
last  E^er,  After  some  time  we  met  again  to  read  the  his- 
tory of  our  Lord's  resurrection.  At  the  usual  hour,  Brother 
Luckenbacb  preached  on  the  subject  of  the  day,  and  in 
the  evening  we  ,made  a  solemn  conclusion  of  this  festival- 
season. 

15/£,  and  the  following  days,  our  people  set  out  on  (heir 
way  to  Maiden,  after  having  been  earnestly  admonished  to 
avoid  the  temptations  incidencal  to  such  a  journey;  to  keep 
Jesus  always  in  view,  and  uot  to  forget  that  they  were  called 
after  the  name  of  Christ,  and  dwelt  together  here,  for  the 
purpose,  that  they  should  renounce  heathenism,  and  live 
to  Htm. 

Sunday  24M,  was  the  funeral  of  the  Indian  Gabriel. 
He  was  born  in  the  year  1797,  in  Old  Fairfield,  and  bap- 
tized by  Brother  Zeisberger.  He  so  improved  the  in- 
fitmctioD  given  in  our  school,  that  he  was  able  to  read  the 
Delaware  language  with  tolerable  fluency,  and  write  a  little. 
At  the  age  of  nineteen,  April  14,  1816,  he  was  received  into 
the'congregation,  and  the  following  year  entered  into  the 
state  of  matrimony  with  the  single  Indian  sister  Rachel. 
For  some  time  his  conduct  was  quiet  and  irreproachable; 
but  some  years  ago,  having  given  public  offence,  he  was  ex- 
cluded from  the  congregation.  This  measure,  instead  of 
bumbling  him,  excited  his  enmity,  and  he  obstinately  con- 
tinued in  his  sinful  practices.  About  eighteen  months  ago  he 
began  to  complain  of  indisposition,  incurable  ulcers  over  his 
whole  body  producing  increasing  debility.  Instead  of  se- 
riously reflecting  upon  his  situation  in  these  circumstances, 
and  tteeking  help  from  the  only  Physician  of  soul  and  body, 
upon  the  advice  of  his  superstitious  connexions,  he  had  re- 
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course  to  the  sorcerers,  who,  of  course,  were  unable  to  cure 
him,  but  robbed  him  of  the  little  he  possessed.  Finally, 
however,  he  cried  to  the  Lord  for  mercy,  and  although  his 
body  was  doomed  to  death,  we  have  hopes,  that  his  soul 
has  been  saved.  Some  days  previous  to  his  death,  he  rcr 
quested  that  the  history  of  Christ's  sufferings  in  Gethse- 
mane  and  On  the  cross,  might  be  read  to  him.  He  admonish- 
ed his  friends  and  relations  to  abide  by  the  word  of  Gpd, 
that  they  might  die  happy,  when  their  time  came.  He  said, 
that  he  felt  no  particular  assurance  of  his, salvation,  but  yet 
desired,  and  could  hope,  that  our  Saviour  would  in  mercy 
receive  him.  He  was  perfectly  sensible  to  his  end,  and  dc[- 
parted  very  gently,  during  the  singing  of  some  verses  by  his 
friends,  aged  28  years. 

In  conclusion,  we  salute  all  our  dear  brethren  and  sis- 
ters, and  friends,  commending  ourselves,  with  this  mission,  to 
their  faithful  remembrance  and  earnest  prayers  before  the 

throne  of  ffrace.  .  t

NARRATIVE 

Of  the  Life  of  our  late  Brother  Charles  Renatus  Hicks, 
second  principal  Chief  of  the  Cherokee  nation^  who  departed 
this  life^  January  20/A,  1827,  at  Fortville,  in  the  Cherokee 
country. 

OUR  late  Brother  was  born  December  23,  1767,  at  Tha- 
maatly,  on  the  Highwassee  river.  His  father  was  a  white 
trader,  and  his  mother  a  half  Indis^n.  In  bis  yoUth,.  in  con- 
sequence of  a  cold,  an  abscess  in  his  l^g  induced  him  to 
go  to  South  Carolina  to  be  cured,  where,  under  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  he  was  happily  restored.  In  the  house  of  his 
host  he  acquired  sonie  knowledge  of  the  first  rudiments  of 
science,  which  proved  afterwards  of  essential  service  16 
him,  when  called  to  public  offices  in  the  nation.  At  that 
period  already,  as  he  often  testified,  be  felt,  when  readr 
ing  the  Bible,  good  impressions  on  his   heart,  which  were 
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never  obliterated.  •  Iii  process  of  time  he  married,  and  lived 
very  happily  with  his  wife,  the  surviving^  widow,  Attn  Felt' 
citas.  Their  union  was  blessed  by  God  with  five  sons  and 
three  daughters,  all  of  whom,  together  with  nine  grand- 
children, are. yet  living.  Being  an  upright  man,  possessed 
of  a  good  understanding,  and  well  acq uafn ted.  with  the  Eng- 
lish language,  he  was.  onrly  employed  in  transacting  public 
concerns.  Thirty  years  ago  he  served  in  the  capacity  of  in- 
terpreter.in  the  negotiations  carried  on  between  theCherokees 
and  the  United  States' government.  For  many  years  he 
filled  the  office  of  Secretary  to  the  nation.  In  the  year  1817, 
he  was  chosen  second  principal  Chief,  and  conducted  the 
most  important  affairs  of  the  nation  with  great  fidelity  and 
perseverance,  assisted  by  th^  first  principal  Chief,  Pathkiller^ 
who,  thirteen  days  before  him,  was  also  removed  by  death. 
His  first  acquaintance  with  the  Brethren  was  formed  on 
a  visit,  undertaken  by  the  Brethren  Abraham  Steiner  and 
Frederick  Christian  von  Schweiuitz,  from  Salem,  North. Ca- 
rolina, to  the  Cherokee  country.  Brother  Steiner  he  ever  af- 
ter loved  ?ind  esteemed  as  a  friend.  After  the  mission  in 
Spring-Place  had  commenced  in  the  year  1801,  he  visit- 
ed the  missionaries  from  time  to  time,  and  proved  .  him- 
self to  be  their  faithful  friend.  The  gospel  truths,  as  they 
were  taught  there,  chiefiy  by  Brother  Gam  bold  and  his  late 
wife,  whom  he  always  valued  as  his  spiritual  parents,  and 
the  instruments  in  the  hands  of  God  fur  his  conversion,  found 
entrance  into  his  heart,  and  in  him  confirmed  the  truth,  that 
they  are  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation,  to  every  one  that 
believeth.  The  Word  of  the  Cross  became  precious  to  his  soul, 
and  in  August,  1812,  he  made  known  to  Brother  Gauibold 
his  desire  to  be  baptized.  His  wish  was  granted,  April  the 
8th  of  the  following  year,  and  on  September  7,  1814,  having 
previously  been  confirmed  iiihis  baptismal  covenant,  he  par- 
look  of  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper  for  the.  first  lime. 
Since  his  conversion,  he  was  deeply  concerned  for  the  salva- 
tion of  his  countrymen,  and  earnestly  prayed  for  them  at 
the  throne  of  grace.  The  missionary  establishments  were  ob- 
jects of  his  highest  regard,  and  it  was  his  delight  to  be  of 
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service  to  them.  At  the  same  lime,  be  did  not  forbear,  m 
opportunities  offered,  to  bear  bis  own  testimony,  and  to  di- 
rect his  brethren  to  Jesus,  the  only  Saviour,  for  the  remission 
of  their  sins;  nor  has  his  testimony  been  without  effect. 

When  he  observed  that  civilization  and  Christianity,  that 
is,  genuine  faith  in  Christ  Jesus  and  Him  crucified,  and  a  con* 
sequent  change  of  heart,  went  hand  in  hand,  he  was  highly 
delighted,  and  never  happier  than  when  he  heard  of  the 
success  of  the  Gospel  in  the  nation.  But  of  this  truth  he  was 
perfectly  convinced,  that  civilization  without  true  Christiani^ 
iy^  is  of  little  moment. 

He  was  endowed  with  a  sound  and  correct  judgment, 
and  by  means  of  his  public  offices,  and  much  reading, 
bad  acquired  an  unusual  fund  of  practical  knoivledge.  The 
doctrines  of  salvation,  contained  in  the  word  of  God,  he  un- 
derstood well,  and  knew  how  to  apply  them  to  his  own 
heart.  He  discharged  the  duties  of  his  station,  as  second 
principal  Chief,  with  uncommon  faithfulness  and  assiduity, 
even  at  the  risk  of  bis  feeble  constitution.  In  all  deliberi- 
ations,  be  investigated  the  subject  thoroughly,  was  not 
hasty  in  his  conclusions,  and  generally  gave  a  correct  de- 
cision. In  important  cases  his  advice  was  almost  univer* 
sally  sought.  The  services  wliich  he  has  rendered  to  his 
nation  will  always  be  remembered,  and  long  will  the  Cbero- 
kees  speak  of  him  as  of  a  great  and  good  roan.  About  eight 
years  ago,  national  affairs  caused  him  to  go  to  Washington, 
tbe  seat  of  government  of  the  United  States,  and  his  exer- 
tions there  were  crowned  with  success.  But  on  this  journey, 
through  a  cold,  the  abscess  on  his  leg  again  appeared,  and  from 
that  time  forward  he  enjoyed  only  a  few  days  of  health. ^  During 
the  last  six  years  of  his  life  he  could  visit  but  twice  here  in 
Spring-Place;  the  first  time  on  occasion  of  the  funeral  of  his 
beloved  niece,  our  Jate  sister  Margaret  Ann  Crutchfield^ 
October  22, 1820,  atid  again,  August  tbe  I2th,  of  last  year, 
when  three  persons  received  holy  baptism.  We  visited  him 
as  often  as  circumstances  permitted,  in  Fortville,  and  ad- 
ministered to  him  the  Holy  Communion  on  such  occasions, 
which  always  refreshed  htei,  and  drew  from  him  the  most 
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lively  expressions  of  gratitude.  Lnst  autumn  he  attended 
the  council  in  Newtown  fur  the  last  time.  On  his  way  home 
he  was  obliged  to  encamp  a  night  in  the  woods,  when  he 
took  fresli  cold,  after  which  his  strength  decreased  daily,  and 
bis  complaint  assumed  the  character  of  a  dropsy.  He  at 
length  was  confined  to  his  bed  altogether,  and  suflered 
severe  pain.  Two  days  before  his  death,  being  visited  by 
our  Cherokee  brother  Samuel^  after  he  bad  saluted  him,  he 
addressed  him  as  follows:  *'  Brother,  I  am  glad  to  see  you 
once  more;  my  time,  it  appears,  is  expired,  and  I  must  de- 
part; lam  not  afraid  to  die,  for  I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
lireth,  1  know  in  whom  I  have  believed,  and  that  He  is  able 
to  keep  that  which  I  have  committed  unto  Him  against  that 
day.  I  trust  in  Jesus'  merits  and  His  blood.  I  amHis,  and  He 
will  receive  me,  a  poor  sinner;  we  must  all  die,  we  have  all 
to  travel  the  same  road;  dust  we  are,  and  to  dust  we  must 
return,  this  is  God's  appointment;  if  we  believe  in  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  who  came  into  the  world  to  save  sin- 
ners, and  ask  of  Him  (he  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  our  souls 
after  death  come  to  Him,  and  w^e  inherit  eternal  life.  The 
time  is  approaching  when  our  mortal  l^odies  shall  be  fashion- 
ed like  unto  His  glorious  body,"  &c.  After  this  our  late  Bro- 
ther grew  weaker,  till  be  gently  fell  asleep,  January  20tb, 
at  t%vo  o'clock  in  the  morning,  in  the  60th  year  of  his  age. 
According  to  his  particular  request  his  body  was  brought  to 
Spriog-Piace  on  the  22d,  und  having  been  set  down  before 
the  church,  Major  Ridge  delivered  an  impressive  exhortation 
to  those  assembled,  concluding  with  the  wish,  that  all  pre- 
^nt  would  follow  the  footsteps  of  this  good  uian,  who  is  now 
with  God.  Brother  Smith  then  delivered  a  discourse  in  the 
church,  on  the  doctrinal  text  of  the  day  of  our  Brother's 
departure,  the  20th,  being  John  xvii.  2,  in  connexion  with 
Luke  x.  42.  After  the  sermon,  we  accompanied  the  corpse 
to  our  burial  ground,  where  it  was  interred  in  the  manner 
usual  in  the  Brethren's  Church.

Schools  for  Negro  Children. 
IN  consequence  of  an  enquiry,  proceeding  from  a  most  re* 
spectnbie  quarter,  regarding  the  attempts  made  by  the  mis- 
sionaries of  the.United  Brethren  to  instruct  negro  children 
in  reading,  to  which,  as  a  correspondent  in  Antigua,  though 
possessing  all  the  means  of  better  information,  had  assorted, 
♦*  they  had  not  turned  their  attention,"  the  following  facts,  ex- 
tracted from  a  statement  of  Brother  Joseph  New  by,  at  pre- 
sent superintending  missionarj'  of  the  Brethren  in  Antigua, 
made  in  contradiction  of  the  false  report,  are  here  inserted. 

This  is  done,  not  so  much  to  remove  prejudices,  which 
the  bold  assertions  of  such  untruths  are  calculated  to  pro- 
duce, as  to  furnish  to  our  friends  a  summary  account  of  what 
has  been  done,  and  is  doing,  in  a  line  of  duty,  to  which 
the  Brethren's  missionaries  from  the  beginning  paid  all  that 
attention,  which  the  permission  given,  and  the  slender  means 
they  possessed  rendered  practicable*. 

Cedar^hallj  Jntigua^  April  lO/A,  1827. 
"  As  a  missionary  of  the  church  of  the  United  Brethren,  I 
have  resided  18  years  in  this  island,  for  1 7  of  which  I  have  been 


*  In  a  letter  from  Brother  Clir.  Fred,  ttichter,  missionary  in  St.  John  s, 
Antigua,  dated  September  lO'h,  1808,  he  writes:  "  We  have  hitJierto  found 
It  impo^tible  to  keep  school  with  our  baptized  children,  partly  because  the 
number  of  missionaries  has  always  been  two  small,  and  partly  because 
it  would  interfere,  in  a  great  degree,  with  the  views  of  many  of  the  pro- 
prietors and  managers  of  estates,  and  with  the  employment  of  the  children 
upon  them.  We  must,  therefore,  for  the  present,  be  satisfied  to  avail  our- 
selves of  other  opportunities  of  instructing  the  children  in  the  way  of  sal- 
vation, and  directing  them  to  Jesus,  as  their  Creator  and  Redeemer. 

"  B'oth  on  Sundays,  and  every  fortnight  on  Tuesday  evenin^fs,  we  have 
iiieetings  with  them,  in  which  we  address  them  on  sonic  Scripture  texts, 
and  put  questions  to  them,  with  a  view  (o  discover  whether  they  wider- 
stand  their  meaning;  and  at  the  conclusion  we  give  th^m  a  passage  from 
the  Bible,  or  a  verse,  which  they  learn  by  heart."  (See  Per.  Accoxmt$,Yo\, 

IV.  p.  soa.) 
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engaged,  more  or  less,  in  teaching  negro  children  to  read. 
During  the  last  10  or  15  years,  v(e  have  several  times  insti* 
tuted  aSunday-<school  in  St.  John's ;  we  have  likewise  Aoct,  and 
still  have,  a  day-school  there  for  negro  children.  At  Grace-hill, 
a  school  has  been  maintained  for  at  least  18  years,  which  is  still 
existing  and  effective.  The  missionaries  residing  there,  and 
at  Newfield,  have,  for  10  years,  kept  schools  once  a  week  to 
the  children  on  the  two  estates  belonging  to  Mr.  Gordon.  For 
many  years  we  have  had  an  extensive  school  at  Gracebay, 
patronized  by  Mr.  Dawes,  as  Agent  to  the  Church  Missiona- 
ry  Society.  Many  of  the  children  taught  there,  are  now 
grown  up,  and  able  to  read  the  Scriptures.  As  soon  as  the 
settlements,  Newfield  and  Cedar-h9U,  wereestablished,in  1819 
and  1820,  a  Sunday-school  and  day  and  evening-schools 
If  ere  begun. 

**  At  our  two  settlements  in  St.  Kitt's,  there  are  Sunday- 
schools,  in  which  about  iMK)  children  have  been  taught  to 
read.  At  Bethesda,  a  Sunday-school  was  begun  in  1823, 
and  in  1824,  240  children  attended.  In  1825,  700  received 
regular  instruction.  Since  that  time,  we  have  kept  school 
every  Monday  evening  with  those  adults  who  were  willing  to 
assist  in  teaching.  Some  of  them  have  made  considerable 
proficiency,  not  only  in  reading,  but  also  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  systems  of  Dr.  Bell  and  Mr.  Lancaster.  On  seventeen 
estates  we  have  negro  schools  established.  .(See  a  letter 
from  St.  Kitt's  in  No.  Ill  of  the  Period.  Accounts^  dated 
Feb.  13th,  182fi.) 

<<  There  are  many  negroes  about  Gracehill,  now  married, 
and  have  children,  who  can  read,  and  whom  1  found  on  my 
arrival  t1iere,in  the  beginning  of  1809,  attending  an  evening- 
school  kept  by  Brother  Light. 

"  The  school  at  Gracebay  was  always  <;;pnsidered  by  us  as 
a  school  of  the  United  Brethren,  as  it  consisted  chiefly  of  our 
own  baptized  children,  although  under  the  general  superin^i 
tendence  of  Mr.  Dawes,  and  supported  by  the  fuhds  of  the 
Church  Missionary  Society.  It  was  always  under  the  imme- 
diate care  and  superintendenceof  our  missionary  at  Grace- 
bay.

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^  Brodier  Stobwasser  began  a  school  at  Newfield,  tereti^ 
Or  eight  years  ago,  which  has  been  fiiithfully  attended  to  ever 
iAnce  that  timey  and  its  numbers  have  so  much  increased,  as 
to  render  it  needful  to  erect  a  new  school-house.  This  has 
lately  been  done^  and  there  are  on  the  lists  the  names  of  be* 
tween  200  and  900  children.  The  expence  of  building  the 
new  school-house  is  333/*  currency/' 

In  reply  to  these  facts,  known  to  all  who  sore  acquaint- 
ed with  the  labours  of  the  Brethren  among  the  negroes,  the 
reporter  insinuates,  that  the  schools  of  the  Brethren  are  not 
conducted  after  the  ^definite  systems'*  now  adopted.  Bro- 
ther Newby  observes  on  this  head : — ^  No  matter,  whether 
our  plan  of  teaching  is  according  to  this  or  any  other  system.. 
Many  hundred  slave  children  have  been  taught  to  read,  by 
such  instruction  as  was  found  practicable  at  the  time,  and 
which^  by  God's  blessing,  has  been  successfully  continued, 
in  as  definite  a  manner  as  that  adopted  by  any  school  in  the 
West  Indies,  hnprovements  being  always  introduced,  where- 
ver possible.** 

It  is  not  necessary  to  introduce  more  of  this  correspond-^ 
ence.  The  following  letter  from  a  gentleman  superintends 
ing  a  considerable  property  near  Gracebay,  addressed  to 
Brother  Newby,  both  shews  the  willingness  of  the  proprie- 
tors and  managers  of  West  Indian  estates  to  promote  the  in- 
struction of  the  negro  children,  and  is  another  refutation  of 
the  charge  made  by  the  person  alluded  to. 

«  Dear  Sir,  **  Grebn  Castle,  Feb.  17/4, 1827. 

^  I  BEG  leave  to  acknowfedge  the  receipt  of  your  favour  of 
yesterday's  date  on  my  return  from  St.  John's;  and  in  reply^ 
I  beg  to  state,  that  the  school-room  which  t  have  built  on 
Cade's  Bay  estate,  the  property  of  Robert  Farquhar,  Esq.^ 
for  the  instruction  of  the  slaves^  being  finished,  I  desired  the 
manager  to  request  Mr.  Olufsen  to  meet  tne  there  on  the  12th 
instant  to  dedicate  it,  and  that  I  might  have  an  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  progress  which  had  been  made  in  reading* 
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I  cmiDOt  deBcrH>e  my  feeliDg  on  that  occatioB,  bal  it 
tbat  of  joy,  and  for  which  I  am  indebted  (o  the  pkHia  and 
zealous  exertions  of  the  missioDaries  of  your  Ckureb  for 
bavittg  80  indefatigably  laboured  in  the  instritotion  of  onr 
niave  population^  1  heard  twenty-four  children^  who  bad 
been  instruGted  at  the  Sunday-school  at  Gracebay,  read  a 
chapter  in  the  Testament:  several  others  who  could  read  wete 
absent  either  from  sickness  or  on  duty.  I  thiok  the  ages  ei 
these  children  were  from  six  to  twelve  years,  and  all  the 
others  under  that  age  are  in  a  train  of  instruction,  whereby 
I  expect  shortly  that  they  will  not  only  be  able  to  tend,  but 
tinderstand  the  blessed  truths  of  the  Gospel.  I  aim,  dear

EtUraei  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  Samitel  Wriobt,  dated 

Newfiblih  Antigua,  May  30th^  1627. 
^  I  AM  not  without  hope,  that  what  I  mentioned  to  yon  in 
-my  last,  concerning  the  children,  may  be  verified,  viz^t  biA 
the  elder  may  be  stirred  up  by  the  younger*  The  children 
are  beginning  to  shew  a  greater  desire  to  be  instructed  in 
useful  knowledge.  We  commenced  preparing  stones  for  our 
schooUhoose,  Oct.  1st,  1826;  and  through  the  blessing  of 
God,  were  able  to  open  it,  March  18tb»  1827,  it  being  then 
nearly  completed.  And  here,  we  have  to  acknowledge,  with 
gratitude,  the  kind  assistance  received  from  our  neigh* 
bonrs.  May  the  Lord  reward  them  amply!  We  were  the 
more  thankful  for  this  seasonable  help,  because,  being  far 
from  the  town,  the  building  would  otherwise  bave  cost  an 
immense  sum  of  money.  After  having  studied  economy  ia 
every  thing,  the  whole  will  not  be  completed  for  less  than 
between  three  and  four  hundred  pounds,  currency.  I  take 
this  opportunity,  in  the  name  ami  at  the  desire  of  this  con« 
gregation,  to  return  si^icere  thanks  to  all  our  worthy  bene- 
foctors,  for  thehr  liberality  in  assisting  us  in  this  work|  and 
1  confidently  hope,  that  if  their  contributions  are  accompani* 
od  with  prayer  for  our  prosperity,  the  confidence  they  place 
in  US  wiU  not  be  put  to  shame.    The  new  school-house  wast 
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opened  ib  the  followiDg  manner: — March  ISth^  die  children 
aasenibTed  in  the  morning,  as  usual,  in  the  old  school-room, 
during  a  sermon  preached  in  the  church  to  a  crowded 
auditory,  on  the  subject  of  negro  education;  after  which, 
the  children  were  assembled  in  the  church,  and  placed  in 
order  to  proceed  to  their  new  house.  The  congregation 
meanwhile  formed  themselves  in  rows  on.  each  side  of  the 
path  leading  to  the  new  school-house,  (about  sixty  yards), 
leaving  room  for  the  children  to  pass  between  them.  The 
procession  moved  in  the  most  beautiful  order;  the  little 
ones  going  first,  two  and  two,  and  the  elder  following  in 
succession.  The  greatest  stillness  prevailed,  and  down  the 
cheeks  of  many  of  the  parents  tears  were  seen  to  Bovr  copi- 
ously. It  was  an  interesting  sight.  The  number  of  children 
present  was  283;  but  several  attended  whose  names  were 
not  on  the  list,  they  being  too  young.  When  all  were 
assembled  in  the  school-house,  the  service  commenced  with 
a  hymn ;  after  which,!  delivered  a  discourse,  and  spoke , par- 
ticularly to  the  children,  shewing  to  them  the  favour  bestow- 
ed on  them,  and  exhorting  theni  to  be  attentive  and  diligent, 
which  they  all  promised  aloud.  I  concluded  by  offering  up 
a  fervent  prayer  to  our  Saviour,  beseeching  Him  to  give  His 
blessing  to  our  feeble  endeavours  to  lead  children  to  Him- 
self, and  to  cause  our  labours  in  this  new  school-house  to 
prove  a  blessing  to  many.  We  also  offered  up  our  thanks  to 
the  Lord  for  having  answered  our  prayers,  and  protected 
the  labourers  in  the  building  from  danger  and  harm. 

**  Soon  after  this  solemnity  was  concluded,  we  met  toge- 
ther a  second  time,  when  our  venerable  Brother  Procop,  who 
had  come  over  from  Gracehill  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of 
the  new  school^ouse,  delivered  an  address,  catechized  the 
children,  and  heard  them  repeat  several  hymns  and  por- 
tions of  Scripture.  This  was  a  very  lively  and  blessed  day. 
I  never  saw  any  children  so  happy.  The  number  of  children 
on  our  list,  at  the  opening,  was  107  boys  and  109  girls.  Since 
that .  time  the  girls  have  increased  to  124,  so  that  the  total 
number  is  now  231.    Of  these,  about  half  attend  on  an  ave- 
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rage«    E^tcept  on  particular  days,  we  cap  scarcely  secure 
the  tegular  attendance  of  more  tliau  100.    Wben  the  crop  is 
-  oyer,  we  hope  to  dd  better. 

**  We  purpose,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  commence  nm  . 
eFening-«cbool  atNewfield;  at  present  we  have  rather  an  ex* 
tensrre  evening-scbool  at  Lyons's,  close  to  us,  which  we  sup- 
ply with  candles.  Concerning  the  progress  we  are  makings 
I  beg  you  to  excuse  a  short  notice.  We  have  many  who  cau 
read  in  the  New  Testament;  but  in  my  next  I  will  give  you 
particulars.  We  keep  school  every  Thursday  with  the  children, 
on  one  ofMr.  Gordon's  estates,  and  also  with  a  few  from  other 
estates,  and  some  free  children. 

**  We  spoke  lafst  week  with  nearly  200  new  people,  a 
greater  number  than  we  have  had  for  some  years.  Many; 
begin  to  come  for  the  first  time,  who  are  evidently  under  the 
operation  of  the  Spirit  of  Grod.  Our  speaking  individually 
with  those  under  our  care,  gives  us  opportunities  for  exam^ 
ining  our  negroes,  and  imparting  \o  them  needful  instruc- 
tion and  advice;  and  we  are  often  encouraged  by  seeing  the 
blessing  of  God  resting  on  these  conversations. 

^The  celebration  of  our  Saviour's  incarnation,  at  Christ- 
mas, 1826,  was  truly  blessed  to  us  and  our  people.  The 
Passion-week  and  Easter  were  also  refreshing  seasons.  CMjl 
may  the  impression,  made  on  the  hearts  of  many,  be  abiding! 

**  From  Easter,  1826,  to  Easter,  1827,  ninendults  were  bap- 
tized, and  14  received  into  the  congregation ;  56  were  con«:

In  the  above  period  nine  children  and  21  adults,  departed 
this  life.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  C.  F.  Kochte. 

Gracehill,  ^/?n7  9//<,  1827.  . 
**  ACCEPT  our  thanks  for  the  permission  ^given  us  to  build 
a  new  school^house  at  Gracchill.   You  may,  perhaps,  suppose 
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it  to  be  flDished  by  tbii  time;  bqt  building  does  not  proceed 
here  as  expedilioualy  ss  with  you  in  London,  where  whole 
streets  seem  to  rise  up,  as  if  they  grew  out  of  the  earth.  We 
are  afmd  that  the  expenee  will  be  greater  here  than  in  any 
other  part  of  this  island,  and  we  must  wait  for  assista^^ 
from  some  of  our  neighbours,  of  which  we  are  sure;  but  it 
C!annot  be  afforded  till  crop  time  is  o?er.  They  have,  already 
last  year,  very  kindly  assisted  us  in  the  repair  of  our  roads, 
^  which  much  expenee  was  saved. 

^  Our  Sunday-School  proceeds  in  the  same  way  as  men« 
tjened  in  my  former  letter.  Much  progress  we  cannot  ex- 
pect, yet  we  do  as  well  as  we  can  in  the  short  tone  allowed 
for  instruction  Thirteen  of  them  read  the  New  Testament, 
apd  about  90  spell  tolerably  well.  We  often  consult  how  to 
render  the  school  more  pro&table  for  the  children,  by  com« 
ing  earlier  and  in  greater  numbers.  We  beg  that  we  may 
reeeiye  a  few  hundred  lessons  for  sipelling  and  readings  from 
the  alphabet  to  aentenees,  to  paste  on  boards  for  their  use. 
As  to  their  coming  to  school  at  a  proper  time,  we  ofteii  ex- 
hort and  reprove  the  nM)tbers,  with  whom  the  fault  chiefly 
Ites,  but  we  cansiot  force  them.  Owners  and  managers  might 
do  it,  but  they  would  soon  find  it  a  tiresome  business.  The 
largest  number  we  have  had  at  the  Sunday-school  was  115, 
but  generally  irom  60  to  80  attend,  sometimes  about  100. 
The  greater  part  of  them  have  opportunities  given  them  of 
receiving  instruction  in  the  evenings  on  week-days,  by 
schools  kept  by  our  three  teachers  and  some  of  the  negro  as* 
aistants  on  the  plantations.  It  aflbrds  us  great  pleasure  to 
hear  the  children  say  and  sing  verses  and  hymns^  and  repeat 
the  catechism,  which  a  great  proportion  of  them  can  do  per- 
fbctly.  But  we  regret  that  some,  who  have  been  brought 
so  ffur  as  to  be  able  to  read  the  New  Testament,  leave  the 
school,  and  instead  of  being  willing  to  teach  others,  never 
attend  to  their  own  improvement.  We  are,  however,  com- 
forted under  such  discouragements,  by  the  manifest  blessing 
which  the  Lord  lays  on  our  weak  exertions,  and  the  real  pro- 
At  reaped  by  many.  C.  F.  Kochtb. 
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N.  B«  Brother  Kioto  and  hk  wife,  tad  tbe  single  ikiiter 
StDermot,  baving  met  with  maeh  detention  on  tbeir  pkh>> 
sage  to  the  West  Indies,  some  anxiety  prevailed  as  t»  the' 
safety  of  the  Fossel,  which  the  following  letter  recetred  from 
him  will  explain. 

Falmmah,  bth  March,  1«27. 

<'  tFE  went  on  board  the  Britannia,  Captain  Qaelch,  on  Fe« 
bmary  17tb,  and  left  the  mouth  of  the  Thanes  on  dbe  91tt« 
On  the  24th  we  had  a  perfect  calm.  On  the  25tfa  there  arose 
ayiolent  g^Ie;  seaNsickness  obliged  us  to  keep  our  beds^ 
On  the  26th,  we  expected  to  lose  sight  of  England,  bnS 
the  Lord  had  determined  otherwise,  and  permitted  a  storm  to 
drive  us  into  Mount's  Bay,  where  we  were  obliged  to  renMiis 
the  whole  evening,  having  a  view  of  a  light-bouse  on  a. high 
rocky  shore,  against  which  the  wind  threatened  to  flash  ottP 
ship.  We  cried  to  tbe  Lord  to  have  mercy  up^n  us,  mid  to 
help  us  in  this  extremity. 

**  Tbe  noise  on  deck  was  terrible,  the  sails  and>  ringing 
were  torn,  and  it  appeared  as  if  we  ahonki  be  losti  but  the 
Lord  heard  our  prayers  and  saved  us,  and  we  reached  Sat- 
mouth  haAour,  where  the  damage  the  ship  has  sustiibed  in 
her  sails  and  rigging  will  be  repaired,  in  order  that  we  may 
proceed  with  the  first  fair  wind.  The  <»iptain  told  us  that, 
he  had  never  yet  experienced  so  narrow  mi  escape  froin  be* 
ing  lost.  We  returned  most  heartfelt  thanks  to  Ood  our 
Saviour  for  His  gracious  preservation,  and  confidenlly  be^. 
lieve,  that  He  will  conduct  us  in  safety  to  St.  JBjtt!s, 

J.  Klosr.'' 

After  a  long,  but  pleasant  voyage,  they  arrived  safe  in 
St.  Kitt's  on  the  8th  of  May. 


Extract  of  a  Letter  Jram  Brother  John  Godfrey  Shill. 
St.  John's,  Antigua,  May  SUt,  1827. 
*^  AS  I  am  sending  letters  to  Europe,  I  will  add  a  short  note, 
to  inform  you,  that  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  we  proceed 
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quielly/and  without  any  interrnptioDy  in  the  work  commit- 
ted tons.  Id  so  large  a  congregation  of  negroes,  things 
will  occur  which  give  pain  to  those  who  serve  them  with  the 
Gospel,  and  who  wish  to  see  all  who  hear  it  walk  worthy  of 
it;  but  yet  we  may  truly  declare,  to  the  prajsc  of  the  grace 
of  our  Saviour,  that  He  gives  us  various  proofi  of  the  bless- 
ing He  lays  upon  our  feeble  endeavours,  of  M'hich  we  see 
many,  both  when  we  visit  the  sick  and  dying,  and  when  we 
speak  with  the  communicants,  previous  to  the  celebration  of 
the  Lord's  Supp^.  This  affords  us  great  encouragement, 
and  often  proves  a  blessing  to  our  own  souls. 

•*  On  our  last  prayer-day,  April  8th,  two  adults  were 
baptized;  14,  baptized  as  children,  Were  received  into  the 
congregation,  six  re-admitted,  and  20  added  to  the  class  of 
candidates  for  baptism.  It  was  indeed  a  day  of  special  bless- 
ing for  the  whole  congregation;  and  not  less  so  the  29th  of 
the  same  month,  when  all  those  who  had  been  baptized,  re- 
ceived, or  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  since  Easter, 
1826,  had  a  particular  meeting,  in  which  they  were  address- 
ed on  the  valueof  the  privileges  they  had  attained  to,  and  on 
their  obligation,  out  of  gratitude  to  our  Saviour  for  such  mer- 
cy, to  walk  worthy  of  the  gospel  and  their  heavenly  calling. 
In  the  five  settlements  there  were  added  to  the  congregation: 
atSt.John*s,195;  Gracehill,55;  Cedar-hall,74;  Newfield,33; 
andGracehay,  28;  and  admitted  to  the  Lord*s  Supper,  at  St. 
Jolin*s^l20;  Gracehill,4l;  Cedar.hall,()3;  Newfield,50;  and 

Gracebay,32 In  all,  386  added;  306  admitted  to  the  Holy 

Communion. 

*'  May  23d  Brother  Mnutzer  and  his  wife  arrived  here 
from  St«  Kitt's,  and  went  on  the  following  day  to  Cedar-hall, 
to  assist  Brother  Newby.  Our  schools,  particularly  at  New- 
field  and  Gracehill,  aire  blessed  by  the  Lord  for  the  real  and 
spiritual  benefit  of  the  negro  children,  and  we  commend 
them,  and  the  whole  work  of  God  in  all  places,  to  your  kind 
remembrance  and  prayers.

<^YOn  will  remember  that  it  was   intended  that- firotiier 
Scholefieldy  who  bad  been  appointed  to  the  service  of  the 
Mission  in  Jamaica,  should  remain  here  till  Brother  Klose's 
arrival;  however,  as  the  ship  James,  Captain  Soghree,  pat 
in  here  on  her  way  to  Jamaica,  we  thought  it  right  (Jiat 
he  ahould  embrace  this  opportunity  to  proceed  to  Jamaica, 
and  accordingly  they  went  on  board,  and  left  us  in  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  vessel  had  come  to  an  anchor.    Brother 
Staude  will  remain  with  Brother  Hoch,  at  Bethesda,  till 
Brother  Klose's  arrival.    Brother  Shick  has  moved  to  us 
in  Basseterre.    Concerning  our  congregation  here  at  Bas- 
seterre, I  have  only  time  to  say,  that  we  continue  to  sow 
the  precious  seed,  in  hopes  that  our  Saviour  will  lay  His.

Some  masters  giro  them  every  fortnight  a  free  Sunday.  We 
encourage  both  teachers  and  scholars,  as  much  as  we  can,  to 
be  diligent  in  attending  to  the  schools.  On  three  or  four  es* 
tatesy  schools  are  kept  by  us  in  the  evening,  and  on  others, 
the  minister  of  the  parish  employs  some  persons  to  in«

Fairfield,  Jamaica,  April  ith,  1827. 

**  I  HOPE  our  Sunday^chool  has  ppofiled  by  Brother 
Scholefield's  stay  here*  We^have  abcHit  80  who  have  en- 
tered their  names;  many  of. them  get  on  very  well,  but  we> 
feel  much  the  wi^nt  of  a  regular  teacher,  who  may  be  depend- 
ed on  to  be  at  his  pest,  add  who  can  also  enforce  the  neces- 
sa'ry  discipline*  Though  the  brown  females,  who  have  been 
instructed,  are  willing  to  do  all  they  can,  yet,  chiefly  on  ac- 
count of  their  being  engaged  in  domestic  concerns  «id  nur* 
sing,  their  regular  attendance  cannot  be  depended  upon. 
Our  own  services,  you  will  easily  see,  it  is  impossible  to  give 
on  Sundays.  Are  we,  therefore,  warranted  to  go  to  the  ex- 
pence  of  hiring  n  teacher,  whidi  will  amount  to  about 
£3  :  lOs.  sterling^j^nuaHy  f  The  expense  of  repwlug  our 
school-room  I  mentioned  to  be  about  jltGO^  currency,  but  I 
fear  it  will  rather  exceed  than  fell  short  of  that  sum*  Now, 
if  after  covering  these  expenses,  you  find  that  the  West  India 
sdiooMond  will  admit  of  hiring  a  teacher  at  each  of  our 
placesj  besides  the  first  cost  of  school-rooms  at  New  Eden 
and  Hopeton,  which  would  be  about  £100  sterling  for  the 
two,  then  I  hope,  with  God's  blessing,  that  much  good  may 
be  done.  Perhaps,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hopeton^a  re- 
gular teacher  may  be  found,  without  hiring  one.  The  spellings 
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books  you  tent  us  are  all  disposed  of.  Covld  you  send  as  n 
few  hundreds  more  of  the  same  kind t 

^  On  the  28th  February  we  had  the  pleasure  to  welcome 
Brother  Scholefield  and  bis  wife  at  Fair6eld.  They  had 
suffered  considerably  from  the  fatigue  of  their  long  journey 
frpm  Irwin*  not  being  accustomed,  as  yet,  to  our  mode  of  tra- 
velling, which  is,  to  make  twenty  or  thirty  miles  of  the  jour- 
ney before  breakiast,  taking,  however,  a  cup  of  cofiee  on 
setting  out,  if  the  cook  is  not  too  fast  asleep  to  boil  it,  or 
perhaps  gone  to  sleep  at  her  own  house,  which  may  be  a 
quarter  or  half  a  mile  distant.  In  this  cas<9,  we  get  on  as 
welt  and  as  Ikr  as  we  can,  and  then  call  at  some  respectable 
bouse  on  the  road,  where  a  breakfast  wilf  invariably  be  offer- 
ed. It  is  not,  however,  on  all  occasions,  that  we  are  able  to 
set  out  so  early.  It  not  unfrequently  happens,  d  uring  the  jour- 
ney, that  your  horse,  which  in  the  evening  had  been  ptit  into 
a  large  pasture  of  perhaps  a  hundred  acres,  during  tbe  night, 
bas  strayed,  most  probably  in  a  direction  towards  hontte^ 
and  if  brought  back  by  eight  or  nine  o'clock  the  next  iliom- 
ing,  you  are  glad  that  be  has  not  escaped  altogether. 

**  Brother  and  JSister  Scholefield  spent  a  few  weeks  with  us 
very  agpreeably.  They  left  us  about  a  week  ago  for  their  new 
station  at  Chapel  Hill,  Hopeton.  On  the  I2th  of  last  month  the 
foundation-stone  of  the  church  at  Hopeton  was  laid,  in  our  usu- 
al solemn  manner.  The  numbers  who  attended,  of  whites,  ma- 
lattoe«  and  blacks,  were  very  considerable,  although  a  week- 
4ay«  Indeed  the  numerous  auditories,  wbich  continue  to  as- 
semble from  time  to  time  cause  u^  to  fear,  that  our  intended 
tiuildbg  is  on  too  small  a  scale.

^  WITH  regard  to  our  Sunday-school,  we  cannot  a^  yet  say 
<nuch  of  ereat  proficiency;  but  it  is  very  ehcouraging <to  see, 
that  the  spirit  of  enquiry,  and  the  desire  to  learn, -remain  un- 
<UmiBisbed  among  the  scholars,  and  the  improvement  which 
Ihey  make  is  as  great  as  could  be  expected  by  persons,  ac- 
qnabted  with  alt  Ibe  disadvaatages  we  labour  unden  The 
•chooUroom  is  not  yet  finished,  tbe  rainy  weadier  having 
impeded  the  progress  of  tbe  repairs. 
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**  I  rejoice  to  sty  our  hearts  continue  to  be  gladdened 
by  the  fulfilment  of  our  Saviour's  promise,  that  He  will  be 
with  vk  to  the  end.  Our  daily  experience  teaches  us  to  set 
less  value  on  our  owif  weak  exertions,  and  to  seek  more  di*< 
ligently^for  the  aid  of  that  convincing  and  convicting  teacher, 
whose  instructions  come  to  the  heart  accompanied  by  a 
sanctifying  influence,  which  produces  a  hatred  of  sin,  not  tc^ 
be  effected  by  any  pf  our  own  doings*  During  the  festival 
of  Whitsuntide,,  which  we  kept  in  these  days,  we  had  the 
joy  to  admit  18  persons  to  church^fellowship,  and  to  add 
22  to  the  candidates  for  baptism,  for  all  of  whom  our  prayer 
is,  that  they  may  abide  steadfast  in  the  faith,  and  walk  wor- 
thy of  the  gospel.  New  inquirers  also  continue  to  call  upon 
Ds;  and  among  these,  we  are  more  particularly  thankful  tq 
find  a  few,  who  come  from  a  large  negro  village,  not  far  dis« 
lant,  where  hitherto  Satan  seems  to  have  had  uncontrolled 
sway,  and  has  been  too  successful  in  the  application  of  his 
darkening  powers. 

'^  Birother  and  Sister  Scholefield  have  now  entered  theii; 
new  habitation  at  Chapel  Hill,  Westmorland  parish,  where  the 
desire  after  the  word  of  Grod  continues  to  spread.  The  ser- 
vices on  Sunday,  and  four  evenings  in  the  week,  are  nu- 
meroosly  attended.  About  a  week  ago  they  had  their  first 
celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  with  a  few  communicants^ 
which  proved  a  blessing  to  those  present. 

*•  At  New  Eden,,^  I  trust,  the  work  is  progressively 
advancing.  A  few  have  entered  their  names  as  Sunday 
scholars. 

**  Brother  and  Sister  Light,  who  were  tolerably  well, 
wh^  we  heard  from  them  a  week  ago,  are  patiently  waiting 
for  the  means  of  building  a  house  and  church,  on  the  land 
kindly  granted  to  them  for  the  purpose.  Their  small  con- 
gregation is  gradually  increasing.

Various  causes 
occasioned  a  suspension  of  the  JVf  ission.  Put  with  a  most 
anxious  desire  to  fulfil  the  dying  wishes  of  his  excellent  fa- 
ther, \\\%  sou  has  continually  urged  the  renewal  of  the  Mis^ 
sioQt'and  we  have  at  length  been  enabled  to  undertake  it. 

Extract  qfa  Letter  from  Brother  Peter  Rickseckcr.  * 

RisELAND,  ToBAOO,  MoTch  ^th^  l827o 
**  HAVING  a^  last  arrived  in  this  island,  I  am  desirous  to  in- 
form yon  of  it  as  soon  as  possible. 

*<  My  itife  and  myself,  with  our  inftint,  four  months  old, 
went  on  board  a  ship  from  Bridgeport,  (Connecticut),  October 
9tb»  and  after  a  long  and  tedious  passage,  during  part  of 
which. we  were  put  upon  short  allowance  of  water,  we  had 
the  satisfactioo»  on  November  Hth,  after  sunset,  to  set  foot 
on  shore,  in  Antigua.  Through  Mr.  Walter*  who  sailed  fron;i 
New  York  two  weeks  after  us,  and  arrived  at  St.  John's  eight 
days  before  o%  our  Brethren  in  Antigua  were  informed.of  ou|r 
coming;  but  were  also  niuch  alarmed  on  our  account.  In 
Antigua,  we  bad  the  pleasure  of  visiting  all  our  missionary 
stations,  and  there  gained  the  first  insight  into  the  plan  of  a 
Begro  congregation.  Our  conversations  with  so  many^  aqd 
some  of  them  old  and  experienced  missionaries,  were 
very  instructive;  and  their  kindness,  particularly  during  an 
attaf^k  of  ibver  which  I  suffered,  will  ever  be  remember- 
ed  by.us. 

<*  December  4th,  we  left  Antigua  for  Barbadoes,  where 
we. arrived  December  1 4th,  and  though  our  passage  was  ra- 
ther slow,  we  were  more  healthy,  and  had  more  comforts  than 
OB  oor  first  voyage.  In  Barbadoes  we  expected  to  hear 
something  of  Mr*  Hamilton,  but  were  tlisappointed.  Ii^  this 
suspence  I  wrote  a  few  lines  to  that  gentleman ;  but  not  know* 
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log  bis  address,  enclosed  it  in  an  open  letter  of  recommsn*- 
dation,  receired  from  a  gentlemto  in  Antigoa,  to  a  JTriend 
rdiiding  in  Tobago,  requesting  him,  in  case  of  Mr.  HamiU 
ton's  absence,  to  forward  it  to  bis  attorney,  wbicb  be  did« 
Mr.  Hamilton's  first  letter  to  Brotber  fininner/appeared  to  be 
lost.  After  be  received  mine,  he  answered  it  immediately, 
and  we  set  sail  from  Barbadoes,  Marcb  3d.  We  bad  an  un- 
pleasant passage  in  a  new  vessel,  and  arrived  in  Tobago, 
Marcb  6tb.  We  were  received  witb  great  kindiiess  by  Mr. 
Hamilton,  and  live  with  him,  till  oar  dwelling  is  built.  The 
negroes  were  very  happy  to  see  us ;  and  frequently  exclaim- 
ed, '^  Me  be  glad,  dat  massa  come." 

**  Besides  public  preaching,  I  keep  every  evening  a 
meeting  witb  them  in  Mr.  Hamilton-s  ball,  which  they  attend 
very  well.  Last  Sunday  I  went  to  Mount  Irbin  to  preacb^ 
Near  that  place  the  spot  for  our  chapel  and  dwelling  U  se« 
lected,  on  a  hill,  in  view  of  Little  Courlaad  Bay.

^  Being  informed  of  a  conveyance  to  England,  I  embrace 
the  opportunity  to  state  to  jrou  how  we  are  proceedihjf .  Mr. 
Hamilton  is  very  active  in  forwarding  the  concerns  of  our 
new  building.  On  the  16th,  the  masons  began  theijr  woik. 
The  workmen  are  from  different  estates,  and  the  work  behig 
done  gratis,  much  expense  is  saved;  but  the  business  cannot 
be  put  forward,  as  it  otherwise  might  be. 

^  Mr.  Hamilton  and  other  gentlemen  thought  it  the 
cheapest  to  build  the  chapel  and  dwelling  under  one  roof,  as 
it  saves  lumber,  which,  at  present,  is  excessively  de^r.  They 
purchased  the  frame  of  a  bouse,  which,  for  the  greater  part, 
is  yet  very  good.  The  lower  story,  which  is  to  be  built  of 
Iricks,  and  intended  for  the  chapel,  will  be  about  eleven 
feet  high,  forty  feet  long,  and  twenty-four  feet  broad.  The 
vpper  story  will  be  our  dwelling,  and  consists  of  five  rooms. 
The  stair-case  will  be  from  without.  I  hope  the  whole  build- 
ing will  be  finished  by  November  or  December. 

<*  On  Easter  Sunday,  at  the  earnest  request  of  the  pa^ 
rents,  18  infants  and  small  children  were  baptized.    We

•poke  9erioiiftty  witb  the  mothers  of  these  chiklreBi  on  the 
subject  of  a  Christian  education.  They  promised  vs  to  at- 
tend to  our  directions,  and  we  shall  now  feel  ourselves  more 
at  liberty  to  admonish  them,  if  we  see  them  act  contrary  to' 
their  promise.  This  was  a  very  lively  and  active  day.  Dur^^ 
ing  my  absence  in  the  morning,  when  I  preached  at  Buccoe; 
a  number  of  negroes,  from  several  estates,  came  hither  to  Rise- 
land,  and  my  wife  read  to  them  the  history  of  our  Saviour's 
last  sufferings,  death  and  resurrection.  After  my  return,  I 
preached  to  them,  for  which  they  were  very  thankful.  A  few 
wanted  to  be  baptized,  and  as  I  could  not  grant  their  request, 
felt  much  disappointed. 

<<  Every  day  lam  engaged  in  teaching  the  Creole  chil- 
dren of  different  estates,  viz.:  Riseland,  Mount  Irbin,  Old 
Grange,  Buccoo,  Sherwood  Park,  and  Auchenskcouch.  As 
they  know  the  alphabet,  they  keep  me  busy  in  making  spell- 
ing lessons  for  them.  Small  primers  they  ought  to  have. 
These,  and  New  Testaments,  are  the  books  we  want  for 
our  sdiolars  here. 

^  Some  time  ago  Mr.  Hamiltoa  took  me  to  Indian  Walk,, 
where,  and  at  Whim  and  Woodlands,  I  had  the  favour  to 
preach  Jesus  and  Him  crucified.  It  is  a  pity  that  Ijidian 
Walk  is  so  fiir  from  hence,  and  cannot  be  more  frequently 
visited.  Ten  miles  is  a  great  distance  in  this  country.  Pray 
to  the  Lord  for  us,  dear  Brother,  that  He  may  be  with  us, 
and  guide  and  direct  us,  and  give  success  to  our  feeble  mi- 
nistry. With  cordial  salutations  to  all  our  Brethren  and 
friends  from  us  both,  I  remain  ever,  your  affectionate  Brother^

Extract  of  Letters  from  Brother  Hans  Peter  Hallbbck.. 

Dear  Brother,  Gh adenthal,  March  22d,  1827. 

**  YOU  will  have  received  my  letters  of  January  the  lOtb 

and  24tb,  enclosing  copies  of  my  correspondence  witb .  tba 
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Colonial  Goverttmenty  oceasioned  by  the  representations  I 
iras  obliged  to  make  of  the  real  state  of  things  at  Gnaden« 
thai,  in  answer  to  the  calumnies  of  a  writer  in  the  news- 
papers, calling  hhnself  Bnsticus,  (see  page  189).  As  these 
were  accompanied  by  various  other  attempts  to  raise  distarb* 
Ance,  and  create  suspicions  in  the  minds  of  our  Hottentots, 
it  became  our  duty  to  reply;  and  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to 
cause  all  these  things  to  work  together  for  good.  The  result 
of  the  correspondence  alluded  to  is  as  satisfactory  as  we 
could  wish.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  settlement, 
and  the  proposals  for  improvement,  submitted^  by  permission^ 
to  the  Government,  have  now  been  approved  and  sanctioned 
by  ciur  rulers,  and  consequently  acquired  more  weight  and 
stability.  Who  could  have  thought  that  the  attack  iniade 
upon  us  and  our  institutions,  and  which  at  first  alarmed  us, 
would  have  led  to  so  much  good.  We  consider  it  as  the 
Lord's  doing,  and  as  an  additional  proof  of  His  mercy  and 
gooddess  towards  us.  The  last  letter  from  the  Colonial  Se- 
cretaiiry,  of  which  I  enclose  a  copy,  I  recerved  on  my  birth- 
day, last  Sunday,  and  it  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  feel- 
ing of  joy  and  gratitude  I  enjoyed  on  that  day,  for  all  the 
favout  and  mercy  bestowed  upon  me  by  my  God  and  Savi- 
our. 'In  addition  to  the  joys  of  that  day,  I  had  the  pleasure 
to  receive  your  letters  of  Nov.  27th  and  December  4th^  1826, 
for  which  I  return  to  you  and  your  son  my  best  thanks. 

**  Brother  Leitner  aud  his  wife,  at  HemeUen^Aarde^  are 
both  better  in  health  than  for  some  time  paiit.  A  fitx>f  the 
gout  lias  apparently  diminished  the  oppression  on  his  breast. 
About  three  weeks  ago,  five  adults  were  added  to  the  Church 
by  holy  baptism. 

**  At  Elim^  Brother  and  Sister  Teutsch  are  very  happy 
and  active.  Three  families  of  Hottentots  had  obtained  leave 
to  live  there.  The  new  dwelling-house  is  nearly  finished, 
and :  will  probably  be  inhabited  before  the  rainy  season, 
whem  the  present  house  will  be  converted  into  a  chapel  and 
schdol. 

"  Froin  Oroenekloof^  Brother  Sonderman  arrived  here 
to  n  visit,  and  left  all^mr  brethren  and  sisters  in  good  health.

^  At  E^wHf  accord  lag  to  Brother  Fritsch'i  last  letter, 
fourteen,  iiew  people  had  lately  obtained  leave  to  live  there. 
Preparations  were  making  to  build  a  more  convenient  dwell- 
ing than  the  Hartebeest-house,  which  had  been  erected  on 
the  return  from  Uitenhage,  in  1819,  and  in  whicb  eome  of 
the  missionaries  had  reeided  ever  since*  The  wheat«crop 
bad  failed,  but  they  had  a  tolerable  return  of  barley  on 
StrubeFs  Place,  and  a  good  crop  of  pumpkins,  which,  how- 
<d|ver,  were  lately  visited  by  a  herd  of  elephants 

**  Here,  at  Gnadenthal^  various  impiovemeiits  have  been 
made.  The  encouragement  held  out  to  thoite  who  build 
walled  houses  produces  much  good,  which  becomes  more 
evident  from  year  to  year.  Nearly  one  half  of  the  houses  are 
of  the  better  sort,  and  there  are  at  least  half  a  dozennow 
building, 

*^  Some  improvements  have  also  been  made  in  oar  school, 
by  which  we  approach  nearer  to  the  plan  of  Bell  and  Lan«- 
caster.  The  children  are  now  more  steadily  employed,  and 
the  number  of  scholars  increases.  Nearly  240  children  attend 
daily,  since  the  re-opening  and  re-modelling  of  our  #chool 
in  January,  and  the  Brethren  Lemmerz  and  Stein  are  very 
active  and  diligent  as  school-masters. 

**  For  the  paper  on  the  diseases  of  wheat  I  owe  tar  Bro- 
ther John  Foster  many  thanks.    It  is  most  interesting  and 
satisfactory.    What  he  terms  mildew  is  sertainly  ovtrrust;. 
only  with  that  diflTerence,  that  the  disease  is  here  so  virulent, 
as  in  some  cases  even  to  prerent  the  formation  of  the  grain. 
1  do  .not  think  that  barbary  bushes  are  found  here,  butr  the^ 
eountcy  abounds  in  other  bushes;  and  it  is  not  a  little  re-^ 
markable,  that  the  Bosjesveld,  behind  our  range  of  inoun-^ 
tains,  so  called  on  account  of  the  great  quantity  of  rhinqsti9- 
ros  bushes  growing  there,  is  more  subject  to  the  rui^  than 
any  other  part  of  the  colony  I  know  oC. 

^  We  have  great  reason  to  praise  and  thank  our  Saviour 
for  tlie  quiet  hopeful  course  of  this  congregation.  The  se-^ 
veral  meetings  we  have  had  with  the  overseem  and  aduU 
men  of  our  place,  have,  by  Crod's  blessing,  counteracted  the 
bod  effects  of  Busticiis's  aspersions  in  a  most  effectual  man-

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Mr;  ttnd  Ithink  there  never  wasatimey  when,  generally  speak- 
ing, a  better  spirit  prerailed,  in  this  respect,  than  at  present. 

^This  was  particalarly  evident  at  a  meeting  df  all  adult 
men,  on  the  6th  inst^  when  oor  reyised  regulations,  prepa- 
ratory to  their  being  laid  before  the  Governor,  were  com- 
municated to  and  approved  by  them.  A  spirit  of  love, 
harmony,  and  mutual  confidence  prevailed  in  the  congrega- 
tion, which  we  hardly  ventured  to  expect,  after  so  much 
trouble  had  been  taken  to  alienate  the  minds  of  our  Hot- 
tentote  from  their  teachers*  We  have  to-day  spoken  with  all 
our  communicants,  preparatory  to  the  Holy  Communion, 
With  much  edification ;  and  we  look  forward  to  the  approach- 
ingPassion-week  with  the  hope  of  its  proving  a  blessed  season. 

**  For  nearly  half-a-year  we  have  had  no  funeral.  This 
is  indeed  a  rare  circumstance.  At  Elim,  which  is  a  very 
healthy  spot,  no  one  has  died  since  the  commencement  of 
the  settlement.  The  missionaries  here  live  together  in  un- 
diiturbed  peace  and  love,  for  which  we  cannot  sufficiently 
tfiank  our  Saviour.  The  widow  sister  Schwinn  grows  very 
weak  and  infirm.

**  I  may  yet  add,  by  way  of  postscript,  that  Brother 
Sdimitt  and  his  wife  arrived  here  yesterday  evening,  from 
EnoUf  in  tolerable  health,  after  a  very  pleasant  journey  of 
Ihfee  weeks.  They  wish  soon  to  proceed  to  Europe^  and 
b^  to  be  kmdiy  remembered  to  you  and  all  the  brethren.

^  BY  the  post  of  this  day,  which  is  just  going  out,  I  can  only 
send  yoo  in  haste,  a  copy  of  an  important  correspondence  with 
Govenunsnt,  relating  to  a  propoml  made  to  us^  to  establish  a 
Mission  among  the  Tambookies. 

[The  letter  fit>m  his  Honor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor^ 
states,  that  the  Tambookie  Chief  Powana,  possessing  an  ex- 
fBDsive  and  fertile  tract  of  country,  bordering  on  the  district 
of  Somerset  begged  that  the  Colonial  Grovemment  would  use 
endeavours  in  establishing  a  missionary  institution  among  his 
^eo|rie.   This  the Ctovemment  was  very  willing  to  do,  &c.  &c.3 

**  As  soon  as  the  comrnunication  from  Government  was 
made  known  to  my  collei^uesy  they  were  all  of  opinion,  that 
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we  ou^t  not  to  suffer  this  opportunity  to  pass  by,  without 
examining  whether  the  proposed  Mission  were  practicable;  and 
I  have  no.  doubt,  that  you  and  our  brethren  at  home,  will  be 
of  the  same  opinion.    When  the  heathen  stretch  out  thehr 
hands,  and  a  Christian  Government  puts  us  forward,  we 
should  no  longer  deserve  the  name  of  missionaries  if  we 
could  sit  still,  unmindful  of  the  miserable  condition  of  our 
perishing  neighbours.     Only  that  question,  therefore,  re- 
mained to  be  solved,  who  should  first  visit  the  Tambookiesf 
It  was  soon  decided  that  I  should  go  to  Enon,  and  there 
join  some  other  brother,  who  could  conveniently  be  spared, 
and  proceed  on  the  reconnoitring  journey,  ad  proposed  by 
Government.    To  this  I  could  not  but  consent.    I  shall  be 
accompanied  by  my  wife  and    family  to  Enon.     Brother 
Schmitt  and  his  wife  have  meanwhile  consented  to  remain 
at  Gnadenthal.      He  will  superintend  the  general  affairs 
of  tl^e  settlement,  and  Brother  Lemmertz  care  for  the  out- 
ward concerns.    Sister  SchmiU  will  take  charge  of  the  school 
for  muslin-work.    If  nothing  unforeseen  prevents-me,  I  mean, 
God  willing,  to  spt  out  some  tipie  in  May.    This  plan  will»  in- 
<|eedt  be  attended  with  additional  expense;  but  if  it  be  the 
Lord's  will,  that  we  should  bring  the  glad-tidings  of  salvation 
to  the  Tambookies,  He  will  surely  supply  the  needful  means. 
^  Of  the  Tambookies  we  know  at  present  but  little,  and 
1  was  surprised  to  hear,  that  they  are  bordering  on  the  colo- 
ny, between  Caffraria  and  the  Bushman's  country,  and  that 
they  have  frequent  communications  with  the  colonists,  whence 
it  may  be  supposed,  that  they  understand  Dutch.    They 
have  never  been  accused  of  theft  and  plunder  like  theCaffres 
and  Bushmen.      \  believe  that  the  main  body  dwells  in  the 
rear  of  the  Cafireiij^  and  is  considered  a  portion  of  the  Gaffre 
nation,  having  a  similar,  if  not  the  same  language.    Having, 
like  other  tribes,  suffered  from  the  inroads  6f  the  Mantatees, 
they  applied  to  the  Oo]onial  Government  for  protection.    As 
this  could  not  be  afforded  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  colo- 
ny, they  were  invited  to  come  within  the  colonial  territory, 
but  were  not  willing  to  leave  their  fine  country  a  prey  to 
.others.    The  Mantatees  being  defeated,  the  Tambookies  made 
the  request  above-mentioned.    If  the  spot,  proposed  by  them 
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for  A  missionary  institution,  is  only  ttrenty  leagass  beyoird 
the  boundary,  the  distance  from  Enon  is  not  immoderate;  half 
of  this,  dnd  of  tbeTambookies,  I  hope  to  give  you  a  more  de« 
tailed  account  by  and  by,  and  meanwhile  recommend  myself 
and  the  ripening  fields  of  South  Afriea,  to  the  kind  remem- 
brance and  prayers  of  all  our  brethren  and  friends.'' 

May  7th,  1827. 
"  I  AM  now  bdsy,  preparing  for  our  n»connoilring  journey; 
but  I  have  previously  visited  Groenekloof  and  Capetown, 
from  whence  I  returned  on  the  4tb  of  this  month.  At  Groene- 
kloof, as  everywhere,  a  species  of  influenza  is  prevailing* 
by  which  nnist  of  the  inhabitants  suffer  more  or  less.  The 
disorder  is,  however,  less  violent  here  than  at  Capetown  and 
its  neighbourhood.  The  missionaries  at  Groenekloof  are 
mostly  recovered  from  its  attack,  and  are  tolerably  well,  and 
actively  employed  in  their  work. 

*'  At  Capetown,  I  received  much  valuable  information, 
relative  both  to  the  CaiTres  and  Tanibookies,  and  was  fur- 
nished with  letters  from  the  Governor  to  the  Landdrosts, 
and  other  functionaries  on  the  frontier.  If  the  Lord  permit, 
I  intend  to  set  out  on  Friday  next,  the  11th  instant,  amd  t6 
proceed  first  by  the  usual  route,  to  Enon,  where  I  shall  be 
better  able  to  decide  what  further  steps  to  take. 

**  The  last  Passion-week  and  Easter  were  seasons  of 
great  blessing,  and  of  a  gracious  visttafion  of  the  Lord  in  our 
congregation.  Seven  adults  were  baptized  here;  tl  at 
Groenekloof;  two  at  Elim ;  and  about  the  same  number  are 
under  instruction  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Coninninion. 
.  **  A  venerable  married  pair,  who  have  a  small  famK  on 
Zoutrevier,  and  are  both  unbaptized,  but  convinced  of  sin, 
and  thehr  need  of  pardon  and  true  conversion  of  heart,  have 
been  at  Gnadenthal,  requesting  advice  and  instruction.  This 
was  gladly  imparted  to  them,  and  we  trust  and  pray  that 
they  may  find  their  way,  by  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit^ 
to  Jesus,  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  We  have  reason  to  believe^ 
that  others  will  follow  their  example. 

*'  All  the  brethren  and  sisters  here  are  weir,  with  the 
exception  of  Sister  Scbwinn,  and  beg  to  be  kindly  remem- 
bered to  all  our  friends  in  England.         „  p  Hallbeck 
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'    'Bxtraetof  Letters  from  Brother  JoHHHBHtLtScamrr, 
Dear  Bbotheb.  Gnadenthal.  April  llth,  1827. 

^  MY  lasd,  of  November  24th,  will  bavc  informed  yoa  of  tbe 
changes  that  have  taken  place,  and  that  we  were  preparing 
to  leave  Enon,  and  return  to  England,  by  ^'ay  of  Gnaden- 
thai.  Brother  Hallbeck  has  mentioned  in  his  letters  the  ar- 
rangements made,  and  that  Brother  and  Sister  Fritsch  will  suc- 
ceed us  at  Enon.  They  arrived  there  on  the  20th  of  January. 
We  did  not  leave  that  place  till  the  27th  of  February :  we  staid 
two  or  three  days  atXJitenhage,  and  after  a  safe  and  pleasant 
jouniey,  arrived  here  at  Gnadenthal  on  the  24th  of  March. 

*'  Taking  leave  of  the  congregation  at  Enon  affected  us 
exceedingly.  We  had  been  witnesses  to  its  origin  and 
growth,  and  had  been  favoured  to  serve  it  from  the  begin- 
ning. The  proofs  we  had  seen  of  the  power  and  mercy  of 
our  Saviour,  in  bringing  so  many  poor  Hottentots  to  that 
place,  where  they  might  h^r  His  Gospel,  and  be  converted, 
bad  been  the  joy  of  our  hearts  from  day  to  day.  The  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  is  at  present  450.  Among  these  are  many 
truly  sincere  and  faithful  Christians,  who  prove  their  faith  iri 
their  lives  and  conversation,  and  shew,  by  a  thorough  change 
of  heart,  what  the  power  of  Jesus'  blood  can  effect,  in  de^ 
'livering  a  sinner  from  the  dominion  of  sin,  and  cleansing  him 
from'  unrighteousness. 

**  When  we  reflect  on  our  poor  labours  in  this  part  of 

^the  Lord^s  vineyard,  we  find  much  to  humble  us;  but  rejoice 

that  we  have  so  gracious  and  forgiving  a  Lord  and  Master,  who, 

by  His  pardoning  love,  comforts  us  in  all  our  short-comings. 

**  Brother  Fritsch  accompanied  us  to  Uitenhag^,  from 

whence  lie  proceeded  to  Algoa-bay  on  business.    On  taking 

'  leave  of  our  worthy  and  kind  friends.  Colonel  Cuyler  and 

his  lady,  we  felt  tbe  separation  painful.     Ever  since  the 

year  1819,  when  we  and  our  congregation  fled  from  the 

Caffres  to  Uitenhage,  and  were  so  hospitably  received  by 

them,  the  foundation  of  a  solid  and  permanent  friendship  has 

'  been  laid,  which;  by  God's  grace,  shall  last,  whether  pre- 

'  sent  or  absent.    We  likewise  took  affectionate  leave  of  the 

'  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Sanders,  and  other  worthy  friends  of 
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our  MiftBion.  S|ay  the  Lord  blesfl  and  rtiiffird  them  richly, 
ibr  all  their  kindness  to  us. 

**  I  will  still  observe,  that  before  I  left  tiMii  country,  it 
had  pleased  God  to  bless  it  with  froitful  showers,  particu* 
larly  about  new-year.  Tbo  harvest,  therefore,  of  bairlfy  and 
Indian  corn,  was  abundant,  with  a  rich  crop  of  pumpkins 
and  beans.  We  are  the  more  thankfnl  for  this  supply,  m 
it  affords  provision  for  the  workmen  engaged  in  the  building 
of  the  new  house,  of  which  I  informed  you  in  my  last.  It 
is  to  be  built  in  a  line  with  the  present  church,  eighty  feet 
Jong  and  twenty -six  broad.  We  stood  also  much  in  nee^ 
of  a  receptacle  for  our  store  of  corn  and  barley,  for  which 
we  could  never  find  room. 

**  Brother  Fritsch  and  his  wife  seemed  to  be  immediate- 
ly quite  at  home  at  Enon.  May  the  Lord  be  with  them, 
strengthen  and  support  them. 

**  After  resting  here  four  days.  Brother  Hallbeck  invijted 
qs  to  accompany  him  on  a  visit  to  Elim  and  Hemel-en-Aanjie, 
to  see  these  stations,  which  have  been  established  since  qui* 
departure  in  1816.  We  intended,  after  Easter,  to  proceed 
on  our  return  to  Europe,  by  way  of  Groenekloof ;  but  as  the 
saying  is,  man  proposes,  but  God  disposes.  When  we  ar- 
rived at  Hemel-en-Aarde,  Brother  Hallbeck  found  a  letter 
fi:om  the  Governor,  in  which  his  Excellency  invited  bimto 
a  conversation  at  the  Zwarteberg,  and  i^iformed  him,  that 
the  Chief  of  the  Tambookies  had  applied,  through  the  Land- 
drost  of  Somerset,  to  the  Government,  revesting  that  teach- 
ers might  be  sent  to  instruct  his  people,  in  the  doctrines  of 
Christianity.*  As  not  only  the  Chief,  but  many  of  his  tribe, 
most  earnestly  beg  that  their  petition  may  not  be  refused, 
the  Colonial  Government  invited  us  to  undertake  a  Mission 
to  the  Tambookies;  and  as  Brother  Hallbeck  is  now  ap- 
pointed to  make  a  reconnoitring  journey  to  that  country,  and 
will  take  his  family  with  him  as  far  as  Enon,  we  have  been 
desired  to.occupy  their  place  at  Gnadenthal,  till  their  return. 
This  will  probably  detain  us  in  Africa  a  whole  year  longer, 
a  period  of  time  which  may  be  productive  of  many  changes. 
But  though,  if  we  were  to  remain  in  this  country,  Enon 
would  Imve  been  our  favourite  abode,  we  are  also  willing  to 
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knd  here  a  helping  baud,  and  rejoice,  that  a  prospect  it 
opened  to  bring  the  Gospel  to  the  Tambookies,  and  perhaps 
to  other  nations,  who  have  not  yet  heard  its  joyful  sound. 
May  the  Lord  give  His  blessing  to  this  new  attempt!  When 
it  was  made  known  to  the  congregation,  it  created  a  great 
sensation  of  joy  and  cordial  participation.  All  joined  in 
prayer,  that  our  Savioar  might  give  success  to  such  an  un« 
dertaking,  begun  in  His  name  and  for  His  glory ;  and  we 
are  sure,  that  all  our  congregations  and  friends  everywhere, 
will  commend  it  to  Him  in  tbeir  prayers.  When  I  consider, 
how  g^ciously  the  Lord  led  us^  in  1816,  to  the  right  spot,  and 
caused  the  aim  of  our  journey  to  be  so  completely  obtained; 
and  how  He  blessed  the  preaching  of  His  word  at  a  place 
where  we  found  nothing  but  an  habitation  of  wild  beasts, 
but  fixed  upon  it  in  His  name,  and  now  may  rejoice  at  the 
fulfilment  of  His  promises  concerning  it,  I  think  we  may 
believe,  that  we  shall  hereafter  see  the  same  blessed  fruits 
attend  the  present  exertions. 

**  Gnadeuthid  has  been  much  improved  since  we  Icfft  it 
nine  years  ago.  The  inhabitants  have  built  many  more  sub- 
stantial houses^  both  on  the  east  and  west  line  of  the  settle- 
ment, and  made  some  regular  streets.  The  Hottentots  find 
that  they  gain  room  for  gardens,  and  that  other  advantages 
attend  regularity,  and  order.  Their  health  is  likewise  im- 
proved by  having  dry  floors. 

**  On  our  way  from  the  interior,  we  visited  Zuurbrak, 
and  called  on  some  friends  known  to  you.  We  commend 
ourselves  to  your  love,  and  the  kind  remembrance  of  all  our 
brethren  and  friends.  John  Henry  Schmitt,*'

Enon,  November  29th,  1826. 
^THJS  box  of  clothing,  received  lately  from  England,  arrived 
here  saie,  and  the  distribution  was  made  in  a  manner,  which,  1 
believe,  would  have  been  quite  satisfactory  to  the  generous 
contributors  to  this  valuable  present.  I  divided  it  into  two 
parcels,  and  mean  to  make  myself  a  last  pleasure,  before  1 
leave  Enon,  by  distributing  the  second  portion.  I  cannot 
describe  in  words  the  gratitude  with  which  these  gifts  are 
received  by  the  poor,  both  old  and  young.     I  shall  never 
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forget  the  thanks  I  owe  to  our  kind  friends  in  England,  (br~ 
sd  often  enabling  me  to  help  the  distressed.    Many  a  hap- 
py hoar  have  I  spent  in  sorting  the  different  articles,  accord-  * 
ing  to  our  knowledge  of  the  wants  of  each. 

**  Sometimes,  when  I  think  that  I  shall  soon  see  my  rew 
lations  and  fiiiends  in  England,  I  feel  great  pleasure  in  the 
prospect;  but  a  sad  damp  comes  over  me,  when  I  reflect  that 
I  shall  then  be  separated  from  my  dear  Hottentots  for  erer, 
in  this  world.     I  dread  the  last  farewell. 

Gnadenthal,  Majf  7th,  1S27. 
^  YOUR  last  letters  reached  us  a  few  days  before  we  left' 
Enon.  I  assure  you,  the  parting  from  my  native  land,  and 
from  all  my  dear  relatives  in  Europe,  now  many  years  ago, 
did  not  fill  my  heart  with  such  affliction,  as  I  felt  at  taking  a 
final  leave  of  that  dear  place  and  congregation.  I  b^  for 
resignation  to  the  will  of  the  Lord.  We  are  at  present  de- 
tained here,  and  willing  to  assist,  wherever  we  can.  Whea 
we  left  Enon,  the  whole  congregation  accompanied  us  for 
several  miles.  The  last  left  us  at  Zwartskop's  river.  At 
Enon,  the  Brethren  will  soon  have  to  prepare  for  building  a 
church,  as  the  present  temporary  one  will  not  contain  half  the 
people,  and  many  were  on  the  road,  intending  to  join  them. 
After  staying  some  days  with  our  friends  at  Uitenhage,  we 
reached  Gnadenthal  in  twenty-one  days,  in  good  health, 
though  much  fatigued.  We  always  slept  in  our  waggon^  iand 
sometimes,  in  passing  the  high  mountains,  had  to  walk  for 
hours  together.  Here  we  were  kindly  received  and  refresh- 
ed, and  have  made  a  pleasant  visit  to  Elim  and  Hemel-en- 
Aarde.  At  the  latter  place  we  visited  tbe  lepers  in  the  hos- 
pital, whom  we  could  not  behold  without  great  pity.  Some 
have  lost  their  feet,  or  their  hands,  or  are  sadly  disfigured  in 
their  faces.  Brother  and  Sister  Leitner  show  great  faithful- 
ness in  attending  to,  and  instructing  these  poor  people*  The 
latter  told  me,  that  in  the  beginning,  the  sight  of  so  much 
misery  shocked  and  affected  her  exceedingly,  but  that  she 
was  now  more  used  to  it,  and  only  tliought  of  doing  them 
good  in  their  temporal  and  spiritual  concerns.  The  Lord  has 
blessed  their  labours  iu  a  wonderful  degree.  Remember  us 
in  your  prayers,  of  which  we  stand  much  in  need.

1.  From  HoPBDALE. 
Dbarest  Brethren,  "^""^  28rt.  1827. 

^  WITH  feeliDgs  of  heartfelt  gratitude  to  oar  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour, we  announce  to  yon  the  safe  arrival  of  the  Harmony 
in  our  bay,  on  the  15th  July,  after  a  sp^y  and  prosperous 
voyage.  About  ten  o'Clock  in  the  morning  of  that  day,  the 
vessel  was  first  seen  by  some  Esquimaux,  who  were  on  the 
look  out,  from  the  summit  of  a  neighbouring  hill:  the  joy« 
ful  cry  of  Umaksuit  immediately  resounded  through  our 
valley;  and  in  little  more  than  four  hours  we  had  the  plea- 
sure to  see  the  Harmony  cast  anchor,  at  no  great  distance 
from  the  settlement 

**  It  ajBTorded  us  peculiar  satisfaction  to  welcome  oiice 
more  our  worthy  Captain  Fraser,  in  whose  behalf  we  fervently 
pray,  that  the  Lord  would  strengthen  and-  support  him  in 
his  advancing  years,  and  grant  us  still  longer  the  benefit  of 
his  faithful  services.  We  likewise  rejoiced  to  see  Brother 
Taylor  and  Mr.  Sutherland,  the  first  and  seoond  mates,  and 
our  dear  Brethren  and  fellow-labourers,  Brother  and  Sister 
Meisner,  Beck,  and  Fritsche.  Our  joy  was,  however,  in  sotoe 
measure  damped,  when  we  learnt  that  Brother  Beck  had 
suffered,  on  the  voyage,  from  so  severe  an  attack  of  bilja|p 
fever,  that  his  recovery  was,  at  one  period,  despaired  of;  and 
when  we  perceived  that  he  was  still  in  a  state  of  such  weaff* 
ness,  as  to  require  his  being  carried  on  shore.  By  God's 
blessing  on  the  means  used,  he  has  since  gfradually  recover- 
ed,  i^d,  we  have  every  reason  to  hope,  will,  in  due  time^  re- 
gain his  wonted  health  and  strength.  The  faithful  nursing 
which  our  dear  Brother  enjoyed  during  this  long  and  dan- 
gerous illness,  from  the  son  of  our  worthy  cai)tain,  deserves 
our  most  grateful  acknowledgment,  and,  we  are  assured, 
will  not  remain  unnoticed  by  the  members  of  your  Society.

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By  day  and  night  be  attended  tba  patient  with  unwearied 
kindness,  and  thou^fht  no  sacrifice  of  personal  comfort  too 
great,  if  he  coald  but  alleviate  his  sufferings,  and  contribute 
to  the  restoration  of  his  health. 

^  By  the  perusal  of  your  affectionate  letter  of  the  5!6th 
May,  we  were  anew  encouraged  to  proceed  in  the  work  commit- 
ted to  us  by  oar  Lord  and  Master.  Accept  our  cordial 
thanks  for  this  proof  of  your  brotherly  remembrance,  and 
also  for  the  abundant  supply  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  which 
you  ha?e  again  provided  A>r  our  use,  and  which  have  all 
reached  us  uninjured.  May  the  Lord  Himself  reward  you 
for  your  generous  exertions  in  behalf  of  this  Mission,  and 
grant  you  evtry  spiritual  and  temporal  blessing,  out  of  the 
fulness  of  His  grace;  and  may  .He  mercifully  increase  our 
ftith,  and  strengthen  us  by  His  almighty  power;  for  He 
knows  bow  manifold  ape  our  wants,  and  how  great  our  insuf- 
ficiency for  His  service. 

**  During  the  year  past^  we  have  had  fresh  cause  (o  ex* 
tol  the  unchangeable  faithfulness  of  our  Saviour,  and  His 
readiness  to  help  in  every  time  of  need.  Of  this  we  have 
made  particular  experience  in  the  small  circle  of  our  Mis* 
sionary  family,  m.ost  of  us  having  been  more  or  less  afflicted 
with  illness  of  one  kind  or  other.  For  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing further  medical  advice,  we  requested  Brother  Hertzberg 
to  come  to  us  on  a  visit  from  Nain.  He  acoordibgly  set  out, 
and  arrived  here  in  safety,  on  the  I7th  February.  The  bless- 
ing of  the  Lord  attended  his  endeavours,  not  only  npon  this 
osaasion,  but  also  in  the  case  of  Brother  Beck,  who  has  alrea- 
dy so  far  recovered  his  strength  as  to  afford  a  well-grounded 
hope  that  he  will  be  able  shortly  to  proceed,  to  Okkak, 
agreeably  to  his  appointment.  On  the  29tk  May,  Sister 
Stock  was  safely  delivered  of  a  still-borBf  chiUk  In  onr  re- 
spective occupations,  tiie  Lord  has  been  graciously  wilh  us, 
and  has  bestowed  upon  us  the  jewel  of  brotherly  love,  for 
which,  and  for  all  His  other  numberless  mercies,  we  adore 
His  holy  name.  He  has  anew  con vinoed  us;  thai,  without  Him, 
we  can  do  nothing,,  bui  that  wjth  Him,  and  in  His^  name,  we 
can  both  perform  and  endure  whatever  He  is  pleased  to  di- 
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rect.  To  the  operattobs  of  Hte  grace  and  lioly  Spirit,  w^ 
ascribe  whatever  good  wfe  hav^  been  favoured  to  witnesa 
among^  our  dear  people.  The  Lord  baa  truly  been  oar  Help- 
eVf  our  good  Physician^  our  Comforter  in  distress,  our 
Strength  in  wetikness;  so  that  we  b^ve  lacked  nothingi  but 
have  been  enabled  to  proceed  unhindered  in  the  discharge 
of  our  intportant  duti^. 

**  He  has  likewise  approi^ed  Himself  ais  the  Shepherd 
and  Bishop  of  oUr  souls,  granting  us  a  blessed  {Perception 
of  His  divine  presence^  whenever  we  were  assembled  id 
His  name,  and  particularly  on  all  festal  and  sacramental  oc« 
casions* 

**  The  erection  of  our  hew  church  was  completed  bjr  the 
end  of  the  preceding  year.  Having  thus  obtained  a  neat  and 
convenient  place  of  worship  for  our  Esquimaux  flock,  we  pro- 
ceeded to  add  a  small  platform  at  each  extremity,  for  the  use  of 
our  musi«al  choir,  which  is  called  into  flre^uent  exercise  by 
th?  recurrence  of  liturgical  and  ft^tival  services^  Thes^  plat- 
forms are  octupied  by  th«  singers^  thid  iiiatromeritd  peN 
formers  atanding  in  the  body  of  the  chapel,  opposite  the 
minister's  desk.  We  beg  to  return  our  sincere  thanks  fbt 
the  valuable  present  of  two  violins  and  a  violoncello,  whereby 
our  young  performers  will  not  be  a  little  encouraged  to  {ier>^ 
severe  in  their  endeavoura  to  enliven  the  singing  of  the  con^ 
gregatioR. 

**  Our  schools  have  be^tt  diligently  attended,  ahd  we  have 
observed,  with  pleasure,  the  progress  made  by  many  of  ou^ 
pupils,  both  in  reading  and  writing,  and  in  committiigtome* 
mory  passages  of  Scriptdre  and  hymns.  It  is  a  subject  of  oti^ 
daily  prayer,  that  our  youtig  people  hfiay  not  be  satisfied  with 
this  outward  apprehension  of  Scriptural  truths,  but  that  those 
truths  may  be  savingly  applied  to  their  hearts  and  con- 
sciences, and  produce  the  effect  for  which- the  i^ord  of  Gknl 
authorizes  us  to  look.  Our  dear  children  we  especially 
commend  to  the  tender  care  of  that  Saviour,  who  knows  best 
how  to  draw  them  unto  Himself.  Since  the  date  of  our  last 
letter,  three  children  and  fire  adults  have  been  baptized  in- 
to the  death  of  Jesus,  three  adults  have  been  admitted  to  the 
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eDJoymentoftfae  Holy  Communion  (  nine  have  become  can* 
didates  for  t^at  privilege,  and  four  have  been  received  into 
the  congfregation.  JBtght  persons  have  removed  to  Main. 
One  couple  has  been  married.  A  young  married  man,  a 
communicant,  lost  his  life  by  the  upsetting  of  his  kayak. 
From  what  we  knew  of  his  spiritual  state,  we  can  indulge 
the  cheering  hope  that  he  has  entered  into  that  rest,  which 
remaineth  for  the  people  of  God. 

^*  Our  congregation  consists  at  present  of  64  communi- 
cants, 16  candidates,  21  baptized  and  received  adults,  16 
candidates  for  reception,  30  boys,  and  33  girls.  Two  child- 
ren  excepted,  all  the  inhabitants  of  our  place  have  been  bap- 
tized at  one  period  or  other,  so  that  the  class  of  candidates 
for  baptism  has,  at  lea^fpr  a  time,  become  extinct.  The 
number  of  souls  under  our  care  amounts  to  182. 

**  In  regard  to  the  temporal  subsistence  of  our  cong^ga- 
tion,  the  Divine  blessing  has  also  been  abundantly  vouchsafed. 
Both  during  the  winter  months,  and  the  early  part  of  the  pre- 
sent summer,  our  people  were  very  successful  in  procuring 
the  necessaries  of  life;  and  not  many  days  before  the  arrival 
of  the  ship,  they  providentially  met  with  a  dead  whale,  the 
blubber  and  whalebone  of  which  were  uninjured,  and  con- 
sequently afforded  them  a  rich  supply  for  the  eosuing  win- 
ter. May  tbe  Lord  make  them  truly  thankful  for  all  His  be- 
nefits. During  the  autumn  of  last  year,  the  Esquimaux  were 
not  able  to  take  many  seals^  although  the  sea  continued  open 
till  tbe  15th  December.  The  winter  was  in  general  rather 
mild:  ^direnheit's  Thermometer  only  once  fell  to  22  below 
0,  but  Inis  severe  cold  lasted  but  a  short  time.  The  .spring 
set  in  early,  and  on  the  6th  June,  the  sea  was  already  open, 
and  the  weather  of  an  agreeable  temperature.  The  mercies, 
both  spiritual  and  temporal,  which  we  have  enjoyed  at  the 
hands  of  our  gracious  Heavenly  Father,  are  indeed  more 
than  can  be  numbered ;  we  feel  ourselves  utterly  unworthy 
of  them,  and  can  only  bring  Him,  in  return,  tbe  sacrifice  of 
an  humble  and  grateful  heart. 

**  In  behalf  of  the  servants  of  the  Lord,  in  other  churches, 
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whom  He  is  pleased  to  employ  as  instruments  for  tiie  exten- 
sion  of  His  kingdom  on  earth,  we  fervently  pray  that  they 
may  enjoy  a  large  measure  of  His  grace  and  support,  and 
that  spirit  of  love  and  brotherly  union,  which  is  a  distinguidi- 
ing  mark  of  the  followers  of  Jesus.  The  venerable  British  * 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  through  whose  liberality  our 
Esquimaux  congregations  have  been  supplied  with  copies 
of  the  word  of  life,  is  especially  an  object  of  our  interces- 
sions; so  are  the  various  Associations  in  aid  of  our  Missions, 
and  of  those  carried  on  by  other  religious  Societies. 

^  In  our  Missionary  family,  a  few  changes  are  about  to 
take  place;  Brother  and  Sister  Morhardt  and  the  single 
Brother  Mentzel  have  received  an  appointment  to  remove 
to  Nain;  we  have  not  yet  heard  how  their  places  ure  to  be 
supplied.  May  the  Lord  go  with  them,  bless  them  abun- 
dantly, and  set  them  for  a  blessing  to  all  around.  We  com- 
mend also  to  His  Almighty  protection  our  dear  fellow  labour- 
ers, who  are  about  to  visit  Europe,  and  beseech  Him  to  guard 
the  ship  and  company  from  all  harm,  during  her  voyage 
along  our  coast,  and  across  the  ocean. 

**  In  true  union  of  spirit,  and  as  partakers  of  that  cove- 
nant of  grace,  which  has  been  established  in  the  blood  of 
Jesus,  and  confirmed  unto  us  by  His  blessed  Spirit,  wa 
commend  ourselves  and  the  congregation  we  have  the  favour 
to  serve,  to  your  faithful  reqpiembrance  and  prayers,  and  re- 
main your  affectionate  Brethren,

2.  From  Nain. 
Dearest  Brethren,  '^''S'^^  '^/A,  1627. 

^  WE  received  your  kind  letter  of  May  25th,  with  great  plea- 
sure, on  the  19th  of  July,  and  read  it  with  attention  in  a 
meeting  of  our  whole  family,  grateful  for  all  its  encouraging 
contents.    We  felt  indeed  our  debt  of  gratitude  to  God  our 
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Sariour  for  this  repeated  proof  of  His  mercy  and  favour 
in  the  protection  of  the  ship  on  her  voyage  to  this  coast, 
where  she  arrived  with  all  on  board  in  perfect  safety.  Glad 
and  thankfiil  for  such  undeserved  blessings,  we  devoted  our- 
selves anew  to  Him,  and  His  service,  and  prayed  for  grace^ 
that  we  may  always  keep  the  aim  of  our  important  calling  in 
view,  and  be  enabled,  from  the  experience  of  onr  own  souls» 
to  testify  of  the  love  of  Jesas,  and  the  power  of  His  Mood  to 
cleanse  the  heart  of  man  from  all  sin  and  nnrighteousness, 
and  to  make  ns  heirs  of  life  eternal. 

**  To  the  praise  of  the*  glory  of  His  grace  we  will  give 
you  a  brief  account  of  His  dealings  with  us  in  the  year  pasti 
In  all  circumstances.  He  has'  approved  Himself  as  our  coun- 
sellor ond  comforter,  preserved  among  us  brotherly  love 
and  union  of  spirit,  granted  us  to  be  one  in  doctrine  and  prac- 
tice, and  to  perceive  by  various  encouraging  proofs,  that  the 
word  of  His  Cross  is  indeed  the  power  of  (3od  unto  salva- 
tmn^  to  all  them  that  believe.  We  now  behold  that  which 
our  first  Missionaries  in  Labrador  sometimes  almost  des^ 
paired  of  ever  seeing,  even  a  fiock  of  Christ,  consisting  of 
Esquimaux,  who  fVom  their  hearts  love  the  ways  of  the  Lord, 
and  desire  to  keep  His  commandments,  that  they  may  walk 
worthy  of  their  Christian  profession.  You,  dear  Brethren, 
join  us  in  thanking  God,  that  our  dear  predecessors  in  thie 
field  of  labour  had  firmness  and  courage  given  them  to  peru 
severe  in  the  Lord's  work,  among  a  people  at  that  time  of  m 
tAtmt  savage,  and,  apparently,  untameable  disposition,  and 
that  they  did  not  give  up  all  for  lost.  May  He  impart  to  us 
the  same  spirit  of  devotedness  to  Him  and  His  service,  that 
we  may  follow  their  constancy,  and  trust  to  God  alone  for 
success  in  the  work  committed  to  us. 

**  August  1st,  we  had  the  joy  to  see  the  Harmony  come 
to  a  safe  anchorage  in  our  bay,  and  to  bid  our  worthy  Cap- 
tain Fraser,  Brother  Taylor,  the  Brethren  Hertsberg,  and 
Beck,  and  Brother  Morhardt  and  his  wife,  wdcoine  among 
us.  The  former  had  been  on  a  visit  to  Hopedale,  the  latter  is 
called  to  reside  here  at  Nain.    Wo  still  expect  Brother  Ment^ 
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xel  firom  Hopedale,  as  soon  ao  Brother  Korner  arri?e8  tbere 
from  Okkakff  whither  our  boat,  the  Udioq,  is  gone  to  fetch 
hiin<  This  boat  answers  our  expectations  well,  and  is  com* 
maqded  by  a  clever  Esquimaux  brother,  of  the  name  of  Paul. 

^  We  return  to  the  Society  our  unfeigned  thanks  for  the 
fwpplies  you  have  again  sent  U8»  We  bless  the  Lord,  thai 
by  His  boquty  you  have  been  enabled  to  do  it  for  such  a  num- 
ber of  yeara.  For  upwards  of  half  a  century  the  fountain  of 
your  benevolence  has  not  dried  up;  and  the  hord  has  sent 
you  effectual  help  by  generous  friends  and  benefactors,  who 
love  His  name  and  cause,  and  favour  the  Missions  of  our 
Church,  not  only  by  liberal  contributions  towards  their  out* 
ward  maintenance,  but  by  their  best  wishes  and  prayers  for 
the  Lord's  blessing  to  rest  upon  '^them  in  all  places.  We 
likewise,  who  labour  here  in  Labrador,  beg  to  express  to 
them  our  mostg^teful  acknowledgments,  and  to  assmre  them 
that  we  fervently  pray  that  their  labours  of  love  may  be 
richly  rewarded  with  many  spiritual  blessings^ 

**  Though  we  do  not  doubt  your  brotherly  kindness^ 
we  beg  particularly  to  recommend  to  you  our  dear  Brother 
Glitsch,  who,  on  account  of  his  health,  is  obliged,  ajfter  five 
years  of  faithful  service  in  this  Mission,  to  go  to  Europe  for 
medical  advice«  We  are  confident,  that  nothing  will  be 
wanting  on  your  part  in  pYocuriog  for  him  siich  assistance  a» 
may,  by  the  blessing  of  God^  be  effective  in  his  case,  that  we 
may  have  the  pleasure  to  see  him  return  to  his  forofter  state 
of  activity  among  us,  strengthened  in  soul  and  body.  We 
also  recommend  to  your  kind  attention  our  dear  Brother 
Lundberg  and  his  wife,  and  the  two  children,  Eugene  Lund- 
berg  and  Benjamin  Kunath,  Brother  Lundberg  is  going 
on  a  visit  to  Europe,  after  a  service  of  sixteen  years  in  Labra- 
dor, and  will  place  the  children  in  the  school  at  Kleinwelcke. 
Our  best  wishes  and  prayers  attend  this  dear  company  on 
their  passage;  and  may  the  Lord  bring  all  these,  our  dear  fel-* 
low-labourers,  in  safety  back  to  us. 

^  As  to  the  spiritual  course  of  our  Esquimaux  congre* 
gation,  we  have  had  much  cause  for  rejoicing;  for  we  have 
had  maaifeat  proofs  of  the  grgice  whidi  prevailed  among 
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them.  The  Lord  our  Saviour  was,  according^  to  His  pro- 
mise,  present  with  us  when  we  met  in  His  name.  This  was 
most  powerfully  felt  by  occasion  of  the  administration  of  the 
Holy  Sacraments  of  the  Lord's  Supper  and  baptism.  Most, 
if  not  all  of  them,  diligently  attended  the  church-serWces; 
and  no  doubt,  even  some,  who  came  only  for  form's  sake, 
were  not  always  in  vain  at  the  church,  where  they  w<]|nld 
hear  what  Jesus  had  done  and  suffered  to  deliver  them  from 
the  dominion  of  sin.  But  though,  in  general,  we  could  re« 
joice,  there  was  not  wanting  some  cause  for  sorrow.  One  of 
the  baptized,  but  who  had  been  some  time  excluded,  con-, 
ducted  herself  in  so  improper  a  manner,  that  we  were 
obliged  to  send  her  away  to  Kippokak. 

**  The  schools  and  other  useful  exercises  have  been  at- 
tended with  all  diligence;  and  the  hymns  the  children  learnt 
in  them  have  greatly  contributed  to  the  liveliness  of  our 
public  worship.  The  congregation  has  increased  in  num- 
ber, having  received  an  addition  of  eight  persons,  who  moved 
hither  from  Hopedale.  .One  of  them,  however,  «7oAn,  the  fa- 
ther of  a  family^  departed  this  life,  and  was  the  only  inha- 
bitant we  lost  by  death.  Since  the  sailing  of  the  ship  last 
year,  nine  adults  and  eight  children  have  been  baptized, 
16  persons  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion,  and  three  re- 
ceived into  the  congregation.  The  number  of  those  belong- 
ing to  the  congregation  is  231,  of  whom  90  are  communicants 
50  baptized  adults  not  yet  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper,. 
91  baptized  children,  and  two  candidates  for  baptism^  and 
eight  on  trial:  in  all,  241. 

^  The  mournful  tidings  received  from  Okkak,  where 
seven  young  single  men  lost  their  lives  at  sea,  gave  us  occa- 
sion seriously  to  admonish  our  people  to  see  to  it  that  they 
were  always  in  a  state  of  preparation  to  meet  the  Lord,  when- 
ever He  calls  them  hence.  One  of  our  people,  Calebs  was 
overset  in  his  kayak  by  a  seal  he  had  pierced,  and  dragged 
under  water,  but  the  accident  being  observed  in  time,  he 
was  saved  from  drowning. 

**  We  thank  our  heavenly  Father  for  a  supply  of  provi- 
sions, granted  to  our  Esquimaux,  sufficient  for  their  wants. 
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They  often  returned  home  froio  (he  sea  or  ice  with  cheerfiil 
fiices  and  thankful  hearts  for  their  auccesa.  The  apring 
fishery  turned  out  tolerably  prodoctiTe;  and  in  the  nets  they 
look  eight  hundred  seals,  insomuch  that  they  could  lay  in  a 
good  slQck  of  proFisions  for  the  winter.  The  difficulty  lies 
in  the  homeward  conveyance  of  their  booty  which  must  be 
done  by  sledges,  and  that  by  degrees.  One  adTantage,  how*- 
ever,  accrues  to  them  from  the  delay,  that  4hey  do  not  dispose 
of  their  stock  too  soon,  so  as  to  waste  it,  before  they  leave  us 
in  spring  to  procure  a  fresh  supply. 

^  The  accounts  you  have  sent  us  of  eur  congregations 
and  Missions  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  excite  us  to  praise 
and  thauksgiving/or  the  Lord's  mercy  towards  us  asa  Church ; 
and  we  commend  anew  to  His  grace  and  fevour  all  those 
whom  He  employs  in  His  vineyard  everywhere*.  May  He 
strengthen  them  in  their  work,  and  remove  all  obstruolioM, 
that  His  gospel  may  be  made  known  among  all  the  nations  of 
the  earth. 

'*  The  winter  has  been  mHd,  and  the  spring  still  more 
so.  So  soon  as  the  lOth  June,  a  strong  north  wind  cleared  the 
sea  in  eur  neighbourhood  of  ice ;  and  the  Esquimaux  oould  go 
in  and  out  in  safety. 

^  Now  may  God  graciously  grant  0is  protection  to  the 
ship  and  the  company  on  board,  both  on  her  coastiiy  ifoj^ 
nge  to  Okkak,  and  from  thence  to  London.  We  pray  Him  al- 
so to  restore  and  preserve  the  health  of  our  good  Captain 
Fraser.  Commending  ourselves  to  your  continued  loving 
remembrance  and  prayers,  and  saluting  you  all  in  true  hio» 
thedy  love«  we  reinain  evei^  dear  Brethren,  your  aflectient- 
ate  Brethren  and  Sisters,

•^  YODE  welMme  lettar  of  the  25lh3fay /eaebed  our  hands 
on  the  evnning  of  the  25th  July,  together  with  informatioB 
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of  the  tafe  arrival  of  the  Harmony  at  Hopedale  on  the  15th  c/t 
that  month.    This  joyfbl  news  catised  our  hearts  to  overflow 
with  thankfulness,  and  excited  fervent  ascriptions  of  praise 
to  the  Father  of  mercies,  from  our-cong^regfation  of  believing* 
Esquimaux,  who  gladly  assembled  for  this  purpose  in  the 
House  of  the  Lord.    After  we  had  perused  in  fellowship  the 
unnnal  letter  from  the  directors  of  our  Missions  in  Germany, 
we  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  that  addressed  to  us 
by  your  Society*    The  short,  but  interesting  sketch  which 
that  letter  contains  of  various  occurrences  in  the   Breth- 
ren's Unity,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  Grod  throughout  the 
world,  was  beard  with  great  attention  and  delight,  and  tend- 
ed  to  strengthen  the  determination  of  our  hearts  W  live  to 
Jesus,  and  serve   Him  with  increased  zeal  and   faithful- 
ness.   We  were  particularly  affected  and  encouraged  by 
that  portion  of  your  letter  which  treats  of  the  support  vouch- 
safed to  our  Missionary  work,  through  the  instrumentality  of 
benefoctors,  in  other  denominations;  and  we  rejoiced  to  learn, 
that,  while  the  venerable  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society 
continue  td  us  their  generous  offers  of  assistance  in  the 
work  of  translating  and  publishing  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
the  London  Association  and  other  Societies,  formed  for  the 
outward  support  of  our  Missions  among  your  noble-minded  ^ 
countrymen,  make  increased  exertions  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of.  this  object.    We  beg  to  assure  these  servants  of 
€M^  that  their  labours  of  love  are  gratefully  appreciated  by 
«s,  and  that  in  our  unworthy  prayers  we  do  not  forget  to 
«upplicate  the  Lord  our  Saviour,  to  grant  them  an  abundant 
reward  out  of  the  fulness  of  His  grace.    To  you,  dearest 
Brethren,  who  have  for  so  many  years  cared  for  the  support  of 
this  Mission  with  such  liberality  and  faithfulness,  we  are 
bound  to  offer  an  especial  tribute  of  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment. You  have  again  supplied  us  with  food  and  clothing,  and 
whatever  else  was  necessary  forour  comfort  in  this  rudeand  dis- 
tant country ;  and  we  cheerfully  promise  to  do  what  in  us  lies, 
fiur  the  promotion  of  the  important  work  committed  to  us  by 
our  blessed  Master.    May  He,  of  whom  alone  is  our  suffi- 
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ij»  evident  proofs  that  oar  work  is  wroaght  in  Him.  , 

^  ^  In  regard  to  our  Esquimaaz  congregation^  we  may 
observe,  that  it  is  not  anlike  a  hospital,  containing  patients  of 
yarioua  kinds,  and  that,  according  as  each  attends  to  the 
prescription  of  the  good  Physician,  applies  to  himself  the, 
merits  of  Jesas^life,  sufferings,  and  death,  and  takes  out  of 
His  fttkiess  grace  for  grace,  in  the  ^ame  degree  does  he  ap-^ 
proach  to  perfect  soundness;  and,  being  purged  from  dead 
works,  is  enabled  to  serre  the  hVing  God.  All  appear  to 
be  couTinced  of  their  lost  condition  by  nature,  and  all  from 
time  to  time  assure  us  that  it  is  their  earnest  desire  to  live  to 
the  joy  and  honour  of  the^r  Redeemer;  but  many  have  stilL 
to  learn,  that  (be  humble  frame  of  a  pardoned  sinner,  and. 
the  daily  experience  of  the  cleansing  power  of  ^he  blood  of 
Christ,  are  altogether  opposed  to  that  spirit  of  presumption 
which  says,  **  Let  us  continue  in  sin,  'that  grace  may  aboupd.'* 
To.  warn  them  against  this  fatal  delusion,  we  account  our  sa-* 
cred  duty;  and  now  that  the  New  Testament  is  in  the  handi^ 
of  ail  who  can  read,  we  often  draw  their  attention  to  our  Lord 'a 
sermon  on  the  mount,  and  to  the  Epistles  of  the  Apostles,  as 
containing  every  necessary  direction  for  a  godly  life  and 
conversation*  . 

**  On  the  l3th  September,  1826,  we  celebrated  with  our 
Esquimaux,  a  solemn  and  blessed  jubilee,  fifty  years  having 
^lapsed  since  the  commencement  of  the  Mission  at  Okkak* 
On  a  retrospect  of  the  numberless  mercies  bestowed  upoQ 
our  Esquimaux  flock,  during  this,  period,  and  of  the  Divinie 
support  experienced  by  our  predecessors,  exposed  as  they 
were,  to  labours,  difliculties,  and  perils  of  no  common  orderi 
OOF  minds  were  filled  with  astonishment,  and  our  hearts  with 
gratitude  to  the  Lord  our  Saviour.  Among  the  services  of 
this  day,  were  the  baptism  of  two  adults  into  the  death  of 
Jesus,  and  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  supper;  after  which 
the  people  returned  into  their  tents,  joyful  and  glad  ^of 
Jieart,  for  all  the  good  which  the  Lord  had  shewed  unto  them. 
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^<  l)tariilgtb«  p^i  ftfty  yeart,  210  tduiti,  and  210  ckiU 
dreOy  have  been  baptiz^  at  Okkak,  and  161  pefUdOs  admitteil 
t6  the  Holy  Comtnnnion}  106  bave  departed  tbia  life.  The 
Congregation  consists  at  present  ot9t  communieanliiy  16  can^ 
didatM  fbi^  tbat  prititegei  20  baptised  adalts»  119  baptised 
dkildred  of  botb  sexes ;  in  all,  267  persons.  To  this  number 
may  be  added,  SI  candidates  for  baptism,  and  61  persons^ 
adnlti  and  children,  who  are  feceiring  instroction,  tbdugh 
ikof  yet  members  of  odf  €/hurcb.  the  total  of  indifidnala 
mdei"  our  tare,  residing  at  Okkak,  amounts  to  968. 

^  iMnce  the  departttre  of  the  ship  from  our  coast,  in  An-* 
gdsll820,12adultsandl9childrenbavebeenbapti2eil,llper- 
sons  h^ve  beeome  eoramunicants,  20  children  bare  been  born, 
and  nine  adults  and  nine  children  hare  departed  this  Iftfe^  Oot 
pfayel*,  and  commuulonMlays,  have  b^n  seasons  of  especial 
Messing  and  of  refreshment  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord* 
tt^e  tian  meke  a  similar  declaration  i^oncertaing  the  glreat  fes* 
fli^ls  of  the  Christian  Churi^h,  and  the  memorial  days  for  the 
diflerent  ditislons  of  the  congregation.  Nor  tsih  we  for-* 
get  the  blessing  attendant  on  the  commemoration  of  that 
6fent,  which,  a  hundred  years  ago,  rendered  the  18th  of 
AoguSt  so  remarkable,  that  baptism  of  the  Spirit,  which 
transformed  a  company  of  exiles,  distracted  by  a  dirersity  of 
i^eligious  opinions,  into  an  unity  of  Brethren.  In  the  course 
of  the  past  year,  we  experienced  anew  the  merciful  and  sym* 
pathizing  care  of  our  great  High  Priest;  He  has  forgiren  the 
ains,  and  remedied  the  deficiencies  of  his  feeble  servants,  and 
nf  the  faithful  among  the  86uls  committed  to  their  ministry : 
With  Him  we  have  at  all  times  found  counsel,  help,  and 
comfort  The  S<^hoots  under  the  catd  of  the  Brethren  Stiinniin 
ated  Kdernei*,  have  been  diligently  attended,  and  we  hape 
Widi  benefit  to  botb  young  and  old.  Among  our  young  peo« 
pie  there  prevailed  too  generally,  abnut  the  beginning  of  the 
last  twelvertonths,  a  spirit  of  levity  and  indiiferetice  to  their 
eternal  interests,  bat  it  pleased  the  Lord,  by  means  of  a  very 
disltressing  occurrence,  to  bring  many  of  them  to  s<^rious  re* 
flection. 

**  On  the  II th  of  October  last,  six  single  men  and  a  boy 
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get  iail  tn  a  boiit,  built  and  tigged  nfiet  tiM  Earopean  flMh^ 
ioti,  for  the  puri^ow  of  fetching  wdod  from  the  otbe?  Me  et 
our  bay.  On  ihetr  return,  tbey  were  orertaken  by  a  violent 
tftorm,  abd  aft^r  driving  about  in  the  dark  for  tome  tiibe,  the 
boat  upset,  and  all  on  board  perished.  None  of  the  bodies 
Were  found,  excepting  that  of  the  boy,  which  had  stranded  on 
the  farther  side  of  the  bay,  and  having  been  conveyed  to  the 
settlement,  was  interred  in  our  burial  ground,  after  a  dis^ 
course  sulked  to  the  occasion.  This  melancholy  event*  ex- 
cited a  feeling  of  universal  sympathy:  the  six  Esquimaux 
having  aHofthem  mothers  or  sisters  te  provide  for.  Their 
ages  were  fhmi  18  to  24,  the  boy  was  16  years  old. 

**  The  memorial  days  for  the  single  men  and  single  wo« 
ilien,  were  seasons  of  particular  blessing  to  all  present;  con- 
cerning most  o^  whom  we  could  cherish  the  comfortable 
hope,  that  they  had  either  found  or  were  sincerely  seeking 
the  one  thing  needful. 

**  In  the  beginning  of  the  winter,  our  Esquimaux  bad 
rather  a  scanty  supply  of  food>  as  is  but  too  frequently  the 
case ;  bat  after  the  new  year,  tbey  were  tolerably  successful 
in  catching  seals.  The  early  appearance  of  the  cod  fish,  on 
our  coast,  before  the  end  of  July,  has  now  opened  to  them  an 
abundant  source  of  subsistence^  and  we  do  all  that  lies  in 
our  power,  to  encourage  them  to  lay  in  a  stock  of  this  de- 
scription of  food)  sufficient  for  the  support  of  their  families, 
during  the  approaching  winter. 

^  Our  visitors  from  the  north,  have  again  been  numer- 
ous. Seven  boats  full  of  heathen  Esquimaux  arrived  at  dif« 
ferent  times,  for  purposes  of  traffic;  and  most  of  them  listen- 
ed with. attention  to  what  they  heard  at  Church,  or  in  private 
conversation,  concerning  the  love  of  Jesus  to  sinners.  None, 
however,  could  resolve  at  present  to  forsake  heathenism, 
though  many  appeared  convinced  of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel, 

**  No  whale  has  been  caught  this  year,  along  the  whole 
coast;  so  that  the  heathen  Esquimaux,  especially  at  Neusb- 
vak,  have  snflered  much  from  hunger;  but  no  one,  as  fkr  as 
we  can  learn,  has  died  from  starvation,  as  was  the  case  some 
years  ago.    The  winter  proved  rather  mild  than  otherwise; 
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Fahrenbeil's  Tbermmneter  hariog  never  fallen  below  from  30. 
U>  30  under  0.  Tbe  flummer  has  been  bitberto  cool,  tbe  temper 
ratmre  baving  seldom  risen  higher  than  60  degrees  Fahren- 
heit.   Oor  garden  produce  has  suffered  materiallj  jn  con- 
sequence. 

<*  By  the  mercy  of  Grod^  the  members  of  our  Missionary, 
family  hare  in  general  enjoyed  good  health,  and  been  able  to 
prosecute  their  labours  with  alacrity  and  diligence.  Our  old 
dwelling-house  has  been  turned  to  good  account ;  it  contains 
at  present,  a  bakehouse,  brewhouse,  smith's  and  carpenter's 
shops,  besides  a  store-house  for  flour  and  malt.  These 
arrangements  kept  us  busily  occupied  all  last  autumn.  This 
spring  we  constructed  a  small  bouse  for  Kangertluksoak, 
and  had  it  conveyed  thither,  by  a  boat  returning  to  tbe 
North.  It  is  our  intention,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  erect  it  on 
tbe  proposed  site.  In  all  these  operations,  our  dew  Brother 
Koerner  rendered  us  essential  service;  he  left  us  on  the  31st 
July,  after  a  short  residence  at  this  station,  pursuant  to  a  call 
to  serve  the  Mission  at  Hopedale. 

^  On  the  19th  August,  the  Harmony  anchored  in  safety 
in  our  bay,  having  on  board  Brother  and  Sister  Lund  berg, 
with  their  little  son  Eugene,  and  the  Brethren  Glitsch  and 
Beck.  .  Brother  Beck  will  remain  with  us,  as  assistant  in 
this  Mission.  Our  other  visitors  intend  to  proceed  to  Europe, 
together  with  Brother  Kunath's  little  son^  Benjamin.  We 
are  assured,  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  commend  them  to  your 
particular  notice,  and  kind  offices.  May  the  Lord  protect 
them  on  their  voyage,  grant  them  a  comfortable  feeling  of 
His  gk*acioiis  presence  under  all  circumstances,  and  if  it  be 
His  good  pleasure,  restore  them  in  health  and  safety  to  the^ 
aoene  of  their  former  labours. 

**  It  was  a  peculiar  gratification  to  us,  to  see  once  more 
our  worthy  and  respected  Captain  Eraser,  who  has  now,  for 
tbe  twenty-fifth  time,  visited  our  shores,  and  always  approved 
bimself  a  faithful  servant  of  your  society,  by  rendering  ui| 
every  possible  service.  We  pray  the  Lord,  to  reward  him 
with  a  large  measure  of.  spiritual  blessings,  and  to  be  hia 
(rtreogth  and  salvation  in  bis  declining  years«_ 
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*^  In  conclosioD,  dear  Brethren,  we  beg^  to  recommend 
to  your  continued  affectionate  participation  and  fervent  pray* 
era,  ourselves  and  our  Esquimaux  flock ;  and  to  assure  you 
that  we  remain,  in  true  union  of  spirit,  your  affectionate  and 
faithful  Brethren,

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  W.  C.  Genth« 

Dbab  Bbotheb,  Pabamabibo,  July  28th,  1827. 

^  IT  afforded  ua  great  and  unexpected  pleasure  ta  receive 
your  kind  letter  of  the  27th  of  January,  with  several  num« 
hers  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  of  our  Missions,  transmit* 
ted  to  us  by  Mr.  Parry,  on  the  I8th  of  March.  We  re- 
joiced  to  perceive,  that  the  cause  of  our  adorable  Redeemer, 
continues  to  gain  more  and  more  ground  in  different  parts 
of  the  earth. 

^  In  this  station,  to  which,  by  the  grace  of  God,  we  are 
appointed,  we  are  all  favoured  with  the  needful  health  and 
strength.  By  the  safe  return  of  Brother  Graf,  on  the  26th 
of  June,  with  his  wife,  and  Sister  Dittman,  now  married  to 
Brother  Yoigt,  our  number  has  been  sufficiently  increased  to 
admit  of  more  activity  in  our  labours. 

^  We  may,  with  truth,  and  with  humble  and  grateful 
hearts,  declare^  that  the  Lord,  by  His  Spirit,  continues  to 
give  us  abundant  proofs  of  His  love  and  mercy  towards  us 
and  our  negro  congregation.  He  awakens  many  souls  to  a 
sense  of  their  spiritual  wants,  and  they  seek  to  obtain  re- 
mission of  sin  through  His  blood,  and  deliverance  from  its 
dominion.  The  number  of  new  people  is  on  the  increase; 
and  the  doctrine  of  salvation,  through  the  merits  of  our 
crucified  Saviour,  is  heard  with  gladness,  melts  the  hdrdr 
•ned  hearts  of  sinners,  and  createsfin<them  a  desire  to  partake 
of  the  blesnng  procured  at  so  ilear  a  rate.    Many,  when 
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they  have  found  m^rcy,  exellMni:  ^  Alas!  that  1  have liot  long^ 
ago  koown  the  happiness  and  peace  to  be  enjoyed,  to  coib4 
mitaioQ  with  Qod  my  Saviour^  and  not  sooner  sought  and 
found  HinOf  by  listening  to  His  gracious  iuTitatioa !  **  These 
are  indeed  subjects  of  great  encouragem,ent,  but  we  have 
likewise  sooietiiaes  cause  for  sorrow^  when  we  see  instances 
of  t(be  ensnaring  power  of  sia,  by  which  some  are  induced  to 
look  back,  and  return  to  its  service*  Again,  we  are  comfort- 
ed  by  proofs  of  the  faithfulness  of  the  Grood  Shepherd,  who 
follows  the  straying  sheep,  and  does  not  rest  till  he  has  brought 
them  back  to  the  fold.  The  female  part  of  our  congregation, 
is  considerably  more  numerous  than  the  male,  and  there  ap- 
pears more  spiritual  life  among  them.  The  whole  Aqmber 
of  our  pegro  flock  is  1350.  Tomorrow  we  shall  havf  a 
baptism  of  sixteen  adults  and  three  children^ 

''  This  colony  enjoys  rest  and  peace,  and  its  outward  af« 
fam  seem  to  be  prosperous.  We  leave  to  the  Ruler  of  the 
whole  universe  the  affairs  of  the  world,  and  are  only.desirous 
th^  His  kingdom  should  come,  and  the  heathen  become  the 
inheritance  of  their  Saviour. 

**  I  mentioned  in  my  last,  that  oi^r  church  was  much  too 
amallA  and  out  of  repair.  It  has  been  aiore  than  once  enlarg- 
ed, but  this  can  no  lopger  be  done,  as  it  is  too  low.  We  are 
therefore  under  the  necessity  of  building  one  more  spacious, 
for  which  we  have  met  with  much  encouragement  from 
friends  to  our  Missioq.  Our  worthy  firjeod,  Mr*  lie  Froy, 
opened  a  subscription  for  it  among  the  English  inhabitants 
4>f  thif  place,  the  Govemorj^  Fiscal,  and  Secretary,  not  only  ap^ 
provipg  of  it,  but  adding  their  names  to  the  list.  The  Dutch 
jfihabitanls  likewise  commeQced  a  subscripUon«  and  contri^ 
biited  generously  towards  it. 

**  ^uly  21st,  beiqg  the  anniversary  of  the  day  ou  whicbf 
fifty-on^  years  agOf  the  first  negro  was  baptized  atPairawwribo, 
w  th^  first  fruits  of  the  Brethren's  labours  in  tUs  country,  the 
ivHiDdation  sto^e  of  Ijbie  new  church  was  laid,  of  wbkh  d w 
notice  had  haen  given,  and  permissipn  obtained  from  the 
Government.  A  large  concourse  of  people  attended,  and 
great  devotion  prevailed.    The  building  was  immediately 
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commeuced  in  the  uaine  of  God.  It  wtti  be  95  feet  in  length, 
and  60  in  breadth.  Galleries  will  be  pliEiced  a't  each  end. 
The  foundation  walls  are  to'bebuiltof  brick,  andtobe  raised 
two  feet  above  the  ground,  and  the  posts  of  the  frame-work 
to  i>e  twenty  feet  froofi  the  wall  to  the  roof.  It  stands  on  the 
site  of  the  old  church,  but  being  so  much  longer  iebiA  Brdh<)er, 
tft'e  Ibrrtiet  IS  to  r^maib  stauditig,  and  ib  kerVe  for  l^orisblp*, 
tin  the  Waifs  oir  the  new  are  about W  foe  raised;  tfjen  fbe  cM 
^ifl  b^  tak^h  down  knd  the  iKiaterikU  ^sed  fot  (he  ife^,  attfl 
thus  we  hope  to  experience  no  long  interruption.  But  tho^^g;^ 
iye  have  been  V^iost  kin^lj^  and  liberal! jr  hii^s^fed,  ibe  ext)ense

^  ON  the  23d  of  July,  I  received  your  kind  letter  of  June 
20tb,  and  also  one  from  Brother  Wied,  but  being  then  in  a 
high  fe?er,  I  had  to  postpone  reading  it,  till  the  next  morn- 
ing. 

**  On  the  18th  July,  I  felt  unwell,  but  went  to  some  es* 
fates,  to  instruct  the  Creoles ;  the  following  day,  however,  I 
was  forced  to  keep  my  bed,  and  did  not  leave  it  for  more  than 
a  week. 

*'  August  2d.  I  rodo  out  a  little,  but  the  heat  affected 
my  headf  so  that  I  was  laid  up  again.  I  am  still  very  weak, 
and  unable  to  attend  to  my  duties}  but,  with  the  blessing  of 
God,  I  hope  soon  to  resume  my  work.  My  wife  and  child 
have  hitherto  been  blessed  with  tolerable  health,  for  which 
the  Lord  be  praised. 

^  After  the  masons  had  finished  the  lower  part  of  the 
chapel,  nothing  was  done  for  some  weeks,  the  carpenters 
being  necessarily  engaged  at  the  sick«house  at  Buccoo.  Mr. 
Hamilton  certainly  deserves  our  warmest  thanks  for  bis  acti- 
vity in  the  concerns  of  the  Mission;  the  Honorable  Christo- 
pher Irvine  also,  attorney  of  Buccoo,  Old  Grange,  and  Mount 
Irbin,  very  liberally  assisted  us^ 

**  The  negroes  here  at  Riseland  do  not  altogether  attend 
the  meetings  as  regularly  as  they  might,  yet  there  are  some, 
of  whom  we  may  believe,  that  they  are  really  desirous  after 
the  word  of  God.  On  the  other  estates,  they  attend  the 
preaching  pretty  well,  and  are  glad  when  I  come  to  see  them; 
yet  they  are  backward  in  visiting  us  at  J^seland.  It  may  be 
that  they  dislike  coming  to  the  master'/louse,  and,  for  this 
reason,  we  wish  as  soon  as  possible  to  live  in  a  house  of  oor 
own.    A  great  number  of  them  are  baptized. 

.    **  To-day  I  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  letters  from  Ame- 
rica, sent  by  Brother  Hiiffel.   We  regret  much  that  he  could 
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not  visit  this  island.  Pray  for  us,  dear  Brother,  that  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  may  give  us  grace  and  wisdom  to  serve 
Him  according  to  His  pleasure^  and  that  we  may  soon  have 
a  congregation  here,  consisting  of  such  members  as  truly 
know  Him  their  Redeemer,  and  walk  in  His  ways.  With 
our  remembrance  to  all  who  are  interested  in  this  Mission,  I 
remain,  &c.  p^^^^^  Ricksbcmr. 

JAMAICA. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  James  Light. 

DBA*  Brother,  Irwx^,  August  3d,  1827. 

^  I  CANNOT  describe  to  you  the  joy  which  the  unexpected 
arrival  of  Brother  Ellis,  on  the  25th  June,  occasioned  to  my- 
self and  my  dear  wife;  particularly  when  we  learnt,  that  th^ 
immediate  object  of  his  visit  was  to  bring  us  the  long  look- 
ed for  permission  froin  the  Directors  of  our  Missions,  to  com- 
mence the  erection  of  a  Missionary  settlement,  on  the  land 
granted  by  our  kind  friends  at  Irwin-hilL  O  how  thankful 
shall  I  be,  if  I*  am  spared  to  behold  that,  which  has  been  the 
desire  of  my  heart,  during  the  twelve  years  of  my  residence 
at  this  place,  happily  accomplished  I  We  praise  the  Lord, 
for  what  He  has  hitherto  been  pleased  to  effect,  by  our  feeble 
instrumentality,  but  if  we  are  permitted  to  serve  Him  for  a 
few  years  longer,  at  the  proposed  new  station,  I  trust  and 
believe,  that  we  shall  see  yet  more  fruit  of  our  labours.  May 
He  continue  to  direct  and  support  us,' and  meanwhile  incline 
the  hearts  of  His  children  of  other  denominations,  to  assist  it^ 
the  works  which  we  have  undertaken  in  His  name.  We  expect 
shortly  to  receive  estimates  for  the  buildings,  and  I  hope  in  my 
next  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  have  been  conunenced. 

**  It  is  our  intention,  if  the  Lord  permit^  to  meet  our 
dear  Brethren  at  Chapel-hill  (Hopeton),  on  the  13th  August, 
though  my  health  is  at  present  but  indifferent,  and  my  leg 
painful.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Ellis. 

Pear  Brother,  Fairfield,  August  27M,  1827. 

«  THE  Sunday-school  goes  on  as  well  as  can  be  expected; 
our  chief  cause  of  complaint  js,  that  the  scholars  do  not  at- 
tend every  Sunday*  This  snooty  however,  always  he  atlri^ 
huied  to  their  n^gleolt  The  icboolf-honse  ts  noiF  nearly  %%^ 
ished,  h^tI  fear  the  expense  will  be  gveatei"  than  was  ex« 
pectedy  as  it  waa  ii^  a  worse  state  than  we  were  aware  of. 

M  I  mentioned  in  my  last  that  new  inquirers,  from  among 
the  heatheui  continue  to  come  to  hear  the  Gospe1»  and  then 
call  upon  us,  to  have  it  further  explained ;  and  I  am  happy 
to  say,  this  shaking  of  the  dry  bones  still  continues,  but 
truly  they  are  vary  dry,  as  well  i^i  very  many.  Since  I  sat 
down  to  write  to  you,  dne  of  this  description  called;  and,  on 
being  asked,  if  he  had  heard  anything  about  Jesus  Christ,  he 
answered  in  the  negative,  i^  he  likewise  did  when  a  similar 
question  was  put  concerning  the  |>ible  and  GrQd;  but  aflded 
that  he  was  come  to  hear  what  we  had  to  tell  him.  Like 
many  more  in  these  ne^ly  settled  mountains,  he  has  had  little 
opportunity  to  learn  the  language,  and  consequently,  can 
neither  speak  nor  understand  plain  English  words  and 
pfarasesi  even  where  it  refers  to  every  day's  concerns,  much 
less  such  as  are  used  to  express  those  of  a  spiritual  nature* 
Did  our  duty  require  us  to  instruct  such  characters  as  these, 
in  Any  human  science,  we  should  despair  of  being  successful; 
but  dianks  be  to  that  Spirit  of  Truth,  who  not  o|ily  teaches 
such  as  shall  become  the  heirs  of  salvation,  bi|t  helps  their 
infirmities,  and  especially  leads  them  to  Jesus,  wh^e  the

ANTIGUA. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  Joseph  Nbwbt. 

Dear  Brother,  ^^^^^^^^^^  ^«g»»t  3l5*,  1«27. 
^  I  HAVE  to  inform  you,  that  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to 
visit  this  and  some  neighbouring  islands  with  two  severe  hur- 
ricanes, on  the  17th  and  27th  August,  by  which  this  island 
in  particular  has  suffered  much  damage.  The  negro-houses 
are  mostly  uncovered,  and  great  numbers  entirely  blown 
down;  many  white  people's  houses,  mills  and  sugar-works  are 
either  partly  or  wholly  demolished,  and  the  canes  greatly  in- 
jured. But,  amidst  this  severe  chastisement,  the  Lord  remem- 
bered mercy.  I  have  heard  of  only  one  person  who  was 
killed  on  land.  It  is  astonishing,  considering  the  number  of 
houses  blown  down,  that  no  more  lives  were  lost.  A  negro 
brother's  house  was  partially  destroyed.  He  had  with  him 
his  child,  about  two  years  old;  and  to  prevent  its  being  car- 
ried away  by  the  violence  of  the  storm,  or  dashed  against 
the  wall,  he  put  it  into  an  oven,  which  stood  at  a  short 
distance  from  the  house,  where  it  remained  safe  till  the 
storm  ceased.  The  house  of  an  old  communicant  sister 
at  Green  Castle,  who,  through  age  and  infirmity,  had  J>een 
confined  to  her  bed  for  some  years,  tumbled  down  upon  her; 
bat  some  of  the  timbers  and  the  door  met  in  such  a  position 
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as  to  screen  ber.from  receiving  any  barm)  she  was  after- 
wards taken  out  and  brought  into  a  place  of  safety,  I  must 
now  give  you  some  account  of  ourselves. 

**  In  the  night,  between  the  16th  and  17th,  strong  gusts 
of  wind,  with  rain,  kept  us  awake  most  of  the  night;  but 
from  day-light  to  ten  o'clock  it  blew  one  of  the  most  tremen* 
dous  hurricanes  I  have  ever  witnessed.  Having  secured  our 
doors  and  windows,  we  knelt  down,  and  commended  our- 
selves, our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  .the  other  places,  our 
churches  and  dwellings,  and  all  our  fellow  inhabitants,  to  the 
protection  and  almighty  care  of  God  our  Saviour,  and  then 
fled  into  a  low  stone  outhouse,  which. was  screened  by  the 
church  and  dwelling  house  from  the  fory  of  the  wind.  There 
we  bad  a  view  of  the  devastations  that  were  going  on  before 
us«  Our  cedar-trees  were  first  divested  of  their  branches, 
and  many  of  them,  pretty  strong  ones  too,  were  twisted  off, 
within  one,  two,  or  three  feet  from  the  ground,  as  if  they 
bad  been  slender  willows.  On  a  sugar-plantation  just  oppo- 
nite  to  us,  we  saw  the  boards  and  shingles  of  the  top  of  the 
windmill  torn  off,  and  carried  to  a  great  distance.  This  was 
an  awful  sight,  as  we  did  not  know  how  soon  it  might  be  the 
case  with  our  own  house  and  church. 

**  The  texts  of  scripture  appointed  for  the  10th  and 
17th,  were  a  strong  support  to  our  sinking  faith  in  this 
trying  situation.  We  could  confidently  believe,  that  **  God 
our  Saviour .  would  regard  the  prayers  of  the  destitute,'' 
(and  we  were  indeed  destitute  of  all  other  help)  **  and  that 
our  God  would  come  and  save  us/'  He  did  not  put  our  con- 
fidence to  shame.  He  saved  our  lives,  our  house,  and  church ; 
so  that,  excepting  the  loss  of  spouts  and  fences,  no  serious 
injury  was  sustained  by  our  large  building:  for  which,  af- 
ter the  wind  had  ceased,  we  rendered  to  Him  our  unfeigned 
thanks  and  praise. 

**  At  Gracebaj/f  the  negro-house  and  the  stable  belong- 
ing to  the  missionaries,  \Vere  blown  down;  and  they  were  in 
great  jeopardy  about  their  dweHing-house,  as  some  of  the  tim- 
bers began  to  give  way.    Brother  Oluften,  with  his  wife

with  us,  tiliich  lasted  till  the  16th  of  June,  was  productive  of 
real  blessing  and  encouragement  to  our  hearts,  and  we  trui^t 
will  prove  to  have  been  of  essential  beheBt  to  the  Mission, 
with  whidi  we  are  more  immediately  connected.

**  Shortly  after  the  arriral  of  Brother  Hiiflbl,  we  waited 
together  upon  his  Excellency  GoFernor  Maxwell,  who  recetr* 
ed  him  in  the  kindest  manner,  and  entered  into  very  friendly 
conversation,  on  the  subject  of  the  Missionary  labours  of 
the  Brethren  in  this  Island,  in  which  he  has  ever  shown  him* 
self  most  cordially  intei^ted.  We  also  called  on  the  rector 
of  Basseterre,  the  Rev«  Mr*  Davis,  and  other  gentlemen  with 
whom  it  appeared  desirable  be  should  have  an  interview* 
The  particulars  of  these  and  other  transactions,  he  will  him* 
self  be  able  shortly  to  relate  to  you*  We  have  had  the  plea- 
sure to  bear  of  Brother  Hiiffers  safe  arrival  in  Antigua,  on 
the  19th  June,  where  he  purposed  remaining  about  three 
weefci,  and  pi^oceeding  to  Barbadoes,  about  the  8tfa  July« 

**  Since  the  date  of  my  last,  we  have  celebrated  a  cheer* 
ful  jubilee  of  the  commencement  of  this  Mission.  On  the 
I4th  June,  fifty  years  had  elapsed  since  the  arrival  of  the 
Brethren  Gottwald  and  Birkby,  the  first  Missionaries  of  the 
Brethren's  Church,  to  the  negroes  in  the  Island  of  St.  Kitts« 
For  the  greater  convenience  of  our  people,  we  transferred 
the  celebration  of  this  festival  from  Thursday  the  I4th  of 
June,  to  Sunday  the  17th,  and  the  Lord  was  pleased  to  lay  an 
especial  blessing  on  the  various  soler^n  services  in  which  we 
engaged*  Since  the  commencement  of  the  Mission,  there 
have  been  baptized  or  received  into  the  congfregation  al  both 
stations,  6088  adults;  2610  children:  2651  persons  have 
been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion;  2793  have  depart* 
ed  this  life.  Of  the  48  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  have  been 
stationed  here,  during  the  same  period,  four  Brethren 
have  departed  this  life  in  the  Island.  At  present,  there 
are  four  married  Missionaries  employed  in  this  extensive  field 
of  labour,  under  whose  spiritual  care  there  are  about  MOO 
negroes.  On  the  festival  to  which  I  have  alluded,  it  was  a 
subject  of  fervent  prayer  to  the  Lord,  that  He  would  by  His 
grace  and  Spirit  renew  our  days  as  of  old*  and  especially 
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gmnt  to  our  young  people,  a  Imrget  measure  of  dime  life, 
that  diey  may  be  enabled  to  adorn  Hie  goepel,  by  a  godly 
walk  and  conrersation. 

**  You  may  depend  upon  receiving,  at  the  cloee  of  tbe. 
year,  a  separate  account  of  expenses  connected  with  our 
schools  here  and  at  Bethesda.  We  continue  to  do  all  we 
can  to  encourage  the  children  to  diligent  attendance,  but  the 
remissness  of  many  parents  often  counteracts  our  efforts. 

**  Between  Easter  1826,  and  Easter,  1827, 160  adults 
wer^  baptized  or  received  into  the  congregation,  at  Basse- 
terre, and  66  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion.  At  Bethes-r 
da,  101  adults  were  baptized  and  received,  and  69  becanie. 
communicants.  We  commend  all  these  individuals  to  your 
especial  remembrance  and  intercession.

**  YOUR  letter  of  July  4(h  reached  me  on  the  7th  of  Aun 
gust,  and  with  its  inclosures  was  truly  welcome. 

**  It  is  now,  with  a  heavy  heart,  that  I  sit  down  to  inform 
you  of  a  hurricane,  with  which  this  island  was  visited  on  the 
17th  of  August.  During  the  seventeen  years  of  my  abode 
in  St.  Kitts,  I  have  not  witnessed  so  severe  a  storm,  and 
some  persons  still  living,  who  remember  what  we  call  the 
great  hurricane  of  August  31st,  1772,  say  that  the  wind  was 
not  less  violent,  and  that  if  it  had  lasted  as  long  it  would 
have  laid  the  whole  island  waste,  like  the  hurricane  of  1772« 

<'  On  the  ]6tii  ult.  the  wind  turned  to  the  north-east. 
Towards  evening,  and  during  the  night,  it  blew  very  hard, 
yet  there  was  no  great  apprehension  of  danger;  but  at  day* 
break  its  fury  increased,  and  from  ten  to  twelve  it  raged 
with  such  violence,  that  our  houses  began  to  crack;  the 
doors  of  our  church  and  the  window-«huttera  flew  open, 
tbe  water  spouts  were  torn  off  and  broken  to  pieces,  and  all 
our  fences  levelled  with  the  ground  and  destroyed. 

^  Tbe  Lord,  however,  in  judgment  remembered  mercy. 
Our  houses  and  our  lives  were  spared,  which  hardly  could 
have  been  the  case,  had  the  storm  raged  so  violently  in  the 
night,  er  lested  many  hours  longer. 
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**  Oreal  d«tB«g«  bat  been  done  thioagfapnt  the  whol« 
itkiiid.  Milk  aiNt:diNPe]liog-hoiifed»  wcm  much  shattefed, 
many  houses  in  the  town  blown  down,  awi  a  great  roasy:  ne* 
gTo>-hettae8*  The  sngar-canea,  wkith  promised  m  fair  erop, 
bate  been  greatly  injured^  The  weather  oontimi^d  for  aone 
days  after  to  look  very  suspiciews,  and  in  tbeaigb^  betiween^ 
the  S7tb  and  38lhy  It  blew  again  so  hard-,  that  we  were  not 
a  littto  alamled;  but  it  went  off^  without;  any  great  damage* 
Shiee  that  time^  the  weather  has  been  viery  wwrm,  and  some 
think  that  we  may  still  expeet  another  storm.  B«t  Gknir 
reigne  aboFe  ;•  let  us  thank  Him  for  the  pase,  an4  trvst  Him 
ftv  the  foture. 

**  Though  I  am  sorry  to  say  Aat  the  repaid  wilt  eeea^ 
sion  much  expense  to  the  Mission^  yetif  etor  houses  had  befMS 
blown  down,  or  our  lives  taken  away,  how  much  greater 
wouM  have  been  that  loss.  1  never  in  my  life  felt  so  thanks 
All  to  the  Lord)  our  kind  Presenver,  as  in  the  evening,  of 
that  day  of  anxiety  and  dlstreas^  when  I  saw  euv  dwelling^ 
still  standing* 

^  We  muat  iasmediately  restore  the  fcncea.  On  the 
west  sWe  of  our  premtees  a  wait'  wae  built  by  the  Brethren 
Precap*aikl  Sautter^  and  carried  forty  feet  in  length  ronnd 
the  north  aide.  Stilbdiere  is  one  buttdredtfeet  ofwallfWMit- 
hig  o»  that  side,  and  as  the  fence  ie  down  and  much  ex  posed 
to  the  oo?th  wiadv  we  have  resolved  to>lHiild  a  continuation 
of  the  wall  to  the  east' comer.  Though  expensive  at  present^ 
it  wiH^be  a  great  saving  In  the  end.  No  sterm  is.  Ukdy  to 
threw  4own  the  waU;  the  eastern  and  southern  fences  are  about 
ei^e.  bundled;  and  forty  feet  long,  thesey  and  the  water  spottta 
on  the  cfaorcbi  will  be  replaced.  The  roof  of  t.he  tnttev  has 
also  received  some  damage* 

^*  The  Misaienariee  at  Bethesdn  soAred  less  tbm  we 
did|  their  boMiea being  new  and  strongs  but  their  fences  were 
all  blown  doyvm 

**  During  the  week  after  the  hurricane^  we  were  invited 
to  atten,d  at  the  court*hoQse»  at  a  meeting  of  the  tnhabitawte, 
«wkere  a  subscription  was  opened  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferw 
ers.  Some  of  our  poor  people  in  the  tei^Ut  whose  hoMea  were 
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destroyed,  have  received  their  poi:tipa«    The  ports  have  also 
beeu  opened  for  all  foreign  vessefs  with  provisions. 

^  On  the  Slsf  of  AQg>asr,a  soleam  day  •f  Aistingand  ha- 
miUHtioii  wis  kepi  tbroiighout  the  whole  Island^  when  all 
the  negroes  were  ordered  to  attend  divine  worship. 

**  We  had  large  congregsitions  in  both,  places,  both  io 
the  forenoon  and  evening.  Great  numbers  were  standing  on 
the  outside  of  our  chapels;  and  we  humbly  hope,  that  the 
hearts,  of  many  were;  sensibly  affected,  and  that  thj>  awful 
occurrence  will  have  brought  some  careless  sinners  to  ne« 
flection.  No  liv^s  were  lost  on  shore,  but  nine  men  were 
drowned  in  the  harboui;!  amongj  whom,  was  a  communicant 
ofour  church*. 

**  We  learn  by  the  newspapers,  that  the  storm  raged  with 
at  least  eqy^i  violence  in  Antigua.  We  hope  that  the  l<ord 
has  in  mercy  protected  our  Brother  Buffel,  who,  haying  finish- 
ed his  commission  to  visit  the  WestJndia.Missions,  ia  on  his 
voyage  to  Europe. 

'*  l^y  times  will  not  permit  me  to  add  much  concern* 
ing  the  state  of  our  congregation.  We  sometimes  have  the 
grief  to  see,  that,  bj(  the  seduction  of  Sataa  and  the  world, 
some,  who  had  begun  to  run  wellj^lose  their  iaith,,aiM}  ace 
entangled  in  thesnaresof  sin;  but  the  Lord, preserves  among 
us  a  seed  that  serves  Him,  and  brings  honour  to  the  cause  of 
the  gospel.  From  time  to  time.  He  adds  such  as  desire  to  be 
saved  to  His  flock*  On  our  last  prayer^^lay,  Aagust26tb»  nin«> 
baptized  aa  children,  were  received  into  the  congregation; 
two  re-admitted,  and  23  admitted  as  candidates  for  b^ptjam. 
Several  were  also  admitted  to  privilegjcs  at  Bethesda,.

*<  IT  was  my  intention  to  have  written  by  tbe  last  packet,  but 
i  was  prevented  by  a  sadden  fit  of  illness,  with  which  I  wiw 
seized  during  a  visit  to  the  negroes  on  a  plantation  about  four 
miles  distant.  The  attack  was  so  alarming,  that  I  waa 
obliged  immediately  to  take  to  my  bed,  and  to  send  for  my 
wife  from  Sharon,  By  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  on  the 
means  resorted  to  for  my  recovery,  I  was  able  to  return  home 
on  the  third  day,  and  have  since  gradually  regained  my  health 
and  strength.    My.fellow-labonrers  continue  tolerably  well. 

^  We  are  very  anxious  soon  to  receive  the  spelling* 
books  and  Testaments  I  mentioned  in  a  former  letter.  Our 
shools,  both  here  and  at  Mount  Tabor,  stand  much  in  need  of 
a  supply*  The  principal  expense  we  have  hitherto  incurred 
in  this  department  of  our  labour,  arises  from  the  necessity  of 
providing  candles.  This  we  shall  bring  into  account,  as  you 
request,  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

^  On  the  Srd  Juoe,  we  had  a  truly  blessed  prayer-day. 
At  Sharon,  ten  adults  were  baptized,  and  three  persons 
baptized  as  children  were  received  into  the  congregation. 
Twenty-two,  belonging  to  the  class  of  new  people,  were  ad- 
mitted into  that  of  candidates  for  baptism  or  reception.  At 
Mount  Tabor,  one  adult  was  received  into  the  congregation; 
and  seven  became  candidates  for  baptism.  May  they  all  Uve 
to  the  honour  of  that  Saviour,  who  has  shewn  unto  them  so 
much  mercy.

May  the  Lord  conduct  them  in  safety  across 
the  ocean,  and,  if  it  be  His  good  pleasure  to  preserve  the  life 
of  our  beloved  child,  may  He  cause  him  to  increase  in  wis«

'*  On  the  16th  instant,  Brother  Brnnner  being  on  a  vi* 
sit  to  us  from  Sharon,  we  were  invited  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Git-i 
tens,  rector  of  our  parish,  to  attend  at  St*  John's  Churchy 
where  an  appropriate  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Barbadoes,  from  Hosea,  iv.  6,  ^  My  people  are  de- 
stroyed for  lack  of  knowledge."  A  collection  was  after* 
wards  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  day-school  for  poor 
white  children;  which,  added  to  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  of

The  intelligence  which  it 
contained  of  the  decease  of  our  dear  and  highly  respected 
Brother  James  Liley,  one  of  the  Provincials  of  the  Brethren's 
Unity  in  England^  1  perused  with  real  pain.  For  above  nine 
years  I  had  the  happiness  to  live  under  the  same  roof  with; 
him»  and  to  enjoy  his  fatherly  counsel  and  assistance,  at  a 
period  of  my  life  when  they  were'  peculiarly  valuable  to  me: 
I  have  therefore  especial  reason  to  mourn  over  bis  removal* 

**  Our  Missionary  labour,  I  rejoice  to  say,  is  not,  altoge- 
ther in  vain.  According  to  our  ability,  and  to  the  grace  be- 
stowed upon  us,  we  break  up  the  ground  and  sow  the  seed  of 
the  kingdom,  and  look  tooiir  Lord  and  Master  to  give  the  in- 
crease. We  have  at  present  nearly  100  persons  under  our  im- 
mediate care.  I  have  been  invited  by  a  lady,  who  resides  on 
a  small  estate,  about  three  miles  distant,  to  give  religfious  in- 
struction to  about  thirty  negroes,  old  and  young.  Hitherto  I 
have  attended  once  a-fortnight.  The  lady  herself,  is  mean- 
while engaged  in  teaching  the  children  to  read. 

^  The  visit  of  our  venerable  Brother  Hiiffel,  has  been 
productive  of  much  blessing  and  encouragement  to  us  and 
our  small  flocks  in  this  island.  He  spent  one  prayer-day 
with  us,  at  Mount  Tabor,  on  which  occasion,  after*the  public 
service,  two  adult  negroes  were  baptized,  five  received  into 
the  congregation,  and  five  added  to  the  class  of  candidates. 
Remember  us  in  your  prayers,  and  believe  me  ever,  your  af- 
fecUonate  Brother,  John.Tayior.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  H.  P.  Hallbeck. 
DBARBBOTHEa,  Enon,  Ju«e  18/A,  1827. 

**  WE  are  very  busy,  preparing  for  our  journey  to  the 
country  of  the  Tambookiss,  on  which  I  shall  enter  to-mor- 
row, in  company  of  Brother  Fritsch,  one  Tambookie,  one 
Cafire,  and  three  Hottentots.  I  can,  however,  not  leave 
Euon  without  addressing  a  line  to  you,  to  return  thanks  for 
your  kind  letters  of  February  6th  and  March  4th,  which  I 
▼ou  X.  p  p 
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received  sinoo  iny  arriTol  at  tkis  place.  The  Brethren  and 
Sisters  here  are  all,  thank  God,,  in  good  health.  Last  Thurs- 
day, I  and  my  wife  spoke  with  all  the  communicants  of  this 
congregation,  amounting  to  about  90  persons,  with  great 
pleasure  and  edification,  and  bad  the  favour  to  partake  with 
them  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  day  before  yesterday. 
There  are  certainly  many  real  children  of  God  among  this  di- 
irision  of  the  ooogregatioo,  who  do  honour  to  their  Christian 
profetiion,  and  walk  worthy  of  the  gospeL 

**  Asto  externals,  the  produce  gained  by  tho  cattle  is  so 
steady,  that  the  inhabitents  suffer  no  real  want;  but  the  cul- 
tivation of  the  gardens  has  hitherto  brought  in  but  a  scanty  re- 
turn. This  deficiency  will,  however,  we  hope,  in  a  measure^ 
be  remedied  by  the  means  lately  adopted  for  increasing  irriga- 
tion. Brother  Fritsch  having  contrived  to  lead  out  the  water 
from  old  Mr.  Sckeper's  place,  so  as  to  irrigate  a  large  piece  of 
land,  both  for  the  Missionaries'  and  Hottentots*  use.  This 
wiH  be  of  great  advantage,  as  long  as  the  river  has  a  run- 
ning stream,  which  has  now  been  the  case  for  four  years, 
without  intermission. 

^  iictters  from  Gnadenthal  announce  the  departure  of 
Sister  Schwinn  on  the  1st  of  June.  All  here  unite  in  cordial 
love;  and  commending  our  undertaking  lo  the  prayers  of  all 
our  friends,  for  the  Lord's  blessing  upon  it,  I  remain,  jtc

Extract  cf  a  Letter  from  Hbnry  Hanckb,  Esq. 

Dear  Sir  Capetown,  August  1st,  1827. 

•*  IT  will,  no  doubt,  be  very  interesting  to  you  to  hear  that 
the  Missionaries  who  went  to  the  Tambookie  country  have 
returned  safe  and  well  to  Enon,  after  a  month's  absence, 
on  the  22d  ult.  They  met  with  no  particular  occurrence 
or  disasters,  unless  you  will  rank  among  the  latter  the  pas- 
sage for  several  days  over  fields  of  ice  and  snow;  but 
this  must  have  ihrnisbed  to  Mr.  Hallbeck  an  agreeable  re- 
collection of  a  whiter  in  the  northern  regions.  After  a  few 
days'  rest  at  Enon,  Brother  Hallbeck  and  his-fiimily  will  re- 
turn to  Gnadentlial ;  and  from  him  you  will  shortly  receive 
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«  fdl  account  of  the  expedition,  and  ita  success.    I  remain 
eyer,&c.&c.

Eviract  of  a  Letter  from  Sister  A.  Schmitt. 

Dear  Brother,  Gnadenthal,  Jime  mh,  18B7. 

/*  YOUR  letter  of  March  4tb,  we  received  od  June  Srd.  It 
afforded  us  the  more  pleasure,  as  we  had  quite  given  up  all 
hope  of  receiving  once  more  a  letter  from  you^  during  our 
short  stay  in  this  country. 

**  We  experience  much  love  from  the  Brethren  and  Sis- 
ters, and  from  the  whole  congregation  at  Gnadenthal.  I  have 
lately  felt  more  at  home  here,  having,  during  Brother  Hall- 
heck's  absence^  been  engaged  in  some  of  my  former  employ- 
ments, such  as  the  charge  of  the  sick,  and  the  school  for  needle 
work.  I  likewise  visit  a  good  deal  in  the  village,  and  am 
often  very  agreeably  entertained  by  conversing  with  some  of^ 
the  old  inhabitants,  whom  I  knew  many  years  ago.  Before 
the  4th  May,  I  spoke  with  sixty-six  Sisters,  and  was  glad  to 
find  more  divine  life  among  them  than  I  had  been  led  to  ex- 
pect. This  congregation  is  large;  but  sometimes,  in  winter, 
there  are  not  more  hearers,  at  the  chapel,  than  at  Enon,  ow- 
ing, perhaps,  to  the  cross  and  bad  roads  in  this  part  of  the 
country.  On  our  arrival,  we  found  Sister  Schwinn  very  ilU 
Her  complaint  was  a  decline.  She  departed  this  life  happily 
en  June  1st,  and  was  perfectly  sensible  to  the  last. 

'^  A  few  days  after  Brother  Hallbeck  left  us,  Brother 
Schmitt  was  attacked  by  the  old  complaint  in  his  side.  I 
was  much  alarmed,  fearing  it  might  come  to  the  height  at 
which  it  was  in  1825,  but  the  Lord  heard  ouic  fervent  prayers, 
and  blessed  the  simple  means  I  made  use  of,  so  that  in  three 
weeks,  be  was  again  able  to  preach  and  attend  to  his  duties. 
I  hope  the  complaint  is,  for  this  time,  removed;  but  the  opin- 
ion of  all  the  doctors  who  know  him  is,  that  he  will  never  be 
safe  from  its  return.  My  health  is  much  better  than  it  was 
last  winter. 

^  July  1st,  was  prayer-day,  six  adults  were  baptized, 
and  five  received  into  the  congregation. 

**  I  have  re-packed  and  sent  by  sea  to  Enon,  the  cloth- 
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ing  destined  for  the  poor  Hottentots  in  that  place,  many 
of  whom  are  in  great  need  of  it.  A.  Sghbi itt. 


From  Brother  A.  Clemens. 
DifAR  BiioTHER,  GROENEKtooF,  May  25/A,  1827. 
**  YOUR  kind  letter  came  safe  to  hand,  a  few  weeks  ago.  I 
return  you  my  cordial  thanks  for  it,  and  commend  myself 
and  all  my  fellow  labourers  to  your  affectionate  remembrance 
and  prayers.  The  work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  is  exten- 
sive, five  Missionary  stations  being  now  served  by  our  Breth- 
ren; and  if  Brother  Hallbeck,  who,  as  you  know,  is  gone  on 
a  reconnoitring  journey  to  the  Tambookie  country,  meets 
with  the  anticipated  reception  from  that  people,  it  is  more 
tlian  probable,  that  we  may,  ere  long,  have  to  announce  the 
formation  of  a  sixth.  Nevertheless  we  have  still  reason  to 
complain  that  the  old  settlements  are  too  populous;  this  in- 
convenience was  first  felt  at  Gnadenthal,  and  now  we  begin 
to  experience  it  at  Groenekloof.  We  have  already  been  ob- 
liged to  refuse  leave  to  some  Hottentots^  who  wished  to  set- 
tle at  this  place,  because  we  could  not  provide  them  with  a 
suitable  spot  for  building.  Nor  is  this  the  only  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  our  increase;  want  of  water  is  a  still  more  serious 
one;  could  we  be  supplied  by  means  of  water-courses,  as  is 
now  the  case  at  Gnadenthal,  we  should  indeed  be  thankful. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  1826,  518  Hottentots,  children  in- 
cluded, were  inhabitants  of  our  place.  It  is  to  be  regretted, 
that  there  are  not  more  mechanics  among  them;  as  it  is,  they 
are  occupied,  with  few  exceptions,  in  husbandry  or  garden- 
ing, and  begin  to  be  somewhat  in  each  other's  way. 

**  The  present  year  has,  so  far,  been  rather  unhealthy; 
several  of  our  people  have  departed  by  means  of  fevers,  and 
many  individuals,  belonging  to  our  Missionary  family,  have 
suffered  more  or  less  from  indisposition.  Among  those  have 
been  my  dear  wife  and  myself;  the  former  was  taken  seri- 
ously ill  in  January,  so  as  to  require  medical  aid.  It  hap- 
pened, however,  that  this  aid  was  not  to  be  procured  at  the 
time,  and  our  only  resource  was  in  the  help  of  the  Lord.  He 
heard  our  prayers,  and  approved  Himself  as  her  Good  Phy- 
sician.   At  present  her  health  is  tolerably  re-established. 
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^  The  inlernftl  itale  of  our  coDgre^tion  Taries^  yet  we 
often  witness  with  thankfulness  and  joy  evidences  of  the 
power  of  Divine  grace  among  our  poor  Hottentots,  especi- 
ally the  new  people,  by  whose  example  the  older  members 
are  in  turn  stirred  up  to  greater  earnestness  in  spiritual 
things.  .  The  Passion  and  Easter  seasons. were  periods. of 
especial  blessing*  Thirty-three  persons  were  admitted  to  diff- 
erent congregation  privileges;  and  on  Easter  Monday,  we  had 
a  very  impressive  service,  at  which  eleven  adults  were  baptiz- 
ed, the  greatest  number  ever  baptized  at  one  time  at  Groene- 
kloof.  Such  seasons  prove  a  means  of  real  refreshment  to  our 
own  hearts,  and  make  amends  for  many  hours  of  anxiety  and 
difficulty.  Of  faults  and  imperfections,  but  too  apparent  in 
the  members  of  our  congregation,  we  are  indeed  often  pam- 
fully  reminded;  but  when  we  cast  a  look  at  the  state  of  reli- 
gious communities  in  Europe,  consisting  of  persons,  who  have, 
for  the  most  part,  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  education,  and  of  an 
extensive  acquaintance  with  the  word  of  Grod,  and  further  ex- 
amine our  own  hearts,  that  we  may  be  able  to  compare  what  we 
are  with  what  we  ought  to  be,  it  is, no  longer  difficult  to  ex- 
ercise patience  towards  a  company  of  poor  heathen,  whose 
early  years  have  been  spent  in  the  love  and  practice  pf  sin, 
and  who  are  still  exposed  to  numerous  temptations. 

'^  Our  settlement  has  considerably  increased  since  you 
were  here,  eleven  years  ago,  and  its  appearance  is.  not  a  little 
improved  by  the  erection  of  several  walled  houses,  which  do 
credit  to  the  Hottentots.  The  profitableness  of  gardens,  is 
more  generally  acknowledged  by  our  people,  and  a  higher 
degree  of  cultivation  has  been  the  consequence.  In  the, ma- 
nagement of  cattle,  they  are  still  defective;  the  cows  and  oxen 
are  permitted  to  roam  too  much  at  large,  from  a  mistaken 
idea  that  they  thrive  better  for  it;  the  consequence,  however, 
is  most  frequently  injurious  to  their  neighbours  and  detrimen- 
tal to  themselves.  We  must  hope,  that  by  degrees  these  pre- 
judices will  wear  away. 

**  We  beg  a  continued  interest  in  your  prayers,  and  as- 
sure you,  in  turn,  of  our  affectionate  and  faithful  remembrance. 
Believe  me  ever.  See.

Extract  if  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Lehman. 
My  Dear  B»6thb»,  Newherrnhut,  May  18M,  1827. 
^  YOUR  kind  aod  encoaraging  letter  of  Feb«  12tb»  amVed 
here  macb  earlier  than  usaal,  viz.  on  tbe  9th  of  this  month. 
I  foand  in  its  multifarious  contents  many  subjects,  which 
caused  me  to  give  thanks  and  praise  to  our  gracious  God  and 
Sariour^  who  directs  all  things  according  to  tbe  purposes  of 
His  love  and  mercy ;  and  I  feel  greatly  obliged  by  all  your 
kind  communications. 

**  We  rejoice  that,  by  the  influence  of  His  Holy  Spirit,  He 
has  directed  the  mindsof  your  countrymen,  who  seem  to  delight 
in  acts  of  benevolence,  to  take  such  an  active  and  cordial  share 
in  the  concerns  of  this  Mission  also,  and  that  they  do  not  de« 
spisethis  poor  nation,  dwelling  in  poverty,  upon  one  of  the 
most  barren  and  unpromising  portions  of  the  globe,  and,  as  to 
their  minds  and  attainments,  by  nature  so  much  behind  other 
more  civilized  heathen  nations  living  under  British  dominion. 
To  us,  it  gives  no  concern,  that  we  are  not  engaged  with  a  peo- 
ple more  distinguished  for  intellectual  powers ;  for  the  Lord  our 
Saviour  sends  His  word  to  all  nations,  in  whatever  condition 
they  may  be  found,  and  appoints  His  servants  to  teach  them  all 
things  relating  to  their  salvation^  and  we  believe,  that,  treak 
as  we  are,  when  we  do  our  work  in  His  name,  and  with  firm 
faith  in  His  word.  He  will  perform  that  whereto  He  has  ap- 
pointed us;  for  He  is  the  almighty  Lord,  who  can  create 
firom  nothing  whatever  He  pleases,  and  give  strengfth  where 
there  is  no  power. 

^  I  wish  now  to  give  you  some  account  of  our  Christian 
.Greenlanders.  The  number  of  the  whole  congregation  is 
870;  among  whom,  184  are  communicants.  I  may  with  con- 
fidence call  this  division  of  our  flock,  a  people  of  Grod. 
Their  Christian  walk  and  conversation  have  aflforded  us  great 
joy  during  the  year  past.  Several,  who  had  left  us,  and  were 
straying  in  the  wilderness,  have  returned  to  the  fold,  and, 
as  prodigal  sons  and  daughters,  sought  and  found  re-admis- 
sion to  their  heavenly  Father's  house.  Such  as  are  conviilceil 
of  the  error  of  their  ways,  and  earnestly  cry  for  peace  and 
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pardon  to  our  Saviour,  we  receire  again  with  joy.  I  will 
quote  one  instance  of  such  a  poor  returning  sinner,  (brought 
up  in  the  congregation,  but  following  the  ways  of  the  world, 
and  consequently  forsaking  us),  whose  case  prores  the  power 
of  the  grace  of  Jesus,  and  what  it  can  effect  in  the  hearts  of 
the  most  abandoned  of  mankind.  He  is  now  twenty-four 
years  old^  and  has  been  married  ibur  years.  Last  autumn  he 
was  still  living  in  the  practice  of  every  vice  and  abomination, 
nor  would  he  listen  to  any  admonitions,  havings  from  -his 
childhood,  and  as  a  youth,  always  led  a  most  wicked  life. 
At  Christmas,  he  attended  the  services  at  the  chapel,  and 
was  so  much  alarmed  and  affected  by  the  convictions 
wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  his  soul,  that  he  came  to  us, 
and  with  many  tears  of  repentance  confessed  his  transgres- 
sions, most  earnestly  crying  to  the  Lord  for  mercy  and  for- 
giveness. We  received  him  joyfully.  He  was  in  the 
public  assembly  assured  of  that  mercy  which  our  Saviour 
grants  to  every  sincere  penitent,  and  directed  to  the  all- 
atoning  sacrifice  of  Jesus  for  remission  of,  and  deliver* 
ance  from,  the  power  of  sin ;  on  the  19th  of  January  last,  a 
day  of  special  grace  and  blessing  to  us  all,  he  was  solemnly 
received  into  the  congregation,  together  with  seven  others, 
baptized  as  children,  and  on  Maundy  Thursday  partook  of 
the  Holy  Communion.  His  walk  has  been,  ever  since,  that  of 
a  truly  humble,  pardoned  believer;  and  the  wild,  profligate, 
hardened  sinner  is  converted  into  a  steady,  cheerful,  and  ex- 
emplary child  of  God. 

'*  Our  communicants,  we  may  truly  declare^  are  intent 
upon  enjoying  that  fellowship  with  the  Lord  their  Saviour, 
which,  amidst  many  imperfections,  supports  them,  and  en- 
ables them,  through  His  grace,  to  walk  as  children  of  the  Ifgbt, 
Every  participation  of  the  Holy  Communion  strengthens 
them  anew  in  their  spiritual  coui^e;  and  in  the  faith  of 
the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  us  and  gave  Himself  for  us.  We 
have  likewise  cause  to  rejoice  over  our  young  people  and 
children.  They  are  obedient,  and  listen  to  the  serious 
and  loving  admonitions  given  them;  and  when  they  for- 
get them,  and  fall  into  error,  they  are  generally  willing  to 
own  their  faults,  and  to  seek  pardon  and  grace  from  the 
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Lord.'  That  the  members  of  our  congregation  delight  in  the 
word  and  worship  of  God,  was  proved  by  their  diligent  at- 
tendance at  church,  whenever  we  met  in  His  name;  and 
their  attention  and  devotion  were  manifest  on  all  occasions* 

*^  The  weather  during  the  last  winter  was,  for  this  coun- 
try, rather  mild,  though  the  whole  land  is  yet  covered  with 
deep  snow,  and  hardly  a  bare  black  spot  is  to  be  seen  on  the 
surrounding  rocks.  The  greatest  degree  of  cold  in  March 
was  16  below  0  of  Reaumur  (4  below  0  Fahr.),  but  the  ther- 
mometer  generally  stood  at  10  (10  above  0  Fahr.).  The  win- 
ter began  early  last  year.  On  the  20th  September,  the  ground 
was  covered  with  snow  a  foot  deep,  by  which  we  were  prevent- 
ed  laying  in  a  sufficient  stock  of  fuel,  and  collecting  grass  for 
our  goats.  This  proved  a  serious  injury  to  us.  We  had,  in- 
deed, with  great  trouble  and  fatigue,  secured  four  boat-loads 
of  drift-wood ;  but  the  rainy  weather  in  summer  prevented  our 
cutting  it  small  and  drying  it  in  time,  which  we  had  hoped 
to  do  in  September,  when  the  weather  is  generally  fair  and 
dry.  In  this  we  were  disappointed,  and  obliged,  in  October, 
to  bring  it  frozen  and  wet  into  the  house,  and  there  to  cut 
and  use  it.  We  found,  likewise,  four  boat-loads  of  brush- 
wood in  Baal's  river,  of  which,  however,  we  could  only  bring 
two  to  the  settlement,  on  account  of  the  weather. 

*'  There  is  no  turf  in  this  country;  and  the  heaps  of 
bird's-dung,  (which  is  likewise  used  for  firing),  have  been 
spent  long  ago.  We  are  therefore  very  thankful  to  hear,  by 
a  letter  from  Brother  Reuss  at  Copenhagen,  that  a  collection 
is  making  by  our  friends  there,  to  enable  them  to  send  a  larger 
supply  of  coals;  and  we  beg  to  return  most  grateful  acknow- 
ledgments to  our  benefactors  for  their  kind  consideration  of 
our  wants. 

**  We  were  yet  more  unfortunate  in  our  endeavours  to 
provide  food  for  our  sheep  and  goats.  The  consequence 
was,  that  we  were  obliged  to  kill  several  of  them,  and  to 
reduce  our  stock  to  seven.  By  the  mercy  of  God,  I  have  re- 
covered from  the  rheumatic  affection  of  which  1  complained 
in  my  last,  and  can  perform  all  my  duties  in  this  congrega^ 
tion  with  cheerfulness,  serving  the  Lord  with  gladness.  As 
fellow-labourers  in  the  Lord's  vineyard,  we  live  together 
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iiipe^t^  ^iti  brdlAi^rty  l6ve.  Oa  tAe  26iK  dfNoyehiber,  Mt 
yeaY,  tny  Wife  was  ^^fely  d'efiVered  6t  twfns;  tiotli  lubllief 
dnd  cbildren  are  dotn^  wefl.  All  of  us  desire  an  ititl&r^st  hV 
the  remeinbraiit^  aivd  prayers  of  out  Bt^thretk  and  friends  itt 
England ;  and  witb  cordial  saiiitations,  I  I'eMa^D  er&r^  &<f.  &e.

**  THE  esirly  Arrival  of  the  ship,  from  Copenhagen,  atilx>rde(lf 
ufi  the  pleasure  of  receiving  our  letter^,  Sec.  froiii  £urupe, 
niucb  soonei*  tbaii  asdal,  and  I  was  favoured  with  your's  of 
February  1 1 tb,  on  the  7tb  instant.  With  this  ship,  arrived 
Brother  Popp  and  his  wife,  ti  daughter  of  oiir  highly  respect- 
ed firothei'  Gorcke. 

*^  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  inform  you,  that  by  tlie 
blessing  of  God,  both  ourselves  and  our  dear  Greenland* 
ers  enjoy  good  health  at  preset.  Since  Eaister,  last  year, 
seven  of  our  people  have  died,  thr^e  of  whom  wel'e  drdwnecf 
by  the  oversetting  of  their  kayaks.^  Our  cougfegation  has 
been  increased  by  nine  persons. 

**  Ypu  observe  that,  in  your  cbuntry,  the  #neiiiieis(  bf'thi^ 
Gospel  abuse  the  liberty  of  the  press  for  spreading  intidel  and 
blasphemous  opinions.  Though  this  ciannot  well  be  dOne 
here,  yet  the  Devil  uses  every  means  to  draw  poor  buman 
souls  adide  and  lead  them  into  his  snares,  tfelrhoots  his  poi- 
soned  arrows  into  every  part  of  the  world,  even  into  Greeh« 
land  also,  and  seeks  to  decerveniFn,  either  by  superstition  or 
infidelity.  We  perceive  that  we  hav«  to  wrestle  not  only 
agfainst  flesh  and  bloody  but  against  the  power  of  the  prince 
of  this  world;  and  had  we  not  the  armduf  of  (j6d  ib  depend 
on,  should  it^  try  to  dgftt  witb'  c^rHat  W^lipdris,  airiltidl^b^

founded,  but  though  he  has  not  been  able  to  effect  his  wicked 
purpose,  he  will  go  on,  till  his  final  doom  is  fixed,  when  all 
Christ's  enemies  shall  be  made  His  footstool. 

*'  We  hear  that  the  last  summer  was  rery  hot  and  dry  in 
Europe.  Here  it  has  been  the  reverse.  From  the  19tb 
of  July  to  December,  we  had  nothing  but  rain.  Had  we 
had  only  a  fortnight  of  your  dry  weather,  our  gardens  and 
fields  would  have  yielded  richer  crops,  and  we  should  have 
got  better  through  our  summer's  work.  The  last  winter 
was,  for  Greenland,  mild.  The  severest  cold  was  on  the 
2dd  of  March,  when  the  thermometer  fell  to  21  under  Reau- 
mur's 0.  (15  below  OFahr.).  In  Autumn,  few  seals  were  taken, 
and  we  began  to  fear,  that  the  people  would  sufiTer  hunger,  but 
in  winter,  they  caught  an  extraordinary  quantity,  for  which 
they  and  we  were  thankful  to  our  merciful  heavenly  Father, 
who  knows  their  wants.  Since  Easter,  we  have  had  fine  wea- 
ther, and  the  land  is  in  many  places  cleared  of  snow,  inso- 
much, that  our  sheep  and  goats  can  find  subsistence,  which  we 
are  thankful  for,  as  our  stock  of  hay  is  almost  consumed. 
Thus,  in  externals,  as  well  as  internals,  we  are  helped  from  day 
to  day,  through  the  mercy  of  our  God. 

*'  To  our  dear  and  venerable  friend.  Dr.  Steinkopff*,  I 
beg  to  be  most  respectfully  remembered;  and  commending 
myself  and  the  work  of  the  Lord,  in  which  we  have  the  fa- 
vour to  be  engaged,  to  your  remembrance  and  your  prayers, 
I  renmin  ever,  &c.  &c.

From  Brother  Mtchael  Eberle. 
Dear  Brother,  I-i<^htenfels,  May  12M,  1827. 

^  YOUR  kind  letter  of  the  11th  of  February,  I  had  the  plea- 
sure to  receive  on  the  7th  of  this  month,  the  ship  destined 
for  Fredericksthal  having  arrived  much  earlier  than  usual.  I 
perceived  with  great  pleasure,  that  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to 
preserve  you  in  health  and  activity  throughout  the  last  year. 
**  We  suiTer  here  for  want  of  fuel,  our  supply  arising  from 
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(>U8h«»  growing  in  the  Fiorde,  but  whicb,  having  been  nearly 
100  yeara  in  reqoisition,  and  none  springing  np  in  their  placey 
will,  we.ftar»  be  seon  consumed. 

**  We  need  not  fear  the  inroads  of  tigers,  hyenas,  and 
elepbanrs,  as- our  Brethren  may  do  at  the  Cape,  but  the  pdlar 
bears,  which  make  their  appearance  on  our  coast,  hare' no 
objection  to  a  morsel  of  human  flesh,  if  they  can  get  it. 

*^  But  I  must  gjre  you  some  account  of  a  royage  froih 
Licbtenau  to  this  place.  ARer  taking  an  affectionate  leave  of 
our  fellow  labourers  and  the  Greenland  congregation,  we  set 
out  on  the  29th  of  Jane.  Bfany  Greenlanders  accompanied 
us.  to  the  shore,  where  we  entered  a  woman's  boat;  havnig 
proceeded  for  half  an  hour,  we  were  met  by  other  Greenland 
Brethren  and  Sisters,  who  were  waiting  for  us,  and  who 
obliged  us  to  land,  that^we  might  take  leave  of  them.  Many 
tears  where  shed  by  both  parties.  To  show  their  affec- 
tion, they  presented  us  with  a  quantity  of  seal's  flesh  and 
blqbber,  which  I  was  very  thankful  for^  as  it  afforded  provi* 
aion  for  the  female  rowers.  Two  of  the  Brethren  acconipa* 
nied  us  in  their  kayaks  to  Julianenhaab.  When  we  were  abdut 
eight  miles  from  the  colony, we  perceived  that  our  boat,  which 
was  made  of  skins^  had  a  hole  in  it,  and  was  half  fall  of  wa- 
ter. We  could  not  get  on  shore  to  unload,  and  it  could 
with  great  difliculty  be  kept  from  sinking.  By  the  marvel- 
lous preservation  of  God,  wc  at  length,  reached  Julianeubaab, 
at  10  o'clock  in  the  evening.  We  were  most  kindly  received 
by  Mr.  Monrad,  the  Danish  merchant,  who  treated  us  in  a 
very  hospitable  manner.  On  the  following  day,  we  were  en- 
gaged in  unloiading  the  boat,  and  drying  our  clothes,  as 
4he  salt  water  had  penetrated  through  the  trunks,  by  which 
several  articles  were  spoiled.  As  we  were  obliged  to  pro- 
cure another  woman's  boat,  we  were  detained  here  two  days, 
and  found  it  difficult  to  procure  female  rowers,  partly  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  and  partly  because  they  were  engaged  in  the 
herring-fishery.  We  were  at  last  obliged  to  proceed,  short 
of  hands,  for  in  one  boat  we  had  only  three,  and  in  the  other 
only  four  rowers;  and  thus  we  got  on  very  slowly,  espe- 
cially  as  we  had  to  make  head  ag^ainst  a  north  wind,  and

The  joy  we  felt  made  us  mA 
our  pbildlKBU  Sfi,w  forget  the  troubles  we  had  experienced 
on  this  long  and  dangerous  passage;  and  we  entered  upon 
our  labours  with  cheer^l  hearts,  feeling  ourselves  quite  at 
honie,  and  as  if  we  had  been  somewhere  on  a  visit. 

^^  The  European.  Brethren  and  Sisters  have  spent  the 
wittier  in  beirftlii  and  in  ibe  enjoymeni  of  peace  and  biotber- 
ly  Jove.  Last  auliuiin,  I  suffered  fh>m  nbeuHiatisiB  and  tooth, 
aebe,  whichy  I  believe,  was  owing  to  our  room  being  quite  o«l 
of  retpaif,  the  cM  wbd  panelrating  through  tihe  floor,  and 
every  part  of  the  walls,  insomuch  that  no  firing  would  warm 
k.  ProbaUy  the  continaed  sickness  of  Sister  Gorcke  was 
awing  to  the  same  causey  but  bow  that  we  have  repaired  it, 
tve  enjoy  good  heakh;  On  the  4th  of  November,  my  wife 
was  safely  del^ered  of  a  healthy  son,  called  Gustavus  Wil* 
liami 

<*  A%  to  our  Greenland  congregation,  ^e  have  cause  to 
rejoice  over  them  in  general.  Most  of  them  seek  to  spend 
tlidr  day«  in  comnumioa  with  God  ou.r  Saviour;  and  those 
4bat  are  ^lifferently  disposed  are  very  few.  They  diligently 
attend  at  church;  i^nd  the  Lord  is  present  with  us,  which  i$ 
felt  in  a  peculiarly  encouraging  manner,  on  festival  and  com- 
muuioii  days.  These  are,  indeed,  day^  of  blessing,  when  old 
and  young  are  again  re-anim^ted  by  the  divine  life.  The 
weather  during  the  last  winter  was  moderate,  and  the  cold 
not  lastipg;  but  we  had  a  great  quantity  of  snow,  which  even 
now  coi^efs  the  garden  paling.  i^Lseo  many  storms  and  rains 
prevailed  last  summer,  so  that  the  Greenlanders  could  not 
dry  their  fish,  and  had  caught  but  few  seals,  we  began  to  be 
anxious  about  their  support  during  the  winter.  But  our  bea- 
venVy.  Father  bad  mercy  upon  them.  Aftw  new-year,  they 
caught  an  extraordinary  nunober  of  seals,  siifficient  for  their 
own  sustenance,  and  for  barter  with  the  colony,  and  conse* 
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quently  saffered  no  want  Two  married  Brethren  were 
drowned  in  their  kayaks,  and  their  families  deprived  of  their 
providers.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  our  congfregation  con- 
sisted of  364  persons.  All  my  fellow-labourers  salute  you 
and  our  Brethren  and  friends  in  England.  We  commend 
ourselves  to  your  love  and  prayers.

From  Brother  J.  Conrad  EleinsghmidTi 
Dear  Brother,  Fredericksthal,  May  12th,  1827. 
**  1  RETURN  you  many  thanks  for  your  agreeable  letter  of 
March  llth,  which  arrived  unusually  early,  and  reached  me 
on  the  7th  instant.  I  have  enclosed  some  account  of  our  pro«> 
ceedings^  addressed  to  my  Brother  Henry,  at  Ayr,  in  Scotland, 
who  wished  to  communicate  it  to  our  dear  Scotch  friends* 
I  send  it  open  for  your  perusal,  that  you  may  see  how  the 
Lord  has  continued  to  be  with  us  and  with  onr  congrega- 
tion, and  to  bless  the  word  of  His  cross  in  a  powerful 
manner.  On  the  28tb  of  September^  last  year,  we  moved 
into  our  new  house,  which,  compared  with  the  former  hut  of 
sods,  seemed  'a  paradise.  Havirig  for  two  years  suffered  so 
much  in  the  old  hut,  we  felt  grateful  for  such  a  place  of  shel* 
ter*  We  could  hardly  believe,  that  we  should  have  gained 
so  pleasant  a  dwelling  at  Fredericksthal,  after  all  the  incon- 
venience and  suffering  we  had  so  lately  experienced.  We 
spent  the  winter  in  health  and  cheerful  activity;  suffered  no- 
thing fr6m  cold,  the  prevailing  south  winds  rendering  the 
temperature  of  the  air  very  moderate;  and  we  could  even 
keep  those  things,  which  suffer  by  frdst,  without  firing,  in 
the  hall  and  garret. 

«*  We  were,  indeed,  sometimes  greatly  alarmed  by  the 
violence  of  the  southern  storms,  which  did  some  damage, 
and  broke  the  windows  on  the  south  g^ble  end  of  our  dwel- 
ling, but  the  Lord  preserved  us  from  further  injury.  We 
have,  however,  during  the  last  winter,  experienced  that,  con- 
trary to  our  expectation,  we  are  as  much  exposed  to  storms 
here,  as  in  our  old  situation;  and  from  the  proximity  of  the 
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roofcs,  to  which  we  looked  for  shelter,  there  ariae  sudden  and 
dreadful  gusts  of  wind,  assailing  us  on  all  sides;  but  what 
else  can  we  expect  in  this  stormy  region.  Everywhere  we 
are  under  the  protection  of  Him  who  is  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  whom  wind  and  waves  obey,  and  in  whose  hands  His 
children  are  secure*  It  appears  to  have  been  so  directed,  that 
no  sooner  was  this  new  house  put  up  in  the  place  considered 
safe,  than  a  terrible  storm  arose,  which  threw  part  of  the 
frame-work  on  one  side.  We  have  since  had  much  trouble 
in  repairing  the  injury. 

*^  You  justly  observe,  my  dear  Brother,  that  no  begin- 
ning was  ever  attempted,  without  experience  of  great  trials 
and  difficulties  of  one  kind  or  other.  No  Caffres  can  burn 
our  settlement,  but  other  evils  may  befal  us,  and  we  may  be 
sore,  that  the  enemy  of  God  and  man  is  everywhere  at  work, 
to  prevent  or  destroy  the  progress  of  the  work  of  God;  but 
he  shall  not  prevail,  for  we  shall  overcome  by  the  blood  of 
the  Lamb,  and  the  word  of  His  testimony. 

^  We  have  received  very  encouraging  letters  from  our 
Brethren  in  Germany. 

**  When  I  consider  all  the  difficulties  that  have  attended 
the  beginning  of  Fredericksthal,  and  how  often,  like  Peter,  I 
felt  alarmed  at  the  surrounding  waves,  I  confess,  that  I  was 
prevented  from  sinking  in  despondency,  only  by  my  Saviour, 
who  reached  out  His  hand  and  supported  me.  In  eternity 
no  one  will  desire  to  thank  Him  more  for  the  establishment  of 
Fredericksthal  than  I;  and  for  the  favour  bestowed  upon  me, 
that  I,  though  so  unworthy,  was  permitted  to  open  the  way 
for  my  Brethren  and  Sisters  to  settle  in  this  place.  It  was 
the  Lord's  doing  alone;  and  now  that  the  first  beginnings  are 
made,  I  startd  upon  the  watch,  and  wait  to  see  what  my  Lord 
may  further  decree  concerning  me;  whether  to  relieve  me 
by  one  more  worthy,  or  to  take  me  to  Himself.  1  consider 
myself  as  an  invalid,  supported  by  charity,  and  retained  only 
in  obedience  to  my  Saviour's  will. 

^  Since  the  departure  of  Brother  Gorcke,  and  others  of 
the  old  Missionaries,  there  are  not  many  left  who  are  sufficient- 
ly acqu^nted  with  the  Greenland  language;  but  the  young 
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firetbreity  latdy  attived,  trre  iising^  dll  difi^be^  to  dei^uiv^  ill 
My  son-iD-laWy  Brother  Ihret,  is  at  Lichtenan,  but  1  kato 
little  prospect  of  soon  seeing  him  and  my  daughter. 

^  You  may,  perhaps,  suppose  that  I  am  naturally  of  a 
Tdry  strong  aord  healthy  constitution,  well  fitted  toendaro 
hardships:  but  this  would  be  a  mistake.  I  ascribe  it  alone 
to  the  mercy  emd  power  of  our  Saviour,  tbat  1  Im^e  been 
strengthened  to  do  my  duties  without  interruption.  1  baYe 
a  Weak  digestion,  and  must  attend  very  carefully  to  my  die^} 
all  praise,  therefore,  is  due  to  God  alone. 

*<  It  is  a  rery  unpleasant  cit^uMstance,  tbat  we  hav^  not 
yet  received  the  materials  for  building  our  Churcb.  The 
trade  between  Greenland  and  Denmark  is  very  bri^k,  ktA 
there  has  been  no  want  of  opportunity. 

^  We  hear  that  an  expedition  has  been  uodertakeb  from 
England,  to  examine  the  eastern  coast  of  Greenland.  We 
shall  be  glad  if  it  succeed.  Please  to  let  us  know  something 
about  it.  The  Greenlanders,  coming  from  thence,  bate  as 
yet  seen  no  English  ships. 

**  We  beg  the  prayers  of  the  Society  for  the  Ftirtber- 
anbe  of  the  Gospel,  and  of  all  oar  IViends  in  England  and 
Scotland;  and  with  cordial  salutations  remain,  ^c.  &c.

lExtraci  of  the  Diary  of  FREDenicKSTHAL,  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  letter. 

Sept.  }2th^  1836.  A  boat  full  of  beatlien  Greettlsulder^^ 
arrived  here.  As  soon  as  they  landed,  they  called  to  nir,  saying; 
that  they  were  come  fVdm  a  far  country,  being  earnlfstly  de- 
sirous to  be  converted.  They  added,  that  tbey  had  left  the 
wood  prepared  fbr  then*  wintet^honses,  and  all  their  goods^ 
to  come  to  us.  These  heathen,  who  dwelt  on  the  east<toasr) 
gnve  us  the  following  account.  During  the  laststlukineri  a 
boat  full  of  heathen  came  from  the  eastward  to  visit  them, 
but  returned  speedily,  saying,  that  tbey  should  come  again 
next  summer,  and  spend  the  winter  in  tfae  neigh botirhood  of 
Fredericksthal.     Of  the  father  or  head  of  the  abovemebtioA^ 
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ed  ifonilyj  we  heard  that  he  had  been  a  celebrated  Angekok  or 
sorcerer.  As  is  usual  with  .these  impostors^  he  had  a  very 
smooth  manner  of  expressing,  himself;  and  when  he  came 
to  us  with  his  family,  requesting  their  names  to  be  written 
down^  he  related,  that  a  remarkable  dream  had  been  the 
cause  of  his  coming  hither  from  such  a  distance.  He  dreamt, 
Ihat  he  went  to  Heaven,  and^some  one  had  told  him  there, 
that  if  he  went  to  the  Christians,  they  would  give  him  some 
very  savoury  meat*  It  made  a  deep .  impression  on  his 
mind,  and  led  him  tO'  better  thoughts.  He  added,  <<  I 
was  a  heathen,  and  lived  in  blindness,  and  ignorance,  and 
thought  nothing  of  God  or  of  you;  but  having  had  such  a 
revelation  from  above,  I  was  inunediately  obedient,  and  re- 
solved to  come  hither."  His  companions  added,  ^*  Yes,  in- 
deed, he  was  a  notable  servant  of  the  deviPs,  and  continually 
engaged  in  his  wicked  works."  This  statement  he  did  not 
contradict.  We  spoke  to  him  in  an  affectionate  manner,  as- 
suring him,  that  the  Lord  our  Saviour  would  Himself  rejoice, 
if  they  were  truly  converted,  and  turned  to  Him  with  all  their 
hearts.  They  replied  that  they  had  cast  off  all  heathenish 
practices. 

Having  sent  our  Greenland  assistant,  Nathaniel^  some 
time  ago,  to  visit  the  beathen  living g[^n  the  coast,  and  to  as- 
certain their  numbers,  he  returned  to  us  on  the  24th  of  Sep- 
tember. His  report  was  to  this  effect :  that  about  Staatenhuk, 
th^  heathen  families  lived  much  dispersed;  that  be* could  not 
determine  their  number8,nothaving  been  able  to  go  to  all  their 
places,  but  that  a  great  number  dwelt  farther  eastward;  and 
that  a  man  from  thence  had  told  him^  that  all  those  whom  he 
had  seen  andspoken  with,  declared  their  desire  to  be  convert- 
ed to  Christianity.  They  seemed  to  receive  with  gladness 
what  was  told  them  of  our  Saviour  and  His  love  to  sinners. 
He  dosed  his  account  with  these  words:  ''AH  whom  I  have 
seen;  are  in  earnest,  and  love  the  truth."  Brother  Nathaniel 
further  reported,  that  he  had  met  the  above  named  Angekok, 
Jmemek^  in  the  south,  when  he  made  inquiry  respecting  the 
baptized  at  Fredericks^!.  iVa^Aiomel  answered,  *<  you  mhy 
go  to  them,  and  examine  into  the  state  and  customs  of  the 
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cougr^galion  of  l^Iievcrs^  and  if  you  are  doI  salisfiedy  return 
from  whence  you  canoLe/'  Upon  which  be  answered  sharply, 
^*  No,  No,  I  will  nol  first  examine  them,  but  I  will  stiy  with 
thettij  I  don't  doubt  your  account  of  them.  And  if  the  Mis- 
sionaries will  not  admit  me,  on  account  of  my  former  prac- 
tice of  witchcraft,  I  shall  weep  bitterly." 

Sept.  28ih,  was  the  joyful  day,  when  we  moved  into  our 
new  Mission-house.  We  announced  our  intention  to  die 
Greenlanders,  on  the  preceding  evening,  and  called  upon 
them  to  thank  our  Shiviour  for  all  the  blessings  which 
He  had  so  richly  bestowed  upon  us;  for  they  had  all  been 
witnesses  of  the  difficulties  we  had  experienced,  during  our 
abode  of  two  years  among  them.  At  first,  for  twelve  weeks, 
in  a  tent,  and  then  in  our  miserable  hut  of  sods.  Indeed  we 
shall  always  consider  it  an  adorable  proof  of  the  Lord^s  mer^ 
cy  towards  us,  that  He  had  preserved  our  health,  in  that 
wretched  dwelling.  None  of  our  European  Brethren  can 
have  a  right  conception  of  the  miserable  state  of  such  a  place 
of  abode:  no  written  description  can  give  an  adequate  idea 
of  it.  The  worst  trials  we  had  to  experience  in  it  were  in 
summer,  when  it  thawed;  the  sods  were  then  thoroughly 
soaked,  by  the  melting  of  the  snow.  We  were  encompassed 
with  moisture,  as  in  andamp  cellar,  the  floor  wet^  and  the  roof 
and.  walls  dripping.  Worms  and  other  vermin  were  contin^ 
ually  crawling  about;  they  came  upon  our  table,  and  fell  in- 
to our  victuah.  Brother  De  Fries,  who  slept  alongside  of 
the  wall,  often  found  in  the  morning,  beetles,  slugs,  and 
worms  in  his  bed.  However,  we  were  thankful,  that  we  es- 
caped from  other  vermin  so  common  among  the  Greenlanders. 

With  a  view  to  remind  our  congreg-ation  of  tbe  event  to  take 
place  on  this  day,  Brother  Kleinscbipidtandthe  Greenland  as* 
sistant  Shem  played  several  tunes  of  hymns  of  praise  on  French 
boms,  upon  the  hill  near  our  dwelling.  We  then  met  in  the 
sod  bnt,  kneeled  down,  and  tbanked  and-  praised  the  Lord 
for  all  tbe  mercy  we  had  experienced  in  this  place.  Tbe  text 
of  the  day  was  truly  appropriate,  and  spoke  the  language  of 
our  hearts:  ^  I.  will  bless  the  Lord,  who  hath  given  me  coun- 
sel.".^Ps,  16.  7.    We  then  walked  into  our  new  dwelling. 
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Our  Greenlanders  soon  cane  together,  and  with  great 
alacrity  assisted  to  convey  our  furniture  into  it.  Brother 
Kleinscbmidt  had  composed  a  hymn  for  the  occasion,  which, 
at  a  meeting  in  the  afternoon,  was  partly  read,  and  partly 
sung. 

Having,  through  the  medium  of  Brother  Ramftler,  in  Bris- 
tol,and  of  several  friends  in  Germany,  received  a  number  of  pre- 
sents for  our  Greenlanders,  we  distributed  them  on  this  occasion, 
partly  to  signalize  the  day,  and  partly  as  an  expression  of  ac- 
kmKwIedgment  for  their  willing  assistance  during  the  build- 
ing of  our  house.  They  were  very  thankful  for  these  gifts, 
and  desired  us  to  express  their  gratitude  to  their  benefactors. 

On  the  29ihf  we  added  oUr  hut  of  sods  to  the  temporary 
ohapel,  by  taking  down  the  partition-wall,  and  throwing  the 
whole  into  one  room,  which  is  spacious  enough  for  the  pre- 
sent. 

The  daily  schools,  in  which  120  children  receive  instruc- 
tion, are  diligently  attended.  Many  of  those,  who,  during 
these  last  two  years,  have  distinguished  themselves  by  their 
diligence,  and  have  learned  to  read,  were,  en  the  30th  No- 
vember, presented  with'  hymn-books  as  a  reward. 

We  are  also  truly  thankful  that  we  now,  by  the  genero- 
sity-of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  have  been  ena- 
bled to  give  them  Testaments.  They  read,  and  hear  the  word 
of  God  in  their  own  houses.  As  the  desire  to  learn  is  re- 
m&rkabiy  ardent  among  our  youth,  we  gave  them,  besides 
the  usual  lessons,  verses  to  get  by  heart,  and  taught  them 
the  tunes.  Tlie  first  hymn  they  learnt  was,  *'  O  worlds  see 
ihjf  Cr€atory*^6ic.^.^Jiy.  Bk  p.80;  and  being  afterwards  asked 
whether  they  did  not  feel  thankful  to  our  Saviour  for  all 
He  bad  done  and  suffered  for  them,  as  described  in  that  an- 
cienrthymn,  they  replied,  with  one  voice,  **  O  yes,  we  are  ve- 
ry thankful  to  Him."  We  then  gave  them  that  hymn,  <*  Je- 
sus, Source  of  my  salvation !"  By  learning  these  hymns,  a 
spirit  for  singing  has  been  excited  throughout  the  whole  con- 
gregation, by  which  the  adults  were  greatly  enlivened,  for  the 
Lord  ^*  perfects  His  praise  out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  suck- 
lings,'' and  makes  even  children  witnesses  of  the  doctrine  of 
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His  cross.  We  are  well  rewarded  for  our  trouble,  for  we 
find  that  oar  labour  among  the  children  is  not  lost. 

Respecting  our  congregation  so  recently  gathered  from 
among  the  heathen,  our  language  and  prayers  are  those  of  .the 
Apostle  in  his  Epistles  to  the  Churches,  when  he  expresses  his 
concern  that  Christ  may  be  formed  in  all  believers,  and  their 
walk  and  conversation  shew,  that  -His  Spirit  dwells  in  them. 
May  He  grant  us  grace,  from  the  experience  of  our  own 
.hearts,  to  declare  salvation  by  the  blood^hedding  and  death 
of  our  Redeemer,  and  invariably  to  keep  the  word  of  His  pa- 
tience. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  year  1826,  the  congregation 
at  Fredericksthal  consisted  of  209  baptized,  and  75  yet  un- 
baptized:  in  all,  of  284  persons;  twenty-eig^t  more  than  at 
the  close  of  last  yean  Thirty-five  heathen  Oreenlanders  are 
come  hither  on  trial. 


Extract  from  the  Report  of  Lichtenau* 

THE  last  year  was  distinguished  by  a  blessed  experience  of 
the  mercy  and  presence  of  the  Lord  in  the  congregation.  Har- 
mony and  brotherly  love  rendered  the  Missionary  labours  light. 
.Three  weeks  before  Easter,  almost  all  those  who  live  at  a  dis- 
tance, and  a  company  from  the  Danish  Mission,  three  miles 
ofiT,  came  to  Lichtenau  to  celebrate  the  Passion-week.  They 
all  appeared  deeply  aflfected  at  the  meetings.  The  youth 
evince  an  increasing  desire  for  learning. 

August  \bth.  Brother  and  Sister  Ihrer  arrived  safe  and 
well  at  that  place.  Tbe  congregation  consisted  of  (jll  mem- 
bers, 249  of  whom  are  communicants:  to  these  are  to  be  add- 
ed 37  unbaptized,  living  at  Lichtenau;  in  all,* 648  pennons. 
The  Greenlanders  throughout  tbe  year  have  been  sufficiently 
provided  with  the  means  of  subsistence.

Of  a  reconnoitring  visit  to  the  Tambookkte  Country^ 

by  the  Brethren 

H.  P.  Uallbeck  and  J.  G.  Fritsch, 

1827. 

BROTHER  Hallbeck  set  out  on  the   llth  May,  from  Gna- 

denthal,  and  arrived  at  Enon  on  the  6th  of  June,  where  he  was 

joined  by  Brother  Fritsch. 

After  a  pleasant  abode  at  Enon,  we  set  out  on  the  19th  of 
June,  accompanied  by  three  Hottentots,  (one  of  whom,  having 
but  lately  been  with  the  Chief  Bowana,  in  the  Tambookkie 
country,  served  as  guide),  and  by  a  Caflfre,  and  a  Tambookkie, 
both  belonging  to  the  congregation  at  Enon,  as  interpreters. 
We  had  a  large  waggon  drawn  by  bullocks,  and  three  saddle- 
horses.  We  ascended  the  Witte  Revier  valley,  and  having 
paid  a  visit  to  our  neighbour,  Mr.  Scheeper,and  visited  Stru« 
bel's  corn-land,  we  began  to  mount  the  steep  passage  over  the 
Zuurberg.  The  rain  had  rendered  the  roads  extremely  slip- 
pery, and  we  spent  the  night  in  our  waggon,  near  some  huts 
belonging  to  our  Hottentot^. 

20th.  We  had  some  trouble  to  find  our  bullocks,  and, 
meanwhile,  took  a  view  of  Strubel's  place,  which  we  found 
most  convenient  for  our  people,  both  as  corn-land  and  for 
wood-cutting. 

After  taking  leave  of  our  Hottentots,  who  have  always 
conducted  themselves  remarkably  well  in  this  place,  we  pro- 
ceeded in  a  northerly  direction  over  the  Dornnack.  The 
.worthy  Landdrost,  Stockenstroem,  who  was  murdered  by 
the  Cafires,  lies  buried  here.  The  Zuurberg  here  forms 
many  kloofs,  lying  parallel  to  each  other,  and  our  road, 
during  the  whole  day,  lay  on  a  narrow  ridge  between  kloofs 
thickly  ove*grown  with  wood,  which  formerly  served  the 
CaffVes  for  hiding  places,  and  into  which  it  was  impossi- 
ble to  follow  them.  In  one  of  these  romantic  glens,  to  the 
.right,  the  Witte  Revier,  and  in  another,  to  the  left,  the  Kour- 
ney  river  rises*  From  many  points  of  this  ridge,  the  most 
beautiful  views  present  themselves,  particularly  from  the 
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summit,  from  whence  all  the  hills,  as  far  as  the  Caffre  country^ 
may  be  seen.  After  baitiog,  in  the  course  of  ike  day,  on  the 
banks  of  the  Boonje's  riveri  we  came,  in  the  t^riiigrht,  to  the 
northern  slope  of  the  mountains,  where  we  had  intended  to 
pass  the  night.  Although  onr  oxen  had  been  seven  hours 
in  the  yoke,  we  had  only  made  twelve  English  miles  in  the 
course  of  the  day. 

21^/.  We  descended  into  the  Karroo,  near  the  Bush« 
man's  river,  where  we  found  ice,  and  made  halt.  During  our 
stay  of  three  hours,  an  astonishing  swarm,  or  rather  cloud  of 
locusts  passed  over  us.  They  have  increased  in  numbers  dur« 
ing  the  last  month,  and  have  done  much  mischief,  both  to  fields 
and  gardens.  The  inhabitants  are  much  distressed  on  this 
account,  nor  is  the  power  of  man  able  to  stop  this  dreadful 
plague,  as  the  largest  fires  are  put  out  by  tbehr  falling  upon 
them,  and  though  millions  perish^  they  are  not  missed  among 
their  innumerable  myriads.  Many  are  eaten  by  the  sheep, 
the  dogs,  and  the  wild  beasts,  for  all  animals  prey  upon  them* 
But  the  Lord  of  nature  mercifully  sets  bounds  to  their  ra- 
vages, by  sending  vast  numbers  of  locust-birds,  in  size  and 
appearance  resembling  the  mountain  swallow,  who  in  a  short 
time  destroy  the  largest  swarms  of  locusts ;  the  colonists 
having  heard,  that  these  birds  began  to  make  their  appear- 
ance on  the  Sneeuwberg,  hope  soon  to  be  delivered  from 
this  scourge.  The  violent  winds  also  carry  whole  swarms 
of  them  into  the  sea.  Perhaps  it  is  not  generally  known, 
that  the  locusts  will  not  touch  the  pea-fields:  something  is 
consequently  left  for  the  poor  farmer.  In  the  afternoon,  our 
direction  was  N.N.W.  and  we  saw  larg^  herds  of  sprin^^- 
bucks.  We  spent  the  night  on  firak  river,  and  kindled  large 
fires.  Wolves  and  jackails  serenaded  us  as  usual  during  the 
night,  being  everywhere  very  numerous  where  sheep  and 
oxen  and  other  cattle  abound. 

22d*  I  received  here,  by  a  messenger  ft*om  the  Landdrost 
of  Somerset,  an  invitation  to  come  to  that  place,  which  we 
reached  on  the  23d,  and  were  received  with  the  greatest  corw 
diality.  From  him  we  obtained  the  first  information  concern* 
ing  the  Tambookkies  that  might  be  depended  on,  respecting 
both  the  situation  and  circumstances  of  the  coudlry,  to  which 
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we  were  goitig.  AH  his  reports  strengthened  our  hopes  of 
success,  and  convinced  us,  that  we  had  in  him  a  zealous  and 
active  promoter  of  the  Mission.  He  immediately  promised 
to  render  every  assistance,  and  not  only  to  give  us  the  ne- 
cessary orders  and  recommendations  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  frontier,  bat  to  accompany  us  himself,  and  introduce  us 
to  the  Chief,  Bowana^  Having  made  arrangements  respect- 
ing our  journey,  by  which  it  was  settled,  that  the  waggon 
should  precede,  and  he  would  follow  us  on  horseback,  and 
meet  us  on  the  frontier  of  the  Tambookkie  country,  we  spent 
two  days  at  Somerset,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which,  we 
were  most  hospitably  entertained  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Morgan, 
JVIr.  Stretch,  and  Mrs.  Hart,  all  friends  to  the  Brethren's  Mis- 
sions. We  heard  from  the  Landdrost,  that  more  facifity  will 
be  provided  for  the  Cafires  to  enter  the  colony,  by  establish- 
ing markets  in  divers  places,  which  a  fixed  number  of  CafTres 
will  be  allowed  to  attend. 

During  our  stay  at  Somerset,  two  CafTres  arrived  with  a 
letter  from  the  Missionaries  at  Chumie,  giving  notice,  that  the 
appointed  number  would  come  to  Somerset  to  the  market;  we 
^eard  afterwards  that  it  had  taken  place^  to  mutual  satisfac- 
tion. The  Bushmen  are  as  yet  excluded.  These  poor  crea- 
tures appear  to  be  considered  as  the  lowest  dregs  of  mankind, 
and  certainly  are  now  and  then  guilty  of  theft  and  murder. 
They  seeiti  to  have  but  little  value  for  human  life,  yet  there 
are  several  of  them  in  the  service  of  the  farmers,  who  ap- 
prove themselves  diligent  and  active. 

The  Landdrost  bad  two  boys  of  this  tribe  in  his  service, 
.  whom  he  treats  with  great  humanity,  nor  does  he  repent  of 
employing  them. 

24th.  Sunday.  ,^We  attended  service  in  the  reformed 
churcbj  a  small  building  annexed  to  the  prison.  The  minis- 
ter, in  his  prayer,  commended  us  and  our  work  to  the  pro- 
tection and  favour  of  the  Lord,  and  that  He  would  prosper  the 
labour  of  the  Brethren  among  the  heathen.  We  set  out  this 
evening,  finding  it  impossible  to  meet  the  Landdrost  at  the 
appointed  place,  if  we  postponed  our  journey  till  the  follow- 
ing morning.  We  had  sent  a  team  of  buHocks  to  Somerset, 
to  be  in  readiness  for  us  thare,  and  returned  those  we  had 
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brought  from  Euon;  but  tbe  Landdrost  furnisfaed  us  with 
another  team,  being  of  opinion,  that  we  should  spare  our  own, 
which  we  might  want  in  future.  They  were  therefore  driren 
before  us.  We  left  Somerset  at  3  P.  m.  in  a  S.  E.  direction, 
to  get  raund  the  fioschberg,  visited  Prinzlo's  farm,  which,  in 
1816,  was  ofifered  to  Brother  LaTrobe  for  a  Missionary  Set'^ 
tlement,and  rested  on  the  eastern  declivity  of  the  Bbscbberg, 
not  far  from  the  great  Fish-river. 

25M.  Our  road  lay  between  the  southern  declivity  of  tbe 
Boschberg,  and  the  river,  passed  Slagter's  neck,  where,  some 
time  ago,  a  butcher  was  killed  by  the  Bushmen,  and  halted 
near  the  junction  of  the  Bavian*s  river  and  the  Fish-river, 
where  our  oxen  found  much  dry  grass.  We  had  before  us 
the  pointed  hill,  on  which,  in  1815,  the  rebels,  callings  them- 
selves Patriots,  were  taken  pri&ioners,  five  of  whom  were  ex- 
ecuted near  this  spot.  Our  guide,  who  had  been  a  Serjeant  in 
the  Cape  corps,  employed  against  these  deluded  men,  gave  us 
much  information  relating  to  these  troubles. 

Here  we  forded  the  great  Fish-river,  and  proceeded  for 
four  hours  on  its  northern  bank. 

26th,  The  cold  was  intense,  and  the  thermometer  30^ 
Fahrenheit.  We  had  now  to  pass  a  very  rocky,  uneven  road 
for  eight  hours,  along  tbe  Bavian's  river,  and  were  glad  that 
our  own  oxen  were  spared  this  fatigue.  As  we  passed  near 
the  farm  of  Mr.  W.  Pringle,  a  Scotch  settler,  to  whom  1  had  a 
letter  from  the  clergyman  at  Uitenhage,  Brother  Fritsch  and  I 
paid  him  an  agreeable  visit.  We  found  with  him  the  young 
person  who  had  travelled  under  Brother  Lemmertz's  pro- 
tection from  London  to  Capetown,  which  she  yet  remembered 
with  thankfulness.  In  the  evening,  we  arrived  at  the  dwell- 
ing of  another  Scotch  settler,  Mr.  Rennie,  to  whom  we  were 
recommended  by  tlie  Landdrost.  He  is  well  acquainted  with 
the  Tambookkie  country,  and  personally  with  Chief  Bowana. 
In  the  course  of  conversation,  he  gave  us  an  interesting  ac- 
count of  the  situation  of  tbe  European  inhabitants,  on  tbe 
frontier.  Tbe  following  is  the  substance  of  his  report.  The 
Tambookkies  and  Caffres  are  properly  one  nation;  they 
have  the  same  language,  and  are  nearly  equal  in  numbers; 
the  land  between  the  Winterberg  and  the  coast,  and  between 
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the  Kieskamma  and  Baabiei  was  taken  by  the  Caffres  from 
the  HoltentotSi  as  tbe  names  of  tbe  rivers  prove.  Tbe  Caffirea 
seem  to  bave  adopted  mucb  of  tbe  click  of  the  Hottentots,  in 
»peaking,  whereas  the  Tambookkies  have  less  of  it.  Both 
these  tribes  bave  Chiefs  more  or  less  powerful,  they  seem  to 
have  no  political  constitution,  but  live  in  a  patriarchal  style* 
Hinza,  is  the  most  powerful  Chief  among  the  Caffres,  and 
Vosannie,  among  tbe  Tambookkies.  Besides  the  latter,  old 
Tzatzoo,  l^Eopo,  and  Bowana,  were  mentioned  to  me  as  Chiefs. 
Bowana  is  a  son  of  Tzatzoo,  and  one  of  the  least  powerful, 
having  only,  acdording  to  the  Landdrost's  report,  about  1000 
families  who  acknowledge  him  for  their  bead*  Vosannie, 
who  lives  at  the  greatest  distance  from  the  colony,  has  been  vi« 
sited  by  Europeans,  but  seems  full  of  suspicion,  and  would 
never  allow  them  to  travel  through  his  country. 

Bowana  and  his  Tambookkies  lived  formerly  more  to 
the  N.  East,  beyond  the  Wittekoy,  but  were  driven  out  of 
their  country  by  the  Mantatees  and  Tetchannas,  an  unknown 
tribe,  or  horde  of  robbers,  who  fell  upon  and  defeated  them^ 
and  took  the  greater  part  of  their  cattle^  by  which  they  were 
forced  to  leave  their  country,  and  settle  nearer  to  the  colony. 
Their  country  was  then  seized  by  a  Caffre  Chief,  called 
Bukkoo,  and  they  have  neither  power  nor  inclination  to  at- 
tempt the  recovery  of  their  lands;  but  having  fixed  them- 
selves between  the  Winterberg  and  Sturmberg,  and  the  Witte* 
koy,  it  displeased  the  colonists,  who  used  that  uninhabited 
country  as  pasturage  or  hunting  grounds,  and  therefore 
wished  to  drive  the  Tambookkies  away.  The  Landdrost,  bow- 
ever,  prevented  it,  and  rather  encouraged  a  friendly  treatment 
of  the  strangers,  by  which  peace  has  been  maintained.  The 
Chief,  Bowana,  either  of  his  own  accord,  or  by  intimations 
from  the  colonists,  requested  the  Landdrost  to  send  fanners 
into  his  country,  to  protect  his  people  against  the  Tetcbannas. 
Mr.  Rennie  therefore  requested  leave  to  settle  near  Bow- 
ana, but  had  not  obtained  it.  The  Landdrost  advised  the 
Chief  to  endeavour  to  obtain  a  Mission,  that  his  people  might 
be  taught  both  the  Christian  doctrines  and  useful  arts,  to 
:  which  the  Chief  most  gladly  consented,  and  fixed  on  a  spot 
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for  till!  edtabfishment  of  a  Missionaty  Settlement.  Mr/ Ron* 
nie,  and  all  tboee  with  wbooi  we  hare  conversed,  see  no  diffi- 
tnhj  in  the  execution  of  ttiis  plan^  and  praise  the  kindness 
and  docility  of  the  Tambookkie  nation.  They  hare  never  en* 
tered  the  colony  as  robbers^  bnt  rather  assisted  in  the  resto- 
ration  of  plundered  property.  In  consideration  ofthisser- 
vice,  the  district  of  Somerset  presented  Bowana  with  thirty 
head  of  horned  cattle,  and  on^  hundred  sheep  and  goats,  and 
ibe  Tc^bookkies  are  permitted  to  enter  the  colony,  without 
restraint.  They  are  everywhere  well  received  and  kindly 
treated ;  the  fermers  visit  them  upon  their  hunting  expedi- 
tions, and  the  Tambookkies  thereby  become  acquahdted  with 
the  Dutch  language. 

After  passing  the  great  Fidi  river,  we  had  been  coii^ 
tinually  ascending,  and  had  noW  to  pass  a  hqg^h  hill,  called 
Oroenberg,  covered  with  grass,  before  we  could  reach  the 
boundary  between  the  colony  and  the  Tambookkte  country. 
In  this  region,  as  well  as  in  the  Sneeuwberg,  a  great  quantity 
•f  mow  falls  in  winter,  by  which  the  farmers  generally  sustain 
much  loss  of  sheep,  each  of  them  having  many  thousands  in 
tbeir  flocks. 

27^«  On  rising  in  the  morning,  w^  were  most  unexpected- 
ly greeted  by  the  appearance  of  a  German  winter,  the  whole 
<!Ountry  being  covered  with  snow^  With  drifts  several  feet  in 
depth.  Pleasant  as  this  appeared  to  us  Europeans,  our  Afri« 
call  companionii,  some  of  whom  had  never  seen  snow  before, 
wete  much  distressed ;  and  indeed  a  fall  of  snow  is  a  serious 
evti,  ib  a  (Country  altogether  dependent  upon  grazing.  Mr. 
Rennie  himself  was  doubtful,  as  to  the  propriety  of  our  pass- 
ing the  Groeneberg,  on  account  of  the  depth  of  the  snow,  and 
dbe  steep  and  slippery  sides  of  the  mountain*  But  w^  were 
«o  anxious  to  meet  the  Londdrost,  that  we  ventured  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  fresh  team  from  Enon,  leaving  those  furnished 
by  Mr.  Mackay  behind.  In  an  hour  and  a  half,  we  arrived  at 
die  farm  of  Mr.  Pringle  senior,  who  left  Scotland  with  many 
of  his  family  and  relatives,  when  he  was  already  76ye«r8  ^Id, 
and  is  now  called  the  Patriarch  of  the  Bavian's  river.  These 
good  people  wished  us  to  make  a  longer  stay  at  tiwo' cottage, 
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but  our  time  would  not  udmit  of  k«  On  leHTing  this  place^ 
all  tracks  of  waggons  cease,  and  we  should  not  have  heen 
able  to  And  our  way  along  the  sheep-walks,  bad  not  the  Land- 
drost  given  us  a  sure  guide.  We  now  passed  through  a  rooky 
kloof,  and  began  to  ascend  the  Groeneberg.  We  had  not  tra* 
veiled  far,  before  our  oxen  came  to  a  dead  staad^  their  feet 
being  entangled  among  the  snow  and  rocks.  As  we  found 
all  our  efibrte  vain,  we  sent  the  guide  back  for  an  additional 
team.  It  was  late  before  they  arrived,  and  not  being  accus* 
tomed  to  the  work,  they  drew  unequally,  and  could  not  move 
the  waggon ;  many  of  the  traces  broke,  and  it  grew  dark  hei* 
fore  we  could  proceed.  Our  guide  likewise  lost  the  path, 
and  finding  it  impossible  to  get  on  without  imminent  danger 
of  upsetting,  we  were  obliged  to  unyoke  the  oxen,  and  to  re- 
main where  we  were.  Our  guide  and  his  brother  left  us,  pro« 
mising  to  return  early  in  the  morning.  Hiiving  shovelled 
away  the  snow,  we  lighted  a  fire,  set  up  oiir  Hottentot  mats 
to  windward,  and  though  it  snowed  during  the  night,  spent 
it  more  comfortably  than  we  expected. 

28f  A.  Early,  the  two  brothers  returned  with  oxen,  but 
they  were  wild,  and  it  was  difficult  to  get  them  into  the  yoke* 
We  had  not  proceeded  fifty  paioes,  before  their  unequal  move« 
ments  between  the  rocks,  overset  the  waggon,  and  we  ex* 
pected,  that  both  it,  and  all  its  contents,  would  have  been  ^ 
broken  in  pieces.  To  our  surprise,  no  greater  harm  was  suf- 
fered, than  the  breaking  of  our  tent-pole.  The  waggon  had 
remained  whole,  and  not  even  a  bottle  or  a  cup  was  broken, 
but  the  small  wine-barrel  began  to  roll  down  the  rocks  and 
was  with  difficulty  overtaken  and  secured.  In  the  course  of 
an  hour,  all  was  in  order  for  starting;  we  ascended  the  first 
acdivity  of  the  mountain,  and  bad  nearly  reached  the  sum- 
mit of  the  second,  when  the  oxen  again  refused  to  proceed, 
finding  no  footing  upon  the  slippery  stones;  we  were  there- 
fore obliged  lo  unyoke  them.  Brother  Fritsch,  with  one  of 
the  guides,  set  out  for  Mr.  A.  KrttgePs  farm,  fi>ur  hours  dis- 
tant^  to  bespeak  an  additional  team.  Meanwhile  we  examine 
ed  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  and  found  a  less  slippery 
path.    Upon  this  we  proceeded  to  tbp  summit,  where  we  met 
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with  two  herds  of  hartebeesf  s,  the  first  that  I  had  erer  seen  nnir 
ning  wild.  They  are  as  large  as  European  stags.  Here  we 
sent  back  Jubert's  te^m  of  oxen,  paying*  for  their  hire*  three, 
dollars  in  money,  and  a  Gnadentbal  kniie«  Our  Enon  oxen 
were  now  in  full  employ,  and  we  were  glad  to  leaye  the  snowy 
region,  in  which  we  had  spent  four  and  twenty  hours.  I>e- 
scending  swiftly  over  a  thick  grassy  path,  we  hoped  to  reach 
A.  KrugePs  farm,  but  missing  the  nearest  and  best  road,  we 
had  to  ford  the  river  Tarka,  in  two  places,  in  the  last  of  which 
we  stuck  fast.  The  hind-wheels  of  the  waggon  were  in  the 
water,  and  the  front  upon  a  steep  bank.  It  was  difficult  to 
descend  from  it,  and  yet  more  difficult  to  remain  in  it;  for, 
as  the  African  waggons  are  open  behind,  we  were  in  inuni- 
nent  danger  of  slipping  out.  Our  guide  was  now  sent  after 
Brother  Fritsch,  to  report  our  situation.  He  returned  imme« 
diately,  and  spent  the  night  with  us  in  this  uncomfortable 
situation.  The  position  of  the  waggon  prevented  our  get- 
ting at  our  bedding,  and  the  night  turning  out  very  cold, 
we  were  obliged  to  keep  ourselves  warm  as  well  as  we 
could,  with  mantles  and  other  clothing.  The  moon  shone 
bright 

29th.  Fahrenheit's  thermometer  stood  at  25^  With  diffi- 
culty we  lighted  a  fire,  our  shoes  and  other  clothing  were  froz- 
en, and  the  Hottentots  were  surprised  to  find  that  they  got  soft 
again  by  the  operation  of  heat  Our  people  had  suflTered  much 
from  the  cold.  After  sun-rise,  Mr.  Krieger  appeared,  accord- 
ing to  promise,  with  ten  oxen,  which  exceeded  in  size  and 
strength  any  we  had  yet  seen.  These  large  beasts  brought 
the  waggon  out  of  the  river,  and  drew  it  up  the  steep  and 
rugged  road,  to  their  owner's  farm,  with  little  difficulty. 

Here  the  Landdrost  and  Mr.  Rennie  met  us,  having 
heard  of  our  approach.  The  Landdrost  ordered  Mr.  Kriigel's 
oxen  to  convey  us  to  the  river  Zwartzkoy,  the  boundary  of 
the  colony,  and  resolved,  that  I  and  Mr.  Rennie  should  go  on 
horseback,  by  a  shorter  road,  to  Bowana*s  residence,  that  he 
might  be  ready  to  introduce  us  to  the  Chief. 

As  we  were  preparing  to  proceed,  four  Tambookkies 
arrived  from  a  visit  to  the  colony*    They  greeted  us  in  Dutch 
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with  H  Oooden  Dagj  and  sat  down  with  confidence  near  the 
waggon.  The  first  thing  I  saw  in  the  hand  of  one  of  them, 
was  a  Gnadentbal  knife;  another  proposed  to  entertain  us 
with  music,  and  began  to  play  upon  his  gurrha,  an  iastru« 
ment  with  one  string,  upon  which  he  Mew,  and  produced 
four  notes,  without  any  changes;  a  third  entertained  us  with 
the  manner  in  which  he  smoked  tobacco,  for  which  he  had 
brought  a  whole  apparatus.  This  consisted  of  a  pipe*head, 
fonned  of  a  hardened  mixture  of  clay  and  cow-dnng,  with 
several  reeds,  and  two  bullock*s  horns  stuck  in  it.  The  two 
boms  were  filled  with  water,  and  the  pipe  head  filled  with 
tobacco;  by  a  singular  contrivance,  he  forced  the  smoke 
through  the  water  and  swallowed  it. 

These  Tambookkies,  like  nil  men  of  this  nation,  as  well 
as  the  C&iTres,  had  little  covering,  except  the  karoM  hanging 
over  their  shoulders,  and  a  small  apron,  decorated  with  brass 
rings  and  beads,  round  their  waists.  Both  sexes  wear  beads 
in  their  ears  and  round  their  necks,  with  brass  rings  on  their 
arms.  The  men  likewise  wear  a  girdle  with  small  brass  rings. 
The  men  are  not  tatooed,  but  all  the  women  are  tatooed  be- 
tween the  breasts  and  shoulders.  The  foet  and  head  of  the 
males  are  not  generally  covered,  but  we  saw  some  who  wore 
skin  shoes,  and  kerchiefs  on  their  heads.  They  understand 
how  to  curl  their  hair  with  a  degree  of  elegance,  such  as  would 
be  diflicult  for  the  most  expert  friseur  to  imitate.  With  a  spe- 
cies of  pomatum  made  of  fat  and  red  clay,  they  contrive  to  dress 
their  short  hair  in  diminutive  curls,  about  the  size  of  a  bean, 
so  as  to  cover  their  whole  head.  This  fashion  appeared  by  no 
means  unpleasing  to  us,  particularly  when  the  whole  body  is 
reddened,  and  seems  to  be  altogether  necessary  to  form  a  true 
Tambookkie  petit  maitre. 

The  women  dress  decently,  but  the  little  girls  have  no 
clothing,  except  a  small  apron,  decorated  with  beads.  The 
boys  go  quite  naked.  I 

The  female  head-dress  is  a  piece  of  skin,  thickly  set  witfi 
beads,  but  some  wear  kerchieft  procured  from  the  ccrfony^  The 
-most  remarkable  part  of  their  dress  is  a  kind  of  cape,  reaeh- 
t6L.  X.  T  T 
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ing  from  tb^  upper  part  of  the  kaross  to  their  feet,  atid  orha-r 
mented  with  five  rows  of  yellow  buttons,  closely  joined  to» 
gether,  by  which  they  are  rendered  very  heavy.  I  counted 
on  one  of  these  capes,  240  buttons, 

AmoDg  the  Tambookkies  and  Caffres,  these  buttons  pass 
for  money;  the  colour  of  the  beads  is  regulated  i)y  the  pre«> 
vailing  fashion,  which  is  as  much  attended  to  here  as  at  Paris ; 
so  that  many  traders  at  Graharostown  have  suffered  consider* 
able  loss  by  not  having  them  of  the  fashionable  colour  Af» 
the  women  are  exceedingly  fond  of  both  beads  and  buttons, 
they  put  their  husbands  to  great  expense.  The  dress  of  a 
woman  in  many  instances  costs  twelve  or  twenty  oxen. 

In  the  afternoon  I  rode  with  the  (janddrost  and  Mr.  Ren- 
nia  the  straight  road  to  the  Zwartskoy,  the  waggon  making 
a  circuit  round  two  remarkable  table  hills.  On  the  road,  we 
met  with  two  inhabitants  of  the  frontier,  Messieurs  Zatlu 
du  Beer,  and  Chr.  Moller,  who  were  well  acquainted  with  the 
Tambookkie  country,  and  with  Bowana  himself.  The  Land* 
d.rost  prevailed  upon  them  to  return,  and  to  accompany  us  on 
our  journey.  We  halted  at  the  farm  of  the  former,  behind 
which,  on  a  steep  hill,  called  Groeneck,  a  most  magnificent 
riew  opens  of  the  Bambus  and  Sturmbergen,  in  which  the  ■ 
Orange  river  takes  its  rise^  and  of  the  two  rivers  Klaassclimidt 
and  Zwartskoy.  At  the  farm  of  Mr.  du  Beer,  we  found  an 
old  Tambookkie,  named  Giuli,  his  right  arm  was  ornamented 
with  thirteen  brass  rings,  and  he  conducted  himself  wfth  the 
same  friendliness  and  cordiality  as  the  four  above  mentioned 
persons,  and  rejoiced  that  teachers  would  come  into  hia 
country* 

In  the.  evening,  we  rode  to  Mr.  Moller's  farm  on  the 
Grentzfluss,  or  boundary  river.  It  is  a  new  settlement,  with* 
out  a  faouse^  the  dwelling  consisting  only  of  a  large  hut,  buflt 
of  Teed«  in  form  of  a  roof,  which  is  the  common  habitation  of 
this  country.  Mr*  Rennie,  Du  Beer^  and  Moller,  are  all  noted 
fajante^s  of  elephants  and  lions,  and  entertained  us  with  stories 
of  tbeir  hunting  parties,  which  consist  of  great  companies  in 
four  or  six  waggons*    They  sometimes  spend  niany  monlht. 
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from  home:  ,  In  the  above  mentioned  hut  we  passed  a  quiet 
night,  and  both  we  and  our  horses  were  treated  with  great 
hospitality. 

Our  host  also  gave  me  a  sack  of  barley,  from  his  small 
store,  to  take  into  the  Tambookkie  country,  for  which  he  would 
receive  no  pay. 

dO/A.  Early  in  the  morning,  we  sent  for  our  interpreter, 
Daniel  Cafire,  from  the  waj^goa,  and  hired  two  boys  to  carry 
our  guns,  taking  the  road  to  Bpwana's  residence. 

,  It  lay  between  high  stony  hills,  which  seemed  to  be  the 
advanced  range' of  the  Winterberg.  Passing  by  many  kraals 
«ind  herds  of  the  Tambookkies,  the  people  came  forth  with 
their  usual  friendliness  to  welcome  us.  Nor  did  they  forget 
to  beg,  but  were  easily  put  off.  Our  interpreter  told  them, 
that  1  came  as  a  teacher,  upon  which  they  set  up  a  great  shout, 
which  he  told  us  was  a  sign  of  joy.  A  Tambookkie  likea  Caf« 
fre  kraal,  contains  one  family,  a  father  with  his  wives,  child- 
ren, and  servants.  They  live'by  the  breeding  of  cattle.  The 
cattle  kraal  is  a  round  place,  surrounded  with  thorn  bushes. 
AI>out  it  are  placed  the  people's  huts  in  the  shape  of  bee-hives. 
The  entrance  to  such  a  but  is  about  three  feet  high,  and  the 
but  itself  so  low  that  we  could  not  stand  upright  in  it. 

At  Bowana's  place,  1  observed,  that  each  of  his  seven 
wives  had  her  separate  hut,  which  she  builds  herself.  There 
was  another  kind  of  dwelling  in  which  some  of  the  men  lived, 
being  either  servants  or  guests.  Having  no  particular  occu- 
pation, they  employ  much  time  in  visiting  each  other.  After 
driving  their  cattle  into  the  field,  they  spend  most  of  their 
leisure  hpurs  in  the  cattle  kraal,  which  serves,  at  the  same 
time,  as  council-chamber,  dining-room,  store-house,  slaugh- 
ter-house, play-house,  and  burial-place.  .  In  this  kraal,  seated 
upon  the  dunghill,  the  counsellors  and  their  chief  sit  in  de- 
liberation; they  then  dine  in  the  kraal,  the  adults  dance,  and 
the  children  play. 

Under  the  kraal,  the  Cafire  corn  is  deposited  in  pits. 
Within  it  the  cattle  are  killed,  and  the  heads  of  families  are 
burled,  while  the  common  people  are  thrown  out  into  the 
waste,  and  become  the  prey  of  wild  beasts. 
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Ait^r  a  ride  of  three  hours,  following  a  herd  of  qaaggi» 
or  wild  assesy  we  arrived  at  Bowana'c  place.  Having  shaken 
hands  with  hiniy  we  sat  down  upon  the  ground,  as^is  usual 
with  them,  and  began  a  conversation  by  the  interpreter,  con- 
cerning all  manner  of  indifferent  subjects.  As  he  and  his 
people  were  acquainted  with  our  companions,  no  ceremonial 
was  observed.  The  pipes  were  filled,  and  the  tobacco,  which 
we  had  brought  with  us  for  that  purpose,  was  distribuled 
among  them.  Meanwbile  the  conversation  grew  so  brisk, 
that  our  poor  interpreter  was  quite  at  a  loss  how  to  satisfy  all 
the  speakers. 

After  some  time,  the  women  made  their  appeaitmce* 
brought  milk,  and  begged  a  pinch,  or  rather  some  spoonfuls 
of  snuff*,  for  they  are  not  satisfied  with  a  pinch,  but  with  a  lit* 
tie  wooden  spoon  fill  their  nostrils  with  it  till  their  eyes  water. 
The  little  children,  among  whom  was  a  daughter  of  the  ce- 
lebrated 'TGeika,  were  in  no  wise  fearful,  but  played  with 
us  in  all  confidence. 

After  some  time,  the  Landdrost  reminded  Bowana  of  the 
conversation  they  had  had  in  Somerset,  res|>ectinga  Cbristian 
settlement  in  bis  country.  Bowana  replied  that  be  remem- 
bered  it  well,  and  wiih  his  hand  pointed  to  a  place  which  be 
had  destined  for  if^  The  Landdrost  then  told  him  that  I  was 
the  person  who  was  commissioned  to  look  at  it,  and  that  be 
hoped  I  should  be  well  received.  He  gave  his  full  assent^ 
and  added,  that  when  the  waggon  arrived,  he  wouhi  accom- 
pany me  to  the  spot.  The  Landdrost  then  promised,  that  when 
the  settlement  was  formed,  he  would  build  abouse  for  Bowana 
in  its  neighbourhood,  adding,  that  if  he  would  visit  him  in  So* 
merset,  he  would  present  him  with  a  horse,  that  be  need  not 
return  on  foot. 

The  Landdrost  having  finished  his  commission,  prepared 
to  return  home.  We  had  now  to  wait  some  hours  for  our 
waggon,  but,  as  it  did  not  arrive,  we  at  length  went  in  search 
of  it.  It  was  in  vain  that,  from  every  eminence,  we  Uoked 
for  our  party,  the  waggon  having,  by  mistake,  remained  at  A^ 
dreas  Kriigers.  We  had  taken  a  dififerept  road  from  that  by 
which  we  came.    It  led  us  by  well-trod  paths,  through  grassy 
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<f»laind;  wherever  there  were  hills,  tbej  were  sprinkled  with 
patches  oF  thorn  hushes,  near  to  which  we  saw  kraals  of  the 
Taaiboofckie%  and  krge  herds  of  cattle.  The  inhabitants 
came  from  all  the  dwellings  to  weloome  us. 

1  took  leare  of  the  Landdrosl:  at  the  hottnda'7  riror,  and 
returned  to  the  waggon  with  our  interpreter;  when  we  were 
gJad  to  find  something  to  eat,  hevimg  tasted  nothing  M  day, 
but  a  little  sour  milk,  which  the  Tambookki<4  had  presented 
jis  with^  10  a  species  of  basket,  which  is  never  washed.  On  this 
ramble,  we  had  travelled  about  thirty  English  mles  in  the 
Tambookkie  country^  and  thus  became  acquaijiited  with  part 
of  it,  my  bunting  companions  naming  every  river  wfA  kraal. 
71>e  whole  country  inhabited  by  Bbwana's  tribe,  appeared  co- 
vered with  grass,  even  on  the  sides  of  the  hills,  although  jt 
was  the  winter  season,  when  fresh  grass  does  not  grow«  Dry 
grass  was  plentiful  about  all  the  kraals.  They  know  nothingof 
diseases  umoBg  their  cattle.  Springs  rke  in  many  placet^  and 
the  (and  deiAined  by  Bowana  for  a  sf^'ttlement  is  plentifully 
supplied  %vith  waler>  by  theriv^ns  Oskraal  and  KJipplaat.  The 
latter  is  the  lai^est  river  I  have  seen  in  this  part  of  the  world, 
fiut  wood  is  wanting.  Along  the  banks  #f  the  river,  willows 
^owt  which  furnish  the  imbabitanls  with  fuel  and  wattling 
for  their  hots»  Forest  trees  are  not  found  nearer  than  the 
Zuurb^rg,  the  source  of  the  Orange  river,  a  day's  jaumey 
from  BowanaV  dwelling. 

The  cold  was  moderate,  and  never  fell  to  the  freezing  poia^ 
ttor  did  the  heat  rise  to  above  70^  of  Fahrenheit;  This  tempara^i 
ture^fthe  air  is  owing  to  the  elevation  of  the  country,  in  which 
some  of  the  largest  rivers  of  South  Africa  take  their  rise,  such 
as  the  Orange  river,  Wittkoy,  Great  Fish-river,  &c.  The  Wm^ 
lerberg  is  said  to  be  the  highest  p^nt  in  thas  {Murt  of  Africa : 
the  winds  are  violent,  both  on  the  boundary  ^ef  the  odony^and 
in  Caffraria,  and  make  the  restring  of  trees  difficult.  This  is 
partly  the  reason  why  the  round  huts  of  the  Tamhookkies  are 
placed  under  the  shelter  of  tniaiosa  bushes,  and  are  even 
festened  to  them.  la  winter  there  is  not  BMich  rain,  sooie- 
tiflMs  a  Jittle  snow,  but  in  spring  and  isunamer,  the  ground  is 
moistened  by  frequent  thunder  showers. 
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tteOorethe  Tambookkies  peopled  thia  countff*  if  wbW 
full  of  game,  spring-bucks,  quaggas,  hartebeests,  gnoos, 
ellands,  and  others ;  consequently  lions  and  other  beasts  of 
prey  found  much  to  feed  upon* 

But  alt  these  creatures  aroid  the  habitations  of  men, 
though,  in  the  dry  plains  between  the  land  just  described  and 
Caffrariai  numerous  herds  of  wild  animals  are  yet  found,  and 
the  lions  likewise  do  much  mischief. 

July  1st.  We  set  out  very  early,  on  our  return  to  Bow- 
ana's  residence  with  the  waggon.  The  text  of  the  day  was 
remarkably  suitable!  I  will  gather  others  to  Him^  heMe 
those  thai  are  gathered  unto  Hiffu^^ls*  66.  8. 

Though  I  had  reached  that  placerwikh  the  Landdrost,on 
horseback,  in  about  two'bours,  we  were  seven  hours  goin^ 
with  the  waggon,  and  detained  at  every  kraal  by  the  inhabit- 
ants, who  came  out  and  walked  with  us,  declaring  that  they 
felt  extremely  happy  in  our  company*  We  felt  the  same,  as 
we  walked  with  these  poor  naked  heathen,  hand  in  hand,  be* 
side  the  waggon,  and  we  prayed  to  the  Lord  that  He  would 
t>pen  the  hearts  of  these  friendly  people  to  receive  His  Gospel. 

That  their  declaration  was  sincere,  we  were  assured  by 
Bowana,  who  said  that  he  could  not  account  for  the  love  of 
bis  people  towards  us,  and  was  afraid  that  both  they,  and 
even  his  own  children,  would  leave  him,  and  goto  tis. 

At  two  o^clock  we  reached  his  kraal,  but  first  waited  at  a 
respectful  distance.  Brother  Fritsch  and  I  then  went  with 
t>ur  interpreter  to  his  huts,  but  were  surprised  to  find  only  the 
women  at  home.  They  directed  us  to  the  beast  kraal.  Here 
all  the  men  were  seated  in  a  semi  circle,  fifteen  or  sixteen  in 
number,  upon  the  dunghill  as  above  described.  Bowanft  oc- 
cupied the  middlemost  seat,  next  to  him  sat  his  brother  To* 
loppo.  His  adult  son  Mapas,  his  council  and  the  rest  of  the 
party,  sat  on  each  side.  Each  had  a  parcel  of  assagays  lying 
by  him.  Though  we  were  unacquainted  with  the  ceremonies 
of  a  formal  visit,  none  being  required  at  our  former  meetings 
yet  we  were  soon  made  aware,  that  this  was  meant  to  be  a 
state  audience.  We  therefore  approached  these  great  per* 
Bonagfs,  with  every  mark  of  respect^  shook  hancjs  with  Bow- 
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Ma,  explained  irliy  the  waggon  had  come  ro  late,  reminds 
ed  him  of  the*  aim  of  our  journey,  and  asked  bis  leave  to 
unyoke  our  oxen.  He  absented  to  everything  with  official 
gravity,  and  as  we  had  been  told,  that  at  first  they  never 
enter  upon  oflicial  concerns^  we  soon  expressed  our  wish  to 
neturn  to  tbe  waggon  and  arrange  our  affairs,  and  then  we 
should  have  more  time  to  converse  with  him.  As  we 
withdrew,  some  of  the  men  laughed  aloud,  whether  for 
joy,  or  because  either  we  or  our  interpreter  bad  committed 
some  blunder  contrary  to  tbe  etiquette  to  be  observed  at  such 
an  audience^  we-could  nottelK  In  the  appearance  of  a  Tam^ 
bookkie  Chief,  both  in  his  person  and  dress^  there  is  no  dis-^ 
tingnisbing  mark,  except  that  bis  kaross,  and  those  of  his 
counsellors,  are  made  of  tiger,  or  tig^r-cat  skins*  fiowana's 
kaross  was  the  worst  and  most  ragged  of  all  in  the  conw 
pany. 

This  is  said  to  be  also  tbe  case  with  TGeika.  I  have^ 
however,  heard  from  travellers,  that  both  'TGeika  and  Mn^ 
chomd  possess  superior  talents  and  cunning  in  their  address^ 
of  which  we  perceived  no  symptoms  inBowana. 

He  appeared  to  us,  a  good-natured  child-like  man^  not 
much  versed  in  diplcmiatic  affairs*  In  the  midst  of  a  seri-> 
Otis  conversation  be  appeared  absent,  and  his  whole  mind 
seemed  fixed  upon  an  old  broken  metal  watch-key^  hanging 
upon  Brother  Fritsch's  watch*  As  far  as  we  could  tell,  be  seem* 
ed  to  treat  his  people  upon  terms  of  equality;  required 
no  service  from  them;  lived  with  them  upon  a  cordial  footing; 
nor  is  there  the  least  appearance  of  superiority  on  the  pari, 
of  the  Chief,  or  of  subordination  in  the  people:  yet  he  pos^*., 
sesses  the  right,  by  advice  of  his  privy-council,  to  punish 
transgressors;  the  punishment  consisting  in  giving  one  or  more 
oxen  as  a  fine,  the  Chief  keeping  the  greater  part  of  the  for-^. 
feit.  in  some  cases,  however,  especially  among  the  Caffres^ 
the  culprit  is  punished  with  death,  when  the  Captain  or  Chief 
himself  runs  him  through  with  an  assagay.  The  dignity  of 
Captain  or  Chief  seems  to  be  more  profitable  than  showy,  but 
greatstress  is  laid  upon  purity  of  descent;  and  though  a  chief 
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hem  a  Adttiber  of  wivet«  (fiowantt  bus  iBeren ;  TGeika,  ihhieeiii ; ' 
Heitoza,  fourteea),  yet,  only  that  son  can  aspire  to  the  rank 
of  his  fetber,  who  is  considered  of  noble  descent.    The  mo- 
ther of  a  noble  family  among*  the  Caffres  must  be  si  Tambook-^ 
kie,  and  that  of  a  Tambookkie,  a  Caffte  woman. 

The  woman,  likewise,  must  be  of  a  noble  origin,  and' 
their  yalae  is  accordingly  rated  at  seventy  or  eighty  oxen ; 
whereas  a  pTebeian  woman  may  be  had  for  ten  or  twelve. 

We  had  hardly  returned  to  our  waggon  before  begging 
commenced  in  a  grand  style:  Bowana  and  his  friends  were 
foremost,  and  would  not  suffer  the  common  people  to  take' 
precedence.  We  found  it  our  interest,  therefore,  first  to 
satisfy  these  hoogmoffendeny  whorthen  kept  off  the  rest;  but 
the  store  of  brass  wire  and  buttons  which  we  had  taken  with 
us,  Was  not  aecording  to  their  taste,  the  first  was  too  thin, 
and  the  last  were  not  of  the  colour  now  in  fashion.  We  did 
not  bring  out  any  beads,  as  we  rather  wished  to  give  them 
usefuf  articles;  at  length,  by  distributing  snuff  and  tobacco, 
handkerchiefs,  tinder-boxes,  and  Gnadenthal  knives,  with  a* 
few  small  axes,  we  pot  an  end  to  the  continual  cry  of  basda, 
(give  a  present). 

The  axes  and  knives  were  most  valued,  and  I  took  that 
opportunity  of  bartering  some  for  their  clothing  and  imple^' 
ments.    Among  those  who  received  presents,  was  a  man 
from  the  Kraal   of  the  most  powerfbl  Tambookkie  Chief^ 
Vosanie,  to  whom  he  would  shew  what  he  had  received, 
and  make  known  our  errand.     Thus,  probably,  the  report 
of  it  Will  spread  through  the  whole  of  the  Tambookkie 
country,  down  to  the  sea  coast.    After  the  distribution  of 
presents,  the  whole  company  seated  themselves  round  out* ' 
fire,  filled  and  smoked  their  pipes,  and  conversed  with  great 
cheerfulness.    We  presented  Bowana  with  a  cup  of  "Coffee, 
which  he  seemed  to  relish  much^  and  let  all  his  children 
and  people  taste  if,  himself  presenting  it  to  their  lips,  lest 
any  one  should  swallow  the  whole.    During  the  begging 
scene  at  the  waggon,  some  people  were  employed  at  the' 
kraal,  where  we  had  had  otir  audience,  in  killing  a  bul« 
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Iddi,  and  tli^y  »fl«rwards  pr^senteil  us  wHb  a  poHioa  of 
the  meat.  Durteg  tbe  conversatioii  at  the  fire,  Bowana 
again  assured  us,  that  he  rejoiced  at  our  arrival,  and 
hoped  that  we  would  remain  with  him,  and  not  make  frienda 
with  other  Chiefs  and  forget  him.  He  also  promised  to  ae^ 
company  us  to  the  place  destined  for  the  settlement.  As  a 
proof  of  peculiar  respect,  I  presented  him  with  a  gilt  brasa 
goi^t,  which,  (with  other  old  clothes  received  from  Eng- 
land sometime  ago),  belonged  to  the  uniform  of  an  offi* 
oer;  and  to  his  son,  Malpas,  I  gave  another  brass  plate^ 
with  the  arms  of  England  engraved  upon  it.  ,  This  pleased 
tbemmuch;  and  Bowana  inquired  whether  he  might. wear 
it  when  he  visited  the  colony.  This  evening  he  gave  me 
amHher  proof  of  his  confidence,  in  requesting  me  to.  give 
medicine  to  one  of  his  children,  who  happened  to  be  ailing* 
This  surprised  me  the  more,  as  I  had  beard  from  travellers^ 
that  the  Tambookhies  are  much  afraid  of  being  bewitched  by 
strangers,  and  have  recourse  to  various  kinds  of  inf^qtatiom 
as  a  preventative;  I  therefore  visited  the  childf  and  finding 
that  I  had  medicines  that  suited  its  case,  I  nMtde  up  a  draughti 
which  was  taken  by  the  child  in  my  presence,  in  tbn  iiiotn-> 
ing.  Bowana  himself  now  complained  of  a  pain  in  the  stdmaebt 
and  requested  to  have  tbe  same  dose  admmisiered  tp  him* 

After  the  hubbub  near  the  waggon  had  ceased,  we  io^ 
formed  Bowana  that  this  day  was  kept  with  peculiar  solemni^ 
ly  by  tbe  while  people  for  the  worship  of  Giod,.  toA  W0  tJiere^ 
fere  intended  to  meet  near  the  waggon  for  that  purpose;  also^ 
that  if  he  and  his  people  chose  to  be  present,  they  were  welcome* 
He,  with  many  others,  attended  the  solenmi  ty«  Brother  Fritsch 
spoke  upon  the  text  for  the  day»  concluding  with  ferrool 
prayer,  particularly  in  bebalf  of  the  inbabilaMts  of  this  eoun* 
try,  in  whose  presence,  for  the  first  time,  the  name  of  tbe  true 
and  living  God  was  called  upon.  In  the  beginning  of  tbeser'^ 
vice,  some  of  the  Tambookkies  began  talking  to  one  anotbeTf 
not  knowing  bo>v  to  behave,  but  soon  keptsttence  by  Bowair 
na's  command.  Some  even  attempted  to  join  in  tbesMiging  of. 
the  hymn.  In  the  evening,  all  of  them  left  ns,  and  we  went 
to  rest,  thankful  for  tbe  opportunity  we  bad  had  to  preadi 
V^L.  St.  ^jr 
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the  gospel  ip  this  heathen  coantry.  We  w«re»  howerer^ 
soon  disturbed  by  a  tremendous  shout,  or  kind  of  song,  ac- 
companying a  dance,  which  lasted  till  midnight,  and  robbed 
us  of  sleep.  Without  doubt,  the  male  and  female  singers, 
and  especially  the  precentor,  whose  coarse  bellowing  was 
heard  above  all  the  other  voices,  thought  they  had  given  a 
fine  specimen  of  their  art;  but  to  our  ears,  nothing  ever  sound, 
ed  more  horrid ;  and  had  we  not  had  such  proofs  of  the  kind 
disposition  of  this  people,  we  might  have  supposed  that  they 
were  a  horde  of  cannibals,  dancing  and  howling  over,  their 
bloody  sacrifice,  their  songs  appearing  best  fitted  to  such 
feasts.  In  the  morning,  we  asked  Bowana  what  all  this  noise 
could  mean?  He  said,  it  was  always  done ^ when  tb«y, killed. 
an  ox.  In  none  of  their  peculiar  customs  is  there  any  trace 
of  a  religious  feeling;  their  usual  answer,  when  questioned 
concerning  them,  is,  that  their  fathers  have  done  so  before 
them ;  yet  We  have  been  informed,  that  they  sometimes  leave 
their  huts,  and  pray  with  their  fiices  turned  towards  the  East. 

July  2d.  Many  Tambookkies  came  begging  to  the  wag- 
gon. Having  paid  a  fiirewell  visit  to  the  huts  and  to  the 
tick  child,  Bowana  drove  his  cattle  out  of  the  kraal,  separ- 
ating  the  calves  from  the  herd,  (for  this  is  always  done,  by 
the  Chief  himself.)  We  now  prepared  to  set  put  towards 
the  place  appointed  for  the  settlement. .  Bowana,  indeed, 
wished  to  detain  us  a  day  longer  at  his  place,  but  was  easily 
persuaded  to  accompany  us,  on  our.  representing,  that  we 
wished  to  finish' our  business,  while  our  horses  and  bullocks 
were  still  strong. 

We  set  out  at  half  past  nine,  and  Bowana,  and  foar  or 
five  Tabfibookkies,  accompanied  us.  He  was  chiefly  on  foot, 
and  only  sometimes  rested  in  the  waggon. 

From  Bowana's  kraal,  a  row  of  hills  stretches  three  or 
four  leagues  to  the  N.  £.;  to  the  S.  £•  they  descend  into  n 
beautiful  grassy  plain,  bounded,  towards  Caffraria,  by  bills 
connected  with  the  Winterberg,  and  watered  by  the  Cbkraal 
river,  flowing  firom  S.  to  £. 

At  the  N.  E.  declivity  of  the  above-mentioned  bills, 
the  Oskraal  fiiUs  into  the  Klipplaat  river,  which  rises  in  the 
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bills  of  CaflTrariay  and  passing  from  S.  E.  to  N.  W.,  joins  the 
Wittkoy  an  hoar's  rideiarther  to  tbe  N.  W.  The  country,  at 
the  junction  of  these  rivers,  was  described  to  us  by  tbe  farm- 
ers, who  hunt  all  over  it,  and  have  given  these  Dutch  names  to 
the  rivers,  as  peculiarly  suited  for  a  settlement,  particularly 
the  banks  of  tbe  Klipplaat,  to  which  Bowana  led  us. 

After  a  ride  of  four  hours  and  a  half,  we  arrived  on  the 
banks  of  the  Oskraal.  Towards  the  N.  W.  we  found  a  gras- 
sy plain,  with  a  fertile  soil,  and  covered  in  many  places  with 
mimosa  bushes:  between  the  latter  and  the  river,  lies  an  ex« 
tensive  pasture.  Bowana  thought  we  might  build  near  a 
small  spring,  which  he  showed  us,  but  we  were  of  a  different 
opinion.  Large  herds  of  hartebeests  made  their  appearance, 
tif  which  Moses  Boosman  shot  on^,  about  the  size  of  a  cow, 
which  served  us  for  fresh  meat.  When  the  Tambookkies  saw 
that  so  large  a  creature,  which  they  can  kill  only  by  driving 
them  among  the  rocks  or  into  the  zoekoe-gats,  or  tanks,  fell 
dead  with  one  ball,  they  were  astonished,  and  exclaimed, 
**  Moses  is  a  strong  man!'*  Indeed,  this  artificial  strength  of 
tbe  white  people,  and  their  own  weakness,  makes  them  take 
refuge  from  the  Tetchannas  in  the' colony,  and  no  doubt 
influences  their  desire  to  have  a  Christian  settlement  in 
their  country.  Thus,  as  thirty  years  ago,  the  oppressed 
state  of  the  Hottentots  led  them  to  desire  to  have  a  Mission 
established  among  them,  so  the  outward  distress  of  the  Tam- 
bookkies may  become  the  means,  by  God's  providence,  of 
introducing  the  gospel  amongst  them.  The  same  is  the  case 
with  the  Caffres,  and  every  Chief  wishes  to  have  a  settlement 
in  his  country. 

The  Tambookkies  are  less  warlike  than  tb^  Caffres,  and, 
according  to  the  opinion  of  the  Missionaries  now  in  Caffraria, 
'seem  better  prepared  to  receive  tbe  gospel.  They  consider 
Bowana's  situation  as  the  most  eligible,  and  intended  to  havo 
made  an  attempt  to  establish  a  Mission  here,  but  declined  it 
as  soon  as  Government  applied  to  us. 

Having  in  tbe  afternoon  encamped  on  the  banks  of  the 
Oskraal,  Brother  Fritsch  and  I  reconnoitred  the  country  up 
the  river,  and  returned  at  sun-set.     Oai*  people  were  mean- 
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while  catting  up  and  salting  Ae  flesh  of  the  bartebeest,  WiU 
lows  grow  everywhere  by  the  waterside;  the  shores  of  the 
river  are  high,  and  the  water  has  very  little  fell,  being  ratber 
a  continnatiom  of  tanks,  in  which  the  stream  is  bardly  per* 
oeptible.  The  water  is  clear,  and  sufficient  for  the  irrigation 
of  the  grounds,  and  even  for  the  siupply  of  a  mill. 

Bowana  assured  us,  that  he  bad  never  seen  the  stream  so 
low,  which  both  our  interpreter  and  others  confirmed.  One 
of  them,  however,  stated  that  he  had  seen  it  quite  stagnant. 

We  found,  even  to-day^  a  place  where  a  Missionary 
settlement  might  be  built.  In  the  evening,  we  sang  a  hymn, 
and  considered  the  text  of  the  day..**  This  i$  the  dojf  which 
the  Lord  hath  made^  we  will  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  it :  *'  Ps. 
cxviii.  24.  The  company  consisted  of  Caffres,  Tambookktes* 
and  Hottentots;  and  Bowana  seemed  seriously  impressed  by  the 
service.  Hitherto  we  had  supposed  tlrnt  we  were  encamping 
on  theKIipplaat  river,  and  did  not  know  that  we  had  been  on 
the  Oskraal,  till  we  returned  to  the  waggon.  We  therefore 
examined  the  plain  of  the  Kiipplaat  river»  on  the  3d  July, 
where  we  found  herds  of  spring^bucks,  hartebeests,  quaggas, 
and  some  guoos.  We  proceeded  to  the  place  where  the  river 
leaves  the  mountains,  and  where  it  is  as  large  as  any  river 
we  bad  seen  in  the  colony.  The  water  is  perfectly  sweet, 
and  we  were  informed,  that  this  river,  even  afier  a  long 
drought,  is  never  dry.  We  followed  its  banks  to  its  junc- 
tion with  the  Oskraal;  here  its  bed  lies  so  low,  that  it  would 
be  difficult  to  make  water-courses  for  irrigation ;  and  there- 
fore the  land  on  the  Oskraal  appeared  more  suited  to  our 
purpose.  Bowana  likewise  observed  repeatedly^  that,  on  the 
Kiipplaat  we  should  be  too  far  from  him. 

We  therefore  examined  the  Oskraal,  from  its  junction 
witb  that  river,  to  our  encampment,  and  proceeded  with  the 
w^gon  higher  up  its  banks,  where  we  had  the  pleasure  to 
find  several  places  fit  for  irrigation,  but  thought  it  premature 
to  fix  on  any  spot  for  a  settlement;  we  would  raiher  leave  it 
to  the  decision  of  those  who  m^  undertake  tbe  Mission;  con- 
sidering also,  that  they  may  be  here  at  anckher  season  of  the 
year, and  become  better  actjuainted  with  local. circumstances* 
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Whenever  we  asked  Bowana,  wiiather  it  liad  hie  fM  appve- 
batioQ  that  we  should  form  a  settlement  on  the  Oskraal,  he 
al trays*  coofirmed  it. 

As  to  fixing  boundaries  and  other  similar  airangiemeiiliy 
we  foaad  that  neither  the  Tfimbookkies  nor  the  Caffres 
know  of  any  such  regulations.  They  seek  to  live  in  peaee 
with  their  neighbonrs^  and  to  setde  all  diiEsreDoes  about 
possession  in  an  amicable  manner.  In  returning  down  the 
Oskraal  to  Bowaaa's  place,  we  met  a  little  swarm  of  locusts, 
and  heanl  that  these  insects  had  done  great  mischid^  in  this 
country,  during  the  last  year.  About  three  o'clock*  we 
reached  our  old  encampment  near  Bowana's  residence,  and 
had  many  risitors,  but  were  net  much  troubled  with  begging. 
The  confidence  of  the  people  towards  us  increased  more  and 
more;  we  taught  each  other  to  pronounce  our  names,  and 
Bowana's  wives  were  particularly  pleased  U>  see  their  names 
written  down.  They  always  set  up  loiid  laughter  when  I 
called  them  by  name.  Tlie  men  were  diverted  by  measuring 
themselves  with  Brother  Fritsch,  who  is  tall,  and  were  pleased 
to  find  that  fiowana  and  two  of  the  company  were  e^ual  to 
him  in  height. 

In  general,  we  noticed  that  the  men,  both  among  the  CaC* 
fres  and  Tambookkies»  are  tall  and  well  formed,  but  the  wo- 
men are  altogether  of  low  stature.  Whether  this  proceeds 
from  their  being  obliged  to  do  all  the  heavy  work,  and  to  re* 
main  in  their  close  unhealthy  cottages,  while  the  men  take  no 
share  in  the  labour,  but  spend  most  of  their  time  in  the  open 
air«  I  will  not  determine.  When  it  be^;^  to  grow  dark,  Bow- 
ana,  perceiving  no  arrangement  for  Divine  service,  desined 
our  interpreter  to  tell  us,  that  he  hoped  we  «hottM  have  our 
visual  meeting,  to  which  be  wished  to  bring  ^1  his  wives  and 
people;  this  was  unexpected  by  us,  and  excited  ns  to  thank 
the  Lord,  that  He  bad  given  us  so  much  acceptance  with  this 
man,  that  he  not  only  did  not  oppose  our  worship,  but  of  his 
own  accord  requested,  that  we  might  call  upon  the  name  of 
God.  We  had  a  very  etill,  and  apparently  devout  auditoiy, 
though  they  did  not  understand  our  words.  The  e^nging  al 
the  hymn  was  peculiarly  pleaMUt  to  thnmr  nod  we  ycayod 
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that  the  Spirit  of  God  might  cause  it  to  produce  in  them  a 
desire  after  the  worship  of  the  true  Grod. 

As  to  the  question  whether  a  Mission  in  the  Tambookkie 
country  maybe  attempted,  it  may  be  answered  in  the  af- 
firmative, both  as  to  the  willingness  of  the  Chief  and  bis  peo- 
ple, and  the  proposed  situation  of  the  settlement.  It  remains 
to  be  considered  what  difficulties  may  arise  from  the  language 
and  peculiar  customs  and  manners  of  the  nation.  With  a 
.  view  to  this  inquiry,  it  appeared  to  us,  that  a  risit  to  one  or 
two  of  the  Missionary  settlements  in  the  Caffre  country  might 
be  useful.  The  Caffres  and  Tambookkies  having  the  same 
language,  and  nearly  the  same  customs. 

The  shortest  way  from  Bowana's  place  to  'TChumie,  » 
across  the  mountains,  and  is  a  journey  of  one  day  on  horse- 
back; but  this  was  not  possible  in  tlie  present  state  of  our  cat- 
tle, and  in  this  season  of  the  year,  nor  would  Bowana  have 
approved  of  it,  as  he  feared  that  we  might  make  acquaintance 
with  other  Chiefs,  and  lose  our  attachment  to  him.  We  there- 
fore resolved  to  return  to  the  colony,  and  from  thence  to  make 
an  excursion  into  the  Caffre  country. 

July  Ath.  We  took  leave  of  Bowana,  giving  him  hopes 
that  some  of  our  Brethren  might  return  to  him.  Our  road 
to  the  Zwartzkoy  was  the  same  as  that  we  had  before  tra- 
velled. Passing  by  the  kraals,  the  people  again  came  out 
to  welcome  us,  and  walked  part  of  the  way  with  us.  In 
the  evening  we  passed  the  boundary,  and  encamped  near  the 
first  of  the  remarkable  Table  mountains  above  described,  and 
^hicbform  the  peculiar  feature  of  this  country.  Tn  our  eve- 
ning service  we  prayed  the  Lord  to  fulfil  the  promise  con- 
tained in  the  text  of  the  day,  «*  The  glory  of  the  God  of  Is^ 
rael  came  from  the  way  of  the  east,  and  the  earth  shifted 
with  his  glory.**    Ezek.  xliii.  2. 

July  5M.  We  drove  round  the  foot  of  the  Table  moun« 
tains,  and,  after  a  journey  of  seven  hours  and  a  half,  encamped 
nedr  the  place  of  Andrew  Kriigel.  While  we  were  sitting 
round  our  fire,  one  of  our  company  related  that,  not  far  from  the 
road,  there  was  a  cavern^  in  which  many  drawings  were  made 
upon  the  rocks;  they  seem  to  be  similar  to  those  described  by 
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Barrowt  ms  made  by  the  Biisbiiien»  but  are  probably  the  work - 
of  hoDting  faroiera* 

July  6th.  Early^  the  cold  was  so  intense,  that  it  was  long 
before  the  sun  coald  disperse  the  hoar  frost,  and  on  the  moun- 
tains near  us  the  late  snow  had  not  melted.  We  however 
passed  the  grassy  Groenberg  without  meeting  with  any  of  the 
difficulties  we  had  experienced  last  week,  and  arrived  safe  in 
the  romantic  vale  of  the  Bavian's  river. 

After  a  short  visit  to  the  elder  Mr.  Pringle,  we  sp^nt  tho 
uigbt  at  Mr,  Rennie's  place.  He  was  not  at  home,  but  his' 
mother  received  us  with  great  kindness,  and  his  companion, 
Stephen  Moller,  a  Scotch  settler,  kindly  lent  us  a  team  of  ox» 
en,  as  we  were  afraid  that  our  poor  fatigued  beasts  could  not 
draw  us  through  the  drifts. 

July  7th.  We  passed  the  Bavian's  river,  with  eight  oxen^ 
but  came  to  a  place  so  steep,  that  we  were  obliged  to  put  four 
more  to  the  waggon,  and  first  to  clear  the  way  of  stones,  be* 
fore  we  could  pass  over  it.  After  a  journey *of  nine  hours^ 
we  reached  William  Printzlo's  place. 

July  Sth*  We  left  the  road  to  Somerset,  and  passed  over 
the  Kakaberg.  Our  intention  was  to  visit  the  military  post,  sit- 
uated on  the  declivity  of  that  hill,  several  of  our  Gnadentbal 
Hottentots  being  among  the  soldiers.  We  reached  it  after  se- 
ven hours'  drive,  and  very  soon  had  a  company  of  Gnadenthal 
Hottentots  assembled  about  the  waggtm.  The  wind  was,  how- 
ever,  so  high,  that  1  was  obliged  to  creep  into  the  waggon  (a 
defend  my  eyes  from  the  dust.  Brother  Fritsch  did  his  ut- 
most to  bear  it,  and  addressed  the  visiting  soldiers,  sung  a 
hymn,  and  prayed  with  them.  They  were  very  sorry,  that 
they  had  neither  divine  worship,  nor  schools  at  this  place,  as 
at  Gnadenthal.  The  commanding  officer  of  this  post,  whom 
I  waited  upon  immediately  on  our  arrival,  informed  me  that  he 
had  just  received  an  express,  with  the  unpleasant  news,  thai 
a  detachment  under  his  command  had  had  a  conflict  with  a 
horde  of  Mantatees,  on  the  great  Orange  river.  They  bad 
stolen  a  herd  of  cattle,  belonging  to  a  colonist,  and  were  fol* 
lowed  by  the  soldiers.    The  savages  fled,  and  placing  the 
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esttk  IB  a  ^ftf  iDOVDted  a  bill,  and  ckfendeil  fbeir  prey  by 
throwing  assagays,  which  compelled  the  soktiers,  contrary  to 
their  usiml  practice  on  these  expeditions,  to  fire  upon  them. 
Thtee  Mantatees  w^re  killed^  eae  taken  priaoner,  and  the  rest 
put  to  flight,  leaTihg  the  berd  in  poesession  of  the  sol- 
dicTB.  Two  years  ago,  a  coosfderable  number  of  these  peo- 
ple entered  the  colony,  where  they  found  work  amongst  the 
farmers.  But  though  well  treated,  many  of  them  do  not  like 
their  situation,  and  mn  away ;  these  herd  together,  and  live 
by  pBlage.  On  the  great  Fish-riFer,  we  met  farmers  in  pur« 
soit  of  the  runaways,  but  at  the  Missionary  station,  'TCbumie, 
where  many  Mantatees  lire,  there  is  no  instance  of  their  run- 
ning away;  and  they  distinguish  themselves  by  their iaduslry 
and  diligence. 

On  the  &ih  Jnly^  the  Veld  Cornet,  Erasmas,  having 
provided  us  with  horses  and  a  trusty  guide,  besides  peraiiU' 
ting  our  waggon  to  remain  at  his  place,  we  returned  to  Kaka* 
post.  This  place  was  given  to  the  Landdrost,  for  the  services 
he  had  rendered  to  the  colotiy.  It  is  a  beautiful  and  roman- 
tic situation,  under  a  bill,  overgrown  with  wood,  with  water 
sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  irrigation ;  but  the  high  winds 
which  prevail  here,  are  w>  troublesome,  that  the  soldiers  must 
return  to  fort  Beaufort  on  the  Kakaswer.  I  requested  the 
commanding  oflicer  to  permit  all  our  own  people  to  attend  as 
at  tbe  waggon,  to  which  he  kindly  assented.  Here  we  bad  a 
good  opportunity  tospeak  with  them,  and  to  become  acquahif* ' 
ed  with  their  situation.  In  the  evening  we  prcMreeded  to  die 
Veld  Comet,  Erasmus,  with  the  waggon,  who,  in  tbe  course 
of  conversation,  gave  us  much  interesting  information,  botb 
respecting  the  Caffres  and  the  white  inhabitants  of  tbe  fron-- 
tier.  He  also  described  the  manner  of  hunting  lions,  elepbaats, 
rhinoceroses,  and  hippopotamuses.  Nothing  can  exceed  tbe 
courage  witb  which  the  farmers  perform  this  dangerous  ser* 
vice.  Their  horses  being  trained  to  it,  they  attack  whole 
herds  of  elephants  with  intrepidity,  always  choosing  even 
ground.  Huntiiig  lions  is  more  dangerous  than  elephants. 
A  fortnight  ago,  a  neighbour  of  Mr.  Erasmus  liad  met  wilk 
an  accident;  a  lion  springing  upon  bim,  his  horse  was  dread- 
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faHly  lae^ated.  Erasmus  seemed  to  delight  in  tfak  species 
of€haBe,am]Jiketbere9t  of  tbefarmerB  on  the  Zivartzkoy,  to 
hunt  lions  with  the  greatest  eagerness.  Three,  who  had  ac- 
oooipanied'  us  to  Bowana's  place,  hoped  to  Ireat  me  with  a 
chase  by  the  way,  but  unfortunately,  or  rather  fortunately  for 
me,  no  oppoituniiy  occurred. 

The  rhinoceros  is  found  upon  the  great  Fish^river,  and 
'  of  all  the  large  wild  beasts  is  the  roost  dangerous  to  attack. 
A  company  ^of  farmers  were  lately  attacked  by  three  of 
these  animals,  and  escaped  merely  through  the  fleetness  of 
t^ir  horses.  Our  host  had  lately  shot  one,  of  which  I  bought 
part  of  the  skin- for  some  gunpowder,  as  likewise  a  skull,  two 
of  which  ornamented  the  entrance  to  his  house.  Gunpowder 
is  the  chief  article  sought  for  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  fron- 
lier,  and  more  valued  than  bread,  of  which  they  are  often  in 
waiit^  but  they  are  never  without  guupowder. 

.  Jtdy  lOtk.  According  to  promise,  the  Veld  Cornet  sent 
four  horses  on  the  preceding  ereiiing,  and  intended  to  be  with 
us  early  in  the  mornipg,  but,  .as  he  did  not  arrive,  we  set  out, 
having  a  long  day's  journey  to  make,  and  it  being  unsafe  to 
travel  by  uig^t,  on  account  of  the  lions.  We  had  a  little  boy,  - 
ten  years  old,  for  our  guide  into  Caffiraria*  Out  horses  being 
strong  and  lively,  we  reached  'TCbumie  in  eight  hours,  being 
fifty-five  English  miles,  and  ulcere  cordtally  received  by  the 
Hissionary,  Mr.  Thompson,  We  had  irossed  the  river  Gonap, 
which  is  now  the  boundary  stpeaan,  the  land  between  that  and 
the  Kat  river,  of  rin^e  leagues  in  breadth,  being  considered 
neutral  grovad,  iipon  which  neither  Gaffires  nor  wbrte  people 
oreaHowed  to  settle;  yet  some  Cafte  kraals  are  placed  upon 
it,  wbick  the  Colonial  government  connives  at.  Our  inter« 
praier  was  sent  after  ns  by  the  Veld  Gornet,  and  obliged  to 
spend  the  night  on  the  waste,  iAeepIess,  and  exceedingly 
alarmed  by  the  roaring  of  lions.  One  of  our  friends  at  So* 
morset,  itati veiling  Ibis  way,  met  four  lof  tbese  ferocious  ant- 
tnais,  feasitittg  upon  a  dead  quagga.  He  stood  tftiH,  fixing 
bis  eyes  upon  tfa^i,  when,  after  some  time^  (hey  walked 
oJTat  A  alow  pace,  and  quitted  their  prey.  About  ten  years 
ago,  an  English  Missionary,  Mr.  Williams,  resided  in  this 
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country;  and  laboured  with  some  success  among  the  CaflVes. 
We«iH\v  I  isgnve,  and  the  ruins  of  his  house  near  Fort  Beau- 
fort. 

Meeting  a  herd  of  cattle,  belonging:  to  TChumie,  and  the 
herdsmen  iicing  mostly  Gonaquas,  and  understanding  some 
Dutch,  ve  engaged  a  little  boy  as  gfuide,  to  show  us  the  way* 
His  name  was  Myn  Heer.  They  give  their  children  the  names 
of  Colonists  or  others,  and  even  called  one  of  them  Lord. 
Charles  Somerset* 

After  resting  half  an  hour  at  the  Kat  river,  we  passed 
overarugged  country,  through  longdeep  gl^ns^and  over  steep 
hills,  and  arrived  at  'TChumie  in  the  evening. 

There  are  six  Missionary  settlements  established  in  Caf- 
fraria.  'TChumie  and  Lovedale,  by  the  Glasgow  Missionary 
Society;  one  on  the  BuflTalo's  river,  by  the  London  Mission- 
ary Society;  and  Wesleyville  and  Mount  Coke,  by  the  Me- 
thodists, from  whence  Mr.  Shrewsbury  is  gone  to  begin  a 
Mission  in  Hinza*s  land.  TChumie  is  the  oldest  station. 
TGeika  having  made  it  a  condition  of  peace,  in  1819,  that  a 
Missionary  should  reside  with  him,  Mr.  Thompson  was 
appointed  Missionary  and  Grovemment  agent^  for  which  be 
receives  a  salary.  The  settlement  is  well  situated  on  a  river, 
under  a  woody  hill,  and  the  soil  seems  fruitful,  but  cold. 

This  is  the  largest  settlement  in  Caffraria,  and  has  three 
hundred  inbabiUnts  in  about  a  hundred  huts,  of  which  thirty 
are  square,  and  stand  in  a  regular  street. 

The  Missionaries,  Messrs.  Brownlees  and  Thompson, 
have  two  good  houses,  with  gardens.  Mr.  Thompson  be- 
gan, some  years  ago,  by  the  assistance  of  his  Cafires,  to 
build  an  octagon  church,  but  it  could  not  be  finished;  yet, 
not  only  on  Sundays,  but  every  rooming,  the  congrega- 
tion assembles  within  its  walls.  In  the  evening,  the  people 
come  together  in  two  parties  in  a  hut,  when  tbey  are  cate- 
chized upon  the  subjects  [Mroposed  in  the  morning.  The 
difficulty  of  learning  the  language  seems  to  be  a  main 
hindrance  in  this  country;  and  in  all  the  settlements,  an  in- 
terpreter must  be  employed.    The  Missionaries  have  hardly 
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learnt  enough  for  common  conversation.  In  Lovedale,  Mr. 
Bennie  has  established  a  small  printings-office^  and  print- 
ed a  spelling-book,  the  Lord's  prayer,  the  ten  command- 
ments,' and  some  prayers.  He  began  a  dictionary^  but  the 
grammar  is  so  intricate,  that  he  can  hardly  venture  upon  it. 
Yet  his  labours  may  be  of  some  use. 

It  appears  to. me,  as  if  the  Missionaries  laid  too  much 
stress  upon  imitating  the  click  of  the  tongue,  of  which  they 
count  four  varieties.  Perhaps  it  might  be  omitted,  as  the 
English  ojmic  the  k  before  an  it.  We  remarked,  that  this 
-clidk^  which  seems  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  Caffres,  was 
•much  more  used  by  the  inhabitants  of 'TCbumie,(partof  whom 
are  Hottentots),  than  by  the  Tambookkies;  and  the  Mission- 
aries themselves  reported,  that  the  deeper  they  penetrated 
into  Uie  CaflTre  country,  the  less  they  found  it  in  use. 

It  is  particulary  singular  in  singingt  and  creates  an  un- 
pleasant hiatus.  Excepting  this  click,  the  CafTre  language 
is  one  of  the  softest  and  most  pleasant  I  have  ever  henrd^  bav- 
.ing  a  great  proportion  of  vowels  and  liquids.  Should  we 
begin  a  Mission  among  the  Tambookkies,  the  jftbours  of  these 
gopd  Missionaries  will-  assist  us^  as  well  as  their  wiilingnete 
.to  forward  our  undertaking  in  every  way;  yet  we  must  also 
employ  interpreters,  which  the  Missiomiries  now  in  Caffraria 
.find  a  great  inconvenience.  There  arie  few  of  (he  natives, 
wbo  have  sense  and  heart  for  such  an  office,  but  perhaps  we 
might  find  one  or  other  of  our  people  at  Enon^  such  as  the 
CafiTre  Wilhelmina,  useful  in  that  way. 

In  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  natives  there  are  like- 
wise ipany  obstacles  to  overcome,  polygamy,  circumcisipti, 
&c.  These  customs  seem,  however^  to  have  no  connectiun 
with  religious  principles.  We  supposed,  that  the  begging  sys- 
tem would  be  very  troublesome  to  the  Missionaries,  but  it  is 
easily  put.  down  by  demanding  a  trifle  in  exchange  for  every 
gift.  All  labour  by  the  natives  is  paid  for.  Theft  has  near- 
ly ceased,  and  every  thief  is  punished.  At  present,  tjie  Mis- 
sionaries live  as  safely. among  the  CaflTres  as  under  Christian 
Government,  and  may  supply  themselves  with  every  neces- 
.sary  of  life  by  the  colonial  markets. 
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I)iA€Ul<ia)  will  of  ^ni^se  aHHid  first  beginningv,  bat 
they  are  not  insurmount^Ie^ 

Mr.  Tbot&psoti  hw^  Ihred  five  yenrs  in  GRflfrarift»  and  con* 
i^fdered  a  MiMion  among  the  Tambookktes  very  practicable, 
tbey  beings  mord  humble  and  peaceably  disposed  than  the 
Caffresy  who  are  richer  and  m^ire  ctinning^.  The  inhabitants 
of  'TChumie  liiFo  by  their  flocks  and  herds.  These  may  alto- 
g^her  amount  to  three  thowsand  head;  besides irhich  tlvey 
plant  Indian  corn  and  pumpkins,  and  furnish  the  market  in 
f^ort  Wiltshire  with  the  produce  of  their  grounds* 

Jufy  llth.  In  tire  morning  service^  at  wbidi  i^ut  si<ty 
persons  ^ere  present,  Mr*  Tbonspson  ekplain«d  part  of  the 
Acts  of  the  Ap06tIeS|  by  an  interpfefer,  after  tfhich  a  Oafffe 
erflfefed  up  a  prayer.  We  then  visited  tbe  school,  which  an^ 
assistant  keeps;  some  of  the  scboltirs  repeated  the  ten  com- 
itiandtnents  and  the  Lord's  prayer.  In  the  afternoon,  we  rode 
Hdfh  Mt.  Thompson  to  the  Scttiemeiit  at  Loredale,  twelve 
miles  distant.  The  toad  led  thtougli  f^leaSant  vates,  and  over 
bUsby  hills,  and  we  wene  received  by  Messrs.  R6ss  and  Ben- 
nie,  in  the  moM  bt\>tberly  mamer. 

BesM^  the  MisSion-ht^use,  to  which  arre  attanhed  a  churdi 
and  sehool,  the  tiihige  consists  of  circulnr  hut^.  It  was  be- 
^itn  ftNir  yeRAlu  ago»  iemd  the  gardens  are  Weil  planted.  In 
getieml,  the  Missionaries^  in  'TChutnie  and  Lovedtde,  have 
exerted  themselves  wiHi  exemplary  diKjg^nce,  both  in  their 
s^rkual  and  tewipbral  duties,  and  when  we  const  jet*  what 
difficulties  they  had  to  encounter,  it  is  surprising  Irorw  nrach 
ihey  imv«  etfbeted  ih  so  short  a  lime.  Tbe  vvemfty  of  Love- 
dsie  is  popnlonsy  and  counts  ^xty-4ive  Oafflre  kraalS)  within 
a  circuit  of  eight  Bnglisfa  miles. 

Towards  evening  we  returned  to  ^TChufiie»  and  met  on 
fhe  /dad  a  number  of  women  wilh  loads  of  b«illocABs'  bides 
UfNm  th^ir  heads^  for  tlve  market  at  Fort  Wiltehire.  Tbe  wo- 
msn  are  ibdoed  -only  the  slaves  ef  their  lfusiba«ds,  the  men 
sire  berdsmen^  buulers,  and  warriors^  When  a  man  die%  his 
many  widoNrs  find  employment*  Tbe  older  tmes  are  useftil 
for  work,  and  the  ymmgter,  not  only  for  work,  bat  for  salew 

On  the  I2th^  we  took  leave  of  Mr  Thompson^  who  pro- 
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mmed  to  render  us  every  aMistance^  if  \re  bectaie  hia  neigli* 
hours,  on  the  other  side  of  the  tiiou6tBUis«  Our  horses  were 
fresh,  Mid  we  reached  tht  waggoB  in  the  afteraooa. 

Our  oxen  bad  beeoiue  so  wild  by  resting,  thAt  we  could 
hardly  bring  them  into  order.  They  were  frightened  at  the 
Caffi^  oad  Tambookkies  with  us^  their  karosses  being  black, 
aad  thetr  bodies  painted  red,  and  before  they  were  out  of  aight 
none  of  them  would  take  the  yoke. 

As  I  had  promised  the  Landdrost  to  call  at  Somerset, 
to  report  our  progress,  and  give  my  opinion  respeeting  the 
possibility  of  fonning  a  mission  among  the  Tambookkies,  we 
resolved  that  Brother  Fritsch  should  proceed  with  the  wag^ 
gon  the  straight  road  to  Enon,  while  I,  with  one  of  the  men, 
took  iho  road  to  Somerset. 

The  lath.  Aocordtogly  I  left  the  waggon,  forded  the 
great  Fisb^iver,  and  reached  Somerset  in  the  afteraoon. 

The  Landdrost  rejoiced  to  bei^r,  that  we  thought  the 
Mission  praetieaUe^  and  promised  orery  assistanoe  in  his 
power, 

l^h.  Having  been  provided  with  good  horsey  I  reached 
Mr.  Matbews*s  form,  on  the  Bn^LTiver,  and  oa  the  followii^ 
morning  travelled  throi^h  the  romantic  and  diflicutt  defiles 
of  the  Ztturberg  to  Enoa,  from  whence  I  seat  fresh  oxen  to 
meet  Jbe  waggon.  Brother  Fritsch  arrived  lii^itb  it  on  the 
17th,  safe  and  well.  Not  long  after  our  arrival  at  Enon^  I 
made  preparation  to  return  with  my  family  and  two  children 
to  Gnadenthal. 

SlBt  of  July.  We  left  Enon,  and  were  accompanied  by 
file  Missfonaries  and  a  great  part  of  the  congregation  to  old 
Scbeeper's  form.  Brother  Haker  and  his  family  proceeded  in 
oai!VHmipany  to  Uitenhage.  # 

We  lodged  with  our  excellent  friend.  Col.  Guyler,  whom 

we  were  sorry  to  find  in  a  bad  state  of  health.    Though  we 

•were  closely  slowvd  in  out  waggon,  it  pleaded  God  to  grant 

us  a  safe  journey,  and  tia  preserve  us  firom  all  the  mishaps  and 

iapcswvenietices  we  bad  feared. 

Atsgurt  l&A.  We  passed  the  narrow  defiles  of  the  Atta- 
4|uaV  kioof,  and  arrived  on  the  23ri  in  Swellendam,    Between 
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^his  pIsKse  and  Gnadenthaly  we  receiyed,  on  the  24th»  the  nn« 
pleasant  intelligence,  that  the  poor  t*anibookkies  had  been 
obliged  to  fly  into  the  colony,  by  an  irruption  of  the  Tet- 
channas;.  that  all  CaiFraria  was  in  arms  to  repel  these  invad- 
erSj  and  that  the  Grovernor  had  reached  the  Sonderend  on  his 
.way  to  the  frontier.  I  therefore  left  the  waggon  on  the  24th9 
and  rode,  to  Cobus  Linde's  farm  to  meet  the  Governor  on  the 
following  day.  His  Excellency  arrived  on  the. 25th,  and,  to 
.my  sorrow,  confirmdd  (he  report,  and  that  our  friend  Bowana, 
and  his  Tambookkies,  with  12,000  head  of  cattle,  had  retreat- 
ed into  the  colony.  But  the  General  hoped  8oon  to  quell 
•these  disturbances. 

.  This  painful  intelligence  prevented  our  coming  to  any 
decision  respecting  the  Mission,  till  we  received  further  in- 
telligence ;  but  we  think  it  providential  that,  by  these  circum- 
stances, Groverumentsees  the  necessity  of  making  provision 
for  the  safety  of  the  tribes  on  the  frontier. 

•His  Excellency  having*  promised  to  siend  me  further  in- 
formation, I  left  him,  and  reached  Gnadenthal  by  the  bridge, 
without  lyhich  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  pass  the 
Sonderend.  I  had  been  absent  fifteen-  weeks,  and  we-all 
joined  ia  thanking  and  praising  the  Lord  for  his  help  and 
•protection;  and  in  prayer,  thatHisgracious  views  respecting 
the  Tambookkies  and  other  heathen  nations  may  be  accom- 
plished. 


Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Henry  Schmitt. 

Gnadenthal,  August  2rf,  1^7. 
•".  MY.  last  was  written  in  April,  and  I  will  now  fulfil  my 
promise  to  give  you  some  information  respecting  the  jwir- 
ney  undertaken  by  .the  Brethren  Hallbeck^and  Fritsch,  to  the . 
Tambookkie  country. 

(The  insertion  of  this  part  of  the.  letter,  is  rendered  un- 
necessary by  that  of  the  foregoing  journal). 

^*  As  soon  as  Brother  Halbeck  returns,  we  shall  consult 
.about  the  best  means  of  complying  with  the  Governor's  re- 
quest, supported  as  it  is  by  that  of  the  Tambookkies  them- 
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selves.  I  trusty  that  Brethren  will  not  be  wanting  to  b^gin 
the  Mission,  and  am  glad  to  perceiye,  that  their  minds  are 
bent  upon  it,  and  that  they  have  courage  to  advance^and  by 
the  Lord's  help/  to  assist  in  deliyering  this  people  out  of  the 
clutches  of  the  deyil,  in  .which  they  have  been  kept  captived> 
£or  centuries.  If  upon  such  a  call,  and  preparation  being 
made  by  the  Lord  Himself,  wedo  not  advance  and  spend  out 
utmost  strength  upon  the  work,  waare  not  worthy  to  be  call- 
ed  his  servants.  If  the  Lord  opens  a  door,  He  Himself  will 
make  way,  and  prepare  the  hearts  of  the  heathen ;  and  surely 
Brethren  and  Sisters  will  be  found  in  our  congregations,  who 
will  feel  themselves  excited  to  proclaim  the  Gospel  tothe 
Tambookkies,  as  well  as  to  other  heathen  nations. 

**  Many  Hottentots  come  to.£nou,  requesting  permission 
to  live  there.  Before  I  left  that  place,  considerable  prepara- 
tion was  made  towards  building  the  new  house.  Both  at 
Groenekloof  and  at  Elim,  all  the  Missionaries  are  well.  To 
the  latter  place. we  have  sent  to-day  a  whole  waggon-Ioad  of 
young  oaks.  If  they  grow  and  thrive  well,  there  will  here- 
after be  no  want  of  timber. 

The  new  Mission-house  is  finished.  The  Hottentots  of 
Gnad'enthal  are  not  very  willing  to  remove  thither,  for  we 
perceived,  in  1816,  as  you  will  remember,  that  they  would 
not  willingly  dwell  in  any  place  where. they  may  not  maintain 
large  herds  of  cattle.  They  prefer  that  to  agriculture  and 
gardening. 

**  We  shall  remain  here  till  Brother  Hallbeck's  return. 
Gladly  would  we  yet  devote  our  services  to  the  mission,  but 
though  the  spirit  is  willing,  the  flesh  is  weak,  and  our  strength 
is  gone. .  This  winter  I  have  suffered  much  from  my  old  coooh 
plaints,  but  am  better  at  present.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  H^  P.  Hai^lbeck. 

Gnadenthal,  S^.  3df  I827« 
^  YOUR  letters  have  been  received  with  thanks,  and  among 
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them  one  brought  by  Mrs.  Keyser.  I  bad  not  ibe  pleMure 
of  seeMig  ker,  as  she  probably  -went  (o  Caffraria  duriog  lay 
absence.  I  nay  say,  that  we  are»  more  tbaa  OFer,  uiiited  iu 
tbat  bond  of  love*  whicb  <nigbi  to  cbacaettrize  every  braticb 
of  the  Bretbren's  Unity.  Your  letter  by  Dr.  Gaidter  k  eome 
to  baod,  aad  I  thank  you  lor  tfae  tnibniiatson  it  coataiiks  ooo«* 
oemingoar  coagregatioM  and  Missioasyaad  the  work  of  God 
in  the  worid;  erery  scrap  of  that  deserifiimi  «is  welcome  m 
diis  distant  corner  of  the  world.  The  Gofernment  has  kbd«- 
Ij  allotted  to  the  Mission  at  Groenekloof,  the  use  of  the  gffbve« 
upon  the  sasM  terms  on  which  diey  occupy  the  remainder  of 
the  land  at  that  place.  You  were  anxious  to  hear  news  from 
EnoUy  and  you  aiiay  depend  upon  it,  that  wbaterer  comes  to 
my  knowledge,  shall  be  communicated  to  you.  When  I  left 
that  place,  the  whole  country  was  Fery  dry  and  parched,  but 
by  a  note  received  this  morning,  from  Brother  Fritscb,  I  find, 
that  the  subsequent  rains  had  enabled  the  Hottentots  to 
plough  their  lands.  The  Missionaries  were  all  well,  and  ready 
X  to  b^n  to  build  their  new  dweliing*>hou6e,  as  soon  as  they 
could  procure  a  mason  from  Uitenhage.  At  Enon  they  have 
not  such  dever  masons  and  carpenters  among  the  Hottentots, 
as  we  have  here  at  GnadentbaL  There  they  must  employ  a 
stranger,  whereas  our  masons  and  builders  are  employed  by 
the  whole  neighbourhood.  It  is  a  great  merey  that  the  lo^ 
custs,  whidi  have  been  so  destructive  on  the  Bushman's  nV 
vc^,  and  in  other  neighbouring  parts,  have  not  as  yet  appeared 
in  any  great  numbers  at  Enon. 

Tfae  number  of  inhabitants  aaMmnts  to  lour  hundred  and 
fifty,  of  whom,  about  a  hundred  are  communicants.  I  spoke 
with  all  the  men,  and  my  wife  with  all  the  women  iudividimJly» 
and  we  were  much  edified  by  the  humble  and  sfensible  de^ 
clarations  of  many  of  the  people.   - 

**  Wilhelmina,  the  Caffre,  now  married  to  Carl  Slomfje, 
desired  to  be  particularly  remembered  to  you.  She  wept  for 
joy  when  she  heard  that  we  would  send  the  Gospel  to  the 
Tambookkies;  and  I  think  both  she  and  her  husband  would 
be  willing  to  accompany  Missionaries  who  might  be  appoint- 
ed to  that  station.  She  would  be  very^iiseful  as  interpreter 
and  scboolmistcess. 
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^  I  left  our  friend,  Col.  Cuyler,  in  a  poor  state  of  health 
at  Uitenhage.  Brother  Schmitt  is  now  so  fisir  restored,  that 
be  can  again  engage  in  the  service  of  the  congregation ;  bnt 
his  health  is  so  much  undermined,  that  he  cannot  count  upon 
being  well  for  a  single  week.  The  rest  of  us,  young  and  old, 
are  quite  well.  Our  groves  are  putting  forth  their  leaved,' 
the  peach«trees  begin  to  blossom,  and  our  Hottebtota  are  very 
busy  in  their  gardens,  which  always  affords  us  great  plea- 
sure.

**  I  MENTIONED  ray  return  to  this  place  in  my  short  UUer 
of  September  90tb,  accompanying  my  Journal,  and  hope  all- 
my  former  letters  have  arrived  safe  with  you,  as  your*s  have 
with  me. 

^*  The  unjustifiable  attaeks  made  upon  this  mission  by 
Rustius  (not  Busticus)  have,  by  God's  providence,  turned- 
out  to  its  advantage  in  many  resp^ts,  for  which  we  are 
thankful.  *  i 

.  ^  Various  changes  are  expected  to  take  place  in  the  Go* 
vernment  of  this  colony,  and  we  pray,  that  aH  roay^tend  to' 
benefit  the  temporal  and  spiritual  interests  of  its  inhabitants. 

**  Brother  Schmitt  and  his  wife,  with  the  children,  Hor- 
nig  and  Halter,  left  us  the  d<ay  before  yesterday,  for  Groene- 
kloof,  where  they  Wish  to  spend  a  few  months,  previojas  to 
their  voyage  to  Europe.  We  should  have  been  glad,  to  h^ve^ 
kept  them  longer  here,  but  having  formerly  served  the  con-* 
gregation  at  Gro^uekloof  for.ten  years,  they  were  desirous  of 
visiting  it  once  more.  i       '     ' 

**  All  the  Missionaries  here,  and  in  the  neighbouring 
stdiions,  are  well.  On  the  7th  instant,  two  adults  were  bap-; 
tized  at  Elim.  I  visited  thiU  settlement  a  few  days  ago,  and 
was  much  pleased  with  the  external  and  internal  state  of  that 
promising  place.  The  number  of  those,  who  aire  already  ad- 
mitted as  inhabitants,  amounted  to  ninety-four,  besides  whom 
several  Hottentots  kre  now  requesting  leave  to  move  thither. 

'^  At  HenieUeo-Aarde,  Brother  Leitner  is  preparing 
to  erect  k  more  isiuitable  building  for  divine  worship  than 
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^the  oU  Hartebeetl  h^use,  lately  nimX  for  that  porpoae,  bat 
which  is  in  a  very  ruineiM  state. 

^  From  Enon  I  have  had  no  late  accoants,  and  at  Greene- 
kloof  Brother  Clemens  was  uawelK    . 

**  Here,  at  Ghadenthaly  we  lire  under  the  protection  and 
blessing  of  our  Lord  aad  Sariour,  and  hare  mmijr  proofs  of 
His  grace,  aad  of  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  hearts 
of  most  of  e«r  people.  Trials,  howererf  are  not  wanting, 
and  tares  will  spring  up  among  the  wheat.  Some  of  our 
Hottentots  were  lately  enticed  by  a  man  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, who  sells  wine  rery  cheap,  to  drink  more  than  they 
ought,  and  were  consequently  excluded.  But  we  hare  rea- 
son to  know,  that  there  are  many  faithful  followers  of  the 
Lord,  in  this  congregation,  who  grieve  with  us  over  any  de- 
viations, which  now  and  then  occur,  and  do  their  best  by 
word  and  deed,  U^  prevent  them.  We  are  particularly  glad 
to  witness  the  increasing  activity  of  our  overseers  and  dbapet* 
servants,  since  they  are  more  respected  by  their  own  country- 
men, and  considered  as  our  assistants,  than  formerly,  and  we 
have  no  doubt  but  the  Lord  will  lay  His  blessing  on  their 
fiiithful  services*

'  "  P.  S0 — On  my  arrival  here  two  days  ago,  I  received  your  letter 
of  Jnly  23d.  On  the  subject  of  the  proposed  Mission  among 
the  Tambookkies,  1  can  only  add^  that,  by  a  letter  I  was  fa- 
voured with,  from  the  Governor,  dated  on  the  I6th  ult,  I  am 
informed,  that  to  him  also  the  Tambookkies  have  expressed 
tb^r  most  earnest  desire,  that  we  may  soon  come  to  them; 
and  his  Excellency  is  of  opinion,  that  no  dang^  need  be  ap- 
prehended. The  establishment  will  be  placed  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Government.  We  are  endeavouring  to  make 
some  preparation,  and  meanwhtle.await  the  decisiott  and  ad- 
rice  of  our  Brethren  at  home. 

''At  Gnadentbal,  eight  adults  were  baptized  on  the  21st 
ult,  and  nine,  baptixed  as  children,  received  into  the  congre- 
gation. When  I  lefl  that  place  and  Groenekloof,  all  the  Bre- 
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tbren  and  Swters  were  w^II,  and  join  in  cordial  salutatioBs  fo 
you,  and  all  cMir  friends  everywhere.  I  am,  erer,  your  moftt

WEST  INDIES. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  Pktbr  Ricilsecker. 

BisELAND,  Tobago,  Oct.  SUt^  1827. 
**  YOUR  letter  of  August  1st.  comforted  and  strengthened 
us,  by  the  love  and  affection  towards  us,  of  which  it  testified, 
and  the  assurance,  that  our  dear  Brethren  beyond  the  ocean 
remember  us  in  their  prayers.  Sickness  prevented  me  for  a 
considerable  time  from  doing  any  duty,  but  it  has  pleased  the 
Lord  so  far  to  restore  my  health,  that  1  can  attend  to  my  work« 
I  flmJ,  however,  that  prudence  is  very  necessary  to  prevent  a 
relapse.  <  My  wife  and  daughter  enjoy  good  health,  which 
is  indeed  a^ great  blessing. 

^  By  this  time  you  have  seen  Mr.  Hamilton,  who  can 
give  you  a  full  account  of  the  new  Missionary  establishment. 
We  wish  that  we  may  celebrate  Christmas  in  our  new  chapel. 
If  we  were  in  a  place  ofour  own,  we  doubt  not  that  a  num- 
ber of  negroes  would  come  to  the  public  worsliip.  The  buikl- 
ing  was  interrupled  for  some  time,  by  the  sudden  death  o  f 
Mr.  Morrison,  the  carpenter.  He  look  no  wages  for  his  %vork, 
by  which  two  dollars  a  day  were  saved  to  the  Mission. 

**  With  great  pleasure  I  can  mention,  that  our  evening- 
meetings,  here  at  Riseland^  are  attended  regularly  by  a  num- 
ber of  negroes,  and  that,  notwithstanding  much  imperfection 
and  ignorance,  the  Lord  deigns  to  be  in  the  midst  of  us,  when 
we  meet  in  His  name.    The  singing  has  also  improved.  ' 

**  Among  some  old  n^^roes,  who  beg  for  baptism  before 
they  die,  there  were  two,  very  aged  and  infirm,  a  man  called, 
Roxberry^  md  a  woman,  Mary  Bella.  These  two  persons 
were  hacdly  able  to  come  to  the  new  Missionary  settlement. 
They  knew  but  little  as  yet,  but  we  endeavoured  to  instruct 
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them  in' the  chief  points  of  religioD,  and  to  make  them  ac- 
quainted with  the  love  qf  Jesus  to  all  mankind^  and  especially 
to  all  penitent  sinners.  We  had  appointed  November  ISth, 
as  the  day  of  their  baptism,  but  old  Roxberry  died  this  morn- 
ing. We  trusty  that  he  turned  to  tlie  Lord  and  was  received 
in  mercy. 

**  A  great  many  of  the  white  inhabitants  of  this  island 
were  ill  during  the  latter  months,  but  only  a  few  died.  For 
many  weeks,  the  weather  was  rather  dry,  and  the  planters 
were  complaining;  but  it  pleased  God  to  send  rain  in  good 
time. 

"  Continue,  dear  Brother,  to  pray  for  us,  that  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  may  enable  us  to  serve  Him  faithfully  here  in 
Tobago,  and  that  the  light  of  the  Gospel  may  soon  dispel  the 
darkness  of  sin  and  unbelief  in  this  place  also.  I  remain  your 
affectionate  Brother.

Sharon,  Barbadoes,  Nov.  27thf  1827. 
*^  YOUR  letters  have  all  been  received.    The  testaments  an. 
-  nounced  will  be  very  acceptable,  and  we  should  be  equally 
thankful  for  some  spelling  books,  of  which  we  are  in  want. 

"  We  are  truly  grateful  to  the  Lord  for  having  protected 
.  us  from  the  effects  of  hurricanes  this  year  also.  Often  indeed 
did  we  observe  indications  and  forebodings  of  an  approacb- 
•ing  storm,  which  caused  us  to  call  upon  our  Heavenly  Father 
'.for  preservation.  We  particularly  commended  Brother  Huf- 
'  fel  to  His  mercy,  as  we  supposed  that  he  was  yet  at  sea.  We 
are  therefore  the  more  delighted  to  hear  of  his  safe  arrival  in 
England. 

**  The  Lord  blesses  us  with  proofs  of  the  effects  of  the 
Crospel  in  the  hearts  of  many,  who  were  but  lately  dead  in 
sins  and  trespasses,  and  now  come  and  ask  what  they  must 
'  do  to  be  saved.  On  the  two  last  prayer*days,  September  23d, 
and  November  18th,  Sharon's  small  congregation  received  an 
addition  of  thirty-three  adults;  thirty  by  baptism,  and  three 
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by.  reception  into  the  congfregation ;  thirty-four  were  added 
to  the. class  of  candidates. 

<<  On  the  last  prayer-day »  we  saw,  for*  the  first  time,  so 
large  an  auditory  asseaibled,  that  the  chapel  conld  not  con- 
tain all  the  hearers,  and  some  had  to  stand  or  sit  in  the  yard. 
^i  Both  here  and  at  Moqnt  Tabor,  we  have  suffered  from 
.  indisposition,  but  are  now  pretty  well  agpain.  Beggii^g*  ain 
interest  in  your  prayers  at  the  throne  of  grace,  and  to  be 
kindly  remembefred  by  all  our  Brethren  and  friends,  we  re- 
main, &c.  &c.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Ellis. 

•  Dear  Brother,  Fairfield,  Jamaica,  iNToz;.  29/ft,  1827. 
**  'WE  are  afraid^  that  tlie  first  Septembeif  packet  has  been 

•  lost,  as  it  has  not  yet  arrived  from  England.  The  account 
you  gave  me  in  your  letter  of  August  1st,  the  lastteceived,  of 
the  interesting  proceedings  of  our  Cape  Missionaries,  and  es- 

•  pecially  of  the  journey  undertaken  by  the  Brethren  Hall- 
beck  and  Fritsch  to  the  Tambookkie  country,  engaged  our 

•sympathetic  feelings  so  i^trongly,  that  we  have  ever  since 
been  wishing  for  further  accounts. 

*^  In  my  last;  of  August  27th,  I  mentioned,  that  Brdther 
Light  had  received  a  hurt  in  bis  leg,  which  at  first  assumed 
an  alarming  appearapce.  I  am  thankful  that  I  can  now  add, 
that  this  our  beloved  fellow-labourer  is  in  the  enjoyment  of 
tolerable  health,  and  feels  no  bad  effects  from  the  accident. 
The  building  of  the  new  dwelling-house  at  Irwin  wsis  be- 
gun, and  this  day  week  is  appointed  for  the  laying  of  the 
foundation-stone  of  the  new  church. 

*'  At  New  Carmel  (the  name  given  to  Chapel-hili,  Hope- 
ton)  the  preaching  of' the  word  of  the  Cross  continues  to 
shew  Its'  beneficial  effects.  A  great  desire  is  manifested 
among  the  negroes  to  bear  and  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the 

'Gospel. 

**  Brother  Scholefield  and  his  wife  are  well  ki  health,  and 
contimie  to  labour  in  blessing.    The  kidd' assistance,  afforded 
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by  sereral  of  oor  Chrigiitn  firimida,  in  that  rieiiiity,  by 
giving  instructiou  to  tlie  children  and  yonth^  has  eubt«d 
them  already  toestablbh  a  floorishmg  Suaday-schody  and 
we  hope,  by  the  kind  assistance  of  our  European  friends,  to 
be  able  eoon  to  erect  a  achod-room. 

**  With  regard  to  our  congregation  and  Sunday-school 
here  at  Fairfieldi  we  have  abnndant  cause  ior  thankfulness. 
Our  poor  efforts  are  owned  and  blessed  in  a  degree,  which, 
often  puts  us  to  shame.  It  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  is  mar- 
Tellous  in  out;  eyes. 

**  The  congregation  at  New  Eden,  and  indeed,  this  Mis- 
sion generally,  have  lately  sustained  a  severe  loss.  Our  dear 
fellow-labourer.  Brother  George  Timceus,  has  been  removed 
from  his  active  services  here  below,  to  join  the  Church  trium- 
phant. This  important  change,  so  replete  with  hafqiiness  to 
himself,  and  with  sorrow  to  those,  he,  has  left  behind,  took 
place  on  Sunday,  the  11th  instant,  after  only  one  W0ek*s  ill- 
ness, which  commenced  in  a  bilious,  and  ended  in  a  typhus 
fever.  As  long  as  his  memory  and  faculties  remained  unim- 
paired by  the  disorder,  his  testimony  concerning  his  confi- 
dence in  the  atoning  biood  of  Christ  was  remarkably  strong. 
On  one  occasion,  when  I  asked  hiip  whether  he  still  felt  con- 
fidence in  our  Saviour,  he  replied,  *' Confidence,  and  comfort 
too!  what  I  now  feel,  is  worth  dying  foe'*  His  readiness  in ' 
quoting  texts  of  Scripture,  and  applying  them  in  an  appro- 
priate manner  during  his  illness,  aad  especially  on  the  day 
before  his  departure,  was  truly  edifying.  He  begged  me  to 
salute  all  his  Brethren  and  friends,  and  to  sayrihat  he  had 
good  hope  through  grace.  His  wife  was  also  attacked  by 
the  same  disorder  and  about  the  same  time,  and  indeed  we 
thought  her  case  the  more  alarming,  tiU  about  twenty-four 
hours  before  her  husband's  departure,  when  die  symptoms 
became  somewhat  more  favourable;  but  the  physicians  wovld 
not  suffer-  her  for  some  days  to  be  informed  of  her  hushand's 
death.  She  was  removed,  on  a  kind  invitation  from  Mr.  Rid- 
gard,  to  the  mansion-bouse  at  Elim,  and,  after  a  week's  resi^ 
dence,  arrived  safe  with  her  little  daughter,  only  six  months 
old,  at  ifarrfidd,  where  she  continues  gradually  to  recover 
health  and  strength.

Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters, 

^  In  transmitting  to  you  the  statement  of  our  accounts,  at 

the  close  of  1826,  we  call  upon  you,  and  all  our  friends,  to 

join  us,  in  praising  the  name  of  our  adorable  Lord  and  Saviour, 

that  He  has  raised  up  so  many  willing  participants  in  the 

labours  of  our  dear  Missionaries  to  promote  His  cause, 

both  in  the  old  and  new  world,  who  haye  liberally  assisted 

us  to  provide  means  to  defray  the  expense  attending  much 

necessary  building,  long  journies  and  voyages,  the  support 

of  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  Missionaries  in  thirty-seven 

settlements,  the  maintenance  of  thirty*seven  resting  Mission* 

aries,  and  the  education  of  eighty*four  children  and  young 

persons.     May  the  Lord  grant  His  choicest  blessings  to  all 

those  who  have  contributed  towards  this  work,  and  cause 

them  to  rejoice  at  the  fruits  of  their  benevolent  exertions*. 

Let  us  beseech  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  He  would  send 

many  fiuthful  labourers  into  His  harvest,  who  are  willing  to 

devote  all  their  powers  to  this  blessed  service;   and  who,. 

amidst  much  weakness  and  insufficiency,  trust  to  the  strength 

and  grace  of  Him  who  has  called  them  to  proclaim  ^is  saving 

name  to  the  Heathen,  as  the  Saviour  of  all  mankind. 


*  Not  received  till  towards  the  end  of  189^,  owing  to  diffioultiefe  in  ob^ 
taiiihig  reports  frov  distant  sCations» 
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^  In  regard  to  the  details  of  the  accompanying  state- 
ment, we  have  only  further  to  observe,  that  a  much  larger 
surplus  would  remain,  to  be  applied  to  the  general  purposes 
of  the  Missbns,  had  not  a  considerable  portion  of  the  contri* 
^  butions  received  from  friends  in  the  British  Islands,  during 
the  two  preceding  years,  to  the  amount  of  3017/1  10«.  KHcf., 
been  destined  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  the  West  Indian 
Mission,  and,  as  such,  deducted  from  the  gross  balance  in 
hand.  A  note,  appended  to  the  General  Statement,  will  ex- 
plain the  specific  destination  and  amount  of  these  contribu- 
tions, for  which  we  beg  to  return  our  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments. 

**  The  year  past,  (1826),  has  been  distinguished  by  un- 
common activity  in  our  Missionary  concerns.  Most  of  our 
places  received  additional  assistance,  but  several  of  them  have 
been  deprived  of  valuable  and  blessed  labourers,  partly  by 
their  being  called  home  to  eternal  rest,  and  partly  by  being 
disabled  througfh  age  and  infirmities. 

*<  In  North  America,  Brother  Theodore  Schultz,  of  ISa- 
lem,  visited  the  Cherokee  congregations  at  Spring^laee^  and 
Oochgelogt/f 'where  he  remained  from  the  3d  of  April  to  the 
30th  of  May.  He  witnessed,  with  joy  and  astonishment,  some 
remarkable  proofs  of  the  grace  of  our  Saviour  in  the  hearts  of 
the  Indians,  and  thei^  children.  Many  negproes,  in  the  vicinity' 
of  the  settlements',  attend  these  services,  which'  are  performed 
in  English.  It  is  very  desirable,  however,  that  a  Brother 
may  be  found,  who  might  successfully  study  and  leam  the 
difficult  Cherokee  language. 

^Brother  Luckenbach  has  returned  to  his  post  bt  Fair- 
field, in  Upper  Canada,  from  a  visit  of  eight  months  in  Penn- 
sylvania,  and  was  received  by  the  Indian  Brethren  and  Sis- 
ters, with  great  cordiality.  The  Pennsylvania  Conference  isent 
by  him  a  letter  to  the  Delaware  congregation,  which  proved 
to  them  a  means  of  much  encouragement.  The  Government 
having  kindly  awarded  to  them  a  sum  of  money,  in  consider- 
ation of  the  losses  sustained  by  them  in  the  war  of  1813,  they^ 
were  enabled  to  commence  the  building  of  a  new  church. 

**  The  letters  and  accounts  from  Labrador,  as  well  as

the  reports  of  visiting  Missionariesy  give  a  most  encouraging 
view  of  the  course  of  the  Esquimaux  congregations  at  Okkak, 
Nain,  and  Hopedalei  of  which  particulars  will  be  found  in  the 
Periodical  Accounts.  The  number  of  Esquimaux,  under 
the  care  of  the  Brethren,  is  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six. 
The  fifty  years'  jubilee  of  the  congregation  at  Nain  was  a  sea- 
son of  great  blessing. 

^*  Greenland*  The  Lord's  blessing  rests  upon  the  new 
settlement  at  Fredericksthal^  to  which  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  Greenlanders  belong.  The  Missionaries,  though  obliged 
to  spend  another  winter  in  their  sod  hut,  were  preserved  in 
health,  except  one  Brother,  who  recovered  by  means  of  a 
journey  to  Europe.  At  New  BerrnhuU  LichtenaUf  and  XtcA« 
ten/els,  during  the  long  winter,  the  houses  were  nearly  bu« 
ried  in  immense  masses  of  snow.  The  course  of  the  four  con« 
gregaCions  was  peaceful  and  blessed,  and  great  attention  was 
manifested  by  the  young  people. 

"  fFest  Indies.  In  the  seven  negro  congregations  in  the 
Danish  Islands,  a  renewal  of  divine  life  has  prevailed.  The 
largest  of  them  is  Friedensfeld  in  St.  Croix,  to  which  upwards 
of  2200  negroes  belong.  The  weather  was  unusually  wet, 
which,  though  profitable  for  the  sugar  plantations,  produced 
much  sickness  among  whites  and  blacks.  Three  most  use* 
ful  labourers  in  the  Mission,  who  were  yet  in  their  best  years, 
fell  a  sacrifice  to  the  prevailing  disorders.  At  New  Herrnm 
hut,  iQ  St.  Thomas,  the  congregation  celebrated  a  double' 
festival,  in  memory  of  the  beginning  of  the  Mission  ninety- 
four  years  ago,  and  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  laying  th^ 
foundation  of  their  dwelling-house.  They  were  filled  with 
joy  and  thanksgiving  for  the  wonders  of  mercy  experienced 
during  that  period. 

**  Two  Bishops  ^of  the  Established  Church  of  England 
having  been  appointed  in  the  English  West  India  Islands, 
several  new  regulations  have,  in  consequence,  taken  place, 
by  which  the  state  of  our  Mission  has  been,  in  some  measure, 
afiected.  Twenty-one  Brethren  and  Sisters  are  employed  in 
Antigua^  who  have  the  care  of  14,823  negroei,  belonging 
to  the  five  settlements.  They  were  encouraged  by  the  Lord's 
•ilessing  upon  their  labours. 
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**  In  Bcerbadoes,  tlie  congregation  at  Sharon  lias  in-* 
creased  to  338  memberS)  and  sixty  children  attend  the  schools 
at  Mount  Tabor,  where  the  prospect  of  Missionary  usefulness 
appears  to  increase. 

**  In  SL  Kitts,  3000  negroes  belong  to  the  congregation 
at  Boiseterref  and  about  1800  to  Bethesda,  700  children  are 
instructed  in  Sunday  and  evening-schools. 

*^  In  Jamaica^  the  number  of  negroes  served  by  the 
3rethren  with  the  Gospel,  is  about  1700.  At  Fairfield 
in  the  May  Day  Hillsi  a  new  chapel  was  consecrated  on  the 
16th  of  January.  The  new  buildings,  at  Hopeton  were  ad- 
vancing. 

^  In  1790y  a  Mission  of  the  Brethren  was  begun  in 
Tobago,  but  suspended  by  the  departure  of  Brother  Monfgo- 
mery.  It  was  renewed  in  1799,  and  again  interrupted  by 
Mr.  Hamilton's  decease.  Now,  according  to  the  wish  of  his 
son,  and  several  other  proprietors.  Brother  Ricksecker  from 
North  America  has  been  appointed  to  that  station. 

**  Since  the  baptism  of  the  first  negro  in  Surinam,  fifty 
years  had  elapsed  on  the  14th  July,  1826.  This  festival  was 
noticed  by  all  the  inhabitants  of  Paramaribo,  and  distinguish- 
ed  by  peculiar  blessing.  During  the  above-mentioned  period, 
3y477  adults  have  been  baptized  by  the  Brethren.  The  con- 
gregation consists,  at  present,  of  1,240  baptized  negroes,  and 
600  not  yet  baptized. 

**  At  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope^  amidst  various  trials,  the 
congregations  have  increased  in  number,  and  grow  in  grace. 
About  New  year,  there  appeared  a  peculiar  awakening  in  the 
hearts  of  the  inhabitants  of  Gnadenthal,  insomuch  that  whole 
companies  met  of  their  own  accord,  and  covenanted  together 
to  follow  Jesus,  and  obey  his  precepts.  The  number  of  in« 
habitants  was  1200. 

^  At  HemeUen-Aarde,  about  half  the  patients  in  the  hos- 
pital are  formed  into  a  Christian  Society. 

^  At  Elinij  the  congregation  grows  in  grace  and  num- 
bers; and  at  Groenekloof,  great  numbers  of  Hottentots  re- 
quested permission  to  live  there,  and  to  be  instructed.  No 
fewer  than  forty-seven  arrived  in  January. 
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^  At  Enon,  the  congregatioD  consists  of  400^  and  is  on 
tbe  increase. 

"  Let  us,  dear  Brethren,  offer  praise  and  thanksgiving  to 
the  Lord,  who  now,  for  nearly  a  century,  has  laid  such  bless- 
ing  upon  the  labours  of  our  Missionaries.  They  have  pro* 
claimed  the  word  of  the  cross  to  many  heathen  nations,  and 
by  their  simple  testimonies.  He  has  brought  thovsandt  and 
tens  of  thousands,  ^  from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the 
power  of  Satan  to  the  living  Grod/'  But  we  do  not  presume 
to  say,  that  the  Lord's  work  is  done  by  us  alone.  Vfe  truly 
rejoice  that  light  and  truth  are  spreading  in  this  time  of 
grace,  shining  bright  from  various  quarters ;  and  that  messen- 
gers of  peace  are  sent  forth  from  different  communities  to  de- 
clare salvation  in  Jesus,  to  all  tbe  nations  of  the  earth.  We 
feel  ourselves  united  with  these  our  fellow  labourers  in  one 
Spirit.  We  have  one  aim  and  purpose,  and  serve  one  Lord 
and  Master.  Let  us  be  faithful  on  our  part,  and  promote  tbe 
great  and  sacred  work  committed  to  us,  by  every  means  in 
our  power,  that  we  may  not  come  short  of  the  blessing  which 
hitherto  has  rested  upon  us,  and  which,  we  trust,  will  still  be 
imparted  to  us,  through  undeserved  mercy.  A  small  begin- 
ning is  made,  but  a  great  part  of  the  earth  is  still  overspread 
with  darkness. 

^*  Those  of  us,  who  are  not  appointed  personally  to 
proclaim  the  Gospel  in  distant  parts  of  the  earth,  are  called 
upon  to  offer  up  prayers  and  supplications  for  the  furtherance 
of  tbe  kingdom  of  Christ,  among  all  nations.  Let  us,  there* 
fore,  be  faithful  in  this  pleasant  duty,  and  afford,  at  the  same 
time,  such  active  assistance  as  may  be  in  our  power.  We 
salute  you  in  the  fellowship  of  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christy 
and  with  true  brotherly  love  remain  your  most  affectionate

Note.'^Vox  the  satisfaction  of  those  generous  friends  whose  kind  contributions 
(in  aid  of  objects  specifically  connected  with  the  religious  and  moral  imfirove. 
ment  of  the  Negroes  in  the  West  Indies)  have  been  referred  to,  it  is  right 
to  state,  that  although,  up  to  the  period  when  the  above  account  was  dosed, 
viz.Dec.dl,  1826,  no  particulars  of  the  expenditure  incurred  on  account  of 
these  two  funds  bad  reached  the  Directors  of  the  Brethren's  Missions,  a  very 
considerable  portion  of  thfem  will  be  found  to  have  been  expended  in  the 
year  1827.  The  formation  of  a  new  Missionary  establishment  at  Hopeton,  in 
Jamaica,  already  ikr  advanced,  and  that  recently  commenced  at  Irwin,  near 
Montego  Bay,  will  probably  require  for  their  completion  more  than  the 
present  amount  of  the  West  India  fund;  and  for  the  erection  of  School- 
houses  at  Newfield  and  Gracehill,  in  Antigua,  and  at  Fairfield  and  Hope- 
ton,  in  Jamaica,  a  sum  exceeding  what  has  hithertb  been  received  on  account 
of  the  School-fund,  will  be  necessary.  The  Scbool-house  at  Newfield,  re- 
cently  finished,  appears,  by  a  late  report  from  our  Missionaries  in  Antigua, 
to  have  cost  £  416: 16 :6  currency,  or  about  £  180  steriing. 
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A  brief  Uevokt  of  the  State  and  Progress  of  the  Misswvs  of 

the  United  Brethreic,  fit  the  year  1827,  extracted  from 

the  General  Account  of  the  events  of  that  year,  transmitted 

by  the  Elders'  Conference  of  the  Unity  to  the  Congregations. 

'<  THAT  which  at  the  present  day  unites  ns^  in  the  closest 

manner,  with  other  Christian  denominations,  is  our  labour 

among  the  heathen.  The  first  idea  of  sending  out  Missionaries 

from  our  Church  to  the  heathen  arose  at  Herrnhut  in  1727, 

now  a  hundred  years  ago,  though  it  was  not  till  five  years 

after  that  it  was  put  in  execution.    We  are  filled  with  gra* 

titnde  and  astonishment,  when  we  consider  what  the  Lord 

bath  done  for  us,  and  by  His  servants  from  amongst  us,  since 

that  time,  and  even  in  the  year  past. 

**  It  is  well  known,  that  we  receive  accounts  from  our 
missions  in  Labrador  and  Greenland  but  once  a  yean 

^  The  congregations  in  Greenland  are  in  a  most  pleasing 
course,  both  at  Frederickstlml  and  Lichtenau.  New  converts 
are  continually  added  to  them. 

^  Our  settlementson  the  coastof  Labrador  have  been  richly 
blessed.  We  regret  the  declining  health  of  Captain  Fraser, 
who,  for  five-and-twenty  years  has  commanded  the  little  ves- 
sel conveying  the  necessaries  of  life  to  our  Missionaries  on 
that  barren  coast. 

**  A  letter  to  the  three  Esquimaux  congregations,  written 
by  Brother  Hans  Wied,  in  the  name  of  the  Elders'  Confer- 
ence of  tlie  Unity,  made  a  deep  impression  upon  them.  Some 
Esquimaux  Brethren  have  written  letters  in  answer  t6  it. 

**  A  new  church  has  been  built  at  Fairfield,  in  Canada ; 
~  and  that  congregation  has  revived,  as  to  its  spiritual  state. 
Those  at  Spring-place,  and  at  Oochgelogy  in  the  Cherokee 
country,  are  indeed  small  in  number  compared  with  other 
Missions,  but  give  good  hopes  of  success.  Brother  Gambold, 
stationed  at  Oochgelogy,  an  aged  and  faithful  Missionary 
among  the  Indians,  has  bad  the  joy  to  baptize  the  first  fruits 
of  the  Gospel  at  that  place. 

**  The  Cherokee  Mission  experienced  a  painful  bereave- 
ment in  the  departure  of  the  Indian  Brother  Charles  Renatus 
Hicks,  one  of  the  two  Chiefs  of  his  nation,  and  an  indefati- 
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gable  frieQcl  aud  prompter  of  the  Mission  from  its  commeDce* 
ment.  At  the  close  of  last  year^  tbe  BrethreQ  received  an 
invitation  from  tbe  Chief  of  tiie  Chocktaws,  in  the  state  of  Mis* 
sissippi,  but  as  yet  have  not  been  able  to  avail  themselves  of  it. 

"  SURINAM. — The  number  of  converts  in  the  Mission 
in  Surinam  has  been  on  the  increase.  By  a  letter  from 
Brother  C.  W.  Genth,  at  Paramaribo,  dated  October  28, 1827, 
we  learn,  that  it  pleases  the  Lord  to  bless  the  labours  of  our 
Missionaries  on  that  station  with  continued  and  increasing 
success.  Brother  Voigt  had  obtained  permission  to  visit 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  negroes  on  six  new  estates* 
The  number  of  negroes  and  people  of  colour  requesting 
leave  to  belong  to  the  Christian  congregation  increases.  On 
the  24th  of  October,  twenty-one  adults  were  baptized,  and 
twenty*six  were  to  obtain  the  same  favour  on  the  18th  of 
November. 

^'  DANISH  ISLANDS,— Uiier%  from  the  Danish  Is- 
lands mention,  that  the  foundation-stone  of  the  new  mission- 
house  at  Nisky,  in  St.  Thomas,  was  laid  on  the  23d  of  October. 
At  Friedensberg,  in  St.  Croix,  tbe  negroes,  with  great  willing- 
ness, assisted  in  raising  a  temporary  roof  over  the  church, 
which  had  suffered  during  the  late  hurricane. 

«^  Brother  HUffel,  a  Bishop  of  the  Brethren's  Churcli,  has 
Tisited  all  our  West  Indian  Missions,  except  those  in  Jamaica 
and  Tobago.  It  is  well  known,  that  several  of  our  stations 
in  the  West  Indies  suffered  severely  from  the  hurricanes  in 
August.  Those  in  the  Danish  Islands  suffered  most.  In 
these  islands,  there  are  still,  aged  heathen,  who  come  to  hear 
the  Gospel  for  the  first  time,  and  others,  who  were  baptized 
by  the  Brethren  twenty  or  even  forty  years  ago,  return,  after 
having  long  gone  astray.  Two  married  Brethren  and  two 
married  Sisters  have  departed  this  life,  whose  places  are  yet 
unsupplied. 

The  Missionaries  of  St.  Kitts  celebrated,  in  this  year, 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  that  Mission.  More  than  5000 
ndult  negroes  have  been  baptized  during  the  last  half  century, 
and  an  equal  number  are  at  present  under  the  care  of  the 
Brethren. 

'Mn  Antigua,  a  new  schooKhouse  has  been  ei*ected  at 
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Newfieldy  and  at  Cedar-ball  a  new  dwelling-houfle.  Ac* 
coants  from  the  five  settlemeDts  in  that  island  are,  in  general^ 
of  an  encouraging  description. 

**  The  work  of  God  in  BarbadoeSf  both  at  Sharon  and 
Mount  TaboTf  has  been  on  the  increase.  The  latter  is  a  new 
station,  where  a  good  beginning  is  made. 

**  The  Mission  in  Jamaica  is  also  in  a  yery  promising 
state«  The  foundation-stone  of  the  new  church  was  laid  at 
Hopeton  the  12th  of  March. 

**  In  TobagOf  the  Mission  has  been  recommenced,  after 
a  suspension  of  twenty-six  years,  by  Brother  Ricksecken 
The  settlement  now  begun  on  Mr.  Hamilton's  estate  will  be 
called  Montgametyf  by  particular  desire  of  some  friends  in 
England. 

**  This  year  has  been  distinguished  by  several  remark- 
able occurrences  in  our  Mission  at  the  Cape.  The  new 
settlement  at  EUm  increases,  and  the  public  services  ther/e  are 
attended  by  almost  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood. 

*^  A  writer,  under  a  feigned  name,  insinuated,  by  several 
statement^  in  the  public  papers,  that  the  object  of  the  Bre- 
thren in  carrying  on  the  Mission  was  not  the  good  of  the 
Hottentots,  but  their  own  emolument,  pretending  to  establish  . 
his  unfounded  charges  by  facts.  This  induced  the  Mission- 
aries to  request  from  the  Government  a  minute  and  impartial 
investigation  of  all  their  external,  economical,  and  civil  insti- 
tutions. Their  request  was  attended  to;  upou  which  tiiey 
received  a  public  and  honourable  testimony  from  the  consti- 
tuted authorities,  and,  after  due  examination  and  approval 
of  their  re^cfulations,  their  rules  were  confirmed  and  autho- 
rized by  a  Government  order.  Thus,  the  evil  which  the  enemy 
intended,  has,  by  God's  mercy,  turned  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Mission.  By  desire  of  Government,  a  proposal  of  establishing 
a  Mission  amongst  the  Tambookkie  tribe  was  taken  into  se- 
rious consideration,  and  a  reconnoitring  journey  to  that  coun- 
try undertaken  by  the  Brethren  Hallbeck  and  Fritsch.  It  lies 
towards  the  east  coast  of  Africa,  beyond  the  Cape  colony  and 
the  Caffre  country,  at  the  foot  of  a  lofty  chain  of  mountains, 
in  which  the  Great  Fish  Ri  ver  and  Orange  River  take  their  rise.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  ELtis,  dated 
Deah  Brother,        Fa'««"E''».  February  m,  1828. 
^'IN  my  last  letter^  it  was  my  painful  duty  to  inform  you  of 
the  deftarture  of  our  dear  fellow*Iabourer,  Brother  George 
Timceus,  and  of  the  severe  illness  of  his  surviving  widow. 
You  will  regret  to  hear,  that  during  the  two  months  which 
have  since  elapsed.  Sister  Timseus  has  continued  to  suffer 
much  from  the  same  disorder,  though  I  am  thankful  to  say^ 
the  symptoms  have  gradually  abated,  and  we  are  now  in 
hopes  that  she  may  regain  her  former  state  of  health.    The 
remaining  members  of  our  missionary  family  in  this  island 
have  likewise  been  more  or  less  affected  with  the  prevailing 
fever  and  dysentery,  but  by  God's  mercy  have  all  recovered^ 
with  the  exception  of  Brother  Pfeiffer's  little  boy,  who  is 
still  suffering  from  the  former  complaint. 

^*  Shortly  before  Christmas,  Brother  Pfeiffer  and  his  wife 
removed  to  New  Eden,  to  undertake  the  temporary  charge 
of  the  congregation  there.  May  the  Lord  give  them  grace 
and  strength  for  the  discharge  of  their  important  duties,  and 
iu  due  time  send  us  additional  labourersi  of  wh(«i  we  stand 
much  in  need.  John  Ehu^. 

From  Brother  James  Light. 

Mv  DearBbother,  '«'^"''  ^'^-  ^^>  '828. 

^  YOUR  welcome  letter  of  November  7th  should  have  b^n 
ansitered  by  the  first  packet  this  year,  had  I  not  been  at  tb# 
time  confined  with  a  severe  attack  of  rheumatic  fever,  a  dis- 
order which  appears  to  have  been  prevalent,  not  only  in  Ja^ 
maica,  but  also  throughout  the  whole  of  the  West  Indies.  It 
i%  said  not  lo  have  been  dangerous,  though  accompanied  with 
macb  and  acute  siiff<N*ing,  and  in  many  cases  with  Idmenessi 
caused  by  stiffness  in  the  joints.    In  Kingston  it  obtained 
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the  name  of  the  dandy  fever ;  among  the  negroes  it  was  d^ 
nominated  broke-wing,  or  t)roke»bone  fever,  as  it  deprived 
many  for  some  days  of  the  use  of  their  limbs.  The  fever  con- 
fined me  ten  days;  my  wife  suffered  from  it  yet  more  severe- 
ly than  myself.  In  her  ease  it  was  accompanied  with  violent 
head-ache,  and  it  eventually  took  an  intermittent  form^  which 
still  proves  very  troublesome* 

^  The  ceremony  of  laying  the  foundation-stone  of  our  in- 
tended new  church  was  originally  fixed  for  December  6tb, 
but  owing  to  the  illness  of  our  Brethren  in  St.  Elizabeth's 
and  Westmoreland  parishes,  and  other  circumstances,  we 
were  obliged  to  postpone  it  till  the  20th  of  the  same  month. 
On  this  interesting  occasion  about  five  hundred  negroes  and 
people  of  colour  assembled,  besides  several  overseers  of 
estates  and  master  tradesmen,  residing  in  our  neighbour- 
hood. Several  friends  of  other  religious  denominations, 
stationed  at  or  near  Montego-bay,  favoured  us  with  thei^ 
presence  on  this  day,  and  among  them  the  Rev.  Messrs.  6. 
Blyth,  J.  Orton,  and  W.  Burchell.  After  Brother  Schole- 
field  had  delivered  a  short  address,  in  reference  to  the  object 
which  had  brought  us  together,  the  ceremony  of  laying  the 
stone  took  place,  in  the  usual  manner.  I  then  offered  op  a 
prayer,  and  concluded  the  service  with  the  Old  Testament 
blessing.  Considering  the  unhealthy  state  of  the  population 
around  us,  hardly  a  house  at  Montego-bay  being  free  front 
fever,  and  the  uncertainty  which  prevailed  as  to  the  day  ap- 
pointed for  the  solemnity,  we  were  both  surprised  and  gra- 
tified  to  see  so  many  present  at  it. 

^  The  church  is  to  be  50  feet  by  30  in  the  clear,  with 
a  vestry  10  feet  square;  the  wall  of  stone,  of  which  the 
masonry  is  nearly  finished.  The  carpenter  engages  to  have 
the  whole  of  his  contract  completed  by  the  end  of  May,  and 
the  dwelling-house  by  the  end  of  the  year.  We  would  now 
crave  the  active  and  liberal  exertions  of  our  dear  Brethren 
and  friends,  to  assist  us  in  defraying  the  heavy  expense 
hereby  incurred.  The  sum  required  will  not  fall  fSEir  short 
of  £2000,  for  the  greater  part  of  which,  we  fear  we  must  de- 
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pend  on  the  liberality  of  our  Christian  friends  in  Europe. 
The  work  we  have  at  length  commenced,  after  many  years 
of  anxious  waiting*  would  not  have  been  undertaken,  had 
we  not  possessed  those  encouragements,  which  are  derived 
from  confident  dependence  on  the  promises  of  the  gracious 
Master  whom  we  are  favoured  to  serve.  We  therefore  again 
entreat  our  Christian  friends  to  come  forward  to  our  help, 
and  to  strengthen  our  hands,  by  dispensing  unto  us  as  their 
hearts  shall  be  disposed  by  God  himself,  of  that  substance 
wherewith  He  hath  blessed  them.  Though  we  have  not  been 
without  discouragements,  in  regard  to  the  spiritual  improve«» 
ment  of  those  among  whom  we  labour,  during  the  past  »i% 
months,  arising  for  the  most  part  out  of  the  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  the  country,  we  cannot  but  hope  and  believe  that 
it  continues  progressive.  We  are,  however,  more  and  more 
convinced,  that  an  establishment  like  that  we  are  now  fornu* 
ing  will  prove,  under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  an  importanl 
means  of  furthering  the  good  work  of  religious  instruction 
among  the  negproes  in  this  vicinity. 

^  During  the  year  past,  16  adults  and  20  children  have 
been  baptized  at  Irwin,  four  persons  received  uito  the  con- 
gregation, and  one  rc-admitted;    16  were  admitted  to  the 
Holy  Communion,  and  one  re-admitted ;  17  became  candi- 
dates for  that  ordinance;   5  persons  have  becoi  excluded; 
11  have  departed  this  life.    Three  of  these  gave  us  peculiar  , 
satisfaction  by  their  Christian  deportment,  from  the  time 
they  joined  our  fellowship,  and  we  believe  that  they  left  this 
world  rejoicing  in  God  their  Saviour,  and  relying  on  his 
merits  alone  for  Salvation.    In  the  early  part  of  this  year,  I 
was  under  the  necessity  of  discontinuing  my  visits  on  Mus« 
quito-cove  estate,  in  Hanover  parish,   and  have  therefore 
omitted  to  include  the  number  of  the  baptized  on  that  pro- 
perty, in  my  yearly  statement.    As  .regards  these  people^  I 
rejoice,  that  they  have  now  an  opportunity  of  hearing  the 
Gospel,  by  walking  the  short  distance  of  a  couple  of  miles. 
Besides  the  church,  there  are  the  chapels  of  the  Rer.  Mr. 
Watson  of  the  Scottish,  and  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudson  of  the 
General  Baptist  Mission,  near  at  hand^  both  of  whom^  hav- 
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iiig  cortltotenced  their  labours  in  the  town  of  Luced,  and  its 
netgrhboQrhood,  in  the  beginning  of  last  year,  found  many 
•ouls  longing  after  tbe  word  of  life^  prepared  to  attend  their 
ministry* 

**  Our  small  flock  consisted,  at  tbe  close  of  tbe  year,  of 
the  following  members:  —  Communicants^  76;  baptized 
adult9^  88;  baptized  children,  205;  in  all,  369.

**  YOUR  welcbme  letter  of  December  19th  reached  me  on  the 
26th  ult.  It  was  a  real  pleasure  to  me  again  to  see  your 
handwriting,  and  encouraged  me  to  hope  that  I  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  favoured  with  an  occasional  line  of  remembrance 
from  one  90  well  acquainted  with  the  gracious  leadings  of 
my  Lord  and  Saviour,  from  the  days  of  my  earliest  youth. 
I  may  truly  declare,  that  goodness  and  mercy  have  followed 
me  all  the  days  of  my  life.  When  X  meditate  upon  the  way 
which  the  Lord  hath  led  me^  and  the  means  which  He  was 
pleased  to  make  use  of  for  the  furtherance  of  my  growth  in 
grace  and  in  self-knowledge,  and  further  call  to  mind  how 
greatly  your  fatherly  advice  and  instructions  were  blessed  to 
me,  I  feel  mingled  emotions  of  wonder  and  gratitude.  In 
your  letter  you  allude  to  the  opinion  of  a  late  highly  respect- 
ed medical  friend,  on  the  subject  of  my  health.  I  well  re- 
member it,  and  have  no  doubt  th^t  he  had  good  grounds  for 
the  apprehension  he  entertained,  that  my  days  might  be  but 
few  in  a  tropical  climate.  Yet  how  mercifully  hath  the^Lord 
brought  me  thus  far  on  my  way,  during  a  service  of  twenty- 
seven  years  in  the  West  Indies,  a  wonder  to  myself  as  well 
as  to  others*  Continue,  dear  Brother,  to  remember  me  in 
your  prayers.  You  know  my  motto:  ^<  Whate'er  lam,  what- 
ever 1  do, — Tis  grace  I  must  ascribe  it  to."  I  am  still  fa- 
voured to  labour  a  little  in  the  vineyard  of  my  Lord,  and  I 
earnestly  desire  to  labour  more  abundantly. 

^<  You  enquire  how  the  building  of  our  new  church  ad- 
vances, reminding  us  that  the  finances  of  our  missions  are 
low,  and  exhorting  to  economy  in  tbe  application  of  our 
funds.  The  walls  of  the  chapel  are  finished,  and  I  hope,  in  a 
oouple  of  naonths,  to  see  the  ceu*penter  mount  the  ridge-

pole  of  the  roof.  As  to  our  finaDces,  I  can  only  repeat  the  as- 
sttrancey  that  ve  do  all  that  is  id  our  power  to  aToid  onneees- 
sary  expenditure,  nor  can  I  refrain  to  add  my  firm  persuasion, 
that  the  Lord,  who  has  helped  us  so  graciously  hitherto,  will 
provide  in  some  way  or  other  the  requisite  means  for  the  com^ 
pletion  of  the  work.  Our  worthy  friends  in  England  haTe,  in 
former  instances,  come  forward  liberally  in  support  of  this 
Mission,  and  we  confidently  believe  that  they  will  not  for- 
get us  when  their  benevolent  aid  is  luost  needed.  We  beg 
a  continued  interest  in  your  prayers.  I  remain  your  afTec* 
tionate  Brother,  James  T.  Light. 


From  Brother  J.  Scholbfield. 

Dear  Brother,  ^ew  Carmel,  Feb.  5th,  1828. 

•*  YOU  will  have  been  already  informed  of  our  arrival  at 
this  place  on  the  22d  May  last,  punxuant  to  our  appointment 
to  undertake  the  care  of  this  newly-formed  mission  settle- 
ment. Although  we  did  not  find  the  dwelling-house  as  far  ad* 
vanced  as  we  had  been  led  to  expect,  the  windows  being  still 
in  a  very  unfinished  state,  (in  which  state  indeed  they  remain 
to  this  day),  we  determined  to  enter  it  without  loss  of  time. 
This  we  accordingly  did,  and  though  destitute  of  some  or- 
dinary domestic  comforts,  we  have  felt  ourselves  truly  con- 
tented and  happy,  being  treated  with  the  utmost  kindness 
by  many  friends  around  us,  and  perceiving  more  and  more 
that  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  listened  to  with  eagerness  by 
the  negroes.  On  Sunday,  we  have  seldom  less  than  three 
hundred  people  attending  divine  worship,  children  included; 
and  of  late,  many  have  come  to  have  their  names  put  down 
as  new  people.  At  the  time  of  our  arrival,  about  18  persons 
had  been  already  baptized  by  our  Brethren,  and  6  received 
into  the  congregation^  To  this  number  27  have  since  been 
added,  3  by  Holy  Baptism,  and  24  by  reeeption.  You  will 
perhaps  think,  that  more  fruit  might  have  been  expected 
during  this  period,  especially  when  it  is  considered,  that  our 
public  services  on  Sunday  are  regularly  attended  by  more 
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tbap  the  apartment  in  which  we  meet  will  contain.  The  rea- 
eon,  however,  is,  that  the  people  in  this  neighbourhood  are 
extremely  ignorant  on  religious  subjectSi  and  attach,  as  we 
fear,  too  much  importance  to  the  mere  act  of  ))aptism.  We 
have  at  present  41  on  our  list  of  candidates  for  this  ordi« 
nance,  or  for  reception,  and  6  persons  have  already  been 
admitted  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Communiop.  On  the 
whole,  we  have  much  reason  for  encouragement.  The  serious 
deportment  of  those  who  have  been  received  into  our  fellow- 
ship, or  are  under  religious  instruction,  and  the  increasing 
desire  after  the  word  of  life,  lead  us  to  hope  that  here  also 
many  souls  will  be  gtiined  for  our  Saviour. 

^'  Before  we  entered  upon  our  service  at  this  place,  the 
young  ladies  at  Hopeton  had  already  undertaken  the  in- 
struction of  a  number  of  negro  children  in  reading.  The 
building  of  a  schooUroom  had  been  commenced,  and  a 
schoolmistress  had  been  appointed,  a  mulatto  woman  of  good 
character,  and  apparently  well  qualified  for  the  task,  Mrs. 
Cooper,  at  the  Cruse,  was  also  engaged  with  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  children  belonging  to  that  estate,  and  of  any 
others  who  would  come  to  her.  These  schools  we  have 
much  pleasure  in  visiting  once  a  fortnight,  and  catechising 
the  children.  We  have  also  established  a  Sunday-school 
in  our  own  house.  The  number  of  negroes  at  present  at- 
tending it  amoutits  to  from  60  to  100,  all  of  whom  are  in- 
structed in  reading;  at  the  same  time,  they  commit  texts 
of  scripture  and  hymns  to  memory,  and  are  catechised.  We 
are  assisted  in  this  agreeable  duty  by  Mrs.  Cooper,  who, 
with  her  husband,  regularly  attends  our  services,  by  Misses 
Mary  and  Isabella  Senior,  and  Mrs.  Coke.  Several  mem- 
bers of  our  small  congregation  also  take  a  share  in  teaching. 
We  feel  truly  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  having  placed  us  in  a 
part  of  Hi;i  vineyard,  where  we  find  ourselves  surrounded  by 
so  many  Christian  friends,  who  are  not  ashamed  to  assemble 
with  then*  negroes,  on  the  day  consecrated  to  the  worship  of 
our  common  Lord,  to  hear  His  word^  and  unite  in  His  praises. 
Observing  the  inconvenience  to  which  we  are  subjected 
by  the  want  of  a  school-room,  many  of  these  friends  have 
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voluntarily  entered  into  a  subscription  to  enable  us  to  build 
one,  and  have  likewise  applied  to  the  Ladies'  Society  in  Lon- 
don, for  the  Education  of  Negro  Children,  from  whom  we 
have  received  a  generous  donation  of  £25  towards  this  object. 
Including  this  g^rant,  there  has  been  already  raised,  partly  by 
private  subscription,  and  partly  by  the  sale  of  needle-work, 
the  sum  of  £100  currency.  We  calculate  that  a  room  40  feet 
by  20  will  accommodate  about  three  hundred  scholars,  and 
that  the  cost  will  be  nearly  £200  currency  (£140  sterling). 
Besides  the  schools  above  alluded  to,  we  have  also  formed  two 
day-schools,  in  which  a  hundred  children  are  instructed.  In 
all  these  labours  we  have  been  very  kindly  aided  by  Mrs. 
Wright,  a  pious  lady,  who  has  been  spending  several  months 
in  our  neighbourhood,  and  is  much  interested  in  our  success. 
At  Christmas,  we  held  a  love-feast  with  the  children,  of  whom 
ninety  attended,  and  appeared  very  happy,  while  singing 
the  praises  of  their  incarnate  Saviour. 

^  Pray  for  us,  dear  Brethren,  that  the  Lord  may  direct 
QS  by  His  spirit,  and  strengthen  us  by  His  grace,  for  the 
work  which  we  are  called  to  perform,  and  which  promises 
to  become  increasingly  extensive  and  important. 

March  Wth. 
**  LAST  Sunday  was  our  prayer-day,  on  which  solemn  oc- 
casion 4  persons  were  received  into  the  congregation,  and 
8  admitted  to  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism  or  recep- 
tion. Our  house,  which  is  still  open  from  one  end  to  the 
other,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  congregation  till  the 
church  is  finished,  is  found  too  small  to  contain  bur  hearers, 
amounting  ordinarily  to  three  hundred  every  Sunday,  child- 
ren included.  Negroes  are  continually  coming  to  us,  to  re- 
quest that  their  names  may  be  put  down  in  the  list  of  new 
people.  Our  schools  also  continue  to  prosper,  and  to  ex- 
tend their  sphere  of  usefulness.  Much  might  be  done  in  this 
neighbourhood  by  the  instrumentality  of  schools,  if  we  had 
sufficient  means.  The  woods,  by  which  we  are  surrounded, 
at  a  distance  of  from  two  to  four  miles  from  this  place,  are 
inhabited  by  many  free  brown  people,  whose  children  in  ge- 
neral grow'  up  in  extreme  ignorance,  especially  of  religious 
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trutb.  We  are,  therefore,  led  to  anticipate  mucli  good  from 
tlie  three  schools  establii^d  among  them,  and  which  I  intend 
to  visit  regularly,  and  to  take  the  opportunity  of  addressing 
the  parents,  who  attend  on  these  occasions.  I  mentioned  in 
my  last  the  generons  grant  of  £25  sterling,  from  the  Ladies' 
Society  for  the  Education  of  Negro  Children,  towards  the 
erection  of  our  school-room.  Besides  £90  currency,  pro- 
duced by  the  sale  of  needle-work,  the  following  subscrip- 
tions have  been  kindly  raised,  and  presented  to  us  for  the 
same  object : —

Miss  Smith  has  likewise  kindly  giren  the  timber  necessary 
to  complete  the  frame-work. 

To  the  wish  expressed  by  the  Ladies'  Society,  that  a 
day-school  should  be  established  at  New  Carmel,  under  our 
superintendence,  for  the  expense  of  which  they  generously 
offer  to  provide,  we  are  disposed  thankfully  to  accede.  We 
will  gladly  do  our  best  to  fulfil  the  Christian  intentions  of 
these  friends  of  the  negro  race,  and  trust  that  tlie  Divine  bless- 
ing may  rest  upon  our  feeble  endeavours.  Of  our  Sunday- 
scholars,  148  attended  last  Sunday,  and  it  was  with  no  small 
regret  that  we  found  ourselves  obliged  to  dismiss  many  of 
them  before  the  public  service  conmieoced,  for  want  of  suffix 
cient  accommodation.  I  was  much  encouraged  by  my Jast 
risit  to  Mesopotamia.  Above  a  hundred  negroes  were  pre- 
sent at  Divine  worship,  and  seemed  to  listen  with  much  ^U 
tention.  The  distance  of  this  estate  from  New  Carmel,  about 
twenty  miles,  is  a  great  obstacle  to  our  visiting  it  as  fre* 
quently  as  we  could  wish.  With  our  cordial  remembrance 
to  the  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the 
Cvospel,  believe  me  ever  your  affectionate  Brother,

sitation*. To  be  deprived  of  all  personal  comforts  at  a  time 
when  we  seemed  to  stand  most  in  need  of  them,  is  a  trjal 
which  does  not  fall  to  the  lot  of  many ;  but  our  Saviour  has 
6e6n  fit  to  lay  it  upon  us,  and  to  His  gracious  will  we  desire 
to  feel  altogether  resigned. 

.  ^'  To  that  kind  friend,  whose  generous  donation  of  Ten 
Pounds,  towards  the  repair  of  our  private  losses,  you  an- 
nounced to  us,  we  desire  in  an  especial  manner  to  return  our 
unfeigned  thanks.  May  the  Lord,  who  has  put  it  into  his 
heart  to  do  good  to^one  of  the  least  among  his  brethren,  re- 
ward him  abundantly,  out  of  the  fulness  of  His  grace.  I 
cannot  here  omit  mentioning  to  you,  that  most  of  our  Euro- 
pean Brethren  and  Sisters  generously  contributed  to  our 
wants,  from  their  own  stock  of  wearing  apparel;  and  this, 
with  a  further  present  of  clothing  which  we  received  from  a 
lady  at  St.  John's,  supplied  our  more  immediate  necessities. 
Wbat  I  have  most  to  regret  is  the  loss  of  all  my  books,  and 
especially  of  ray  writing-desk,  containing  my  most  valu- 
able papers. 

*^  You  have  often  heard  of  the  school,  .which  has  been 
long  cared  for  by  our  Brethren  at  Gtacebay,  and  I  am  thank- 
ful to  be  able  to  report  that  it  is  still  in  a  flourishing  state. 
It  would,  as  far  as  we  can  judge,  be  y^t  more  so,  were  the 
generality  of  negro  parents  more  deeply  impressed  with  the^^ 
importance  of  instruction  to  the  happiness  and  well-being  ^f 
their  children.     Many  are,  however,  very  remiss  in  send'jng

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tbem,  though  the  children  thenidelves  are  for  the  most  part 
eager  to  come.  We  will  not,  however,  despair  of  seeing  an  . 
improvement  in  this  respect.  Many  of  our  scholars  learn 
readily  and  correctly  texts  of  Scripture  and  Hymns,  and  we 
have  reason  to  think,  that  our  labours  are  not  unaccompanied 
with  the  Divine  blessing.  The  greatest  number  that  has 
attended  on  Sundays,  since  I  came  to  this  place,  was  two 
hundred ;  sometimes,  however,  it  is  not  much  more  than  half 
that  amount. 

^  We  have  had  a  very  sickly  season  during  the  last 
two  months,  most  of  us  having  suffered  more  or  less  from 
attacks  of  fever,  from  which,  however,  we  are,  by  the  Lord's 
mercy,  gradually  recovering.  Several  changes  are  about  to 
take  place  in  our  missionary  circle.  Brother  Zippel  will  re- 
move from  Newfield  to  St.  John^s,  where  Brother  Newby 
has  also  obtained  leave  to  reside,  his  increasing  age  and  in- 
firmities not  allowing  him  to  undertake  tne  entire  chaise  of 
a  neg^  congregation.  Brother  Schill  will  succeed  him  at 
Cedar-hall.  Intreating  a  continuance  of  your  prayers  for  the 
servants  of  this  Mission  and  their  respective  flocks,  believe 
me>  Slc  G.  Robbin s.

From  Brother  S.  Hoch. 
Deah  Brother,  Bethesda,  Feb.  7M,  1828. 

^  YOU  allude  to  the  testimony  of  onr  dear  Brother  Htiffel^ 
whose  visit  to  this  island,  in  the  course  of  last  year,  we  still 
reniember  with  thankfulness,  ^  That  notwithstanding  many 
imperfections,  and  not  a  few  hinderances,  laid  in  the  way  by 
the  enemy,  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  this  Mission  continues  to 
prosper.^'  To  the  praise  of  His  holy  name  we  Cfui  still  nmke 
the  same  declaration,  and  though  sin  and  iniquity  abound, 
-^nd  the  love  of  some  hath  in  consequence  wajied  cold,  we 
rejoice  to  know,  that  there  are  not  a  few,  even  in  Betbesda, 
wlio  confess  His  name,  acknowledge  that  in  Him  they  have 
rig|>teousness  and  strength,  and  press  forward  amidst  many 
trials  and  difficulties,  towards  the  mark^  for  the  prize  of  their 
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Iiigh  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.  We  live  certainly  In 
an  evil  day;  for  though  we  have  no  cause  to  complain  of  di- 
rect opposition  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  we  are  made 
often  and  painfully  aware  of  the  secret  operations  of  the  ene- 
my of  God  and  man.  Against  these  we  cease  not  with  tears 
to  warn  the  souls  committed  to  our  ministry,  and  we  trust, 
not  without  evidence,  that  our  feeble  efforts  are  seconded 
by  the  influence  of  that  Spirit,  who  alone  can  eflfectually  ad- 
minister both  the  reproofs  and  the  consolations  of  the  Gospel. 
In  the  exercise  of  that  wholesome  and  necessary  discipline, 
which  I  trust  will  ever  be  maintained  in  the  Church  and  Mis« 
sions  of  the  Brethren,  we  have  been  under  the  painful  ne- 
cessity of  excluding  many  of  our  members,  during  the  course 
of  the  year  past,  even  more  than  have  been  baptized  and 
received .  into  the  congregation.  The  number  of  the  latter 
was  49;  besides  whom,  14  were  re-admitted  to  church-fel- 
lowship, and  44  became  partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion^ 
Painful  as  these  things  are,  we  will  not,  however,  be  dis- 
couraged, but  rather  be  more  diligent  in  prayer  and  sup- 
plication to  the  Lord,  and  more  earnest  in  inviting  and 
encouraging  sinners  to  come  unto  Him  who  is  the  only 
Saviour. 

**  Our  Sunday  and  evening  schools  are  conducted  as 
heretofore,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe,  that  they 
are  the  instruments  of  much  good.  We  are  con  vincedi  how- 
ever, that  to  make  them  permanently  efficient,  the  superin- 
tendance  of  a  regular  teacher  is  necessary.  It  remains  to  be 
seen,  whether  such  an  one  can  be  procured.  At  all  events, 
a  salary  would  be  expected.  A  supply  of  about  two  hun- 
dred spelling-books,  and  about  as  many  first  and  second 
lessons,  would  be  most  acceptable  to  us.  Indeed  we  can 
hardly  proceed  without  them.  On  the  third  Christmas  holy- 
day  we  had  a  lively  love-feast  with  our  school  children :  the 
number  that  attended  was  not  quite  so  great  as  the  preceding 
year,  owing  to  the  rainy  weather. 

**  We  have  much  reason  for  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  our 
heavenly  Father^  who  has  graciously  preserved  us  from 
barm  during  the  late  hurricane  season,  and  also  from  any 
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very  serious  iHness.  May  we  shew  our  gratitude  by  the  sur- 
render of  our  all  to  His  blessed  service.  With  aflTectiouate 
remembrauce  to  all  our  Brethren  and  friends,  believe  me,  8^c.

From  Brother  John  Johansen. 
Mt  Dear  Protheh.  Basseterre,  Feb.  ISth,  1828, 
**  FOR  the  Periodical  Accounts,  Missionary  Registers,  and 
other  publications  forwarded  to  us  with  our  supplies,  I  beg 
to  return  cordial  thanks,  in  my  own  name,  and  in  that  of  my 
Brethren.  The  perusal  of  them  excited  us  to  praise  the  Lord 
our  Redeemer,  for  the  efforts  made  by  His  servants  in  vari- 
ous denominations,  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  His  name 
throughout  the  world,  O  may  He  be  pleased  yet  more  fully 
to  accomplish  His  blessed  purposes  with  His  Church  on 
earth,  uniting  all  His  children  in  one  spirit,  aud  abiding  their 
only  Shepherd,  High  priest,  and  Saviour  f 

**  In  regard  to  our  service  in  this  Mission,  we  can  de- 
clare with  gratitude,  that  the  Lord  grants  us  from  time  to 
time  refreshing  showers  of  His  grace,  by  which  we  are 
strengthened  and  encouraged  to  persevere  in  the  blessed 
work  to  which  He  has  called  us.  On  Sunday  the  iPth  inst. 
we  had  a  solemn  prayer-day  with  our  negro  flock,  on  which, 
at  Basseterre,  4  adults  were  baptized,  9  receivesd  into 
the  congregation,  8  re-admitted,  and  12  became  candi- 
dates for  baptism.  At  Bethesda,  2  were  baptised,  4  re- 
ceived, 1  re-admitted,  and  3  became  candidates  for  bap- 
tism. Previous  to  this  prayer-day,  we  had  spoken  indi- 
vidually with  about  700  new  people,  candidates  and  ex- 
cluded. Even  in  the  hearts  of  some  who  are  very  ignorant 
and  indifferent  to  the  one  thing  needful,  we  hope  the  good 
seed  sown  may  not  be  altogether  unproductive.  Of  this,  in- 
deed, we  haye  known  many  cheering  instances.  You  may 
imagine,  however,  that  thankful  as  we  are  for  every  opportu- 
nity of  speaking  a  word  in  season  to  the  most  benighted  of 
the  population  around  us,  this  department  of  our  duty  is  Aot 
a  little  fatiguing,  many  of  those  who  visit  us  having  literally 
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nothing  to  say.,  With  onr  comnitinicants,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  case  is  very  different.  We  never  converse  with  them 
before  the  Holy  Communion^  without  benefit  to  our  own 
hearts.  At  the  first  Communion  this  year,  seven  persons  par- 
took for  the  first  time,  six  were  appointed  for  confirmation, 
and  ten  became  candidates.  During  the  course  of  the  year 
1827,  there  were  baptized  at  Basseterre,  23  adults  and  92 
children,  88  were  received  into  the  congregation,  29  re-ad- 
mitted, 55  became  communicants,  120  admitted  candidates 
,  for  baptism  or  reception,  75  departed  this  life.  Excluded  or 
removed  to  other  places,  106  persons.  Married,  34  couples. 
The  children  instructed  in  Sunday  or  evening-schools  amount 
to  about  400.  Our  congregation  at  Basseterre  at  the  close  of 
the  year  1827,  consisted  of  the  following:  2154  baptized 
members,  aduhs  and  children,  of  whom  737  are  commnni- 
<;ants,^67  more  than  last  year.  To  these,  if  348  candidates 
for  baptism  or  reception,  and  640  new  people,  &c.  be  added, 
the  whole  number  of  souls  under -our  care  will  amount  to 
3142.  Amon^  those  whom  we  had  the  pain  to  exclude  from 
our  fellowship,  were  several  young  married  people,  who  prov- 
ed unfaithful  to  their  wives,  being  tempted,  either  by  dislike 
to  their  lawful  partners,  or  by  sensual  desire,  to  connect  them- 
selves with  other  females.  Where  timely  remonstrance  fajls 
to  prevent  this  sinful  practice,  exclusion  is  of  course  resorted 
tOf  and  not  unfrequently  proves  the  means  of  bringing  the 
parties  to  repentance  and  reformation  of  life. 

"  Our  Sunday-school  has  been  held  without  interrup- 
tion, excepting  on  prayer  and  communion-days,  when  we 
feel  sensibly  the.  want  of  a  proper  school-room.  Our  even- 
ing-schools, on  several  estates,  were  for  some  time  more  thin- 
ly attended  than  formerly;  but  our  admonitions  to  the  pa- 
rents seem  not  to  have  been  without  effect,  if  we  may  judge 
by  the  increased  attendance  since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
We  feel  very  much  the  want  of  a  jsalarized  teacher,  to  under-» 
take  the  inspection  of  the  schools  established  on  the  different 
plantations,  a  duty  which  our  numerous  missionary  engage- 
ments will  not  allow  us  to  perform  as  we  could  wish.  On 
Christmas-day  we  held  our  annual  love-feast  with  the  child- 
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ren,  of  wkom  aboul  320  were  present,  and  among  whom, 
fifter  we  had  examined  and  catechized  them,  we  distributed 
a  number  of  books  and  tracts.  Several  of  the  children  read 
the  Bible  and  Testament  with  feoility.  On  the  Sunday  fol- 
lowing we  assenkbled  the  teachers,  who  were  addressed  on 
the  subject  of  their  important  duties,  and  to  each  of  whom 
we  presented  a  small  Bible,  from  the  supply  generously 
granted  to  us  by  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  The 
expense  connected  with  our  school  at  Basseterre  during  the 
year  1827,  has  amounted  to  £13 :  0 : 6 ;  with  that  at  Bethes- 
da,  to  £7 : 5 : 0.— Total,  £20 : 5 : 8,  currency. 

**  Sister  Shick  keeps  an  evening-school  twice  a-week,  with 
some  of  the  female  teachers,  whom  she  instructs  in  reading, 
writing,  and  cyphering,  and  her  husband  gives  similar  in- 
struction to  a  few  young  men.  May  the  Lord  lay  His  bless* 
ing  upon  these  feeble  attempts,  and  reward  our  dear  friends 
in  England,  who  generously  contribute  the  means  required 
for  the  instruction  of  the  negro  race.  A  further  supply  of 
school-books  is  greatly  needed  by  us.  A  few  hundred  copies 
of  the  first  and  second  parts  of  the  spelling-book  for  Sunday- 
schools,  and  of  spelling-cards,  would  be  of  g^at  service. 
Perhaps  you  may  be  able,  through  the  kind  aid  of  some 
school^M>ciety  in  London,  to  procure  them  for  us.  I  cannot 
help  mentioning  to  you,  that  the  Instructions  of  the  Scottish 
Missionary  Society,  a  copy  of  which  you  seat  us  last  yeai\ 
have  been  perused  by  us  all  with  great  blessing  and  en- 
couragement :  they  well  deserve  the  consideration  of  every 
missionary. 

^  The  season  has  of  late  been  very  unhealthy,  and  we 
have  all  suffered  more  or  letss  from  the  prevailing  fever. 
Thank,  God  I  am  now  pretty  well  restored.  On  the  30th 
November,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  morning,  we  experienced 
a  severe  shock  of  an  earthquake,  which  however,  by  Grod's 
mercy,  did  no  particular  damage.

*^  W£  have  again  celebrated  a  very  blessed  Padsion  Season 
with  our  dear  negro  congregation.    On  Good  Friday,  and 
£aster  Sunday,   the  numbers  that  flocked  to  our  church. 
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were  so  great  that  the  building  could  not  contain  tbem.  On 
the  b^rts  of  many  x?e  trust  an  abiding  impression  has  been 
made.  On  Easter  Sunday,  three  adults  were  baptized,  nine 
received  into  the  congregation,  and  ten  straying  sheep  were 
re-admitted  to  church-fellowship. 

^  You  will  probably  hear  by  this  mail,  of  the  happy  de*^ 
parture  of  Brother  Procop,  in  Antigua,  which  took  place  on 
the  18th  March,  after  a  rery  short  illness.  His  long  and 
faithful  services  in  the  St.  Kitt's  Mission  hare  endeared  hk 
memory,  not  only  to  the  negroes,  but  to  many  in  the  island 
who  had  the  pleasure  to  know  him.  Though  for  some  yean 
past  his  strength  had  been  in  a  declining  state,  the  loss  of 
so  worthy  and  experienced  a  felloiVir-labourer  will  be  pain* 
fully  felt  by  our  Brethren  in  Antigua.  With  affectionate  re- 
membrance to  all  our  dear  Brethren  and  friends,  believe  me 
your  very  faithful  Brother,  j,  Johansen.

From  Brother  S.  Brunner. 

Dear  Brother.  *«*"'>'?'  «'««•  21*'.  1828. 

**  I  AM  sorry  to  inform  you  that  the  letter,  with  inclosures, 
which  you  state  having  forwarded  to  me  by  the  first  September 
packet,  has  never  come  to  hand.  It  was  doubtless  lost,  with 
all  the  remaining  contents  of  that  mail,  of  which  no  tidings 
have  been  heard  since  the  v^sel  left  Madeh'a.  Such  losses 
are,  as  you  may  suppose,  doubly  painful  to  us,  as  our  com- 
munication with  Europe  is,  from  circumstances,  necessarily 
restricted.  The  progress  of  the  Mission  in  thisJsland,  though 
not  as  rapid  as  in  some  other  of  our  West  India  stations,  is,  we 
trust,  steady,  and  certainly  affords  us  much  ground  for  en- 
couragement. In  the  course  of  last  year  there  have  been 
baptized  at  Sharon,  65  adults  and  34  children.  Ten  persons 
have  been  received  into  the  congregation,  and  four  re-ad- 
mitted. Seven  adults  and  nine  children  have  departed  this 
life.  Four  persons  have  been  excluded.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  the  congregation  consisted  of  226  adults,  among  whom 
are  104  commimicants  and  57  baptized  children,  under  12 
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years  of  age.  If  to  these  are  added  123  candidates  for  bap* 
tisin  or  reception,  and  175  new  people,  &c.  the  total  of  ne- 
groes under  our'care  will  be  581.  ~  At  Mount  Tabor,  during 
the  same  period,  have  been  baptized,  seven  adults  and  six 
children.  Received  into  the  congregation  12  persons.  One 
adult  and  four  children  have  departed  this  life.  At  the 
close  of  the  year,  the  numbers  were  28  baptized  adults  and 
four  children ;  34  candidates  for  baptism,  and  40  new  people* 
Total,  106  persons.

^^THE  Testaments,  spelling-books,  and  cards,  are  a  most  im- 
portant and  valuable  present  to  our  Sunday-schools,  for  which 
we  beg  to  return  our  moclt  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the 
kind  donors,  the  committee  of  the  Sunday-school  Society. 

*^  You  will  see  by  the  annexed  accounts,  that  the  expenses 
incurred  in  the  maintenance  of  our  schools  during  the  year 
past  have  been  £5  iXls.  currency*  We  are  now  engaged  in 
building  a  small  addition  to  our  missionary  premises,  which 
will  answer  the  double  purpose  of  an  occasional  guest-room 
and  a  school-house.  We  hope  that  our  efforts  for  the  in- 
struction of  our  negroes  will  be  considerably  aided  by  this 
arrangement. 

^^  On  our  last  prayer«day,  the  9th  instant,  16  adults  were 
baptized  at  Sharon,  three  received -into  the  congregation,  and 
22  admitted  candidates  for  baptism.  At  Mount  Tabor  two 
adults  were  baptized,  two  received  into  the  congregation, 
and  seven  added  to  the  class  of  candidates.  O  that  all  may 
abide  the  property  of  that  Saviour,  who  has  purchased  their 
souls  with  His  precious  blood !  Our  missionary  family  at 
present  are  well  in  health.    Remember  us  in  your  prayers*

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  W.  C.  Gentii. 

Paramaribo,  Jan.  S\st^  1828. 
<^  THE  departure  of  our  friend  Mr.  Gardner  for  England 
affords  me  a  convenient  opportunity  of  giving  you  some  ac- 
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of  July^  1827,  by  Mr.  ferrier. 

<*  During  the  year  past^  our  Lord  and  Saviour  has  given 
us  manifold  proofs  of  His  grace  and  mercy.  New  doors  have 
also^been  opened  for  the  entrance  of  the  Gospel  into  many 
plantations  in  this  colony,  fifteen  of  which  are  regularly 
visited  by  us.  The  instruction  ^e  give  to  the  negrcios  is 
chiefly  by  conversation.  To  give  you  an  idea  of  these  visits, 
1  will  mention,  that  we  first  wait  for  an  invitation  fronrthe 
proprietor  or  attorney,  who  may  express  a  wish  that  we 
would  instruct  their  negroes  in  the  word  of  God.  If  it  is 
practicable  for  us  to  attend  to  their  request,  one  or  two  days 
are  appointed  on  the  estate,  on  which  we  may  meet  the  ne« 
groes»  As  all  travelling  is  here  performed  by  water,  a  tent- 
boat  (covered  boat)  is  employed,  with  six  negroes  as  rowers, 
besides  the  helms-man,  to  bring  the  missionary  firom  one 
estate  to  the  other.  To  visit  the  fifteen  plantations  under  onr 
care  employs  a  missionary  for  three  weeks,  as  the  estates  are 
''situated  on  different  rivers  and  creeks,  and  at  considerable  4lis» 
tance  from  each  other.  The  Brethren  Yoigt  tod  Bfihmer  mdce 
these  voyages  alternately,  and  leave  Paramaribo  for  that  pur- 
pose once  a  month.  This,  indeed,  is  but  a  small  beginning; 
but  it  seems  the  dawn  of  a  brighter  day,  aii  indicating,  on 
the  part  of  the  planters,  an  increased  conviction  that  to 
enlighten  their  ignorant  slaves,,  by  Christian  instruction, 
is.  not  oftly  not  dangerous,  but  beneficial.  Thdr  exter- 
nal condition  remains  the  same,  though  they  are  better  treat- 
ed  than  formerly.  The  most  lamentable  part  of  their  con* 
dition  is  this,  that  they  are  blind  heathen,  buried  in  ignorance 
and  wickedness.  Should  not  every  Christian  rejoice,  that 
the  word  of  Grod  is  made  known  to  them  for  their  conversion, 
leading  them  from  the  service  of  sin  and  Satan  to  Jesus  the 
Saviour  of  all  men,  whereby  they  are  made  happy  in  life, 
suflfering,  and.  in  death  itself.  We  have  147  baptized  ne^ 
groes  in  the  above-mentioned  plantations.  Here/in  this  city, 
many  persons  have  been  added  to  the  negro  oongregation; 
in  1827,  184  adiUts  and  67  children  were  baptized^  and  osr 
.  IfOU  X.  c  c  c 
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congrefiitiDD  aombers  1472  baptfaced  penwlns,  among  whom 
888  are  comiuuDicante.  To  these  may  be  added,  424  fiew 
people  and  oabdidatea  for  baptism: — In  all,  2043  negtoes 
undei^  omr  care*  The  preaching*  of  the  Gospel  in  our  Mission  - 
church  is  attended  by  a  great  nnmber  of  persons  of  all  <Mv 
lours,  and  is  made  by  the  Spirit  of  God  life  and  power  unfo 
many  hearts*  We,  who  are  weak  instruments-  in  the  band' 
of  the  Lord,  ha?e  been  enabled  to  carry  on  our  Work  unin- 
terruptedly wnA  in  health.  Hie  schools  with  our  negro  chil- 
dren hare  been  held  with  success,  and  many  ha^e  been  Cai^ht 
to  read  the  Scriptures  in  their  own  language* 

^*  We  are  at  present  diligently  employed  in  building  our 
new  church,  and  hope  to  finish  it  in  a  few  weeks.     It  slauds 
upon  the   site  of  the  old  one,   but   will  be  much  lai^er, 
being  96  fbet  long  and  60  broad.    You  will  ask  where  the 
senrice  is  meanwhile  performed^    My  answer  is,  in  the  old- 
chmrclu    This  is  surrounded  by  the  new  building,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  16  feet  on  each  side  from  the  walls.    The  roof  of 
the  "old  one  betng  taken  off  and  the  new  one  covered,  we- 
shidl  lose  bttt  little  time.    We  hare  indeed  ventured  upon  an' 
expensive  nnd^taking,  but  coiild  not  possibly  postpone  it 
any  leaiger.    The  cause  of  that  Lord  whom  we  serve  de- 
manded it«     We  were  under  the  necessity  of  making  room- 
for  our  increasing  congregation,  and  the  old  church  was 
ialling  to  decay.

May  the  Lord  grant  ihalj 
evcgfylhiQg  (be  jdone.  successfully,  «nd  that  His  name  be  there-' 
by  glofifiod  nbre  and  taore  in  Surinam^    Above  all,  may  He 
grant  and  [Nres^te  4o  uk,  wlio  have  tiie  great  favour  to  as^^ 
sist  in  the;  promotion  of  His  kingdom  of  grace,  mi  humble 
an4.  If^wly  mimdi  ^ktiM  we  may  only  seek  Hiii  gl^«7i  forget 
oitfseliTQs,  imd  aenk>asly  proceed  in  His  work.    We  call  unto 
all  poor  sinners,  '^Xo^  this  isyour  6odJ^    Look  unto  Him

DANISH  ISLANDS. 
ON  pagpe  341  of  the  present  Volume,  some  brief  notice  was 
4akeii  of  Ibe  effects  of  the  late  hurricane  in  the  Danish  We9t 
India  Islands.  The  following  details,  containepd  in  letters 
firom  our  Brethren  on  that  station,  will,  it  is  presumed,  be 
read  with  interest: — 

St.  Croix. 
[ExiraU  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  BoKhop. 

Fribdbksthal,  Auff.  iithf  1827. 
**  ON  my  return  from  a  risit  to  Brother  Sybrecht  in  St*  Tho-i 
mas,  who  was  lying  dangerously  ill  of -a  fever,  I  beheld,  nith 
sorrow,  tbe .dreadful  devastation  which  the  hurricane  of  the 
17th  had  made  in  our  peaceful  settlement  of  Friedensthai. 
Ail  our  walls  and  fences  lay  prostrate  on  the  ground,  and 
our  flourishing  (ruit*trees  appeared  either  torn  up  by  tbe 
roots  or  stripped  of  their  branches.  But  how  thankful  did 
I  ieel,  when  I  ascertained  that  the  rest  of  our  Mission*pre- 
mises,  including  our  old  dwelling-house,  had  been  spai^ed  by 
a  tempest  which  has  overthrown  so  many  new  buildings  in 
different  parts  of  the  island.  In  this  neighbourhood  it  raged 
with  unabated  violence  for  nine  hours,  and  occasioned  much 
loss  of  life,  both  of  men  and  cattle.  The  naine  of  the  Lord 
be  praised,  who  has  so  graciously  watched  over  us,  and  pro- 
tected us  firoili  yet  greater  calamity. 

^  At  Friedensfeld,  the  store-house  and  stone  belfry  have 
been  Ibrowti  down:  the  bell  itself^  however,  escaped  fnjury. 
The  west  end  of  the  island  was  the  most  exposed  to  the  fury 
of  the  hurricane,  owing  to  which  our  settlement  of  Friededs- 
berg  has  suffered  more  severely  than  any  other.

FRIBDBNSBBROy  Aug.  2(k^  1827. 

^  ON  tbe  17th  Angast,  about  one  o'clock  in  the  afkernoon, 
the  weather  began  to  be  so  tempestuoua  that  ire  deemed  it 
neceatary  to  resort^  without  delay,  to  all  the  means  in  our 
power  for  the  security  of  our  house  and  church.  It  soon 
appeared  that  our  precautions  were  not  likely  to  be 
needless,  as  in  less  than  two  hours  it  blew  a  perfect  hurri- 
cane. All  the  negroes  around  us  took  refuge  in  our  pre- 
misesy  and  not  a  few  from  the  adjoining  town.  We  wander- 
ed about  our  houses  in  no  tmM  anxiety,  yet  praying  for  re* 
sign^tioti  to  the  Lord's  will  concerning  us,  whatever  it  might 
be.  Our  endeavours  to  make  good  the  hijuries  which  the 
buildin^uccessi^ely  sustained  from  the  violence  of  the  stormy 
were  of  little  avail,  and  in  a  short  time  we  found  ourselves 
inundated  with  torrents  of  rain,  which  entered  the  roof  from 
the  windward  side.  The  spouts  belonging  to  our  house  and 
church  were  speedily  canrie<l  away,  the  fences  of  every  de- 
fiqriptipn  demolished,  and  a  new  hencoop  in  the*  yard  abso- 
lutely, torn  in  pieces.  Our  alarm,  however,  reached  its  height, 
when  ^e  saw  the  shingles  flying  from  the  roof  of  our  fine 
neif  ebnvdu  Up  to  this  period  we  bad  kept  our  house  door, 
whidi  iaoed  the  north,  opeot  |P^  ^^  >ul  o'clock  we  were  ob- 
liged to  close  it,  and  to  forego  the  only  remaining  ^ew  of 
what  was  passing  around  us..;  The  wind  still  rising,  the  roof 
b^^n  to  crack  fearfully  above  our  heads,  and  we  had  every 
ireason  to  apprehend  that  it  would  give  way.  In  our  distress 
m^e  ^ried  fervently  unio  the  Lord,  that  He  would  cause  the 
raging  wind  to  take  another  direction ;  He  mercifully  heard 
our  pngrerSf  and,  just  at  tbe  time  when  the.  danger  seemed 
most  imminent,  bade  it  blow  from  the,  east  ilistead  of  th^ 
north.  How  deeply  we  were  afiected  by  this  gradoua 
answer  to  our  petition  cannot  be  described;  for  bad  die 
force  of  the  wind  once  fallen  upon  our  roof  from  the  north- 
ward, ita  destruction  would  have  been  almost  inevitable. 
Altlpougb  the  extremity  of  the  danger  had  thds  passed, 
over,  our  situation  remauifd  a  very  anxious  one,  till  about 
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tiine  o'clock  in  the  eveninf^,  when  oar  feam  were  e^iite^' 
\y  relieved  by  the  gradual'  abatement  of  the  tempest.  It 
war'iiot,  however,  till  two  o^cIock  in  the*  momiDg  that  we 
ventured  out  of  doors,  to  examine  into  the  state  of  our  pre- 
mises*  With  the  returning  dawn  the  extent  of  our  loss  be- 
came man^est  to  us;  but  considerable  as  we  found  it  to  be, 
bar  concern  on  this  account  was  absorbed  in  gratitude  to  our 
merciful  heavenly  Father,  for  the  protection  we  had  experi- 
enced. Of  all  our  premises  our  church  has  received  themOst 
serious  injury;  its  appearance  fesembles  thiatof  a  ruin.  Half 
the  roof  has  been  entirely  torn  away,  many  of  the  fragmenti 
being  carried  over  our  dwelling-house  into  the  middle  of  the 
town,  where  they  did  considerable  injury  to  the  Romato  Ca- 
tholic church.  The  other  half  hangs  in  an  indined-position 
over  the  wall,  which  is  rent  on  two  sides,  almost  to  the  foun- 
dation. Large  masses  of  masonry  have  fallen  into  thechurch, 
and  broken  the  seals.  Indeed,  the  infury  done  is  of  that  na- 
ture, that  more  than  half  of  it  will  have  to  be  completely  re« 
built.  A  deputation  of  gentlemen  appointed  to  examine  into 
the  extent  of  the  damage  done  by  the  hurricane  in  the  town 
and  neighbourhood,  hais  estimated  our  loss  at  1000  Spanish 
dollars.  On  the  Sunday  following,  we  assembled  in  our 
ruinbus  church,  to  bring  our  tribute  of  thanksgiving  to  the 
Lord  our  Saviour,  for  the  gracious  preservation  which  we 
have  experienced.  On  His  future  help  we  confidently  rely, 
and  we  believe  tliat  He  will  not  put  our  confidence  to  shame.

New  Herrnhut,  JSqrt,  8ih,  1827. 
^DURING  the  hurricane  of  the  I7th  August  we  were  gra- 
ciously preserved,  as  were  also  our  Brethren  in  St.  Jan» 
irom  all  serious  injury ;  but  on  the  28th  of  the  same  month 
we  were  visited  with  a  calamity,  nearly  equalling  in  extent 
that  which  befel  our  missionary  stations  in  St.  Croix.  The 
•tonn  commenced  early  in  the  morning,  and  in  a  short  time 
stripped  our  kitchen  of  its  roof,  oveithrew  several  negro 
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Jmusm,  ftBotdnnre  the  miB  with  such  Yioleiice  diroughthe 
window^uttera  and  walk  of  our  bouses,  that  many  of  our 
affecta  ^ere  completely  spoiled  by  the  wet.  In  tlie  anidit  of 
the  terrors  of  this  sceae,  of  which  only  those  who  hare  been 
in  siiBilar  eireurastances  can  form  an  adequate  idea,  we  fer- 
vently cried  to  the  Lord,  that  He  wouM  take  us  uader  His 
alaighty  protection,  and  He  heard  oor  prayers,  Aboat  11 
o'clodc  the  storm  began  to  abate,  so  that  we  conld  Tenture 
to  open  the  shutters ;  for  during  the  whole  of  the  morning  we 
bad  been  obliged  to  bum  candles  in  our  apartments.  Had 
the  hurricane  lasted  a  few  hours  longer,  it  is  probable  that 
few  buildings,  however  strong,  would  have  withstood  its  fury. 
What  abundant  cause  had  we  for  thankfulness  to  our  heaven* 
ly  Father,  wbe  had  kept  us  and  our  negroes  safe  under  the 
shadow  of  His  wings,  and  spared  our  dwelling-house  and 
church  in  the  midst  of  the  desertion  so  widely  spread  around 
us.  The  produce  of  our  fields  and  gardens  is  indeed  almost 
totally  destroyed,  and  the  same  is  the  case  in  St.  Jan,  where, 
however,  the  Mission-premises  have  escaped  any  serious  in- 
jury. More  than  thirty  vessels  lying  in  our  harbodr  have 
been  driven  on  shore,  some  of  whioli  have  run  upon  the  rock^ 
and  become  perfect  wrecks. 


SOUTH  AFRICA. 
From  Brother  H.  P.  Hallbeck. 
Dear  Brother,         Gnadenth At.  Nov.  mh,  1827.. 
**  I  AM  in  your  debt  for  several  interesting  letters,  received 
within  the  last  few  months.    The  first  dated  May  27th,  reach- 
ed me  on  the  29th  September;  but  the  box  of  books  and  the 
articles  of  clothing  which  it  announced  assent  by  the  Achil- 
les, did  not  arrive  at  this  place  till  a  few  days  ago,  for  want 
of  an  opportunity  to  forward  them  from  Gspe-town.     I  am 
happy  to  say^  that  every  thing  was  in  the  best  condition. 
The  books  are  put  up  in  our  library,  for  which  wo  have  now 
a  separate  room^  and  the  clothes  will  shortly  be  distributed 
by  me  and  two  of  our  chapel-servants,  who  are  appointed 
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my  amistanls  in  earing  lor  the  poor.  I  will  write  la  Ae 
kind. donor  myself  in  a  very  short  time,  meanwhile  yoo  will 
give  him  my  best  thanks  and  kind  salutations^  The  materiab 
for  an  English  school  we  do  indeed  not  make  use  of  far  the 
present;  bnt  I  trust  the  time  will  soon  eome,  when  we  dmll 
have  occasiott  for  them.  There  are  now  826  children  in  our 
school.  The  average  daily  attendance  is  about  200,  and  the 
classes  of  the  readers  amount  to  116.  If  the  directors  of 
our  Missions  approve  of  an  attempt  being  made  amotig  the 
Tambook^esy  some  cbaages  will  take  place  among  the  mis- 
sionaries, which  will  also  aflfect  oinr  schools^  and  very  likely 
lead  to  the  adoption  of  a  plan  of  which  I  have  long  wished 
to  make  a  trial,  viz*  to  use  Hottentots  as  teachers  in  the 
schools,  the  missionaries  acting  only  as  visitors.  If  ft  sue* 
ceeds,  according  to  my  expectation,  it  will  enable  us  to  ex-^ 
tend  our  sphere  of  activity,  without  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  missionaries  in  the  same  proportion.  As  yet  we 
have  not  received  any  answer  from  Germany  regardii^ 
the  Tambookie  Mission;  but  with  a  view  to  meet  the  wishes 
of  Government,  who  are  anxioiis  that  as  little  time  as  pos- 
sible should  be  lost,  and  considering  that  last  week  die 
greater  number  of  the  Cape  corps  of  Hottentots  was  dis* 
banded,  among  whom  several  useful  individuals  might  be 
found  to  accompany  the  missionaries,  if  they  knew  of  it  be- 
fore they  settled  in  one  or  other  of  our  setdements,  we  have 
found  it  adyisable  to  appoint  the  missionaries  condition- 
ally, presupposing  that  the  undertaking  will  be  sanctioned 
at  home.  The  Brethren  Lemmertz  and  Hoffman,  with  their 
wives,  have  accordingly  been  called  to  this  service,  it  be- 
ing understood,  that  the  undertaking  must,  in  the  first  in* 
stance,  be  looked  upon  as  an  attempt,  which,  if  necessary, 
may  again  be  abandoned.  They  have  willingly  accepted  of 
the  appointment,  and  consider  themselves  highly  fiivoured  to 
be  counted  worthy  to  engage  in  so  important  a  work.  They 
will  indeed  find  it  no  easy  matter  to  learn  so  uncouth  a  lan«^ 
guage  as  that  of  the  Tambookies;  but  their  child-like  coofi- 
dettce  and  reliance  on  our  Satiour  will  be  their  strength,  and 
enable  them  to  surmoont  even  this  diffioulty.    But  in  tbi» 
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respect  we  iiiast»  like  a)l  themiaiioDaries  in  Cuttiraria,  in  tbe 
first  iiwtftnce,  depend  on  interpreters;  and  I  am  happy  to 
say,  that  I  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Brother  Fritsch 
in  Enon,  stating  that  ten  families  there  hare  offered  them- 
selves to  accompany  the  missionaries  to  Tambookie-land,  and 
to  settle  there,  among  whom  there  are  at  least  one  man  and 
one  female  who  speak  the  language,  the  latter  being  the 
welUknown  Wilhelmina  Blatge^  now  Stomjfje,  In  case  the 
business  should  be  approved  of  by  our  directors  at  home, 
the  waggon  is  in  readiness  to  roll  tbe  Tambookie  apostles 
to  their  place  of  destination ;  and  I  have  the  verbal  assurance 
of  tbe  Governor,  that  a  sum  not  exceeding,  .^£200  will  be 
granted  for  the  outfit  of  the  party,  and  the  /settlement  will 
be  considered  to  stand  under  the  protection  of  the  Colonial 
Government. 

^  1  am  sorry  to  say  thilt  Brother  Bonatz  is  in  a  Fory  pre- 
carious state  of.  health,  and  there  is  but  too  much  reason  to 
apprehend  that  bis  disorder  is  very  difficult  to  cure,  if  not 
altogether  incurable*  In  case  of  his  departure,  which  we 
should  very  much  lament,  also  on  account  of  his  excellent 
wife,  whose  usefulness  would  thereby  be  lamed,  we  are  glad 
that  Brother  Fritsch  is  now  so  well  acquainted  with  the 
Mission  at  Elim,  as  to  be  qualified  to  succeed  him.  In 
Groenekloof,  Sister  Tietze  has  been  dangerously  ill  of  a  ferer, 
which  has  been  the  means  of  carrying  off  a  number  of  Hot- 
tentots  in  the  course  of  this  year,  but  hy  tbe  last  accounts,' 
Ae  was  recovering. 

^  My  last  letter  from  Enon  was  dated  November  12th,  at 
which  time  all  the  missionaries  were  well.  A  new  dwelling- 
house,  for  which  preparations  were  made  wbed  I  was  at 
Enon,  is  nearly  finished.  Tbe  neighbourhood  of  the  settle- 
ment, as  indeed  all  the  interior  portions  of  the  colony,  has 
suffered  much  from  drought.  The  agricultural  labours  of 
tbe  Hottentots  on  Strubers  Place  have  not  indeed  been  alto- 
gether unsuccessful;  but  tbe  gardens l>elouging  to  the  set- 
tlement have  produced  but  little  for  want  of  moisture.  The 
Witte' River  flows  with  too  feeble  a  current  to  turn  the  pump, 
which  on  former  occasions,  ha«  rendered  such  essential  ser* 
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Tioe  to  the  gardens.  Brother  Fritscb,  however,  is  not  dis- 
heartened; he  thinks  that  (here  is  no  reason  to  complain,  as 
long  as  they  suffer  the  little  water  that  is  left  to  run  to  waste, 
and  hopes  to  make  use  of  every  drop  of  it^  if  God  spares  him 
a  few  years  longer.  I  am  thankful  to  say,  that  the  har- 
vest in  the  Cape  and  Stellenboseh  districts  is  very  good.  In 
some  parts  indeed  the  rust  has  shewn  itself,  but  no  material 
injury  has  been  done  to  the  crops,  which  generally  speaking 
are  heavier  than  for  many  years  past.  The  present  prices  in 
our  neighbourhood  are  3s.  sterling  for  a  muid,  or  three  Win- 
chester bushels  of  oats;  4«.  6d.  for  a  muid  of  barley,  and  12$* 
to  I5s.  for  a  muid  of  wheat.  Brother  Leitner  has  been  here 
on  a  visit  from  Hemel  en  Aarde ;  he  suffers  occasionally  from 
the  gout,  but  in  other  respects  his  health  is  good. 

December  3rf,  1827. 
"  WE  are  daily  looking  out  for  letters  from  Germany  regard- 
ing the  proposed  Tambookkie  Mission.  As  soon  as  the  desir- 
ed permission  has  been  obtained,  the  Brethren  Lemmertz 
and  Hoffman  will  set  out,  accompanied  by  Brother  Fritsch, 
who  will  introduce  them  to  Bowtma^  and  assist  them  in  their 
beginnings.  Among  the  individuals  who  have  oflfered  to  ac- 
company them,  are  two  or  three  who  speak  the  language, 
and  carry  on  the  most  useful  trades,  e.  g.  smiths,  carpenters, 
&c  It  is  our  wish  to  encourage  Hottentot  tradesmen  to 
establish  themselves,  by  which  means  we  may  be  enabled  to 
conduct  the  Mission  with  fewer  Europeans  than  have  hither- 
to been  required  in  this  country;  and  thus  the  progress  made 
by  the  Hottentots  in  the  arts  of  civilized  life,  will  be  subser- 
vient to  the  extension  of  our  labours.  It  is  needless  to  add, 
that  if  this  plan  succeeds,  the  external  prosperity  of  the  Hot- 
tentots will  thereby  be  promoted,  a  new  stimulus  given  to 
their  industry,  and  another  seal  put  to  the  collateral  influence 
of  this  Mission.  If  through  our  Saviour's  blessing,  one  or 
nM>re  of  the  members  of  our  congregations  here  are  in  some 
degree  rendered  useful  to  their  heathenish  neighbours,  it  will 
be  a  glorious  conquest  indeed.  It  is  like  taking  the  battery 
of  the  enemy  and  turning  it  against  his  remaining  force.

<<I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  Brother  fionatz  continoei 
very  poorly.  As  he  can  have  no  medical  attendance  at  Elim,  we 
have  brought  bim  hither,  where  he  has  just  arri?ed  in  great 
weakness,  and  I  have  sent  a  messenger  to  Stelienboscb,  to 
call  in  a  skilful  physician.  Brother  Teatsch  will  meanwhile 
conduct  the  external  affairs  of  the  Mission  at  Elim,  insisted  by 
Brother  Thomsen. 

January  I9ih^  1828. 
"I  INCLOSE  our  Diary  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  1827, 
and  annexed  to  it,  a  brief  memoir  of  our  late  Brother  Bon^z, 
of  whose  dangerous  illness  I  informed  you  in  my  last,  and 
who  departed  this  life  in  a  very  happy  and  peaceful  manner, 
on  tbe  16th  December.  His  last  days  here  below  were  most 
edifying  both  to  ourselves  and-  our  Hottentots,  many  of 
whom  have  known  him  long,  and  will  not  forget  his  faithful 
and  blessed  service  of  twenty ^one  years  in  this  Mission.  His 
widow,  with  her  three  children,  will  remain  for  the  present  at 
Gnadenthal,  where  we  should  be  most  happy  to  retain  her, 
and  enjoy  the  benefit  of  her  excellent  qualifications  for  the 
missionary  labour.  She  is  very  willing  to  assist  my  wife  in 
the  arrangement  of  our  domestic  concerns,  after  the  depar* 
ture  of  Brother  Lemmertz  for  the  Tambookkic  country. 

**  During  the  Christmas*festival  I  paid  a  visit  at  Elim, 
with  my  family  and  Sister  Bonatz,  with  a  view  to  arrange  the 
affairs  of  our  late  Brother,  and  to  introduce  Brother  Teufsch 
as  his  successor,  in  the  superintendance  of  this  station.  For 
this  ofiice  he  is  every  way  qualified.  All  we  have  to  regret 
is,  that  the  health  of  his  valuable  wife  is  so  precarious.  I 
found  our  people  busily  engaged  in  converting  tbe  old  house 
into  a  place  of  worship,  an  undertaking  which  the  g^radnal 
increase  of  the  congregation  has  rendered  quite  necessary* 
There  are  now  upwards  of  a  hundred  inhabitants  at  Elim,  and 
in  the  course  of  last  year  6  adults  and  6  children  were  bap- 
tized. Fifteen  Hottentot  houses  are  finished,  and  four  are 
building.  The  new  dwelling-bouse  for  the  missionaries,  is 
tbe  most  convenient  for  two  families  that  we  can  boast  of  in 
this  country,  and  erected  in  a  very  neat  and  substantial  man* 
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ner  by  Hottentots  of  Gnadenthal.  A  great  concourse  of  per- 
sons from  the  neighbourhood  attended  the  meetings  at  Elim, 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  year* 

«  From  the  inclosed  Diary  you  will  perceive,  that  our 
numbers  at  Gnadenthal  have  incre'ased  within  the  last  twelve 
months  by  28,  and  as  great  part  of  the  Hottentot  corps  was 
disbanded  on  the  24th  of  November,  it  is  very  probable  that 
we  shall  experience  a  similar  increase  during  the  course  of 
the  present  year.  Four  of  our  people  have  already  returned 
to  us  in  consequence.  The  late  festival  season  was  a  period 
of  great  blessing  to  thiS  congregation,  as  we  have  ascertain- 
edy  on  conversing  individually  with  our  communicants  with- 
in the  last  few  days.  The  following  advancement  in  the  pri- 
vileges of  the  church  took  place  in  the  Passion  and  Elaster- 
weeks:  3  adults  and  7  children  were  baptized,  7  persons  ad- 
mitted candidates  for  baptism,  8  young  people  of  both  sexes 
received  into  the  congregation,  11  became  candidates  for  the 
Holy  Communion,  5  were  appointed  for  confirmation,  and 
5  for  re-admission.  On  review  of  the  occurrences  of  last 
year,  and  comparing  the  pleasing  course  of  our  congregation 
at  its  close,  with  its  unsettled  and  somewhat  discouraging 
state  at  the  commencement,  in  consequence  of  the  machina- 
tions of  enemies  from  without,  we  are  constrained  to  own, 
with  heartfelt  gratitude,  '<  The  Lord  hath  done  great  things 
for  t«,  whereof  we  are  gladJ^  By  letters  from  Groenekloof 
we  are  glad  to  learu^  that  Sister  Tietze  is  quite  recovered 
from  her  late  severe  illness.  On  the  6th  of  January,  they 
bad  a  blessed  celebration  of  the  festival  of  Epiphany,  when 
19  persons  were  admitted  to  various  privileges  of  the  church. 
The  harvest  in  the  surrounding  district  had  proved  abundant; 
air  kinds  of  grain  are  consequently  cheap,  so  that  our  Hot- 
tentots may  look  forward  to  a  year  of  comparative  comfort. 
May  they  be  disposed  thankfully  to  acknowledge,  and  right- 
ly to  enjoy  the  bounty  of  their  heavenly  Father. 

*^  Frooi  Enon  I  have  had  no  very  recent  accounts.  It  is 
to  be  feared,  however,  that  all  the  remoter  districts  of  the 
colony  continue  to  be  affected  by  the  prevailing  drought. 
Indeed,  even  in  our  more  favoured  vicinity,  the  ground  is

more  parched  than  I  have  observed  to  be  the  ckse  for  many 
years.  This  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  want  of  penetrating' 
rains  in  the  winter  season;  for  all  our  summer  showers  are 
only  superficial,  and  the  little  moisture  is  soon  evaporated 
by  the  scorching  sun. 

"  Having  received  the  sanction  of  the  directors  of  our 
Missions,   to  the  proposed  attempt  to  establish  a  Mission 
among  the  Tambookkies,  we  have  taken  measures  according* 
ly,  and  the  Brethren  Lemmertz  and  Hoffman/ with  their 
wives,  are  now  preparing  to  set  out  for  that  distant  region, 
by  way  of  Enon.    Last  week,  I  gave  the  promised  notice  of 
our  intentions  to  the  Colonial  Government,  and  I  have  just 
received  an  answer  that  £200  will  be  given  us  in  aid  of  the 
undertaking,  out  of  the  colonial  treasury.    I  am  truly  thank- 
ful that  we  have  got  so  far,  and  my  prayer  is  now,  by  day  and 
night,  that  the  Lord  may  grant  His  blessing  to  this  important 
undertaking.     Nor  do  I  entertain  the  least  doubt,  that  many 
Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  Christian  friends  in  Britain,  will 
support  us  and  the  Tambookkie  Mission  and  missionaries  wilh 
their  prayers^  and  enable  us  by  their  liberality  to  proclaim 
the  glad  tidings  of  salvation   to  our  benighted  neighbours. 
Brother  and  Sister  Lemmertz  go  from  hence  to  Cape-town 
on  the  16th  inst.,  with  a  view  to  purchase  several  neces- 
saries.   On  their  return  hither,  with  Brother  and  Sister  Hofl& 
jnan,   they  will  commence   their  journey,  probably  some 
time  in  February,  so  that  when  you  peruse  this  letter,  you  may 
represent  them  as  already  in  the  country  of  the  Tambookkies. 
We  consider  the  undertaking,  in  the  first  instance,  only  as 
a  trial,  and  the  missionaries  will  therefore  make  no  great  out- 
lay for  buildings,  in  order  that  they  may  be  enabled,  if  ne- 
cessary^ after  they  are  acquainted  with  the  climate  and  local 
circumstances,  to  change  their  place  of  residence  without 
any  material  loss.    When  we  consider  that  Enon  had  been 
an  inhabited  place  for  more  than  half  a  century,  when  we 
purchased  it  from  Scbeeper,  and  yet,  after  some  time,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  fix  upon  another  spot  for  the  village,  we 
cannot  but  admit  the  propriety  of  not  proceeding  too  hastily 
in  a  country  olittleknown,  but  to  get  thoroughly  acquaint- 
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ed  with  It  before  we  fix  npon  a  site  for  buildiog.  As  several 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Enon  accompany  the  party,  they  wilU 
at  once»  have  a  small  congregation  along  with  them,  to  whom 
they  may  preach  in  Dntch,  and  experience  will  teacb  them 
whether  the  Tambookkies  will  be  inclined  to  learn  the  Dutch 
language,  or  whether  the  missionaries  should  learn  their 
tongue*  The  latter  would  be  more  desirable,  with  a  view  to 
further  usefulness  among  their  neighbours. 

**  All  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  this  Mission,  as  far  as 
we  know,  are  well  in  health.  My  fellow-labourers  here  beg 
to  unite  with  me  in  affectionate  remembrance  to  yourself, 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Henrt  Schmitt. 

Groenbkloof,  Nov.  SOth^  1827. 
**  WE  have  received  two  letters  from  you,  one  of  which,  dated 
August  15th,  gave  us  information  of  the  decease  of  our 
revered  Brother  Niels  Amtrup,  a  member  of  the  Elders' 
Conference  of  the  Unity.  He  was  an  old  and  faithful  servant 
in  the  house  of  God,  and  has  now  entered  into  the  joy  of 
the  Lord. 

*^  Our  stay  at  Gnadenthal  did  not  last  so  long  as  we  first 
expected ;  for  as  the  reconnoitring  journey  of  the  Brethren 
Hallbeck  and  Fritsch  to  the  Tambookkies  succeeded  so  well, 
the  former  returned  to  Gnadenthal  as  early  as  the  25th  of 
August.  He  brought  with  him  the  two  children,  Hornig  and 
Halter,  from  Enon,  who  are  to  go  with  us  to  Europe.  Dur- 
ing Brother  Hall  beck's  absence,  from  the  24th  March,  to  the 
16th  October,  we  spent  a  pleasant  time,  enjoying  the  love 
and  confidence  of  the  congregation  at  Gnadenthal.  In  gene« 
ral,  the  course  of  that  congregation  gives  us  pleasure.  The 
communicants  are  truly  desirous  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of 
the  house  of  God,  and  to  walk  worthy  of  the  Gospel.  We 
see  numberless  proofs  among  these  people,  how  the  Lord,  as 
the  good  Shepherd,  leads  and  tends  His  sheep,  and  truly 
feeds  their  souls  with  His  word  and  sacrament.    Some  of  Ihe 
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yoangf  people,  however,  giwe  us  pain  by  their  dispoBition  to 
lerity,  and  their  hankering  after  thje  world;  but  of  many  we 
bave  good  hopes. 

**  We  made  the  journey  from  Onadenthal  to  Groenekioof 
in  four  days,  in  a  bullock-waggon,  over  the  Franache  Hoek 
mountain,  and  rejoiced  to  find  our  old  dwelling-place  so 
much  improved  during  our  ten  years'  absence.  We  were  also 
delighted  to  find  many  of  the  old  inhabitants  walking  iu  the 
fear  of  the  Lord,  and  thankful  for  the  fiiTour  He  bestows 
upon  them. 

^  The  harvest  in  this  country  is  productive,  and  both  in 
the  Hottentots'  and  the  missionaries'  grounds  the  crops  are 
-  abundant.  The  rusi  has  done  no  mischief.  Many  of  the  10-^ 
habitants  have  built  good  and  substantial  houses;  and  there 
is  a  line  of  cottages  under  the  hill,  as  far  as  the  rocks  at  the 
end  of  the  Kloof.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  drunkenness  is 
the  prevailing  vice  in  this  part  of  the  country,  wine  and  bran- 
dy being  unaimmonly  cheap;  and  it  has  happened,  that  some 
of  our  people,  when  they  go  to  Cape-town,  were  seduced  to 
it  by  their  heathenish  companions. 

**  The  English  Government  have  made  great  changes  in 
the  administration  of  the  colony,  and  we  hear  that  our  good 
friend  Colonel  Cuyler  will  leave  his  situation*  It  was  a  diflSU 
cult  post,  from  which  he  bad  wished  to  be  released.  The 
Groetepost  is  let  on  lease,  and  the  grove  of  Groenekioof  se- 
cured to  the  MuMion  upon  the  same  terms  as  the  land,  for 
which  we  are  thankful. 

*^  I  must  still  add,  that  for  more  than  a  year  a  malignaat 
bilious  fever  has  prevailed  in  this  country,  which  also  attack- 
ed Sister  Tietze,  and  brought  her  into  danger,  from  which, 
however,  she  is,  by  God's  blessing,  recovering. 

^  By  a  letter  from  firotber  Hornig  at  Enon,  we  learn 
that  they  are  suffering  much  from  drought,  and  their  gar- 
dens yield  nothing;  but  they  have  made  good  progress 
in  the  building  of  their  new  dweliing-bouse.  On  the  21st 
October,  seven  adults  were  baptiased  at  that  place,  firo- 
tber  Bonatz  seems  in  a  very  /  precarious  state  of  health, 
and  doubts  are  entertained  of  bis  recovery.     Two  more 
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children  are  yet  to  join  our  party,  Caroline  Hallbeck  and 
Emilra  Voi^.  May  the  Lord  bring  us  all  safe  across  the 
ocean.    We  are,  thank  God,  well  in  health,  and  remain  ever,

From  Brother  A.  Clemens. 

Groeherloop,  Dee.  6ih,  1827. 
**  YOUR  letters  of  August  and  September  were  received  with 
many  thanks.  Oh  how  glad  are  we  to  receive  reports,  not 
only  from  our  friends  at  home,  but  of  the  progress  of  the 
work  of  God  in  so  many  parts  of  the  world !  The  fainting 
spirit  revives ;  we  feel  ourselves  united  with  the  people  and 
servants  of  God  everywhere.  One  live  coal  sets  others  burning, 
aod  we  walk  more- cheerfully  in  the  ways  of  the  Lord.  In- 
deed, evei*  since  my  last  of  the  25th  May,  we  have  needed  such 
encouragement.  Dangerous  illnesses  prevailed,  and  most 
of  our  houses  were  visited  with  bilious  fevers.  Many  died, 
partveularly  children.  Some  considered  it  as  a  chastisement 
from  the  Lord,  to  awaken  sleepy  souls.  Others  endured  their 
illness  with  true  Hottentot  patience,  and  derived  no  spiritual 
benefit  from  it.  It  is  our  duty  to  bear  with  them,  and  to  ex* 
bort  them  all  to  turn  with  their  whole  heart  to  the  Lord.  We 
thank  Him  that  He  restored  Sister  Tietze,  and  supported 
Sister  Sonderman  through  her  very  dangerous  confinement. 
At  one  period  but  little  hopes  were  entertained  that  her  life 
would  be  spared;  but  by  God's  blessing  on  the  skill  and 
faithfulness  of  Doctor  Liesching,  from  Cape-town,  she  obtain-*^ 
ed  relief,  and  is  gradually  recovering,  to  our  great  joy. 

•♦  We  were  glad  of  the  occasional  services  of  Brother 
and  Sister  Schmitt.  You  will  see  them  soon,  and  they  can 
give  you  every  fnformation  respecting  this  place.  Do  not 
forget  Bs  in  your  prayers.  Most  of  our  people  are,  at  pre- 
sent, engaged  in  the  harvest  with  the  farmers.  May  they  be 
preserved  from  harm,  to  which  they  are  too  much  exposed 
by  the  seductions  of  unprincipled  people.  We  commend 
ourselves  to  the  kind  remembrance  and  prayers  of  our  friends 
and  brethren,  and  remain,  &c.  August  Clemens.

<<  IT  appears  as  if  the  Leper  Institutioii  would  coQttnae  ia 
this  place^  as  we  hear  of  a  project  of  haviDg*  separate  build- 
ings for  male  and  female  patients,  which  would  be  a  good 
regulation.  Among  the  lepers  are  now  seventeen  slaves; 
some  of  them  are  truly  converted,  and  belong  to  our  commu« 
nicants ;  their  walk  and  conversation  are  an  honour  to  the  gos- 
pel. Their  desire  to  hear  the  word  of  the  cross  is  very  ge- 
neral, and  in  many  its  divine  power  is  apparent.  But  Satan  is 
not  idle,  and  attempts  not  only  to  retain  his  prey,  but  to  draw 
those  who,  by  God's  mercy,  have  been  delivered  from  his 
fetters  again  into  his  net,  in  which,  alas,  he  succeeds  with 
some.  I  and  my  wife  are  at  present  well  in  health,  for  which 
we  are  thankful. 

*<  The  letters  and  reports  you  sent  us  have  afforded  us 
much  pleasure  and  encouragement.  They  express  much 
participation  in  our  work,  and  we  are  thankful  for  the  remem- 
brance and  prayers  of  ourbretbren  and  friends  for  the  success 
of  the  Gospel  among  our  poor  unfortunate  lepers,  as  well  as 
for  its  introduction  among  the  Tambookkie  nation,  which  has 
lately  been  visited.  We  have  received  a  parcel  froqi  England 
with  clothes,  and  some  coloured  cottons  and  other  articles ; 
but  not  knowing  from  whom  they  come,  we  must  beg  yon  to 
present  to  our  benefactors  our  most  cordial  thanks.  The  pre* 
sent  came  most  opportunely. 

^<  November  1st,  1827,  we  began  to  build  a  new  church, 
the  old  temporary  church  being  ready  to  fall.  The  walls 
of  the  new  one  are  built  of  dried  clay,  nine  feet  high  to  the 
roof;  our  invalids  rendered  all  the  assistance  in  their  power, 
but  most  of  the  work  was  done  by  healthy  Hottentots  from 
Gnadenthal.  We  have  advanced  so  far,  that  yesterday  we 
began  to  cover  in.  The  building  will  be  80  feet  long  and  22 
wide,  and  we  hope  to  finish  it  by  the  middle  of  March. 
Though  we  have  done  as  much  as  we  could  by  our  own  la- 
bour, yet  the  expense  will  amoun^  to  upwards  of  £40. 
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**  We  have  cause  to  rejoice  at  the  manifest  proofs  we  be- 
hold at  the  work  of  the  Lord  and  His  Spirit.  We  beg*  to  sa- 
lute all  our  brethren  and  friends  ererywhere,  and  especial- 
ly the  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the 
Gospel*    I  remain  your  affectionate  Brother,

NORTH  ABIERICAN  INDIAN  MISSION. 

^  THE  latest  intelligence  from  New  Fairfield  is  of  the  17th 
January^  and  is  of  a  more  encouraging  character  than  has 
been  received  for  some  time  past.  On  New  Year's-day  our 
missionaries  had  the  joy  to  baptize  a  young  married  female 
of  the  Chippeway  tribe,  in  whose  heart  the  Spirit  of  God 
appears  to  have  begun  a  real  work  of  grace;  on  which 
solemn  occasion  great  emotion  pervaded  all  the  Indians  pre- 
sent The  individual  speaking,  previous  to  the  festival  of 
Epiphany,  cheered  the  hearts  of  our  Brethren,  especially  as 
it  afforded  evidence,  that  real  self-knowledge  and  mourning 
on  account  of  sin,  had  been  produced  in  many  who  had  been 
seduced  from  the  way  of  godliness.  The  various  services  of 
the  church  were  more  diligently  attended,  both  by  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  settlement  and  by  strangers,  and  the  presence 
and  peace  of  God  were  powerfully  felt. 

**  In  a  previous  letter,  dated  the  25th  October,  1827, 
Brother  Luckenbach  mentions,  that  the  new  church  had  been 
completed,  and  had  been  opened  for  divine  service.  It  is  a 
neat  building,  surmounted  by  a  small  cupola  or  belfry.  'The 
expense  of  erection  has  been  very  moderate,  the  Indian  Bre- 
thren having  cheerfully  performed  the  greater  part  of  the 
work  gratuitously.  The  harvest  had  been  unusually  pro- 
ductive, owing  to  the  abundant  rain  which  fell  during  the 
sununer. 

^  At  the  close  of  the  year  1827,  the  congregation  at  New 
Fairfield  consisted  of  184  members,  of  whom  96  were  com- 
municants; 22  unbaptized  adults  and  children  are  likewise 
inhabitants  of  the  place,  making  a  total  of  206  persons."

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LIFE  of  Brother  AnvKzw  Chjustopiibr  Rand,  nearly  Forty 
Yeare  a  Missionary  in  Surinam^  who  departed  this  life  at 
Hermhut,  March^h,  1826,  in  the  79th  Year  of  hie  age. 

[From  a  Memoir  in  his  own  hand  writing.] 

I  WAS  born  September  dth^  1747,  at  the  village  of  Rie- 
dien,  near  Weissensee,  in  Thuringia.  My  parents  sent  me 
early  to  school  and  to  church,  and  1  often  experienced  the 
powerful  drawings  of  divine  grace  in  my  hearts  One  day,, 
when  the  school-master  of  bur  village,  in  his  explanation  of 
the  second  article  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  observed,  *If 
the  Lord  Jesus  had  not  shed  His  precious  blood  on  the  cross, 
and  died  for  us,  we  mast  have  fell  in-

easiness to  my  mother,  who  C(  e  most 

impressive  manner:  at  the  sar  lo  little 

comfort  to  know,  that  we  nee<  From 

that  time,  reading  the  Bible,  a  f  of  the 

bufferings  of  Jesus,  was  my  1  was 

particularly  pleased  to  hear,  that  the  Lord  Jesiis,  during  His 
walk  on  earth,  had  received  men  of  all  stations  in  life  to 
be  His  disciples;  for  I  thought,  if  I  had  been  born  at  that 
time,  even  /might  perhaps  have  been  among  the  number  of 
those  highly  favoured  persons,  and  should  have  been  assur- 
ed of  niy  salvation* 

In  my  fourteenth  year,  after  receiving  the  usual  instruc* 
tion,  I  attained  to  the  first  enjoyment  of  the  Lord's  sup- 
per. About  the  same  time,  I  was  apprenticed  to  my  father, 
whose  trade  was  that  of  a  tailor.  In  1764,  I  came  to  a 
small  towti  named  Kreisen.  Here  my  proud  and  corrupt 
nature  seemed  gradually  to  gain  the  upper  hand,  and  1  wish- 
ed for  nothing  so  much  as  to  travel,  in  order  to  indblge  the 
sinful  inclinations  of  my  heart  without  restraint.  Neverthe- 
less, I  was  occasionally  much  affected  by  the  discourses  I 
heard  at  church.  I  wished,  indeed^  to  be  happy  here  and 
hereafter;  and  strange  as  it  might  seem,  in  one  whose  affec- 
tions were  chiefly  set  upon  the  things  of  this  world,  I  de^ 
sired  to  depart  this  life,  though  unconscious  whence  the  de- 
sire proceeded. 
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In  1765, 1  repaired  to  Erfurt.    Here  I  first  becaiue  ac- 
quainted with  different  denomination^  of  professing  Christ- 
ians, and  heard  much  conversation  oil  religious  subjects.    O, 
thought  I,  if  I  only  knew  which  is  the  right  way,  how  gladly 
would  I  embrace  it!    When  I  now  saw  how  zealous  the 
Catholics  were  in  singing  and  praying,  1  became  qmite  di»> 
turbed  in  my  former  faith.    This  induced  me  so  much  the 
more  to  make  myself  acquainted  with  the  word  of  God,  and 
to  remark  especially  what  the  Lord  Jesus  himself  bath  tanght. 
But  unhappily  I  fell  into  a  legal  banner  of  thinking  and 
acting,  and  could  not  find  the  direct  way  to  our  Saviour. 
At  length  I  began  to  attribute  the  anguish  of  my  heart  to  the 
place  of  my  residence,  and  thought  within  myself,  **  If  thou 
^hadst  but  remained  at  home,  thou  wouldst  have  been  spared 
.all  this  Ujoeasioess  and  disquietude."  With  great  earnestness 
and  zeal  I  resolved  henceforward  to  become  pious,  and  to 
merit  heaven  by  good  works.    I  promised  God  to  hate  and 
^  a  void  sin,  and  to  spend  those  Sundays  on  which  I  went  io 
.  the  Holy  Communion,  as  also  the  preceding  and. following 
.ones,  in  retirement,  meditation,  and  prayer.     But  all  my 
welF-meant  resolutions  came  to  nothing  before  I  was  aware; 
nay,  I  could  not  but  perceive,  that  sin  prevailed  over  me  more 
■  than  ever,    in  1767,  I  went  to  Leipsic,  and  on  my  way  first 
viaited  my  parents.    With  the  Lutheran  Catechism  in  my 
hand,  i  explained  to  them  that  we  did  not  live  according  to 
the  word  of  God,  and  therefore  could  not  be  saved.    My 
mother  answered,  '*  We  are  not  able  to  keep  the  command- 
ments of  God.    We  are  weak  and  feeble  human  creatures.'' 
The  following  night  I  dreamt  that  a  voice  distinctly  called 
.  to  me,  ^Strive,  strive,  to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate/'    I  relat- 
ed this  in  the  morning  to  my  parents,  but  they,  alas !  gave 
me  little  comfort,  dismissing  me  with  these  discouraging 
words:   **  Thou  art  a  visionary,  thy  head  is  full  of  these 
•  ideas  throughout  the  day,  and  therefore  they  are  presented 
.  to  thy  imagination  in  sleep."    The  consequence  of  this  was, 
that  for  a  time  I  relapsed  into  my  former  indifference.    Yet 
even  in  this  wretched  state,  I  was  not  led  without  serious  in- 
ward warnings  and  chastisements.    I  prayed  and  wept  over 
my  sins  and  corruption;  but  as  yet  1  knew  not  Jesus  as  my 
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Siiviour,  and  the  propitiation  for  my  sins,  and  rentured  not, 
so  Tile  as  1  felt  myself,  to  approach  Him,  I  wandered  aboot 
in  error,  and  I  could  obtain  no  true  rest  for  my  soul.  In  the 
midst  of  my  worldly  pleasures,  these  words  from  a  well- 
known  Lutheran  hymn  were  continually  recurring*  to  ray 
mind:  **  O  let  my  stubborn  heart  now  deaveu^To  Jesns  Christ 

alone. ^Wouldst  thou  all  other  objects  leave,.^The  work  at 

once  is  done."  But  alas!  I  halted  between  two  opinions.  I 
could  not  wholly  giro  up  the  world,  and  yet  I  did  not  wi^ 
entirely  to  forsake  my  Sariour.  How  could  I  therefore  en« 
joy  true  happiness  f 

In  the  year  1769,  I  became  acquainted  with  the  Bre- 
thren Klingsohr,  MQller,  and  Benade,  who  were  studying*  in 
Leipsic  They  often  Tisited  the  Brethren's  congregations, 
and  could  have  made  us  acquainted  with  them;  but  be- 
cause Professor  Bogatsky,  to  whose  writings  we  were  much 
attached,  wrote  at  that  time  against  the  Brethren,  we  could 
not  cordially  confide  in  them.  I  went  from  one  church  to 
the  other,  desiring  the  pure  milk  of  the  Gospel,  but  soon  ob- 
tained strong  meat,  as  the  Bey.  Mr.  Kikhnel,  in  a  sermon, 
andong  other  things  said  these  words :  **  All  manner  of  sin 
shall  be  forgiren  unto  men ;  and  whosoever  speaketh  a  word 
against  the  Son  of  man,  it  shall  be  forgiven  him;  but  whoso- 
ever sinneth  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven 
him,  neither  in  this  world,  neither  in  the  world  to  come/' 
This  filled  me  with  anguish  and  terror.  For  because  the  Sa- 
viour, by  His  Spirit,  had  followed  me  with  unwearied  pa- 
tience from  my  youth  up,  and  I  had  always  avoided  Him,  I 
thought  I  had  become  guilty  of  ftiis  sin.  When  Divine 
worship  was  ended,  I  went  immediately  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Kiihnel,  to  ask  him  wherein  the  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost 
properly  consisted ;  but  he  told  me  I  mig^ht  come  again  an- 
other time,  for  he  was  then  fatigued  with  preaching.  But  I 
had  no  rest  in  my  mind,  and  went  to  Dr.  Degenkolb,  who 
received  me  in  a  very  friendly  manner,  and  when  I  had  open- 
ed my  heart  to  htm,  he  advised  me  not  to  *^  meditate  too  deep- 
ly on  the  subject;  for  that  even  the  greatest  scholars  were 
not  agreed  upon  the  meaning  of  this  passage/'  But  this  an- 
swer could  not  satisfy  my  anxious  mind.  *  The  Holy  Spirit

worked  powerfully  in  my  heart,  to  disclose  to  me  my  deep 
comiption  aod  exceeding  sinfolnesa;  but  I  understood  it 
not  at  that  time!  The  idea  constantly  hovered  before  me: 
Thou  hast  sinned  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  but  not  against  the 
Son*  of  man.  Suddenly  enmity  towards  our  Sariour  and  His 
precious  merits  arose  in  my  heart,  and  the^  greatest  blasphe- 
mies against  the  Lord  Jesus  were  suggested  by  the  enemy.  I 
felt  as  if  I  would  gladly  hare  thrust  Him  from  His  throne. 
-This  terrified  me  extremely*  All  my  former  supports  foil  at 
once,  and  I  said  aloud  to  myself.  Certainly  there  is  no  one  in 
the  whole  world,  who  has  so  hard  a  heart  as  thou  hast.  Day 
-and  night  I  wept  and  lamented.  As  often  as  I  waked  in  the 
tt^ht  from  my.  disturbed  sleep,  I  threw  myself  on  my  knees  by 
the  side  of  the  bed,  and  cried  out  quite  broken-hearted  for 
grace  and  mercy;  but  my  troubled  heart  seemed  shut  against 
all  cxMnfort.  I  could  not  reveal  the  boundless  grief  which 
oppressed  me  to  any  person,  and  there  was  no  one  near  who 
might  have  told  me,  that  God  despised  not  such  poor  contrite 
sinners,  and  that  the  only  Physician  of  souls  kindly  invites 
the  weary  and  heavy-laden  to  Himself,  and  promises  them  rest. 
When  at  last  my  inward  distress  had  reached  its  height,  I  pros- 
trated myself  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  said,  O  my  Gkid  and 
Father!  I  have  sinned  against  thee  and  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ, 
and  likewise  against  the  Holy  Ghost;  I  pray  thee  for  the  sake 
of  the  bitter  sufferings  and  death  of  thy  dear  and  only  Son, 
be  gracious  and  merciful  unto  me,  and  forgive  me  my  sins ! 
I  then  took  Bogatsky's  Golden  Treasury  in  my  band,  and 
opened  it  at  the  following  passage :  **  He  scourgeth  every 
son  whom  He  receiveth.''  My  answer  inunediately  was:  *^0 
my  Father,  is  it  so  intended?  O  then  scourge  on,  scourge  on ! 

if  thou  only  receive  me  V* and  a  flood  of  tears  flowed  from  my 

eyes.  I  now  felt  the  blessed  assurance  in  my  heart,  Be  com- 
forted, my  son,  thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee!  O  what  joy! 
what  heavenly  delight  penetrated  my  soul !  I  sought  a  so- 
litary place,  fell  on  my  face,  thanked  the  Lord  for  the  g^reat 
grace  He  had  vouchsafed  to  me,  and  implored  Him  to  cast  all 
my  sins  in  the  depths  of  the  sea.  Abundantly  comforted,  I 
arose  from  prayer  and  went  cheerfully  to  my  work.  I  at  first 
believed  this  blessedness  would  continue  without  intemip- 
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tioo^  but  how  was  I  shcM&ed  when  I  Btill  perottved  uiifQl 
iDcIiimtioM  and  desires  Id  jne.  I  Jearnf,  howcFer^  in  the 
sequel,  eren  in  this  point,  gratefully  to  adoce  the  great  fidlli- 
fulness  of  my  Lord,  and  to  thank  Him  for  His  wholesome 
humiliation ;  for  Jiad  He  suffered  me  no  longer  to  experience 
the  feeling  of  mj  misery,  into  what  sel^-righteousness  andsdf- 
complaeeney  should  I  then  faa^e  sunkf  He  also  distinctly 
spake  these  comfortable  words  to  my  heart:  ^<  My  fi^race  is 
sufficient  for  thee,  for  my  sti'ength  is  made  perfect  in  weak- 
ness/' The  inclination  which  I  had  already  before  felt  to 
serine  the  Ii»rd,  was  now  powerfully  renewed  within  me.  I 
thought  I  could  best  attain  this  end  by.  becoming  a  school- 
master  or  a  min ister ;  but  my  parents  aini  other  frieiMls  dissuad- 
ed me  from  it,  and  a  pious  man  in  Frankeubausen  said  to  me,  **  If 
thou  goest  among  the  scholars  and  students,  thou  wilt  be  in 
danger  of  losing  what  thou  hast  experienced  iutthy  heart/' 
I  returned  «gain  to  my  trade,  and  thooght.  If  it  be  not  right 
to  neglect  the  impulse  thou  inwardly  feekst,  those  hnYe  to 
answer  for  it  who  have  withheld  thee  from  it.  My  parents 
now  learnt,  that  I  associated  with  the  so  called  pietists,  and 
my  mother  importuned  my  father  so  much,  that  he  resolved 
to  visit  me  in  Leipsic,  to  prevail  upon  me  either  to  retuni 
home,  or  at  least  to  withdraw  from  my  pious  comjl^anions; 
for  my  mother  feared  that  much  meditation  and  deep  thought 
might  at  length  have  an  injurious  effect  upon  my  understand- 
ing. This  might  indeed  have  been  the  case,  if  the  Lord,  as 
before  related,  had  not  graciously  had  mercy  on  me,  and 
grilled  me  His  divine  peace,  and  the  assurance  of  forgive- 
ness of  my  sins.  I  frankly  declared  to  my  father,  that  H  was 
impossible  I  could  mix  in  company  with  other  journeymen, 
who  led  a  thoughtless  and  dissipated  life ;  rather  would  I  at 
the  beginning  of  the  new  year  return  home.  To  this  he 
gave  his  approbation;  but  I  knew  not  that  the  Lord  had  al- 
ready marked  out  a  new  path  for  me. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1770,  my  brother  from 
Merseburg  visited  me.  As  we  came  out  of  church  together, 
one  of  my  companions  informed  me  there  were  two  merchants 
from  Spremberg,  in  Lower  Lusntia,  who  were  commisstonec! 
by  o  master  there  to  send  some  pious  journeymen  tailors  to 
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work  for  bim.  I  inquired  what  kind  of  people  they  were; 
with  whom  I  should  enter  into  connexion  in  that  plaee.  The 
person  with  whom  I  lodged  replied:  *^Thej  belong  to  the^ 
Herrnbuters/'  and  dissnaded  me  from  engaging  with  them.' 
Another  said,  ^*  Prore  all  things,  and  hold  fan  that  whidh  \% 
good/'  A  third,  **  Inquire  of  the  Lord,  whether  thou  ought- 
est  to  go  or  not/'  I  thought  I  will  follow  this'  adriee»  and 
then  I  prayed  God  to  dfarect  me  in  the  right  path.  Hereupon 
t  felt  a  conrietion  in  my  heart,  that  this  was  a  call  from  the 
Lord,  which  I  dared  not  neglect.  My  brother  and  I  there^ 
fore  set  out  with  the  two  merchants  for  Spremberg*  Here 
we  «oon  visited  the  meetings  of  the  awakened.  Oace  I  said 
to  one  of  them,  Ah!  if  we  could  but  truly  love  our  Saviour^ 
and  no  longer  grieve  Him  so  much!  He  looked  at  me 
smiling,  and  said :  <*  For  the  poor  there  is  grace,  but  I  thought 
thiou  wert  one  of  the  rich,  who  n6ed  not  a  Saviour.^' 

At  Whitsuntide  my  brother  and  I^  with  some  Brethren 
and  Sisters^  visited  Kleinwelke.  Here  I  was  strongly  im« 
pressed  with  the  conviction  that  to  this  people  I  should  be* 
long.  I  heard  here  also,  for  the  first  time,  that  the  Brethren's 
^congregations  sent  out  missionaries  among  the  heathen. 
Vow  I  thought  no  more  ot  becoming  a  student  and  clergy* 
man.  On  the  way  back,  it  was  as  though  our  Saviour  Him<«> 
self  said  to  me,  I  have  long  sought  to  bring  thee  to  this,  but 
thou  hast  always  escaped  from  me; — thou  hast  caused  me 
much  trouble  with  thy  crooked  ways. 

In  the  autumn  of  1770, 1  returned  home  with  my  brother, 
^tween  Leipsic  and  Merseberg  we  knelt  down  in  a  field  and 
prayed  our  Saviour  graciously  to  preserve  us  as  His  own; 
and  should  either  of  us  be  in  danger  of  returning  to  the  world, 
that  He  would  hedge  up  our  way  with  thorns. 

I  now  Worked  for  my  lather,  who  had  become  a  master, 
in  the  town  of  Hindelbriick.  During  this  period  I  often 
visited  in  Neudietendorf,  and  sometimes  called  upon  Brother 
and  Sister  Weidenbach,  in  Frankenbausen.  When  I  once 
staid  all  night  with  them,  my  father  sent  my  brother  after 
me  to  learn  whether  I  had  again  fallen  in  with  the  pietists. 
My  brother  begged  md  with  tears,  Kot  to  say  that  I  had  been 
with  Brother  and  Sister  Weidenbach,  as,  in  that  case,  my  fa- 
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tber  wa»deteniiiiied  to  treat  me  with  severity.  Scarcely  had 
I  entered  the  houie  when  my  ftther  cried  out,  <<  If  thou  goest 
among  these  peopky  I  will  no  longer  acknowledge  thee  to  be 
my  son»  and  will  atterly  disinherit  thee."  I  replied:  <' Father, 
not  till  yesterday  evening  have  I  been  with  them.''  Upon  this 
he  knew  not  how  to  restrain  his  anger;  but  I  continued  with 
composure:  ^'If  I  could  discover  any  false  doctrine  or  prac-  ' 
tice  among  these  people,  I  would  certainly  no  more  as«> 
sociate  with  them.''  At  these  words  my  mother,  brothers  and 
sisters,  burst  out  into  loud  crying.  At  length  my  mother, 
addressing  my  iather,  said,  I  entreat  thee  let  him  go ;  we 
know  not  whether  we  shall  not  do  wrong,  if  we  keep  him 
away  by  force.  My  mother  loved  me  with  indescribable  ten- 
derness. Had  she  lived,  it  would  perhaps  have  been  impos- 
sible for  me  to  have  joined  the  Brethren's  congregatiopy 
against  her  will.  She  often  said  to  me,  ''My  son,  when  thou 
wen  test  abroad,  I  have  frequently  prayed  to  God  to  bless 
thee,  and  to  give  thee  a  pious  heart;  but  should  I  live  to 
see  thee  despised  and  ridiculed  on  account  of  thy  connexion 
with  these  people,  I  should  indeed  expire  with  grief  and 
vexation."  I  endeavoured  every  time  to  tranquillize  her  mind 
as  much  as  possible,  and  gave  her  solemn  promises  to  break 
off  all  further  connexion  with  the  Brethren  and  Sisters,  as 
soon  as  I  perceived  the  slightest  impropriety  among  thenu 
I  cannot  forbear  mentioning  here  a  remarkable  circumstance 
which  occurred  at  an  early  period. 

About  fifteen  years  before  my  mother  was  dangerous- 
ly ill.  My  eldest  sist^  and  I  went  into  the  garden,  and 
implored  God,  with  many  tears,  to  preserve  our  mother  to 
us  ten  years  longer.  Our  child-like  faith  was  not  put  to 
shame,  and  our  Saviour  granted  even  more  than  we  had 
prayed  for.  About  this  time  she  fell  sick  again ;  but  I  could 
not  as  before  pray  for  the  preservationof  her  life,  but  only  for 
her  salvation.  As  I  once  lay  prostrate  on  the  grouiid,  offer- 
ing up4his  my  earnest  prayer  to  the  Xord,  I  felt  a  comfort 
not  to  be  described  in  words.  I  went  directly  to  her,  and  in- 
quired in  the. most  affectionate  manner  how  she  felt,  upon 
which  she  answered,  «*  Ah,  my  son!  all  is  well  with  me!" 
.  but  scarcely  had  I  set  down  to  my  wo/k,  than  my  father  cried 
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out  suddenly — ^Tby  mother  isdyiog:  and,  in  a  few  iniQUtePi 
«he  breathed  her  last. 

Soon  afterwards  I  again  yisited  Neudietendorf.  My  fa* 
ther  and  some  other  friends  ndw  urged  me  to  marryy  but  1  told 
them  that  ray  mind  was  fully  made  up  to  join  the  Brethren's 
Church.  This  they  would  not  listen  to,  and  in  order  to  con* 
strain  me  to  marry,  my  father  forbade  my  sister  to  attend  any 
longer  to  my  domestic  concerns.  I  began,  therefore,  a  sepa- 
rate house»keeping  with  my  brother.  I  took  care  of  the  bu- 
siness, and  my  brother,  who  occasionally  assisted  in  it,  ma* 
naged  our  domestic  affairs.  Thus  we  went  on  for  some  time. 

In  the  spring,  of  1772,  T  applied  for  permission  to  live 
at  Neudietendorf,  but  at  that  time  no  employment  could  be 
found  for  me,  and  I  was  exhorted  to  hare  patience.  Mean- 
while, my  father  denounced  me  to  the  Government,  and 
to  the  minister  of  the  place,  being  fully  resolved  to  pre- 
vent my  joining  the  Brethren's  congregation.  On.  the  fol- 
lowing Sunday,  my  father  and  all  the  inhid>itants  of  the 
town  expected  that  the  minister  would  publicly  censure  me 
from  the  pulpit;  but  on  the  contrary,  he  began  his  dis- 
course with  the  following  remark:  ^£ very  one  seeks  those 
who  are  like-minded  with  himself,"  which  he  illustrated 
by  many  examples,  and  then  added:  <<  Even  so  the  chil- 
dren of  God  seek  those  who  are  like-minded,  that  they  may 
unite  themselves  with  them/'  In  this  manner  all  my  ad- 
versaries, who  had  waited  in  expectation  of  hearing  me  de- 
scribed as  a  disobedient  son,  were  put  to  silence.  My  father 
then  said  to  my  brother,  ^'  If  thou  follow  the  example  of  thy 
elder  brother,  come  no  more  into  my  presence/'  These  were 
words  my  brother  could  not  endure.  He  shunned  the  re- 
proach of  Christ,  withdrew  himself  from  me  and  my  society, 
went  his  own  way,  advanced  himself  in  the  world»  fell 
among  evil  company  at  Amsterdam  after  I  had  jdined  Che 
Brethren's  Society,  sailed  to  the  £ast  Indies,  and  died 
there,  as  I  was  informed  by  one  of  his  companions.  As 
I  could  now  find  no  peace  at  home,  I  gave  up  my  business 
to  my  brother,  and  went  again  to  Kleinwelke. 

After  various  trying  disappointments,  I  was  informed 
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by  the  Brethren  at  Neudietendorf,  that  I  had  permissioQ  to 
live  in  that  settlement.  Our  Saviour  granted  me  willing- 
ness to  give  up  every  thing  for  His  sake,  and  to  free  my- 
self from  rarious  outward  incumbrances,  a  step  which, 
however^  exposed  me  to  much  scorn  and  ridicule,  and  many 
harsh  judgments  from  my  immediate  connections*  Hav- 
ing quitted  my  business,  I  took  leave  of  my  father,  August 
17th,  1773.  He  manifested  extreme  displeasure  with  my 
resolution,  and  to  my  entreaty  that  he  would  once  at  least 
visit  me,  he  indignantly  answered,  that  this  would  nerer  hap* 
pen  as  long  as  he  lived, — thus  dismissing  me  without  the 
smallest  mark  of  kindness.  I  arrived  the  same  evening, 
thankful  and  happy,  in  my  beloved  Neudietendorf.  Soon 
after  I  was  received  into  the  congregation,  but  bad  to  wait 
a  whole  year  before  I  was  admitted  to  the  Holy  Commu- 
nioQ  with  the  congrregation.  I  had  at  first  to  pass  through 
much  seyere  moral  discipline.  I  had  been  a  master  in  my 
own  business,  but  was  now  obliged  to  work  again  as  a  jour- 
neyman* Nor  was  this  the  only  humiliation  I  had  to  encoun- 
ter; on  the  contrary,  I  learned  by  my  own  experience,  that  if 
a  disciple  of  Jesus  is  not  willing  to  become  poor  and  mean, 
his  Lord  and  master  knows  how  to  humble  liis  pride.  My  fa- 
ther had  firmly  resolved,  as  has  been  already  mentioned,  ne« 
Ter  to  risit  me  in  Neudietendorf.  But  what  happened  f  My 
eldest  sister's  child,  to  which  I  was  godfather,  died.  The 
mother  wished  me  to  be  informed  of  this  event,  and  request* 
ed  my  fhther  to  bring  me  the  intelligence.  This  he  positive- 
ly refused ;  but  my  youngest  sister  at  length  prevailed  on  him 
lo  go.  On  the  road  he  heard  the  most  shocking  calumnies 
against  the  Brethren,  which  induced  hnn  to  form  the  resolu- 
tion of  fetching  me  away,  cost  what  it  would,  and  not  with- 
out  the  strwgest  internal  conflict  could  he  prevail  upon 
himself  to  enter  the  bouse  where  I  dwelt.  While  I  went 
to  fetch  him  some  refreshments,  the  Brethren  convers- 
ed with  him  in  the  most  fnendly  manner.  At  length,  he 
could  no  longer  contain  himself,  and  remarked,  '^  I  see  things 
are  quite  different  here  from  what  I  have  heard.  I  was  told 
when  any  cme  came  to  you^  every  one  avoided  him,  and 
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all  obserf'ed  a  gloomy  silence/'  lanswtred:  '^No^fiidiert 
we  have  no  need  to  be  dejected;  we  know  that  we  are  re-* 
deemed  apd  reconciled  to  God  through  the  precious  blood 
of  Christ.''  Every  thing  that  he  saw  and  heard  still  fnrtber 
dissipated  his  prejudices.  In  the  evening,  I  took  him  with 
me  to  the  chapel,  where  he  dt  first  felt  no  small  anxiety,  in 
consequence  of  a  ridiculous  story  which  had  been  formerly 
related  to  him.  It  was  said,  among  other  things,  that  in  the 
meetings  a  bit  of  bread  was  given  to  every  person,  and  who* 
ever  eat  it  became  immediately  like  one  of  the  Society;  but  to 
his  great  surprise  he  waited  in  vain  for  this  ceremony  to  take 
place.  After  the  service,  I  brought  htm  to  the  minister  and  his 
assistants  in  office,  to  whom  he  said,  ^^Grentlemen,  forgive  me, 
I  have  often  spoken  again^  you,  and  out  of  ignorance  laid  all 
manner  of  evil  to  your  charge."  The  minister,  Brother  Friianf, 
kindly  answered :  ^  Ah,  my  good  father,  this  is  nothing  strange 
or  new  to  us,  we  are  accustomed  to  such  things,  and  must 
patiently  bear  them  for  Christ*s  sake ;  for  our  Lord  and  raas* 
ter  Himself  says:  Blessed  arej/e  when  men  revile  you^  and 
say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely  for  my  ^sake.^^  Mj 
father  hereupon  replied :  ^'  If  all  my  children  should  wish  to 
live  here,  I  will  certainly  not  hinder  them."  Now  he  was 
quite  satisfied,  and  would  have  remained  so^  had  I  never 
left  Neudietendorf.  i 

In  1775,  I  was  appointed  to  the  care  of  the  sick  in  the 
single  Brethren's  house,  and  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1776,  I  received  a  call  to  the  service  of  the  Mission  in  Su« 
rinam.  Now  arose  a  new  contest  with  my  father,  but  our  Sa- 
viour graciously  helped  me  through  all  difficulties*  During 
my  last  visit  to  him,  I  had  my  text-book  one  evening  lying 
on  the  table.  My  father  took  it  nip  and  opened  it  at  the  re- 
markable words:  **  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  teaching  then/k 
to  obsertje  all  things  which  J  have  commanded  youJ^  With* 
out  saying  a  word,  he  laid  down  the  book,  and  from  that  time 
made  no  further  objection  to  my  departure.  At  Easter,  I 
met  my  three  fellow-travellers,  the  Brethren  Schutoamr, 
Knebel,  and  Lehman,  in  Barby.    From  thence  we  jonrtieyvd 
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to  Hollandi  spent  Whitsuntide  in  Zeyst,  sailed  from  Aihster- 
dam,  and  arriv^ed  safely  on  the  1st  of  September  the  same  year 
at  Paramaribo,  where  we  were  received  by  our  future  fellow- 
labourers  with  heartfelt  affection. 

In  1779, 1  was  commissioned  to  go  to  Bambey,  as  assist- 
ant to  Brother  Wietz,  among  the  Sarameca  free-negroes. 
Soon  after  my  arrival  I  was  attacked  by  a  violent  bilious 
fever,  which  increased  to  such  a  degree  that  my  life  was 
despaired  of;  but  it  pleasec^  the  Lord  to  restore  me  with- 
out any  medical  aid.  Here  I  spent  a  year^  and  was  then  re- 
called to  Paramaribo.  On  the  29th  February,  1784, 1  married 
the  single  sister  Dorothea  Maria  Gross.  We  continued  in 
Paramaribo  till  1787,  living  in  true  union  of  spirit,  and  ac- 
tively employed  in  the  service  of  the  Mission  in  that  place, 
till  I  was  again  appointed  to  go  with  her  to  Bambey,  to  serve 
the  small  congregation  of  free-negroes,  and  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel'to  the  surrounding  heathen.  We  arrived  safe  and  well 
at  our  place  of  destination.  Ten  days  after,  I  fell  sick. 
Before  I  had  fully  recovered,  my  wife,  who  was  in  the 
seventh  month  of  pregnancy,  was  attacked  with  the  same 
illness,  and  after  six  days'  suffering,  to  my  indescribable  grief, 
was  called  home  September  16th,  1787.  As  my  fellow- 
labourer  Brother  Wiesner  had  set  out  for  Paramaribo,  on  ac- 
count of  his  declining  health,  I  was  left  alone  in  the  house 
with  a  single  negro ;  but  the  affectionate  black  brethren  and 
sisters  willingly  assisted  me  in  my  domestic  concerns. 

Some  time  after  the  loss  of  my  wife,  I  undertook  a  voyage 
to  the  neighbouring  coasts,  to  visit  the  heathen  negroes,  and 
to  preach  the  Gospel,  wherever  1  could  find  attentive  hearers. 
I  held  some  meetings  with  them,  and  spoke  with  many  indi- 
viduals; but  my  heart  was  'filled  with  deep  sorrow,  when  I 
everywhere  perceived  the  darkest  superstition  and  blindest 
idolatry.  After  three  weeks'  absence,  1  returned  again  to  my 
favourite  Bambey,  where  I  felt  exceedingly  happy,  for  there 
was  at  that  time  a  real  awakening  among  the  people,  and 
the  little  flock  of  believers,  which  consisted  of  more  than  thirty 
negroes,  proceeded  in  a  hopeful  and  pleasing  course.  Many 
opportunities  also  were  afforded  of  publicly  declaring  the 
word  of  God,  by  visits  in  the  neighbouring  country. 
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In  1788, 1  entered  a  second  time  into  the  manied  8tate5 
with  a  sister  named  Caroline  Miiller.  On  my  journey  to  Pa- 
ramaribo to  meet  her,  I  was  in  great  danger  of  Josingmy 
life.  We  were  descending  one  of  the  numerous  cataracts  or 
rapidsy  when,  observing  the  impetuosity  of  the  stream  with 
some  alarm,  as  we  passed  between  two  great  rocks,  I  sprang 
on  one  of  them.  This  was  the  means  of  my  preseryation; 
for  as  the  boat  descended  the  fall,  it  was  instantly  overturned. 
The  negroes  saved  themselves  by  swimming.  In  the  mean« 
time  I  stood  on  the  piece  of  rock,  and  was  obliged  to  remain 
an  idle  spectator,  till  the  negroes  had  righted  the  boat,  and  re- 
placed the  goods  which  were  floating  around :  they  then  came 
and  fetched  me  away.  After  our  marriage,  we  set  out  for 
Bambey.  My  wife  was  of  a  cheerful  and  happy  temper, 
and  rejoiced  much  at  being  called  to  labour  among  the  Sara- 
meca  negroes.  We  arrived  safe  and  well  at  Bambey,  and  lived 
roost  happily  together.  The  negroes  loved  her  sincerely, 
and  she  was  equally  attached  to  them.  But  scarcely  had  we 
been  three  months  at  Bambey,  when  she  became  sickly,  fell 
into  a  rapid  consumption,  and  entered  into  the  joy  of  the 
Lord,  June  3d,  1789.  Now  I  was  again  alone  with  my  negro 
brethren  and  sisters,  and  if  our  Saviour  had  not,  in  a  pecu- 
liar manner,  supported  me  under  this  painful  and  afflictive 
dispensation,  with  His  divine  comfort  and  peace,  I  must  have 
sunk  into  despondency ! 

In  1790,  Brother  Liebisch,  a  member  of  the  Elders'  Con- 
ference of  the  Unity,  came  with  his  wife  on  a  visitation  to 
Surinam,  and  brought  with  him  Brother  Hans  Wied  as  super- 
intendant  of  the  Mission.  This  was  announced  to  us  at  Hoop, 
Sommelsdyk,  and  Bambey,  and  we  were  all  invited  to  repair 
to  Paramaribo,  that  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  all  the 
different  stations  might  be  thoroughly  considered.  Brother 
and  Sister  Wietz  now  came  to  Bambey,  as  three  persons  were 
again  appointed  to  this  station.  By  this  arrangement  1  ob- 
tained essential  relief,  being  released  from  the  care  of  domes- 
tic concerns,  which  had  hitherto  devolved  upon  me,  together 
with  the  peculiar  duties  of  my  office.  I  made,  therefore,  some 
farther  visits  up  the  country.  There  was  at  that  time  a  great 
awakening  among  the  Sarameca  negroes,  on  which  account 
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it  was  rery  agreeable  for  me  to  hare  Brother  Wietz  for  a 
feHow-Iaboorer,  who  had  likewise  the  work^of  God  among 
the  free-negroes  much  at  heart.  We  now  risited  alternately 
those  who  lived  at  the  greatest  distance. 

In  1792,  I  obtained  permission  to  go  on  a  visit  to  £a- 
rope.  Accordingly,  I  set  sail  in  April,  and  in  the  beginning 
of  June  arrived  safely  in  Holland,  from  whence  I  journeyed 
to  Hermhut,  by  way  of  Zeyst^  Neuwied,  and  Meudietendorf/ 
Here  I  was  seized  with  a  violent  illness,  but  our  Saviour  re- 
stored me  to  health,  so  that  to  my  inexpressible  joy  I  could 
partake  of  the  Holy  Communion,  on  the  13th  August,  with  the 
Hermhut  congregation,  in  the  church  at  Berthelsdorf.  In 
the  autumn  I  set  out  on  my  return,  by  way  of  Neudietendorf, 
where  I  was  united  in  marriage  to  the  single  sister  Elizabeth 
Wickerd.  We  sailed  from  Amsterdam  about  the  end  of 
November,  but  encountering  contrary  winds,  were  long  de- 
tained in  the  North  Sea,  and  in  the  Channel  between  England 
and  France.  Jan.  12th,  1793,  the  wind  became  at  length 
favourable,  and  we  left  the  English  coast  on  that  day,  and, 
as  early  as  the  lith  February,  came  in  sight  of  the  coast  of 
North  America.  After  a  somewhat  dangerous  passage  south- 
wards we  arrived  at  Paramaribo,  14th  February,  1793,  and 
on  the  23d  reached  our  new  station  at  Sommelsdyk,  after  we 
had  previously  paid  a  visit  to  the  plantation,  Fairfield.  The 
joy  of  the  small  negro  cong^gation,  who  welcomed  us  to  the 
shore  with  the  greatest  cordiality,  was  truly  affecting,  and 
powerfully  encouraged  us  to  faithfulness  in  our  important 
calling.  My  wife  engaged  in  her  household  employments 
with  much  diligence,  and  our  Saviour  laid  His  blessing  on 
our  endeavours  to  provide  for  the  Mission,  by  the  labour  of 
our  own  hands,  and  by  that  of  the  negroes,  so  that  notwith- 
standing the  great  scarcity  occasioned  by  the  war,  we  can 
truly  say  that  we  lacked  nothing.  Scarcely  had  we  become 
settled  here,  than  my  wife  was  attacked  witli  the  bilious  fever 
common  to  this  climate,  by  which  all  persons  newly  arrived  are 
generally  affected,  and  to  my  deep  sorrow  was  taken  from  me, 
3d  of  April.  She  had  ardently  longed  to  serve  our  Saviour 
among  the  heathen.  She  truly  loved  the  negroes,  and  rejoiced 
in  the  grateful  attachment  they  manifested  to  her. 
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In  1794,  a  company  of  seven  Brethren  and  Siiktera  arrir- 
ed  in  Snrinaniy  to  serve  the  Lord.  Among  them  was  the  single 
sister  Barbara  Johansen,  «rith  whom  I  was  shortly  after  unit- 
ed in  marriage.  As  she  was  upwards  of  forty  years  of  age, 
and  could  not  get  accustomed  to  the  climate,  she  was  often 
ill,  and  obliged  to  remove  to  Paramaribo  for  the  recovery  of 
her  health.  Yet  she  was  sufficiently  restored  ta  follow  her 
usual  domestic  employments,  till  February  181 1,  when,  after  a 
short  illness,  she  entered  into  the  joy  of  her  Lord,  in  the  6lst 
year  of  her  age.  From  this  period  my  health  and  strength 
gradually  declined,  and  I  longed  after  a  season  of  rest  and 
refreshment.  This  I  announced  to  my  Brethren  in  Europe, 
adding,  however,  that  I  did  not  wish  to  leave  my  post  with* 
out  the  approbation  of  my  Lord  and  master,  and  was  also 
heartily  willing,  when  my  health  should  be  in  some  mea- 
sure restored,  to  serve  Him  with  renewed  activity,  as  a 
messenger  of  His  Gospel  to  the  heathen.  But  as  the  inter- 
course with  Europe  was  interrupted  by  the  war,  I  was  ob- 
liged to  remain  at  my  station  till  the  year  1814,  when  I  gave 
up  my  charge  on  the  6th  July  to  Brother  Lutzke,  and  retir- 
ed to  Paramaribo.  Here  1  continued  till  1815,  and  had  some- 
times opportunities  of  delivering  a  testimony  of  the  great  love 
of  Jesus  to  sinners,  which  was  always  profitable  to  my  own 
heart*  Towards  the  end  of  March,  1  was  recalled  from  my 
missionary  labour,  being  informed  that  after  my  thirty-nine 
years'  services  in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  1  might  now,  in  my 
old  age^  spend  the  remaining  days  of  my  life  in  repose,  in 
one  of  our  European  congregations.  The  separation  from 
my  dear  negroes  was  truly  painful  to  me,  as  I  felt  strongly 
attached  to  them,  and  had  enjoyed  for  a  long  season  their 
reciprocal  affection,  on  which  account  I  could  have  wish- 
ed to  dedicate  my  last  strength  to  their  service.  But  the 
Lord  had  determined  otherwise,  and  to  His  guidance  I  sub- 
mitted with  child-like  resignation.  He  himself  comforted 
my  afflicted  heart,  and  revived  my  soul,  by  the  blessed  en- 
joyment of  His  divine  peace.  With  humility  and  thank- 
fulness I  reflected  in  stillness  on  my  past  life,  implored 
Him  to  pardon  my  numerous  mistakes  in  His  service,  and, 
after  taking  a  sorrowful  leave  of  my  beloved  negro  congre- 
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gation  and  fellowJabourers^  I  embarked  for  Europe  on  the 
5!6th  April,  1815.  After  a  favourable  voyage  I  arrived  at 
Amsterdam^  I7th  May,  and  reached  Zeyst  the  31st  of  the  same 
months  where  I  remained  till  the  following  May.  On  the 
journey  to  Grermany,  the  cold  weather,  to  which  I  had  been 
quite  unaccustomed  in  the  warm  climate  of  South  America, 
was  exceedingly  trying  to  my  constitution,  and  I  fell  danger- 
ously ill  at  Neudietendorf ;  yet  the  Lord  restored  me  again, 
80  that  I  was  enabled  to  proceed  to  Herrnhut,  where  I  arrived 
3d  July.  Thanks  and  praise  be  brought  unto  the  Lord, 
for  all  the  wonders  of  His  g^ce  and  mercy,  which  I  have 
been  favoured  to  experience  and  to  behold  until  this  hour!" 
Thus  far  the  narrative. 

The  active  disposition  of  our  late  Brother,  and  his  gene- 
rally good  state  of  health,  made  it  no  easy  matter  for  him  to 
submit  to  a  state  of  inactivity.  In  some  measure  to  satisfy  his 
desire  to  be  useful,  the  office  of  house-servant  was  com« 
mitted  to  him,  which  he  filled  with  exemplary  faithfulness 
to  the  end  of  his  life.  Nevertheless,  the  thought  often  dis- 
turbed him,  especially  during  the  first  years  of  his  residence 
here,  that  he  bad  forsaken  his  post  among  the  negroes  too 
soon;  and  it  was  difficult  to  convince  him,  that  all  requir- 
ed ofbim  was,  earnestly  to  pray  for  the  progress  of  the  Mis- 
sion, in  which  he  had  so  long  and  actively  laboured. 

We  can  testify  of  our  late  Brother,  that  he  truly  cleaved  to 
our  Saviour,  with  whom  he  conversed  day  and  night  in  pray- 
er, and  whose  communion  and  favour  he  found  to  be  better 
than  life.  Of  his  expectation  soon  to  be  called  home  be  said 
little,  but  testified  with  freedom,  that  he  was  always  ready  to 
depart  and  be  with  the  Lord  for  ever,  and  should  rejoice  if  this 
happiness  were  speedily  imparted  to  him.  This  his  wish  was 
fulfilled,  earlier  than  we,  and  probably  than  he  himself  had 
expected.  Without  his  having  complained  of  any  indispo- 
sition, lie  was  found  in  the  afternoon  of  the  8th  March,  1826, 
on  his  couch,  having  breathed  his  last.  He  had  attained  the 
age  of  seventy-eight  years  and  six  months. 
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Extract  of  the  Journal  of  brother  Christian  Gottlieb 
HuEFFELy  of  his  visit  to  the  Missionary  Stations  of  the 
United  Brethren  in  the  Danish  and  some  of  the  British 
West  India  Islands, 

N.  B.^Brother  C.  G.  Hueffrl,  a  Bishop  of  the  Church  of  the  United 
Brethres,  and  for  several  years  Superintendant  of  their  congregations  in 
North  America,  having  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  or  Confer- 
ence  of  Elders  of  the  Unity  residing  in  Saxony,  was  commissioned  by  that 
Board,  on  his  passas;e  to  Europe,  to  visit  the  settlements  of  the  Brethren  in 
the  Leeward  West  India  Islands^  with  a  view  to  obtain  full  information 
concerning  their  present  internal  and  external  situation.  As  in  this  coun- 
try our  acquaintance  with  the  situation  of  the  settlements  in,  the  Danish 
islands  is  very  imperfect,  the  following  brief  extract  of  his  Journal  will  no 
doubt  be  acceptable  to  our  friends,  and  cause  them  to  rejoice  with  us 
over  (he  continuation,  progress,  and  increase  of  that  first  mission  of  the 
Brethren,  commenced  in  1732,  nearly  a  century  ago,  upon  which  it  has 
pleased  the  Lord  to  lay  a  special  blessing.  Brother  Huefifel,  being  a  man 
of  extensive  learning  and  much  experience,  has  enriched  his  narrative 
with  a  variety  of  useful  information  on  subjects  of  natural  history,  &c. 

**  HAVING  received  a  eomraission  from  the  Directors  of  the 
Brethren's  Missions,  to  visit  the  Settlements  of  the  Brethren 
in  the  Danish  West  India  Islands,  and  those  in  several  under 
British  dominion*  I  left  Bethlehem  in  Pennsylvania,-  on  the 
2l8t  of  March,  (with  my  attendant  Brother  Gebbe),for  New 
York,  to  secure  a  passage  on  board  a  ship  bound  to  St>  Croix. 
Her  sailing  being  delayed,  I  improved  the  time  gained,  id 
visiting  many  worthy  friends,  both  in  and  out  of  oor  congre- 
gation, at  New  York. 

^  On  the  1st  of  April  I  preached  my  farewell  sermon  in 
North  America,  and  on  the  following  day  took  leave  of  my 
dear   children    and   Brother  Von  Schweinitz,  who  had  ac- 
companied me  thus  far.     By  Brother  Mortimer,  our  ministe 
we  were  commended  to  the  Lord  in  fervent  prayer. 

^  The  vessel  on  board  of  which  I  had  taken  my  passage, 
was  the  South  Carolina  packet.  Captain  Cartwright,  a  brig 
of  2&5  tons,  manned  with  13  sailors.  All  of  them,  except  one 
young  man,  were  negroes,  and  seemed  to  understand  but  lit- 
tle of  their  business.  One  of  my  fellow  passengers  was  a 
planter  from  St.  Croix,  knew  opr  missionaries  well,  and  often 
VOL.  X.  G  G  o 
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conversed  with  me  about  the  labours  and  constitution  of  the 
Brethren's  Church. 

^<  On  the  8th,  being  near  the  Bermuda  Islands,  the  sea 
was  covered  with  floating  grass  {fuau  natans).  Our  pro- 
gress was  slow,  owing  to  southerly  winds  and  rain.  Of  the 
Passion-week,  and  even  of  Easter  Sunday,  no  notice  was 
taken,  and  we  were  left  to  meditate  upon  the  important  sub- 
jects of  commemoration  in  silence,  but  with  blessing  to  our- 
selves. 

"  On  Easter  Sunday  the  weather  cleared  up,  and  in  la- 
titude 18°  17'  we  felt  a  considerable  degree  of  heat.  The 
beautiful  blue  colour  of  the  sea  by  day,  and  the  brilliant 
starry  heavens  after  sunset,  delighted  me. 

**  On  the  following  day,  sailing  towards  the  west^  we 
passed  the  islands  of  Bartholomew  and  St.  Martin  to  the 
south,  and  St.  Kitts,  Eustatius,  and  Saba,  to  the  north.  The 
I^st  seems  to  consist  of  one  high  mountain,  then  covered 
with  clouds.  On  the  1 7th  of  April  in  the  morning,  we  cast 
anchor  at  Frederick's  Town,  situated  at  the  west  end  of  St. 
Croix.  Having  given  notice  of  my  arrival.  Brother  Piatt ner 
came  on  board  with  the  free  negro,  2%oma^,  and  conducted  us 
on  shore.  Passing  through  the  town,  we  soon  arrived  at  the 
mission-house  at  Friedensbero,  which  stands  upon  an  emi- 
nence, and  were  received  with  great  cordiality.  The  remain- 
der of  the  day  was  spent  in  viewing  the  premises.  In  the 
evening,  there  were  meetings  of  the  new  people  and  candi- 
dates for  baptism,  and  afterwards,  for  the  communicants.  The 
former  were  addressed  by  Brother  Plattner  in  the  Creole,  and 
the  latter  by  me  in  the  English  language,  which  I  was  oblig- 
ed to  make  use  of  in  all  the  Danish  islands.  English  is  un- 
derstood by  most  of  the  negroes  in  St.  Croix  and  St.  Jan. 
All  the  negroes  present  expressed  their  joy  at  my  visit.  la- 
the following  days,  I  had  conferences  with  the  Brethren 
Sparmeyer,  Eberman,  and  Bonhof,  regarding  the  aflTairs  of- 
the  Mission.  The  two  latter  had  arrived  from  the  other  set-' 
tiements. 

*•  The  premises  belonging  to  Friedensberg  are  very  con-' 
fined,  and  nothing  can  be  gained  by  gardens  and  corn-* 
fields.     The  situation  of  the  house  is  high  and  hettlthy,  and 
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affords  a  fine  prospect  over  tlie  town  and  the  road.  Since  my 
departure,  this  settlement  has  suffered  greatly  by  the  hurri- 
cane of  last  August.  April  the  20thy  I  went  to  Friedbnspeld, 
the  newest  missionary  settlement  of  the  Brethren  in  this 
island,  and  arrived  after  two  hours'  ride  on  a  fine  road.  The 
roads  are  throughout  the  whole  island  well  made,  and  kept 
in  good  order. 

"  The  missionaries  Eberman  and  Weber  received  me 
with  joy.  With  the  former  I  went  the  same  day  to  baptize  a 
child  of  a  neighbour,  who  had  been  educated  in  the  Bre- 
thren's college  at  Nazareth,  near  Bethlehem.  At  his  desire 
I  used  the  liturgy  of  our  Church.  1  afterwards  waited  upon 
the  Gpvernor-general  of  the  Danish  islands,  Admiral  Von 
Bardenfleth,  who  bore  testimony  to  the  good  effects  of  the 
labours  of  the  Brethren,  of  whom  he  spoke  in  the  most  fa- 
vourable terms;  and  afterwards  gave  us  many  proofs  of  bis 
good-will.  During  the  following  days,  many  negroes  came 
to  speak  with  the  missionaries  previous  to  the  holy  commu- 
nion, held  on  the  22ad,  when  four  persons  were  confirmed. 
At  the  communion  the  liturgy  was  in  the  Creole,  but  the 
prayer  in  the  English  language.  About  400  communicants 
attended,  which,  as  this  is  the  largest  congregation  of  the 
Brethren  in  St.  Croix,  was  not  their  full  number.  It  was  quite 
aflTecting  to  me  to  see  how  quietly  this  large  company  dis- 
persed towards  evening,  among  whom  were  many  cripples 
and  lame  people,  taking  diflTerent  roads  to  their  homes,  no 
doubt,  still  meditating  upon  the  blessings  the  Lord  had  im- 
parted to  them. 

"  Fribdensfeld  lies  upon  an  eminence.  Towards  the 
S.  W.  an  extensive  prospect  opens  upon  the  flat  part  of  the 
island ;  to  the  north,  at  a  distance  of  an  hour's  ride,  the  high- 
est mountain  in  the  island  is  seen  among  other  mountains 
stretching  along  the  northern  coast.  Among  them  lies  the 
so-called  Maroon  mountain,  where  a  few  run-away  Negroes 
still  hide  themselves.  But  these  deserters  generally  seek  a 
hiding-place  among  their  acquaintances  and  friends  in  other 
plantations,  where  they  can  obtain  other  food  than  mere  wild 
fruits  and  roots.    The  soil  of  Friedensfeld,  which  occupies 
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ten  or  twelve  acres,  did  dot  appear  to  me  the  most  fruitAil, 
aud  I  regretted  the  want  of  plantations. 

**  A  tree  of  uncommon  beauty,  both  as  to  its  blossom  and 
foUage^  {Hibiscus  Populneus)^  which  grows  plentifully  in  the 
West  Indies,  with  other  plants,  ?iz.  the  bread-fruit  and  su» 
gar-cane  from  Otaheite,  the  cinnamon  tree,  and  a  noble  mus-^ 
chelblume  (costus  speciosus)  have  been  introduced  into  these 
islands  from  the  East  Indies  or  South  Sea  Islands.  On  the 
23d,  we  proceeded  to  Friedensthal  by  an  excellent  road, 
and  arrived  there  after  only  one  hour's  ride  from  Friedenafeld. 
We  found  here  an  invitation  from  his  Excellency,  the  Gover- 
nor to  dine  with  bim  at  his  seat  at  Christianstadt^  in  company 
with  our  missionaries*  He  also  sent  his  carriage  to  enable 
us  to  make  a  little  excursion  before  dinner.  On  this  occa- 
sion we  visited  the  plantation  Princess,  twa  Ehiglish  miles 
west  of  the  town  near  the  sea,  where,  in  former  days,  the  Bre- 
thren held  regular  meetings  with  the  negroes,  and  there  saw 
the  grave  of  the  worthy  missionary,  Frederic  Martin,  who  lies 
buried  here.  We  also  saw  the  military  and  town-hospital, 
a  substantial  building  and  well  conducted  institution  near 
the  town,  containing  accommodation  for  about  one  hundred 
and  twenty  persons.  From  hence  a  beautiful  prospect  opens. 
In  the  garden  of  the  government-house,  I  found  among 
other  plants  some  of  the  cactus  tribe,  covered  with  cochineal 
insects  feeding  upon  them,  which  were  probably  procured 
from  the  Spanish  settlements  in  America,  and,  as  the  Gover- 
nor wishes  to  propagate  them  in  the  island,  he  presents,  to  all 
who  employ  themselves  with  the  culture  of  this  precious  ma^ 
terial,  the  plants  gratis. 

"  During  dinner,  the  Governor  of  St.  Thomas  and  St. 
Jan,  Mr.  Von  Sobotker  Ibeing  present,  the  conversation 
turned  upon  the  labour  of  the  Brethren  in  these  islands,  to 
the  good  effect  of  which  testimony  was  borne,  and  which  we 
ascribe  solely  to  the  mercy  and  blessing  of  our  gracious 
Lord.  In  the  following  days  I  was  occupied  in  writing  let- 
ters to  North  America,  (as  the  vessel  in  which  I  arrived  was 
returning,)  and  in  conferences  with  the  missionaries,  who  had 
been  joined  by  Brother  Klingenberg  from  St.  Thomas.    Ilie 
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ftitaatioQ  of  Friedenstbat  is  rendered  beaatifiily  though  not 
considered  most  healthy^  by  pleasant  hitls  to  the  north, 
trhichy  however,  prevent  a  free  drcolation  of  afa*.  The  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  town  sometimes  creates  distorbance. 

'*  On  Sunday  April  29ihy  all  those  negroes  who  had 
been  added  to  the  congregation  since  Eaister  last  year,  met 
at  the  church,  and  were  addressed  on  the  covenant  into 
which  they  had  entered.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  the 
English  language,  after  which  the  candidates  for  baptism 
Were  catechized.  In  the  evening  I  conversed  with  the  negro 
assistants,  among  whom  I  found  some  remarkably  intelligent 
and  worthy  persons. 

**  May  Ist,  I  delivered  my  farewell  address  to  the  con^ 
gregation.  The  Lord  was  truly  present  with  us.  Love  and 
peace  prevailed,  and  the  negroes  declared  their  thankfulness 
for  my  visit  in  the  most  affectionate  terms.  On  the  evening 
of  the  following  day,  we  had  the  honour  of  a  visit  from  bis 
Excellency  the  Governor,  who  had  given  orders  to  the  cap- 
tain of  the  frigate  stationed  here,  to  convey  us  to  St.  Thomas. 
On  the  3rd,  therefore,  I  set  out  by  way  of  Friedensfeld  for 
the  west  end ;  slept  at  Friedensberg,  and  went  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  4th  on  board,  in  the  captain's  boat,  accompanied 
by  the  missionaries,  but  who  were  obliged  immediately  to 
return,  as  the  anchor  was  up.  This  frigate,  besides  a  brig,  is 
stationed  here  for  the  protection  of  the  trade*  She  carries 
20  guns  and  180  men,  and  we  remarked  with  how  much  more 
activity  all  the  operations  are  performed  in  a  man  of  war 
than  in  a  merchant  vessel.  The  wind  was  fair,  and  after  six 
liours'  sail,  We  ran  into  the  beautiful  harbour  of  St.  Thomas, 
from  which  the  town  Tappus  rises  with  its  neat  buildings  in 
form  of  an  amphitheatre,  surrounded  by  steep  but  well-clothed 
hills.  Having  dined  with  the  officers  of  the  frigate,  we  sent 
notice  of  our  arrival  to  Mr.  Peter  Nissea,  a  merchant,  who 
most  kindly  has  engaged  to  manage  the  concerns  of  our  mis- 
sionaries. At  his  house  we  met  Brother  Zetsche  from  New 
Hbrrnhut,  who  came  to  fetch  us.  The  road  is  good,  and 
winds  among  green  hills.  In  about  half  an  hour  we  reached 
onr  oldest  missronary  station,  formerly  called  the  Posauneu- 
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herg.    Having  passed  by  the  plantation  Bethel,  formerly  in 
the  possession  of  the  Brethren,  we  mounted  by  a  steep  path 
and  a  flight  of  steps  to  tht  missionary  buildings;  higher  up 
the  hill  the  negroe  houses  are   hidden   among  trees   and 
bushes.    The  burial-ground  is  approached  by  a  shady  ave- 
nue fonned  of  beautiful  trees,   and  is  remarkable  for  the 
tombs  of  a  number  of  faithful  servants  and  handmaids  of  the 
Lord,  who  ventured  their  lives  in  His  service,  and  here  rest 
in  hope  of  a  joyful  resurrection.   Brother  Bonhof  and  his  wife 
from  St.  Croix,  had  arrived  before  us,and  the  missionaries  from 
Niesky  followed  soon  after.     Niesky  is  a  settlement  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  island.    On  the  following  Sunday,  May 
6th,  a  prayer-day  was  held  in  due  course.     After  the  public 
service,  which  was  attended  by  great  numbers  of  hearers,  I 
had  the  favour  for  the  first  time  to  baptize  two  converts  from 
among  the  heathen;  one  couple  were  then  married  according 
to  the  forms  of  our  church,  and   in  the  evening-meeting, 
seven  persons  (baptized  as  children)  were  received  into  the 
congregation.     To  hold  so  many  nieetings  on  one  day,  to 
which  the  congregation  cannot  come  before  noon,  following 
closely  on  each  other,  is  very  fatiguing  for  one  missionary. 
We  found  suflicient  cause  to  thank  and  praise  the  Lord  for 
the  strength  imparted  to  His  servants,  and  the  blessing  which 
He  laid  upon  all  these  transactions. 

'^  May  the  7th,  I  paid  a  short  visit  in  the  company  of  the 
Brethren  Bonhof  and  Sybrecht  to  Niesky,  formerly  caNcd 
Crumbay.  This  settlement  lies  to  the  west  of  the  town,  and 
is  approached  by  a  pleasant  level  road.  Not  far  from  this 
place  stands  the  great  silk-cotton  tree  (Bombax  L.\  celebrat- 
ed in  Oldendorp's  History  of  the  Indian  Missions  (page  197). 
Some  of  its  branches,  which  spread  horizontally,  like  the 
tamarind-tree,  measure  43  ells  in  length.  The  situation  of 
the  settlement  is  not  considered  healthy.  It  lies  between 
two  ridges  of  hills,  and  as  the  old  buildings  are  much  de- 
cayed, it  was  resolved  to  erect  new  ones,  and  the  plan  and 
site  were  determined  upon. 

*'  The  land  belonging  to  the  establishment  consists  of  se-  , 
veral  acres,  but  the  soil  is  not  generally  good,  and  seems  only 
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fit  for  padtare  or  coffee  plantations.  Besides  other  tropical 
productions^  there  are  here  a  great  quantity  of  the  pyramidal 
aloes.  Agave  Americana  et  vivipara.  They  were  in  full 
flower,  and  I  counted  about  70  of  them  on  a  neighbouring 
bill.  The  stalk  at  the  root  is  some  inches  thick,  and  the 
stem  nearly  30  feet  high,  growing  like  a  young  European 
pine.  Its  numerous  branches  were  covered  with  thousands 
of  gold  yellow  flowers,  insomuch  that  this  magnificent  plant 
may  be  seen  at  two  miles  distance. 

"  After  viewing  the  premises,  we  returned  to  the  town, 
and  dined  with  the  Governor  Von  Sobotker.  The  gover- 
uient  house  is  larger  than  that  of  St.  Croix,  and  the  prospect 
from  the  terrace  over  the  town,  the  harbour,  and  surrounding 
country,  is  one  of  the  grandest  1  have  seen  in  the  West  Indies. 
Among  his  guests  was  the  captain  of  an  English  packet,  re- 
turning by  St.  Thomas  from  Barbadoes  to  England,  a  reli- 
gious man,  who  conversed  much  with  me  concerning  the 
constitution  and  missions  of  the  Brethren's  Church. 

*'  On  the  following  day  1  left  St.  Thomas,  in  company 
of  the  Brethren  Sybreclit  and  Bonhof,  and  proceeded  to  St. 
Jan.  Before  sun-rise  we  had  reached  the  point  from  which 
the  shortest  passage  may  be  taken,  and  eflfected  it  in  an  open 
boat,  the  sea  being  perfectly  calm.  We  were  delighted 
with  the  views  on  all  sides,  comprehending  the  high  moun- 
tains of  St.  Thomas,  St.  Jan,  and  Tortola,  besides  many  rocks 
covered  with  green  grass  ;  and  difl^erent  kinds  of  aquatic  fowl, 
among  which  were  pelicans,  made  their  appearance.  Wo 
landed  in  St.  Croix  bay,  where  a  fort  and  a  town  are  building, 
and  as  here  no  carriage  roads  are  practicable  on  account  of 
the  mountainous  state  of  the  country,  we  went  on  horseback 
to  Bethany. 

**  This  settlement  lies  high.  The  island  of  St.  Croix  is 
visible  at  a  great  distance.  After  a  very  pleasant  walk 
through  the  premises,  which  to  me  was  rendered  peculiarly 
interesting  by  the  great  variety  of  botanical  subjects  I  met. 
with,  I  found  a  pretty  large  company  of  negroes  assembled  in 
the  evening,  and  addressed  them  on  the  daily  texts.    Some 
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white  people,  and  among  tbem  two  jingle  ladies,  educated  at 
Bethlebenni  were  present.  The  latter  expressed  in  lively 
terms  their  thankfulness  for  the  benefit  of  that  education* 

'*  May  9th,  we  left  Bethany  and  went  to  Emmaus.  The 
road  leads  up  and  down  hills,  and  affords  the  most  beautiful 
prospects,  particularly  near  the  Coral-bay,  near  to  which  the 
settlement  is  built.  Steep  mountains  of  considerable  height, 
overgrown  with  trees,  insulated  rocks  rising  from  the  sea  with 
their  green  tops,  and  the  neighbouring  island  of  Tortola, 
which  is  even  higher  than  Su  Jan,  form  altogether  a  most 
interesting  picture. 

**  The  buildings  at  Emmaus  are  roomy  and  substantial, 
and,  viewed  from  the  bay,  the  settlement  looks  like  a  fort. 
The  premises  contain  150  acres  of  ground,  most  of  wbich^  for 
want  of  hands,  lie  chiefly  waste.  I  was  employed  here  till 
the  12ib  of  May,  and  bad  various  opportunities  of  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  temporal  and  spiritual  concerns  of  this 
flourishing  Mission,  which,  after  a  farewell  address  to  the 
congregation,  I  commended  to  the  grace  and  blessing  of  the 
Lord.  I  now  returned  to  St.  Thomas  in  a  bark,  commanded 
by  the  free  negroe  Christian,  and  arrived  at  Tappus  in  about 
six  hours. 

**  Sunday  the  13th  I  spent  at  Niesky.  It  was  tbeday  when 
the  children  meet  before  the  public  service,  but  the  violent 
rain  prevented  the  usual  number  from  attending.  I  preached 
upon  the  epistle  to  a  crowded  auditory.  Then  the  candi- 
dates for  baptism  were  catechized,  and  after  that,  the  commu- 
nicants addressed  in  a  discourse  preparatory  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Sacrament.  Brother  Young,  one  of  the 
missionaries,  lay  ill,  and  two  months  after  my  visit  departed 
this  life,  as  likewise  his  fellow-labourer,  Brother  Gotz,  by 
which  our  extensive  Mission  on  the  Danish  islands  has  suf- 
fered great  loss. 

^'  The  rest  of  my  time  in  this  island  was  spent  in  con* 
ierenoes  held  at  New  Herrnhut,  respecting  tlie  external  and 
internal  state  of  the  Missions,  and  in  visits  to  many  friends  in 
the  town.  An  arrangement  was  likewise  made  for  the  benefit 
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of  the  old  and  infirm  members  of  the  congregation,  by  appro* 
priating  a  house  belonging  to  the  Mission  for  their  use, 
where  they  may  conveniently  meet  for  divine  worship. 

<*  On  the  20th,  I  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion  with 
the  congregation  at  New  Herrnhut,  when  five  persons  were 
confirmed;  and  defivered  my  farewell  discourse  on  the 22nd. 
My  heart  was  filled  with  thankfulness  towards  my  God  and 
Saviour,  through  whose  g^ce  and  assistance  I  have  been 
able  to  accomplish  the  work  committed  to  me ;  and  I  trust, 
that  by  His  mercy  ray  visit  to  these  dear  congregations  and 
their  servants  has  not  been  without  benefit  and  encourage- 
ment to  them,  as  it  has  been  to  my  own  souL 

'*  23d*  After  an  aflTectiouate  farewell  with  the  mis- 
sionaries, we  went  on  board  a  schooner  bound  to  St.  Kitts, 
and  sailed  in  the  afternoon.  These  vessels  distribute  the  let« 
ters  and  parcels  that  have  arrived  with  the  packet  from 
England  to  Barbadoes,  among  the  different  islands,  and, 
though  small,  are  tolerably  convenient  for  passengers.  The 
company  consisted  of  twelve  persons.  The  wind  was  con- 
trary, but  on  the  following  morning  we  reached  Tortola,  and 
I  went  with  the  captain  on  shore  to  see  the  town  and  coun- 
try. The  former  is  not  to  be  compared  with  Tappus.  I  re- 
marked that  the  English  episcopal  church,  the  Methodist 
chapel,  and  the  town  prison  stand  close  together. 

<^  In  the  fish-market  I  noticed  a  great  variety  of  the  gaily 
coloured  fishes,  described  and  drawn  from  the  life  in  Cates- 
by's  Natural  History  of  Carolina.  They  are  peculiar  to  the 
tropical  seas,  though  not  everywhere  abundant. 

^  We  now  passed  through  a  number  of  rocks  and  small 
islands,  the  largest  of  which  is  Virgingorda,  or  Spanish 
town.  It  is  high,  and  a  rocky  part  of  it,  looking  like  a 
ruined  town,  is  called  by  the  sailors  The  Broken  Jerusalem. 
In  the  evening  we  reached  the  open  sea:  the  night  was  calm, 
with  showers. 

**  On  the  26th,  we  arrived  at  Sombrero,  a  flat  and  stony 
island,  having  no  vegetation  upon  it,  which  serves  as  a 
breeding  place  for  numerous  sea  fowl.    We  obtained  two 
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baskets-full  of  eggs,  and  the  sailors  brought  two  sea  ea- 
gles (pelicanus  aquitug)^  which  they  had  killed  on  shore. 
This  bird  is  quite  black,  with  very  long  wings  and  tail.  The 
wings'  of  the  former  measured  six  feet  and  a  half  across  the 
back,  from  tip  to  tip.  Their  eggs  are  quite  white,  and  as  large 
as  those  of  a  duck,  whereas  those  of  the  gulls  are  spotted. 

"  We  proceeded  slowly,  passing  by  St.  Martin  and  St. 
Eustatius.  The  latter,  like  Saba,  consists  of  one  mountain, 
at  the  top  of  which  there  is  a  large  crater,  covered  with 
the  most  luxuriant  vegetation,  of  which  one  of  our  pas- 
seng^ers,  who  had  ascended  the  mountain  in  company  of  a 
French  lady^  gave  us  an  interesting  account. 

"  On  the  30th  in  the  morning,  a  shark  was  caught,  about 
six  feet  in  length,  with  a  remora  upon  him  {echineis  retnora), 
eight  inches  long.  It  cleaves  so  close,  that  it  is  difficult  to 
disengage  it.  The  captain  and  mate  had  travelled  over  many 
parts  of  the  world,  and  gave  me  interesting  accounts  of  New 
Holland,  Van  Dieman's  Land^  British  North  America,  and 
the  islands  of  the  Mediterranean. 

"  The  Slst,  we  reached  St.  Kitts,  having  long  had  its 
highest  mountain.  Mount  Misery  (3700  feet),  in  view.  At 
Basseterre,  we  were  soon  brought  on  shore  by  Brother 
Shick,  and  most  cordially  welcomed  by  the  missionaries  in 
the  adjoining  settlement. 

**  On  the  same  evening  I  had  an  opportunity  of  address- 
ing the  congregation  in  the  public  service,  which  was  well 
attended. 

^  On  the  following  morning  I  waited  upon  the  Gover- 
nor, Sir  Charles  William  Maxwell,  in  company  of  Brother 
Johansen,  and  likewise  upon  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  chaplain 
to  the  Bishop  of  Barbadoes»  His  Excellency  expressed  his 
goodwill  towards  the  Missions  of  the  Brethren  in  very  ob- 
liging terms. 

**June3dy  being  Whitsunday,  at  the  public  service  a 
number  of  strangers  joined  the  congregation,  and  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Spirit  of  God  cheered  and  cdinforted  our  hearts. 
After  the  children's  meeting,  the  remains  of  a  child  of  Bro-

ther  Sbick  were  interred^  On  the  following  day.  Brother 
Hoch  havrng*  arrived  from  Bethesda,  the  forenoon  was  spent 
in  conference  respecting  the  aiTairs  of  the  Mission.  In  the 
afternoon,  I  accompanied  him  to  that  settlement,  by  a  road, 
skirting  the  mountains  in  the  interior  of  the  island,  and  then 
passing  along  the  north  coast*  I  arri\red  after  sunset,  but  had 
light  enough  to  see  and  admire  its  romantic  vicinity,  and  the 
high  woody  hills  towards  the  west.  Our  stay  here  continued 
till  the  11th  of  June,  and  was  rendered  pleasantby  the  company 
of  the  Brethren  Hoch  and  Klose.  Brother  Staude  had  sailed 
for  St.  Thomas,  in  the  mail-boat.  I  had  here  an  opportunity 
of  seeing  for  the  first  time  the  whole  process  of  making  su* 
gar.  There  is  a  great  improvement  in  the  construction  of 
the  rollers,  by  which  the  dangers  described  in  Oldendorp's 
History  of  the  Mission,  (p.  161),  are  obviated.  In  the  ma* 
oager's  garden,  there  is  a  profusion  of  beautiful  plants,  and 
among  them  the  bread-fruit  and  cinnamon-trees  firom  the 
East  Indies. 

'^  On  Sunday  the  10th,  I  preached,  and  likewise  addressed 
the  congregation  and  assistants  in  separate  meetings.  In 
the  present  state  of  this  congregation,  a  word  of  exhortation 
was  not  unnecessary.  Though  the  weather  was  not  favour- 
able, a  considerable  number  of  children  attended  their  meet- 
ing and  the  Sunday-school. 

'*  After  my  return  to  Basseterre,  I  had  to  wait  till  the  16th, 
before  the  mail-boat  sailed  to  Antigua,  but  could  not  as- 
sist at  the  celebration  of  the  fifty  years  jubilee  of  this  Mission, 
the  unfavourable  weather  preventing  its  taking  place  on 
the  proper  day,  being  June  14th.  On  the  12th  I  attended 
the  last  conference  with  the  missionaries,  and  on  the  15th  de- 
livered my  farewell  discourse  to  the  congregation.  Old  and 
young  came  to  take  leave  of  me  in  the  most  affectionate  man- 
ner. They  also  proved  their  love  and  thankfulness  by  con- 
tributing of  their  own  accord  to  our  sea-stock. 

'*  The  wind  failed,  and  we  could  hardly  clear  the  island 
of  Nevis  on  the  first  day.  On  the  18th  of  June,  I  landed 
with  the  captain  at  Plymouth  in  Montserrat,  and  was  delight- 
ed with  the  magnificent  view  of  the  mountains  surrounding 
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the  town.  They  are  covered  with  wood.  The  houses  are 
chiefly  built  of  a  species  of  lava.  1  took  a  walk  in  company 
of  a  Catholic  priest  living  here,  who  bad  been  my  fellow  pas- 
senger to  St.  KittS)  and  had  lately  undertaken  an  extensive 
missionary  journey  through  the  United  States.  He  made  much 
enquiry  concerning  the  constitution  and  missions  of  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  and  gave  me  an  account  of  an  at- 
tempt he  had  made  to  convert  a  Jew  passenger,  who  having 
been  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  was  now,  as  he  pretended, 
travelling  through  these  islands  to  make  a  collection  in  fa- 
vour of  his  countrymen  in  Turkey.  The  Catholic  said,  that 
he  had  endeavoured  to  instruct  him  in  the  Christian  doc- 
trines, but  did  not  succeed,  for  the  Jew's  mind  was  entirely 
engrossed  with  commercial  speculations. 

**  This  evening  We  had  a  distant  view  of  Guadaloupe,  and 
in  the  morning  of  the  19th  cast  anchor  in  the  beautiful  abd 
capacious  bay  of  St.  John's  in  Antigua.  We  were  soon*  wel- 
comed by  the  Brethren  Shill,  Wright,  Simon  and  Zippel,  and 
landed  in  the  midst  of  a  crowd  of  people.  In  the  Mission- 
bouse  in  Spring  Gardens,  we  found  the  families  of  the  mis- 
sionaries from  Newpield,  and  were  received  by  all  with 
g^eat  cordiality.  A  numerous  congregfation  had  assembled 
in  the  evening,  which  I  addressed  in  a  short  discourse;  after 
which,  one  of  the  missionaries  in  prayer  commended  me  and 
•my  labours  to  the  blessing  of  the  Lord.  We  now  resolved 
that  I  should  first  visit  all  our  missionary  stations  in  the  is- 
land, before  we  met  in  a  general  conference. 

"  On  the21st,  I  waited  upon  the  Grovemor  of  Antigua,  Sir 
Patrick  Ross,  who  received  me  and  the  missionaries,  accom^ 
panying  me,  with  great  friendliness.  His  Excellency  ex- 
pressed his  regard  for  the  Missions  of  the  Brethreti,  and  in"- 
Tited  me  to  repeat  ray  call  after  my  return  from  th^  country. 
The  chief  judge  of  the  island  and  the  Grovernor's  secretary 
were  present  during  this  conversation. 

**  On  the  next  day  1  went  to  Cedar  Hall,  one  of  the  new 
stations,  about  five  miles  from  the  town,  Where  we  found  the 
Brethren  Newby  and  Miinzer.  This  place  has  its  name  from 
the  number  of  white  cedars  {bignonia  teucosn/lon  or  pentU'^ 
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phylla)^  growing  here.  I'hey  do  not  belong  to  the  ever- 
greensy  bat  cast  their  leaves,  and  afford  a  pleasant  shade. 
The  flowers  are  large,  and  of  a  pale  red  colour.  The  sur« 
rounding  country  is  pleasantly  varied  with  hill  and  dale. 
The  missionary  premises  are  small ;  the  Mission-house  and 
chapel  are  under  one  roof,  and  not  large  enough  for  two  fa* 
milies. 

**  My  stay  lasted  to  the  24th,  when  I  attended  the  public 
and  private  services  with  much  edification,  and  conversed 
with  the  school  children,  their  teachers,  and  negroe  assist- 
ants, with  satisfaction.  In  one  of  my  walks,  I  found  under 
a  rocky  hill  many  plants  of  the  rare  prickly  palm,  the  stem 
and  twigs  of  which  are  defended  by  a  formidable  assemblage 
of  thorns. 

^*  On  the  25th,  I  proceeded  to  Gracbbay,  by  a  road  pre^ 
senting  delightful  prospects,  and  highly  romantic  situations. 
By  the  way  I  could  not  but  admire  the  number  and  variety 
of  tropical  plants,  particularly  the  cactus  Peruvianus  and  me^ 
locactus.  Towards  noon  we  reached  the  settlement,  plea- 
santly situated, -and  overlooking  Old  Road  Bay.  Here  Bro- 
ther Olufsen  and  his  wife  live  alone,  serving  the  congregation. 

^  After  taking  some  refreshment,  we  went  to  look  at  the 
former  settlement  near  Old  Road  Town.  The  mountains  on 
one  side,  and  stagnant  water  on  the  other,  rendered  it  a  most 
unhealthy  situation,  and  the  number  of  mosquitoes  and  other 
vermin  proved  an  intolerable  plague.  The  surf  on  the  beach 
is  terrific. 

'*  About  30  children  attended  in  the  school-room, some  of 
whom  could  read  in  the  New  Testament,  after  which  many 
old  and  infirm  negroes,  who  can  but  seldom  reach  Grace- 
bay,  came  to  see  us,  with  whom  we  had  edifying  conversa« 
tions,  and  sang  a  hymn*  In  the  evening  I  addressed  the 
negroe-congregation  at  Gracebay,  concluding  with  prayer, 
and  met  the  assistants. 

*<  Not  tar  from  the  Mission-house  stands  the  English  epis- 
copal church,  the  clerk  of  which  is  a  German  from  Eisenach. 
Many  negroes  came  in  the  evening  to  greet  us,  and  to  bid  us 
farewell. 
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^^  The  road  to  Graobhill  leads  over  the  Fig-tree  Mouii«- 
tain.  It  baa  its  name  from  the  many  wild  fig-trees  growing 
upon  it;  and,  althongb  the  road  is  rough  and  stony»  it  is  most 
interesting  to  a  lover  of  botany.  On  descending  the  north 
side  of  the  bill,  the  country  is  divested  of  wood,  bat  abounds 
with  precious  stones  of  the  silicious  kind ;  jaspers,  chalcedo- 
nies, cornelians,  petrified  woods,  and  madrepores,  which  take 
a  beautiful  polish,  and  by  which  Antigua  is  distinguished 
from  all  the  other  leeward  islands. 

**  On  passing  by  several  plantations,  many  negroes  be- 
longing to  one  or  another  of  our  settlements,  came  out  to  g^reet 
us;  and  we  were  cordially  welcomed  by  the  Brethren  Pro- 
cop  and  Kochte.    Tbe  settlement  lies  high,  but  is  irregularly 
built.     Tbe  church  is  large,  suited  to  the  numerous  congre- 
gation; but  the  school-house  was  in  a  very  dilapidated  state, 
and  since  my  departure  has  been  thrown  down  by  the  hurri* 
cane  in  Augtist.    During  my  stay,  I  had  opportunities  afford- 
ed me  to  converse  with  tbe  children  and  adults,  with  mudt 
satisfaction ;  but  on  the  29th,  when  we  expected  a  large  au- 
ditory, the  weather  proved  so  boisterous,  and  the  rain  so  vio- 
lent, that  not  many  members  of  the  congregation  could  attend. 
I  remarked, however,  that  some  cripples  and  lame  people  brav- 
ed the  storm,  and  did  not  mind  a  long  walk  home  in  the  dark. 
^  On  Saturday,  the  SOtb  June,  we  reached  Nbwfield, 
tbe  newest  settlement  of  the  Brethren  in  this  island.     The 
church  and  schooUhouse  are  well  built,  abd  tbe  country  not 
uninteresting.      Tbe  Brethren  Wright  and    Zippel    serve 
this  congregation*    During  the  night,  a  tremendous  thunder- 
istorm  passed  over  u6;  but  on  Sunday,  July  1st,  tbe  weather 
cleared  up,  and  a  vast  concourse  of  negroes  assembled.     A 
number  of  carriages  belonging  to  proprietors  and  managers 
filled  tbe  space  before  the  dwelling-house  and  the  church. 
I  preached   to  a  large  auditory   on  Ps.  89,  ver.  15,  16 — 
**  Blessed  are  the  people^  that  hear  thejoyftU  sound.'* 

**  After  the  public  service,  the  children  were  addressed 
in  the  school-house,  and  the  new  people,  candidates  for  bap* 
tism,  and  assistants,  met  in  separate  parties.  We  found  great 
cause    to   thank   the  Lord   for  the  manifest  blessing  He 
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laid  upon  the  transactions  of  this  day.  'In  the  evening  we 
were  visited  by  many  friendly  neighbours. 

**  July  2rf.  We  waited  upon  Dr,  Nugent,  Speaker  of  the 
Assembly,  who  is  a  sincere  friend  of  the  Mission.  On  our 
return  to  Spring  Gardens,  the  uncertainty  of  the  weather  was 
such,  that,  fearing  the  overflowing  of  the  brooks,  we  were 
obliged  to  make  great  hast^,  and  regretted  to  pass  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Gilbert's  house,  and  Mr.  Otto's  plantation.  Mount 
Joy,  where  we  have  a  preaching  place,  lest  we  should  be 
stopped  by  the  waters.  Soon  after  our  arrival,  we  began 
our  conferences  regarding  the  concerns  of  this  extensive 
Mission,  and  on  the  following  day  were  joined  by  Brother 
Procop  from  6racehill,and  Brother  Robbins.  True  brotherly 
love  and  harmony  prevailed ;  and  the  presence  of  the  Lord 
comforted  our  hearts. 

*^  July  6th.  I  ordained  the  Brethren  Munzer,  Zippel,  and 
Simon,  deacons  of  the  Brethren's  Church.  Though  it  had 
not  been  made  known,  the  church  and  yard  were  filled  with 
attentive  negroes.  A  few  friends  were  also  present;  and  it 
pleased  the  Lord  to  make  it  a  truly  solemn  service.  On  the  fol* 
lowing  day,  1  dined  by  special  invitation  with  the  Governor, 
Sir  Patrick  Ross,  some  of  my  Brethren,  and  several  civil 
and  military  officers,  being  present. 

^^  On  Sunday,  July  8th,a  large  auditory  attended  the  pub- 
lic service.  I  was  the  whole  day  engaged  with  the  different 
divisions  of  the  congregation,  and  on  the  following  days  in 
conferences  with  the  Missionaries. 

"  July  12M.  After  an  affectionate  farewell  with  the  Mis- 
sionary family  here,  I  set  out,  commended  to  the  grace  and 
protection  of  the  Lord,  and  entered  the  mail-boat,  the  Lord 
Nelson,  Captain  Crichlow,  for  Barbadoes.  We  sailed  gently 
along  the  south  side  of  the  island.  The  wind  was  fair,  but 
sometimes  failed  altogether;  and  passing  showers  frequently 
drove  us  into  the  cabin.  For  the  first  time  in  my  life,  I  felt 
some  symptoms  of  sea-sickness.  The  captain  was  a  young 
man,  of  a  friendly  and  communicative  turn.  He  had  tra« 
veiled  in  most  E^uropean  countries^  in  the  Elast  Indies,  and  in 
China,  and  in  company  of  the  African  traveller^  Ciapperton. 
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He  gave  me  a  lively  account  of  a  dreadful  typhon  be  had  en- 
countered in  the  Yellow  Sea,  between  China,  Corea,  and 
Japan.  On  the  ISth,  we  passed  the  island  of  Deseada,  and 
on  the  19th  reached  Carlisle  Bay  in  Barbadoes.  Mr.  Reece,  a 
merchant  at  Bridgetown,  received  me  kindly;  and  we  soon 
proceeded  to  Sharon. 

*<  Bridgetown  is  the  largest  West  Indian  town  I  have 
seen.  The  houses  are  built  in  the  European  style,  but  the 
streets  are  narrow  and  crooked.  Tbe  country  is  highly  cuU 
tivated,  and  woods  are  very  scarce.  As  a  vessel  bound  to 
London,  called  the  Colonist,  Captain  Smith,  was  said  to  be 
ready  to  sail  on  the  1st  of  August,  I  engaged  a  passage  on 
board,  finding  my  time  too  short  to  visit  Brother  Rick- 
secker  in  Tobago.  At  Sharon  I  was  received  with  great  cor- 
diality by  the  Brethren  Brunner  and  Seitz. 

**  The  settlement  lies  high ;  to  the  north,  a  ridge  of  hills 
appears  about  a  mile  distant  from  it.  That  part  of  the  island 
wl^ich  I  aayf  is  intersected  with  deep  glens,  in  which  large 
masses  of  calcareous  rock  are  found,  with  nests  of  petrified 
coral  or  madrepores,  deep  caverns,  and  a  very  rich  vegetation 
of  trees,  bushes,  and  creepers.  Some  of  the  latter  hang  like 
ropes  from  thirty  to  fifty  feet  in  length  down  the  sides  of  the 
rocks.  Sharon  has  about  twelve  acres  of  land  belonging  to 
it,  but  not  all  in  cultivation. 

**  In  some  of  the  evenings  of  the  week,  the  children  of 
both  sexes  come  to  the  chapel  and  learn  to  sing  hymns,  un- 
der the  instruction  of  Brother  Seitz.  The  22d  being  Sun- 
day, was  occupied  with  public  and  private  services;  and  1 
saw  the  candidates  for  baptism  and  new  people,  with  whom  I 
had  satisfactory  conversations.  Ou  the  2drd,  we  went  to  tbe 
town  finally  to  settle  about  my  passage  to  Europe.  The  ca- 
thedral is  a  considerable  building  erected  since  the  hurri- 
cane forty  years  ago.  T  found  in  it  a  large  organ  with  three 
rows  of  keys,  which  I  had  not  expected  to  see  in  tlie  West 
Indies.  On  the '24th,  Brother  Taylor  arrived  from  Mount 
Tabor.  I  was  pleased  to  find  that  the  Mission  of  the  Breth- 
ren in  this  island  enjoys  favour  and  protection. 

*•  1S7th.  I  went  to  Mount  Tabor.  '  Brotlier  Tay  lor^s  house, 
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stands  by  itself,  and  its  large  hall  is  used  as  a  chapel.  Trees 
being  scarce  in  the  surrounding  plantations,  Brother  Taylor 
is  endeavouring  to  plant  useful  trees  and  bushes  about  the 
settlement.  At  the  foot  of  the  hill  lies  Mr*  Hayncs's  negroe 
village.  The  cottages  are  placed  in  regular  rows,  and 
every  other  arrangement  proves  the  kind  attention  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Haynes  pay  to  the  temporal  and  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  those,  whom  the  Lord  by  His  providence  has  entrusted 
to  their  care.  From  hence  I  made  an  excnrsiou  with  Bro- 
ther Taylor  to  the  end  of  the  ridge  of  hills  before  mentioned, 
and  was  astonished  at  the  majestic  rocks  which  mark  its  de- 
scent toward  the  sea.  Both  from  above  and  below,  the  view 
of  them  fills  the  mind  with  the  highest  admiration  of  the  works 
of  the  Creator.  A  botanist  would  find  here  abundant  occu- 
pation. In  the  fissures  of  the  rocks,  a  great  quantity  of  the 
volcanic  ashes  is  lodged,  which  were  carried  hither  from  the 
volcano  in  St.  Vincent's  in  the  year  1812,  sixty  and  more 
miles  to  windward.  It  darkened  the  air  and  alarmed  the 
inhabitants,  but  restored  fruitfulness  to  the  soil  upon  which 
it  fell,  which  had  been  long  exhausted  for  want  of  manure. 
«*  The  29th  being  Sunday,  the  hall  was  pretty  well  filled, 
notwithstanding  the  rain ;  and  a  number  of  children  and  young 
people  attended  the  Sunday-schooL  After  the  public  ser- 
vice, two  adults  were  baptized.  Brother  Taylor  addressed 
the  candidates  for  baptism  iii  an  impressive  discourse.  Five 
persons  were  received  into  the  congregation.  Brother  Tay- 
lor preaches  likewise  to  the  negroes  on  a  neighbouring  plan- 
tation, by  desire  of  the  friendly  proprietor.  Having  offered 
up  fervent  prayers  for  the  Lord's  blessing  to  attend  this  new 
establishment,  I  returned  to  Sharon,  and  heard  that  the  ship 
would  not  be  ready  to  sail  till  some  days  hence. 

"  On  the  10th  of  August,  Brother  Taylor  having  joined 
us,  we  anticipated  the  celebration  of  the  Memorial-day  of  the 
13th,  being  the  centenary  jubilee,  and  considered  the  blebsed 
effects  of  that  outpouring  ofthe  Spirit  upon  our  spiritual  ances- 
tors at  Berthelsdorfin'the  year  1727,  with  grateful  hearts.  We 
renewed  our  covenant  with  each  other,  by  the  Lord's  grace, 
to  keep  the  word  of  His  patience  until  He  comes* 
rot.  X.  Ill 
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'*  On  the  16tht  it  rained  violently^  but  on  the  following' 
day  the  weather  was  incomparably  fine»  while,  as  we  were 
informed  in  Europe,  the  islands  Antigua  and  St.  Kitts  were 
suffering  from  a  dreadful  hurricane.  On  the  19th,  I  went 
to  town  and  waited  upon  the  President  of  the  Council,  as 
likewise  upon  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Barbadoes,  the  Right  Rev. 
Dr.  Coleridge.  We  were  received  with  much  friendliness, 
and  expressions  of  regard  for  the  Brethren's  Missions.  At 
length,  on  the  20th,  in  the  evening,  we  went  on  board,  and 
left  the  harbour  for  Europe.  In  the  first  days  we  made  but 
little  progress  for  want  of  wind ;  but  on  the  29th,  in  the  even* 
ing,  we  experienced  a  dreadful  storm,  with  thunder  and  light- 
ning, being  the  day  on  which  the  second  hurricane  took 
place  in  the  islands.  It  lasted  till  the  30th,  at  night,  and 
some  damage  was  sustained. 

*^  Having  experienced  the  protection  of  the  Lord  dur- 
ing the  whole  of  our  voyage,  we  arrived  safe  with  our 
Brethren  in  London  on  the  6th  of  October;  found  the 
missionaries  Lundberg  and  Glitsch  from  Labrador;  made  an 
excursion  to  Ockbrook,  near  Derby,  to  visit  the  Bre- 
thren who  superintend  the  concerns  of  the  English  con- 
gregations; and,  on  the  20ib  of  the  same  month,  proceeded 
in  the  steam-packet  to  Hamburg,  where  I  had  the  plea- 
sure of  meeting  my  successor.  Brother  C.  F.  Anders,  on  his 
passage  to  North  America.  With  him  I  conferred  concern- 
ing his  future  situation;  and  on  the  90th  set  out  for  Herrn- 
hut,  where  we  arrived  on  the  7th  of  November,  with  praise 
and  thanksgiving  to  the  Lord  for  all  the  mercies  bestowed 
upon  us  during  our  long  pilgrimage.

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Extract  of  the  Diary  of  Gnadehth  Ah  for  the  Year  1828, 

JANUARY  1. — Blessed  be  the  Lord^  which  spake  with  kU 
mouth,  and  hath  with  his  hand  fulfilled  it.  1  Kings,  8, 15, 
This  text  of  Scripture,  appointed  for  the  first  day  of  the  year. 
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Id  the  Brethren's  Church,  expressed  in  the  most  lively  man* 
ner  (he  language  of  our  hearls,  on  entering  on  a  new  period 
of  time.  The  retrospect  into  the  past  history  of  this  Mission, 
and  that,  which  we  were  more  particularly  invited  to  take, 
into  the  events  of  the  year  gone  by,  afforded  us  so  many 
striking  proofs  of  the  faithfulness  of  our  God  and  Saviour  in 
performing  all  that  He  has  promised  unto  His  servants;  that 
we  could  do  no  other  than  exclaim  with  the  Psalmist,  *^  TFhat 
shall  we  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  his  benefits  towards  usj* 
Adding  with  the  patriarch  Jacob,  "  We  are  not  worthy  of 
the  least  of  all  his  mercies  and  of  all  his  iruth.^^  Nor  d  id  our 
merciful  Lord  withhold  from  us  the  consolatory  assurance, 
that  notwithstanding  our  manifold  defects  and  unworthiness, 
He  would  still  be  pleased  to  use  us  as  instruments  for  the  en- 
largement of  His  kingdom,  and  to  shower  down  abundant 
blessing  upon  the  congregations  committed  to  our  charge. 

The  services  at  the  commencement  of  the  new  year  were 
attended  by  many  friends  as  well  as  strangers  from  the 
neighbourhood,  most  of  whom  we, bad  the  favour  to  address, 
at  a  particular  meeting  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  and 
to  commend  to  their  earnest  attention  the  one  thing  nee^uL 

Although  few  of  our  visitors  remained  longer  with  us 
than  the  first  two  or  three  days  of  the  year,  we  had  the  sa* 
tisfaction  to  see  our  services  continue  to  be  well  attended  by 
our  own  people,  who,  about  this  time,  returned  in  considera- 
ble numbers  from  the  labours  of  the  harvest. 

On  the  2nd  and  3rd,  we  had  a  very  agreeable  visit  from 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Miles,  superintendant  of  the  Mission  carried  on 
in  this  country  by  the  London  Missionary  Society.  He  was 
on  his  return  from  Griqua-town,  where,  owing  to  the  distur- 
bances  excited  by  a  party  among  the  Griquas,  called  Berge- 
naars  (or  Mountaineers),  the  progress  of  the  Mission  had  been 
much  impeded.  In  all  the  districts  through  which  he  had 
passed,  both  within  and  without  the  colonial  frontier,  an  un« 
exampled  drought  appeared  to  prevail,  productive  every 
where  of  the  greatest  distress.  Mr.  Miles  had  himself  lost 
14  oxen  out  of  a  team  of  29,  during  his  journey  from  Gratt 
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Reynet  to  Zwelleoclam,  all  of  which  perished  from  actual 
want  of  food  and  water. 

6ih*  We  were  occupied  with  the  distribution  of  a  quan« 
tity  of  clothing,  sent  by  some  friends  in  England  for  the  use 
of  our  Hottentots*  Agreeable  as  this  task  is  to  our  feelings, 
it  is  not  without  its  difficulties  in  the  performance,  owing  to 
the  number  of  necessitous  applicants.  On  this  occasion,  we 
adhered  to  the  plan  adopted  some  time  ago,  with  the  best  re- 
sults, viz*  that,  excepting  in  cases  of  extreme  indigence,  a 
small  price  should  be  set  upon  the  articles  in  question,  and 
the  produce  of  the  sale  added  to  the  contents  of  our  poor*8 
box.  Thus,  for  a  pair  of  stockings,  1  skilling  (about  six- 
pence) was  demanded  ;  for  a  hat,  4  ditto;  and  for  other  things 
in  proportion.  No  person  was  permitted  to  purchase  more 
than  one  article  for  his  own  use. 

The  festival  of  the  Epiphany  on  the  6th  inst.  was  cele* 
brated  with  the  usual  solemnities,  and  proved  a  day  of  spirit- 
ual refreshment  to  us  and  to  our  Hottentots,  as  many  in  the 
sequel  testified.  Two  adults  were  baptized,  and  seven  young 
persons  received  into  the  congregation. 

7M.  We  recommenced,  with  prayer  for  the  divine  bless- 
ing, our  schools  for  both  sexes;  the  meetings  for  religious 
instruction ;  and  the  classes  for  the  several  divisions  of  the 
congregation :  all  of  which  had  been  more  or  less  interrupted 
by  the  harvest.  The  numerous  attendance  on  these  various 
means  of  grace  afforded*^  us  much  encouragement.  The 
schools  were  frequented  daily  by  upwards  -of  200  children. 
On  the  same  day,  a  gentleman  who  resides  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Elim,  arrived  with  his  family,  to  spend  a  few  days 
with  us.  Our  intercourse  with  this  worthy  man  was  both 
agreeable  and  instructive  to  us,  as  he  is  not  only  a  sincere 
follower  of  Christ,  but  possesses  at  the  same  time  a  mind  well 
stored  with  various  useful  information. 

8/A.  We  celebrated  with  grateful  hearts  the  memorial 
of  the  consecration  of  our  present  church,  28  years  ago. 
It  appears,  on  a  reference  to  our  church-books,  that  there 
have  been  baptized  in  Gnadenthal,  since  the  commencement 
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of  the  Mission,  1285  adult  Hottentots,  and  1144  children,  in 
all, 2429  persons;  of  whom  235  were  baptized  previous  to  the 
opening  of  the  church.  In  the  children's  meeting  held  on 
this  day,  seven  children  were  baptized  into  the  death  of  Jesus. 

llth.  We  held  our  Mission  Conference,  on  which  occa* 
sion  16  persons  were  appointed  for  an  advance  in  the  privi* 
leges  of  the  Church,  viz.  11  as  candidates  for  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  5  for  confirmation.  The  individual  speaking 
with  the  baptized,  and  the  communicant  members  of  our 
congregation,  with  which  we  were  engaged  in  the  course  of 
this  week,  afforded  us  many  proofs  of  the  continued  opera* 
tion  of  the  Spirit  of  God  on  their  hearts,  and  tended  equally 
to  our  own  encouragement  and  edification.  On  the  13th,'  we 
partook  of  this  sacred  feast,  for  the  first  time  in  this  new 
year,,  and  experienced  its  divine  power  for  the  strengthening 
and  refreshing  of  our  souls. 

Having  received  the  desired  permission  from  the  Direc- 
tors of  our  Missions,  to  make  an  attempt  to  carry  the  glad 
tidings  of  the  Gospel  to  the  Tambookkies,  the  Brethren 
Lemmertz  of  Gnadenthal,  and  Hoffman  of  Groenekloof,  who 
have  been  appointed  to  this  service,  commenced  preparations 
for  their  approaching  journey.  On  the  15tb,  Brother  Lem- 
mertz and  his  wife,  who  have  hitherto  bad  the  care  of  the 
girls'  school,  took  a  solemn  and  affecting  leave  of  their 
scholars,  the  ordinary  management  of  the  school  being  com- 
mitted in  future  to  one  of  our  Hottentot  sisters,  under  the  su- 
perintendance  of  Brother  Luttring.  On  this  new  arrange- 
ment we  implored  the  Lord  to  lay  His  especial  blessing. 

20th.  We  held  our  annual  meeting  with  those  of  our 
Hottentots  of  both  sexes,  who  are  employed  as  chapel-ser- 
vants, overseers,  and  school-teachers,  and  were  much  pleased 
with  the  interesting  and  sensible  conversation  which  took 
place  on  subjects  connected  with  their  various  offices.  In 
the  course  of  this  month  25  persons  have  obtained  leave  to 
reside  here,  chiefly  disbande<l  soldiers  of  the  Hottentot  corps. 

February  bih.  The  married  communicant,  Lewis  Fer- 
iyttf  departed  this  life  in  the  most  peaceful  and  happy 
maoaer.    He  was  baptized  in  1804  by  our  late   Brother 
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KobrhaiDiner,and  became  a  communicant  in  1811.  From  that 
period  bis  walk  and  conversation  were  most  exemplary,  and 
testified  loudly  of  the  grace  which  he  bad  received.  Who- 
ever spoke  with  him  on  the  state  of  his  soul,  could  not  fail 
to  be  edified  with  the  clearness  of  bis  views,  and  (be  soli- 
dity  of  his  religions  experience.  For  many  years  he  served 
with  faithfulness  the  oflice  of  overseer,  and  was  universally 
respected  by  his  countrymen,  as  they  beheld  in  him  an 
example  of  what  a  member  of  a  congregation  of  Jesus  ought 
to  be.  A  few  years  ago,  be  contracted  a  swelling  in  bis 
cheek,  which  soon  proved  to  be  of  n  cancerous  nature.  In 
hopes  of  obtaining  relief,  he  submitted  to  an  operation, 
which  was  performed  with  great  skill,  and  apparently  with 
good  eflTect,  by  a  surgeon  of  Stellenbosch.  His  patience  and 
fortitude  during  the  progress  of  the  painful  surgical  treat- 
ment which  his  case  required,  so  surprised  and  interested 
the  doctor,  that  he  kept  him  several  weeks  in  his  own  house, 
and  paid  him  every  kind  attention,  till  he  was  sufliciently  re- 
covered to  return  home.  The  relief  afforded  proved  bow- 
ever  to  be  only  temporary.  A  few  months  ago,  the  tumour 
*  broke  out  afresh,  and  was  attended  with  symptoms  so  dis- 
tressing, that  we  at  one  time  feared  the  poor  patient  would 
die  of  actual  starvation.  Neither  his  present  acute  suflTerings, 
nor  even  the  anxious  prospect  of  what  might  yet  await  him, 
could  shake  his  confidence  in  our  Saviour;  his  cheerfulness 
and  resignation  continued  unabated,  and  proved  a  blessing 
to  all  who  visited  him.  His  release  took  place  sooner  than 
we  had  ventured  to  anticipate. 

Having  received  intelligence  towards  the  end  of  last 
month,  that  the  brig  Luna,  on  ))oard  of  which  Brother  and 
Sister  Schmitt  had  secured  a  passage  for  themselves  and 
four  children,  whom  they  were  willing  to  convey  to  Europe 
for  education,  was  almost  in  readiness  for  sailing.  Brother 
Hallbeck  set  out  on  the  6th  for  Groenekloof  and  Capetown, 
with  his  daughter  Caroline,  and  Emilia  Voigt,  At  the  for- 
mer place  he  joined  Brother  and  Sister  Schmitt,  and  proceed- 
ed with  them  and  the  two  other  children  fromEuon,  Qottfiried 
Hornig  and  Matilda  Halter,  to  Capetown,  whence  the  party 
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set  sail  on  the  16th  instant,  accompanied  by  the  best  wishes 
and  fervent  prayers  of  our  congregations. 

13M.  Five  persons  were  confirmed  for  the  first  enjoy* 
ment  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  under  a  powerful  sense  of  our 
Saviour's  presence. 

20th.  The  Brethren  Lemmertz  and  Hoffman,  with  their 
wives,  took  leave  of  the  congregation,  at  a  meeting  which 
was  numerously  attended  by  our  Hottentots,  On  this  occa- 
sion, we  commended  them  in  fervent  prayer  to  the  grace  and 
protection  of  God  our  Saviour,  beseeching  Him  to  let  His  pre- 
sence go  with  them,  and  to  give  success  to  the  important 
work  in  which  they  are  about  to  engage,  of  bringing  the 
gospel  to  the  Tambookkie  nation.  All  present  were  much 
affected,  and  testified  by  tears  as  well  as  words,  the  heartfelt 
interest  which  they  took  in  the  appointment  of  their  beloved 
teachers.  After  taking  a  solemn  and  afiectionate  leave  of 
their  fellow-labourers,  the  travellers  set  out  on  their  long 
journey  early  the  following  morning.  A  great  number  of 
our  people  accompanied  them  several  miles  on  their  way, 
and  at  parting  sang  several  verses,  expressive  of  their  good 
wishes  and  prayers  for  the  divine  blessing. 

26th.  We  commenced  repairing  the  roof  of  our 
church ;  the  thatch  with  which  it  is  covered  on  the  south- 
side  having  become  so  defective,  as  no  longer  to  protect  the 
building  from  the  rain. 

March  1st.  A  child,  six  months  old,  departed  this 
life,  by  occasion  of  an  attack  of  cholera  morbus^  a  dangerous 
disorder,  which  about  eight  years  ago  prevailed  to  a  great 
extent  in  these  parts,  and  carried  off  many  children.  Havinjsf 
lately  read  in  the  transactions  of  a  philosophical  society  at 
Madras,  that  a  certain  plant,  growing  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Gnadenthal,  had  been  found  a  useful  specific  against  this 
disorder,  and  feeling  confident,  that  no  medicinal  herb  could 
have  been  imported  into  the  East  Indies  from  this  district, 
but  the  leaves  of  the  buchik,  {diosma  crenata)^  we  ventured 
to  try  an  infusion  of  them  in  several  cases  of  cholera^  which 
occurred  about  this  time.    The  result  answered  our  most

sanguine  expectations;  in  almost  eyery  instance,  the  disorder 
took  a  favourable  turn  very  shortly  after  the  medicine  had  ^ 
been  administered. 

On  the  2nd,  a  young  man,  twenty-tfvo  years  of  age,  named 
Jonan  Conrad^  departed,  by  means  of  a  consumption.  He 
was  born  in  1806,  and  baptized  in  infancy.  His  parents  be- 
ing very  anxious  that  he  should  be  well  instructed,  sent  him 
regularly  to  school,  where  he  made  good  proficiency  in  read- 
ing and  writing,  distinguishing  himself  at  the  same  time  by 
his  orderly  and  proper  conduct.  In  the  year  1822,  he  was 
received  into  the  congregation,  and  shortly  after  became  a 
candidate  foV  the  Holy  Communion.  The  death  of  his  elder 
brother  at  this  juncture,  rendering  it  necessary  that  he  should 
take  upon  himself  the  support  of  his  infirm  parents,  he  was 
obliged,  in  the  discharge  of  this  filial  duty,  to  be  frequently 
absent  from  home;  and  to  this  circumstance  it  is  chiefly  to  be 
ascribed,  that  he  did  not  attain  to  the  participation  of  further 
privileges  in  the  Church.  His  great  exertions  during  this 
period  were,  in  all  probability,  the  cause  of  the  complaint 
which  terminated  his  earthly  pilgrimage.  Though  he  suf- 
fered more  or  less  from  consumptive  symptoms  ever  since 
the  harvest,  and  his  strength  gradually  declined :  none  but 
himself  appeared  to  think  his  life  in  imminent  danger.  Only 
a  few  hours  before  his  departure,  be  sent  for  one  of  the  mis- 
sionaries, and  conversed  with  him  on  the  subject  of  the  hope 
which  filled  his  soul,  and  of  his  desire  to  depart  and  to  be 
with  Christ.  His  parents,  who  by  this  stroke  have  been  be- 
reaved of  their  only  remaining  child,  and  of  the  support  of 
their  declining  age,  are  objects  of  our  sincere  sympathy. 

lAth.  Brother  Hallbeck  paid  a  visit  to  Hemel-en- 
Aarde,  where,  on  the  16th,  he  attended  the  consecration  of 
the  church  recently  built  for  the, use  of  the  poor  lepers,  un- 
der the  direction  of  Brother  Leitner.  This  solemnity  was 
graciously  owned  by  the  Lord,  whose  presence  was  especi- 
ally felt  at  the  baptismal  transaction  which  took  place  in  the 
course  of  the  day  ;  when  two  of  the  patients  were  acknow- 
ledged members  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  by  the  administra- 
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tioD  of  this  sacred  rite,  ooe  baptized  already  wa«  received 
into  the  congregation,  and  seven  admitted  into  the  class  of 
candidates  for  baptism. 

29th.  We  had  the  pleasure  to  hear  of  the  safe  arrival  of 
the  Brethren  Lemmertz  and  Hoffman,  at  Enon,  where  they 
purposed  spending  the  Passion  and  Easter  seasons.  The 
same  day  we  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  several  English 
gentlemen,  who,  at  taking  leave,  gave  us  a  donation  towards 
the  support  of  our  school.  Such  visits,  which  in  former 
years  were  of  frequent  occurrence,  have  become  compara- 
tively rare,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  the  times,  by  which  all 
classes  are  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  affected. 

In  the  evening,  we  commenced  reading  the  history  of 
the  Passion-week,  with  earnest  prayer,  that  our  hearts  might 
receive  an  indelible  impression  of  the  love  of  Christ  our 
Saviour,  which  passeth  knowledge ;  and  that  all  the  merits 
of  His  bitter  sufferings' and  ignominious  death,  might  be  ap- 
plied to  our  souls,  through  the  operation  of  His  Holy  Spirit. 
The  visitors  above  referred  to  afterwards  expressed  to  us 
their  surprise  at  the  devotion  manifested  by  the  Hottentots, 
and  the  delightful  singing  of  the  hymns,  used  on  the  occa- 
sion; acknowledging  that  the  impression  of  the  Hottentot 
character,  which  they  had  received  during  their  abode  at 
Capetown,  had  been  far  from  preparing  their  minds  for  what 
they  saw  and  heard  in  this  place. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  month,  we  were  much  occupied 
in  speaking  individually  with  the  various  classes  of  our  con- 
gregation, and  especially  with  the  communicants,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  approaching  celebration  of  tlie  Holy  Sacrament, 
on  Maundy  Thursday.  The  election  of  an  overseer  to  sup- 
ply the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  decease  of  Lewis  Vertyriy 
took  place  also  about  this  time,  and  we  were  thankful  that 
the  person  on  whom,  with  one  solitary  exception,  the  una- 
nimous choice  of  our  people  fell,  was  one  of  whom  we 
could  altogether  approve.  The  humility  with  which  he  un- 
dertook this  responsible  office,  gratified  us  even  more  than 
his  acknowledged  qualifications  for  the  discharge  of  it.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Fritsch. 

Dbak  Brother,  E"""'  -^"'"""y  ^^^^  1828. 

^'  SINCE  the  beginnini^  of  this  year,  four  persons  have  been 
added  to  the  candidates  for  baptism,  and  seven  have  been  bap- 
tized, but  we  were  sorry  to  perceive  among  some  of  the  chil- 
dren an  unruly  spirit,  which  for  a  season  gave  us  and  their 
parents  great  uneasiness. 

'^  At  the  close  of  the  year,  463  persons  inhabited  this  place, 
besides  40  who  live  here  on  trial,  for  we  find  it  necessary  to 
proceed  with  great  caution  in  the  iadmission  of  permanent  resi- 
dents. Gardening  will  not  support  them ;  in  one  year  the  crops 
are  abundant,  but  in  many  following  years  nothing  will  grow, 
on  account  of  the  drought.  Frosts  by  night,  and  heat  by  day, 
often  destroy  all  the  vegetables.  Just  now  we  have  no  water 
to  drive  the  mill  and  pumping  machine  contrived  by  Brother 
Scbmitt.  There  is  a  want  of  water  both  in  the  river  and  in 
the  lagoon.  May  it  please  our  Heavenly  Father  to  send  us 
sufficient  rain,  so  as  to  fill  the  river,  for,  otherwise,  after 
all  our  labour,  we  shall  have  no  garden-crops  whatever. 
Last  year,  in  the  nigfht,  between  the  2nd  and  3rd  of  May,  a 
hoar  frost  destroyed  every  green  herb.  On  Strubers  land 
the  climate  is  more  mild,  and  both  in  summer  and  at  present 
more  rain  has  fallen.  The  woods  are  near  it,  from  whence  we 
get  our  timber.  More  of  our  people,  therefore,  have  encamp- 
ed there  than  here.  Hitherto  we  have  heard,  that  all  of  them 
conduct  themselves  with  propriety.  We  are  only  sorry,  that, 
during  their  absence,  many  children  miss  their  schools, 

"Our  friend,  Colonel  Cuyler,  lives  now  at  the  Dorn 
Kraal,  and  is  in  bad  health.  We  hear  nothing  of  robbers  on 
the  Caffre  and  Tambookkie  frontier;  the  farmers  bring  their 
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herds  of  cattle  to  the  neutral  ground,  and  the  Tambookkieft 
belonging  to  Bowana  get  work  with  the  farmers  upon  the 
Tarka,  and  other  rivers.  We  beg  to  salute  all  the  members 
of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  and  are  al- 
ways thankful  to  receive  Periodical  Accounts,  and  the  Reports 
of  the  English  Missionary  Societies.  Commending  myself 
to  your  prayers.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  H.  P.  Hallbbck. 
Gnadbnthal,  April  2dthy  1828. 
^  I  RECEIVED  your  kind  letter  of  March  22nd,  on  the  14th 
December,  for  which  I  return  my  best  thanks.  I  now  enclose 
our  Diary  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  by  which  you  will 
learn  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  is,  on  the  whole,  proceeding 
in  prosperity  in  this  Mission,  and  that,  amidst  all  imperfec- 
tions, the  state  of  our  congregation 'is  generally  encouraging. 
In  the  first  months  of  this  year,  we  perceived  more  of  spi- 
ritual life  than  usual.  The  meetings  have  been  more  nume- 
rously attended  than  for  a  long  time  past,  and  a  great  num- 
ber of  new  comers  have  obtained  leave  to  reside  here.  The 
expedition  to  the  Tambookkies  has  excited  the  gpreatest  in- 
terest among  our  Hottentots,  and  has  stirred  up  many  a  one 
to  serious  self-examination,  lest  the  first  should  be  last,  and 
the  last  first.  To  crown  the  whole,  the  late  Passion-week  was 
a  season  of  peculiar  blessing;  31  individuals  were  advanced 
in  the  privileges  of  the  Church. 

^I  have  received  two  letters  from  Brother  Lemmertz,  from 
Enon.  He  and  Brother  HoflTman  intended  to  leave  that 
place  on  the  8th  of  this  month,  and  I  hope  they  are  now 
among  the  Tambookkies.  The  CaflTre,  Sebastian  Stoffel^  for- 
merly of  Gnadenthal,  and  the  well-known  Wilheltnina,  now 
married  to  an  excellent  Hottentot,  Charles  Stomjfje^  9nd  se- 
veral others,  among  whom  is  a  smith,  accompany  the  mission- 
aries. The  Brethren  have  found  a  kind  friend  at  Grahams- 
town,  who  will  act  as  their  agent,  and  the  communication  be- 
tween Gnadenthal  and  Tambookkie-land  will  probably  be- 
come almost  as  easy  and  frequent,  as  betw^n  us  and  Groen«« 
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kloof.  The  post  m  rendered  eo  eKpeditioos  by  llie  English 
arraDgemeiito,  that  we  may  have  a  letter  from  Tambookkie-. 
laud  in  a  fortoigbt* 

*<  In  one  of  bis  leltera,  Brotber^Leaimertz  writea,  *  We  con- 
nider  it  a^reat  favour  to  be  counted  worthy  to  gfo  to  the  Tam- 
bookkies;  and,  it  tbe  Lord  enables  us,  through  divine  grace, 
to  lead  only  one  poor  Tambookkie  to  Himt  as  a  reward  for 
the  travail  of  His  soul,  we  shall  not  consider  our  labour  to 
have  been  in  vain.' 

**0n  the  1 1th  of  March»  heavy  rains  fell  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  £non;  the  WitteRevier  filled^and  there  is  now  plen- 
Xy  of  water  for  turning  the  mill  and  working  the  pump.  The 
SJjssionaries  were  all  well. 

**  I  visited  Eliii  about  a  fortnight  ago,  and  found  the  fa- 
mily ih  tolerable  health*  They  have  m>w  a  neat  little  place 
of  worship  in  the  old  farm-house.  When  they  have  finished 
the  new  mill,  Elim  will,  I  trust,  prove  no  great  expence  to 
this  Mission.  Brother  Teutscb  acts  with  great  prudence, 
and  preaches  the  gospel  with  acceptance.  He  is  beloved 
Stnd  rospfected.  Fourteen  persons  have  been  either  baptized, 
received,  or  admitted  to  tbe  Holy  Communion  at  Elim,  dur- 
ing tbe  last  year»  They  met,  as  usual,  on  the  first  Sunday 
after  Easter,  to  render  thanks  to  tlie  Lord  for  the  mercies 
bestowed  upon  them;  by  the  remembrance  of  which,  several 
of  them  were  deeply  affected. 

**  At  HeMEir-VN-AAROB,  Brother  Leitner  and  his  wife  are 
well.  Five  small  houses  have  been  built  there  for  the  pa- 
tieifts,  by  a  Hottentot  masou  from  Gnadenthal.  It  is  tbe  first 
timf  that  a  Hottentot  has  ventured  on  suck  an  undertaking 
on  hi*  own  account 

'*  At  GitoBNEELOOF,  the  Missionaries  were  in  tolerable 
health.  ProFisions  are,  this  year,  in  most  parts  of  tbe  colony, 
very  cheap;  and  after  many  years  of  struggle,  the  Hottentots 
will  probably  have  an  easy  year  of  it.  We  hope  and  pray» 
that  Brother  Schmitt  and  his  company  may  soon  arrive  with 
yoii  iq  safety.  We  commend  ourselves  to  your  love  and 
prayers,  and,  with  cordial  salutations  to  all  firieods»  I  remain

^*  I  GLADLY  »vfMi  mysd/of  tbe  present  opporUinity  of  reply- 
ing to  your  l^ind  lelt^,  dated  August  2^d,  1827,  and  giving 
^ou  9ome  delatU  of  the  aerviee  in  wbicb  I  baFe  the  favour  of 
being  engvigeJ*  Tbe  interest  wbieb  yoo  and  so  many  dear 
frieads  in  England  take  in  the  progress  of  the  Cs^  Mission^ 
mUf  I  am  persuaded,  render  the  following  particalars  rela^ 
tiFe  to  this  aewly-^rflied  station^  not  altogether  uoaccept- 
able.  Sinee  the  departure  of  our  late  bdoFod  fellow4abour« 
eVf  Brother  Bonatz,  which  took  place  at  Goadeatbal  on  the 
16tb  December,  the  care  of  the  congregation  at  ibis  place 
has  de^roiFed  on  Brother  Tfaomsea  and  myself,  and  I  aoi 
thankful  to  say,  Uiat  we  have  thus  far  experienced  the  gra- 
cious support  of  our  Sariour,  in  the  discharge  of  our  Farious 
duties  in  His  bouse*  Our  little  flock  of  Hottentots  increases 
both  in  number  and  in  grace,  and  their  conduct  exhibits,  in 
a  striking  manner,  the  blessed  effects  produced  by  the  simple 
preaching  of  the  word  of  the  cross*  Very  few  of  our  people 
fMTO  genuine  Hottentots;  the  generality  belong  to  the  class 
called  Bastards,  who  are  by  no  means  of  an  equally  mild  and 
peaceable  disposition.  When  we  therefore  see  persons,  who, 
10  their  natural  state,  are  apt  to  quarrel  with  each  other 
about  every  trifle,  so  changed  by  the  grace  of  Ood,  that 
tliey  become  peaceable  and  forbearing,  we  cannot  but  feel 
encouraged  to  proceed  in  oar  labours.  The  surest  means  of 
putting  an  end  to  contention,  is  to  remind  those  who  are  dis^ 
posed  to  it,  of  the  great  object  of  their  living  together;  and  to 
explain  to  them  the  debt  of  gratitude  they  owe  to  that  Saviour 
who  has  purchased  eternal  salFutioo  for  them,  aud  has 
brought  them  in  mercy  to  a  place  where  they  may  daily  hear 
of  Him,  and  be  instructed  in  the  way  of  life  and  happiness* 
At  the  close  of  last  year,  we  numbered  9S  inhabitants  of 
pur  place,  28  more  than  at  its  commencement.  These  people 
live  in  fifteen  houses,  built  in  a  line  with  each  other.  Be* 
sides  these,  there  are  four  houses  now  in  progress*  Hi* 
therto,  we  baFe  been  enableJy  by  the  generosity  of  our  friends 
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in  Europe,  to  afford  some  assistance  to  those  Hottentots  who 
undertook  to  build  walled  houses:  and  indeed  without  such 
help,  the  poor  people  would  not  be  able  to  provide  them- 
selves with  dwellings  of  this  description.     A  Hottentot  house 
is  about  20  feet  long,  and  12  feet  broad,  the  four  walls  being 
built  of  earth  or  clay;  such  a  house  is  called  a  walled  house; 
the  ordinary  dwellings  of  the  Hottentots  being  merely  huts 
constructed  of  reeds.     Each  of  the  houses  above-mentioned 
is  built  after  a  plan  which  we  furnish,  that  order  and  regula- 
rity may  be  preserved.     Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  two 
more  families  have  obtained  leave  to  remove  hither;  we  may 
therefore  hope  soon  to  see  a  commencement  made  of  a  second 
row  of  houses,  which  will  be  erected  parallel  with  the  former, 
so  as  to  form  a  street.    The  land  about  this  settlement  affords 
good  pasturage  for  cattle,  but  is  ill  adapted  to  the  cultivation 
of  corn.    Even  were  it  in  our  power  to  make  a  portion  of  it 
arable,  it  would  be  of  little  avail,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
protecting  the  crops  from  the  inroads  of  the  horses,  which  are 
kept  in  great  numbers  in  this  neighbourhood.     At  present 
our  Hottentots  earn  their  livelihood,  chiefly  by  working  with 
the  farmers.    Their  flourishing  gardens,  situated  in  the  val- 
ley adjoining  our  settlement,  are  well  cultivated,  and  like- 
wise contribute  to  their  maintenance.     From  the  sea,  they 
obtain  frequent  supplies  of  fish,  and  from  the  salt-pans,  salt 
in  abundance;  and  forihe  surplus,  which  remains  after  pro- 
viding themselves  and  their  families,  they  find  a  ready  mar- 
ket.   Though  they  are  mostly  poor  people,  they  have  hither- 
to been  mercifully  preserved  from  want,  the  price  of  corn 
beingunusually  low,  owing  to  the  abundant  harvest  of  last 
year.     The  building  of  a  new  mill,  in  which  we  are  now  en- 
gaged, affords  employment  to  many  of  them. 

*'  On  the  26th  November  last,  we  entered  our  new  dwell- 
ing-house, which  we  find  much  healthier,  as  well  as  more 
convenient  than  the  old  one.  The  latter  is  converted  into  a 
place  of  worship;  the  interior  space  which  is  46  feet  by  15, 
being  quite  sufficient  to  accommodate  our  own  cong^gation, 
as  well  as  the  farmers  and  Hottentots  from  the  neighbour- 
hood, who  attend  our  public  services.     We  opened  this  neat 
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Iktie  church  for  the  first  time,  on  the  9th  of  Januarj»  on 
which  occasion,  a  discourse  was  delivered  to  an  attentive  au- 
ditory,  from  Luke  xi.  28,  and  all  present  were  exhorted,  to  be 
not  merely  hearers,  but  also  doers  of  the  word.  During  the 
fortnight  which  elapsed  before  the  church  could  be  opened, 
we  assembled  together  every  evening  under  the  canopy  of 
heaven,  to  bring  our  sacrifice  of  praise  and  prayer  to  the  God 
of  our  salvation,  whose  cheering  presence  was  powerfully 
felt  among  us.  The  Sunday's  services  were  held  in  the  same 
manner. 

**  Having  now  given  you  a  pretty  circumstantial  account 
of  our  situation,  and  that  of  our  Hottentots,  and  described  as 
far  as  I  was  able  the  progress  of  the  Mission  in  this  place,  it 
only  remains  for  me  to  request  an  interest  in  your  prayers,  and 
in  those  of  our  dear  Brethren  and  friends  in  Europe,  that  the 
Lord  may  be  pleased  to  bless  our  feeble  endeavours  to  pro- 
mote the  knowledge  of  His  saving  gospel  also  in  this  neigh* 
bourhood,  and  to  lead  many  souls  in  the  way  of  life  and  sal- 
ration.

JAMAICA. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  Johv  Ellis. 
Dear  Brother,  Fairfield,  Aprtmnd,  1828. 

**  SINCE  the  date  of  ray  last  letter,  several  members  of  our 
missionary  family  have  suffered  more  or  less  from  the  inter- 
mittent fever,  which  has  been  so  prevalent  in  this  island^  but 
I  am  thankful  to  add,  that  the  attacks  have  been  in  general 
of  the  milder  kind,  and  that  all  who  were  affected  by  them, 
have  by  this  time  wholly,  or  nearly  recovered.  The  fever  allud- 
ed to  is  of  that  nature,  that  when  the  paroxysm  hassubsided, 
the  patient,  though  weak,  is  capable  of  moderate  mental  ex- 
ertion; although,  therefore,  suflfering  most  severely  from  its 
influence,  our  Brethren  have  still  been  able  to  attend  in  some 
measure  to  their  duties.  But  under  the  present  circumstan- 
ces  of  this  Mission^  we  feel  sensibly  the  absence  of  a  single 
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inissioBMry  frin  hk  post^  if  but  (of  one  dayi  for  we  Inive 
DOl  ooly  tufficient  en^pIoymeDt  for  all  the  labourers  engaged, 
bai  should  bave  for  a  mueh  larger  body.  Can  you  not  send 
us  a  reinforcement  of  active,  zealous  Brethreu,  tbat  our  bands 
may  be  strenglbened  fior  tbis  important  work?  We  willingly 
beUeve  that  the  desire  to  assist  in  it  is  not  wanting;  and  tbat 
neither  fear  nor  worldly  interest  prevails  to  keep  any  back 
from  offering  themselves,  who  have  felt  a  call  to  that  effect, 
jn  their  own  hearts.  For  ourselves  we  do  not  hesitate  to  de- 
clare, that  we  are  not  only  satisfied  with  the  service  in  whicb 
we  are  engaged,  but  esteem  it  an  undeserved  privil^^,  that 
our  poor  bumau  life,  with  its  feeble  powers  and  endowoients, 
should  be  rendered  subservient  to  the  same  end,  and  be  spent 
in  the  same  cause  with  that  of  the  almighty  Son  of  God. 

^  Of  the  Mission  in  this  island,  I  am  thankful  to  be  able 
to  give  you  an  encouraging  account.  During  tbe  lale  cele- 
bration of  the  Passion  and  Easter  seasons;  our  various  con- 
grqptions  have  been  abundantly  blessed  when  calling  lo  re- 
membrance the  meritorious  sufferings  and  death  of  our  iU> 
deemer.  On  Easter  Sunday,  our  large  church  at  Fairfield, 
proved  fer  too  small  for  the  assembled  multitude;  those,  how- 
ever, who  were  unable  to  gain  admittance  to  the  first  service, 
had  afterwards  an  opportunity  aflbrded  them  of  hearing  the 
same  joyful  tidings  of  a  risen  Saviour.. 

^^The  buildings  at  New  Carmel  and  Irwio-hill,  have  con- 
tinued in  an  advancing  state.  At  the  latter  station,  tbe  pro- 
gress made  was  till  lately  unusually  rapid,  and  tbougb  it  has 
been  checked  by  accidental  circumstances,  we  trust  tbe  in- 
terruption will  not  be  of  long  continuance.  At  New  Carmel, 
the  work  proceeds  more  slowly.  The  frame  of  the  church  is 
completed,  the  roof  shingled,  and  tbe  sides  partially  boarded. 
A  building  is  also  being  erected,  for  the  purpose  of  a  school, 
which  will  probably  be  finished  before  the  church.  Brother 
Scholefield  has  met  v/ith  considerable  success  in  his  appKca- 
tion  for  Snnday-school  teachers,  and  appears  altogether  to 
be  much  blessed  in  this  department  of  bis  labour.  With 
the  concurrence  of  our  Conference,  he  has  underlnAien 
the  superiutendance  of  several  day-schools   besides,    and 
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bj  occaarioQ  of  his  yisit  to  these  institutions,  has  an  opportu- 
nity of  addressing  the  children,  and  as  many  adults  from  the 
estates  as  are  desirous  to  attend.  As  these  schools  are  at 
some  distance  from  New  Carmel,  we  hope  that  the  glad  tidings 
of  salvation  will  by  this  means  be  more  extensively  spread. 

**  In  regard  to  our  Sunday-school  at  Fairfield,  I  can  only 
say,  we  continue  to  do  all  we  can  to  promote  its  efficiency, 
though  we  regret  that  our  endeavours  have  not  hitherto  suc- 
ceeded to  our  wish.  The  loss  of  our  two  most  useful  native 
teachers  has  been  severely  felt  by  us.  They  were  two  well- 
disposed  females,  who  gave  us  their  gratuitous  assistance,  but 
who  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  removing  to  a  consi- 
derable distance  from  this  place.  We  trust,  however,  that 
by  patient  perseverance,  we  shall  succeed  in  training  up 
teachers  from  the  number  of  our  present  scholars,  who  can 
assist  us  on  Sundays,  as  they  already  do  in  the  week.  You 
will  rejoice  with  us  to  know,  that  at  New  Eden  also,  an 
evening-school  has'  been  commenced  by  Brother  PfeifFer, 
which  is  held  twice  a  week,  and,  though  the  present  is  the 
busiest  season  of  the  year,  is  already  attended  by  thirty-five 
children.  We  have  every  reason  to  expect  a  considerable 
increase  of  numbers,  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks.  The 
grants  of  books,  just  received  from  the  two  Sunday-school 
Societies,  have  arrived  most  opportunely,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  will  be  applied  to  the  greatest  advantage.  May  I 
beg  you  to  return  our  most  hearty  thanks  to  these  worthy 
Christian  Associations;  we  offer  them  not  only  in  our  own 
names,  but  also  in  behalf  of  our  scholars,  and  of  their  pa- 
rents, who  are  as  much  pleased  to  see  their  children  possess 
a  book,  as  if  they  possessed  and  could  read  it  themselves. 
Our  evening-meetings,  and  indeed  our  services  generally, 
have  proceeded  in  their  usual  course,  and  no  impediment 
has  been  laid  in  the  way  of  our  holding  them  regularly. 
We  feel  convinced,  that  the  more  the  Gospel  gains  en- 
trance into  the  hearts  of  men,  the  more  evident  will  be  its 
fruits;  and  these  fruits  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  be  admitted 
even  by  those  who  do  not  exactly  understand  the  nature  of 
the  soil  which  produces  them'.

^'  IN  your  last  letter,  you  make  particular  inquiry  about  the 
progress  of  our  new  buildings.  I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  neitVer 
at  New  Carmel,  nor  at  Irwin,  the  new  churches  are  in  a  suffi- 
ciently advanced  state,  to  be  open  for  public  worship.  In- 
deed, that  at  New  Carmel  has  lately  sustained  a  serious  in- 
jury, which  will  materially  delay  the  completion  of  it.  On 
the  8th  of  May,  during  a  violent  thunder-storm,  the  lightning 
struck  the  belfry,  placed  at  the  west  end  of  the  roof,  and 
shivered  it  to  pieces,  several  large  fragments  being  carried 
to  a  distance  of  120  feet.  Above  a  thousand  shingles  were 
at  the  same  time  torn  oflT  the  roof,  and  several  of  the  solid 
timbers  composing  it  were  rent.  The  workmen  employed 
in  the  inside  of  the  building,  were  struck  down  to  the 
ground ;  several  of  them  remained  for  some  time  in  a  state  of 
insensibility,  and  one  did  not  recover  for  a  day  or  two. 
Notwithstanding  this  accident^  we  are  however  still  in  hopes 
of  being  able  to  open  the  church  before  the  end  of  July. 
We  have  now  procured  a  conductor,  which  is  indeed  a 
necessary  appendage  to  any  building  of  magnitude  in  this 
country,  especially  in  the  highland  districts  of  Westmore- 
land  parish,  where  New  Carmel   is  situated. 

"  The  school  at  New  Eden  continues  to  be  well  attended, 
und  Brother  Pfeiflfer  makes  the  best  use  of  the  short  time  the 
children  can  stay.  The  supply  of  New  Testaments,  which 
you  mention  to  have  been  recently  granted  by  the  Committee 
of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  for  the  use  of  the 
Jamaica  Mission,  will  be  truly  acceptable;  and  we  beg  you 
to  return  our  most  grateful  acknowledgments  for  so  season- 
able a  gift.  The  larger  portion  of  them  will  doubtless  be 
allotted  to  New  Carmel,  where  the  instruction  of  the  Negroes, 
both  adults  and  children,  is  carried  on  the  most  extensively. 
Among  the  adult  members  of  our  congregation  at  Fairfield, 
there  are  not  many  who  have  had  an  opportunity  of  learning 
to  read  the  Bible,  but  I  trust  we  have  many  hundreds  on 
whose  hearts  its  precepts  are  engraven,  and  who  feel  them- 
selves constrained  by  love  to  surrender  their  souls  and  bo- 
dies, as  a  living  sacrifice  to  that  Lord  who  has  bought  them 
with  His  precious  blood.  May  He  grant  us  to  see  this 
blessed  number  continuadly  increasing,  not  only  here,  but  in 
every  portion  of  the  globe,  whither  He  has  been  pleased  to 
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send  His  saving  Gospel.     We  beg  you  td  remember  us  and 
our  neg^o  congregations  in  your  prayers.  |  ^ 

From  Brother  J.  T.  Light. 
Dear  Brother,  Irwin,  April  2\sty  1828. 

^^ON  the  17th  of  March,  I  was  attacked  by  a  severe  bilious  fe- 
ver, which  confined  me  to  my  bed  for  nearly  a  week.  The 
Lord  mercifully  blessed  the  means  used  for  my  restoration, 
and  supported  my  dear  wife  in  her  anxious  and  fatiguing  at- 
tendance on  me  during  this  period,  so  that  we  have  both 
much  reason  to  praise  Him  for  His  goodness.  I  anrnowsuflS- 
ciently  recovered  to  resume  my  wonted  duties.  Our  buildings 
are  proceeding:  the  chapel  ought  to  be  finished  by  the  end 
of  July,  and  the  dwelling-house  by  the.  15th  November.  But 
we  must  not  complain,  if  it  should  be  a  little  later.  At 
New  Carmel,  they  have  experienced  many  disappoint- 
ments and  delays,  but  the  state  of  the  congregation  makes 
amends  for  ali.  That  is  indeed  a  highly  favoured  spot,  a  plant 
of  the  Lord's  own  planting.  Pray  for  us,  that  the  station  we« 
are  now  forming  may  prove  equally  flourishing. 

June  yth, 
^*  YOU  wish  for  some  more  detailed  information  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  buildings  we  are  here  erecting.  This  1  gladly 
give,  and  trust  that  what  I  mention  may  satisfy  your  mind 
and  the  minds  of  our  friends  in  England,  that  we  have  done, 
and  continue  to  do  all  in  our  power,  to  render  the  expence  as 
moderate  as  possible.  In  the  construction  of  our  missionary 
premises,  and  of  the  chapel  in  particular,  we  have  studied  to 
combine  plainness  of  design  with  durability  of  workmanship. 
The  walls  of  the  latter  are  twelve  feet  high  from  the  floor; 
the  average  height  of  the  foundation-wall  being  about  2^ 
feet.  The  length  is  54  feet,  and  breadth  34,  the  walls  2  . 
feet  thick.  A  vestry-room  10  feet  square  is  attached  to 
the  chapel.  The  dwelling-house  will  be  built  on  the  most 
simple  plan:  to  contain  four  rooms,  viz.  the  hall,  bed-cham- 
ber, guest-room,  and  store-room  or  buttery,  all  under  one 
long  roof.  The  sides  are  to  be  only  clapboarded,  without  lath 
and  plaster,  or  what  is  here  generally  substituted  for  it,  and 
called  a  Spanish  wall,  which  would  certainly  improve  and 
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streng'tlien  the  sklesi,  though  nt  some  additional  expense* 
The  walls  of  the  out-premises  are  of  stone,  had  they  been  of 
woody  the  danger  from  fire  Would  have  been  too  great.  I  ap- 
prehend, that  building  in  general  may  be  executed  at  a 
much  cheaper  rate  in  Tobago  and  Antigua  than  in  this  island, 
owing  to  their  proximity  to  neutral  ports,  where  timber  from 
the  United  States  may  be  obtained  at  a  moderate  cost,  while 
here  it  must  be  procured  from  British  America.  In  our  con- 
tracts with  the  different  tradesmen,  we  have  availed  ourselves 
of  the  best  advice  and  assistance,  and  believe  that  we  shall 
have  no  reason  to  complain  of  exorbitant  charges. 

"  The  newspapers  of  last  week  informed  us  of  the  depar- 
ture of  Brother  Procop,  in  Antigua,  on  the  18th  of  March; 
thus,  with  the  exception  of  Brother  Newby,  who  still  labours 
in  that  island,  and  Brother  Johansen  in  St.  Kitts,  all  the  mis- 
sionaries with  whom  I  was  favoured  to  serve  in  Antigua, 
have  been  called  into  their  eternal  rest.  Yet  amidst  all 
changes,  the  Lord  continues  to  bless  the  endeavours  of  His 
servants,  working  by  whom  He  will,  snd  where  He  will. 

*^  I  am  thankful  to  say,  that  our  meetings,  both  on  the 
Lord's-day  and  on  week-day  evenings,  have  been  tolerably 
well  attended  since  the  dose  of  the  sugar-harvest,  and  that 
the  number  of  our  new  people  is  gradually  on  the  increase. 
Many  have  signified  their  intention  of  coming  to  us  for  reli- 
gious instruction,  as  soon  as  our  house  of  prayer  is  complet- 
ed, which  we  b<>pe  n^y  be  the  case,  by  the  end  of  next 
month. 

*<  The  weather  has  of  late  been  oppressively  hot,  but  now 
promises  to  be  rainy.  Yesterday  we  had  a  delightful  shower. 
The  rheumatic  fever,  which  was  so  prevalent  in  these  parts 
some  time  ago,  has  left  us,  but  continues  its  progress  on  the 
south  side  of  the  island.  My  dear  wife  unites  with  me  in 
kindest  remembrance  u\  yourself  and  all  the  members  of  the 
Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel.     I  am  ever,  &c.

ANTIGUA. 

From  Brothe  J;.  G.  Shill. 
Dear  Brother,  Cedar-hall,  April  Isi,  1828. 

"  YOUR  affectionate  letter  of  the  17th  of  January,  reached  ray 
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bands  on  the  6th  of  March,  and  afforded  me  much  pleasure 
anid  encouragement  in  the  perusaK  You  will  have  been  al- 
ready informed  by  Brother  Newby,  of  my  removal  from  St. 
John's  to  this  place,  where  I  enjoy  the  assistance  of  Brother 
Miinzer  and  his  wife,  and  find  myself  very  agreeably  situated. 
During^  the  last  few  weeks,  we  have  had  a  very  sickly  season^ 
and  I  have  had  my  full  share  of  severe  indisposition.  My 
health  is  indeed  as  yet  very  far  from  being  re-established. 

*'  As  to  the  work  committed  to  us,  we  can  declare  with 
thankfulness^  that  it  proceeds  without  any  external  interrup- 
tion, and  with  many  cheering  proofs  of  the  Divine  blessing. 
Most  of  our  people  being  field-negroes,  who  are  consequently 
much  occupied  during  the  period  of  the  sugar-harvest, 
there  has  been  of  late  less  attendance  at  our  weekly  meet- 
ings. The  classes  for  the  several  divisions  of  the  congrega- 
tion, which  are  held  regularly,  and  which  the  negroes  make 
a  point  of  attending,  afford  us  however  a  desirable  opportu- 
nity of  addressing  to  them  a  word  of  admonition  and  encour- 
agement. Within  the  last  few  days  we  have  entered  into 
the  blessed  Passion-season,  and  have  the  pleasure  to  see  our 
church  filled  every  evening  with  an  attentive  auditory,  to 
whom  we  delight  to  read  the  last  discourses,  and  the  account 
of  the  bitter  sufferings  and  death  of  our  Saviour.  On  the 
more  distant  estates  we  pay  visits  almost  daily^  and  hold 
meetings  with  the  negroes  about  twelve  o'clock.  On  these 
occasions  we  are  anew  convinced  of  the  power  of  the  word 
of  the  cross  to  withdraw  the  affections  of  men  from  the  world 
and  sin,  and  to  fix  them  on  Jesus  the  Saviour  of  sinners, 
overcoming  by  its  divine  influences  all  that  unbelief  and  in- 
difference, to  which  man  is  so  prone  by  nature. 

"  We  rejoice  to  hear  of  the  doors  which  are  continually 
opening,  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  among  the  most  be- 
nighted of  nations.  The  proposed  Mission  among  the  Tarn- 
bookkies  in  South  Africa  is  an  espegal  object  of  our  fervent 
prayers.  May  the  Lord  grant  success  to  it,  and  support  His 
servants  who  are  appointed  to  this  new  field  of  labour.  In- 
treating  a  continued  interest  in  your  prayers  for  ourselves 
and  our  negro  congregations.    I  remain  your,  &c»

Dear  Brothbr,  M<»"«^  ^abor,  4prt/25<A,1828. 

**  ACCEPT  our  sincere  thanks  for  your  continued  affectionate 
remembrance  of  us,  whereof  your  kind  letter  lately  received 
afforded  us  a  very  encouraging  proof.    The  New  Testaments, 
spelling-books,  &c.  which  you  announced,  arrived  shortly 
after  your  last  letter,  and  we  beg  you  to  present  our  grateful 
acknowledgments  to  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  and 
the  Sunday-school  Society,  through  whose  liberality  we  have 
become  possessed  of  so  valuable  a  supply.     The  hymn-books 
were  likewise  very  acceptable,  and  the  use  of  them  assists  to 
enliven  our  Sunday  services;  several  of  our  little  flock  being 
able  to  read,  and  repeat  the  responses  in  the  litany,  and, 
we  trust,  to  sing  with  the  understanding  also.   We  have  now  a 
sufficient  stock  of  books  for  the  use  of  our  Sunday  and  even- 
ing-schools.   The  former  is  kept  in  our  chapel  from  seven  to 
nine  in  the  morning,  and  the  latter,  from  seven  to  ten  in  the 
evetiing,  on  Monday  and  Thursday.     The  Sunday-school  is 
attended  by  56  adults  and  children  from  Haynesfield,  and 
29  from  the  adjoining  estate,  the  property  of  W.  Sharp,  Esq. 
From  twenty-six  to  thirty  from  different  estates  frequent  the 
evening-school.  By  Mr.  Haynes'  direction  I  lately  got  eighteen 
Bibles  for  the  first  class,  from  the  Socjety  for  promoting  Chris- 
tian Knowledge  atBridgtown,  to  which  Mr.  Haynes  ia  a  sub- 
scriber; the  Testaments  belonging  to  this  class  have  since 
been  given  to  the  second  class.     Of  our  evening-scholars, 
there  are  ten  who  can  read  the  New  Testament,  in  which  they 
take  great  pleasure,  and  come  to  us  for  this  purpose  when 
their  work  is  over,  some  from  a  distance  of  more  than  a  mile. 
The  remainder  are  learning  to  spell.    Several  of  the  Haynes- 
field scholars  assist  in  teaching,  with  much  readiness  and 
good-will. 

**  In  our  more  immediate  calling,  as  missionaries,  we  con- 
tinue to  experience  the  gracious  support  of  our  Saviour.  It 
is  our  daily  prayer  to  Him,  that  He  would  grant  us  the  need- 
ful grace  and  wisdom  for  the  right  discharge  of  the  impor- 
tant duties  committed  to  us,  and  preserve  us  from  every  thing 
in  word  or  action,  whereby  we  might  impede  the  work  of 
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His  Holy  Spirit  in  the  conversion  of  the  negroes.  We  wish 
to  persevere  in  oursiniple  testimony  of  His  dying  love  to  sin* 
nersy  and  when  it  is  evident  that  this  has  reached  the  heart/- 
to  proceed  in  teaching  all  things  whatsoever  He  has  com- 
manded us.  We  are  much  at  a  loss  for  negro  assistants, 
through  whose  instrumentality  we  may  ascertain  in  what 
manner  our  people  conduct  themselves  on  the  different  es- 
tates but  these  we  cannot  expect  to  obtain,  till  the  number  of 
experienced  communicants  is  increased.  My  health,  thank 
God,  has  been  for  several  months  past  remarkably  good,  and 
I  have  been  able  to  take  frequent  exercise  on  horseback, 
which  before  was  not  the  case.  My  dear  wife  and  little  boy 
are  also  better.  Mrs.  Walton,  sister  to  our  kind  friend  Mr. 
Haynes,  was  so  good  as  to  afford  us  the  use  of  her  house, 
situated  on  the  shores  of  the  bay ;  here  my  wife  and  children 
spent  four  weeks,  with  evident  benefit  to  their  health.  Our 
fellow-labourers  at  Sharon  are  well,  and  unite  with  us  in 
affectionate  remembrance.     I  am  yours,  &c.

GREENLAND. 

Extract  of  the  Diary  of  Fredericksthal  tn  Greenland, 
from  January  to  September ^  1826. 
January  \st.  WE  entered  into  this  new  year  with  prayer, 
that  the  Lord  would  daily  lead  us,  and  the  congregation  com- 
mitted to  our  charge,  to  the  rich  pastures  of  His  word,  and  sup-^ 
ply  us  with  every  needful  gift  and  grace.  The  morning  ser- 
vice was  numerously  attended,  when  we  considered  the  mean- 
ing and  virtue  of  the  blessed  Name  of  Jesus,  in  which  alone 
there  is  salvation.  In  the  evening,  the  communicants  met  at 
the  Lord's  table. 

3rrf.  We  spent  a  sleepless  night,  in  consequence  of  a 
dreadful  gale  of  wind,  accompanied  by  violent  rain.  Ever 
since  the  fright  which  a  storm  from  the  south  occasioned, 
when  it  carried  away  a  part  of  the  roof  of  our  house,  we  are 
terrified  whenever  the  south-wind  begins  to  blow  strong. 

6M.  We  celebrated,  for  the  first  time  in  this  place,  the 
festival  of  Epiphany.  Five  persons  were  added  to  the  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Baptism ;  two  widows  and  two  children  were 
baptized. 
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In  a  conference  held  with  the  assistants  on  the  9th,  thej 
related  many  pleasing  instances  of  the  ardent  desire  of  our 
Greenlanders  to  be  truly  united  by  faith  to  Christ.  And 
when  we  subsequently  conversed  with  the  members  of  the 
congregation,  their  hearts  and  lips  orerflowed  with  expres- 
sions of  gratitude  for  ail  the  blessing  they  had  lately  enjoy- 
ed. A  woman  said,  ^*The  Lord  is  ray  all;  towards  Him  my 
**  thoughts  iire  constantly  directed,  whether  I  lie  down,  or  sit 
**  up;  whether  alone  or  in  company.'' 

lith.  A  little  girl,  only  two  years  old,  was  baptized  on 
her  sick«bed.  It  was  a  moving  sight  to  see  the  little  sufferer 
sit  most  devoutly  on  her  bed,  her  bands  folded,  and  her  eyen 
lifted  up  to  heaven.     She  was  afterwards  restored  to  health, 

A  remarkably  brilliant  rain-bow  appeared  to-day  in  the 
heavens,  which  we  mention  as  an  extraordinary  phenomenon 
in  the  midst  of  a  Greenland  winter*  It  was  followed  by  in- 
tense cold. 

I9th.  We  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of 
the  mission  in  Greenland  in  1733,  now  92  years  ago,  with 
praise  and  thanksgiving  to  God,  for  the  rich  blessing  He  has 
been  pleased  to  lay  upon  the  labours  of  our  brethren  in  this 
inhospitable  climate,  and  among  a  people  so  rude  and  ignor- 
ant. One  of  the  Greenland  brethren  said  in  conversation, 
**  Because  my  heart  is  sick,  I  know  of  no  greater  and  more 
**  efficacious  remedy,  than  the  enjoyment  of  the  body  and  bloo<l 
"  of  Christ  in  theHoly  Sacrament,  1  hunger  and  thirst  for  lliis 
^*  heavenly  food,  and  always  experience  that  my  poor  soul  is 
**  truly  nourished  thereby,  by  faith  in  Him  who  died  to  save 
^  even  me."  Another  said,  "  When  1  examine  myself  pre- 
*^  vious  to  the  Holy  Communion,  I  discover  nothing  in  myself 
^*  but  sinfulness  and  misery.  Then  I  think,  if  thou  wert 
*^  better,  and  not  so  very  full  of  sin,  thou  wouldst  be  a  more 
**  worthy  guest  at  the  Lord's  table."  We  told  him  that  our 
Saviour  had  prepared  this  repast  for  such  as  felt  themselves 
quite  undone  without  Him.  He  exclaimed,  "  Ah,  that  is  a 
"  comfortable  word !'' 

28th.  The  Greenland  assistant,  >Aem,  addressed  the  con- 
gregation to  the  following  effect:  **  As  often  as  we  assemble 
^^  together  in  the  Lord's  house,  it  is  principally  with  a  view 
^  to  consider  the  sufferings  and  death  of  oui"  Saiviour,  and 
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*  whftt  is  thereby  procured  for  us.  This  is  the  more  needful, 
^  because  we  are  apt  to  for^fet  this  highest  act  of  His  love  to- 
**  wards  us,  or  to  treat  it  with  indifference.  His  love  admits 
^^  of  DO  comparison ;  and  we  daily  find  fresh  cause  for  grati« 
"  tude  towards  Him.  But  lately,  you  were  all  living  care- 
**  lessly,  and  in  the  darkness  of  heathenish  superstitjon ;  with- 
**  out  asking  after  God,  who  was  to  you  an  unknown  God, 
**  You  did  not  seek  Him,  but  He  followed  you  as  straying 
<*  sheep;  and  chose  you  to  be  members  of  that  fold  of  which 
^*  He  is  the  Shepherd.  Here  He  has  collected  you  together, 
^  that  He  might  shew  His  power  in  cleansing  you  from  your 
'^sins;  for  His  blood  was  also  shed  for  poor  Greenlanders. 
^  For  us  also,  He  exclaimed  on  the  Cross,  It  is  finished^ 
^'  namely,  the  work  of  the  redemption  of  a  race  of  sinners, 
**  whom  He  has  now  purchased  for  Himself  by  sufferings  and 
^^  death.  May  this  ever  be  before  your  eyes,  and  in  your 
'*  hearts!  Thank  Him  every  day  of  your  lives  for  His  infinite 
^*  love  and  compassion.  This  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight. 
*^  Yet  our  best  thanks  fall  far  short  of  the  debt  of  gratitude 
**  we  owe  to  Him." 

February.  Speaking  with  the  baptized  and  unbaptized 
members  of  our  small  community,  one  of  the  latter  said,  '^  At 
^^  last  the  Sun  is  again  rising,  (that  is,  Spring  is  approaching), 
"  but  my  wife  and  I  are  still  where  we  were  a  year  ago.  We 
^*  are  not  even  admitted  into  the  class  of  candidates  for  bap- 
**  tism.  The  reason  is^  because  I  nm  so.  full  of  vanity  and 
'^  pride.'*  Some  told  us,  how  desirous  they  had  former- 
ly been  to  learn  all  the  superstitious  rites  of  the  heathen ;  and 
inquired  whether  God  would  pardon  them  for  it.  We  assur- 
ed them,  that  He  was  ready  to  pardon  all  former  sins  commit- 
ted in  ignorance,  and  He  now  only  requires  that  they  should 
seek  Him  with  sincerity  and  uprightness  of  heart.  A  boy  said, 
**  I  am  bad,  very  bad,  and  full  of  disobedience.'*  When  we 
spoke  to  him  of  the  necessity  of  praying  for  a  new  heart,  and 
aright  spirit  within  him;  he  replied:  *^  I  have  no  pleasure 
**  in  disobedience,  and  whenever  I  do  that  which  is  evil,  I  feel 
**  sorrow  and  remorse,  aiid  say,  ^ah,  that  1  were  a  new  crea- 
^*  ture!'"  Theassistantsgave  us  a  pleasing  report  of  those  who 
have  been  lately  baptized ;  they  attend  all  the  meetings  with 
diligence  and  delight,  and  endeavour  to  learn  texts  and  hymns. 
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The  first  Sunday  io  Lent  was  a  dislinguisbed  day  of  Mess- 
ing, on  whici)  24  persons  were  received  into  the  Cbristian 
Cburcli  by  Holy  Baptism.  We  are  unable  to  describe  sucb 
a  scene,  and  the  feelings  which  pervade  our  hearts  on  these 
solemn  occasions. 

15/A.  The  assistant  Nathaniel  addressed  bis  countrj- 
men,  and  said,  *'  Direct  the  eye  of  your  mind  constantly  to 
the  Cross  of  Jesus.  Turn  not  from  this  afiecting  sight;  and 
though  you  cannot,  at  ail  times,  pray  to  tbe  Lord  in  a  form 
of  words,  let  your  hearts  and  thoughts  be  always  directed 
towards  Him.  Meditate  upon  what  He  has  done  for  you,  and 
maintain  a  constant  intercourse  with  Him.  If  you  do  this 
you  will  have  peace  within.  <  He  will  not  neglect  us,  since 
the  ardour  of  His  love  constrained  Him  to  soflfer,  bleed,  and 
die  on  our  account." 

22'ii/.  Six  persons  were  confirmed  for  tbe  first  e^joy-> 
ment  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  it  is  with  heartfelt  gratitude 
that  we  see  our  little  company  of  communicants  increase, 
both  in  number  and  grace.  One  of  them  made  the  following 
observation:  *^  When  I  consider  that  the  angels,  who  are 
*'  pure  and  holy,  veil  their  faces  before  tbe  majesty  of  Jesus 
*^  the  Sou  of  God,  I  am  overwhelmed  with  the  idea  of  the  un- 
**  speakable  condescension  of  our  Saviour,  who  does  not  dis- 
'*  dain  to  meet  poor  sinners,  and  to  sup  with  them.'' 

23r£/.  We  called  upon  two  Heathen  men,  who  live  about 
a  day's  journey  from  hence.  One  of  them  began  immediate* 
ly  to  speak  of  the  happiness  enjoyed  by  those  of  his  coantry- 
men,  who  believe  in  the  Gospel.  We  answered,  that  he 
might  enjoy  the  same,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  his  first  con- 
cern to  attain  to  it;  he  replied  that  this  was  his  earnest  wish, 
and  that  he  had  removed  with  his  family  to  this  part  of  the 
country  for  no  other  purpose. 

March  6/A.  Several  of  the  Greenlaml  Brethren  went  to 
the  eastward  to  fish  for  seals,  and  were  successfuk  Upon 
the  whole  we  can  give  our  Greenlanders  that  testimony,  that 
they  are  not  slothful  in  business,  but  attend  with  diligence 
to  their  several  duties,  being  careful  in  the  maDngement  of 
the  little  property  they  possess,  and  no  longer  abusing  what 
God  gives  them  iu  a  day  of  plenty,  as  they  did  wboo  they 
were  Heathen. 
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18th.  We  bad  the  fai^onr  to  administer  Hoi  j  Baptkta  to 
13  persons*  During  the  Passion-week,  our  little  chapel  was 
hardly  able  to  contain  the  numbere  that  came  to  hear  the 
reading*  of  the  daily  lessons.  Violent  stoniM  raged  from  wKb-> 
out,  but  within  the  peace  of  God  filled  our  hearts,  more  es- 
pecially  on  Maundy  Thursday,  when  we  celebrated  the  inst»* 
tation  of  the  Holy  Sacrameftt  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

April  lOtU.  We  coimnended  in  mm  especial  meeting  all 
those,  who  since  Easter  last  year  have  been  baptized,  or  be* 
coB»e  communicants.  The  number  of  the  former  amounted 
to  77  adults  and  27  children,  and  that  of  the  latter  to  14. 
May  they  all  live,  yet  not  they,  but  Christ  live  in  them. 

A»  our  people  now  begin  to  make  preparations  for  their 
departure  to  their  providing  places,  the  children  brought  us 
their  boolo!  to  keep  for  them  till  they  return.  We  have  ImuI 
great  satisfaction  in  observing  the  progress  ma4e  during  this 
last  winter  by  the  children  of  both  sexes,  in  the  schools. 

May  2nd.  Many  of  our  Greenlanders  left  us.  On  the 
same  day  we  began  to.  lay  out  a  garden;  and  after  a  great  deal 
of  labour,  had  the  pleasure  to  sow  our  garden-seed  on  the 
1 1th.     On  the  29th  of  June,  we  reaped  the  first  fruits. 

3rd.  Two  Heathen  from  the  eastward  arrived  bere^  and 
immediately  exclaimed,  ^'Now  we  are  come  to  be  converted." 
Being  asked  whether  they  were  really  in  good  earnest,  they 
replied,  '^  O  yes,  we  feel  not  the  least  hesitation,  and  our  fa- 
milies are  of  the  same  mind  with  ns."    The  latter  arrived  on 
the  following  day,  in  two  women's  boats,  all  the  inembers  of 
which  evinced  the  same  desire  to  join  the  believers.    When 
we  told  them  that  as  soon' as  they  came  hither  to  buiM  a 
house  on  our  land,  we  should  put  down  their  names,  they  re« 
piied,  ^^  O  no,  put  our  names  down  now^  for  it  is  oar  full  de- 
termination to  believe  in  Jesus,  and  to  be  converted.'^    Afker 
this  we  could  not  refuse,  and  thus  19  persons  were  ad<ied  to 
the  number  of  new  people  under  our  care. 

We  had  no  opporUinity  of  celebrating  Whitsuntide  with 
our  congregation,  most  of  them  being  absent,  but  must  post- 
pone it.  About  this  time  Sister  Kleinschmidt  was~  taken  so 
ill,  doubtless  in  consequeoceof  the  dampness  of  our  dweiliiig, 
that  we  were  not  a  little  alarmed  on  her  accoubt. 

26ih.  We  began  to  lay  the  foundation  of  our  future 
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dwelling.  It  is  here  no  easy  matter  to  obtain  stone  fit  fbr 
building;  mortar  is  of  course  not  to  be  bad,  and  clay  mast 
supply  its  place.  About  a  mile  from  the  settlement,  we  found 
a  species  of  clay  that  answered  our  purpose. 

20th.  We  made  a  little  excursion  to  explore  the  neigh* 
bouring  coast;  we  could  not  lock  up  our  dwelling  during  our 
absence,  but,  on  our  return,  found  all  things  as  we  had  left 
them,  and  this  in  a  country  inhabited  by  people  who  are  con- 
sidered little  better  than  savages. 

June  I7th.  The  first'couple  were  married  here,  on  which 
occasion  we  addressed  all  our  people  on  the  nature  of  a  Chris- 
tian marriage,  and  the  sacredness  of  the  marriage  vow. 

28rd*  The  Oreenlanders  killed  a  Polar  bear  about  a  mile 
from  the  settlement.  The  animal  had  come  out  of  the  water, 
and  was  approaching  towards  several  children,  who,  being 
engaged  in  play,  did  not  perceive  their  danger.  A  woman, 
however,  on  seeing  the  animal  advancing,  gave  the  alarm, 
upon  which  it  immediately  retreated  into  the  sea,  where  it 
was  soon  destroyed  by  the  lances  of  the  pursuers. 

July  27th.  We  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  our  arrival 
here,  and  rendered  thanks  and  praise  to  the  Lord,  for  the 
many  proofs  of  His  favour,  the  recollection  of  which  encour- 
ages us  to  trust  Him  for  the  future,  and  to  commit  ourselves  to 
His  care  with  perfect  resignation. 

September  bth.  All  the  timber  sent  for  our  new  building 
from  Copenhagen,  as  likewise  a  quantity  of  bricks  which  had 
been  discharged  from  the  ship  at  Nenartolik,  were  safely  con- 
veyed to  this  place.  No  ship  can  enter  our  bay.  We  cannot 
conclude  this  report  without  calling  on  all  our  Brethren  and 
friends  to  unite  with  us  in  prayer,  that  those  who  are  turn- 
ed from  darkness  to  li^^bt  may  continue  to  walk  as  the  child- 
ren of  light,  and  that  His  grace  may  enable  us  successfully  to 
surmount  all  the  difficulties  and  dangers,  which  are  insepara- 
bly connected  with  our  calling  in  this  remote  and  dreary 
country.  We  have  no  other  desire  than  to  serve  the  Lord  our 
Saviour  with  all  our  powers,  and  under  all  circumstances  de- 
pend upon  His  help;  for  He  is  able  to  save  to  the  utter- 
.most.

JFrom  the  Missionaries  of  the  United  Brethren  on  the  Coast 
of  Labrador,  received  by  the  Brethren's  Society  for  the 
Furtherance  of  the  Qospel  m  London^  in  1828. 

DBARE8T  Brethren.  Okkak,  ^«^sM8<A,  1828 

**  AUGUST  the  4<A  was  the  joyful  day,  when  we  received 
the  news,  that  the  Harmony  had  arrived  on  our  coast,  and 
bad  been  seen  at  anchor  near  an  island,  outside  of  the 
bay.  This  intelligence  was  brought  by  an  Esquimaux  boat 
returning  from  sea,  and  soon  corroborated,  by  our  hearing 
the  reports  of  muskets  at  a  distance,  announcing  her  ap- 
proach. We  had  often  felt  anxiety  respecting  her,  on  ac- 
count of  the  immense  quantity  of  ice  which  beset  our  coast 
during  the  whole  of  the  spring,  and,  in  the  beginning  of  July, 
formed,  as  the  Esquimaux  expressed  it,  a  wall  around  us;  be- 
sides filling  the  whole  harbour.  But  the  Lord  heard  our  pray- 
ers; and  {lis  mighty  hand  conducted  the  ship  safely  to  us,  on 
the  6th  of  August.  Our  hearts  and  lips  overflowed  with 
thanks  and  praise,  while  we  welcomed  Brother  and  Sister 
Lundberg  and  Brother  Glitsch  on  their  return  to  Labrador. 
The  latter  will  remain  here  as  our  fellow-labourer. 

<*  Brother  Taylor  and  Mr.  Sunderland,  the  former  being 
now  appointed  captain,  and  the  latter  mate.  Joined  us  in  the 
evening,  when  we  met  to  offer  up  thanksgivings  to  our  mer- 
ciful and  almi|^hty  Saviour,  for  His  gracious  help  and  preser- 
vation^ and  for  all  the  mercies  they  and  their  company  had 
experienced  on  their  voyage.  We  read  your  letter  of  the 
Sdrd  of  May,  with  great  gratitude  and  renewed  encourage- 
ment in  our  labours  in  the  service  of  the  Lord  in  this  place. 

**  During  the  year  past,  the  Lord  our  Saviour  has  mani- 
fested His  power  and  grace  among  our  Esquimaux  congrega- 
tion. With  patience  and  forbearance  did  the  Holy  Spirit 
draw  the  souls  to  Jesus.  Many  have  increased  in  His  grace, 
love,  and  knowledge.  O  that  all  were  attentive  to  His  voice, 
that  He  might  rejoice  over  them  as  a  truly  devoted  part  of  His 
house  and  family. 
vat.  X«  N  N  N 
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^  The  winter  was  cold  and  severe,  but  not  attended  with 
the  usual  quantity  of  snow.  In  Spring,  much  cold  and  sharp 
frosts  prevailed,  owing  to  the  immense  quantity  of  ice.  Oar 
gardens  were  injured :  but  as  the  weather  has  become  warm- 
er, we  still  hope  to  obtain  a  crop  of  vegetables. 

**  During  the  Autumn,  our  Esquimaux  caught  many  seals 
in  nets,  and  were  likewise  pretty  successful  upon  the  thin 
ice.  In  this  there  are  many  holes,  where  the  seals  bask, 
dive,  and  come  up  for  air,  and  are  easily  shot  by  the  hunt-* 
era.  The  people  therefore  felt  no  want;  and  as  they  learn 
more  and  more  to  use  with  prudence  the  gifts  of  their  hea- 
venly Father,  a  sufficient  supply  was  provided  for  their  sup- 
port. 

^*  True  it  is,  that  there  are  an  unusually  large  number  of 
Esquimaux  residing  here  together  in  one  place:  but  if  they 
always  made  a  prudent  use  of  their  supplies,  and  were  dili- 
gent in  hunting  and  fishing,  there  would  be  no  danger  of 
much  distress,  or  of  running  much  in  debt  to  the  store.  The 
latter  even  happens  where  there  are  fewer  inhabitants.  We 
never  cease  to  admonish  them  to  attend  to  the  fishery;  cod 
and  salmon-trout  being  in  great  plenty  in  all  the  bays.  But 
fishing  is  not  their  favourite  employ. 

^*  As  to  their  spiritual  state,  we  have  reason  to  rejoice. 
The  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  hearts  is  manifest,  and 
they  seek  to  be  followers  of  Christ  in  truth.  They  have  like- 
wise enjoyed  good  health,  though  coughs  and  colds  prevail- 
ed in  Spring.  But  at  Hopedale  and  at  Nain,  our  Esquimaux 
congregations  have  suffered,  a  kind  of  measles  having  been 
brought  by  a  boat  from  the  south,  and  caused  much  distress 
and  mortality  in  both  places.  We  heard  their  report  with 
much  sorrow  and  sympathy. 

"  The  daily  service  and  the  celebration  of  the  festivals, 
and  especially  of  the  Holy  Communion,  were  opportunities  of 
enjoying  great  blessing,  through  the  heart-reviving  presence 
of  the  Lord.  Our  schools  have  been  diligently  attended,  and 
the  scholars  delighted  in  the  word  of  God ;  which  also  shewed 
its  power  in  their  hearts. 

"  Many  sledges  arrived  here  from  the  north,  chiefly  to 
trade.    Some  of  the  visitors  expressed  a  wish  to  remain  here. 
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and  to  be  converted  ;  and  about  thirty  new  people  bave  moT« 
ed  to  our  place  or  itrneighbourhood. 

**  During  the  winter^six  persons  were  admitted  commu- 
nicants; six  became  candidates;  eleven  adults  and  twelve 
children  were  baptized;  four  appointed  candidates  for  bap- 
tism; four  couple  were  married ;  and  three  departed  this  life. 
In  our  family,  the  child  Frederic  August  Kunath  was  taken 
home  (7th  May)  by  the  Lord,  but,  by  the  mercy  of  God,  all 
the  adults  have  been  preserved  from  any  serious  illness. 

<<  We  sympathized  with  our  Brother  and  Sister  Kunath, 
on  account  of  the  loss  of  their  child,  which  was  a  great  sufferer. 
They  have  now  been  called  to  the  service  of  the  Mission  at 
Hopedale,  and  we  pray  that  the  Lord  may  bless  them,  and  re- 
ward them  for  their  faithful  services  in  this  place.  May  He 
bring  them  and  Brother  and  Sister  Lundberg,  who  are  like- 
wise appointed  to  go  to  Hopedale,  to  their  destined  {^ace  in 
safety,  and  crown  their  labours  with  success. 

^*  The  number  of  inhabitants  at  Okkak  is  394. 

'^  We  return  you  many  thanks  for  all  the  provisions  and 
necessaries  of  life  you  have  sent  us,  and  pray  the  Lord  to 
bless  and  reward  you  and  all  our  friends,  especially  those  of 
the  London  Association,  for  their  bounty  towards  us.

Dearest  Brethren.  ^ 

*<  ON  the  9th  of  this  month  we  received  the  joyful  intelligence 
that  the  Harmony  bad  arrived  safe  at  Okkak,  on  the  6th.  Our 
hearts  were  filled  with  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  God  for 
having  safely  conducted  Brother  and  Sister  Lundberg,  Bro- 
ther Glitscb,  and  the  whole  ship's  company  in  good  health  to 
our  coast.  No  one  can  conceive  what  sensations  of  joy  and 
gladness  fill  the  hearts,  both  of  us  Missionaries,  and  of  all 
our  Esquimaux,  when,  after  our  expectations  have  been  raised 
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(o  the  highest  pitch,  about  the  time  of  the  ship's  arrival,  the 
glad  tidings  burst  upon  us,  that  the  Harmony  has  arrived 
safe,  and  brought  us  accounts  from  our  Brethren  and  friends 
in  Europe.  We  adore  the  goodness  of  God  our  Heavenly  Fa- 
ther, that  He  has  again  protected  this  small  vessel  in  herdan- 
gerous  passage  through  the  ice.  At  one  time  the  danger  was 
so  great,  that  she  could  move  neither  forward  nor  backward, 
but,  the  ice  pressing  upon  her  from  all  sides,  was  in  imminent 
danger  of  being  crushed  and  overwhelmed  by  the  towering 
masses  surrounding  her.  The  help  of  man  was  vain,  and  she 
seemed  left  to  her  fate,  when  at  once,  as  if  by  an  unseen 
band,  she  went  forward  without  wind  or  sails,  pushed  for 
herself  a  passage  through  the  tremendous  fields  of  ice,  and 
escaped  into  open  water.  All  on  board  stood  astonished  at 
this  merciful  deliverance,  and  even  the  sailors  exclaimed, 
"  this  is  the  work  of  the  Almighty  !*'  nor  couhl  the  Mission- 
aries  on  board  refrain  from  tears  of  gratitude. 

^  When,  in  addition  to  such  proois  of  God's  favour,  we 
add  the  kind  participation  of  our  Brethren  and  friends  in  Eu- 
rope, as  expressed  in  your  letter,  and  in  those  of  the  Elder's 
C(  nference  of  the  Unity,  we  are  bowed  down  with  thankful- 
ne;s. 

'^  We  thank  you  and  all  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters, 
for  the  many  tokens  they  have  again  given  us  of  the  kind 
share  they  take  in  our  welfare,  and  are  particularly  grateful 
to  you,  for  all  the  provisions  and  necessaries  of  life,  which  we 
received  on  the  25th  instant,  by  the  safe  arrival  of  the  ship. 

**  We  welcomed  Brother  and  Sister  Lundberg,  and  Bro- 
ther Kunath,  on  their  passage  to  Hopedale,  and  likewise  the 
newly  appointed  captain^  Brother  Taylor,  and  Mr.  Sunder- 
land, but  could  not  help  regretting  the  absence  of  our  old 
father  Eraser;  in  vain  did  we  and  our  Esquimaux  look  for 
him.  We  remembered  his  last  aflTectionate  farewel,  and  can 
hardly  believe,  that  we  then  should  have  seen  him  for  the  last 
time;  yet  it  seems  to  be  the  will  of  God;  and  what  can  we 
say.  We  are  thankful  to  the  Lord,  for  that  mercy  which  pro- 
vided for  us  so  faithful  a  servant  for  these  twenty-five  years 
past.    All  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  under  his  care  enjoyed 
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the  most  kind  attention  from  bim,  as  from  a  parent.  His  pre- 
sence of  mind  in  storm  and  ice,  his  resignation  under  adverse 
circumstances,  his  patience  in  attending  to  the  sick,  and  his 
civil  treatment  of  every  one,  will  ever  remain  in  grateful  re- 
membrance. We  particularly  recollect  bow  pleasantly  he 
celebrated  the  centenaryjubileeof  our  Church,  rejoicing  with 
us  over  the  work  of  God  in  this  place.  We  all  join  in  prayer, 
that  the  Lord  would  grant  him  a  time  of  rest  and  peace, 
preparatory  to  that  sabbath  which  awaits  him  in  His  pre- 
sence, as  a  good  and  faithful  servant.  We  were  glad  again 
to  see  his  son  and  the  other  sailors. 

'^  When  we  consider  how  the  Lord  has  led  this  ship  in 
safety  between  fifty  and  sixty  years,  through  the  trackless 
ocean,  and  amidst  mountains  of  ice,  our  confidence  in  Him  is 
confirmed;  and  we  believe,  that,  under  the  present  arrange- 
ments, He  will  continue  the  same  mercy  towards  us,  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Mission,  which  is  truly  a  work  of  His  own 
hand;  and  that  He  will  bless  our  Brother  Taylor,  and  all  the 
captain  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed  to  command  the 
ships  engaged  in  this  important  service. 

^^  What  has  not  the  Lord  done  for  this  nation  for  nearly 
sixty  years?  O  might  none  remain  behind,  to  whom  the  pre- 
cious gospel  of  a  crucified  Saviour  is  brought,  but  experience, 
that  the  blood  of  Christ  cleanseth  from  all  sin,  and  brings  the 
sinner  nigh  to  God.  Of  this  we  have  seen  many  encouraging 
proofs  in  the  years  past,  but  never  had  more  cause  to  rejoice 
than  over  those  which  we  witnessed  during  the  last  autumn, 
when  an  infectious  disorder  was  brought  hither  from  the 
south,  and  spread  so  fast,  that,  in  the  space  of  four  weeks, 
upwards  of  150  of  the  members  of  our  congregation  lay 
ill.  The  situation  of  these  poor  people  was  deplorable  in 
the  extreme.  In  such  cases  every  thing  is  wanting:  nor 
could  the  patients  assist  each  other.  In  many  tents,  all 
the  families  lay  in  a  helpless  state,  nor  could  any  one  give  the 
other  even  as  much  as  a  drop  of  water.  Those  who  had  re- 
covered a  little,  walked  about  like  shadows.  We  were  em- 
ployed early  and  late,  in  preparing  medicines,  visiting  and 
nursing  the  sick,  and  all  our  spare  time  was  occupied  in  making 
coflins,  and  burying  the  dead.    On  some  days,  we  had  twa 
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or  three  funerals,  and  you  may  conceive  what  we  felt  daring- 
such  an  accumulation  of  distress*  Our  stock  of  medicine  was 
all  expended,  and  at  one  time  we  feared  we  should  lose  the 
majority  of  our  congregation.  But  the  Lord  heard  our  sighs 
and  prayers,  and  gave  us  to  experience  His  marvellous  help, 
when  the  distress  was  at  its  height.  For,  on  the  1st  October, 
when  yet  thirty  patients  lay  ill,  they  were  at  once  enabled, 
without  help,  to  sit  up  on  their  beds.  We  cannot  express 
what  our  hearts  felt,  when  we  afterwards  met  our  congrega- 
tion to  render  thanks  for  this  mercy,  which  our  dear  Brethren 
may  easily  conceive:  for,  in  such  trials,  faith  is  sometimes 
weak.  Our  greatest  comfort  was  the  state  of  mind  of  the 
twenty«one  persons  who  departed  this  life,  one  seeming  more 
desirous  than  the  other  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ  They 
all  declared  that  they  rejoiced  at  the  prospect  of  soon  seeing 
Him  face  to  face,  who  by  sufferings  and  death  had  redeemed 
them  from  the  power  of  sin  and  the  fear  of  death.  In  watch- 
ing  the  departure  of  many,  we  felt  indeed  as  if  Heaven  was 
opening  to  them. 

'^  Parents  were  removed  from  the  embraces  of  their  chil- 
dren, and  departed  with  joy,  as  did  many  children  out  of  the 
arms  of  their  parents.  Thus  the  Lord  gathered  in  a  rich  har- 
vest. Many  of  the  patients  even  expressed  sorrow  at  being 
left  behind.  This  melancholy  scene  therefore  afforded  subjects 
for  praise  and  thanksgiving.  Here  we  reaped  the  fruits  of  the 
tears  of  our  predecessors.  Who  would  have  expected  this 
fifty  years  ago,  when  no  European  durst  shew  his  face  with- 
out being  unmercifully  murdered,  not  to  speak  of  the  human 
sacrifices  offered  up  by  the  heathen  Esquimaux,  to  appease 
evil  spirits.  Here  is,  in  truth,  made  manifest  the  power  of  the 
Word  of  the  Cross,  among  the  most  benighted  nations. 

^'  Though  we  were  continually  tending  the  sick,  it  pleas- 
ed the  Lord  to  preserve  our  own  health.  In  Spring,  however. 
Brother  Miiller  and  the  Sisters  Morhardt  and  Henn  were  se- 
riously indisposed,  but,  by  God's  mercy,  soon  recovered.  Af- 
ter the  recovery  of  our  people,  we  were  able  to  proceed  with 
our  building.  The  winter  was  moderately  cold,  and  the  ther- 
mometer did  not  fall  lower  than  27  deg.  From  our  gardens 
we  reaped  a  tolerable  crop  of  cabbages  and  turnips.    The 
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circumstances  above  related  will  explain  how  onr  Esquimaux 
were  prevented  from  procuring  the  usual  quantity  of  provi^ 
sions,  but  our  heavenly  Father,  in  mercy,  blessed  their  indus- 
try, and  none  suffered  hunger:  insomuch,  that  at  at  the  con« 
elusion  of  this  year,  we  joyfully  exclaim:  **  The  Lord  hath 
done  all  things  well.** 

**  The  meetings  and  schools  were  diligently  attended, 
and  the  scholars  acquitted  themselves  well  at  the  annual  ex-* 
amination.  Their  talent  for  music  was  well  employed,  and 
the  services  of  the  Church,  particularly  on  festival  days,  were 
enlivened  by  their  performance  of  several  suitable  anthenis. 
The  celebration  of  the  sacraments  of  the  Lord's  Supper  and 
Baptism  were  distinguished  by  the  presence  of  the  Lord  and 
His  Spirit,  Three  adults  and  eight  children  were  baptized ; 
12  became  candidates,  and  10  partakers  at  the  Holy  Com- 
munion ;  five  couple  were  married ;  21  (viz.  13  adults  and 
eight  children)  departed  this  life.  The  congregation  con- 
sists of  221  persons,  of  whom  91  are  communicants  •  one  ex- 
cluded ;  43  baptized  adults,  and  87  baptized  children.  To 
these  may  be  added  11  newly  arrived,  and  yet  heathen.  To- 
tal 282.

Dearest  Bhethren,  Hopedale.  Sept.  m,  1828. 

<<  HAYING  sent  two  boats  with  430  planks  towards  the  build- 
ing of  the  new  Mission  House  at  Nain,  we  received,  on  their 
return,  the  agreeable  news,  that  the  Harmony  had  safely  ar- 
rived at  Okkak  on  the  6th  August. 

^  On  September  5th,  at  seven  in  the  evening,  she  cast 
anchor  in  our  harbour,  and  we  had  the  pleasure  to  welcome 
Brethren  and  Sisters  Lundberg  and  Kunath  as  our  future 
fellow-labourers.  Brother  and  Sister  Meissner  had  left  us 
for  Nain  on  the  3rd. 
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**  Your  kind  letter  of  the  23rd  of  May  afforded  us  great 
pleasure  aad  encouragement.  We  rejoiced  that  you  are  still 
in  full  actiirity  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  that  he  enables 
you  to  proride  the  necessaries  of  life  for  the  Missions  under 
your  care,  for  which  we  thank  Him  and  you,  as  His  faithful 
servants.  But  we  were  much  affected  to  hear,  that  our  wor- 
thy Captain  Fraser  has  been  obliged,  on  account  of  ill  healthy 
to  give  up  the  service,  in  which  he  delighted.  We  regret  to 
lose  his  faithful  services,  and  to  miss  his  agreeable  company* 
May  the  Lord  in  mercy  reward  him  for  the  faithfulness  and 
punctuality,  with  which  he  executed  the  commission  entrust-* 
ed  to  him.  We  also  pray,  that  He  would  bless  and  support 
his  successor.  Captain  Taylor,  and  our  good  friend  Mr.  Sun- 
derland, the  mate,  that  they  may  fulfil  their  duties  with  the 
same  success.  We  will  gladly  give  them  our  confidence,  and 
remember  them  in  our  prayers.  They  have  an  important 
charge,  and,  acting  in  His  name,  may  they  do  all  as  unto  the 
Lord. 

*^  We  are  thankful,  that  you  noticed  the  kindness  of 
William  Fraser  to  Brother  Beck  during  his  heavy  illness. 

*'  We  feel  particularly  grateful  to  all  our  friends,  and  it 
affords  us  great  encouragement  in  our  labours,  to  hear  that 
the  worthy  London  Association  continues  its  activity  in  pro- 
moting the  cause  of  the  Missions  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  of 
which  we  also  in  Labrador  receive  the  benefit.  This  is  indeed 
a  work  of  God.  It  was  by  His  undeserved  favour,  that  such 
an  institution  was  formed  by  those  disinterested  and  benevo- 
lent  friends  of  His  cause  on  earth.  May  the  Lord  lay  His 
blessing  upon  them  and  upon  all  branches  of  the  Association 
in  every  place,  particularly  upon  the  Associations  in  Scotland. 
We  beg  you  to  present  to  all  these  worthy  friends  and  bene- 
factors the  warmest  thanks,  in  the  name  of  all  the  mission- 
aries in  Labrador. 

^*  You  will  hear  with  great  sympathy,  how  much  our 
people  have  suffered  in  August  and  September,  last  year, 
when  a  malignant  and  infectious  species  of  measles  was 
brought  hither  from  the  south;  by  which^  in  a  short  time, 
most  of  our  people  were  grievously  attacked,  and  rendered 
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quite  helpless.  Very  few  were  left  in  a  state  to  serve  the 
patients,  and  they  walked  about  the  place  like  shadows.  We 
were  filled  with  sorrow  and  compassion  for  them;  for,  when- 
ever we  stepped  out  of  the  house,  we  heard  nothing  bat  the 
most  pitiful  g^roans  and  sig^hs,  and  coughing;  the  illness  be- 
ing accompanied  by  great  oppression  on  the  chest.  In  most 
of  the  tents  there  was  not  one  able  to  assist  his  neighbour, 
nor  was  it  in  our  power  to  give  them  proper  medicines* 
We  made  gruel,  into  which  we  put  some  medicine,  and  ad- 
ministered it  to  the  patients,  being  the  only  thing  they 
could  swallow. 

*^  Five  adults  and  six  children  departed  this  life.  The 
child,  Edward  Stock,  was  likewise  attacked,  and  for  three 
weeks  in  great  danger,  but  recovered,  to  the  great  joy  of  his 
parents,  in  which  we  all  participated.  In  our  family  we  en- 
joyed good  health,  for  which  we  cannot  be  sufficieutJy  thank* 
ful  to  our  Saviour. 

*^  Though  we  lost  none  of  onr  people  this  year  by  the 
upsetting  of  their  kayaks,  yet  many  of  them  have  been  in 
great  danger  of  losing  their  lives.    When,  in  the  beginning  of 
December,  the  bays  were  covered  with  thin  ice,  many  mea 
and  boys  ventured  upon  it,  to  shoot  seals  at  their  basking 
places.     They  shot  several,  but  almost  all  of  them  broke 
through  the  ice,  and  fell  into  the  sea.    They  were,  however, 
enabled  to  help  one  another.    A  boy,  whose  father  has  only 
one  hand,  lost  his  gun,  which  gave  him  great  uneasiness,  as 
it  was  his  naost  useful  means  of  providing  for  the  family's 
subsistence.      One  of  the  Esquimaux  brethren,   going  out 
aJone,  broke  through,  and  was  saved  with  difficulty,    the 
ice  about  him  continually  breaking  from  his  hold.     After 
his  escape  he  came  immediately  to  us,  and  with  tears  related, 
bow  he  had  felt  in  this  imminent  danger.     He  saidf  that  the 
text  of  the  day  ^*  In  this  world  ye  have  tribulation^  but  in  me 
ye  havepeace^^  occurred  with  great  comfort  to  his  mind,  and 
we  joined  him  in  thanksgiving  for  bis  preservation. 

**  In  Spring,  our  people  were  pretty  successful  in  hunt-* 
ing  and  fishing,  for  which  we  are  peculiarly  thankful,  as  they 
remained  long  in  a  very  weak  state  after  their  recovery,  nor 
VOL.X.  coo 
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could  tbey  bear  their  usual  heavy  food»  seal's  flesh.  We  were 
therefore  obliged  to  assist  them  wiih  bread  and  flour  from  the 
store.  Their  distress  was  still  greater  in  winter,  when  their 
small  stock  of  provisions  was  exhausted,  sickness  bavinor  pre* 
▼ented  their  attention  to  the  fishery.  In  this  state  of  want 
they  charitably  assisted  each  other.  Tbey  were  also  at  a  loss 
to  provide  their  families  with  the  necessary  clothing,  but  tbeir 
thankfulness  for  the  cessation  of  so  grievous  a  disorder  made 
them  forget  their  privations,  and  they  only  expressed  thank- 
fulness  for  the  Lord's  mercy  towards  them. 

^*  The  immense  quantity  of  ice  upon  our  coast,  towards 
the  end  of  August,  occasioned  very  rough  weather.  Our 
gardens  therefore  have  suffered.  The  potatoes  were  frozen, 
but  we  still  hope  to  have  settings  from  them. 

**  You  will  be  glad  to  hear,  that  our  Esquimaux  retain 
their  love,  and  cultivate  their  talent,  for  music  They  play 
and  sing  anthems  on  festival  days,  and  on  other  occasions. 
One  of  them  has  Jearnt,  in  a  very  short  time,  and  with  but 
little  instructions,  to  play  the  violoncello  pretty  well;  but  the 
most  pleasant  part  of  their  performance  is,  playing  hymn, 
tunes  in  four  parts.  The  first  violin  player  has  learned  the 
▼erses  and  the  tunes  belonging  to  them  so  well,  that  if  he 
only  hears  the  beginning  of  the  first  line,  he  immediately 
falls  into  the  proper  tune  and  the  key  in  which  the  singing  is 
begun. 

**  The  schools  were  punctually  kept  during  the  winter, 
and  well  attended  by  all  the  scholars.  The  Lord  has  laid  a 
special  blessing  upon  this  part  of  our  duties,  and  the  children 
have  learned  many  texts  of  scripture,  and  many  verses;  we 
have  also  had  frequent  instances,  that  the  Spirit  of  Gk>d  ap« 
plies  the  truths  contained  in  them  to  their  hearts.  May  He 
continue  to  bless  this  important  department  of  our  labours. 

**  The  Word  of  the  Cross,  which  we  preach  in  weakness 
and  simplicity,  bds  approved  itself  as  the  power  of  Gk>d»  in 
the  hearts  of  our  people.  Some,  indeed,  among  the  young 
are  still  deficient  in  spiritual  life ;  but  of  the  greater  part 
of  our  congregation  we  may  declare  that  they  grow  in 
the  lore  and  knowledge  of  our  Saviour.     We  rejoiced  to 
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bear  their  expressions  afier  their  illness.  Many  declared, 
that  they  considered  it  as  a  wholesome  chastisement,  by  which 
they  had  been  brought  nearer  to  Jesus,  *'  therefore,"  added 
they,    **  He  shall  be  our  only  comforter  and  helper." 

**  In  the  course  of  the  year  past,  seven  persons  were  re- 
ceived into  the  congregation  ;  four  admitted  to  the  Holy  Com- 
munion; three  pair  were  married;  iive  infants  baptized;  ele- 
ven departed  this  life.  A  young  widow,  with  her  family,  has 
left  us  for  the  south;  and  three  adults  have  removed  toNain; 
one  widow,  a  communicant,  and  three  children,  have  come  hi« 
tber  from  Okkak.  Our  congregat'on  consists  of  66  commu- 
nicants; 34  received  into  the  congregation,  of  whom  13  are 
candidates  for  the  communion;  58  baptized  adults;  16  boys 
and  girls,  and  three  unbaptized  infants,  in  all  of  176  persons. 

**  In  our  family  love  and  peace  have  reigned,  and  no  inter- 
ruption occurred  in  our  labours.  We  commend  ourselves 
and  the  mission  under  our  care,  to  your  remembrance  and 
prayers ;  and,  with  cordial  salutation,  remain  ever,  your  fieiith- 
ful  and  afiectionate  Brethren,

JV*.jB— .The  Harmony  left  London  on  the  2nd  of  June, 
and,  after  a  boisterous  passage  of  nearly  a  fortnight,  arrived 
at  Stromness  in  the  Orkiiies.  The  Missionaries  on  board,  on 
their  passage  both  out  and  home,  always  express  great  thank- 
fulness for  the  kindness  of  some  friends  of  the  mission,  re* 
siding  at  Stromness,  of  which  they  have  received  many 
proofs.  The  Society  beg  to  return  their  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments to  all  those  worthy  persons,  who  take  such  an  affection- 
ate share  in  the  welfare  of  the  Labrador  Mission  and  its  ser- 
vants. 

The  ship  sailed  again  on  the  I8th  of  Jvne,  met  with 
much  blowing  weather,  and  encountered  a  vast  quantity  of 
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ioe,  by  which  they  were  brought  into  great  dangfer.  This 
was  increased  by  fogs,  and  contrary  winds,  fiut  it  pleased 
the  Lord  to  deliver  them  and  bring  them  safe  to  Okkak  on 
the  6th  of  August;  to  Nain  on  the  25th,  and  to  Hopedale  on 
the  5th  of  September.  The  passage  home  was  swift  and  with 
favourable  weather,  and  the  vessel  came  to  her  former  station 
in  the  river^  on  the  4th  of  October. 

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Extract  of  Letters  from  Brother  Jonif  Lemmbrtz,  m  fAe 
Tambookib  Country. 

Klipplaatz  river.  May  21, 182& 

My  Dbar  Brother, 
''  JANUARY  1 1 /A,  was  the  date  of  my  last  letter  to  you  from 
Gnadenthal,  and  to-day  I  have  the  pleasure  of  addressing  yoa 
from  the  land  of  the  Tambookies.  I  will  first  give  you  an 
account  of  our  farewell  at  Gnadenthal,  and  then  add  a  short 
narrative  of  our  journey  hither. 

^  Having  delivered  my  farewell  discourse  on  the  I7th  of 
February,  and  taken  an  affectionate  leave  of  the  children  in 
the  school,  every  preparation  was  made  to  enter  upon  our 
long  journey,  and  the  day  fixed  for  our  departure.  On  the 
20th,  we  closed  our  labours  here  with  thanksgiving  and  pray- 
er, and  recommended  ourselves  to  the  blessing  and  protec- 
tion of  the  Lord.  Our  farewell  with  our  dear  fellow-labour- 
ers was  solemn  and  affecting.  We  renewed  with  them  our 
covenant,  to  be  faithful  in  our  calling  to  serve  the  Lord  oar 
Saviour,  and  cheerfully  to  do  His  work. 

^*  On  the  21st,  having  been  joined  by  Brother  Hofiinan 
and  his  wife  from  Groenekloof,  we  made  ready  to  depart. 
To  leave  the  dear  congregation  at  Gnadenthal,  which  we  had 
the  favour  to  serve  for  the  last  two  years,  and  in  whose  fel- 
lowship, we  had  enjoyed  so  many  blessings,  was  truly  pain* 
ful.  We  were  however  comforted  by  the  prospect  of  omr 
finding  an  opportunity,  in  a  distant  country,  to  preach  the 
Word  of  the  Cross  to  a  nation,  hidierto  buried  in  darkness. 
This  hope  made  us  enter  upon  our  journey  with  joy,  and  in 
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reliance  on  the  protection  of  the  Lord.  Daring  the  finit  night 
we  slept  in  the  open  air,  the  weather  being  fine.  In  the  At« 
taquas  Kloof  we  had  the  misfortune  to  overset  the  waggon,  but 
no  one  being  upon  it  at  the  time,  by  God's  mercy  no  harm 
was  done.^  We  were,  however,  detained  two  hours  in  pack- 
ing and  unpacking. 

*'  March  16M,  we  arrived  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Enon,  and  at  the  old  place  found'  the  missionaries  with  the 
greater  part  of  the  congregation  come  to  meet  us.  They 
sung  A  hymn  of  praise  to  God  for  our  preservation  on  the 
journey.  I  cannot  express  in  words  what  my  heart  then  felt, 
when  I  again  saw  this  beloved  flock  and  their  servants,  and 
that  the  Lord  had  brought  me  again  safe  to  them.  We  were 
quite  at  home  in  this  congregation.  During  our  three  weeks* 
stay.  Brother  HoflTman  accompanied  me  to  Grabamstadt,  to 
make  some  arrangement  with  the  persons  in  office,  respecting 
the  beginning  of  the  Tambookie  Mission.  We  were  received 
by  all  these  gentlemen  with  the  greatest  kindness.  Every 
thing  which  we  could  wish  was  granted,  and  we  found  many, 
who  took  a  cordial  share  in  the  undertaking. 

**  Having  spent  the  Passion-week  and  Easter  with  much 
blessing  and  refreshment  with  the  Enon  congregation,  we 
set  out  on  the  8th  of  April,  accompanied  by  Brother  Fritsch 
and  thirteen  of  the  inhabitants,  besides  a  single  Brother  from 
Gnadenthal;  these  will  form  the  little  colony.  At  night  we 
reached  StrubeKs  Place.  Every  evening  and  morning  we 
met  for  family  worship. 

'*  On  the  5th  day,  we  halted  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Somerset,  and  Brother  Fritsch  and  I  rode  to  the  settlement. 
Both  here  and  at  Cradock  we  were  received  with  the  greatest 
friendship,  as  well  by  the  gentlemen  in  power  as  by  the  cler- 
gymen, who  felt  interested  in  our  mission.  On  the  ISth^ 
we  forded  the  great  Fish  River,  in  which  there  was  at  this 
time  but  little  water,  and  travelled  along  the  banks  of  the 
Tarka,  the  road  being  much  better  than  along  the  Bavian's 
River. 

**  Mr.  Dundas,  Civil  Commissioner  of  Grabamstadt,  in- 
tended to  accompany  us  into  the  Tambookie  country,  but  not 
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being*  able  to  join  us  before  tbe  29th,  we  were  obliged  to  re- 
maiD  stationary  on  the  frontier*  Here  we  bad  frequent  op- 
portunities,  on  Sundays,  to  preach  to  the  colonists  living  in 
these  parts,  who  willingly  attended  our  service.  Being  on 
the  22nd,  23rd,  and  24th,  on  the  borders  of  the  Tambookies 
country,  we  were  visited  by  many  of  them,  who  expressed 
their  joy,  that  we  had  come  to  make  them  acquainted  with  tbe 
word  of  God.  Schelella^  a  captain,  and  an  old  man  calledjBo&a, 
were  present  at  our  evening  service,  and  stayed  with  us  during 
the  night  Their  conversation  with  us  was  affecting :  the  lat- 
ter, who  had  been  with  us  two  days  before,  said,  that  he  had 
not  been  able  to  sleep,  but  continually  thought  of  the  words 
he  had  heard  from  us.  When  he  took  leave,  he  put  his  hand 
upon  his  breast  and  said,  **  I  feel  such  sweetness  in  my  hearty 
that  I  cannot  describe.  O  pray  for  me^  that  1  may  also  have 
the  favour  to  become  acquainted  taith  the  Saviour  J* 

**  Bowana  being  in  Caffraria,  and  as  Mr.  Dundas  did  not 
arrive,  and  Bowana's  first  wife  had  sent  us  word,  that  we  might 
enter  the  Tambookie  country,  we  passed  the  frontier  and 
travelled  to  the  Oskraal  river;  the  place  which  Bowana  had 
mentioned  to  the  Brethren  Hallbeck  and  Fritsch  as  the  most 
convenient,  being  near  his  own  dwelling.  But  as  this  ri- 
ver runs  very  shallow,  and  two  colonists  were  ordered  to 
bring  us  to  the  Klipplaatz  river.  Brother  Fritsch  and  I  ac- 
companied them  to  that  place.  Here  we  examined  the  situa- 
tion^ with  a  view  to  determine  how  the  water  might  be  used 
for  irrigation,  for  which  we  found  this  a  much  more  eligible 
place;  and  as  Bowana's  dwelling  was  only  three  hours'  ride 
from  hence  and  he  had  returned  home.  Brother  Fritsch  and 
I  rode  thither  on  the  18th,  to  confer  with  him  about  the  site 
of  the  Mission.  In  the  beginning  he  seemed  to  insist  upon 
our  remaining  on  the  Oskraal's  river,  till  he  could  come  and 
see  for  himself,  but  when  we  represented  to  him  that  we 
wished  to  settle  on  the  Klipplaatz  river,  on  account  of  the  wa- 
ter, he  yielded;  but  only  on  condition  that  we  should  first 
repair  his  bullock's-kraal,  which  was  surrounded  by  thorn- 
bushes,  and  in  a  dilapidated  state. 

**  We  felt  thankful  to  the  Lord,  thatlla  had  dispoaed  tho 
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heart  of  this  man  to  fiiTonr  us  in  this  matter,  and  thus  take  a 
weight  oBTour  minds.  Having,  according  to  his  wish,  repair- 
ed the  kraal,  with  the  help  ofour  Hottentots,  we  set  out  on  the 
20th  to  the  place  oF  our  future  dwelling.  Our  fir»t  object 
was  to  make  a  bullocks'-kraal,  to  bring  our  cattle  into  safety, 
and  to  preserve  them  against  the  number  of  ravenous  beasts, 
which  infest  this  country,  lions  being  the  most  numerous. 
These  animals  had  disturbed  us  much,  while  we  were  spend- 
ing the  night  at  the  Oskraal^  and  twelve  of  them  in  a  troop 
were  seen  by  one  of  our  people,  who  was  going  to  shoot 
hartebeests  on  the  plains. 

**  When  we  arrived  on  the  Klipplaatz-river,  we  assem- 
bled our  small  congregation  in  the  open  air,  sang  a  hymn, 
and  delivered  a  short  address  to  them.  We  then  knelt  down, 
and  with  grateful  hearts  offered  up  humble  thanks  for  the 
mercies  and  deliverances  experienced  by  us  during  our  whole 
pilgrimage;  we  commended  ourselves,  our  people,  and  our 
work,  to  Him  who  is  the  Lord  of  the  harvest.  The  peace  of 
God  was  truly  felt  by  us  all  on  this  solemn  occasion. 

<*  The  site  of  our  dwelling  is  very  pleasant.  Towards 
the  east  flows  the  beautiful  river,  which  even  in  the  dry  sea- 
son is  said  to  have  water  sufficient  for  three  mills.  The  pros- 
pect, particularly  to  the  north  and  west,  is  fine.  Here 
are  large  plains  covered  with  good  grass,  upon  which 
whole  herds  of  quaggas,  hartebeests,  wildebeests,  spring- 
bucks and  ostriches  are  continually  feeding.  This  is  one  rea« 
son  why  there  are  so  many  lions  in  this  country;  nor  have  any 
inhabitants  occupied  it  for  above  a  year,  for,  since  the  last  in- 
vasion of  the  Mantatees  and  Tetchuannas,  most  of  the  Tam- 
bookies  fled  to  the  frontier.  We  are  thankful  that  they  are 
returning  and  settling  in  our  neighbourhood.  May  the  gos- 
pel find  entrance  among  them,  and  the  Lord  receive  a  rich 
reward  from  this  nation  also.  We  commend  this  Mission  to 
the  faithful  prayers  of  all  our  congregations ;  and  with  cor- 
dial salutations  to  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  to  all  our  Brethren  and  friends  in  London  and  Bed- 
ford. We  remain  with  true  affection,  your  faithful  Brethren^

Dated  at  Chunie,  June  \7th,  1828, 
'*  ON  the  Ist  of  June  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Civil  Com- 
missioner  at  Grabamstadt,  in  which  he  expressed  his  sorrow 
that  he  had  not  been  able  to  come  to  us  at  the  beginning'  of 
May,  but  that  he  hoped  to  visit  us  at  the  end  of  that  monCby 
which,  however,  he  had  not  done  up  to  yesterday,  when  I  left 
home* 

**  1  went  with  Brother  Hoffman  and  an  interpreter  to 
visit  fiowana,  but  did  not  find  him  at  home.     After  we  had 
told  his  wife  and  several  other  Tambookies,  who  happened 
to  be  present,  the  motives  for  our  coming  hither,  we  re- 
turned home  by  another  road,  in  order  to  become  better 
acquainted  with  the  country.     On  the  following  day  Bow- 
ana  paid  us  a  visit,  with  his  brother  Golopo  and  a  Tambookie. 
After  we  had  shewn  him  the  ft'ame-work  of  our  bouse,  and 
also  rung  the  bell,  which  we  had  already  hung,  &c.,  our 
conversation  turned  upon  the  principal  end  of  our  coming, 
upon  which  Bowana  remarked,  that  it  was  a  matter  of  g^eat 
consequence,  therefore  one  should  not  be  in  a  hurry,  but  first 
consider  well  what  was  to  be  done.   He  then  expressed  a  wish 
that  we  would  go  into  the  country  with  him,  to  the  place 
where  he  had  formery  lived,  and  which  was  far  more  beautiful 
than  this.     We  answered,  that  we  first  wished  to  see  in  this 
place,  whether  the  Tambookies  would  receive  the  Word  of 
God.     He  replied  that  it  was  not  his  wish  that  we  should  go 
directly,  but  added,  that  he  still  desired  that  I  would  some 
time  or  other  go  with  him  to  a  part  of  the  country,  not  very 
far  distant,  and  where  he  had  lived  six  years.      Further, 
he  gave  us  to  understand,  that  he  doubted  how  it  would  go 
when  he  was  converted,  as  he  must  quit  his  former  customs, 
&c. 

'<  In  the  night  between  the  9th  and  10th  of  June,  we 
were  very  much  disturbed  by  lions.  By  the  traces  it  ap- 
peared that  probably  a  company  of  ten  had  approached  within 
about  a  dozen  yards  of  our  tent,  and  tore  one  of  our  dogs  in 
pieces,  without  doing  more  damage.  During  this  week  we 
had  often  the  pleasure  of  being  visited  by  Tambookies  from 
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the  iieiglibourhood.  Among  these  were  Bowana's  son,  Marpas, 
and  his  wife,  and  Jolopo,  and  his  two  wives.  On  the  I0th,a 
Tambookie  worked  for  us  for  the  first  time,  and  we  gave  him 
a  sheep's  skin,  to  his  great  contentident. 

^*  On  the  1 1th,  a  number  of  Tambookies  and  their  wives 
attended  a  meeting  for  the  first  time,  and  Wilheimina  trans- 
lated what  was  said,  in  the  absence  of  the  other  interpreter. 

*^  On  the  14th,  we  had  advanced  so  far  with  our  tempo- 
rary house,  that  on  the  following  day  we  could  make  a  so- 
lemn entry  into  it.  It  is  built  after  the  manner  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  frontiers,  of  wood  and  reeds,  having  found  these 
materials  on  the  Oskraal  river.  It  is  50  feet  long,  and  13 
broad,  and  contains  a  room  of  about  20  feet  in  length,  in 
which  we  shall  hold  our  meetings,  and  two  smaller  chambers, 
each  15  feet  long. 

*'  The  I5th  of  June  was  a  day  of  true  blessing  tp  us.  In 
the  first  place,  we  met  for  morning  worship  in  our  new  bouse; 
then  followed  a  sermon;  and  after  dinner,  a  spedal  meeting 
with  the  members  of  our  congregation,  and  everting  prayers. 
Several  Tainbooki^s  attended  at  the  public  preaching. 

"  We  were  very  glad  to  be  able  to  quit  our  tent,  which 
hardly  sheltered  us  against  the  wind  and  cold.  The  cold 
is  here  so  great,  that  the  water  which  is  thrown  out  early 
in  the  morning,  is  immediately  frozen.  I  think  that  the 
climate  is  healthy.  We  are  all  at  present  quite  well.  It 
appears  that  it  does  not  rain  here  in  winter,  which  was  well 
for  us  during  the  erection  of  our  house.  All  our  attendants 
from  Enon  have  also  provided  themselves  with  shelter.  On 
the  15th,  we  bought  the  first  sheep  at  from  two  to  four  rix- 
dollars  a-piece,  as,  up  to  this  time,  we  had  lived  upon  the 
meat  of  hartebeests  and  gnoos,  with  rice  and  peaches,  in  place 
of  vegetables.  We  have  neither  wine  nor  brandy  •  we  give 
our  people  a  little  coffee  early  for  breakfast,  &c. 

**  On  the  beautiful  grassy  plains,  as  well  as  in  the  wilder- 
ness, there  are  great  herds  of  hartebeests^  gnoos,  quaggas, 
springbucks,  &c.;  and  the  land  which  Government  has  given 
us,  is  particularly  good  for  hunting.

''  HOPING  that  Brother  Hallbeck  will  find  ao  opportunity 
of  sending^  you  this  letter,  I  add  a  postscript  to  my  former. 
Though  my  journey  to  the  CaflTre  country  was  attended  witb 
trouble,  I  am  glad  that  1  undertook  it,  for  it  has  been  not  on- 
ly useful  in  many  ways,  but  tended  to  my  encouragement.  I 
rejoice  to  see  what  the  Lord  has  done  by  the  Missionaries^ 
among  a  nation  lately  so  savage.  The  settlement  at  Balfour 
was  undertaken  by  Mr.  Ross  and  another  Missionary  from 
Scotland,  at  the  request  of  Makuroa,  about  three  months 
ago.  They  have  good  hopes  that  the  Lord  will  bless  their 
feeble  endeavours,  and  grant  t|iem  success. 

'*  I  became  acquainted  with  Mr.  Ross  at  Enon,  in  I823L 
When  I  left  Balfour  on  the  18th,  on  my  return  home,  he  ac« 
companied  me  on  horseback  for  two  hours  and  a  half,  to  the 
foot  of  the  high  mountains,  over  which  our  road  lay.  Our 
conversation  did  my  heart  giKid.  We  felt  that  we  were  one 
in  spirit;  and  we  agreed  in  this  point,  that  if  a  missionary  to 
the  Heathen  would  have  success,  rhe  must,  for  his  own  person, 
have  sought  and  found  pardon  and  peace  in  the  blood  of 
Jesus,  live  in  constant  communion  with  his  Saviour,  and 
have  his  heart  filled  with  His  love,  and  thus  be  determined, 
with  St.  Paul,  to  know  nothing  among  men,  but  Jesus^  and 
Him  crucified.  For  herein  alone  is  the  power  of  €rod  made 
manifest,  to  change  the  heart,  and  produce  true  conversion. 
He  must  also  consider  it  as  undeserved  mercy,  that  he  is  fi^ 
voured  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  Heathen,  and  think  him- 
self well  rewarded  if  but  one  soul  is  gained  for  our  Saviour. 
This  is  particularly  my  conviction,  as  it  respects  the  Tamboo^ 
kies.  But  if  it  would  please  the  Lord  to  grant  us  to  see  a 
little  flock  of  them  converted  to  Him,  I  should  adore  Him  in 
the  dust,  for  I  am  not  worthy  to  be  the  least  of  His  servants. 
On  taking  leave  of  Mr.  Ross,  we  promised  to  pray  for  each 
other,  convinced  that  we  were  members  of  one  body,  serving 
the  same  Lord,  and  appointed  to  the  same  labours. 
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*^  As  we  could  not  reach  home  that  ei^etiingy  and  did  not 
venture  to  travel  by  night,  on  account  of  the  lions,  we  were 
obliged  to  put  up  in  a  Tanibookie  kraal,  and  to  lodge  near 
one  of  their  huts.  These  are  shaped  like  a  bee-hive.  We 
sat  at  a  fire,  and  were  visited  by  two  women  of  the  family,  to 
whom  the  kraal  belonged.  These,  after  the  manner  of  their 
nation,  immediately  begged  a  present.  My  Tambookie 
guide  made  them  desist,  and  as  I  did  not  understand  himt  my 
interpreter,  (after  the  women  bad  left  us),  related,  that  the 
guide,  who  has  often  attended  our  evening  worship,  had  re- 
proved the  women  for  begging,  telling  them,  <  that  we  had 
come  out  of  love  to  them,  to  make  them  acquainted  with  the 
word  of  God,  and  show  them  how  they  might  be  happy  here 
and  hereafter;  that  therefore,  instead  of  begging,  they  should 
ask  to  be  taught.'  This  gave  me  great  pleasure  and  renew* 
ed  hopes,  that  perhaps  this  man  may  be  the  first  among  the 
Tambookiest  who  turns  with  his  heart  to  our  Saviour;  for 
I  truly  believe,  that  we  have  not  been  sent  hither  in  vain,  but 
that  from  among  this  nation,  He  will  gather  a  reward  for  the 
travail  of  His  soul.  As  yet,  indeed,  it  is  a  matter  of  faith. 
We  are  always  glad  to  see  them  visit  us.  They  generally 
desire  to  hear  us  address  them.  I  felt  as  Elias  Beukes,  a  sol- 
dier and  member  of  the  congregation  at  Enon,  did,  when  he 
had  been  present  at  our  first  address  to  the  Tambookies  on 
the  frontier.  He  said :  *  This  meeting  was  to  me  the  most  im^ 
portant  of  any.  I  shed  tears  of  thankfulness^  when  I  saw 
such  a  proof  thai  our  Lord  despises  nothings  be  it  ever  so 
mean.  These  are  people  against  whom  I  fought  ^  when  I  was 
in  the  army^  and  who  desired  to  kill  us.  Now  1  sit  with  them 
at  this  meetings  and  they  appear  more  thankful  and  attentive 
to  hear  the  word  of  God  than  I  do  J  As  for  our  smajl  Hot- 
tentot congregation  at  this  place,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
say,  that  they  give  us  pleasure.  They  join  us  in  best  wishes 
and  prayers  that  the  Gospel  may  reach  the  hearts  of  the 
Tambookies,  and  that  ihey  may  come  to  their  old  places, 
and  visit  us  often.  Our  interpreter,  Daniel,  who  is  by  birth 
a  Tambookie,  but  has  lived  many  years  as  a  member  of  the 
congregation,  in  one  of  our  settlements,  said,  *  Jfbut  one  of 
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my  nation  be  converted  to  Christy  I  shall  rejoice:  I  pray 
daily  that  He  may  pive  me  such  a  compa»kon  among  my  comi^- 
tn/menP

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  H.  P.  Hallb^ck. 
My  Dear  Brother,  Gnabenth al,  Ji^n.  25M,  1824. 
"WITHIN  the  last  fortnight  T  have  heen  favoured  with  three 
most  welcome  letters  from  your  hand;  dated' in  January,  Fe- 
bruary, and  March.  In  tiie  last-menttbned  letter  you  speak 
of  a  parcel  sent  a  few  days  before,  which  has  not  yet  arnVed. 
About  a  fortnight  ago,  a  vessel  was  announced,  by  signal, 
from  the  Lion*s  Rump,  l>ut  was  never  seen  again,  li  was 
supposed  to  have  been  lost  in  a  dreadful  north-west  gale, 
blowing  furiously  *at  that  time,  by  which  three  vessels  id  the 
bay  were  cast  on  shore.  This  apprehension  is  strengthened 
by  the  circumstance,  that  part  of  a  wreck  was  found  near 
the  Blouwberg.  I  hope  that  our  parcel  was  not  in  that  un- 
fortunate vessel. 

"  Froni  En6*n  I  have  not  lately  had  any  particutar  intel- 
ligence, but*I-\i^ir  first  state  what  TknbV  of  6ur  Brethren 
among  the  Tdnfbobkies.  They  left  Ehdii  on  the  8th  of  April, 
and  arrived  on  the  frontier  about  the  middfe  of  May.  [Here 
Brother  Hallbeck  gives  the  same  account  as  that  contained 
in  Brother  Lemmcrtz's  letter.]  He  continues:  '*  The  Klip- 
phiats  river-  (or  Rocky  "river),  had,  even  in  the  dry  season, 
three  times  as  much  Water  as  the  Bavian*s  river  at  Gna- 
dentfaal. 

^The  newspapers  inform  us,  that  the  mighty  Chief  Cha- 
ka,  to  whom  the  country  about  Cape  Natal  belongs,  and  who 
is  said  to  have  conquered  seven  independent  tribes,  is  on  bis 
march  against  the  Caffires,  requiring  them  to  own  hitn  as  their 
chief,  after  the  death  of  the  centenarian  TSiambi.  It  is  also 
said,  that  Chaka  intends  visiting  the  colony^  having  sent  one 
of  bis  captains  by  sea  to  Algoa  Bay,  with  a  view  to  learn  how 
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be  would  be  received.    He  seems  to  wisb  to  come  as  a  firiendy 
and  has  treated  rf^  English  settlers  at  Port  Natal  welK. 

"What  influence  this  circumstance  may  have  on  'the  in- 
fant Mission,  we  cannot  tell.  Chaka  seems  to  know  and  to 
esteem  the  white  people.  At  six  hours'  ride  from  Klipplaat's 
river,  tiiere  is  a  itfilrtary* station,  and  the  commanding  officer 
has  particular  orders  to  protect  •the  Brethren.  For  this  kind 
attention  of  our  Government  we  are  thankful ;  but  our  chief 
trust  is  in  the  Lord  of -H^tg,'  who  w-ill  no  doubt  protect  and 
further  Hi^own'cause.;  • 

**  At  the  beginning  of  this' months  all  the  Brethren  and 
Sisters  at  £non  were  well;*  In  consequence  of  the  rains, 
which  fell  in  March,  the  water  in  thpvWit(eRevier  was  strong 
enough  to  turn  the  mill  But  the  country  in  general  was  ve- 
ry dry.  The  course  of  the  congregation  remained  undisturb- 
ed. Our  friend  Colonel  Cuyler  lives  in  retirement  on  his 
estate  near  Uitenhage. 

*<  Elim  is  gradually  increasing,  and  has  now  120  inha- 
bitants. ,  ■      •     ' 

**  At  Hemei^en-A  ARDG,  three  aduks  were  baptized  on  the 
I5th  of  June.     Brother  Leitner  was  here  about  a  fortnight 
ago,  and  stated,  that  they  have  had  much  pleasure  in  speaking  . 
with  the  individuals  belonging  to' their  little  flock. 

**  The  general  state  of  the  congregation  attiNADENTHAL 
is  encouraging.  ^  Several  new  people  and  candidates  for  bap- 
tism had  advanced  in  the  privileges  of  the  Church.  For  se- 
veral months  we  have  had  no  funeral,  but  there  aresforae  el- 
derly people  so  weak  and  inflrm,  that  we  consider  them  as 
candidates  for  eternity.  They  are  in  a  very  happy  state  of 
inind,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  converse  with  them.  Among 
these  are  two  of  our  overseers,  Adam  Vertyn  and  Gottlob 
Halfslagf  whom  you  may  perhaps  remember. 

^*Of  GrobnekloopI  cannot  now  give  much  information. 
There  are  peculiar  trials  and  difficulties  in  that  place,  on  ac- 
count of  the  neighbourhood  of  Cape  Town.  I  just  received 
advice,  that  the  well-known  old  Mr.  Teunisdied  the  day  be- 
fore yesterday. 

**  With  cordial  salutations  to  the  Society  for  the  Further-

GREENLAND. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  John  Lehmann. 

New  Herrnhut,  June  lO^i,  1838. 

My  Dear  Brother, 
**  WITH  great  pleasure  I  received  your  kind  letter  of  the  6th  of 
February,  four  weeks  later  than  usual ;  we  live  here  in  a  de- 
sert country,  separated  from  our  Brethren  and  friends  as  to 
the  body,  but  one  in  heart  and  spirit,  and  nothing  affords  us 
more  joy  than  our  yearly  communications  with  them.  May 
the  Lord  support  and  strengthen  you  for  your  work  in  His 
service.  In  general,  I  have  enjoyed  good  health,  and  have 
been  enabled,  by  the  mercy  of  our  Saviour,  to  attend  to  my 
duties  with  cheerfulness,  and  in  the  enjoyment  of  His  blessing 
and  peace,  though  suffering  at  times  from  rheumatic  com« 
plaints.  Our  Missionary  family  consists  of  six  adults,  and 
two  children;  we  live  comfortably  and  happily,  labouring  to- 
gether in  love  and  peace.  My  wife  is  quite  restored  to 
health,  after  her  long  confinement.  We  had  not  that  medi- 
cal assistance  which  her  case  seemed  to  require,  but  the  Lord 
approved  Himself  as  our  kind  physician,  and  heard  our  pray- 
ers. Brother  Grillich  and  his  wife,  both  nearly  CO  years  of 
age,  are,  by  God's  blessing,  healthy  and  active;  the  single 
Brethren,  Tietzen  and  Ulbricht,  are  likewise  well  in  health, 
and  diligent  in  learning  the  Greenland  language. 

*'  As  to  our  dear  Greenland  congregation,  we  have  great 
cause  to  praise  the  Lord  for  the  mercy  He  has  shewn  to  us 
in  the  year  past.  Our  people  have  proceeded,  under  the  guid« 
ance  of  His  Spirit,  in  the  path  of  life,  and  increased  in  the 
love  and  knowledge  of  their  Saviour.  His  word  has  been 
spirit  and  life  in  their  souls,  and,  though  preached  by  us  in 
weakness,  approved  itself  as  the  power  of  God,  directing 
them  in  the  way  to  life  everlasting,  and  their  comfort  and 
support  in  all  the  circumstances  of  this  life. 

<*  Eight  of  the  class  of  the  excluded  have  been  re-admits 
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ted  to  fellowship^  and  those  young  people,  who  last  year 
were  made  partakers  of  the  Holy  Commnniony  or,  haying  been 
baptised  as  children,  were  received  into  the  congregation, 
walked  worthily  of  the  grace  bestowed  upon  them.  May 
they  continue  to  prove  faithful  to  Him,  who  has  redeemed 
them  by  His  precious  blood,  and  delivered  them  from  the 
Anares  of  Satan  and  the  world. 

**  As  to  externals,  we  experient;ed  the  protection  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  especially  in  our  troublesome  and  often  dan« 
gerous  voyages  in  our  women's  boats,  to  obtain  drift-wood  for 
fliel,  or  grass  for  our  few  goats  and  sheep.  We  are  thankful 
that  last  summer  drift-wood  was  more  abundant,  insomuch, 
that  we  could  not  only  supply  the  kitchen  fire,  but  warm  our 
three  dwelling-rooms,  which  cannot  always  be  done.  We  are 
the  moregratefbl  for  this  merciful  providence^  as  the  alder  and 
willow  bushes  in  the  bays,  which  have  served  us  for  fuel  more 
than  fifty  years,  are  nearly  consumed  in  our  neighbourhood, 
and  nothing  more  will  grow  in  their  place.  The  winter  sea« 
sons  increase  in  length,  and  the  summers  become  more  boister- 
ous and  cold ;  we  are  therefore  under  the  painful  necessity  of 
causing  an  increase  of  expense  to  the  Mission,  by  requesting 
that  we  may  receive  fire-wood  from  Europe,  as  there  may  be 
a  chance  of  our  being  deprived  of  this  necessary  article;  and 
to  have  the  prospect  of  spending  a  Greenland  winter  without 
sufficient  firing  is  dreadful.  There  have  been  years  in  which 
no  drift-wood  reached  our  coast,  and  there  is  no  certainty  of 
its  arriving  every  summer.  We  are  truly  thankful,  that  you 
and  your  benevolent  countrymen,  who  are  always  ready  to 
alleviate  distress  of  every  kind,  have  also  considered  the  wants 
of  this  Mission,  and  contributed  towards  supplying  us  with 
coals  from  Copenhagen.  May  the  Lord  bless  and  reward 
them  for  it. 

**The  last  winter,  considering  our  high  latitude,  was 
milder  than  usual,  with  less  snow,  and  the  severest  cold  was 
18®  below  Reaumur's  0;  but  even  now,  while  I  am  writing,  a 
violent  snow-storm  rages  from  the  south-west,  which  has  been 
the  prevailing  wind  this  spring.  We  are  still  unable  to  sow 
turnipsi  cabbage,  and  sallad  in  our  gardens,  on  account  of 
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the  continued  frosts;  and  consequently  expect,  but  a  poor 
crop  of  vegetables  this  year.  In  the  spring  wftjl^uilt  a  new 
woman's-boaty  for*  our  own  use  in  the  above-mentioned 
voyages,  but  for.  several  weeks  could  only  work  one  day 
in  each,: on  account  of  the  continued  storms  of  snow  and 
sleet.  This  boat  is  18  Danish  ells  long  (nearly  40  feet). 
It  is  built  with  ribs  of  soft  drift-wood,  and  the  frame-work 
fastened  together  with  seal-skin  thongs,  after  which  the 
whole  is  covered  with  seals'  skins,  neatly  sewed  together. 
In  these  boats  we  go  out  to  collect  all  we  want  for  our  house- 
keeping, and  voyages  of  eight  or  nine  hundred  miles  are 
sometimes  made  in  them.  Remember  us,  dear  Brother,  in 
your  prayers;  and  commending  ourselves  and  our  congrega- 
tion to  the  love  and  intercession  of  all  our  Brethren  and 
Vriends  every  where,  I  remain  your  most  affectionate  Brother,

From  Brother  Michael  Eberle. 

My  Dear  Brother,  L'CHtenfels,  June  '^d,  1828. 
"  YOUR  very  kind  letter  of  the  8rd  of  February,  I  received, 
to  my  great  joy,  on  the  Slist  of  May,  by  a  post-kayak  from 
Frederickshaab,  the  ship  from  Denmark  having  arrived  there 
on  the  26ih.  We  thank  you  and  our  English  Brethren  for 
their  kind  participation  in  the  welfare  of  this  Mission.  These 
encouraging  tokens  of  brotherly  love  prove  a  cordial  to  us 
here  in  Greenland,  aud  renew  within  us  that  deiermination  to 
devote  all  the  po\yers  of  our  mind -and  body  to  the  service  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour.  It  proved  a  particular,  refreshment 
to  me,  as,  under  present  circumstances,  I  am  left  almost  alone 
in  charge  of  this  congregation,  my  assistant  being  yet  un- 
acquainted with  the  language. 

*<  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you,  that  the  greater 
part  of  our  Greenland  congregation  have  grown  in  grace, 
and  bore  witness  to  the  fruits  of  the  Gospel,  by  their  walk 
and  conversation.  We  have  been  delighted  and  ediBed, 
when  speaking  with  the  communicants  previous  to  the 
celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  We  heard  their  expres* 
sibns  of  love  to  our  Saviour,  and  gratitude  for  His  meroiesy 
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with  thanks  and  praise  for  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
their  souls.     We  can  declare  in  tlie  words  of  that  well  known 

verse,  that  "  The  Lord  hath  ever  to  his  flock kept  without  «e- 

paratiorif — He  doth  abide  their  shield  and  rock, their  strength^ 

and  their  salvation.'*  Amidst  all  our  imperfections,  His  com- 
passions and  mercies  fail  not,  and  His  presence  enlivens  our 
hearts^  particularly  on  festival  and  communion  days*  On 
these  occasions  the  slothful  are  awakened,  those  who  are  gone 
astray  brought  to  reflection,  insomuch,  that  several  of  the 
straying  sheep  have  been  sought  and  found  by  the  good  Shep- 
herd, and  have  returned  as  pardoned  sinners  to  His  flock.  Oh, 
that  I  could  more  perfectly  address  my  dear  Greenlanders  in 
their  own  language,  on  the  love  of  Jesus  to  mankind,  which 
brought  Him  to  sufferings  and  death  for  our  sake,  that  this 
precious  doctrine  might  make  a  still  deeper  impression  on 
their  hearts;  but  I  perceive  more  than  ever,  what  a  bungler 
I  am,  and  whenever  I  speak  to  them,  I  pray  fervently  for  grace 
and  the  gift  of  utterance.  Since  my  last  year's  report,  four- 
teen children  have  been  born  and  baptized,  seven  baptized 
as  children  received  into  the  congregation,  and  nine  made  , 
partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion.  Two  couple  were  mar- 
ried, and  nine,  old  and  young,  have  departed  this  life.  In  ex- 
ternals, our  Greenlanders  have  fared  well,  and  by  the  mercy 
of  God  have  been  successful  in  their  fishery.  As  to  our 
Missionary  family,  we  have  lived  together  in  love  and  peace. 
This  is  a  great  blessing,  for  which  we  cannot  be  sufliciently 
thankful,  as  its  influence  on  the  course  of  the  congregation 
is  evident. 

"  The  cold  in  winter  was  moderate,  and  when  most  s^ 
vere,  was  only  22°  below  Reaumur's  0;  but  in  springs  and 
till  now,  it  freeezes  every  night  at  from  8°  to  10°.  We  can- 
not yet  go  out  to  fetch  fuel,  and  hardly  know  where  to  find 
any  more  bi|shes.  We  are  the  more  thankful  for  the  supply 
of  drift-wood,  of  which  last  year  we  obtained  three  boat 
loads,  being  an  unusual  quantity.  Our  Greenlanders  were 
successful  in  hunting  reinwleer,  of  the  flesh  of  which  we  ob- 
tained 700  lb.  for  our  house-keeping. 

*'  We  commend  ourselves  to  the  continuation  of  your  bro-»

My  DeaH  Brother,  I-'chterfbl.,  June  «*,  1828. 
"  I  REJOICED  to  receive  your  kind  letter  of  the  7th  of  Fe- 
broary,  and  to  be  again  assured  of  your  love,  and  the  kind 
participation  of  all  our  dear  Brethren  and  friends  in  England, 
in  the  welfare  of  this  Mission  and  its  servants. 

**  The  work  of  the  Lord  and  His  Spirit  among  the  Green- 
landers  is  manifest;  many  of  the  young  people  are  convinced 
of  their  lost  state  by  nature,  and  ask  what  they  must  do  to  be 
saved.  Those  who  have  found  mercy,  and  are  Christians  in 
heart  and  truth,  walk  worthy  of  their  vocation,  and  show  forth 
the  praises  of  Him  who  hath  called  them  out  of  darkness  into 
His  marvellous  light,  proving  that  they  are  under  the  influence 
of  the  Spirit  of  Christ.  We  are  particularly  encouraged  when 
we  visit  the  sick  and  dying,  and  perceive  their  unshaken 
faith  in  the  atonement  of  Jesus,  and  their  hope  and  assur- 
ance of  everlasting  life  and  bliss  in  His  presence.  They 
therefore  meet  death  with  a  firmness  and  cheerfulness,  which 
bespeak  their  having  found  true  rest  for  their  souls,  not 
founded  upon  the  pretended  courage  of  the  unbelieving 
philosopher,  but  upon  having  Christ  in  them,  the  hope  of 
glory.  There  are  indeed  some  among  our  people,  who,  by 
their  indifference  and  coldness,  g^*ve  us  pain;  but  when  we 
consider  that  this  congregation  has  now  existed  for  sixty-six 
years,  and  consists  almost  entirely  of  such  as  were  bom  here, 
and  baptized  as  children,  but  who,  without  true  regeneration 
of  heart  cannot  be  deemed  children  of  Grod^  but  remain  only 
Christians  in  name,  we  need  not  wonder  that  there  are  a  few 
among  them  still  ignorant  of  their  lost  state  by  nature,  and  of 
the  necessity  of  true  conversion.  For  it  is  by  g^ce  we  are 
saved,  through  feith,  and  not  of  ourselves.  We  must  there- 
fore  have  much  patience  with  them,  and  are  the  more  dispos- 
ed to  exercise  it,  when  we  consider  the  patience  and  long  su(« 
fering  of  our  Saviour  shewn  towards  ourselves. 
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**  The  presetti  8iimmer-«eft80ti  is  cold  and  dryland  weskaU 
obtain  but  little  grass  for  our  sheep  and  goats,  and  but  a  small 
crop  of  yegetables  from  our  gardens.  The  Greenlandersy  how- 
erer,  are  glad  of  such  weather,  as  favourable  to  the  rein- 
deer hunty  in  which  they  have  been  uncommonly  successful. 
Many  a  hunter  has  shot  from  forty  to  sixty,  and  one  of  them 
ninety-six  of  these  creatures.  As  they  cannot  bring  home 
so  much  meaty  and  hardly  get  a  shilling  a-piece  for  the  skin^ 
such  destruction  made  among  the  reindeer  is  no  advantage 
to  them,  and  we  protest  against  it,  as  uselessly  diminishing 
their  number;  but,  like  other  sportsmen,  they  are  not  to  be 
restrained. 

**  In  winter,  the  severest  cold  was  on  the  12th  of  March, 
when  Reaumur's  thermometer  fell  to  23^  below  0.  At  pre- 
sent, while  I  am  writing,  a  snow-storm  rages,  the  tempera- 
ture being  as  low  as  12  degrees.  Our  Greenlanders  had  an 
ample  supply  of  provisions,  having  caught  many  seak;  and 
the  season  was  healthy.  A  few  old  persons  and  some  children 
departed  this  life. 

**  For  several  years  no  one  has  lost  his  life  at  sea,  which 
every  humane  person  will  be  glad  to  hear ;  for  the  loss  of  afa« 
ther  or  provider  of  a  fiunily  is  truly  deplorable,  in  a  country 
where  there  is  no  fixed  property,  but  every  one  lives  from 
band  to  mouth.  If  a  widow  has  children,  she  will  not  easily 
get  another  husband.  In  other  respects,  this  little  nation  may  ' 
be  called  a  happy  one,  compared  with  many  other  nations  of 
the  earth,  and  would  be  still  more  so,  if  they  knew  how  to 
economize  their  resources.  One  evil  is  however  on  the  in^* 
crease,  nor  was  it  wise  to  accustom  them  to  prefer  Eulropean 
articles  to  their  usual  food.  There  are  many  who  will  carry 
their  last  seal-skin,  which  they  want  for  clothing,  to  market, 
to  purchase  coffee,  sugar,  groats,  pease,  and  bread;  and  it  is 
well  that  they  cannot  obtain  any  strong  drink,  for  that  would 
soon  be  their  ruin.  But  the  directors  at  Copenhagen  ha?e 
wisely  prohibited  the  introduction  of  all  spirits*  Among  omr 
own  people,  we  endeavour  to  promote  a  prodett  use  of  all 
the  above>4iieBtioned  articles,  and  to  represent  the  necessity 
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^f  providing  themselves  with  tbeir  own  food,  and  not  to  lose 
tbeir  dexterity  in  acquiring  it. 

'*  In  autumn,  last  year,  Brother  Popp  aiM)  I  experienced 
a  particular  preservation  of  our  lives*  We  went  Out  in  the 
woman's  boat  to  cut  grass,  and,  on  our  return,  stopped  at  a 
place,  about  an  hour's  row  from  Lichtenfels,  to  complete  our 
cargo.  Here  we  succeeded  so  well,  that  we  might  have  got 
home  in  good  time,  if  a  strong  contrary  wind  from  the  north 
had  not  prevented  our  putting  off  immediately,  but  as  the  wind 
generally  fells  towards  evening,  and  most  of  the  party  were  of 
opinion  that  we  might  venture  to  set  out,  all  representations 
of  the  danger  of  so  doing  were  in  vain,  and  the  desire  to 
be  with  their  families  prevailed.  But  we  soon  found  reason 
sufficient  to  repent  of  our  rashness.  As  night  approached, 
instead  of  falling,  the  wind  rose  to  a  perfect  storm,  the  sea 
ran  mountains  high,  and  the  wild  waves  breaking  upon  the 
neighbouring  rocks,  afforded,  by  a  tremendous  and  foaming 
serf,  the  only  light  we  could  discover,  which,  however,  made 
our  dangerous  situation  the  more  frightful.  Gladly  would 
we  have  returned,  but  that  was  not  possible.  We  now  made 
several  attempts  to  find  protection,  by  putting  into  some  bay, 
but  as  they  were  all  choked  with  drift-ice,  whenever  we  ap- 
proached, the  boat  was  dashed  by  the  fury  of  the  waves 
against  the  loose  flakes  so  violently,  that  we  feared  every 
moment  it  would  be  cut  to  pieces.  We  therefore  could  da 
nothing,  but  keep  rowing  in  open  water,  and  cast  ourselves 
upon  the  mercy  of  a  compassionate  God,  Our  female  rowers 
had  lost  all  courage,  and  proposed  to  cease,  exclaiming  that 
their  feet  never  more  would  touch  dry  land ;  with  difficulty 
we  prevailed  upon  them  to  persevere,  exhorting  tbem  to  trust 
in  the  Lord.  Having  combated  for  seven  hours  the  fury 
and  resistance  of  the  wild  ocean,  we  at  length  succeeded  in 
gaining  some  smooth  water,  behind  a  prcnnontory,  where  we 
waited  till  it  grew  calmer,  and  arrived  about  sun-rise  at  our 
home*  AH  our  people  were  astonished  at  the  mercy  of  God 
in  saving  us  during  this  dreadfql  night,  spent  in  a  frail  skin-* 
boat,  aifiidst  such  waves  as  threatened  every  moment  to  over- 
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whelm  us.  I  cannot  Ray  that  I  despaired,  for  I  depended 
upon  Him,  who  has  noted  my  days  in  His  book,  and  He  com- 
forted my  heart;  but  I  felt  at  the  same  time,  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  maintain  confidence  in  God,  with  the  same  freedom, 
when  we  have  brought  distress  upon  ourselves  by  follow^* 
ing  our  own  devices. 

**  I  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  I  have  been  preserved 
in  health.  The  Lord  has  mercifully  heard  my  prayers,  and 
kept  me  in  communion  with  Himself. 

^'  I  have  not  yet  gained  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  lan- 
guage, to  serve  this  dear  people  according  to  my  heart's  de- 
sire, and  to  speak  to  them  of  all  the  blessings  derived  from 
the  atoning  sacrifice  of  Jesus.  The  difficulties  of  learning 
the  Greenland  language  are  great,  but  by  the  help  of  God,  I 
trust  they  may  be  overcome.  Brother  Eberle  will  write. 
Brother  Popp  and  his  wife  (a  daughter  of  our  venerable 
friend,  Gorke)  beg  to  be  Jcindly  remembered.  May  the  Lord 
bless  all  our  friends  and  benefactors  in  England  and  Scot- 
land, and  reward  them  for  their  kindness  to  us.  I  remain 
ever  your  affectionate  Brother,  j^„^  Koegei. 

N.  B.-^The  following  particulars  are  contained  in  other 

letters,  dated  in  the  former  part  of  June: A  long  but  mild 

winter,  without  snow,  succee4ed  the  dry  and  warm  sum- 
mer of  1827;  and,  at  the  time  the  letters  were  written,  the 
Missionaries  and  natives  had  been  free  from  serious  illness. 
Of  the  380  members  of  the  congregation  at  Newherrnhut,  181 
are  communicants.  The  death  of  Mr.  Platon,  of  Godhaab, 
who  was  an  esteemed  friend  of  the  Brethren,  was  a  great  loss 
to  the  Missionaries. 

The  congregation  at  Lichtenfels  consists  of  370  mem- 
bers. The  letters,  &c.  from  Lichtenau  and  Fredericksthal 
have  not  yet  come  to  hand. 


VARIOUS  ACCOUNTS. 

North  America. We  learn  from  Salem,  in  North  Caro- 
lina, that  a  Sunday-school  union  bad  been  formed.tbere,  for  the

taperintendance  of  tbe  neigbouring  Sonday-scbook,  of  wbicb 
there  is  ooe  in  tbe  settlement,  another  in  tbe  Ticinity;  one 
in  Friedlamd^  and  one  in  Fiuedburo,  for  Negro  children. 
The  last-mentioned  is  attended  by  140  scholars.  They  all 
proTe  of  great  bene6t,  both  to  adults  and  children. 

June  5t3rd,  Brother  Francis  Eder  reached  Salem,  after  a 
Toyage  of  68  days  from  Bremen  to  Baltimore*  He  will  for 
the  present  study  the  English  language,  till  he  meets  with  a 
fiiTourable  opportunity  to  proceed  to  the  country  of  the  Che- 
rokees.  The  Mission  among  this  people  proceeds  in  bless* 
ing.  Three  adults  and  one  child  were  baptized  at  Spring* 
PLAGE.  The  number  of  communicants  at  present  amounts 
to  21,  whose  conduct  is  in  general  worthy  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ. 

On  Easter  Sunday,  April  6th,  two  adults  were  baptized 
at  OocHOELOGT,  ouc  of  whom,  (a  son  of  the  Cherokee  chief. 
Brother  Abraham  Hicks)  was  one  of  the  first  scholars  of 
Brother  Wohlferthen.  They  are  both  promising  persons. 
There  were  abore  100  attentiTe  hearers  at  the  baptism.  Ano- 
ther baptism  was  to  take  place  at  Whitsuntide.  The  number 
of  <^onmiunicants  amounts  to  nine. 

Antigua. According  to  letters  fh>m  the  Brethren  New- 

by  and  Olufsen,  in  Antigua,  Brother  Schill  had  been  confin- 
ed to  his  bed  for  seren  weeks,  and  Brother  CHufted  bfmdelf  was 
unwell.  Brother  Schill  had  been  advised  by  the' physicians 
to  return  to  Europe.  Under  these  circumstances.  Brother 
and  Sister  Miihzer  intended  to  remove  to  St.  John's,  and  Bro- 
ther and  Sister  Simon  to  Cedarball.  Tbe  Missionaries  la^ 
mented  the  lukewarmnessof  the  youth,  but  were  more  encou- 
raged by  the  diligent  attendance  of  the  communicants  at  their 
meetings.  On  the  last  prayer-day,  42  persons  were  baptized 
or  received  into  the  congregation  on  the  five  stations;  and 
87  became  candidates  for  baptism. 

After  mature  deliberation,  the  Mission  Conference  has 
determined  on  an  extensive  repair  and  enlargement  of  tbe 
church  at  St.  John's,  which  has  long  been  found  too  small 
for  the  numerous  congregation  beionging  to  that  station. 
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The  expense  is  estimated  at  about  700/.  currency,  er  300/. 
sterliufz^. 

A  letter  from  Brother  Simon^  dated  Cedar  Hall,  October 
lOtb,  1828,  g^ves  the  followiag  interesting  information  rela* 
tive  to  the  education  of  the  N^^oes.  ^  Since  I  removed  to 
this  place,  we  have  begun  to  keep  school  twice  a  week,  on 
Sunday  morning  and  Tuesday  erening,  and  we  have  the  plea* 
•ure  to  see  that  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  rests  upon  our  en* 
deavours.  At  present,  between  two  and  three  hundred  chil* 
dren  attend,  and  in  general  shew  great  eagerness  to  receive 
instruction;  many  of  them  will  not  be  prevented  from  com^ 
ing  to  Cedar  Hall  by  the  severest  weather  and  the  darkest 
fBvening.  It  is  right  to  add,  that  the  greatest  encouragement 
is  afforded  us  by  the  managers  of  the  neighbouring  estates  i 
on  some  plantations  the  children  are  called  over  by  name  on 
the  Sunday  morning,  and  then  sent  to  school  under  the  care 
of  one  of  our  assistants.  We  are,  however,  sadly  at  a  loss 
for  elementary  lessons  and  school-books,  particularly  Part  I. 
of  the  Union  Spelling  Book,  and  Lessons,  to  be  pasted  on 
pieces  of  board — a  supply  of  these  would  greatly  oblige  us. 
We  have  much  reason  to  thank  our  Saviour  for  blessing  our 
feeble  labours  in  this  congregation;  and  the  more  serious 
we  feel  the  respimsibility  connected  with  the  charge  of  so 
many  precious  souls,  and  the  greater  our  insufficiency,  the 
more  fervently  do  we  commend  ourselves  to  His  grace  and 
support." 

Jamaica. The  latest  accounts  from  this  island  state^ 

that  the  church  at  IrwinJiill  had  been  solemnly  opened 
for  divine  worship.  At  New  Carmel,  various  binderances 
had  occurred  to  prevent  the  completion  of  the  buildings 
which  have  been  for  some  time  in  course  of  erection.  The 
church  is  however  in  a  state  of  great  forwardness. 

OnFebruaryTth,  Brother  Pfeiffer,ofNew  Eden,  commenc-i 
ed  a  school  with  seven  children,  in  presence  of  their  parents, 
with  prayer  and  the  singing  of  a  hymn.  It  continues  to 
increase  in  numbers.  He  regularly  visits  the  neighbouring 
plantations. 
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BAiiBADOEs«-.The  Brethren  BniDner  and  Taylor  write, 
that  since  Brother  HiiflTers  visil,  the  church  and  dwelling- 
house  in  Mount  Tabor  had  been  thoroughly  repaired,  so  that 
the  former  could  now  be  used,  and  is  regularly  attended  by 
56  negroes  from  Hay  nesfield,  and  22  from  the  nearest  planta- 
tions ;  God's  blessing  rests  upon  the  proclamation  of  the  Gos- 
pel. .  In  consequence  of  want  of  rain,  there  was  a  great  scar- 
<;]ty  of  water  at  Sharon.  The  Government  order  respecting 
the  Sunday*markets,  had  not  hitherto  been  followed  by  the 
beneficial  consequences  which  had  been  expected,  in  re* 
gard  to  the  attendance  at  Church;  and  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Sharon,  disheartening  events  were  not  wanting: 
there  is,  however,  at  the  same  time,  ground  for  encourage- 
ment ;  a  baptism  of  16  adults  took  place  on  March  19th,  when 
32  were  also  admitted  as  candidates  for  baptism. 

A  letter  from  Brother  Brunner,  dated  Sharon,  Septem- 
ber 11th,  contains  the  following  additional  particulars,  re- 
lative to  the  progress  of  the  Mission  in  this  island.  On  the 
prayer-day  of  the  24tb  August,  17  adults  were  baptized, 
amidst  a  blessed  perception  of  the  presence  of  Jesus;  and 
nine  persons  added  to  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism. 
At  Mount  Tabor,  on  the  same  day,  two  adults  were  received 
into  the  congregation,  and  five  admitted  candidates  for  bap- 
tism or  reception.  The  addition  to  the  Missionary  premises 
at  Sharon  has  been  completed.  It  contains  a  bed-chamber, 
20  feet  by  9,  and  a  hall,  21  feet  by  20,  the  latter  designed  for 
a  school-room.  If  needful,  the  partition  which  separates  the 
two  apartments  may  be  removed  at  some  future  time,  and 
the  whole  used  as  a  school-house.  The  Missionaries  conti- 
nue to  exert  their  best  endeavours  for  the  education  of  the 
negroes  and  their  children,  but  have  to  encounter  not  a  few 
diificulties  in  the  prosecution  of  their  labours.  Many  of  the 
scholars  seem  for  a  time  to  make  good  progress,  but  for  want 
of  suitable  encouragement  from  their  parents  or  relations, 
they  too  often  become  careless,  or  even  absent  themselves  al- 
together. At  Mount  Tabor,  on  the  other  hand,  the  case  is 
very  different ;  there  the  school  continues  in  a  flourishing 
state,  and  affords  an  encouraging  prospect  of  future  gt>od.

Besides  the  negroes  who  attend  from  Haynes6eld,  seyerali 
jboth  adults  and  children,  come  regularly  from  the  neigh- 
bouring estate  of  Basy-hall,  and  shew  great  desire  for  in- 
struction.    Among  the  adult  negroes,   Brother  Taylor  ear- 
nestly desires  to  see  more  hunger  after  the  bread  of  life. 

The  Missionaries  in  Barbadoes  express  their  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments for  a  liberal  grant  of  60  Bibles  and  60  Tes*- 
taments,  from  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society;  in  the 
disposal  of  which  they  attend  as  much  as  possible  to  the 
wishes  of  the  Committee.  Some  are  sold  at  a  low  price,  and 
some  given  gratis  to  such  as  are  too  poor  to  buy,  but  who 
have  learnt  to  read,  and  attend  the  Sunday  and  evening 
schools. 

Surinam. According  to  a  letter  from  Brother  Genth, 

dated  Paramaribo,  July  29tb,  a  Society  had  been  formed  in 
that  town,  for  the  propagation  of  Christianity  among  the  Hea- 
then population  of  the  colony,  both  slaves  and  free  negroes, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Bre* 
thren*8  Church.  This  undertaking,  to  which  the  Govern- 
ment has  given  its  sanction,  was  made  publicly  known,  by  an 
advertisement  in  the  Surinam  newspaper  of  July  22nd.  The 
consecration  of  the  new  church  took  place  on  the  21st  ult., 
and  the  numerous  attendance  at  all  the  services,  by  which 
the  occasion  was  solemnized,  proved  the  general  interest 
which  the  inhabitants  of  all  ranks  feel  in  the  prosperity  of 
the  Mission.  Among  the  many  thousands  who  were  pre- 
sent, were  most  of  the  superior  officers  of  Government.  The 
Negro  congregation  joined  our  Brethren  in  heartfelt  thanks- 
giving to  the  Lord,  for  the  blessing  which  has  rested  on 
the  preaching  of  His  saving  Gospel,  and  the  administration 
of  His  Holy  Sacraments  m  the  place  hitherto  dedicated  to 
His  worsliip,  and  besought  Him  to  vouchsafe  to  His  people, 
whenever  assembled  in  this  new  house  of  prayer,  similar  to- 
kens of  His  goodness  and  favour.  The  Missionary  family  con- 
tinued to  enjoy  good  health.

Memoir  of  Brother  Gforge  Schmtdtman,  vptaards  of  40 
y^ars  a  Missionary  among  the  Esquimaux,  on  the  Coast 
of  Labrador^  who  departed  this  lifeatHAUX^  on  the  6th  of 
July,  1824. 

[Extracted  from  his  own  manuscript.] 
'<!  WAS  born  on  tbe  25tb  of  March,  1748,  id  tbe  island 
of  Alsen,  in  tbe  Duchy  of  Sleswiek,  where  my  father  poB- 
sessed  a  small  estate.  I  enjoyed  from  my  early  years  an  af« 
fectionate  and  careful  edncation*  My  mother,  in  particular, 
who  was  a  true  follower  of  Jesus,  endeavoured  to  make  me 
acquainted  with  tbe  Saviour,  and  with  His  love  to  sinners,  and 
the  impression  which  her  maternal  exhortations  made  iipon  my 
mind,  even  in  childhood,  were  never  afterwards  entirely  obli« 
terated.  When  I  grew  older,  she  took  me  frequently  with 
her  to  hear  the  discourses  of  a  minister,  whose  parish  was 
nearly  five  English  miles  distant  from  my  birth-place,  and 
who  preached  Jesus  Christ  the  crucified,  with  zeal,  and  from 
the  experience  of  his  own  heart,  I  felt  a  peculiar  love  for 
this  man  of  God,  and  derived  real  benefit  from  his  impressive 
sermons.  The  natural  corruption  of  my  nature,  however, 
seemed  now  to  awake  within  me:  I  resisted  for  a  time,  in 
my  own  strength,  but  the  power  of  sin  proved  victorious, 
and  threatened  entirely  to  choke  the  good  seed  of  tbe  di- 
vine word*  In  my  fourteenth  year,  I  was  admitted,  with 
several  companions  of  my  own  age,  to  the  instruction  usual 
in  the  Lutheran  Church,  previous  to  confirmation.  On  this 
occasion  I  was  very  attentive  to  all  that  the  minister  said, 
and  thereby  drew  his  attention  towards  myself.  When  be 
examined  us  for  the  last  time,  he  expressed  to  me  bis  con- 
viction, that  I  was  well  acquainted  with  the  way  of  sal- 
vation, adding,  at  the  same  time,  our  Saviour's  declaration, 
*  That  servant  that  knoweth  his  Lord*s  wiU,  and  doeth  it 
not,  shall  be  beaten  with  many  stripes.'  This  affected  me 
deeply.  1  turned  to  our  Saviour  with«  tears,  besought  Him 
to  lead  me  in  the  right  way,  and  preserve  me  in  it  by 
His  grace.  At  my  confirmation,  when  I  was  called  upon 
solemnly  to  renew  my  baptismal  covenant  in  tbe  presence  of 
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the  congfregfation  assembled,  my  inmost  soul  was  melted 
within  me.  The  remark  with  which  the  minister  conclud- 
ed the  service,  made,  in  particular,  a  deep  impression  on  my 
mind;  he  reminded  us,  thaf,  however  useful  it  might  be  to 
have  a  correct  understanding  of  the  doctrines  of  salvation, 
the  one  thing  needful  consisted,  and  ever  would  consist,  in 
the  knowledge  and  love  of  Jesus,  who  for  our  sins  was  cruci« 
fied.  When,  a  few  days  after,  I  approached  tor  the  first  time 
to  the  table  of  our  Lord,  my  soul  was  filled  with  the  peace  of 
God,  and  with  a  degree  of  heavenly  bliss,  which  no  words 
can  describe.  I  felt  like  one  born  again,  and  powerfully 
strengthened  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  vow  which  I  again 
made,  to  remain  faithful  to  my  baptismal  covenant,  and  to  sur- 
render myself,  with  body  and  soul,  to  that  Saviour,  in  whose 
communion  I  experienced  such  unspeakable  happiness. 

*'  Too  soon  however  was  I  convinced  that  I  was  unable, 
in  my  own  strength,  to  live  according  to  my  well-meant  resolu- 
tions. I  formed  unprofitable  connections  with  youths  of  my 
own  age,  and  entered  with  them  into  various  light  and  even 
hurtful  amusements.  This  season  of  forgetfuluessdid  not  in- 
deed last  long.  A  warning  voice  within  reproached  me  for  the 
transgression  of  my  solemn  engagements,  and  left  me  no  rest 
until  1  had  relinqui^^hcd  my  evil  practices.  On  this  occasion 
my  mother  renewed  her  kind  ofiices  as  my  spiritual  instructor, 
directed  me  as  a  penitent  sinner  to  Jesus,  and  encouraged 
me  to  seek  from  Him  alone,  the  needful  strength  to  oppose 
my  inbred  corruption.  Yet  I  had  still  to  learn  that  blessed 
truth,  that  a  sinner  may  present  himself  before  his  compas- 
sionate Redeemer,  just  as  he  is,  with  all  his  wants  and  weak- 
nesses, and  may  receive  from  Him  all  the  power  that  he  needs 
for  a  godly  life  and  conversation,  as  a  gift  of  mere  grace.  I 
endeavoured  meanwhile  to  make  amends  for  my  deviations,  by 
earnest  prayers  and  anxious  striving.  Nevertheless,  even  at 
this  time,  the  Spirit  of  God  continued  His  work  of  grace  on 
my  heart,  enabling  me  to  see  in  His  light,  that  the  world  lieth 
in  the  wicked  one,  and  that  if  I  would  ensure  the  salvation  of 
my  soul,  I  must  separate  myself  from  evil-doers,  and  firom  all 
those  who  would  lead  me  astray  from  the  right  path.    For 
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dome  time  I  led  a  retired  and  orderly  life,  and  enjoyed  ma*, 
ny  spiritual  blessings  at  tbe  band  oftbe  Lord*  One  circum- 
stance,  whicb  occurred  to  me  during  this  season  of  my  youtb^ 
made  a  very  lively  impression  upon  my  mind,  and  bas  since 
been  often  remembered  by  me.  I  was  digging  in  a  corn* 
field,  and  turned  up  by  accident  a  grain  wbich  was  already 
preparing  to  sprout.  Thus,  thought  I,  should  my  heart  also 
be  prepared  to  grow  in  every  thing  that  is  good,  and  to  bring 
forth  fruit  to  the  praise  of  my  Saviour.  Yet  notwithstanding 
all  these  good  impressions,  and  many  spiritual  enjoyments,  I 
was  disheartened  v/hen  I  found,  that  my  best  endeavours  fail- 
ed to  procure  for  me  that  victory  over  the  world  and  sin, 
which  I  was  anxious  to  obtain.  After  a  long  and  fruitless 
struggle,  I  gave  up  all  hope  of  becoming  truly  converted,  and 
formed  the  foolish  resolution  to  defer  the  further  considera- 
tion of  this  subject,  till  the  period  of  my  departure  from  this 
world  should  be  nearer  at  band.  With  shame,  I  must  also 
confess,  that  henceforward  I  gradually  declined  from  the 
path  of  righteousness,  and  gave  way  to  the  evil  inclinations 
of  my  own  heart. 

**  About  this  time,  I  lost  my  father,  who  died  in  con* 
sequence  of  a  hurt  received  by  tlie  fall  of  a  large  tree.  T6 
this  domestic  misfortune  succeeded  others  of  a  different  kind, 
by  which  our  family  property  was  so  far  reduced,  that  my 
mother  found  herself  unable  to  defray  the  expenses  of  my 
apprenticeship  in  a  respectable  line  of  business.  My  choice 
was  now  fixed  upon  a  sea-faring  life,  upon  which,  however, 
I  delayed  to  enter,  for  some  years,  in  compliance  with  tbe 
earnest  entreaties  of  my  mother.  The  labour  of  the  field, 
in  which  I  had  been  hitherto  engaged,  pniving  at  length 
too  severe  for  my  constitution,  1  was  permitted  to  engage 
with  the  captain  of  a  vessel,  a  member  of  the  Brethren's 
Church,  with  whom  I  made  several  voyages  from  Sonder* 
burg  to  the  coast  of  Norway.  This  worthy  man  would  wil- 
lingly bave  retained  me  in  his  service,  and  promised  to  af- 
ford me  every  assistance  in  his  power,  but  as  I  found  myself 
exposed  to  the  ridicule  of  his  crew,  whicb  my  pride  would 
not  allow  me  to  endure  patiently,  I  determined  to  leave  bim. 
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and  to  fifo  to  Holland^  where  I  should  be  quite  unknown.  At 
Amsterdam  I  did  not  succeed  in  meeting  with  an  employ- 
ment suited  to  my  wishes,  and  was  on  the  very  point  of  en- 
gaging myself  to  the  East  India  Company  for  a  service  of  se* 
vep  years.  When  I  found,  however,  that  the  directors  would 
not  give  me  as  high  wages  as  were  received  by  others^  I 
threw  up  this  project  also.  How  often  in  the  sequel  have 
I  thanked  God,  that  He  preserved  me  from  taking  so  danger- 
ous a  step. 

"  In  the  year  1768,  I  made  a  voyage  to  the  island  of 
St.  Thomas.  It  happened,  that,  on  board  the  same  ship, 
were  the  Brethren  Hauser  and  Till,  going  as  Missionaries 
from  Herrnhut,  to  the  negroes  in  that  island.  I  felt  a  se- 
cret affection  for  them,  but  did  not  make  myself  known  to 
them,  because  my  plans  would  not  have  coincided  with  their 
views.  During  our  detention  of  seven  months  at  St.  Thomas, 
I  determined  one  Sunday  to  visit  the  Brethren  at  New  Herrn- 
hut, but  was  diverted  from  my  purpose,  after  I  had  pro- 
ceeded half  way,  by  the  extreme  heat  of  the  weather.  Short- 
ly after,  I  had  a  narrow  escape  of  my  life,  which  brought  me 
to  serious  reflection ;  the  warning  exhortations  of  my  mother 
were  now  forcibly  brought  to  my  remembrance,  and  I  felt  con- 
demned in  my  conscience  for  having  so  long  resisted  the  gra- 
cious leading  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  I  sought  a  solitary  place, 
and  promised  the  Lord  with  many  tears,  that  if  He  would 
bring  me  safe  to  my  native  country,  I  would  attend  more  se- 
riously to  the  concerns  of  my  soul.  Meanwhile  an  infectious 
fever  broke  out  in  the  island;  I  was  among  the  number  of 
those  attacked  by  it,  and  lay  for  nearly  seven  weeks,  in  a  state 
of  extreme  sufiering  and  helplessness.  Not  without  deep 
compunction  can  I  now  think  of  the  fact,  that  during  this 
whole  period,  I  continued  perfectly  regardless  about  the  sal- 
vation of  my  soul,  although  death  stared  me  in  the  face.  Yet 
the  mercy  of  the  Lord  still  followed  me;  I  recovered  com- 
pletely, which  none  of  my  comrades  did,  though  their  num- 
ber amounted  at  one  time  to  half  the  ship's  crew. 

*'  Having  returned  in  itofety,  I  still  felt  no  inclination 
to  remain  at  home,  but  wished  again  to  go  to  sea,  to  enlarge 
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the  knowledge  of  nayigation  which  I  had  acquired  on  my 
former  voyage,  through  the  kind  instruction  of  a  friend.    I 
therefore  determined,  in  my  twenty-second  year,  to  learn 
the  art  of  ship-building,  intending  to  support  myself  by 
il,  in  the  course  of  my  future  voyages.      About  this  time, 
several  discourses  which  I  heard  made  a  deep  impression 
upon  me.      The  one  pointedly  referred  to  those  promis- 
es which  men  are  accustomed  to  make  of  reformation  and 
conversion,  in  seasons  of  difficulty  and  peril.    Another,  set 
forth  Jesus  as  appointed  for  the  fall  and  rising  again  of  many 
in  Israel,  and  caused  me  to  cry  earnestly  unto  Him,  to  have 
mercy  upon  me,  and  raise  me  from  the  depth  of  my  corrup- 
tion and  misery.     Nevertheless,  the  natural  levity  of  my  mind 
proved  stronger  than  even  these  convictions  and  the  good 
resolutions  to  which  they  gave  rise,  and  threatened  to  bring 
me  among  the  number  of  those  who  walk  heedlessly  on  the 
broad  road  that  leadeth  to  destruction.    A  season  of  deep  and 
anxious  reflection  was  however  again  afforded  me;  I  saw  my 
danger,  and  despairing  of  every  other  aid,  cast  myself  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus,  and  implored  His  pardon  and  mercy,  with  a  bro- 
ken and  contrite  heart.    My  Saviour  heard  me  graciously, 
and  in  an  hour  which  I  shall  never  forget,  revealed  Himself^ 
to  my  heart  in  love  and  mercy;  I  beheld  Him  by  the  eye  of 
faith,  extended  upon  the  cross  for  my  transgressions,   and 
heard  Him  address  to  me  that  word  of  comfort,  ^  Thou  sbalt 
live.*'    Words  are  not  able  to  express  the  joy  which  now 
filled  my  soul,  and  which  prevented  sleep  from  visiting  my 
eye-lids  during  the  whole  of  that  happy  night.     There  was 
now  an  end  of  my  habitual  thoughtlessnes,  and  hankering 
after  the  world,  for  1  had  found  the  pearl  of  great  price,  and 
the  desire  of  my  heart  was  henceforth  to  live  in  the  closest 
communion  with  my  heavenly  Friend. 

**  Yet,  notwithstanding  the  grace  received,  and  the  ma- 
ny proofs  of  the  Lojrd's  goodness,  and  His  providential  care 
of  me,  which  I  experienced,  I  had  still  to  learn  the  neces- 
sity of  looking  to  Him  for  every  thing,  and  ceasing  entire-^ 
ly  from  man.  My  mother,  observing  that  I  was  no  longer 
so  cheerful  as  formerly,  encouraged  me  to  attend  the  meet- 
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iDg8  of  the  Brethren's  Society,  some  members  of  which  reside 
ed  in  our  parish.  The  first  discourse  that  I  heard  was  on 
the  subject  of  our  Saviour's  agony  in  the  garden,  and  it  prov- 
ed a  healing  balm  to  my  wounded  spirit.  1  soon  felt  truly 
united  with  this  little  flock  of  Christ,  and  it  seemed  to  me  as 
if  I  was  transported  into  a  new  world*  I  now  ventured  to 
approach  the  mercy-seat  with  boldness,  just  as*  I  was,  and 
did  no|  fail  to  experiepce  the  renewed  assurance  of  the  for- 
giveness of  my  sins,  through  the  meritorious  sacrifice  of 
Jesus.  For  a  considerable  time  I  frequented  the  Brethren's 
meetings  with  real  blessing;  but  finding  that  it  exposed 
me  to  contempt  on  the  part  of  the  world,  I  began  gpradu- 
ally  to  withdraw  myself  from  their  society.  Thereby  my 
peace  of  mind  received,  as  might  have  been  expected,  a 
severe  shock.  I  grew  uneasy  and  distressed,  nor  did  I  en- 
joy a  moment's  real  happiness  until  I  had  cast  myself  at  the 
feet  of  my  Saviour,  and  implored  His  pardon  for  having  pre- 
ferred the  worthless  honour  of  men  to  the  glorious  reproach 
of  Christ.  All  doubts  and  fears  now  vanished,  the  peace  of 
God  again  filled  my  soul,  and  I  was  enabled,  in  the  strength 
of  the  Lord,  to  form  this  blessed  determination,  '^  Let  the 
world  despise  me,  and  treat  me  as  it  may,  1  will  cleave  to 
Christ  alone,  and  follow  Him  whithersoever  He  goeth." 

"  At  this  period  the  Brethren  were  engaged  in  estab- 
lishing the  settlement  of  Christiansfeld,  to  which  I  paid  an 
agreeable  visit  with  Brother  Matthew  Wied*.  I  felt  imme- 
diately a  strong  impression,  that  this  was  the  place  to  which 
I  should  retire,  in  order  to  be  preserved  from  the  temptations 
of  the  world,  and  I  therefore  made  application  to  be  receiv- 
ed a  member  of  the  Brethren's  Church.  .The  Brethren,  how« 
ever,  advised  me  to  return  home  for  the  present,  and  if  my  de- 
tire  to  join  their  communion  should  continue,  to  repeat  my  ap- 
plication on  some  future  day.  1  returned  home  with  a  troubled 
heart,  and  a  short  time  after  made  a  written  application  to  the 
tame  effect.    As  the  answer  which  I  so  anxiously  awaited,  did

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not  soon  arrive^  1  became  impatient,  and  set  out  forChristian« 
feld,  entreating  the  Lord  that  He  would  Himself  remove  the 
difficulties  which  seemed  to  stand  in  my  way.  The  text  of  the 
day  on  which  I  quitted  my  home  and  worldly  connexions,  ex« 
pressed  the  inmost  feelings  of  my  heart:  *^  I  would  rather  be 
a  door-keeper  in  the  house  of  my  God^  them  dwell  in  the  tents 
of  wickednessJ^    On  the  1st  of  March,  1774,  I  arrived  in 
Christiansfeld,  and  on  the  20th,  received,  to  my  great  joy^ 
the  desired  permission  to  become  an  inhabitant  of  the  place. 
On  my  reception  into  the  congregation,  on  the  24th  of  June, 
of  the  same  year,  I  surrendered  myself  to  Jesus  as  His  entire 
and  eternal  property.     A  peculiar  spirit  of  grace  prevailed 
at  that  period  in  the  congregation,  in  the  blessed  eflects  of 
which  1  had  my  full  share.    Though  I  had  still  many  a 
painful   experience   to  make  of  the  utter   helplessness   of 
my  fallen   nature,  I  never  henceforward  lost  my  confidence 
towards  that  Saviour  who  had  done  so  much  for  me,   and 
whom  I  learned  to  know  as  my  All  in  all.     In  July,  1775,  I 
attained  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Communion.      My 
heart  was  anew  inflamed  with  love  to  Him,  who  had  loved  me 
even  unto  death,  and  I  felt  a  desire  arise  within  me  to  make 
known  unto  others  the  wonders  of  redeeming  grace.    The 
calling  of  a  Missionary  was  that  which  first  suggested  itself 
to  my  mind,  but  though  I  had  very  imperfect  ideas  of  the  re- 
quirements for  such  an  office,  one  thing  I  knew,  that  whoever 
would  undertake  it,  should  be  prepared  even  to  lay  down  his 
life  for  the  sake  of  his  master.     This  consideration,  added  to 
a  sense  of  my  unworthiness  and  many  deficiencies,  for  a  time 
deterred  me  from  making  known  an  impulse  which  I  could 
not  but  view  as  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit.     At  length, 
however,  my  conviction  on  the  subject  became  so  strong,  that 
I  could  not  refrain  from  making  my  wishes  known  to  the  El- 
ders' Conference  of  the  Unity.     Having  done  this,  my  mind 
felt  at  ease,  and  I  could  await  with  patience  the  gracious  di- 
rection of  my  Lord  and  Saviour. 

"  In  the  year  1781,  1  received  a  call  to  the  service  of  the 
Miss*ou  in  Labrador,  which  I  accepted  in  humble  and  child- 
like  reliance  on  the  help  of  the  Lord,  entreating  Him  to  reh- 
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fkr  iiie»  by  His  grace,  a  vessel  fitted  fbr  His  service.  I  left 
Cbristiansfeldy  where  I  had  enjoyed  so  many  temporal  and 
spiritual  blessings,  on  the  25th  of  March,  my  birth-day,  and 
in  August,  the  same  year,  arrived  safe  in  Labrador. 

**  Here  I  had  the  pleasure  to  assist  in  the  preparations 
which  were  already  in  progress  for  the  building  of  a  third 
settlement  at  Hopedale;  to  which  place  I  accompanied  Bro- 
ther Lister  the  winter  following.  During  the  year  1782, 
we  were  busily  engaged  in  erecting  the  frame-work  of  the 
dwelling-house  and  church  at  Nain.  Although  this  employ- 
ment was  one  of  great  labour,  and  attended  with  many  hard- 
ships, it  afforded  mc  particular  delight;  and  this  was  renew- 
ed, when,  on  our  arrival  on  the  22nd  of  September,  at  the  place 
now  called  Hopedale,  we  were  received  in  the  most  friend- 
ly manner  by  the  Esquimaux.  In  the  year  1783,  I  returned 
to  Nain.  My  principal  object  was  now  the  acquisition  of  the' 
Esquimaux  language,  a  task,  which  in  my  thirty-fourth  year 
seemed  next  to  impossible.  The  Brethren  at  that  time  pos- 
sessed very  few  written  documents  for  the  help  of  the  learn- 
er, and  even  these  few  were  so  much  mixed  with  Greenland 
words,  as  to  be  scarcely  intelligible  to  the  Esquimaux. 
By  dint  of  great  labour,  and  continued  and  minute  inquiry, 
we  at  length  succeeded  in  compiling  a  tolerably  complete 
vocabulary,  and  when  we  subsequently  received  the  Green- 
land grammar  of  Brother  Koenigseer*,  new  light  seemed  to 
break  in  upon  me,  as  I  became  hereby  better  acquainted 
with  the  grammatical  rules  of  the  language.  Having  studied 
this  useful  work  for  some  time,  I  ventured,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  some  Esquimaux,  to  translate  it  into  the  dialect  of 
Labrador,  the  acquisition  of  which  was  by  this  means  greatly 
facilitated. 

•  Cliristoplier  Michael  Koeiiigseer  was  superintendent  of  the  Green- 
land Mission  from  1773  to  1786.  Being  a  man  of  learning  and  indefatiga- 
ble industry,  he  applied  himself  with  great  success  to  the  study  of  the  lan- 
guage, corrected  and  enlarged  the  grammar  and  vocabulary  in  use,  and 
made  various  useful  translations.  The  language  of  Labrador  and  that  of 
Greenland  are  dialects  of  the  same  original  tongue,  called  Karalit  by  the 
natives  of  both  countries. 
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^  In  the  year  1786»  I  was  joiaed  in  holy  mntrimony  wicb 
the  single  Sister,  Anna  Rosina  Staude.  Our  union  was  how- 
ever of  short  duration,  my  dear  wife  being  taken  from  me  in 
the  following  year,  by  occasion  of  the  birth  of  twins,  only 
one  of  which  survived.  How  deeply  I  felt  this  painful  sepa- 
ration, is  best  known  to  my  faithful  Saviour.  He  alone  could 
comfort  me  over  my  loss,  which  was  the  more  severe  from  the 
circumstance  of  my  being  left  in  a  desert  land,  with  a  mo- 
therless infant,  almost  entirely  destitute  of  wholesome  nou* 
rishment.  Through  the  kind  assistance  of  the  two  European 
Sisters,  then  residing  at  Nain,  the  child  was,  however,  pre- 
served to  me  for  four  months^  when  it  pleased  the  Lord  to 
take  it  to  Himself. 

**  In  the  year  1791, 1  visited  Europe,  and  enjoyed  many 
tokens  of  brotherly  love,  from  the  members  of  our  German 
congregations,  and  from  those  of  Christiansfefd  in  particufar. 
The  year  following,  I  entered  a  second  time  into  the  marriage 
state,  with  Sister  Catherine  Evens,  with  whom  I  returned,  in 
the  course  of  the  summer,  to  the  service  of  my  dear  Esqui- 
maun.  Our  marriage  was  blessed  with  a  son,  called  Chris- 
tian Frederic,  who,  at  the  age  of  four  years,  was  sent  to  Eu- 
rope for  education,  but  whom  it  was  the  Lord*s  will  that  we 
should  see  no  more  in  this  world,  having  been  called  into  a 
blessed  eternity  in  the  twenty-second  year  of  his  age,  while 
serving  as  a  teacher  in  the  school  at  Christiansfeld. 

♦*  Of  the  many  preservations  of  my  life  which  I  have  expe- 
rienced during  my  long  abode  in  this  country,  I  will  only  re- 
late one.  On  a  journey  from  Okkak  to  Nain,  it  happened 
that  I  had  occasion  to  walk  before  the  sledge,  in  a  pair  of 
snow-shoes,  when  suddenly,  in  passing  over  a  torrent  but 
partially  frozen,  and  concealed  from  view  by  a  mass  of 
snow,  I  broke  in ;  providentially  the  ice  proved  sufficiently 
strong  to  support  me,  as  I  rested  with  out-sti-etched  arms  up- 
on it,  ttntil  I  could  be  drawn  out  by  means  of  the  long  driv- 
ing-whip. The  remainder  of  the  journey  to  Nain,  which  last- 
ed several  hours,  I  was,  of  course,  obliged  to  perform  in  my 
wet  clothes,  and  should  probably  have  been  frozen  to  death, 
bad  not  my  companions  kept  moving  me  backwards  and  for- 
wturdt  the  whole  way. 
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^*  In  the  year  1793,  1  was  ordained  a  deacon  of  the 
Brethren's  Church,  and  appointed  to  the  spiritual  charge 
of  the  Esquimaux  congregation  at  Nain.  Its  state  was 
at  that  time  most  discouraging.  Although  several  were 
baptized,  and  even  a  small  number  had  attained  to  the  en- 
joyment of  the  Holy  Communion,  there  prevailed  among 
them  a.  lamentable  degree  of  hypocrisy  and  dissimulation. 
This  caused  us  great  distress  and  perplexity,  until  it  pleas- 
ed the  Lord,  in  the  years  1804  and  1805,  to  effect  a  ge- 
neral awakening  at  all  the  three  places.  During  my  resi- 
dence at  Hopedale,  in  the  year  1800,  the  Heathen  who  lived 
at  Arvertok,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  settlement^  were 
not  a  little  affrighted  by  the  appearance  of  a  singular  atmos- 
pheric phenomenon,  the  stars  appearing  to  them  to  move, 
and  6ery  rays  to  dart  from  every  side  across  the  heavens. 
Filled  with  terror  and  anxiety,  they  hastened  to  us,  and  de- 
clared, that  they  were  now  determined  to  turn  from  their  evil 
ways.  We  joyfully  availed  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  to  di- 
rect them  to  Jesus,  the  Saviour  of  all  lost  sinners;  but  though 
a  temporary  impression  was  made,  it  was  not  till  the  years 
above-mentioned  that  a  real  awakening  took  place.  At  that 
time,  I  resided  at  Okkak,  where  tlie  news  of  the  grace  which 
had  been  shewn  to  their  Brethren  at  Nain  and  Hopedale,  pro- 
duced the  most  blessed  effects  in  the  hearts  of  the  Esquimaux. 
Now  it  became  easy  to  preach  to  them  of  the  atonement  of 
Jesus,  and  to  set  forth  His  merits,  for  the  Lord  Himself  had 
opened  both  hearts  and  ears.  They  were  never  weary  of 
listening  to  the  sweet  doctrine  of  the  Cross,  and  the  lips  and 
hearts  of  their  teachers  overflowed  with  thankfulness  for  all 
the  wonders  of  Divine  grace  which  they  were  favoured  to 
witness. 

**  Never  shall  I  forget  this  season  of  refreshment  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord;  we  had  long  sown  in  tears, 
and  were  now  permitted  to  reap  in  joy.  For  this  mercy 
1  shall  praise  my  Lord  and  Saviour  throughout  eternity. 
The  sound  of  the  saving  Gospel  spread  farther  and  farther, 
even  to  the  most  northerly  habitations  of  the  Esquimaux. 
For  this  purpose,  the  Lord  was  pleased  principally  to  make 
use  of  a  man,  who  was  considered  as  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the 
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nation^  and  who  bad  truly  found  grace  and  forgiveneto  of 
sins  in  the  blood  of  Jesus.  This  Brother  permitted  no  op- 
portunity to  escape  him  of  proclaiming  the  love  of  Jesus  to 
his  countrymen,  who  came  to  Okkak  for  purposes  of  trade; 
and  bis  answers  to  the  remarks  and  objections  made  by 
his  hearers  were  so  comprehensive  and  powerful,  that 
It  was  evident  they  were  accompanied  by  the  demonstra- 
tion of  the  Spirit.  Among  the  results  of  his  extraordina- 
ry testimony,  may  be  mentioned  the  removal  to  Okkak  of  fif- 
teen families  of  heathen,  in  the  summer  of  1808,  the  majority 
of  whom  were  gradually  admitted  as  members  of  the  fold  of 
Christ.  From  this  time  forward,  the  work  of  the  Lord  among 
the  Esquimaux  has  proceeded  with  evident  blessing,  amidst 
many  difficulties  and  imperfections. 

"When  I  look  back  upon  the  period  of  forty  years, 
during  which  I  have  been  favoured  to  serve  in  the  Mb* 
sion  on  the  coast  of  Labrador,  and  consider,  that  having 
reached  my  seventy-third  year,  and  suffered  for  nearly  eigh- 
teen months,  from  the  effects  of  an  apoplectic  seizure,  I  can- 
not be  far  from  the  verge  of  the  grave.  Oh,  how  manifold 
are  the  mistakes  and  the  transgressions  of  which  I  have  to  ac- 
cuse myself!  How  deficient  have  I  been  in  love  to  Jesus,  and 
to  my  Brethren  and  Sisters;  how  far  am  I  still  from  being 
such  a  servant,  as  through  His  grace  I  might  have  become, 
bad  I  always  listened  to  the  voice  of  His  good  Spirit.  Under 
a  trembling  sense  of  my  great  deficiency,  I  sink  in  the  dust^ 
at  the  feet  of  my  Redeemer,  and  exclaim  with  a  contrite  heart, 
•*  Enter  not,  O  Lord,  into  judgment  with  thy  servant;  blot 
out  all  ray  transgressions  in  thine  own  most  precious  blood; 
assure  me  of  thy  pardoning  mercy;  that  when  the  hour  of 
my  departure  shall  arrive,  I  may  be  prepared  to  pass  over 
into  thy  arras  of  love,  and  to  receive,  though  unworthy,  a 
place  in  /thy  heavenly  and  everlasting  kingdom." 

The  following  testimony  is  added  on  the  part  of  hb  fel- 
low-labotirers. 

**  Our  late  Brother  served  the  Mission  in  Labradm*,  with 
diligence  and  faithfulness  for  nearly  forty-three  years.  The 
everlasting  welfare  of  the  Esquinoraux  was,  at  all  times,  the 
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object  nearest  to  his  heart,  and  to  promote  it  be  cheerfully 
and  zealoasly  laboured.  His  knowledge  of  the  Esquimaux 
language,  and  his  skill  as  a  translator,  enabled  him  to  render 
important  services  in  preparing  a  correct  version  of  the  New 
Testament,  as  well  as  of  several  other  parts  of  Scripture,  &c. 
'*  Till  the  year  1819,  he  continued  to  enjoy  a  remarkably 
good  state  of  health;  but  on  the  I2th  of  July  of  that  year,  an 
apoplectic  seizure  deprived  him  of  the  use  of  his  right  side. 
He  however  recovered  sufficiently  to  proceed  with  his  fevour- 
ite  employment,  and  occupied  himself  during  the  last  five 
years  of  his  life,  in  the  translation  of  several  useful  extracts 
from  the  Exposition  of  Christian  Doctrine.  In  February, 
1824,  he  was  obliged,  by  increasing  infirmities,  to  keep 
bis  bed  almost  continually.  Amidst  various  privations  and 
much  bodily  suffering,  he  maintained  an  unshaken  confidence 
in  the  mercy  and  merits  of  his  Redeemer.  **  I  go^"  he  often 
exclaimed,  *'  as  a  g^eat  sinner  to  our  Saviour,  but  I  know  He 
has  forgiven  all  my  sins  for  the  sake  of  His  death  upon  the 
Cross.'^  To  a  Brother  who  expressed  to  him  his  sympathy, 
on  seeing  how  much  he  suffered,  he  observed,  ^*  I  have  de- 
served nothing  else,  but  my  Saviour  will  soon  come  and  re- 
lieve my  pain."  In  the  night  previous  to  his  departure,  he 
often  prayed  with  earnestness  for  his  release^  exclaiming, 
from  thne  to  time,  *^  O  Lord  Jesus!  have  mercy  upon  me,'' 
and  as  the  morning  dawned,  he  added  with  a  cheerAil  coun- 
tenance, '^  My  Saviour  is  coming..He  is  now  at  hand.**  His 
hope  was  not  disappointed.  About  seven  o'clock,  after  a  fer- 
vent prayer  had  been  offered  up,  the  blessing  was  pronounced 
upon  him,  and  during  the  singing  of  a  verse,  treating  of  our 
departure  to  the  Lord,  his  redeemed  spirit  took  flight  into 
the  mansions  of  everlasting  bliss.  His  labours  in  this  Mission 
will  long  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance.  He  had  attained 
to  the  age  of  seventy-six  years  and  nine  months.'*
